EZEKIEL. 


CHAP. I. and II. 


OW it came to paſs in the thirtieth year, on the fifth 
day of the fourth month, as I was among the captives * 
by the river of Chebar, the heavens were opened, and 1 
ſaw viſions of God. ; 
In the fifth year of king Jehoiachin's captivity the word | 
of the Lord came expreſsly to Ezekiel the prieft, the ſon 
of Buzi, in the land of the Chgldeans, (by the river Chebar,) | 
there was the appearance of the likeneſs of the glory of the | 
Lord: and when I faw it I fell on my face, and I heard a 
voice of one that fpake. And the foirit entered into me | 
when he ſpake, and he ſaid to me, Son of man, I ſend thee . | 
to the children of Ifrael, to a rebellious nation that hath | 
rebelled againſt me, they and their fathers have tranſgreſſed 
againſt me, even to this day. They are impudent children 
and ſtiff-hearted: I fend thee unto them, and thou, fon 
of man be not afraid of them, nor of their words, though 
there are bnars and thorns with thee, and thou dwelleſt | 
among ſcorpions, be not afraid of their words, nor be diſ- | 
mayed at their looks, a 
hou ſhalt ſpeak my words to them, whether they will | 
bear or forbear, for they are molt rebellious. But thou, © |

ſon of man, be not thou rebellious like that rebellious

And when TI looked, behold a hand was ſent unto me, 
and the roll of a book was in it. And he ſpread it before 
me, and it was written within and without ; there was 
written therein lamentation, and mourning, and woe,

Aup he ſaid to me, Son of man, go, get thee to the 
houſe of Iſrael, and ſpeak to them with my words. For 
thou art not ſent to a people of a ſtrange ſpeech, and of a 
hard lan ge but to the houſe of Iſrael, Not to many 
2 of a ſtrange ſpeech, whoſe words thou canſt not un- 
deritand: had I ſent thee to them, would they not have 
hearkened to thee? 5 

But the houſe of Iſrael will not hearken to thee; for 
they will not hearken to me: they are impudent and hard- 
hearted. Behold, I have made thy face — againſt their 
faces: fear them not, nor be diſmayed at their looks, 
though they be a rebellious houſe: all my words which I 
ſhall ſpeak to. thee, receive in_thy heart, as well as hear 
with thy ears. 

Then I came to them of the captivity at Tel-abib, who 
dwelt by the river Chebar, and I fat where they ſat, and 
remained there aſtoniſhed among them ſeven days. And at 
the end of ſeven days, the word of the Lord came to me, 
ſaying, * ; 

— of man, I have made thee a watchman to the houſe 
of Iſrael: therefore hear the word at my mouth, and give 
them warning from me. When 1 ſay to the wicked, Thou 
ſhalt ſurely i and thou doſt not warn him, nor doſt ſpeak 
to warn the wicked from his wicked way, to fave his life, 
the ſame ſhall die in his iniquity ; but his blood will I re- 
quire at thy hand. But if thou warn the wicked, and he 
turn not from his wickedneſs, he ſhall die in his iniquity : 
but thou haſt delivered thy ſoul. Again, when the righteous 

turns from his righteouſneſs, and committeth iniquity, he 
ſhall die: thou not having warned him, he ſhall die in his ſin, 
and his righteouſneſs which he hath done ſhall not be re- 


membered; but his blood will I require at thy hand. 
| urther, 
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Further, if thou warneſt the righteous man, that he fin 
not, and he doth not fin; he ſhall ſurely live, becauſe he is 
warned: and thou haſt delivered thy ſoul, 
And the hand of the Lord was there upon me; and he 
ſaid unto me, Ariſe, go forth into the plain, where I will 
ſpeak with thee. Then I aroſe and went forth into the 
plain, and behold, the glory of the Lord was there, as the 
lory which I ſaw by the river Chebar; and I fell on my 
ce. The ſpirit then ſpoke with me, ſaying, Go ſhut thy - 
ſelf within thy houſe. Behold, they ſhall put bands upon 
thee, and bind thee with them, ſo that thou ſhalt not go out 
among them. I will alſo make thy tongue cleave to the roof 
of thy mouth, that thou ſhalt be dumb, and ſhalt not be to 
them a reprover; for they are a rebellious houſe. But 
when I ſpeak with thee, L will open thy mouth, and thou 
ſhalt ſay unto them, Thus faith the Lord God, he that 
heareth, let him hear, and he that forbeareth, let him for- 


bear, MA 
| VIII. and IX. 

As I ſat in my houſe, in the ſixth month, and the elders 
of Judah ſat before me, the hand of the Lord God fell 
upon me. And the glory of the God of Iſrael was there 
according to the viſion which I ſaw in the plain. Then he 
ſaid to me, Lift up thine eyes the way towards the north: 
ſo I lifted up my eyes, and behold, northward at the gate of 
the altar, was the image of jealouſy. 

Then he ſaid to me, Son of man, ſeeſt thou what they 
do? even the great abominations that the houſe of Iſrael 
committeth here, that I ſhould be far off from my ſanctuary? 
but turn yet again, and thou ſhalt ſee greater abominations. 

So he brought me to the door of the court; and when I 
looked, behold there was a hole in the wall. He then faid 
to me, Son of man, dig now in the wall: and when I had 
digged, behold a door: and he faid, Go in, und ſee the 
wicked abominations that they do here. Accordingly I 
went in, and ſaw every form of creeping things, and abo- 
minable beaſts, and all the idols of the houſe of Iſrael, pour. 
trayed upon the wall round about. Before which ſtood 
ſeventy men of the elders of the houſe of Iſrael, and 
Jaazaniah in the midſt of them, with every man his cenſer 
in his hand, and a thick cloud of incenſe went up. 

| A2 Then 
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Then he ſaid to me, Son of man, haſt thou ſeen what 
the elders of the houſe of Iſrael do in the dark, every man 
in the chambers of his imagery ? for they ſay, The Lord 
ſeeth us not; the Lord hath forſaken the earth. He 
further ſpoke to me, ſaying, Haſt thou ſeen this, O 
fon of man, is it a light thing to the houſe of Judah, 
that they commit the abominations, which are committed 
here? for they have filled the land with violence, and have 
returned to provoke me to anger. Therefore mine eye 
ſhall not ſpare, nor will I have pity. ; 

He called alfo with a loud voice, ſaying, Let thofe who 
bave charge over the city, draw near, each with his de- 
ſtroying weapon in his hand. And lo, there came fix men 
from the way of the higher gate, which lieth toward the 
north, every one having a ſlaughter weapon in his hand ; 
and one man among them was clothed with linen, having a 
writer's inkhorn by his fide z and they went in and ſtood 
by the brazen altar, | 

And when the glory of the God of Iſrael was gone up 
from the cherub, upon which it was, to the threſhold of 
the houſe, he called to the man clothed with linen, who 
had the writer's ink-horn by his fide. And the Lord ſaid 
to him, Go through the midſt of the city, through the 
midſt of Jerufalem, and ſet a mark upon the foreheads of 
the men who ſigh, and cry for all the abominations which 
are done in the midſt of it. 8 

And to the others he ſaid in my hearing, Go ye aſter him 
through the city and ſmite: let not your eye pity, nor do 
ye ſpare. Slay utterly old and young, both maids, with 

Freele children, and women; but come not near any man 
upon whom is the mark; and begin at my ſanctuary: then 
they began with the elders who were before the houſe. 
He ſaid to them alſo, Deſile the houſe, and fill the courts 
with the lain, go ye forth. 

Accordingly they went forth and ſlew in the city. And, 
as they were ſlaying them, and I was left, I fell upon my 
face, and cried out, ſaying, Ah! Lord God, wilt thou 
deſtroy all the reſidue of Iſrael, in thy pouring out of thy 
wrath upon Jeruſalem. | 
Then he anſwered me, The iniquity of the houſe of 
Iſrael and Judah is exceeding great, the land is _ . 
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blood, and the city of perverſeneſs : they ſay, The Lord 


hath forſaken the earth, and the Lord feeth not. As for 
me, my eye ſhall have no compaſſion, nor will I ſpare ; but 
I will recompence their way upon their head, 

And behold the man clothed with linen, who had the 
ink-horn by his ſide, reported the matter, ſaying, I have 
done as thou haſt commanded me. 


XIII. 

Axp the word of the Lord came unto me, ſaying, Son 
of man, propheſy againſt the prophets of Iſrael, and ſay to 
them who propheſy out of their own hearts, thus faith 
the Lord God, Wo unto the fooliſh prophets, who follow 
their own ſpirit, and have ſeen nothing. Have ye not 
ſpoken a lying divination, when ye fay, 'The Lord ſaich it, 
albeit J have not ſpoken. Therefore, becauſe ye have 
ſpoken vanity, and ſeen lies, behold, I am againſt you, faith 
the Lord God. | 
Even becauſe they have ſeduced my people, ſaying, 
Peace, when there was no peace: one built up a wall, and 
others daubed it with untempered mortar. Say to them 
who daub it with untempered mortar, That it ſhall fall: 
there ſhall be an over- flowing ſhower, great hail-{tones ſhalt 
fall, and a ſtormy wind ſhall rend it. And when it is 
fallen, thall it not be faid to you, Where is the daubing 
with which you have daubed it? fo I will break down the 
wall that ye have daubed with untempered mortar, and bring 
it to the ground, ſo that the foundation of it ſhall be dit- 
covered, and when it falls ye thalt be conſumed in the 


 midit of it, and ſhall know that I am the Lord. 


' Likewiſe, thou fon of man, ſet thy face againſt the 
daughters of thy people, which — out of their on 
heart, and ſay to them, Woe to the women that ſew pillows 
to all arm-pits, and make bollters for the head of every 
height, to hunt ſouls. Thus ſaith the Lord God, I am 
againſt your pillows, your bolſters alfo I will tear, and de- 
liver my people out of your hand. Becauſe with lies ye 
have made the heart of the righteons ſad, who J have not 
made fad : and ſtrengthened the hands of the wicked, 
(that he ſhould not return from his wicked way,) by pro- 
ming him life, Therefore ye ſhall ſee no more vanity, nor

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uſe divination, for I will deliver my people out of your 

hand, and ye ſhall know that I am the Lord. 4 
XIV. 


Tan word of the Lord came again to me, ſaying, When 
the land ſinneth againſt me, by treſpaſſing grievouſly, then 
I will ſtretch out my hand upon it, and break the ſtaff of 
the bread thereof, ſending famine upon it, and will cut off 
man and beaſt from it, 

Though theſe three men, Noah, Daniel, and Job, were 
in it, they ſhould deliver but their own ſouls by their righ- 
teouſneſs, ſaith the Lord God. 97 

Or it I bring a ſword or peſtilence upon that land, and 
ſay, Go through the land; fo that I cut off man and beaſt 
trom-it ; though theſe three men were in it, they ſhall de- 
liver neither ſons nor daughters, but ſhall only be delivered 
themſelves. 

Thus when I ſend my four grievous judgments upon 
Jeruſalem, the ſword, and the famine, the noiſome beaſt, 
and the peſtilence, to cut off from it man and beaſt : yet 
behold, there ſhall be left in it a remnant, which ſhall be 
brought forth, both ſons and daughters : they ſhall come 
forth to you, and ye ſhall ſee their way, and their doings : 
and ſhall be comforted concerning the evil which I have 
brought upon Jeruſalem. © And ye ſhall know that I have 
not done without cauſe, all that IJ have done in it, faith the 


Lord God. 
; XVIII. 


Moxzovez the word of the Lord came to me, ſaying, 
What mean ye, that ye uſe this proverb concerning the 
land of Iſrael, That the fathers have eaten ſour grapes, 
and the Children's teeth are ſet on edge? As I live, ſaith the 
Lord God, ye ſhall not have — to uſe this proverb 
in Iſrael any more. Lo, all ſouls are mine, as the ſoul 
olf the father, ſo alſo the ſoul of the ſon, is mine: the ſoul 

that ſinneth it ſhall die. 

If a man be juſt, and does that which is lawful and right, 
hath not oppreſſed any, but hath given his bread to the 
hungry, and hath covered the naked with a garment : 
that hath withdrawn his hand from iniquity, and executed 
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true judgment between man and man: hath walked in my 
ordinances, and kept my judgments to deal truly: he ſhalt 
ſurely live, faith the Lord God. 

If he ſhould beget a ſon, who is a robber, and a ſhedder 
of blood: who hath oppreſſed the poor and needy, com- 
mitted abomination, and doth not thoſe duties before- 
mentioned, he ſhall ſurely die, his blood ſhall be upon him. 

On the contrary, if he ſhould beget a ſon, who ſeeth all 
his father's fins which he hath done, and confidereth, and 
doeth not the like, he ſhall not die for the iniquity of his 
father, but ſhall ſurely live. 

The ſoul that finneth, it ſhall die: the ſon ſhall not 
ſuffer for the iniquity of the father, nor the father for the 
fon's : the righteouſneſs of the righteous ſhall be upon him, 
and the wickedneſs of the wicked ſhall be upon him. But 
if the wicked turn from all his fins which he hath com- 
mitted, and keep all my ordinances, doing that which is 
lawful and right, he ſhall ſurely live, he ſhall not die. 
None of his tranſgreſſions ſhall be mentioned to him, in his 
righteouſneſs that he has done, he ſhall live. Have I any 
pleaſure at all that the wicked ſhould die, faith the Lord 
4 and not that he ſhould return from his ways and 
ive? +£ 
But when the righteous turneth away from his righteouſ- 
neſs, and committeth iniquity, doing according to all the 
abominations which the wicked man does, ſhall he live? 
nay, all his righteouſneſs which he hath done, ſhall not be 
mentioned : in his treſpaſs, wherein he hath treſpaſſed ; and 
in his fin that he hath ſinned, in them he ſhall die. Yet 

e ſay, The way of the Lord is not equal: hear now, O 
houſe of Iſrael, Is not my way equal? are not your ways 
pnequal ? 2 

herefore, I will judge you, O houſe of Iſrael, every 
one according to his ways, ſaith the Lord God: repent, 
and turn from all your tranſgreſſions; ſo iniquity ſhall not 
be your ruin. | 

Cal away from you all your tranſgreſſions, by which ye 
have tranſgreſſed, and get you a new heart, and a new ſpirit: 


for why will ye die, O houſe of Iſrael! for I have no 
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pleaſure in the death of him that dieth, ſaith the Lord 
God: wherefore turn ye and live. 


| XXXIII. 
Ax this was the word of the Lord which came to me, 
ſaying, Speak thus to the children of thy people: 

When I bring the ſword upon a land, and the people 
of the land take a man, and ſet him for their watchman; 
if when he ſeeth the ſword coming upon the land, he blow- 
eth the trumpet and warneth the people: then whoſoever 
heareth the {ound of the trumpet, and taketh not warning, 
his blood ſhall be upon him: but he that taketh warning, 
ſhall deliver bis ſoul. 

But if the watchman ſeeth the ſword coming, and blow- 
eth not the trumpet, ſo that the people are not warned : if 
the ſword come, and take away any perſon from amon 
them, ke is taken away in his iniquity : but his blood wil 
I require at the watchman's hand, 

So thou, O ſon of man, I have ſet thee a watchman 

unto the houſe of Ifrael, and thou ſhalt hear the word at 
my mouth, and warn them from me; when I ſay to the 
wicked, O wicked man, thou ſhalt ſurely die; if thou 
doſt not warn him, he ſhall die in his iniquity, but his 
blood I will require at thy hand. But if thou warneſt 
bim, and he doth not turn from his way, he ſhall die in 
his iniquity but thou haſt delivered thy ſoul. 
Say unto them, As I live, faith the Lord God, I hare 
no pleaſure in the death of the wicked, but that the wicked 
turn from his way and live: turn ye, turn ye, from your 
evil ways; for why will ye die, O houſe of Iſrael! 

Now in the twelfth year of our ir, on the ſifth- day 
of the tenth month, one that had eſcaped from Jeruſalem, 
came to me, ſaying, The city is ſmitten. Then the hand 
of the Lord was upon me, and my mouth was opened, I 


was no more dumb. And it was ſaid to me in the word of 


the Lord, I will lay the land moſt defolate, and the excel- 
lency of its ſtrength ſhall ceaſe: and the mountains of 
Iſrael ſhall be deſolate, that none ſhall paſs through. Then 
they ſhall know that I am the Lord, when I have laid wa 
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land moſt deſolate, becauſe of all the abominations which 


they have committed. 

As for thee, O ſon of man, the children of thy people 
are talking againſt thee by the walls, and in the doors of 
the houſes, and ſaying one to another, each one to his 
brother, Come, I pray, and hear what is the word that 
cometh forth from the Lord. | 

And they come to thee as the people come, and fie 
before thee as my people; they atfo hear thy words, but 
they will not do them : for with their mouth they ſhew 
much love, but their heart goeth after their covetouſneſs. 
Lo, thou art to them as a very lovely ſong, of one that 
hath a pleaſant voice, and can play well on an inſtrument. 
They hear thy words, but they do them not. 

But when this cometh to paſs (lo, it will come) thew . 
they ſhall} know that a prophet hath been among them. 


XXXIV. 

Tax word of the Lord came to me, ſaying, Propheſy 
againſt the ſhepherds of Iſrael, and fay to them, Thus 
faith the Lord God, Wo be to the ſhepherds of Ifrael who 
feed themſelves : ſhould not the ſhepherds feed the flocks ? 
ye eat the fat, and clothe 57 with the wool; ye kill them 
that are fed; but ye feed not the flock. The diſeaſed 
have ye not ſtrengthened, nor have ye bound up that which 
was broken, nor brought again that which was driven away, 
neither have ye fought that Which was loſt, but have ruled 
them with force and cruelty. 

They were ſcattered becauſe there is no ſhepherd : and 
they became meat to all the beaſts of the field, when they 
were fcattered : my ſheep wandered through all the moun- 
tains, and upon every high hill; yea, my flock is ſcattered 
over all the face of the earth, and none did fearch, or ſeek 
after them. 

Therefore, O ye ſhepherds, hear the word of the Lord, 
thus faith the Lord God, Behold, I am againſt the ſhep- 
herds, and will require my flogk at their hand, and cauſe 
them to ceaſe from feeding the flock, nor ſhall the ſhep- 
herds feed themſelves any more; for I will deliver my 
flock ont of their mouth, that they may not be meat for 
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them. I will ſeek for my ſheep, as a ſhepherd ſeeketh out 
his flock, in the day that he is among his ſheep that are 
ſcattered; ſo will I ſeek out my ſheep, and deliver them 
out of all places where they have been ſcattered in the 
cloudy and dark day. 12 
1e will ſeek that which was loſt, and bring again that 
which was driven away; and will bind up that which was 
broken; and ſtrengthen that which was ſick; but I will 
deſtroy the fat and the ſtrong, and feed them with judg- 
ment. I will fave my flock, and they ſhall be no more a 
| J J will ſet up one ſhepherd over them, and he ſhall 
eed them, even my ſervant David: he ſhall feed them; 
and ſhall be their ſhepherd. And I the Lord will be their 
God, and my ſervant David a prince among them, I, the 
Lord, have ſpoken it. 
* XXXVII. 


Tur hand of the Lord was upon me, and carried me 
out in the Spirit of the Lord, and 2 me down in the midſt 
of the valley which was full of bones. He cauſed me to 
paſs by them round about, and there were very many in the 
open valley, and lo they were very dry. Then he ſaid 
unto me, Son of man, can theſe bones live? and I 
anſwered, O Lord God, thou knoweſt. 
Again he ſaid to me, Propheſy upon theſe bones, and 
fay unto them, O ye dry bones, hear the word of the Lord. 
"hus faith the Lord God to theſe bones, Behold, I 
will cauſe breath to enter into you, and ye ſhall live, I 
will alſo bring finews and fleſh upon you, and cover you 
with ſkin, and put breath into you, and ye ſhall live, and 
ye ſhall know that I am the Lord. 
80 I propheſied as I was commanded ; and as I prophe- 
' fied, there was a noiſe, and behold a ſhaking, and the bones 
came together bone to his bone, I ſaw alſo that the ſinews 
and the fleſh came up upon them, and the fkin covered them: 
but there was no breath in them, Then he ſaid unto me, 
Propheſy to the wind; propheſy and ſay to the wind, thus 
faith the Lord God, Come — the four winds, O breath, 


and breathe upon theſe ſlain, that they may live. 

80 I propheſied as he commanded me, and the breath 

entered into them, and they became aliye, and ſtood u 5 
| : their 
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their feet, an exceeding great army. Upon this it was 
faid, Son of man, thef: bones are the whole houſe of 
Ifrael : lo, they ſay, Our bones are dried up, and our hope 
is loſt; we are cut off, Therefore propheſy and ſay unto 
them, thus faith the Lord God, Behold, O my people, 
I will open your graves, and cauſe you to come up out of 
your graves, and bring you into the land of Iſrael. And 
ye ſhall know that I am the Lord, when I have 5 
your graves, O my people, and brought you up out of your 
graves, and ſhall put my ſpirit in you, and ye ſhall live,

THE BOOK OF DANIEL. 


I. 

IN the third year of the reign of Jehoiakim, kin of Judah, 
Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, came to Jeruſalem, and 
beſieged it. And the Lord gave Jehoiakim into his hand, 
with part of the veſſels of the houſe of God, which he 
carried into the land of Shinar, and placed them in the 
treaſure-houſe of his God. 

And the king ſpoke to Aſhpenaz, the maſter of his 
eunucks, that he ſhould bring certain of the children of 
Ifrael, both of the king's family and of the prince's; ſuch 
in whom there was no blemiſh, but who were of a good 
countenance, and ſkilful in all wiſdom and knowledge, 
having ability in them to ſtand in the king's palace; whom 
they might teach the learning and tongue of the Chaldeans. 
The king alſo appointed them a daily ꝓroviſion of his meat, 
and of the wine which he drank: ſo keeping them three 
years, that at the end thereof they might ſtand before the 


king. | | 
Now among theſe were of the poſterity of Judih, Daniel, 

Hananiah, Miſhael, and Azariah, unto whom-the prince 

of the eunuch gave names; to Daniel, the name of Belte- 

ſhazzer ; to Hananiah, the name of Shadrach ; to Miſhael 

of Meſhrach; and to Azariah, of Abed-nego, 
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But Daniel reſolved in his heart that he would not deſile 
himſelf with the portion of the king's meat, nor with the 
wine which he drank : therefore he requeſted of the prince 
of the eunuchs, that he might not defile himſelf with them. 
And now God had brought Daniel into. favour and tender 
love with the prince of the eunuchs, and he ſaid to Daniel, 


I fear my lord the king, who. hath appointed your meat 


and drink: for why ſhould he fee your faces in worſe con- 
dit on than the youths which are of your fort z and thus 
ſhall ye make me endanger my head to the king, 

Then ſaid Daniel to Melzar, who the prince of the 

eunuchs had ſet over them, Prove thy ſervants, I beſeech 
thee, ten days, and let them give us pulfe to eat, and 
water to drink. Then let our countenances be looked on, 
before thee, arid the countenance of thoſe who eat of the 
portion of the king's meat: and as thou ſeeſl, deal with 
thy ſervants. So he conſented in this matter, and proved 
them ten days. And at the end of ten days, their coun- 
tenances appeared fairer and fatter in fleſh, than any of the 
youths, Who ate of the portion of the king's meat. Thus 
Melzar took. away the portion of meat and drink that they 
ſhould: have; and gave them pulle. : 
No at the concluſion of the time that the king had faid 
he ſhould bring them in, then the prince of the eunuchs 
braught them before Nebuchadnezzar, and when he had 
dommuned with them, there vas none found among them 
all ke Daniel, Hananiah, Miſhael, and Azariah, therefore 
they ſtood before the king. And in all matters of wiſdom 
and underſtanding, concerning which the king enquired of 
them, be found them tenfold better than all the magicians 
and aſtrologers that were in his whole kingdom. 

And Daniel continued to the firſt year of king Cyrus.

Axn Nebuchadnezzar, in the ſecond year of his reign, 


dreamed dreams, with which his ſpirit was troubled, and 
his ſlecp went from him, He therefore commanded, to 
call the magicians and aſtrologers, with the fſorcerers and 


Chal ſeans, to ſhew the king his dreams: and when they 


came and ſtood before him, he ſaid to them, I have dreamed 


Then 
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DANIEL 13 
Then the Chaldeans faid to the king, in Syriack, O king, 


live for ever; tell thy ſervants the dream, and we will ſhew 
the interpretation, But the king anſwered them, The 
matter is gone from me; if ye do not make known to me 
the dream, with the interpretation of it, ye ſhall be cut in 
pieces, and your houſes ſhall be made à dunghill. But if 
ye ſhew the dream, and the interpretation of it, ye ſhall 
receive of me gifts and rewards, and great honour: therefore 
ſhew me the dream, and the meaning of it. 

They anſwered again, Let the king tell his ſervants the 
dream, and we will ſhew the interpretation. He replied, 
I know that ye would gain time, becauſe you ſee the thing 
is gone from me; but if you do not make known the dream 
to me, there is but one decree for you: for ye have 
prepared lying and corrupt words to ſpeak before me, till 
me time is changed: tell me therefore the dream, and 
1 ſhall know ye can ſhew the interpretation of it. 

They anſwered, There is not a man upon earth that 
can ſhew the king's matter: nor is there any king, lord, 
or ruler, that aſketh ſuch a thing of any magician, aſtro- 
loger, ar Chaldean, It is a rare thing which the king 
requireth, and there is no other can ſhew it before him, 
except the gods, whole dwelling is not with fleſh. 

For this cauſe the king was angry, and commanded to 
deſtroy all the wiſe, men of Babylon. And the decree 
went forth: that they ſhould be ſlain: Daniel alſo, and 
his companions were fought fo to be ſlain. 


Then Daniel anſwered with counſel and wiſdom to 


Arioch, captain of the king's guard, who was gone forth 
to ſlay the wiſe men, Why is the decree ſo haſty from the 
King? and Arioch made known the matter to Daniel: 
and when Daniel heard it, he went in and requeſted! of 
the king, that he would give him time, and he would ſhew 


the king the interpretation. 


He then went to his houſe, and made the matter known 


to Hananiah, Miſhael, and Azariah, his companions, that 


they might deſire mercies of the God of heaven con- 
cerning this ſecret, that Daniel and his companions ſhould 
not periſh with the reſt of the wiſe men of Babylon. 
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And the ſecret was revealed to Daniel in a night viſion. 
Then Daniel bleſſed the God of heaven, ſaying, Bleſſed 
be the name of God for ever and ever: wiſdom and power 
are his. He changeth the times and ſeaſons; he re- 
moveth kings, and ſetteth up kings: he giveth wiſdom unto 
the wiſe, and knowledge to thoſe who know under ſtand- 
ing. He revealeth the deep and ſecret things: he knoweth 
what is in the darkneſs, and the light dwelleth with 
him, I thank thee, and praiſe thee, O God of m 
fathers, who haſt given me wiſdom and might, and ha 
made known to me what we requeſted of thee, in thus 
communicating to us the king's matter. 
Upon this Daniel went into Arioch, and ſaid, Deſtroy 
not the wiſe men of Babylon ; bring me before the king, 
and I will ſhew him the interpretation. 'Then Arioch 
brought in Daniel before the king in haſte, and ſaid to 
him, I have found a man of the captives of Judah, who 
will make known the meaning to the king. The king 
ſaid to Daniel, Art thou able to make known unto me 
the dream which I have ſeen, and the interpretation of it? 
Daniel anſwered, The ſecret which the king has de- 
manded, the wiſe men, the aſtrologers, magicians, and 
ſoothſayers, cannot ſhew him. But there is a God in 
heaven that revealeth ſecrets, and is making known to 
the king Nebuchadnezzar, what will be in the latter days. 
Thy dream, and the viſions of thy head upon thy bed, 
are theſe; Thou, O king, had thoughts come into thy 
mind of what ſhould be hereafter : he that revealeth ſecrets 
maketh known to thee what ſhall come to paſs. As for 
me, this ſecret is not revealed to me, for the wiſdom I 
have more than any living, but for the fake of thoſe who 
ſhall make known the interpretation to the king, and that 
thou mayeſt know the thoughts of thy heart. | 
Thou, O king, didſt ſee and behold a great image; 
this great image, whoſe brightneſs was excellent, ſtood 
before thee, and the form of it was terrible. Its head 
was of fine gold, its breaſt and arms of filver, the belly 
and thighs of braſs, the legs of iron, and its feet part of 
iron and part of clay. Thou ſaweſt till that a ſtone was 
cut out without hands, which ſmote the image upon _ 
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feet that were of iron and clay, and broke them in pieces. 
Then was the iron, the clay, the braſs, the ſilver, and the 
gold broken to pieces together, and became like the chaff 
of the ſummer threſhing floors, and the wind carried them 
away, that no place was found for them: and the ſtone 
which ſmote the image became a great mountain, and filled 
the whole earth. 

This is the dream; and we will tell the interpretation 
of it before the king. — Thou, O king, art a king of kings: 
for the God of heaven hath given thee a kingdom, power, 
and ſtrength and glory. And whereſoever the children of 
men dwell, the beaſts of the field, and the fowls of the 
air, he hath given into thine hand, and made thee ruler 
over them all, Thou art this head of gold. And after 
thee ſhall ariſe another kingdom, inferior to thee; alſo 
another third kingdom of braſs, which ſhall have domi- 
nion over the 5 earth. And the fourth kingdom ſhall 
be as ſtrong as iron: inaſmuch as iron breaketh in pieces, 
and ſubdues all things: and as iron which breaketh all 
theſe, it ſhall break in pieces and bruiſe. 

And whereas thou ſaweſt the feet and toes, part of 
potter's clay, and part of iron: the kingdom ſhall be di- 
vided, but there will be in it of the ſtrength of iron, inaſ- 
much as thou ſaweſt the iron mixed with miry clay: 
and as the toes of the feet were part of iron and part of- 
clay, ſo the kingdom will be partly ſtrong and partly 


broken. And whereas thou beheld iron mixed with miry 


clay, they will mingle themſelves with the offspring of 
men: but will not cleaye one to another, even as iron is 
not mixed with clay. — 

And in the days of theſe kings, the God of heaven 
will ſet up a kingdom, which ſhall never be deſtroyed: nor 
ſhall it be left to other people, but it will break in pieces, 
and conſume all theſe kingdoms, and it ſhall ſtand for 
eyer. 

And foraſmuch as thou ſaweſt that the ſtone was cut 
out of the mountain without hands, and that it broke in 
pieces the iron, the braſs, the clay, the filver, and the gold; 
the great God hath made known to the king what will 

come 
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come to paſs hereafter: and the dream is certain, alſo the 
interpretation of it ſure.

Therefore I make a decree 
that the people of every nation and language who ſpeak 
againſt the God of Shadrach, Meſhach, and Abed-nego, 
ſhall be cut in pieces, and their houſes made a dunghill, 
becauſe there is no other God that can deliver after this 
Manner.

 NeBuCHADNEZZAR the king to the E of all nations, 
and languages, that dwell on the whole earth. Peace be 
multiplied unto you. | 
I thought it good to ſkew the ſigns and wonders which 
the high God hath wrought towards me. How great are 
his ſigns! and how mighty are his wonders! his kingdom 
is an everlaſting kingdom, and his dominion is from gene- 
ration to generation. | 

I Nebuchadnezzar was at reſt in mine houſe, and flouriſh- 
ing in my palace: I ſaw a dream which made me afraid, 
the thoughts upon my bed, and the viſions of my head, 
troubled me. Then 1 made a decree to bring in before 
me all the wiſe men of -Babylon, that they might make 
known the interpretation of the dream. But when I had 
told the dream, they did not make known the interpretation 
of it. At laſt Daniel came in before me (whoſe name is 
' Belteſhazzar according to the name of my God) and to him 
J told the dream, ſaying, O Belteſhazzar, becauſe I know 
that the ſpirit of the holy gods is in thee, and no ſecret 
troubleth thee, tell me the meaning of the things which J 
have ſeen in my dream. Theſe' were the ritioas of my 
head upon my bed: I ſaw and beheld a tree in the midi} 
of the earth, whoſe height was great; the tree grew, and 
was ſtrong, and the height of it reached to heaven, and the 
Gght of it to the end of the earth: the leaves were fair, 
and the fruit of it much; in it there was meat for all, and 
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the beaſts of the field had ſhadow under it, the fowls of 
the heaven alſo dwelt in the boughs of it, and all fleſh was - 
nouriſhed by it. I ſaw in the ſame viſions, and beheld a 
watcher, and an holy one came down from heaven. He 
cried aloud, and ſaid thus, Hew down the tree, and cut off 
his branches; ſhake off his leaves, and ſcatter his fruit; let 
the beaſts remove from under it, and the fowls from its 
branches. Nevertheleſs, leave the ſtump of its roots in the 
earth, even with a band of iron and — 4 among the herbs 
of the field: and let it be wet with the dew of heaven, 
and let his portion be with the beaſts in the graſs of the 
earth, Let his heart be changed from man's, and let the 
heart of a beaſt be given him; and let ſeven times paſs 
over him. The matter is by the decree of the watchers, 
and the demand by the word of the holy ones: in order 
that the living may know that the Moſt High ruleth in the 
kingdom of men, and giveth it to whomſoever he will, 
ſetting up over it the baſeſt of men. 

This dream I king Nebuchadnezzar have ſeen; now 
thou Belteſhazzar, declare the meaning of it; inaſmuch as 
all the wiſe men of my kingdom are not able to make 
known to me the interpretation: but thou art able, for the 
ſpirit of the holy gods 1s in thee, 

Then Daniel was aſtoniſhed for an hour, and his thoughts 
troubled him. Upon which the king ſaid, Belteſhazzar, 
let not the dream, or the interpretation of it, trouble thee, 
He anſwered, My Lord, let the dream be to them that 
hate thee, and the meaning of it to thine enemies, | 
The tree that thou beheld, which grew and was ſtrong, 
whoſe height reached to heaven, and the fight of it to 
the whole earth: whoſe leaves were fair, and the fruit of it 
much ; under which the beaſts of the field dwelt, and the 
fowls of the air lodged in the branches, and all fleſh was 
fed of it. It is thou, O king, who art grown and become 
ſtrong: ſo that thy greatneſs is increaſed, and reacheth unto 
heaven, and thy dominion to the end of the earth. And 
whereas the king ſaw a watcher, and an holy one coming 
down from heaven, and ſaying, Hew down the tree, and 
deſtroy it, yet leave the ſtump of the roots thereof in the 
earth, with a band of iron and braſs among the tender on | 
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of the ſield, and let it be wet with the dew of heaven, and 
let his portion be with the beaſts of the field, till ſeven 
times paſs over him. | 

This is the interpretation, O king; and this is the decree 
of the Moſt High, which will come upon my lord the 


king. That they ſhall drive thee from men, and thy dwell- 


ing will be with the beaſts of the field, where they ſhall 
make thee to eat graſs as oxen, and alſo wet thee with the 
dew of heaven; thus will ſeven times paſs over thee ; till 
thou knoweſt that the Moſt High ruleth in the kingdom 


of men, and giveth it to whomfoever he will. And 


whereas they commanded to leave the ſtump of the tree's 
roots, thy kingdom ſhall be fare to thee, after thou fthalt 
have known that heaven ruleth. Wherefore, O king, let 
my counſel be acceptable to thee, and break off thy fins by 
righteouſneſs, and thine iniquities by ſhewing mercy to 
the poor: if it may be a lengthening thy tranquillity. 

All this came upon the king Nebuchadnezzar ;z who at 
the end of twelve months, as he was walking in the palace 
of Babylon, ſpake, and ſaid, Is not this great Babylon 
which I have built for the houſe of the kingdom, by the 
might of my power, and for the honour of my majeſty ? 
Whilſt the word was in the king's mouth, there fell a 
voice from heaven, faying, O king Nebuchadnezzar, to thee 
it is ſpoken; that the kingdom is departed from thee. And 
they [hall drive thee from men, and thy dwelling ſhall be 
with the beaſts of the field; they ſhall make thee eat 
graſs like oxen, and ſeven times ſhall paſs over thee, till 
thou knoweſt that the Moft High rules in the kingdom of 
men, and giveth it to whomfoever he will. The ſame 


' hour the thing was fulfilled upon him, and he was driven 


from men, and did eat graſs as oxen; his body alſo was 
wet with the dew of heaven, till his hairs were grown like 
eaples feathers, and his nails like the claws of birds. 

And at the end of the days, I Nebuchadnezzar lifted 
up mine eyes to heaven, and my underſtanding returned 
to me: then I blefſed the Moſt High, and praiſed and 
honoured him that lives for ever, whoſe dominion 1s an 
everlaſting dominion, and his kingdom from generation to 


generation. All the inhabitants of the earth are reputed 
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as nothing: he doeth according to his will in the army of 
heaven, and among the inhabitants of the earth: none can 
ſtay his hand, or ſay to him, what doeſt thou? 

At the fame time that my reaſon returned unto me, my 
honour and brightneſs returned to me for the glory of my 
kingdom. My counſellors and nobles alſo ſought to me; 
and I was eſtabliſhed in my kingdom, and excellent great- 
nels was added to me, Now I Nebuchadnezzar, praiſe 
and extol, and honour the king of heaven, all whoſe works 
are truth, and his ways judgment. And thoſe who walk 
in pride he is able to abaſe.

BarsuAzz Ax, the king, made 2 great feaſt for a thou- 
fand of his lords, and drank wine before them. And 
whilſt he taſted the wine, he commanded to bring the gold 
and ſilver veſſels, which his father Nebuchadnezzar had 
taken from the temple in Jeruſalem, that the king and 
his princes, with his wives and concubines might drink. in 
them. They drank wine, and praiſed the gods of gold, 

p: and ſtone. | 

In the ſame hour there came forth fingers of a man's 

hand, and wrote over againſt the candleſtick, upon the 


plaiſter of the wall of the king's palace; and the king ſaw 


the part of the hand which wrote. Then the king's coun- 
tenance was changed, and his thoughts troubled him, ſo 
that the joints of his loins were looſed, and his knees ſmote 
ane agamit another. He called aloud to bring in the 
altrologers, the Chaldeans, and ſoothſayers; and ſaid, Whos 
ſoever ſhall read this writing, and ſhew me the interpre- 
tation of it, ſhall be clothed in ſcarlet, and have a chain 
of gold about his neck, and {hall be the third ruler in the 
Kingdom. 

Then all the king's wiſe men came in, but they could 
not read' the writing, nor make known the interpretation 
of it. King Belſhazzar was therefore greatly troubled, 
and his countenance changed, his lords alſo were aſtoniſhed, 
Now by means of the words of the king and his lords, 
the queen came into the banquetting houſe, and ſaid, O 
king, live for ever; let got thy thoughts trouble thee, nor 


thy 
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thy countenance be changed. 'There is a man in thy king- 
dom in whom is the ſpirit of the holy gods; and in the 
days of thy father ſuch light, underſtanding, and wiſdom 
was found in him, that the king Nebuchadnezzar made 
him maſter of the magicians, . Nn: Chaldeans, ſooth- 
ſayers: let him be called, and he will ſhew the inter- 
pretation. | 
Then was Daniel brought in before the king; and the 
king ſaid to him, Art thou that Daniel, one of the chil- 
dren of the captivity of Judah, whom my father brought 
from thence? I have heard of thee, that the ſpitit of the 
gods is in thee, and that light and underſtanding, and ex- 
cellent wiſdom, is found in thee. Now the wiſe men, and 
aſtrologers have been brought in before me, that they might 
read this writing, and make known the interpretation of 
it, but they could not. And I have heard concerning 
thee, that thou art able to produce interpretations and re- 
move doubts: if thou canſt read the writing, and make 
known the meaning of it ; thou ſhalt be clothed in ſcarlet, 
and have a chain of gold about thy neck, and ſhalt be the 
third ruler in the kingdom. | 
Then Daniel anſwered before the king, Let thy gifts 
be for thyſelf, and give thy rewards to another; yet I will 
read the writing unto the king, and make known to him the 
meaning. O thou king ! the moſt high God, gave Nebu- 
chadnezzar thy father a kingdom, with greatneſs, glory, 
and honour. And by reaſon of the greatneſs which he 
ve him, the people of all nations and languages trembled 
and feared before him. Whom he would, he flew, and 
- whom he would, he kept alive, and according to his plea- 
ſure he ſet up, and put down. But when his heart was 
lifted up, and his mind hardened in pride, he was put down 
from his royal throne, and they took his glory from him. 
He was driven from the ſons of men, and his heart was 
made like the beaſts, and his dwelling was with the wild 
aſſes; they fed him with graſs as oxen, and his body was 
wet with the dew of heaven, till he knew. that the moſt 
high God ruled in the kingdom of men, and that he ſetteth 
up over it whom he will, * 
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Vet, thou Belſhazzar his ſon, haſt not humbled thine 
heart, though thou knewelt all this; but haſt lifted up thy- 
ſelf againſt the Lord of heaven, and they have brought 
the veſſels of his houſe before thee, in which thou and thy 
lords, thy wives and concubines have drunk wine; and thou 
haſt praiſed the gods of ſilver and gold, of braſs, iron, 
wood, and ſtone, which ſee not, neither hear nor know: 
and the God in whoſe hand thy breath is, and whoſe are 
all thy ways, thou haſt not honoured, 

Then was the part of the hand ſent from him: and this 
is the writing which was written, MENE MENE, 
TEKEL, UPHARSIN. The interpretation of it is as 
follows: MENE, God hath numbered thy kingdom, and 
finiſhed it; TEKEL, thou art weighed in the. balances 
and found wanting; PERES, thy kingdom is divided, and 
given to the Medes and Perhaas. 

; Belſhazzar then commanded that they ſhould cloath 
Daniel in ſcarlet, with a chain of gold about his neck, and 
proclaim concerning him, that he was the third ruler in 


the kingdom. 


In the ſame night Belſhazzar king of the Chaldeans was 
flain; and Darius the Mede took the kingdom, being about 
threeſcore and two years old. 


| VI. 

IT pleaſed Darius to ſet over the kingdom an hundred 
and twenty princes, who ſhould be over the whole king- 
dom. And above theſe, three preſidents, of whom Daniel 
was the firſt; that the princes might give account to them, 
and the king ſhould have no damage. Thus was Daniel 
preferred above the preſidents and princes,” becauſe an 
excellent ſpirit was in him: the kiog alſo thought to place 
him over the whole realm. 

The preſidents and princes then ſought to find occafion 
againſt Daniel concerning the kingdom, but they could 
find no occaſion nor fault : inaſmuch as he was faithful, 
and nothing corrupt was to be found in him. They ſaid, 
Therefore we ſhall not find any occaſion againſt this 
Daniel, except, we find it againſt him concerning the law 


of his God. They then went together to the king, X 


, 
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faid, King Darius, live for ever. All the preſidents of 
the kingdom, the princes, the counſellors, and the captains 
have conſulted together, to eſtabliſh a royal ſtatute, and 
make a firm decree, that whoever does aſl a petition of 
any god or man for thirty days, ſave of thee, O king, ſhall 
be caſt into the den of lions. Now, O king, eſtabliſh the 
decree, and fign the writing; that it may not be changed : 
according to the law of the Medes and Perſians, which 
altereth not. | 

The king therefore ſigned the writing and the decree. 
Now when Daniel knew that the writing was figned, 
he went into his houſe, and the windows being open in 
his chamber toward Jeruſalem, he kneeled upon his knees 
three times a day, and prayed, and gave thanks before 
his God, as he had done before time. Then theſe men 
aſſembled, and found Daniel -praying, and making ſuppli- 
cation before his God,, Upon which they came near and 
ſpake before the king, concerning his decree, ſaying, Haft 
thou not ſigned a decree, that every man who ſhall aſk a 
petition of any god or man, within thirty days, fave of thee, 
ſhall be caſt into the den of lions! the king anſwered, 
The thing is true, according to the law of the Medes 
and Perſians, which altereth not. 

They then replied, That Daniel, who is of the chil. 
dren of the captivity of - Judah, regardeth not thee, O 
king, nor the decree that thou haſt ſigned, but maketh 
his petition three times a day. 

When the king heard theſe words, he was exceedingly 
diſpleaſed with himſelf, and ſet his heart on Daniel to 
deliver him; labouring for it till the going down of the 
fun. But the men who were aſſembled ſaid to him, 
Know, O king, that the law of the Medes and Perſians 
is, That no decree nor ſtatute, which the king eſta- 
bliſheth may-be changed. 

Then the, king commanded, and they brought Daniel, 
and caſt him into the den of lions. At the ſame time the 
king {aid to him, Thy God whom thou ſerveſt continually, 

he will deliver thee. And a ſtone was brought, and laid 
| the month of the den, the king ſealing it with his own 
ſignet, and with the ſignet of his lords; that the purpoſe 


concerning 


concerning Daniel might not be changed. But the king 


went to his palace, and paſſed the night faſting; nor were 


inſtruments of muſic brought before him, and his ſſeep went 
from him. And in the morning early he aroſe, and went 
in haſte to the den of lions. 

And when he came to the den, he cried with a mourn- 
ful voice to Daniel, ſaying, O Daniel, ſervant of the liv- 
ing God, is thy God whom thou ſerveſt continually, able 
to deliver thee from the lions ? 

Daniel anſwered, O king, live for ever. My God hath 
ſent his angel, and hath ſhut the lions mouths that they 
have not hurt me: foraſmuch as innocency was found in 
me before him, and alſo before thee, O king, I have done 
no hurt. Then was the king exceeding glad for him, and 
commanded to take Daniel out of the den : ſo Daniel was 
taken up out of the den, and no manner of hurt was 
found upon him, becauſe he believed in his God. And 
the king commanded that they ſhould bring thoſe men who 
had accuſed Daniel; and they were caſt into the den of 
lions, with their children and wives ; and the lions had the 
maſtery of them, breaking their bones in pieces before 
they came at the bottom of the den. 

After this king Darius wrote to the people of all nations 
and languages, that dwell upon the whole earth, Peace be 
multiplied unto you. I make a decree, that in all the 
dominions of my kingdom, men tremble and fear before the 
God of Daniel : for he is the living. God, and ſtedfaſt for 
ever, whoſe kingdom is that which ſhall not be deſtroyed, 
and his dominion ſhall be even unto the end, He delivereth 
and reſcueth ; he worketh ſigns and wonders in heaven 
and on earth, who hath delivered Daniel from the power 
of the lions. Oden 5 

So this Daniel proſpered in the reign of Darius, and in 
the reign of Cyrus the Perſian. | 


IX, 5 
In the firſt year of Darius, the ſon of Ahaſuerus, of the 
offspring of the Medes, who was made king over the realm 
of the Chaldeans, I Daniel, underſtood by books, the 
number of the years, concerning which the word of the 
Vor. II. B Lord 
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Lord came to Jeremiah the prophet, that he would accom- 
olar 


pliſh ſeventy years in the deſolations of Jeruſalem, E 
Then I ſet my face unto the Lord God, to ſeek by 
prayer and ſupplieations, with faſting, fackcloth, and aſhes. 
And I prayed to the Lord my God, and made confeſſion, 
ſaying, 5 rd, the great and dreadful God, keeping cove- 
nant and mercy with them that love him, and keep his 
commandments. We have ſinned and committed iniquity, 
have done wickedly and rebelled, even by departing from 
thy precepts, and from thy judgments. Neither have we 
Hearkened unto thy ſervants the prophets, who ſpoke, in 
thy name to our kings, our princes, and our fathers, and 
to all the people of the land. O Lord, righteouſneſs be- 
lJongeth unto thee, but unto us confuſion of face as at this 
day: to the men of Judah, and the inhabitants of Jeru- 
ſalem, and to all Iſrael, who are near and far off, in all the 
countries whither thou haſt driven them, becauſe of their 
treſpaſs, with which they have treſpaſſed againſt thee. To 
us belongs confuſion of face, to our kings, to our princes, 
and our fathers, becauſe we have ſinned againſt thee. To 
the Lord our God belong mercies and forgiveneſſes; though 
we have rebelled againſt him. For we have not obeyed 
the voice of the Lord our God, to walk in his laws which 
he ſet before us, by his ſervants the prophets. Even all 
Iſrael have tranſgreſſed thy law, by - departing, that they 
might not obey thy voice; therefore the curſe is 3 
upon us, and the threatening, which is written in the law 
of "Moſes the ſervant of God, becauſe we have ſinned 
againſt him. 2 
He hath confirmed his words which he ſpoke againſt 
us, and againſt our judges who judged us, by bringing great 
evil upon us: for under the Whole heaven has not been 
done, as has been done upon Jeruſalem. All this evil is 
come upon us, according to what is written in the law of 
Moſes; we did not make ſupplication before the Lord our 
God, that we might turn from our iniquities, and under- 
ſtand thy truth. Therefore the Lord hath brought this 
evil upon us: for he is righteous in all his works which he 
doth, for we ed not his voice. 
And now, O Lord our God, who broughteſt thy people 
out 
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Fot of the land of Egypt with a mighty hand, and haſt 


*. gotten thee renown as at this day: we have ſinned, we 


ve done wickedly. O Lord, according to all thy righ- 
teouſneſs, let thine anger and thy wrath, I beſeech thee, 
be turned away from thy city Jeruſalem, thy holy moun- 
tain : ſince for our fins, and for the iniquities of our fathers, 
Jeruſalem and thy people are become a reproach to all who 


are about us. Now therefore, O our God, hear the prayer 
of thy ſervant, and his ſupplications, and cauſe thy face 


to ſhine upon thy ſanctuary that is deſolate, for the Lord's 
ſake. 

O my God, incline thine ear and hear ; open thine eyes 
and ſee our deſolations, and the city which is called 
thy name: we do not preſent our ſupplications before thee 
for our own righteouſneſs, but for thy great mercies. O 
Lord hear, O Lord forgive, defer not for thine own 
for thy city and thy people are called by thy name. 
And while I was ſpeaking, and bine, and confeſſing 
my ſin, and the ſin of my people Iſrael, and preſenting my 
ſupplication before the Lord my God, for the holy moun- 
tain of my God; even while I was ſpeaking in prayer, 
the man Gabriel, whom I had ſeen in the viſion at the 
beginning, being made to fly ſwiftly, touched me about the 
time of the evening oblation. And he talked with me, 
and informed me, faying, O Daniel, I am come forth to 
give thee underſtanding. At the beginning of thy ſuppli- 
cations the commandment came forth, and I am come to 
ſhew thee ; for thou art greatly beloved : therefore conſider 
the matter, and underſtand the viſion. 

Seventy weeks are determined upon thy people, and the 
holy city, to finiſh the tranſgreſſion, and make an end of 
ſins ; alſo to make reconciliation for iniquity, and to bring 
in everlaſting righteouſneſs ; to ſeal up the viſion and pro- 
pheſy; and to anoint the moſt holy. Know therefore, and 
underſtand, that from the going forth of the commandment 
to reſtore and build Jeruſalem unto the Meſſiah, the Prince, 
will be ſeven weeks; and threeſcore and two weeks the 
ſtreets ſhall be built again, and the wall, even in times of 
trouble. And after threeſcore and two weeks, Mefhiah ſhall 
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be cut off, but not for himſelf: and the- people of the 
prince that ſhall come, will deſtroy the city and the ſanc- 
tuary ; and the end of it will be with a flood. Unto the 
end of the war deſolations are determined. | 
ile ſhall confirm the covenant with many for one week: 

and in the midſt of the week he ſhall cauſe the ſacrifice 
and the oblation to ceaſe, by the overſpreading of abomi- 
nations, making deſolate, even until the conſummation ; and 


that which is determined ſhall be poured upon the deſolate.

.. And at that time ſhall Michael ſtand up, the great 
prince which ſtandeth for the children of thy people; there 
will be a time of trouble, ſuch as had not been ſince it 
was a nation till that time: yet then will thy people be 
delivered, every one who is found written in the book. 
And many of them who. are ſleeping in the duſt of the 
earth ſhall awake, ſome to everlaſting life, and ſome to 
chame and everlaſting contempt.

And one ſaid to the man 
cloathed in linen, who was upon the waters of the river, 
How long will it be to the end of theſe wonders ? 

And I heard the man who was upon the waters, when 
-he lifted up his right hand and his left hand unto heaven, 
and {ware by him that liveth for ever, that it would be for 

2 time, times, and an half: and when he ſhall have accom- 
pliſhed to ſcatter the ug of the holy people, all theſe 
things will be finiſhed. This I heard, but I underſtood 
not: then I faid, O my Lord, what ſhall be the end of 
theſe things ? | 

And he ſaid, Go thy way Daniel; for the words are 
gloſed up and ſealed till the final time, Many be 
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purified and made white, and tried: but the wicked will 
do wickedly: and none of them will underſtand, but the 
wiſe will underſtand. And from the time that the daily 
ſacrifice ſhall be taken away, and the abomination that 
maketh deſolate is ſet up, there will be a thouſand two hun- 
dred and ninety days.

Thus faith the Lord, For three tranſgreſſions of Judah, 
and for four I will not turn away the puniſhment of it: 
becauſe they have deſpiſed the law of the Lord, and have 
not kept his commandments : their lies cauſed them to err, 
after which their fathers walked. But I will ſend a fire 
upon Judah, and it ſhall devour the palaces of Jeruſalem. 

Thus faith the Lord, for three tranfgreſhons of Iſrael, 
and for four, I will not turn away the puniſhment of it :

They pant after the duſt of the earth, on 
the head of the poor, and turn aſide the way of the meek.

I have overthrown ſome of you, as God overthrew So- 
dom and Gomorrah, and ye were as a fire-brand plucked 
out of the burning: yet have ye not returned to me, faith 
the Lord. ne | 
Therefore thus I will do to thee, O Ifrael ! and becauſe 
J will do this unto thee, prepare to meet thy God, O 
Iſrael! for lo, he that formed the mountains, and created 

the wind; 'who declareth unto man what is his —_— 
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who maketh the morning darkneſs, and treadeth upon the 
high places of the earth ! the Lord, the God of hoſts, is 
his name. 

Thus faith the Lord to the houſe of Iſrael, Seek me, and 
ye ſhall live. Seek the Lord, and ye ſhalt live, Seek him 
that maketh the ſeven ſtars and orion, who turneth the 
ſhadow of death into morning, and cauſeth the day to be 
dark with night: that calleth for the waters of the th and

I know your manifold tranſgreſſions, and your mighty 
ſins : afflicting the juſt, they take a bribe, and turn aſide the 
poor in the gate from their right. The prudent therefore 
ſhall keep ſilence in that time, for it is an evil time. 

Seek good, and not evil, that ye may live: ſo the Lord 
the God of Hoſts will be with you as ye have ſpoken; hate 
the evil, and love the good, and eſtabliſh judgment in the 
gate : it may be that the Lord God of Hoſts will be gra- 
cious to the remnant of Joſeph. - 

Woe to them that are at eaſe in Zion, and truſt in the 
mountain of Samaria. Ye that put far away the evil day, 
and cauſe the ſeat of violence to come near. Who lie 
upon beds of ivory, and ſtretch themſelves upon their cou- 
ches, eating the lambs from the flocks, and the calyes out 
of the ſtalls. Who chant to the ſound of the viol, and in- 
vent to themſelves inſtruments of muſic, like David. That 
drink wine in bowls, and anoint themſelves with the chief 
ointments : but are not grieved for the affliction of Joſeph. 
Therefore now they ſhall go captive, with the firſt that go 
captive, and the banquet of thoſe who ſtretched themſelyes 
ſhall be removed. 

Behold, I will raiſe up againſt you a nation, O houſe of 
Iſrael, faith the Lord, and they will afflict you from the 
entering in of Hemath unto the river of the wilderneſs. 

Then I faid, O Lord God, ceaſe, I beſeech thee; by 
whom ſhall Jacob arife, for he is ſmall ? 

And Amaziah, the prieſt of Bethel, fent to Jeroboam 
king of Iſrael, ſaying, Amos has wing ve; againſt thee in 
the midſt of the houſe of Iſrael ; the land is not able to 
bear all his words. For thus he faith, Jeroboam ſhall die

Then anſwered Amos, I was no prophet, nor was I a 
prophet's ſon, but I was a herdſman, and a gatherer of ſy- 
camore fruit.

But Jonah roſe up to flee to Tarſhiſh from the preſence of 
the Lord ; and went down to Joppa, where he — a ſhip 
going to Tarſhiſh: ſo he paid the fare of it, and entered 
into it to go with them to Tarſhiſh, from the preſence of 
the Lord. | 

But the Lord ſent forth a great wind into the fea, fo 
that there was a mighty — and the ſhip likely to be 
broken. Then the mariners were afraid, and cried each 
man unto his god; alſo caſt forth the wares which-were in 
the ſhip, into the ſea, to lighten it: but Jonah was gone 
down into the ſides of the ſhip, where he lay, and was faſt 


aſleep. And the ſhip-maſter came to him, faying, What 
meaneſt thou, O ſleeper ? rife up, and call upon thy God, 
if ſo be that God will think upon us, that we may not 
periſh, They ſaid alſo one to another, Come, let ws calt

them of.) They further ſaid, What ſhall we do to thee, 
that the ſea may be calm unto us? (for the ſea continued to 
be tempeſtous.)

S8o Jonah aroſe and went to Nineveh according to the 
word of the Lord: (now Nineveh was an exceeding great 
city of three days journey) and when Jonah began to 
enter into the city one day's journey, he cried and ſaid, 
Yet forty days and Nineveh will be overthrown. And the 
people of Nineveh believed in God, and proclaimed a 
faſt, putting on ſackcloth, from the 1 of them, even 
to the leaſt of them. The word alſo coming to the king

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THE word of the Lord which came to Micah the 
Moraſthite in the days of Jotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, 
Kings of Judah, concerning Samaria and Jeruſalem. 
Fear, all ye people, hearken, O earth, and all that 
is in it: let the Lord God be witneſs againſt you, the 
Lord from his holy temple. For behold the Lord cometh 
forth out of his place; be will come down and tread upon 
the high places of the earth; and the mountains ſhall be 
melted under him, and the vallies cleft : as wax before 
the fire, and as waters poured down a ſteep place.

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A ſon-honoureth his father, and a ſervant his maſter; if 
then I be a father, where is mine honour? and if I be a 
walter, where is my fear? the Lord of hoſts faith unto you, 
O prieſts, who deſpiſe my name; yet ye ſay, Wherein have 
we deſpiſed thy name? ye offer polluted bread upon my 
altar; and ye lay, Wherein have we polluted thee ? in that 
ye ſay, The table of the Lord is contemptible. 

If ye offer the blind, for ſacrifice, is it not evil? and if 
ye offer the lame and fick, Is it not evil ? preſent it now to 
thy governor ; will he be pleaſed with thee, or accept thy 
perſon ? ſaith the Lord of hoſts. 

Who is there even among you, that would ſhut the doors 
for nought? nor do you kindle fire on mine altar for nought: 
I have no pleaſure in you, faith the Lord, nor will I accept 
an offering at your hand. For from the riſing of the ſun to 
its going down, my name ſhall be great among the Gentiles:

Ye ſhall know that I have ſent this commandment to 
you, that my covenant might be with Levi. My covenant 
was with him, of life and peace, I gave them to him, for 
the fear wherewith he feared me, and was afraid before my 
name.

Then foleph, her hufband, being a juſt man, and not 
willing to make her a public example, was minded to put 
her away privately: but whilſt he thought on theſe things, 
behold the angel of the Lord appeared unto him in a dream, 
faying, Joſeph, thou ſon of David, fear not to take to thee 
Mary thy wife; for that which is conceived in her, is of 
the Holy Ghoſt.

Then was fulfilled that which was ſpoken by Jeremy the 
prophet, ſaying, In Rama was a veice heard, lamentation, 
weeping, and great mourning; . Rachel weeping for her 
children; and would not be comforted, becauſe they are 
nut. But when Herod was dead, behold, an angel of the 
Lord appeared in a dream to Joſeph, whilſt in Egypt, ſay- 
ing, Ariſe, and take the child, with his mother, and go 
into the land of Iſrael; for they are dead who ſought the 
child's life.

And Jeſus went about all Galilee, teaching in their ſy- 
nagogues, and preaching the goſpel of the kingdom, alſo 


healing all manner of ſickneſs, and diſeaſe among the people. 


So that his fame went throughout all Syria; and they 
brought to him all ſick E who were afflicted with 
various diſeaſes, and griefs, and thoſe who were poſſeſſed 
with the devil, with the lunaticks, and ſuch as had the 
palſy; and he healed them. And there followed him a 
great multitude of people, from Galilee, and Decapolis, 
alſo from Jeruſalem, and Judea, and from beyond Jordan. 
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Axn ſeeing the multitude, he went up to a mountain; 
/where fitting down, his diſciples came to him, and he 
opened his mouth, and taught them, ſaying, 

Bleſſed are the poor in ſpirit; for theirs is the kingdom 
of heaven,

A city that is {et pt 
on a hill, cannot be hid. Nor do men light a candle, and at

1 * unto all that are in the houſe, Let your light fo ſhine hi 
before men, that they may ſee your good works, and glo- yo 
rify your Father which is in heaven. for 
Think not that I am come to deſtroy the law or the pro- tha 
phets: I am not come to deſtroy, but to fulfil. For I tel! | 
you certainly, till heaven, and earth paſs away, one jot or 
one tittle ſhall in no wiſe paſs from the law, till all be ful. 
filled. Whoſoever therefore ſhall break one of the leaſt of 
; theſe commandments, and ſhall teach men fo, ſhall be called 
the leaſt in the kingdom of heaven: but whoſoever ſhall do 
and teach them, the ſame ſhall be called great in the * 
om 
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dom of heaven. For I ſay unto you, that except your 
righteouſneſs ſhall exceed the een of the Scribes 
and Phariſees, ye ſhall in no wiſe enter into the kingdom 
of heaven. 

Ye have heard that it was faid in old time, Thou ſhalt 
not kill: and whoever kills ſhall be in danger of the judg- 
ment. But I fay unto you, That whoever is angry with 
his brother, without cauſe, ſhall be in danger of the judg- 
ment: and whoever ſays unto his brother, Raca, ſhall be 
in danger of the council: but whoever ſhall ſay, Thou fool, 
ſhall be in danger of hell fire, 

If thou bring thy gift to the altar, and there remembereſt 
that thy brother hath any thing againſt thee, leave there 
thy gift before the altar, and go, firſt be reconciled to thy 
brother, and then come and offer thy gift. 

Agree with thine adverfary quickly, whilſt thou art in 
the way with him: left at any time the adverſary ſhould 
deliver thee to the judge, and the judge deliver thee to the 
officer, and thou be caſt into — Verily, I ſay unto 
thee, Thou ſhalt by no means come out thence, till thou 
haſt paid the utmoſt farthing. 

Ye have heard that it was ſaid, in old time, Thou ſhalt 

not commit adultery. But I ſay unto you, That whoever 
looketh on a woman to luſt after her, hath committed 
adultery with her already in his heart. And if thy right 
eye offend thee, pluck it out and caft it from thee; for it is 
profitable for thee that one of thy members ſhould periſh, 
and not that thy whole body be caſt into hell. 
It hath been ſaid, Whoever hall put away his wife let 
him give her a writing of divorcement. But I fay unto 
you, Whoever ſhall put away his wife ſave for the cauſe of 
fornication, cauſeth her to commit adultery, and whoever 
thall marry her that is divorced, committeth adultery. 

Again, ye have heard that it was faid in old time, Thou 
ſhalt not forſwear thyſelf, but ſhalt perform unto the Lord 
thine oaths.” But I ſay unto you, Swear not at all, neither 
by heaven, for it is God's throne; nor by the earth, for it 
is his footſtool: nor by Jeruſalem, for it is the city of the 
great king : neither ſhalt thou ſwear by thy head, fince 
thou canll not make one hair white or black. But let 
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your communication be, Yea, yea; Nay, nay ? for what. 
ever is more than theſe, cometh of evil. 

Ye have heard. that it was ſaid, an eye for an eye, 
and a tooth for a tooth. But I ſay unto you, Re 
Giſt not evil: but whoever ſhall ſmite thee on thy Tight 
cheek, turn to him the other alſo. And if any man will 
ſue thee at the law, and takes away thy coat, let him have 
thy cloak alſo. And whoever ſhall compel thee to go a 
mile, go with him two. Give to him who aſketh of thee, 
and from him that would borrow of thee, turn not thou 


away. 

| Ye have heard that it was faid, Thou ſhalt love thy 
neighbour, and hate thine enemy. But I ſay unto you, 
Love your enemies, bleſs them that curſe you, do good to 
them that hate you, and pray for them who deſpitefully uſe 
you, and perſecute you. That ye may be the children of 


your Father which is in heaven, for he maketh his ſun to 


riſe on the evil and on the good, and ſendeth rain on the 
Juſt, and on the unjuſt. It ye love them only who love 
ou, what reward have ye? do not even the publicans the 
— and, if ye ſalute your brethren only, what do ye 
more than others? do not even the publicans ſo? 
Be ye therefore perfect, even as your Father which is in 


heaven, is perfect.

Tax heed not to beſtow your alms before men, to be 
ſeen of them: otherwiſe ye have no reward of your Father 
which is in heaven, When therefore thou beſtoweſt thine 
- alms, ſound not a trumpet before thee, as hypocrites do, 
in the ſynagogues, and in the ſtreets, that they may have 
glory of men. Verily, I ſay unto you, They have their 
reward. But when thou beſtoweſt thy alms, let not thy 
left hand know what thy right hand doth. That thine 
alms may be in ſecret : and thy Father who ſeeth in ſecret, 

will himſelf reward thee openly. | 
And when thou prayeſt, thou ſhalt not be as the hypo- 
crites: for they love to pray ſtanding in the ſynagogues, 
. and in the corners of the ſtreets, that they may be ſeen 
of men, verily, I ſay unto you, They have their reward. 
But when thou prayeſt, enter into thy cloſet, and A 
| the 
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che door, pray to thy Father which is in ſecret, and thy 
Father who ſeeth in * ſhall reward thee openly. Alſo 
when ye pray, uſe not vain repetitions, as the heathen do, 
for they think that they ſhall be heard for their much 
ſpeaking. Be not therefore like unto them; for your Father 
knoweth what things ye have need of, before ye alk him. 

After this manner therefore pray ye : 

Our Father which art in heaven, hallowed be thy name, 
Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done on earth, as it is 
in heaven. Give us this day our daily bread. And for- 
give us our treſpaſſes, as we forgive thoſe that treſpaſs 
againſt us. Lead us not into temptation, but deliver us 
from evil: for thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, for ever. Amen. ' 

It ye forgive men their treſpaſſes, your heavenly Father 
will alſo forgive you. But if ye forgive not men their treſ- 
— neither will your Father forgive your treſpaſſes. 
When ye faſt, be not like the hypocrites, of a ſad counte- 
nance: for they disfigure their — that they may appear 
unto men to faſt. I tell you certainly they have their re- 
ward. But thou, when 4 faſteſt, anoint thy head, aud 
waſh thy face: that thou appear not unto men to faſt, but 
unto thy Father which is in ſecret; and thy Father, who 
ſeeth in ſecret, will reward thee openly. 

Lay not up for yourſelves treaſures on earth, where moth 
and ruſt doth corrupt, and where thieves break through and 
ſteal. But lay up for yourſelves treaſures in heaven where 
neither moth nor ruſt doth corrupt; and where thieves do 
not break through nor ſteal, For where your treaſure is, 
there will your heart be alſo. ; 

The light of the body is the eye, if therefore thine eye 
be ſingle, thy whole body will be full of light ; but if thine 
eye be evil, thy whole body will be full of darkneſs; if 
therefore the light that is in thee be darkneſs, how great 
is that darkneſs. | 

No man can ſerve two maſters: for either he will hate 
the one and love the other; or elſe he will hold to the one, 
and deſpiſe the other, ye cannot ſerve God and mammon. 
Therefore I fay unto you, Be not careful for your life, 
what ye ſhall eat, or what ye ſhall drink; nor for your 

3 body, 
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body, what ye ſhall put on: is not the life more than 
meat, and the body than raiment? behold the fowls of the 
air; they ſow not, nor do they reap, nor gather into barns; 
yet your heavenly Father feedeth them. Are ye not much 
better than they? 

Which of you by taking thought can add one cubit to 
his ſtature? and why take ye thought for raiment ? conſider 
the lilies of the field how they grow; they toil not, neither 
do they ſpin. Vet, I ſay unto you, That even Solomon in 
all his glory, was not arrayed like one of theſe. Now it 
God ſo clothe the graſs of the field, which to-day is, and 
to-morrow is caſt into the oven, ſhall he not much more 
clothe you, O ye of little faith ? take no thought there- 
fore, ſaying What ſhall we eat? or what ſhall we drink? or 
wherewithal ſhall we be clothed? for after all theſe things 
the Gentiles ſeek, and your heavenly Father knoweth that 
ye have need of theſe things. But ſeek ye firſt the king- 
dom of God, and his righteouſneſs, and all theſe things 
ſhall be added unto: you. Take no thought therefore for 
the morrow : for the morrow ſhall take thought for 


things of itſelf : ſufficient for the day is the evil thereof.

J vdo not, that ye be not judged; for with what judgment 
ye judge, ye ſhall be judged ; and with what meaſure ye mete, 
it bal be meaſured to you again. And why beholdeſt chou 
the mote that is in thy brother's eye, but conſidereſt not 
the beam that is in thine own eye? or how wilt thou ſay 
to thy brother, Let me pull out the mote out of thine eye, 
when behold a beam is in thine own eye; thou hypocrite, 
firſt caſt out the beam out of thine own eye, and then thou 
| ſhalt ſee clearly to caſt out the mote out of thy brother's eye. 
_ ** Give not that which is holy unto dogs, nor caſt ye 
your, pearls before ſwine, leſt they trample them under their 
feet, and turning agair, rend you. NA 
Alle, and it ſhall be given you; ſeek, and ye ſhall find ; 
knock, and it ſhall be opened unto you. For every one 
that aſketh, receiveth: and he that ſeeketh, ſindeth: and 
to him that knocketh, it will be opened. Or what man is 
there of you, whom if his ſon aſk bread, he will give = a 
: one! 
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ſtone? or if he aſk! a fiſh, will give him a ſerpent? if then 
ye being evil, know how to give good gifts to your children, 
how much more will your Father, who is in heaven, give 
good things to them that aſk him! 

All things whatever ye would that men ſhould do to yon, 
do ye even ſo to them: for this is the law and the pro- 

hets. 
: Enter ye in at the ſtrait gate: for wide is the gate, and 
broad is the way that leadeth to deſtruction, and many 
there are that go in thereat: becauſe ſtrait is the gate, and 
narrow is the way which leadeth unto life, and few there 
are that find it. 

Beware of falſe prophets, which come. to you in ſheeps 
clothing, but inwardly they are ravening wolves. Ye 
ſhall know them by their fruits. Do men gather grapes 
of thorns, or figs of thiſtles? Even ſo every good tree 
bringeth forth good fruit; but a corrupt tree bringeth 
forth evil fruit. A good tree cannot bring forth evil 
fruit: nor can a corrupt tree bring forth good fruit. 
Every tree which yieldeth not good fruit, is hewn down 
and caſt into the fire, Wheretore by their fruits ye ſhall 
know. them. * 

Not every one that ſaith to me, Lord, Lord, ſhall enter 
into the kingdom of heaven; but he that doth the will 
of my Father which is in heaven. Many will ſay to me 
in that day, Lord, Lord, have we not propheſied in thy 
name? and in thy name have caſt out devils; and in thy 
name done many wonderful works? but: then I will pro- 
feſs to them, I never knew you: depart from me ye that 
work iniquity. 5 

Whoever therefore heareth theſe ſayings of mine, and 
doth them, I will liken him to a wiſe man which built his 
houſe upon a rock, and when the rain deſcended, and the 
floods came, and winds blew, and beat upon that houſe, it 
fell not, for it was founded upon a rock. And every one 
that heazeth theſe ſayings of mine, and doth them not, ſhall 
be likened to a fooliſh man, which built his houſe upon the 
ſand, and when the rain deſcended, and the floods came, 
and the winds blew, and beat upon that houſe, and it 
fell, and great was the fall of it. FIR 

Aud when Jeſus had _ theſe ſayings, the people 
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wete altoviſhed at his doctrine. For he taught them as 
having authority, and not as the ſcribes. -

Wu he was come down from the mountain, a great 
multitude followed him. And there came a leper and 
worſhipped him, ſaying, Lord, if thou wilt thou canſt make 
me clean. And Jeſus put forth his hand and touched 
tim, ſaying, I will, be thou clean: and immediately his le- 
proſy was cleanſed. Jeſus then faith to him, See thou 
tell no man; but go thy way, ſhew thyſelf to the prieſt, 
and offer the gift which Moſes commanded, fpr a teſti- 
mony to them. | 

And when Jeſus was entered into Capernaum, there 
came to him a * centurion, beſeeching him, and faying. 
Lord, my ſervant heth at home fick of the palſy, grievouſſy- 
afflicted.” And Jefus ſaid to him, I will come and heal 
him. But the ceaturion anſwered, Lord, I am not worthy 
that thou ſhouldeſt come under my roof. Speak the word 
only, and my ſervant will be healed. For I am a man 
placed in authority, having ſoldiers under me: and I {ay 
to one, Go, and he goeth ; and to another, Come, and he 
eometh; and to my ſervant, Do this, and he doth it. 
When Jeſus heard it, he wondered, and faid to them who 
followed, Truly I ſay to you, I have not found ſo great 
faith, no not in Ifrael, I fay to you, that many ſhall 
come from the eaſt and weſt, and ſhall fit down with 
Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven. 
But the children of the kingdom will be caſt forth into 
darkneſs: there ſhall be weeping and gnaſhing of teeth. 
And Jeſus ſaid to the centurion, Go thy way, as thou haſt 
believed, ſo be it done to thee. And his fervant was healed 
in the ſame hour. Ss 
Jeſus being come into Peter's houſe, he ſaw his wife's 
mother lying fick of a fever, and touching her hand, the 
fever left her: and ſhe roſe up and miniſtered to them. 
Now towards the evening, they brought to him many wha 
were poſſeſſed with devils; and he caſt out the ſpirits with 
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bis word, and healed all that were ſick; that it might be 
fulfilled which was ſpoken by the prophet Eſaias, ſaying, ® 
He himſelf took our infirmities, and bore our ſickneſſes. 

And when Jeſus ſaw a great multitude about him, he 
commanded to depart to the other fide. And a certain 
ſcribe came, and ſaid to him, | Maſter, I will follow thee, 
whitherſoever thou goeſt. Jeſus anſwered, The foxes have 
holes, and the birds of the air have neſts; but the Son of 
Man hath not where to lay his head. Another of his 
diſciples ſaid to him, Lord, permit me firſt to go and bury 
my father. But Jeſus anſwered him, Follow me, and let 
the dead bury their dead. 2 1 | 

And when he was entered into the ſhip, his diſciples 
followed him. And, behold, there aroſe a great tempeſt 
in the ſea, ſo that the ſhip was covered with the waves; 
but he was aſleep. His n therefore came to him, 
and awaked him, ſaying, Lord ſave us, we periſh. And 
he ſaith to them, Why are ye fearful, O ye of little faith? 
Then he aroſe and rebuked the winds and the ſea, and 
there was a great calm; but the men wondered, ſaying, 
What manner of man is this that even the winds and the 
ſea obey him? 

And when he was come to the other ſide, into the 
country of the Gergeſenes, there met him two poſſeſſed 
with devils, exceeding fierce, ſo that none might paſs by 
that way. And they cried out, what haſt thou to do with 
us, Jeſus, thou Son of God! art thou come hither to tor- 
ment us before the time? Now far from them was a herd 
of many ſwine, feeding; and the devils beſought him, 
ſaying, If thou caſt us out, permit us to go away into 
the herd of ſwine, And he ſaid unto them, Go. Ac- 
cordingly when they were come out they went into the 
herd of ſwine; and the whole herd ran violently down a 
ſteep place into the ſea, and periſhed in the waters. Then 
they that kept them fled, and went their ways into the 
city, and told every thing, with what had befallen to the 
poſſeſſed of the devils, And, behold, all the city came 
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out to meet Jeſus, and when they ſaw him, they deſought 
him that he would depart from their coaſts. ns

Axy entering into the ſhip, he paſſed over and came into 
his own city. And behold, they brought to him one 
lick of the , palſy, lying on a bed: and Jeſus ſeeing their 
faith, ſaid to him who was afflicted with the palſy,” Son, be 
of good courage, thy. ſins are forgiven thee. Upon this 
certain of the ſcribes ſaid within themſelves, This man 
blaſphemeth. But Jeſus knowing their thoughts, ſaid, 
Why think ye evil in your hearts? for which is eaſier, to 
lay, Thy fins are forgiven thee? or to ſay, Ariſe and walk? 
But that ye may know the Son of Man hath power on 

earth to forgive Aas; Ariſe, ſaid he to the ſick of the palſy, 

take up thy bed, and go to thine houſe. And he aroſe and 
went to his houſe, hen the multitude ſaw this, they 
wondered; and glorified God, who had given ſuch power 
to men. 

And as Jeſus departed from thence, he ſaw a man ſitting 
at the receipt of cuſtom, named Matthew; to whom he 
ſaid, Follow me. And he roſe up, and followed him. 
And it came to paſs, as Jeſus was ſitting at meat in the 
houſe, there came many publicans and ſinners, who fat 
down with Jeſus and his diſciples. Which the Phariſees 
ſeeing, they ſaid to his diſciples, Why eateth your maſter 
with publicans and finners? And when Jeſus heard it, .he 
ſaid to them, They that be whole need not a phyſician, 
but they that are ſick, Go ye and learn what this mean- 
eth; I will have mercy, ney not ſacrifice, for I came not 
to call the righteous, but ſinners to repentance. 

Then came to him the diſciples of John, ſaying, Why 
do we and the Phariſees faſt — but thy diſciples faſt 
not? Jeſus ſaid to them, Can the children of the bride- 
chamber mourn whilſt the bride-groom is with them? But 
the days will come when the bride-groom ſhall be taken 
from them, and then ſhall they faſt. No man putteth à 
piece of new cloth upon an old garment: for that which 
is put in to fill it up, taketh from che garment, and the rent 
is made worſe. Nor do men put new wine . 
— 1 22 ttles: 
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bottles: for if ſo, the bottles break, and the wine runneth 
out, and the bottles periſſi: but they put new wine into 
new bottles, and both are preſerved.“ 

Whilſt he ſpoke theſe things unto them, there came a 
certain ruler and worſſlipped him, ſaying, My daughter is 
eren now dead; but come and lay thy hand upon her, and 
ſhe ſhall live. Jeſus roſe up, and followed him, and ſo did 
his diſciples. And lo, a woman who had been diſeaſed 
with an iſſue of blood twelve years, came behind him, and 
touched the hem of his garment; for ſhe ſaid within her- 
felf, If T may but touch his garment I ſhall be healed. 
But | Jeſus turned him about, and ſeeing her, he faid, 
Daughter, be of good comfort; thy faith hath made thee 
whole: and the woman was healed from that hour. Now 
when Jeſus was come into the ruler's houſe, and ſaw the 
muſicians and the people making a noiſe, he ſaid to them, 
Withdraw, for the maid is not dead, but fleepeth. And 
they derided him. But when the people were put forth, 
he went in, and taking the maid by the hand, ſhe aroſe. 
And the fame of this went abroad into all that land. 

- Now when Jeſus was departed from thence, two blind 
men followed him, crying and ſaying, Thou ſon of David, 
have mercy on us. And being come into the houſe, 
the blind men came to him; Jeſus then faith to them, 
Believe ye that I am able to do this? They anſwered 
him, Ves, Lord. He then touched their eyes, ſaying, 
According'to your faith, be it unto you. And their eyes 
were opened, but Jeſus ſtraitly charged them, ſaying, See 
that no man know it. Yet when they were depar 
they ſpread abroad his fame in all that country. 

Now theſe being gone, they brought to him a dumb 
man, poſſeſſed with a devil, and when the devil, was caſt - 
out, the dumb ſpake. At this the multitude wondered, 
faying, It was never ſo ſeen in Iſrael. But the Phariſees 
faid, He caſteth out devils by the prince of the devils. 

And Jeſus went about in all the cities and villages, 
teaching in their ſynagogues, -and preaching the goſpel of

he was moved with, compaſhon, on them, becauſe they 
Kinted, and were ſcattered.. abroad, as ſheep having no 
ſhepherd. Then he. ſaith to his. diſciples, The harveſt 
truly is great, but the Jabourers are few. Pray ye therefore 
the Lord' of the harveſt, that be will ſend forth labourers 

Ap when he bad called unto him his twelve diſciples, 
he gave them power over unclean ſpirits, to caſt them out, 
and to heal all manner of ſickneſs and diſeaſe. Now theſe 
are the names of the twelve apoſtles, the firſt, Simon, who 
is called Peter, and Andrew his brother, James the ſon 
of Zebedee, and John his brother. Philip and. Bartholo- 
. mew, Thomas, and Matthew the publican; James the fon 
of Alpheus and Lebbeus, ſurnamed Thaddeus, Simon the 
Canaanite, and Judas Iſcariot, who betrayed him. 

Theſe twelve Jeſus ſent forth, and commanded them, 
ſaying, Go not into the way of the gentiles, nor enter into 
any city of the Samaritans, But go, rather to the loſt 
ſheep of the houſe of Iſrael. And as ye go, preach, ſayin 
The kingdom of heaven is at hand. Heal the ſick, cleanſe 
the lepers, raiſe the dead, caſt out devils; freely ye have 
receiyed, freely give. Provide neither. gold nor filver, 
nor braſs in your purſes; nor ſcrip for your journey; neither 
two coats, nor ſhoes, nor ſtaff, for the workman is worthy 
of his meat. And into whatever city or town ye my enter, 
enquire who in it is worthy, and there remain till ye go 
thence. Alſo when you enter into a houſe, ſalute it; and 
if the houſe be worthy, let your peace come upon it; but 
if it be not worthy, let your peace return to you; and 
whoſoever ſhall not receive you, nor hear your words; 
when ye depart from that houſe or city, e off the 
duſt Ig your feet. Verily I ſay unto you, it ſhall be more 
tolerable for the Iand of Sodom and Gomorrah, in the day 
of judgment, than for that city. | 
| Behold, I ſend you forth as ſheep in the midſt of wolves : 
be ye therefore wiſe as ſerpents, and harmleſs as doves, 


Beware of men, for they will deliver you up to the * 
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and will ſcourge you in their And ye ſhall be 
brought before” governors and kings for my ſake, as a 
teſtimony againſt them, and the Gentiles. But when they 
deliver you up, take no — how ye ſhall fpeak, or 
what'ye ſhall ſpeak, for it ſhall be given you in the ſame 
hour, what ye ſhall ſpeak ; for it is not ye that ſpeak, but 
the fpirit of your Father which ſpeaketh in you. 

Now the brother will deliver up the brother to death, 
and a father the child : children will alſo riſe up againſt 
their parents, and cauſe them to be put to death. And ye 
will be hated of all men for my name's fake : but he that 
endureth to the end ſhall be ſaved. And when they per- 
ſecute you in one city, flee into another: for verily I fay 
unto you, ye ſhall not have gone through the cities of 
Iſrael, till the Son of Man be come. 

The diſciple 18 not above his maſter, nor the ſervant 
above his lord. It is enough for the diſciple to be as his 
maſter, and the ſervant, as his lord. If they have called 
the maſter of the houſe, Beelzebub, how much more ſhall 
they give that name to thoſe of his houſehold? Therefore 
fear them not : for there is nothing covered which ſhall 
not be revealed; and hid, which ſhall not be known. 
What I tell to you in darkneſs, that ſpeak ye in the light: 
and what ye hear in the ear, that preach'ye on the houſe 
tops. * f 
Fear not thoſe who kill the body, but are not able to 
kill the ſoul: rather fear bim who can deſtroy both body 
and ſoul in hell. Are not two ſparrows ſold for a farthing ? 
and not one of them ſhall fall on the ground without your 
Father. Even the hairs of your head are all numbered. 
Fear ye not therefore, ye are of more value than many 

ows. 

Whoſoever ſhall confeſs me before men, him will I 
confeſs alſo before my Father, which is in heaven. But 
whoſoever ſhall deny me before men, him will I alſo deny 
before my Father which is in heaven. 

Think not that I am come to fend peace on earth. I 


® In this country, the roofs of houſes were uſually flat, ſo as to be 
walked on. 
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came not to ſend peace; but a ſword. I am come to 


ſet a man at variance againſt his father; the daughter againſt 
her mother, and the daughter. in-law againſt her mother - in- 
law. Anda man's enemies ſhall be thoſe of his own houſe, 
He that loveth father or mother more than me, is not 


worthy of me: and he that loveth ſon; or daughter more 


than me, is not worthy of me. He alſo who taketh not 
his croſs, and followeth aſter me, is not worthy of me. 
He that ſindeth his life, ſhall loſe it; and he that loſeth his 
life for my ſake, ſhall find it. | ek. 
He that receiveth you, receiveth me, and he that 
receiveth me, receiveth him that ſent me. He that receiveth 
a prophet, in the name of a prophet, ſhall receive a prophet's 


reward; and he who receiveth a righteous man, in the name 


of a righteous man, ſhall receive a righteous man's reward; 
and whoſoever {hall give to drink unto one of theſe little 
ones a cup of cold water only, in the name of a diſciple, 
verily. I ſay unto you, he ſhall in no wiſe. loſe his reward.

Ax when Jeſus had ended theſe precepts to his twelve 
diſciples, he departed thence to teach and preach-in their 
cities. 

No John having heard in priſon of the works of Chriſt, 
he ſent two of his diſciples, and ſaid to him, Art thou he 
that ſhould: come, or are we to look for another? _ Jeſus 


_ anſwered, Go and ſhew John what things ye hear and {ee : 


the blind receive their ſight, and the lame walk; the lepers 
are cleanſed, and the deaf hear; the dead are raiſed up, 
and the poor have the goſpel preached to them, And 
bleſſed is he who ſhall not be offended in me. 

And as they departed, Jeſus began to ſay to the multi- 
tude concerning John, What went ye into the wilderneſs 
to ſee? a reed ſhaken with the wind? But what went ye 
out to ſee? a man clothed with ſoft raiment ? Behold, thoſe 
who wear ſoft raiment are in king's houſes. 

Further, What went ye out to ſee ? a prophet? Yea, 
I fay unto you, and more than a prophet. For this is he of 
whom it is written, Behold, I ſend my meſſenger betore 
thy face, who ſhall prepare thy way before thee, Yeu 
ay 
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J ſay unto you, there has not riſen among them that are 
born of women, à greater than John the Baptiſt: yet he 
that is leaſt in the kingdom of heaven is greater than he. 
And from the days of John the Baptiſt until now, the 


kingdom of heaven ſuffereth violence, and the violent take 


it by force. For all the prophets, and the law, propheſied 
until John. And if ye will receive it, this is Elias who 
was to come. He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 
But whereunto ſhall J liken this generation? It is like to 
children ſitting in the markets, who call to their fellows, 
ſaying, We have piped to you, and ye have not danced: 
we have mourned to you, and ye have not lamented; for 
John came neither eating nor drinking, and they ſay, He 
hath a devil. The Son of Man came eating and drinking, 
and they ſay, Behold a man gluttonous, and a wine: bibber, 
a friend of publicans and ſinners: but wiſdom is juſtified of 
her children. Ne 9 
Then he began to upbraid the cities in which moſt of 


bis mighty works were done, becauſe they 2 not. 


Woe unto thee, Chorazin; woe unto thee, Bethſaida; if the 
mighty works done in you had been done in Tyre and 
Sidon, they would have repented long ſince in ſackcloth 
and aſhes. But, I ſay unto you, it thall be more tolerable 
for Tyre and Sidon, at the day of judgment, than for you. 
And thou, Capernaum, which art exalted to heaven, thou 
ſhalt be brought down to hell; for if the mighty works 
which have been done in thee, had been done in Sodom, 
it would have remained until this day. But I fay unto 
you, it ſhall be more tolerable for the land of Sodom, in 
the day of judgment, than for thee. 

At that time, Jeſus ſaid, I thank thee, O Father, Lord 
of heaven and earth, for that thou haſt hid theſe things 
from the wiſe and prudent, and haſt revealed them unto 
babes. Even fo, Father, for ſo it ſeemed good in thy 
ſight. All things are delivered unto me by my Father; 
and no one knoweth the Son but the Father ; neither doth 
any one know the Father, but the Son, and he to whom 
the Son will reveal him. 

Come unto me all ye that labour and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you reſt. Take my yoke upon you, and 
a carn 
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learn of me, for I am mock and lowly in heart; and ye 
ſhall find reſt to your ſouls. For my yoke is eaſy, and 
my burthen is light, wi cp SSP 


Ar that time as Jeſus was walking on the ſabbath-da 


_ through the corn, his diſciples being hungry began to pluc 


ſome of the ears, and to eat ; which, when the Phariſees 
ſaw, they ſaid to him, Behold thy diſciples do that which 
is not lawful to do on the ſabbath-day. He anſwered 
them, Have ye not read what David did, when he was 
hungry, and thoſe who. were with him; how he entered 
into the houſe of God, and did eat the ſhew-bread,® which 
it was not lawful for him to eat, nor thoſe who were with 
him, but for the prieſts only. Or have ye not read in the 
law, that the prieſts on the ſabbath-days_in the temple, 
profane the ſabbath, and are blameleſs? But I ſay unto 
you, that in this place is one greater than the temple, If 
ye had known what this meaneth ; I will have mercy and 
not ſacriſice; ye would not have condemned the innocent. 
For the Son of Man is Lord even of the ſabbath. 

And when he was departed thence, he went into their 
ſynagogue, and behold there was a man whoſe hand was 
withered; and they aſked him, ſaying, Is it Iawful to heal 
on the ſabbath-day? that they might accuſe him. He 
anſwered them, Who is there among you, that having but 
one ſheep, if it fall into a pit on the ſabbath-day, will not 
lay hold of it, and lift it out? How much then is a man 
better than a ſheep : it is lawful therefore to do good on 
the ſabbath-days. Then he faith to the man, Stretch forth 
thine hand; and he ſtretching it forth, it was reſtored whole 
like the other. 

Upon this the Phariſees went out and took counſel 
againſt him, how they might deſtroy him; which Jeſus 
knowing, he withdrew from thence, and preat multitudes 
followed him, and he healed them all.. Yet he charged 
them that they ſhould not make him known. That it 
might be fulfilled which was ſpoken by Iſaiah the prophet, 
ſaying, Behold my ſervant whom I have choſen, my be- 
loved, in whom I am well pleaſed: I will put my ſpirit 


That which Rood on the golden table, in the ſanRuary. 
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upon him, and he ſhall ſliew judgment to the Gentiles: he 
tha!l not ftrive 5 nor cry, neither ſhall any one hear his 
voice in the ſtreets; a bruiſed reed ſhall he not break, nor 
quench the {moaking flax, till he brings forth judgment unto 
victory; and in his name ſhall the Gentiles truſt. | 

Then was brought to him, one poſſeſſed with a devil, who 
was blind and dumb, and he healed him, inſomuch that the 
blind and dumb both ſpoke and ſaw; at which the people 
were amazed, and faid, Is not this the fon of David. 
But when the phariſees heard it, they faid, this man doth 
not caſt out devils, but by Beelzebub, the prince of devils. 
Jeſus knowing their thoughts, faid to them, Every kingdom 
divided againſt itſelf, is — to defolation; and ev 
city or houſe divided againſt itſelf, will not ſtand. If fatan 
caſt out ſatan, he is divided againſt himſelf ; how then ſhall 
his kingdom ſtand ? And if I, by Beelzebub, caſt out devils, 
by whom do your children caſt them out ? wherefore they 
lball be your judges. But if 1 caſt out devils by the 5 
of God, then the kingdom of God is come unto you, How 
can one enter into a ſtrong man's houſe, and ſpoil his goods, 
except he firſt bind the ſtrong man? then he may ſpoil his 
houſe. He that is not with me, is againſt me; and he 
that gathereth not with me, ſcattereth abroad, 

Wherefore I fay to you, all manner of fin and blaſphemy 
will be forgives unto men, but blaſphemy againſt the Holy 
Ghoſt will not be forgiven to men. And whoever ſpeaketh 
a word againſt the Son of Man, it ſhall be forgiven him; 
but whoever ſpeaketh againſt the Holy Ghoſt, it ſhall not 
be forgiven him, neither in this world, nor in the world to 
come: either make the tree good and its fruit good, or make 
the tree corrupt and its fruit corrupt, for a tree is known 
its fruit. O generation of vipers, how can ye, being evil, 
ſpeak good things? for out of the abundance of the heart 

e mouth ſpeaketh. A good man out of the good treaſure 
of the heart, bringeth forth good things, and an evil man out 
of the evil treaſure, bringeth forth evil things. Now I 7 to 
you, That every idle word which men ſhall {peak, they ſhall 
give account thereof in the day of judgment: for by thy 
words thou ſhalt be juſtified, and by thy words thou ſhalt be 
condemned, 

Then certain of the ſcribes and phariſees ſaid to him, 
Maſter

Maſter,” we would ſee a ſign from thee : he anſwered them, 
An evil.and adulterous generation ſeeketh after a ſign, and 
there will be none given to it, but the ſign of the prophet 
Jonas for as Jonas was three days and three nights in the 
whale's belly, ſo ſhall the Son of Man be three days and 
three nights in the heart of the earth. 

be men of Nineveh ſhall riſe in judgment with this ge- 
neration, and ſhall condemn it, becauſe they repented at the 
preaching of Jonas; and behold, a greater than Jonas is 
here. The queen of the ſouth ſhall riſe up in judgment 
With this generation, and condemn it; for ſhe came from 
the utmoſt parts of the earth to hear the wiſdom of Solomon; 
and behold, a greater than Solomon is here. 
When the unclean ſpirit is gone out of a man, he walketh 
through dry places, ſeeking reſt, and findeth none: then 
he ſaith, I will return into my houſe, whence I came 
forth; and when he is come in, he ſindeth it empty, ſwept, 
and garniſhed, He then goes and taketh with him ſeven 
other ſpirits, more wicked than himſelf, and entering in, 
they dwell there; ſo the laſt ſtate of that man is worſe than 
the firſt, Even ſo ſhall it alſo be unto this wicked gene- 
Tation. | ' 

Whilſt he was yet ſpeaking to the people, behold, his 
mother and his brethren ſtood without, deſiring to ſpeak 
with him: and one ſaid to him, Lo, thy mother and thy 
brethren ſtand without, ſecking to ſpeak to thee. But he 
anſwered to him that told him, ſaying, Who is my mother? 
and who are my, brethren ? And ſtretching forth his hand 
towards his diſciples, he ſaid, - Behold my mother and my 
brethren : for whoſoeyer ſhall do the will of my Father 
which is in heaven, the ſame is my brother, and ſiſter, and 
mother, | 
| XIII, 


Tus ſame day Jeſus went out of the houſe, and ſat by 
the ſea- ſide: and great multitudes were gathered together 
to him, ſo that he went into a ſhip, and ſat, and the whole 
company ſtood on the ſhore. And he ſpoke many things 
to them in parables, laying : 7 
A ſower went forth to ſow ; and when he ſowed, ſome 
ſceds fell by the way-ſide: and the fowls came and — 
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youred them. Some fell upon (tony places, where they had 
not much earth, and ſoon ſprung up, becauſe they had no 
deepneſs of earth; and when the ſun was up, they were 
ſcorched, and for want of root withered away. Some fell 
among thorns, and the thorns ſprung up and choaked them : 
but others fell into good ground, and brought forth fruit, 
ſome an hundred, ſome ſixty, and ſome thirty fold. He 
that hath ears to hear, let him hear. | 

His diſciples coming near, ſaid unto him, Why ſpeakeſt 
thou to them in parables? He anſwered, Becauſe it is given 
to you to know the myſteries of the kingdom of heaven, 
but to them it is not given: for to him that hath, ſhall be 
given, and he ſhall have more abundance; but whoſoever 
hath not, from him ſhall be taken away, even that which 
he ſeemeth to have. Therefore I ſpeak to them in parables; 
becauſe ſeeing, they ſee not, and hearing, they hear not, nor 
do they underſtand : and in them is fulfilled the propheſy 
of Eſaias, which faith, By hearing ye ſhall hear, but not 
underſtand, and ſeeing ye ſhall ſee, and not perceive, For 
the heart of this — A is waxed: groſs, and their ears are 
dall of hearing, and they have cloſed their eyes, leſt at any 
time they ſhould ſee with their eyes, and hear with their 
ears, and ſhould ' underſtand with their heart, and be con- 
verted, and I ſhould heal them; but bleſſed are your eyes, 
for they ſee,” and your ears, for they hear. For verily 1 
lay anto you, that many prophets and righteous men have 
deſired to ſee the things which you ſee, and have not ſeen 
them, -and to hear the things which you hear, but have not 
heard them. | 

Hear ye therefore the parable of the ſower. When any 
one heareth the word of the kingdom, and underſtandeth it 
not, then cometh the wicked one and catcheth away that 
which was ſown in his heart: this is he who hath received 
leed by the way-ſide. 

He that received the ſeed in ſtony places, is he that hear- 
eth the word, and immediately receiveth it with joy; but 
not having root in himſelf, he dureth only for a while ; for 
when tribulation or perſecution ariſeth becauſe of the word, 
he is preſently offended. 1 
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He alſo that received ſeed among the thorns, is he that 
heareth the word; but the care of this world, and the de- 
etitfulneſs of riches, choak the word, and he becometh 
But he that received ſeed into the good ground, is he that 
heareth the word, and underſtandeth it; who beareth fruit, 
and yieldeth ſome an hundred fold, ſome ſixty, and ſome 
thirty. | | Lg 
Another parable he put forth to them, ſaying, The king- 
dom of heaven is likened to a man who fowed good ſeed 
in his field; but whilſt men ſlept, his enemy came and 
ſowed tares among the wheat, and went his way; ſo when 
the blade ſprung up, and brought forth fruit, then the tares 
appeared alſo, Upon this the ſervants of the houſeholder 
came, and ſaid to him, Sir, didft not thou ſow good ſeed 
in thy field ? from whence then hath it tares ? He anſwered 
them, an enemy hath done this. The ſervants then ſaid to 
him, Wilt thou that we go and gather them up ? to which 
he ſaid, Nay, leſt while ye gather up the tares, ye ſhould 
root up alſo the wheat with them; let them both grow to- 
ether until the harveſt, and at the time of harvelt, I will 
17 to the reapers, Gather ye together firſt the tares, and 
bind them in bundles to burn them, but gather the wheat 
into my barn. | 

He put forth another parable, ſaying, The kingdom of 
heaven is like a grain of muſtard feed, which a man took 
and ſowed in his field; which is indeed the leaſt of all ſeeds, 
but when it is grown up it is the greateſt among herbs, and 
becometh a tree ; ſo that the birds of the e in the 
branches of it. 

Another parable he ſpake to them: The kingdom of 
heaven is like leaven, which a woman took and hid in three 
meaſures of meal, till the whole was leavened. 

All theſe things ſpake Jeſus to the maltitude in parables, 
and withont a parable — he not unto them: that it might 
befulfilled which was ſpoken by the prophet, ſaying, I will 
open my mouth in parables, I will utter things which have 
been kept ſecret from the foundation of the world. 

Then Jeſus ſent the multitude away, and went into the 
houſe : and his diſciples came to him, ſaying, Declare to 
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us the parable of the tares in the field? He ſaid to them, 
He that ſoweth the good ſeed is the Son of Man, the field is 
the world, the good feed are the children of the kingdom, 
but the tares are the children of the wicked one ; the enemy 
that ſowed them is the devil, the harveſt is the end of the 
world, and the reapers are the angels. Therefore, as the 
tares are gathered together, and burnt in the fire, ſo ſhall it 
be in the end of the world. The Son of Man ſhall ſend 
forth his angels, and they ſtiall gather out of his kingdom 
all things that offend, with thoſe who do iniquity; and 
will caſt them into-a furnace of fire : there ſhall be wailing 
and gnaſhing of teeth. 'Then ſhall the righteous ſhine forth 
as the ſun in the kingdom of their father. He who hath ears 
to hear, let him hear. 

Again,. The kingdom of heaven is like treaſure hid in a 
field, which when a man hath found, he hideth, and for 
joy thereof goeth and ſelleth all that he hath, and buyeth 
that field. 

The kingdom of heaven is alſo like unto a merchant-man 
ſeeking goodly pearls, who having found a pearl of great 
price, went and fold all that he had, and bought it. 

Again, The kingdom of heaven is like a net caſt into 
the ſea, which gathered fiſh of every kind; and when it 
was full they drew it to ſhore, and fitting down, gathered 
the good into veſſels, but caſt the bad away. So ſhall it be 
at the end of the world: the angels will come forth, and 
ſeparate the wicked from among the juſt, and caſt them 
into the furnace of fire ; and there ſhall be wailing and 
gnaſhing of teeth. . 

Jeſus ſaith to them, Have ye underſtood all theſe things? 


they anſwer him, Yea Lord. Then he faid, Every ſcribe 


who is inſtructed unto the kingdom of heaven, is like a man 
that is a houſeholder, who bringeth forth out of his treaſure 
things new and old, | 

And when Jeſus had finiſhed theſe parables, he departed 
thence, and coming into his own. country, he taught them 
in their ſynagogue ; ſo that they were aſtoniſhed, and faid, 
Whence hath this man this wiſdom, and theſe mighty works ? 
Is not this the carpenters ſon ? Is not his mother called 
Mary? and his brethren, James, Joſes, Simon, and * 
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And his ſiſters, are they not all with us? Whence then 
hath he all theſe things? And they were offended in him. 
But Jeſus ſaid unto them, A prophet is not without honour, 
{ave in his own country, and in his own houſe. And he did 
not many mighty works there, becauſe of their unbelief. 
Ar that time Herod, the tetrach, heard of the fame of 
Jeſus; and he ſaid to his ſervants, This is John the baptiſt, 
he is riſen from the dead; therefore mighty works ſhew 
forth themſelves in him, | 
For Herod had laid hold on John and bound him, and 
ut him in priſon for the ſake of Herodias, his brother 
hilip's wife. For John faid unto him, It is not lawful for 
thee to have her. And when he would have put him to 
death; he feared the people, becauſe they conſidered him as 
a prophet. © But when Herod's birth-day was kept, the 
daughter of Herodias danced before them, and pleaſed 
Herod. Upon which he promiſed, with an oath, to give 
her whatſoever. ſhe would aſk: and ſhe being before in- 
ſtructed by her mother, ſaid, Give me here the head of 
John the Baptiſt in a charger. And the king was ſorry : 
nevertheleſs, for the oath's ſake, and thoſe who ſat with 
him at table, he commanded that it ſhould be given her. 
Accordingly John was beheaded in the priſon, and his head 
was brought in a charger and given to the damſel, who 
brought it to her mother. Then his diſciples came, and 
took the body, and buried it, and went and told Feſus ; 
who when he was informed of _ theſe things, departed 
thence by ſhip, into a deſart place apart; but when the 
people heard of it, they followed him on foot out of the 
cities. And Jeſus going forth, ſaw a great multitude, 
towards whom he was moved with compaſſion, and healed 
their ſick. f 
And vhen it was evening his diſciples came to him, ſaying, 
This is a deſart place, and the time is now paſt z ſend the 
multitude away, that they may go into the villages and buy 
themſelves victuals: but Jeſus ſaid unto them, They need 
not depart, give ye them to eat. And they anſwered, We 
have here but five loaves, and two fiſhes, He ſaid, Bring

And having commanded the multitude to fit down on-the 
graſs, he took the five loaves and the two fiſhes, and look- 
ing up to heaven, he bleſſed, and brake and gave the 
loaves to his diſciples, and they to the multitude: and they 
all did eat, and were filled. And they took up of the 

ow thoſe 
who had eaten were about five thouſand men, beſide women 
and.children. 

Then Jeſus conſtrained his diſciples to get into a ſhip, and 
go before him to the other ſide, whilſt he ſent the multitude 
away. And when he had ſent them away, he went up 
into a mountain, apart to pray; and as the night came on he 
was there alone. But the ſhip was now in the midſt of the 
ſea, toſſed by the waves, for the wind was contrary. And 
in the, fourth watch of the night, Jeſus went unto them, 
walking on the ſea. And when the diſciples ſaw him walk- 
ing on the ſea, they were troubled, ſaying, It is a ſpirit; and 
they cried out for fear. But preſently Jeſus ſpoke to them, 
joy ſaid, Be of good cheer, it is I, be not afraid. And 
Peter anſwered him, Lord, if it be thou, bid me come unto 
thee on the water. Jeſus ſaid to him, Come. Then Peter 
went down out of the ſhip, and walked on the water, to go 
to Jeſus ; but when he ſaw the wind boiſterous, he was 
afraid ; and beginning to fink, he cried out, Lord fave me. 
And immediately Jefus ſtretched forth his hand, and took 
hold of him, faying to him, O thou of little faith, why 
didſt thou doubt? And when they were come into the ſhip, 
the wind ceaſed. Then thoſe. who were in the ſhip, came 
and worſhipped him, ſaying, Of a truth thou art the Son of 
God, | 


And when they were paſſed over, they came into the land 
of Genneſaret ; and when the men ot this place had know- 
ledge of him, they ſent into all the country round about, 
and brought to-him all that were diſeaſed, beſeeching him, 
that they might only touch the hem of his ent; and as 
many as touched were made perfectly whole.

Tax came to Jeſus ſeribes and phariſees which were of 
Jerufalem, ſaying, Why do thy diſciples tranſgreſs the tra- 
dition. of the elders? for they waſh not their hands _ 
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eat bread. He anſwered them, Why do you alſo tran!. 
s the commandment of God by your tradition? for God 
commanded, ſaying, Honour thy father and mother; and 
he that curſeth father or mother, let him die the death. But 
ye ſay, Whoever ſhall ſay to his father or mother, with 
whatſoever thou mighteſt be profited by me, it is a pift, and 
honour not his father or mother, he ſhall be free. Thus ye 
have made the commandment of God of no effect, by your 
tradition. | 

Ye hypocrites, well did Iſaiah propheſy of you, ſaying, 
This people draweth nigh to me with their mouth, and ho- 
noureth me with their lips, but their heart is far from me.— 
Thus in vain they worſhip me, teaching for doctrines the 
commandments of men. : 

Having then called the multitude, he faid to them, Hear 
and underſtand : not that which goeth into the mouth de- 
fileth a man, but what cometh out of the mouth, this de- 
fileth a man. Then his diſciples ſaid to him, Knoweſt thou 
that the phariſees, at hearing this, are offended. And he 
— . Every plant which my Heavenly Father hath not 


yn ſhall be rooted up. Let them alone; they are 
li 


nd leaders of the blind, and if the blind lead the blind, 
they will both fall into the ditch. 

Peter then ſaid unto him, Declare unto us this ſimilitude. 
And Jeſus anſwered, Are ye alſo yet without underſtanding ! 
Do- ye not underſtand, that whatſoever entereth in at the 
mouth, goeth into the belly, and is afterwards diſcharged 
into the draught ; but thoſe things which proceed out of the 


mouth, come forth from the heart, and they defile the man; 
for out of the heart proceed evil thoughts, murders, adulte- 
ries, fornications, thefts, falſe witneſs, blaſphemies. Theſe 


are the things which defile a man, but to eat with hands un- 
waſhed, defileth not. 

Then Jeſus went from thence, and departed into the 
coalts of Tyre and Sidon. And behold a woman of Canaan, 
who came from thoſe parts, cried to him, ſaying, Have 
mercy on me, O Lord, thou ſon of David! my daughter is 


grievouſly afflicted with a devil; but he anſwered her not a 


word, His co then came and beſought him, ſaying, 


Send her away, for ſhe crieth after us; but he ſaid, I am 
not 
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not ſent but unto the loſt ſheep of the houſe of Iſrael: upon 


this ſhe drew near and'worſhipped him, ſaying, Lord, help me. 
He anſwered, and ſaid, It is not meet to take the children's 
bread and caſt it to dogs: ſhe ſaid, Truth Lord. Yet the 
dogs eat of the crumbs which fall from the maſter's table. 
Then Jeſus ſaid to her, O woman, great is thy faith, be it 
to thee even as thou deſireſt; and her daughter was healed 
from that hour. 94 | 
And Jeſus departing from thence, came nigh to the ſea 
of Galilee, and going up into a mountain, ſat down there. 
And great multitudes came unto him, having with them the 
lame, blind, dumb, maimed, and many others, whom they 
placed at the feet of Jeſus, and he healed them. 80 that 
the multitude wondered when they ſaw the dumb ſpeak, the 
maimed to be made whole, the lame to walk, and the blind to 
ſee, and they glorified the God of Iſrael. 7 
Then Jeſus called his diſeiples unto him, and ſaid, I have 
compaſſion on the multitude, becauſe they have continued 
with me now three days, and have nothing to eat: I will 
not ſend them away faſting, leſt they faint in the Way. 
And his diſelples — hence ſhould we have ſo much 
bread in the wilderneſs as to ſatisfy ſo great a multitude? 
Jeſus then ſaid to them, How many loaves have ye? 
Aid, Seven, and a few ſmall fiſhes. And he commanded the 
multitude to ſit down on the ground; and he took the ſeven 
loaves and the ſiſhes, and giving thanks, he brake them, and 
gave to his diſciples, and his diſciples to the multitude; who 
did all eat, and were filled :- and they took up of the broken 
meat which was left, ſeven baſkets full. Now the number 
of ' thoſe Who eat, were four thoufand men, beſide women 
and children. Then ſending the multitude away, he took 
ihip, and came into the coaſts of Magdala. | | 


Tux phariſees with the ſadducees alſo came, and by way 
of tempting him, deſired that he would ſhew them a ſign 
from heaven. He anſwered them, When it is evening, ye 
ſay, It will be ſine weather, for the ity is red: and in the 
morning, There will be foul weather, for the ſky is red and 
lowring. Ve know how to judge from the face of the ſky, 
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but can ye not diſcern the ſigns of che times? a wicked and 


adulterous generation ſeeketh for a ſign, and no ſigu ſhall be 
given to it, but the {gn of the prophet Jonas: then he left 
them, and departed. | | 

Now when his diſciples were come to the other ſide, they 


| Had forgot to take bread; then Jeſus ſaid to them, Take 


heed and beware of the leaven of the phatiſees and of the 
ſadducees. And they reaſoned among themſelves, ſaying, 
It is becauſe we have taken no bread : which when Jeſus 
perceived, he ſaid to them, O ye of little faith, why reaſon 
ye among yourſelves, that ye have brought no bread ? Do 
ye not yet underſtand, nor remember the five loaves to the 


re thouſand, and how many baſkets ye took up? Nor the 


feven loaves among four thouſand, and how many baſkets ye 
took up? How is it that ye do not underſtand, that I ſpoke 


not to you. concerning bread, when I ſaid, Beware of the 


leaven of the phariſees and ſadducees. Then they under- 
ſtood that he had not ſpoke of the leaven of bread, but of 
the doctrine of the phariſees and ſadducees, of which they 
ought to beware. | 

And Jeſus being come into the coaſts of Ceſarea Philippi, 


ke aſked his diſciples, Who do men lay that I, the Son of 
ay 


Man, am? and they anſwered, Some ſay thou art John the 
Baptiſt, ſome Elias, and others Jeremias, or one of the 
prophets. Then he faith to them, But who ſay ye that 1 
am? And Simon Peter anſwered, Thou art Chriſt, the Son 
of the living, God. Jeſus ſaid to him, Bleſſed art thou, 
Simen-bar-jona, for fleſh and blood hath not revealed it to 
thee, but my Father, who is in heaven. I alſo fay to thee, 
that thou art Peter, and upon this rock I will build my 
church, and the gates of hell ſhall not prevail againſt it. 
I will give to thee the keys of the kingdom of heaven, and 
whatever thou ſhalt bind on earth, ſhall be bound in heaven; 
and whatever thou ſhalt looſe on earth ſhall be looſed in 
eG 5 5 Wager en 


Then he charged his diſciples, that they ſhould tell no 


man, that he was Jeſus, the Chriſt. And from this time 


— began to ſhew his diſciples, that he muſt go to Jeruſa- 
, and ſuffer many things of the elders and chief prieſts, 
and ſcribes, as alſo be killed, and on the third day be 


raiſed 
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raiſed up. Upon this Peter took him, and began to rebuke 

im, ſaying, Be it far from thee, Lord; this ſhall not be 
unto thee, But he turned, and ſaid unto Peter, Get thee 
behind me, ſatan, thou art an offence unto me; for thou 


fayoureſt not the things that are of God, but thoſe which 
are of men. 10 
Then Jeſus ſaid unto his diſciples, If any man will 
come after me, let him deny himſelf, and take up his croſs 
and follow me. For. whoever will fave his life, ſhall loſe 
it; and he that ſhall loſe it for my ſake, ſhall find it. And 
what is a man profited, if he ſhould gain the whole world, 
and loſe his own ſoul? or what ſhall a man give in exchange 
for his ſoul? for the Son of Man ſhall come in the glory 
of his Father, with his angels: and then he will reward 
every one according to his works. Verily I ſay unto you, 
There are ſome ſtanding here, who ſhall not taſte of death, 


till they ſee the Son of Man coming in his kingdom, 


* XVII. | 
ArTex ſix days Jeſus taketh Peter, James, and Joh 
his brother, and bringeth them up into an high mountain 
apart, Where he was transfigured before them; his face 
ſhone like the ſun, and his raiment was white as the light. 
And there appeared to them Moſes and Elias talking with 
him, Then Peter ſaid unto Jeſus, Lord, it is good for us 
to be here: if thou wilt, let us make here three tabernacles, 
one for thee, one for Moſes, and one for Elias. While he 
was ſpeaking, behold, a bright cloud overſhadowed them ; 
and à voice out of the cloud, which ſaid, This is my be- 
loved Son in whom I am well pleaſed ; hear ye him. And 
when the diſciples heard it, they fell on their faces, and 
feared greatly. But Jeſus came and touched them, ſaying, 
Ariſe, and be not afraid. Then looking up, they ſaw no 

man, but Jeſus only. 

And as they came down from the mountain, Jeſus gave 
them in charge, ſaying, Tell the viſion to no one, until the 
Son of Man be riſen again from the dead. His diſciples 
then aſked him, Why do the ſcribes ſay, that Elias muſt 
firſt, come? Jeſus — Elias truly ſhall firſt come, 


and reſtore all things 19 ſay unto you, that Elias is 
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come-already, and they knew him not, but have done to 
him whatever they would, ſo alſo ſhall the Son of Man 
ſuffer from them. The diſciples then underſtood that he 
fpoke to them of John the baptift. 
And when they were come to the multitude, a certain 
man kneeled down to him, ſaying, Lord, have mercy on 
ſon, who is a lunatic, and prievouſly vexed ; for often 
he falls into the fire, 'and often into the water. And I 
brought him to thy diſciples, but they could not cure him. 
Then Jeſus anſwered, O faithleſs and perverſe generation, 
How long ſhall T be with you? how lang ſhall I bear with 
you? bring him hither to me. And Jeſus rebuked the 
devil, and he departed out of him; and the child wa 
cured from that hour, | | 

Upon this, the diſciples came to Jeſus apart, and ſaid, 
Why could we not caſt him out? he anſwered, Becauſe of 
your unbelief: for verily, 1 ſay unto you, if ye have faith 
as a grain of muſtard ſeed, ye ſhall ſay to this mountain, 
Remove hence to yonder place, and it ſhall remove; yea 
nothing ſhall be impoſſible unto you. Vet this kind goeth 
not out, but by prayer and — | 

Now while they were in Galilee, Jeſus ſaid unto them, 
The Son of Man ſhall be betrayed into the hands of men: 
and they ſhall kill him, and the third day he ſhall be raiſed 
again: at which they were exceedingly ſorry, 

And when they were come to Capernaum, thoſe who 
received tribute-money came to Peter, and faid, Doth not 
your maſter pay tribute? he ſays, Ves; and when he was 
come into the houſe, Jeſus prevented him, ſaying, How 
feemetly it to thee, Simon? of whom do the Kings of the 

take tribute, or taxes? of their own children, or of 
angers? Peter faith, Of ſtrangers. Then, ſaid Jeſus, The 
children are free. Notwithſtanding, left we ſhould offend 


them, go thou to the ſea, and caſt a hook, and the firſt fiſh 


which ſhall” be taken, when thou haft opened its mouth, 
thou ſhalt find a piece of money; that take, and give to 
them for me and thee. _ | Y. 

| XVIII. 


Ar the ſame” time che diſciples came to Jeſus, ſaying, 
Who is the greatelt in the kingdom of heaven? 1 
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Then Jeſus called unto him a little child, and ſet him in 
the midit of them, and ſaid, Verily, I ſay unto you, ex- 
cept: ye be converted, and become as little children, ye 
ſhall not enter into the kingdom of heaven, Whoever 
ſhall humble himſelf as this little child, the ſame is greateſt 
in the kingdom of heaven. And whoever ſhall receive one 
ſuch little child in my name, receiveth me; but whoever 
ſhall offend one of theſe little ones, who believe in me, it 
were better for him that a mill - ſtone was hanged about his 
neck; and he was drowned in the depth of the ſea. 

Woe to the world becauſe of offences: it muſt need be 
that they come; but woe to him by whom the offence 
cometh. But if thy hand or thy foot offend thee, cut 
them off, and caſt them from thee : it is better for thee to 
enter into life lame or maimed, than having two hands, or 
two feet, to be caſt into. everlaſting fire. Likewiſe if 
thine eye offend thee, pluck it out, and caſt it from thee; 
it is better for thee to enter into life with one eye, rather 
than having two eyes to be caſt into hell fire. 

Take heed that ye deſpiſe not one of theſe little ones: 
for I ſay unto you, that their angels in heaven always be- 


hold the face of my Father, who is in heaven. For the 


Son of Man is come to ſave that which was loſt. 

What think ye? If a man has an bundred ſheep, and one 
of them is gone aſtray, doth he not leave the ninety and 
nine, and going into the mountains, ſeek for that which 
went aſtray? and if he find it, I ſay unto you, verily, he re- 
joiceth more for that ſheep, than for the ninety and nine, 
which went not aſtray. Even ſo it is not the will of your 
Father which. is in OP that one of theſe little ones 
ſhould periſh. Fa 

If thy brother treſpaſſeth againſt thee, go and tell him his 
fault between thee and him alone: if be ſhould hearken 
unto thee, thou haſt gained thy brother. But if he will 
not hearken unto thee, then take with thee one or two 
more, that in the mouth of two or three witneſſes ev 
word may be eſtabliſhed. And if he ſhall neglect to hear 
them, tell it to the church, but if be will not hearken ta 
the church, let him be to thee as an heathen and a publi- 
can. 
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-  Verily, I fay unto you, Whatſoever ye ſhall bind on 
earth, ſhall be bound in heaven: and whatſoever ye ſhall 
looſe on earth, ſhall be looſed in heaven. Again, I ſay 
unto you, that if two of you ſhall agree on earth, concern- 

ing any thing which they may aſk, it ſhall be done for them 
'of my Father which is in heaven, For where two or three 
are gathered together in my name, there am I in the midſt 
of them, 

Then Peter coming to him, ſaid, Lord, when my 
brother ſhall have ſinned againſt me, how often ſhall I 
forgive him? till ſeven times. Jeſus anſwered him, I ſay 
not unto thee, until ſeven times; but until ferenty times 

Aeven. Therefore the kingdom of heaven is likened unto 
'a certain king who would take account of his ſervants, and 
When he had begun to reckon, one was brought to tim, 
who owed him ten thouſand talents. But as he had not 
wherewith to pay, his lord - commanded that he ſhould be 
fold, with his wife and children, and all that he had, and 
thus payment to be made. The ſervant therefore caſt him- 
ſelf down, and beſought him, ſaying, Lord, have patience 
with me, and I will pay thee all. Then the lord of that 
ſervant was moved with compaſſion, and let him go, and 
forgave him the debt. But the ſame ſervant went out, and 
found one of his fellow-ſervants, who owed him an hun- 
dred pence; and he laid hands on him, and held him by 
the throat, ſaying, Pay me what thou oweſt. And his 
fellow-ſervant, falling down at his feet, beſought him, fay- 
ing, Have patience with me, and I will pay thee all. 
And he would not; but went and caſt him into priſon till 
he ſhould pay the debt. Now when his fellow-ſervants 
ſaw what was done, they were much grieved, and related 
to their lord all that was done by this ſervant. His lord 
then calling for him, ſaid unto him, O thou wicked ſervant, 

I forgave thee all the debt, beeauſe thou deſiredſt it. 

Shouldeſt not thou alſo have had compaſſion on thy fellow- 
- ſervant, even as I had pity on thee? and his lord being 
- angry, delivered him to the executioners of juſtice, till he 
"ſhould pay all that was due to him. Thus will my hea- 
venly Father do unto you, if ye, from your hearts, Grgire 
not every one his brother their treſſ | LON 
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| XIX. | fab 

Wu Jeſus had ended theſe ſayings, he departed from 
Galilee, and came into the coaſts of Judea, beyond Jordan; 
great multitudes following him, and he healed them there. 

The Phariſees alſo came to him, and tempting him, 
faid, Is it lawful for a man to put away his wife for what 
cauſe ſoever he will? and he anſwered them, Have ye not 
read, that He who made them at the beginning, made them 
male and female. And faid, For this cauſe ſhall a man 
leave father and mother, and cleave to his wife; and they 
two ſhall be one fleſh. Wherefore they are no more two, 
but one fleſh: and what God hath joined together, let 
not man put aſunder. They then ſay unto him, Why did 
Moſes command to give a writing of divorcement, and put 
her away? he anſwered, Moſes, becauſe of the hardneſs of 
our hearts, permitted you to put away your wives: but 
Les the beginning it was not ſo. I ſay unto you, Who- 
ever ſhall put away his wife, except it be for fornication, 
and marrieth another, committeth adultery: and he who 
marrieth her that is put away, doth commit adultery. 

His diſciples then ſay uato him, If the caſe 1 man 
be ſo, as to his wife, it is not good to marry. He faid, 
All men cannot receive this ſaying, but thoſe to whom it is 
Soom. For there are ſome eunuchs, who were born fo 
rom their mother's womb: and there are eunuchs which 
have been made ſo by men: and ſome who have made 
themſelves eunuchs for the kingdom of heaven's fake, He 
that is able to receive this, let him receive it. | 

Then were brought unto him little children, that he 
might put his hands on them, and pray: but the diſciples 
rebuked them, Upon which Jeſus ſaid, Suffer little chil- 
dren, and forbid them not, to come unto'me; for of ſuch 
is the kindom of heaven, So he laid his hands on them, 
and departed thence. 

And behold one came and faid to him, Good maſter, 


wat good ſhall I do, that I may have eternal life? To 


whom he ſaid, Why calleſt thou me good? none is good 
but one, that is God: but if thou wilt enter into life, keep 
the commandments. He faid, Which of them? | Jeſus 
anſwered, Thou ſhalt do no murder. Thou ſhalt not com- 
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mit adultery. Thou ſhalt not ſteal. Thou ſhalt not beat 
falſe witneſs. Honour thy father, and thy mother: and 
thou ſhalt love thy neighbour as thyſelf, 

The young man faid, All theſe things have I kept from 
my youth up: what lack I yet? Jeſbs anſwered, If thou 
wilt be perfect, go, ſell what thou haſt, and give to the 
Bir, and thou ſhalt have treaſure in heaven, and come and 
ollow me. When the young man heard this ſaying, he 
went away forrowful : for he had great poſſeſſions. 

Then Jeſus faid to his diſciples, Verily I fay unto you, 
that a rich man ſhall hardly enter into the kingdom of 
heaven. Again I ſay unto you, It is eaſier for a camel to 
go through the eye of a needle, than for a rich man to 
enter into the kingdom of heaven. When his diſciples 
heard this, they were exceedingly amazed, ſaying, Who 
then can be ſaved? Jeſus looking at them, ſaid, With men 
this is impoſſible, but with God all things are poſſible. 

Then Peter made anſwer, Behold, we have forſaken all 
and followed thee, what ſhall be our reward? Jeſus ſaid to 
them, Truly I declare to you, that ye who have followed 
me in the regeneration, when the Son of Man ſhall fit in 
the throne of his glorys ye ſhall alſo fit upon twelve thrones, 

ging the twelve tribes of Iſrael. And every one that 
th ſorſaken houſes, or brethren, or ſiſters, father, or mo- 
ther, wife or children, or lands, for my name's ſake, ſhall 
receive an hundred-fold, and inherit everlaſting life. | 
But many who are firſt ſhall be laſt, and the laſt ſhall be 


firſt. 

Tux kingdom of heaven is like to a man that is a houſe- 
holder, who went out early in the morning to hire labourers 
into his vineyard. And agreeing with theſe labourers for a 
penny a day, he ſent them into his vineyard. He went 
out again k the third hour, and ſeeing others ſtand idle 
in the market- place, he faid to them, Go ye alſo into the 
vineyard, and whatſoever is right, I will give you. So they 
went. Again he went out, about the ſixth and ninth hour, 
and did in like manner. And about the eleventh hour, he 
went out, and found others ſtanding idle, to whom he ſaid, 
Why ſtand ye here all the day idle? They * 2 
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Becauſe no man bath hired us. He faith to them, Go ye 
alſo into the vineyard, and whatever is right ye ſhall 
receive. | 
Now when the evening was come, the lord of the vine- 
yard ſaid to his ſteward, Call the labourers, and give them 
their hire, beginning from the laſt to the firſt. And when 
thoſe came, who were hired about the eleventh hour, they 
received each one a penny. The firlt alſo came, fuppokog 
they ſhould have received more, but they only receiv 
each man his penny. And when they had received 1 
they murmured againſt the houſeholder, ſaying, Theſe 1 
have wrought but one hour, and thou haſt made them 
equal to us, who have borne the burthen and heat of the 
day. But he thus anſwered one of them, Friend, I do 
thee no wrong: didſt not thou agree with me for a penny? 
take, that is thine, and go thy way, I will give to this laſt, 
even as to thee. Is it not lawful for me to do as I will 
with my own? Is thine eye evil becauſe I am good? 80 
the laſt ſhall be firlt, and the firſt laſt; for many be called, 
but few choſen. 
And as Jeſus went up to Jeruſalem he took the twelve 
diſciples apart in the way, and ſaid to them, Behold, we 
go up to Jeruſalem, and the Son of Man ſhall be betrayed 
unto the chief prieſts, and ſcribes; and they will condemn 
him to death, and alſo deliver him to the Gentiles, to- 
mock, and to ſcourge, and crucify him: and the third day 
he ſhall riſe again. | 
Then came to him the mother of Zebedee's children, 
with her ſons, and worſhipped him, having a certain thing 
to requeſt of him. And he ſaid to her, What wilt thou? 
She anſwered, Grant that theſe my two ſons may fit, one 
on thy richt hand, and the other on the left in thy king» 
dom. But Jeſus replied, Ye know not what ye aſk. Are 
7 able to drink of the cup that I ſhall drink of, and to be 
ptized with the baptiſm that I am baptized with? They 
to him, We are able. He anſwered, Ye ſhall indeed drink 
oy cup, and be baptized with the baptiſm that I am bap- 
tized with; but to fit on my right hand, and on my left, is 


not mine to give, but it ſhall be given to them for whom 


it is prepared of my Father.

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When che ten heard it, they were moved with ind'g- 
nation againſt the two brethren, But Jeſus calling them 
unto” him, ſaid, Ye know that the princes of the Gentiles 
exerciſe dominion over them; and thoſe that are great, ex- 
erciſe authority upon them. It ſhall not be ſo among you: 
but whoſoever will be great among you, let him be your 
Miniſter. And whoſoever will be chief among you, let 
him be your ſervant. Even as the Son of Man came not 
to be miniſtered unto, but to miniſter, and to give his life 
a ranſom for many. 
Now as they departed from Jericho, a great multitude 
followed him. And there were two blind men fitting by 
the way-ſide, who when they heard that Jeſus paſſed by, 
cried out, ſaying, Have mercy on us, O Lord, thou Son 
of David. And, the multitude rebuked them, that they 
mould hold their peace; but they cried the more, ſtill ſay- 
ing, Have mercy on us, O Lord, thou Son of David. 
Then Jefus ſtood ſtill, and calling to them, ſaid, What 
will ye that T ſhould do to you? They fay to him, Lord, 
that our eyes may be opened. Jeſus having compaſſion on 
them, touched their eyes: and immediately their eyes re- 
ceived ſight, and they followed him.

Ayu when they drew nigh to Jeruſalem, and were come 
to Bethphage unto the Mount of Olives, Jeſus ſent two of 
his diſciples, ſaying to them, Go into the village over 
againſt you, 6d preſently ye ſhall find an aſs tied, and a 
colt with her; looſe them and bring them to me. And it 
any man ſay ought to you, ye ſhall ſay, The Lord hath 
need of them; and immediately he will ſend them. Now 
*this was done, that it might be fulfilled which was thus 
ſpoken by the prophet,* Say to the daughter of Sion, 
Behold thy king cometh unto thee, meek, fitting upon an 
aſs, and a colt, the foal of an afs. n 997 1797 
And the diſciples went, and did as Jeſus commanded 
them. And brought the aſs with the colt, and putting their 
eloaths on them, they ſet him thereon. © And a very great 
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multitude of people ſpread their garments inthe;way, others 


cut down branches from the trees, and ſtrewed them. Add 
the multitude which went beſore, and that followed, criedy 
ſaying, Hoſannah to the Son of David: Bleſſed is he who 
cometh in the name of the Lord, Hoſannah in the higheſt. 
And when he was come into Jeruſalem, all the city was 
moved, ſaying, Who is this? The multitude ſaid, This is 
Jeſus the prophet of Nazareth of Galilee, "EY 

And Jeſus went into the temple of God, and caſt out Il 
thoſe who ſold, and bought in the temple. He alſo over- 
turned the tables of the money-changers, with the ſeats 
of thoſe who ſold doves, ſaying to them, It is written, my 
bouſe ſhall be called the houſe of prayer, but ye have 
made it a den of thieves. | 7 

Then the blind and the lame came to him in the tem- 
ple, and he healed them. But when the chief prieſts and 
the ſeribes ſaw the wonderful things that he did, and the 
children crying in the temple, Hoſannah to the Son of 
David; they were much diſpleaſed, and ſaid to him, Heareſt 
thou what theſe ſay? Jeſus anſwered them, Vea; have ye 
never read, out of the mouth of babes and ſucklings thou 
haſt perfected praiſe. 

And having left them he went out of the city to Bethany, 
where he lodged. And in the -morning as he returned 
into the city, he was hungry; and ſeeing a fig-tree in the 
way, he came to it; but found nothing thereon but leaves 
only; and he faid to it, Let no fruit grow on thee hence- 
forward for ever; and preſently the fig-tree withered away. 
Which when the diſciples ſaw, they wondered, ſaying, 
How ſoon is the fig-tree withered away? Jeſus ſaid, Ve- 
rily I ſay unto you, if ye have faith, and doubt not, ye 
ſhall not only do that which is done to the fig-tree: but 
alſo if ye ſay to this mountain, Be thou removed, and be 
thou caſt into the ſea; it ſhall be done. All things what- 
ever ye ſhall aſk in prayer, believing, ye ſhall receive, 

And when he was come into the temple, the chief 
prieſts. and elders of the people came to him as he was 
teaching, and ſaid, By what authority doſt thou theſe 
ng and who gave thee this authority? Jeſus anſwered, 
I allo will aſk you one thing, which if ye tell me, I will 
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inform you by what authority I do theſe things. Whence 
came the baptiſm of John, from heaven, or of men? and 
they reaſoned thus among themſelves, If we ſay, from 
heaven, he will anſwer, Why did ye not then believe him? 
But if we ſay it came from men, we fear the people, for 
all hold John as a prophet. So they anſwered Jeſus, We 
cannot tell. He ſaid to them, Neither tell I you by what 
authority I do theſe things. But what think you of this? 
A certain man had two ſons, and addrefling himſelf to the 
firſt, he ſaid, Son, go, work to-day in my vineyard. He 
anſwered, I will not: but afterwards, repenting, he went. 
Then ſpeaking to the ſecond, he ſaid likewiſe. And he 
anſwered, I will go; but went not. Which of the two 
did the will of his father? They ſay to him, The firſt. 
Jefus then' ſaid to them, Verily Tay to you, the publicans 
and the harlots go into the kingdom of God before you. 
For John came to you in the way of righteouſneſs, and 
believed him not: but the publicans and harlots believed 
im. Which when ye had ſeen, yet ye repented not after- 
wards, that ye might believe him. 

Hear ye another parable, There was a certain houſe. 
holder, who planted a vineyard, and hedged it round about, 
he alfo digged a vine-preſs in it, and built a tower. Then 
letting it out to huſbandmen, he went into a far country; 
and when the time of vintage drew near, he ſent his ſer- 
vants to the huſbandmen, to receive the fruits of it, And 
the huſbandmen taking his ſervants, they beat one, and 
killed another, and ſtoned another. Again he ſent other 
ſervants beſides the firſt; and they did to them in like 
manner. Laſtly, he ſent to them his ſon, ſaying, They 
Will reverence my ſon. But when the huſbandmen ſaw 
Him, they faid among themſelves, This is the heir, come 
let us kill him, and ſeize upon his inheritance. They ac- 
cordingly took him, and caſt him out of the vineyard, and 
flew him. Therefore when the Lord of the vineyard 
cometh, what will he do to theſe huſbandmen 2 
They anſwered him, He will cauſe thoſe wicked men 
miſerably to petiſh, and will let out his vineyard to other 
kiſbandmen, who ſhall render him the fruits in their 
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-» Jeſus then ſaid to them, Did ye never read in the ſerip- 
tures, The ſtone which the builders rejected, is become 
the head of the corner? 'This is the Lord's doing, and it 
is marvellous in our eyes. Wherefore 1 ſay unto you, 
The kingdom of God ſhall be taken from you, and given 
to a nation bringing forth the fruits thereof. And who- 
ever falleth on this ſtone, ſhall be broken; but on whoſo- 
ever it falls, it will grind him to powder. 

When the chief prieſts and Phariſees heard his ſimili- 
tudes, they perceived that he ſpoke of them, and ſought to 
lay hands on him, but they feared the multitude, becauſe 
they took him for a prophet, 


XXII. | 

Axp Jeſus ſpoke to them again by parables, ſaying, 
The kingdom of heaven is like to a certain king, wha 
made a marriage for his ſon, and ſent forth his ſervants to 
call thoſe who were invited to the marriage: but they 
would not come. Again he ſent other ſervants, to whom 
he ſaid, Tell them that are invited, Behold, I have pre- 
pared my dinner: my oxen and fatlings are killed, and all 
things are ready: come ye to the marriage. But they 
made light of it, and went their ways, one to his farm, 
another to his merchandiſe. And the reſt took his. ſer» 
vants, whom they treated ſpitefully, and killed them. When 
the king heard this, he was angry: and ſending forth his 
armies, he deſtroyed thoſe murderers, and burnt their city. 

Then he ſaid to his ſervants, The marriage is ready, but 
thoſe who were bidden were not worthy. Go therefore 
into the highways, and whoſoever ye ſhall find, invite to 
the marriage. Accordingly the ſervants went out into the 
highways, and gathered together all, as many as they 
found, both bad and good: 2 that the marriage feaſt was 
furniſhed with gueſts. ' 

And when the king went in to ſee the gueſts, he faw 
there a man who had not on a wedding garment: to whom 
he faith, Friend, how cameſt thou in here, not having on a 
wedding garment? And he was ſpeechleſs. Then the 
king {aid to the ſervants, Bind him hand and foot, and take 
him away, and caſt him into qutez darkneſs ; there ſhall be 
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weeping and gnaſhing of teeth: for many are called, but 
ſew are choſen. In 1 8% % 
Then the Phariſees went, and took counſel bow they 
might inſnare him in his diſcourſe. They ſent to him their 
diſeiples, with the Herodiane, who ſaid, Maſter, we know 
that thou art true, and teacheſt the way of God, in truth; 
neither doſt thou care for any man: for thou regardeſt not 
the perſon of men. Tell us therefore what thinkeſt thou; 
Is it lawful to give tribnte to Cæſar, or not? But Jeſus 
perceiving their wickedneſs, ſaid, Why do ye tempt me, 
hypocrites ? ſhew me the tribute- money. And they 
— to him a penny. Jeſus then ſaid to them, Whoſe 
is this image and ſuperſcription? They ſay to him, Cæſar's. 
Then he anſwered them, Render therefore to Cæſar, the 
things which are Cæſar's; and unto God, the things which 
are God's. When they heard this anſwer, they wondered, 
and leaving him, went away. | 
On the — day came to him the Sadducees, who ſay, 
There is no reſurrection, and put to him this queſtion, 
Maſter, it was ſaid by Moſes, if a man die, having no 
children, his brother ſhall marry his wife, and raiſe up ſeed 
unto him. Now there were with us ſeven brethren, the firſt 
of whom when he had married a wife, died, and having 
no offspring, left his wife to his brother. In like man- 
ner alſo the ſecond and the third, unto the ſeventh; laſt 
of all the woman died. In the reſurrection therefore, 
whoſe wife of the ſeven will ſhe be? for they all had her. 
Jeſus anſwered them, Ye err, not knowing the ſcriptures, 
nor the power of God. For in the reſurrection they nei- 
ther marry, nor are given in marriage; but are as the 
angels of God in heaven. - And concerning the reſurrec- 
tion of the dead; have ye not read what was ſpoken to 
you by God, ſaying, I am the God of Abraham, and 
the God of Iſaac, and the God of Jacob; God is not 
the God of the dead, but of the living, BY 10 
The multitude hearing this were aſtoniſhed at his doc- 
trine. But when the Phariſees heard that he had; put 
the Sadducees to ſilence, they aſſembled together: and one 
of them, Who was an expounder of the law, aſked. him a 


queltion to try him, ſaying, Maſter, which is the great 
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commandment in the law? Jeſus anſwered him, Thou 
ſhalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with 
all thy ſoul, and with all thy mind. This is the firſt and 

eat commandment, The ſecond” alſo is like unto ity 
Thou ſhalt love thy neighbour as thyſelf. On theſe two 
commandments hang all the law and the prophets, | 

Whilſt the Phariſees were met together, Jeſus aſked 
them, as follows, What do ye think concerning Chriſt? 
Whoſe ſon is he? They af er him, the Son of David. 
He then ſaid to them, "How doth David in fpirit call 
him Lord, when he thus ſpeaks, ſaying, The Lord ſaid 
unto my Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, until I make 


thine enemies thy footſtool. If David then call him Lord, 


how is he his ſon? 
And none was able to anſwer him a word; nor from 
that day durſt any man queſtion him hay more. 


| XXIII. 

Tazx Jeſus ſpoke to his diſciples, and to the multitude, 
ſaying,” The Seribes and Phariſees fit in the ſeat of Moſes. 
All things therefore whatſoever they bid you to obſerve, 
obſerve and do; but do not according to their works: for 
they ſay and do not. They bind heavy burthens, and 
grievous to be. borne, which they lay on men's ſhoulders, 
but they themſelves will not move them with one of their 
fingers,” All their works they do to be ſeen of men: 
they make broad their phylacteries, and enlarge the bor- 
ders of their garments. They alſo love the firſt places at 
feaſts, and the chief ſeats in the {ynagogues. And greet- 
ings in the markets, and to be called of men, Rabbi, 
Rabbi. But be ye not called Rabbi: for one is your maſ- 
ter even Chriſt, and all ye are brethren. Call no man your 
father on earth: for one is your Father which is in heaven. 
Nor be ye called maſters; for one is your maſter, even 
Chriſt, He that is greateſt among you, ſhall be your ſer- 


vant, Fam: whoſoever exalts himſelf, ſhall be abaſed; ad | 


he that humbleth himſelf ſhall be exalted. 

But woe to you ſcribes and phariſees, hypocrites; ye 
ſnut up the kingdom of heaven againſt men; for ye nei- 
they go in yourſelves, nor ſuffer them that are entering ta 
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go in. Woe to you ſcribes and phariſees, hypocrites; for 
ye devour widow's houſes, and for a pretence make long 
vers: therefore ye ſhall receive the greater condemnation, 
Wee to you, ſcribes and phariſees, hypocrites ; ye encom- 
pals ſea and land to make one proſelyte, and when he is 
obtained, ye make him two-fold more the child of hell than 
ourſelves. Woe unto you, ye blind guides, that ſay, 
Whoever ſhall ſwear by the temple, it is nothing; but 
whoever ſhall ſwear by the gold of the temple, he is in- 
debted. Ye fools and blind: for which is greater, the 
gold, or the temple which ſanctiſies the gold? And whoever 
ſhall ſwear by the altar, it is nothing; but whoever ſweareth 
by the gift that is upon it, he is bound. Ye fools and blind: 
for which is greater, the gift, or the altar that ſanctiſieth 
the gift? He then that ſweareth by the altar, ſwears by it, 
and all things upon it. And whoever ſwears by the temple, 
ſweareth by it, and by him who dwelleth therein. He 
likewiſe that ſwears by heaven, ſweareth by the throne of 
God, and by him who ſits upon it. 

Woe to you ſcribes and phariſees, hypocrites ; who pay 
the tithe of mint, anniſe, and cummin, but have omitted 
the weightier matters of the law—judgment, mercy, and 
faith: theſe ought ye to do, and not to leave the other un- 
_ ye blind guides, who ſtrain at a gnat, and ſwallow a 
Camel. | 8 * | 

Woe to you ſcribes and phariſees, hypocrites ; for ye 
make clean the outſide of the cup and platter, but within they 
are full of extortion and exceſs. Thou blind phariſee, 
cleanſe firſt the inſide of the cup and platter, that the outſide 
of them may be clean alſo. | 

Woe to you ſcribes and phariſees, hypocrites ; for ye are 
like unto whited ſepulchres, which appear beautiful outward, 

but within are full of dead-men's bones, and all uncleanneſs. 
Even ſo ye outwardly appear righteous to men, but within 
are full of hypocriſy and iniquity. 

Woe unto you ſcribes and phariſees, hypocrites ; becauſe 
ye build up the tombs of the prophets, and adorn the ſepul- 
chres of the righteous, ſaying, If we had been in the days 
of our fathers, we would not have been partakers with them 
in che blood of the prophets ; therefore ye are witneſſes to 
Bas ht yourſelves, 
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yourſelves, that ye are the children of thoſe who killed the 

rophets. Fill ye up then the meaſure of your fathers :—' 
Ve ſerpents, ye generation of vipers, how can ye eſcape the 
damnation of hel] ! | 

Behold, I ſend unto you prophets, and wiſe men, and 
ſcribes ; ſome of whom ye will kill and crucify, and ſome 
of them ye will ſcourge in your ſynagogues, and perſe - 
cute them from city to city, that there may come upon 
you, all the righteous blood ſhed upon the earth; from 
the blood of righteous Abel, to the blood of Zacharias, 
the ſon of Barachias, whom ye flew between the temple 
and the altar. Verily 1 ſay unto you, all theſe things ſhall 
come upon this generation, 

O Jeruſalem, Jeruſalem ! thou that killeſt the prophets 
and ſtoneſt them which are ſent unto thee ; how often would 
I have gathered thy children together, even as a hen gather- 
eth her chickens under her wings, and ye would not: be- 
hold your houſe is left to you deſolate. For I fay unto you, 
Ye ſhall not ſee me henceforth, until ye ſhall ſay, Bleſſed is 
he that cometh in the name of the Lord, |

Axp Jeſus went out and departed from the temple ; and 
when his diſciples came near to ſhew him the dul ings of 
it, he ſaid to them, See ye all theſe? truly I ſay to you, 
Here ſhall not be left one ſtone upon another, which ſhall not 
be thrown down. 

And as he fat upon the mount of Olives, the diſciples 
came to him privately, ſaying, Tell us, when ſhall theſe things 
be, and what will be the ſign of thy coming, and of the end 
of the world? Jeſus anſwered them, Take heed that no 
man deceive you, for many will come in my name, faying, 
I am Chriſt, and will deceive many. And ye will hear of 
wars and rumours of wars: ſee that ye be not troubled, for 
all theſe things muſt come to paſs, but the end is not yet. 
For nation ſhall riſe againſt nation, and r againſt 
kingdom; and there ſhah be ſamines, and peſtilences, and 
earthquakes in divers places. All theſe are the beginning of

Then ſhall they deliver you up to be afflicted, and kill you: 
Aud ye ſhall be hated of all nations, for my 1 

any 
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Many ſhall be offended, and betray one another, and hate 
one another. Many falſe prophets ſhall ariſe, and de- 
ceive many: and becauſe iniquity ſhall abound, the love 
of many ſhall wax cold; but he who endureth to the end 
ſhall be ſaved. And this goſpel of the kingdom ſhall be 
preached in all the world, for a teſtimony to all nations; 
and then ſhall the end come. 

Therefore, when ye ſhall ſee the abomination of deſo- 
lation, ſpoken of by Daniel the prophet, ſtand in the holy 
place, (whoſo readeth Jet him Ai Then let them 
who are in Judea, flee into the mountains: and let not 
him who ſhall be on the houſe- top, come down to take any 
thing out of his houſe: nor let him who is in the field, re- 
turn back to take his cloaths. Woe alſo to the women who 
are with-child, and to thoſe who give ſuck in theſe days, 
Now pray ye that your flight may not be in the winter, 
nor on the {abbath-day : for there will be ſuch great tribu- 
lation as hath not been from the beginning of the world to 
this time, nor ever ſhall be. - And except thoſe days ſhould 
be ſhortened, no fleſh would be ſaved ; but for the elect ſake 
thoſe days ſhall be ſhortened. Then if any one ſhall ſay to 
you, Lo, here is Chriſt, or there, believe it not. For 
there-ſhall ariſe falſe chriſts and falſe prophets, who ſhall 
 thew t figns and wonders, inſomuch, that, if it were 
poſfible, they would deceive the very elect. 

See, I have told you before: therefore if they ſhall ſay 
unto you, Behold he is in the deſert, go not forth: behold 
he is in the ſecret chambers, believe it not: for as the 
lightning cometh out of the eaſt, and ſhineth unto the welt, 
o ſhall alſo the coming of the Son of Man be; for where- 
ſoever the carcaſe is, there will the eagles be gathered to- 
gether. Immediately after the tribulation of thoſe days, 
the ſun will be darkened, and the moon will not give its 
light, the ſtars will fall from heaven, and the powers of the 
hravens be ſhaken: and then ſhall appear the ſign of the 
Son of Man, in heaven; then ſhall all the tribes of the earth 
mourn: they will ſee the Son of Man coming in the clouds 
of heaven, with power and great glory. He will alſo ſend 
bis angels with the great ſound of a trumpet, and they — 
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gather together his elect from the four winds, from one en 
of the heavens to the other. 5 
Now learn a parable from the fig- tree: When its branch 
is yet tender, and putteth forth leaves, ye know that ſum- 
mer is near: ſo likewiſe ye, when ye ſee all theſe things, 
know that it is near, even at the doors. Verily, I ſay unto 
ou, this generation ſhall not paſs, till all theſe things are 
(filled: heaven and earth ſhall paſs away, but my words 
ſhall not paſs away; yet of that day and hour, none knoweth, 
no not the angels of heaven, but my Father only. As in the 
days of Noah, fo will alfo the coming of the Son of Man be; 
for as before the flood they were eating and drinking, marry- 
ing, and giving in marriage, until the day that Noah entered 
into the ark; and knew not till the flood came, and took 
them all away: ſo will alſo the coming of the Son of Man 
be. Then, of two, who ſhall be in the field, one ſhall be 
taken and the other left. Of two women grinding at the 
mill, one ſhall be taken, and the other left. 
Watch therefore, for ye know not at what hour your Lord 
cometh :; but this know, that if the maſter of the houſe had 
known in what hour the thief would come, he would have 
watched, and not let his houſe be broken up. Therefore, 
be ye alſo ready, for in fuch an hour as you think not, the 
Son of Man cometh. | 
Who then is a faithful and wiſe ſervant, whom his lord 
hath made ruler over his family, to give them meat in due 
feaſon? bleſſed is that ſervant, whom his lord, when he 
cometh, ſhall find ſo doing: verily I fay unto you, he will 
make him ruler over all his goods. Bur if the ſervant, be- 
ing evil, ſhall ſay in his heart, my lord delayeth his coming; 
and ſhall begin to beat his fellow-ſervants, and to eat and 
drink with the drunkards ; the lord of this ſervant will come 
in a day when he expecteth him not, and in an hour which 
he is-not aware of, and will cut him aſunder, and appoint 
him his portion with the hypocrites : there ſhall be weeping 
and gnaſhing of teeth, | 1 


Th EV ſhall the kingdom of heaven be likened _ ten 
virgins, Which took their lamps, and went forth to meet the 


bridegroom ; five of whom were wiſe, and five were fooliſh, 
Thoſe 
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Thoſe who were fooliſh took their lamps, and took no oil 
with them; but the wiſe took oil in their veſſels with their 
lamps. Now, whilſt the bridegroom tarried, they all ſlum- 
bered and ſlept : and at midnight there was a cry made, be- 
hold the bridegroom cometh, go ye out to meet him. Then 
all thoſe wirgins aroſe, and trimmed their lamps; and the 
fooliſh {aid to the wile, Give us of your oil, for our lamps 
ate gone out. But the wile, anſwered, Not ſo, leſt there be 


not enough for us and you; but go ye rather to them that 


ſell, and by for yourſelves. And whilſt they were gone 
to buy, the bridegroom, came, and thoſe who were ready 
went in with him to the marriage, and the door was ſhut, 
Afterward. came the other virgins, ſaying, Lord, Lord, 
open to us: but he thus anſwered them, Verily I ſay unto you, 
I know you not. Watch therefore, tor ye know not the 
1 the hour in which the Son of Man cometh. 
The kingdom of heaven is to be compared to a man tra- 
velling into a far country, who called his ſervants, and de- 
* Kvered to them his goods: unto one he gave five talents, to 
another two, and to another one; to each one according to 
his ability, and preſently took his journey. Then he that 
had received the ſive talents, went and traded with them, 
and made other five. And he that had received two, he 
alſo gained other two: but he that had received one, went 
and digged in the earth, and hid his lord's money. 
Aſter a long time, the lard of thoſe ſervants came and 
reckoned with them; and he that had received five talents, 
came. and brought other five talents, faying, Lord, thou 
deliveredſt unto me five talents, behold, I have gained be- 
ſides them, five talents more.

talent in the earth: behold here it is, thou haſt what is thy 
own, His lord thus anſwered him: Thou wicked and 
flothful ſervant, thou kneweſt that L reap where I ſowed 
not, and gather where I have not ftrewed, thou oughteſt to 
have put my money to the exchangers; then at my coming, 
1 ſhould have received my own with uſury. Take therefore 
the talent from him, and give it to him who hath ten talents: 
for to every one that hath, ſhall be given, and he ſhall have 
abundance, but from him that hath not, ſhall be taken away 
that which he ſeemeth to have, Caſt the unprofitable ſer- 
rant into darkneſs ; there ſhall be weeping and gnaſliing of 
teeth.

When the Son of Man ſhall come in his glory, and all 
the holy angels with him, he ſhall ſit upon the throne of his 
glory; and all nations ſhall be gathered before him, and he 
ſhall ſeparate them 'ope from another, as a ſhepherd divideth 
his ſheep from the goats; the ſheep'he ſhall ſet on his right 
hand; and the goats on the left, Then the king ſhall ſay to 
them on his right hand, Come ye bleſſed of my Father, in- 
herit the kingdom prepared for you, from the foundation of 
the world: for I was hungry, and ye gave me meat; I 
was thirſty, and ye gave me drink; I was a ſtranger, and 
ye took me in; naked, and ye clothed me; I was fick, 
and ye viſited me; I was in priſon, and ye came to me.

Then the chief prieſts, and the ſcribes and elders of the 
ple, aſſembled together in the hall of the high prieſt, who 
was called Caiaphas, and conſulted how they might take 
Jeſus by deceit, and kill him: but they ſaid, Not on the 
feaſt-day, leſt there ſhould be a tumult among the people. 
Now when Jeſus was in Bethany, in the houſe of Simon 
theleper, there came to him a woman, having an alabaſter 
box of very precious ointment, which ſhe poured on his 
head, as he ſat at meat: but when his diſciples ſaw it, chey 
were diſpleaſed, ſaying, To what purpoſe is this waſte ? for 
this ointment might have been ſold for-much, and the money 
ven to the poor. When Jeſus knew this, he ſaid to them, 
hy trouble -ye the woman ? ſhe hath wrought a good 
work upon me: for ye have the poor always with you, but 
me ye will not have always; in that ſhe. hath poured this 
- ointment on my body, ſhe did it for my burial.  Verily, I 
fay unto yous Whereſoever this goſpel ſhall be preached in 
the whole world, there ſhall alſo this, which this woman 
hath done, be told as a memorial of her. p 
Then one of the twelve, called Judas Iſcariot, went to 
the chief prieſts, and ſaid, What will ye give me, that | 
may deliver him unto you? and they agreed to 'give him 
thirty pieces of filver: and from that time he ſought op- 
portunity to betray him. 1 
No on the firſt day of the feaſt of unleavened bread, the 
diſciples came to Jeſus, ſaying, Where wilt thou that we pre- 
pare for thee to eat the paſloyer ? and he laid, Go 15 
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the city to ſuch a man, and ſay to him, The maſter ſaith, 
My time is at band; I will — the paſſover at thy houſe, 
with my diſciples. And the diſciples did as Jeſus had ap- 
pointed them, and made ready the paſſover. Now when the 
evening/ was come, he ſat down with the twelve; and as 
they were eating, he ſaid, Verily I fay unto you, that one 
of you ſhall betray me. And being exceeding ſorrowful, 
they began every one of them to ſay to him, Lord, is it I ? 
to which he anſwered, He that dippeth his hand with me 
in the diſh, the ſame ſhall betray me; the Son of Man in- 
deed goeth as it is written of him: but woe to that man by 
whom he is betrayed ; it had been better for that man if he 
had not been born. Then Judas, who betrayed him, ſaid, 
Maſter, is it 1? Jeſus anſwered him, Thou haſt ſaid, © | 

And as they were eating, Jeſus took bread, and blefſed 
it, and having broke it, gave of it to his diſciples, and ſaid, 
Take, eat, this is my body. He took the cup likewiſe, and 

iving thanks, gave it to them, ſaying, Drink ye all of it, 
for this is my blood, of the new teſtament, which is ſhed 
for many, for the remiſhon of fins. But I ſay unto you, I 
will not henceforth drink of this fruit of the vine, until that 
day when I drink it new with you in my Father's kingdom. 
And when they had ſung a hymn, thy went out to the mount 
of Olives, | 

Then Jeſus faid unto them, Ye will all be offended be- 
cauſe of me, this night ; for it is written, I will ſmite the 
ſhepherd, and the ſheep of the flock ſhall be ſcattered abroad; 
but after I am riſen, I will go before you into Galilee, Peter 
anſwered him, Though all men Gould be offended, be- 
eauſe of thee, yet will I never be offended. Jeſus ſaid, 
Verily I ſay unto thee, that this night, before the cock 
croweth, thou wilt deny me thrice. Peter replied, Though 
I were to die with thee, yet will I not deny thee : ſo ſaid 
all the diſciples. 

Jeſus then cometh with them unto a place called Geth- 
ſemane, and ſayeth to the diſciples, Sit ye here, whilſt I 
go yonder and pray, And taking with him Peter, and the 
two ſons of Zebedee, he began to be ſorrowful, and very 
heavy. : Then he ſaid to them, My ſoul is exceeding for- 
rowful, exen upto death; tarry ye here, and watch with 
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me. And going a little further, he fell on his face, and 
prayed, ſaying, O my Father, if it be poſſible, let this cup 

from me ; nevertheleſs, not as I will, but as thou wilt, 
After this he cometh to the diſciples, and finding them aſleep, 


he faith to Peter, Could ye not watch with me vne hour? 


Watch and pray, that ye enter not into temptation ; the 
ſpirit indeed is willing, but the fleſh is weak. 

He went away the ſecond time and prayed, ſaying, O 
my Father, if this cup may not paſs from me, except I 
drink it, thy will be done. And upon returning to them, 
again he found them afleep; for their eyes were heavy. 
And having left them, he went away again, and prayed the 
third time, ufing the ſame words. Then he comes to his 


diſciples, and ſath to them, Sleep on now, and take your 


teſt; behold, the hour is at hand, and the Son of Man is 
betrayed into the hands of ſinners. Riſe, let us be going: 
he is at hand who doth betray me. And whilſt he yet 
ſpoke, lo, Judas, one of the twelve, came, and with him 
a great multitude with {words and ſtaves, from the chief 
prieſts and elders of the people. | 

Now he that betrayed him, gave them a ſign, ſaying, 


Whomſoever I ſhall kiſs, the ſame is he, hold him fait. 


And preſently coming to Jeſus, he ſaid, Hail, maſter, and 
kiſſed him. Upon which Jeſus ſaid to him, Friend, for 
what art thou come? then the people came and laid hands 
on Jeſus, and took him. And behold, one of thoſe who 
were with Jeſus, laying! his hand upon his ſword, drew it, 
and {truck a ſervant of the high prieſt, and cut off his car, 
Then' Jeſus ſaid to him, Put up thy ſword into its place: 
for all thoſe who take the ſword, ſliall periſh by the 
ſword. Phinkeſt thou that I cannot pray to my Father, 
and he would preſently give me more than twelve legions 
of angels. But how then ſhall the ſcriptures be fulfilled, 
- that thus it muſt be? at the ſame time Jeſus ſaid to the 
multitude, Are ye come out as againſt a thief, with ſwords 
and ſtaves to take me? I fat daily with you teaching in the 
temple, and ye did not take hold of me. But all this was 
done that the ſeriptures of the prophets might be fulfilled. 
Then all the diſciples forſook him, and fled. And thoſe 


who had laid hold on Jeſus, brought him to . 
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high ieſt, where the ſcribes and the elders were aſſembled. 
But Peter followed him far off, to the high prieſt's palace; 
and going in he ſat with the ſervants to ſee the end. Now 
the chief prieſts and elders, with all the council, ſought 
ſor falſe witneſs againſt Jeſus to put him to death, but found 
none: yea, though many falſe witneſſes came, they found 
none ſufficient. At laſt two falſe witneſſes came, and ſaid, 
'This man has declared, I am able to deſtroy the temple of 
God, and in three days to rebuild it. 

Then the high prieſt roſe, and ſaid to him, Anſwereſt 
thou nothing ? what is it theſe witneſs againſt thee ? but 
Jeſus was ſilent. Upon which the high prieſt ſaid to him, 
I adjure thee by the living God, that thou tell us, whether 
thou art the Chriſt the Son of God. Jeſus anſwered, 
Thou haſt ſaid it : moreover I ſay unto you, Hereafter ye 
ſhall ſee the Son of Man fitting on the right-hand of 

wer, and coming in the clouds of heaven, 

Then the high prieſt rent his cloaths, ſaying, He hath 
ſpoken blaſphemy : what further need have we of witneſſes? 
lo, now ye have heard his blaſphemy. What think ye ? 
they anſwered, He is guilty of death. Then they fpit in 
his face, and buffeted him, and ſome ſmote him with the 
palms of their hands, ſaying, Propheſy to us, thou Chriſt, 
who is he that ſmote thee ? 

Now Peter fat without in the court; and a damſel came 
to him, ſaying, Thou alſo waſt with Jeſus of Galilee. 
But he denied before them all, ſaying, I know not what 
thou ſayeſt. And when he was gone out into the porch, 
another maid ſaw him, and faid to thoſe who were there, 
This man alſo was with Jeſus of Nazareth, Again he de- 
nied with an oath, ſaying, I know not the man. And a 
while after, thoſe who ſtood by came and ſaid to Peter, 
Surely thou art one of them; for thy ſpeech bewrayeth thee. 
Then he began to curſe and ſwear, ſaying, I know not the 
man. And immediately the cock crew. Upon this Peter 
remembered the words of Jeſus, who ſaid to him, Before 

the cock crow, thou wilt deny me thrice. And he went 


Out, and wept bitterly. 
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Warn the morning was come, all the chief prieſts and 
elders of the people, took counſel againſt Jeſus to put him 
to death. And when they had bound him, they ſed him 
away, and delivered him to Pontius Pilate the governor, 
Then Judas who had betrayed him, when he ſaw that he 
was condemned, repented himſelf, and brought back the 
thirty pieces of ſilver to the chief prieſts and elders, ſay- 
ing, I have finned, in that I have betrayed the innocent 
blood. And they ſaid, What is that to us! ſee thou to 
that. Upon which, throwing down the pieces of ſilver in 
the temple, he departed, and went and hanged himſelf, 
' And the chief prieſts taking the pieces of ſilver, ſaid, 
It is not lawful to put them into the treaſury, becauſe it is 
the price of blood. And when they had conſidered of it, 
they bought with them the Potter's Field, for. the burial 
lace of ſtrangers, therefore that field is called the Field of 
lood to this day. Then was fulfilled that which was 
ſpoken by Jeremy the prophet, ſaying, They took the thirty 
pieces of ſilver, the price of him that was valued, whom 
they of the children of Iſrael did value, and gave them for 
the Potter's Field, as the Lord commanded me. 

Now Jeſus ſtood before the governor; who aſked him, 
faying, Art thou the king of the Jews? to whom Jeſus re- 
plied, Thou fayeſt it. And when he was accuſed, by the 
chief prieſts and elders, he anſwered nothing. hen 
' Pilate faid to him, heareſt thou not how many things they 
teſtify againſt thee ? but he anſwered not a word, ſo that 
the governor wondered greatly, 

Now at this feaſt the governor was wont to releaſe to the 
people a priſoner, whom they would. And they had then 
A notorious priſoner, called Barabbas. Therefore being ga- 
thered together, Pilate ſaid to them, Whom will ye that I re- 
leaſe to you? Barabbas, or Jeſus, who is called Chriſt ? 
for he knew it was through enyy they had delivered him 
up. Alſo when he was ſet down on the judgment-ſeat, his 
wife ſent to him, ſaying, Have thou nothing to do with that 
juſt man: for I have ſuffered many things this day in 2 
dream becauſe of him. | 5 F 
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And the chief prieſts and elders perſuaded the multitude, 
that they ſhould aſk Barabbas, and deſtroy Jeſus. Now the 
overnor ſaid to them, Which of the two will ye that I re- 
[eaſe to you ? they ſaid, Barabbas. Pilate then aſked them, 
What ſhall I do with Jeſus who is called Chriſt ? and they 
all anſwered, Let him be cruciſied. Why, what evil hath 
he done? ſaid the governor. But they cried out the 
more, ſaying, Let him be crucified, 

When Pilate ſaw he could prevail nothing, but that rather 
2 tumult was made, he took water, and waſhed his hands 
before the multitude, ſaying, I am innocent of the blood of 
this juſt perſon ; ſee ye to it. Then anſwered all the peo- 
ple, His blood be upon us, and our children. Upon this 
he releaſed Barabbas to them: and after he had ſcourged 
Jeſus, he delivered him up to be crucified. The ſoldiers of 
the governor then took Jeſus into the common-hall, and 
gathered round him the whole band of ſoldiers. And ſtrip- 
ping him, they put on him a ſcarlet robe. Alſo havingplaited 
a crown of thorns, they put it upon his head, and a reed 
in his right hand ; then bowing the knee before him, they 
mocked him, ſaying, Hail king of the Jews. Moreover, 
they ſpit upon him, and took the reed, and ſmote him on 
the head. 

And after they had thus mocked him, they took the robe 
off from him, and put his own raiment on him, and led him 
away to crucify him. And as they went out, they met with 
a man of Cyrene, named Simon: him they compelled to 
bear his croſs. And when they were come to a place called 
Golgotha, that is to ſay, the place of a ſkull, they gave him 
vinegar to drink, mingled with gall : which, when he had 
taſted, he would not drink of it. They then crucified him, 
and parted his garments, caſting lots, that_it might be fut- 
flled which was ſpoken by the prophet, They parted my 
garments among them, and upon my veſture they caſt lots. 
And fitting down they watched him there, and ſet over his 
head, his accuſation written, THIS IS JESUS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. At the ſame time there were 
two thieves crucified with him: one on the right hand, and 
the other on the left. | 
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And thoſe who 19 by, reviled him, ſhaking their 
heads, and ſaying, Thou who deſtroyeſt the temple, and 
baildeſt it in three days, fave thyſelf: if thou art the Son of 
God come down from the croſs, The chief prieſts alſo 
mocking him, with the ſcribes and elders, ſaid, He ſaved 
others, himſelf he cannot fave : if he be the king of Iſrael, 
let him now come down from the croſs, and we will believe 
him. He truſted in God, let him now deliver him if he 
will have him: for he ſaid, I am the Son of God. The 
thieves alſo who were crucified with him, reproached him 
with the ſame. 
Now from the fixth hour unto the ninth, there was 
darkneſs over all the land. And about the ninth hour, 
Jeſus, cried with a loud voice, ſaying, Eli, Eli, lama 
ſabachthani, that is to ſay, My God, My God, why halt 
thou forſaken me? ſome of them who ſtood there, when 
they heard that, ſaid, This man calleth for Elias. And 
immediately one of them ran, and took a ſpunge, which 
hefilled with vinegar, and putting it on a reed, gave him to 
drink; the reſt ſaid, Let be, let us ſee whether Elias will 
come to ſave him. 
Jeſus, when he had cried again with a loud voice, yielded 
up the ghoit. And behold the veil of the temple was rent 
in twain from the top to the bottom; the earth quaked, and 
the rocks were rent. The graves were opened, and many 
bodies of ſaints which ſlept, aroſe, and came out of the 
graves, after his reſurrection, and went into the holy city, 
-Appearing to many. 
- Now when the centurion, and thoſe who were with him, 
watching Jeſus, ſaw the earthquake, and the things which 
were done, they feared greatly, ſaying, Truly this was the 
Son of God. And many women were there, beholding 
- afar off, who had followed Jeſus from Galilee, miniſtering 
unto him. Among whom was Mary Magdalene, and Mary 
the mother of James and Joſes, as alſo the mother of Ze- 
- zedee's children. And when it was evening, there came a 
rich man of Arimathea, named Joſeph, who was a diſci- 
ple of Jeſus. He went to Pilate, and afked for the body 
of Jeſus ; and Pilate commanded it to be delivered Joſe 
| olep 
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Joſeph then taking the body, he wrapped it in a fine linen 


4 cloth, and laid it in his own new tomb, which he had hewn 
: out in the rock: and having rolled a great (tone to the door 
| of the ſepulchre, he departed. But Mary Magdalene and the 
: other Mary, were ſitting over againſt the ſepulchre. 
« The next day, which followed the day of the preparation, 
m4 the chief priells and phariſees came together to Pilate, ſay- 
0 ing, Sir, we remember that this deceiver ſaid, When he 
X Was alive, after three days I will rife again. Command 
0 therefore that the ſepulchre be made faſt until the third day, 
” leſt his diſciples come hy night, and ſteal him away, and ſay 
to the people, He is riſen from the dead : fo the laſt error 
” {hall be worſe than the firſt. Pilate anſwered them, Ye have 
7 a watch, go make it as ſecure as ye can. So they went and 
f made the ſepulchre faſt, ſealing the ſtone, and ſetting a 
watch. ö 
N XXVIII. 
d Ix the end of the ſabbath, as it began to dawn towards 
the firſt day of the week, Mary Magdalene, with the other 
1 Mary, came to ſee the ſepulchre. And there was a great 
earthquake, for the angel of the Lord deſcended from 
4 heaven, and came and rolled away the ſtone from the door, 
f and ſat upon it. His countenance was like lightning, and 
Fr his raiment white as ſnow. Inſomuch that for fear of him 
| the keepers ſhook, and became as dead men. But the angel 
* faid to the women, Fear not ye: I know that ye ſeek 
; Jeſus which was crucified. He is not here: for he is 
Ts riſen, as he ſaid: come, ſee the place where the Lord lay. 
And go quickly, and tell his diſciples that he is riſen from 
2 the dead ; and that he goeth before you into Galilee, there 
1 ye ſhall ſee him; lo, I have told you. Upon this they de- 
, parted from the ſepulchre with fear and great joy, and went 
1 with haſte to tell his diſciples. And as they went with this 
55 meſſage, behold, Jeſus met them, ſaying, All hail. And 
" they coming near, held him by the feet, and worſhipped 
* him. Then Jeſus ſaid to them, Be not afraid ; go ally 


: brethren that they go into Galilee, and there they ſhall ſee 
N — | 
Now when they were going, behold ſome of the watch 
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came into the city, and related to the chief priefts all the 
things that were done. And when they were aſſembled, 
with the elders, and had taken counſel, they gave a large 
ſum of money to the ſoldiers, ſaying to them, Do ye ſay, his 
diſciples came by night, and ſtole him away, whilſt we 
flept. And if this thould be heard by the governor, we 
will perſuade him, and ſecure you. 80 they took the 
money, and did as they were taught : and this ſaying is 
commonly reported among the Jews to the preſent time. 

Then the eleven diſciples went into Galilee, to a moun- 
tain where Jeſus had appointed them, And when they ſaw 
him, they worſhipped him ; but ſome doubted. Jeſus 
drawing near, ſaid to them, All power is given to me in 
heaven and on earth. Go therefore, teach all nations, 
baptizing them into the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt: teaching them to obſerve all 
things whatever I have commanded you: and lo I am with 
you always unto the end of the world,

_ THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO MARK, 


THE beginning of the goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt the Son of 
God. As it is written in the prophets *, Behold I ſend my 
meſſenger before thy face, who ſhall prepare thy ee 
thee. The voice of one crying in the wilderneſs, Prepare 
ye the way of the Lord, make his paths ſtrait. 

John baptized in the wilderneſs, and preached the bap- 
tiſm of repentance, for the remiſſion of ſins. And there 
went out unto him all thoſe of the land of Judea, and of 
Jeruſalem, and were all baptized of him in the river 
Jordan, confeſſing their fins, Now John was clothed 
with camel's hair, and with a girdle of a ſkin about his 
loins; and his food was loculls and wild honey, He 
. preached, ſaying, There cometh one after me mightier than 

. the latchet of whoſe ſhoes I am not worthy to ſtoop

own 


down to unlooſe. I indeed have baptized you with water: 
but he ſhall baptize you with the holy ghoſt. ls 

In thoſe days Jeſus alſo came from Nazareth of Galilee, 
and was baptized of John, in Jordan. And immediately 


coming up out of the water, he {aw the heavens opened, and 
I 


the ſpirit 
a voice from heaven, laying, 
whom I am well pleaſe 

The ſpirit then taketh him into the wilderneſs ; and he 
was there in the wilderneſs, forty days, tempted of ſatan: 
he was with the wild beaſts, and the angels miniſtered unto 
him. But after John was 8 in priſon, Jeſus came into 
Galileee, preaching the goſpel of the kingdom of God, 
and ſaying, The time is fulfilled, and the kingdom of God 
is at hand; repent ye, and believe the golpet | 

Now as he walked by the ſea of Galilee, he ſaw Simon, 
and Andrew his brother, caſting a net into the ſea, (for 
they were fiſhermen.) Jeſus ſaid to them, Come ye after 
me, and I will make you become fiſhers of men : and pre- 
ſently they left their nets and followed him. And when he 
had gone a little further from thence, he ſaw James, the 
ſon of Zebedee, and John his brother, who were in the 
ſhip, mending their nets : and preſently calling them, they 
left their father Zebedee in the ſhip, with the hired ſervants, 
and went after him. 

They came then into Capernaum, and on the ſabbath-day 
he entered into the ſynagogue and taught. And they wete 
aſtoniſhed at his doctrine, for he taught them as one having 
authority, and not as the ſcribes. Now there was in their 
1ynagogue, a man with an unclean ſpirit, and he cried out, 

et us alone, what have we to do with thee, thou Jeſus of 
Nazareth? art thou come to deſtroy us? I know thee, who 
thou art, the holy one of God: but Jeſus rebuked him, 
ſaying, Hold thy peace, and come out of him. And when 
the unclean ſpirit had torn him, and cried with a loud voice, 
he came out of him; and they were all amazed, inſomcch 
that they queſtioned among themſelves, ſaying, What 1 ew 
doctrine is-this ? for he commandeth with authority, even 
the unclean ſpirits, and ＋ obey him. And immediately 

4 his 


ke a dove deſcending upon him. And there came 
Thou art my beloved Son, in 
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his fame ſpread throughout all the region round about 
Galilee... 

And when they were come out of the ſynagogue, they 
forthwith entered into the houſe of Simon and Andrew, 
with James and John : bur Simon's wife's mother lay fick 
of a fever, and preſently they tell him of her. And he 
came, and taking her by the hand, lifted her up; and im- 
mediately the fever left her, and ſhe miniſtered unto them. 
At evening, when the ſun ſet, they brought to him all that 
were diſeaſed, and ſuch as were poſſeſſed with devils ; even 
the whole city was gathered together at the door. And he 
healed many who were ſick of divers diſeaſes, and caſt out 
many devils, and ſuffered them not to ſpeak, becauſe they 
knew him. 

In the morning, riſing very early, he went out, and de- 
parted into a ſolitary place, where he prayed. And Simon, 
and thoſe who were with him, followed him; and when 
they had found him, they ſaid to him, All men ſeek for thee. 
He then faid to them, Let us go into the next towns, that I 
may preach there alſo, for therefore came I forth. And 
he preached in their ſynagogues,” throughout all Galilee, and 
caſt out devils. And there came a leper to him, beſeeching 
him, who kneeled down to him and ſaid, If thou wilt, thou 
canſt make me clean, Jeſus being moved with compaſhon, 
put forth his hand, and touched him, ſaying to him, I will, 
be thou clean. And when he had ſpoken, immediately the 
leproſy departed from him, and he was cleanſed : he then 
| Rraitly charged him, and forthwith ſent him away, ſaying 
to him, See that thou tell not this to any, but go, ſhew thy- 
{elf to the prieſt, and offer for thy cleanſing thoſe things 
which Moſes commanded, for a te{timony unto them : but 
he went out, and began to publiſh it much, and tell the 
matter abroad, ſo that Jeſus could no more openly enter into 
the city, but was without in deſart places, and they came 


40 him from every quarter. 


| II. 
Som days after he entered into Capernaum, and it was 


reported that he was in the houſe: upon which many were 
| gathered 
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gathered together, ſo that there was no room to receive 
them, not ſo much as about the door; and he preached the 
word unto them, They alſo came to him, bringing one fick 
of the palſy, who was borne by four : and when they could 
not come near to him for the crowd, they uncovered the 
roof where he was: and having uncovered it, they let 
down the bed on which the ſick of the palſy lay; and when 
Jeſus ſaw their faith, he ſaid to the ſick, Son, thy fins be 
forgiven thee. But there were certain of the ſcribes fitting 
there, who thus reaſoned in their minds : Why doth this 
man ſpeak blaſphemies ? who can forgive ſins, but God only? 
And immediately, when Jeſus perceived in his ſpirit, that 
they ſo reaſoned within themſelves, he ſaid, Why do ye en- 
tertain ſuch thoughts? which is eaſter, to wy to the ck of 
the pally, Thy fins are forgiven thee; or to ſay, Ariſe, take 
up thy bed and walk? But that ye _y know the Son of 
Man hath power on earth to forgive fins, he faith to the 
ſick, Ariſe and take up thy bed, and go thy way into thine 
houſe : upon this he immediately roſe, and took up his bed, 
and went forth before them all; inſomuch that they were 
all amazed, and glorified God, ſaying, We never ſaw 
the like. 

Then he went again by the ſea-ſide, and all the multitude 
coming to him, he taught them : and as he paſſed by, he 
ſaw Levi, the ſon of Alpheus, fitting at the receipt of 
cuſtom, to whom he ſaid, Follow me; and he roſe up and 
followed him. Now it came to paſs, that as Jeſus fat at 
meat, in his houſe, many publicans and ſinners fat alſo with 
Jeſus and his-diſciples ; for there were many who followed 
him. But the ſcribes and phariſees ſeeing him cat with pub- 
licans and ſinners, they faid to his diſciples, How is it that 
he eateth and drinketh with publicans and finners? When 
Jeſus heard it, he ſaith unto them, They who are whole, 
have no need of a phyſician, but thoſe that are fick: I 
came not to call the righteous, but ſinners to repentance. 

Now the diſciples of John, and of the phariſees, who 
uſed to faſt, come and ſay to him, Why do the diſciples of 
John and of the phariſees, faſt, but thy diſciples al not? 
Jeſus anſwered them, Can = children of the * 
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ber faſt, while the bride-groom is with them? As long as 
they have him with them, they cannot faſt : but the days 
will come when the bride-groom ſhall be taken away from 
them, and in thoſe days they will faſt. No man ſeweth a 
piece of new cloth upon an old garment ; otherwiſe the 
new piece takes away from the old, and the rent is made 
_ worſe. Neither is new wine put into old bottles, for if 
thus, the new wine doth burſt the bottles, and the wine is 
ſpilt, the bottles alſo are broken: but new wine muſt be put 
into new bottles. | 

And it came to paſs, as he went through the corn fields, 
on the ſabbath-day, with his diſciples, they began to pluck 
the ears of corn. Upon which the phariſees {aid to him, 
See, why do they on the ſabbath-day, that which is not 
lawful? He anſwered them, Have ye not read what 
David did when he had need, and was hungry ? thoſe 
alſo who were with him? How he went into the houſe of 
God, in the days of Abiathar, the high prieſt, and eat the 
ſhew bread, (which it is not lawful for any to eat, except 
the prieſts,) and gave to them which were with him ; and 
he (ad to them, The ſabbath was made for man, and not 
man for the ſabbath : therefore the Son of Man is lord alſo 
of the ſabbath, | ; 

III. 
Hs entered again into the ſynagogue, and there was a 
man who had a withered hand: and they watched him, 
whether” he would heal him on the ſabbath-day, that they 
might accuſe him; and he ſaith to the man whoſe hand Was 
withered, Stand forth: and he faith to them, Is it lawful to 
do good on the ſabbath-days, or to do evil? to fave life, or 
to kill ? but they were ſilent. Then looking on them round 
about with diſpleaſure, being ſorrowful, at the hardneſs of 
their hearts, he ſaith to the man, Stretch forth thine hand; 
and he ſtretched it out; and his hand was reſtored whole as 
the other. Upon this the phariſees went forth, and imme- 
diately took counſel with the Herodians againſt him, how 
they might deſtroy him: but Jeſus withdrew himſelf with 
his diſciples, to the ſea. And a great multitude followed 
him from Galilee, and from Judea, and from A, 
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and Idumea, and from beyond Jordan, with. thoſe about 
Tyre and Sidon. A great multitude, when they heard 
what great things he had done, came to him. ay 

He then ſpoke to his diſciples, that a ſmall ſhip ſhould | 
wait upon him, becauſe of the multitude, leſt they ſhould 
throng him: for he had healed many, inſomuch, that as 
many as had diſtempers preſſed upon him, that they 7 
touch him. Unclean ſpirits alſo, when they ſaw him, fell 
down before him, and cried out, Thou art the Son of God; 
but he ſtrictly charged them that they ſhould not make him 
known. 

Afterwards going up into a mountain, he calleth to him 
whom he would, and they came to him. And he appointed 
twelye, that they might be with him, and that he might ſend 
them forth to preach z as likewiſe to have power to heal 
ſickneſſes and caſt out devils. | 

Theſe were Simon, whom he named Peter, and James, 
the ſon of Zebedee, and John, the brother of James, whom 
he called Boanerges, that is ſons of thunder, Andrew, and 
Philip, Bartholomew, Matthew, 'Thomas, and James, the 
ſon of Alpheus, Thaddeus, Simon, the Canaanite, and 
Judas Iſcariot, who betrayed him. 

They then went into a houſe, and the multitude came 
8 again, ſo that they could not ſo much as eat 
read. 

And when his relations heard of it, they went out to lay 
hold on him, for they ſaid, he is beſide himſelf. The 
{cribes alſo, who came down from Jeruſalem, ſaid, He hath 
Beelzebub, and by the prince of the devils he caſteth out 
devils. He then called them to him, and faid to them in 
parables, How can ſatan caſt out ſatan? If a kingdom be 
divided againſt itſelf, that kingdom cannot ſtand; and if 
a houſe be divided againſt itſelf, that houſe cannot ſtand ; 
and if fatan riſe up againſt himſelf, and is divided, he can- 
not ſtand, but hath an end. No man can enter into 2 
ſtrong man's houſe, and ſpoil his goods, except he firſt bind 
the ſtrong man; then he may ſpoil his houſe, a 

Verily I ſay unto you, All fins ſhall be forgiven the ſons of 
men, and blaſphemies, with * they ſhall blaſpheme; but 

he 
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he that ſhall blaſpheme againſt the Holy Ghoſt, hath never 
forgiveneſs, but is in danger of eternal damnation : this 
he ſpake becauſe they ſaid he hath an unclean ſpirit. 

here came then his brethren, with his mother, and 
ſtanding without, ſent to call him. And the multitude 
Fitting about him, ſaid to him, Behold, thy mother, and 
thy brethren without ſeek for thee. He anſwered them, 
Who is my mother, or my brethren ? And looking upon 
thoſe who were round about him, he ſaid, Behold my mo- 
ther, and my brethren: for whoever ſhall do the will of 
God, the fame is my brother, and my ſiſter, and mother. 


IV. 

AGain he began to teach by the ſea - ſide; and a great 
multitude was gathered to him : ſo that he entered into a 
ſhip, and fat upon the ſea, and all the people remained by 
the fea, on the land. And he taught them many things 
by ſimilitudes, and faid to them in his doctrine : 

Hearken; a ſower went out to ſow, and as he ſowed, 
ſome fell by the way- ſide, and the fowls of the air came and 
devoured it up. . 

Some fell on ſtony ground, where it had not much earth, 
and immediately it tprung up, becauſe it had not depth of 
earth. But when the jun roſe, it was ſcorched, and be: 
Cauſe it had not root, it withered away. a 

Some fell among thorns, and the thorns growing up, 
choaked it, ſo that it yielded no fruit. 

Other ſeed fell on good ground, and yielded fruit that 
came up and increaſed, bringing forth, ſome thirty, ſome 
ſixty, and ſome an hundred told, | 

He then ſaid to them, He that hath ears to hear, let him 
hear. And when he was alone, thoſe who were about him, 
with the twelve, aſked him concerning the parable : and he 
laid to them, It is given to you to know the myſtery of the 
kingdom of God; but to them who are without, all theſe 
things are done in parables : that ſeeing, they may fee, and 
Not perceive, and hearing, they may hear, and not under- 
ſtand, leſt at any time they ſhould be conyerted, and their 
ius be forgiven them. EP | 
1 | Then 
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Then he ſaid, Know ye not this parable ? how then will 
ye know all parables ? The ſower ſoweth the word, and theſe: 
are they by the way-fide, where the word is ſown, who, 
when they have heard, ſatan preſently comes, and taketh 
away the word which was ſown in their hearts. >f 

In like maner, they who receive the ſeed in ſtony ground, 
are they, who when they have heard the word, receive it 
immediately with joy, but having no root in themſelves, 
endure but for a time; and when affliction or perſecution 
ariſeth for the word's-ſake, preſently they are offended. 

The others, who receive the ſeed among thorns, are 
ſuch as hear the word; and the cares of this world, the de- 
ceitfulneſs of riches, and the deſires of other things enter- 
ing in, choak the word, and it becometh unfruitful, 

Theſe are they who have received the ſeed in good 
8 ; who having heard the word, receive it, and bring 
_ fruit, ſome thirty, ſome ſixty, and ſome an hundred 

old. 

Further he ſaid to them, Is a candle brought to be put 
under a buſhel, or under a bed, and not to be ſet on a 
candleſtick? for there is nothing hid which ſhall not be 
made manifeſt, nor any thing kept ſecret, but that it ſhall 
come abroad : if any one hath ears to hear, let him hear, 

He alſo ſaid to them, Take heed what you hear: with 
what meaſure ye mete, it ſhall be meaſured to you, and unto 

ou that hear, will more be given; for to him that hath 

all be given, and from him that hath not ſhall be taken 
away even that which he hath. He faid further, the king- 
dom of God is as if a man ſhould caſt ſeed into the ground, 
and whether he ſleepeth or waketh, both night and day, the 
ſeed ſhould ſpring, and grow up, he knows not how : for 
the earth bringeth forth fruit of itſelf, firſt the blade, then 
the ear, after that the full corn in the ear; and when the 
fruit is ripe, he putteth in the ſickle, becauſe the harveſt is 
come. 

Again he ſaid, To what ſhall we liken the kingdom of 
God? or with what parable ſhall we repreſent it? Its 
like a grain of muſtard feed, which wing ſown in the 
earth, is the leaſt of all ſeeds there; but when it is ſown, 

| DP 
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it groweth up, and becomes the greateſt of all herbs, and 
ſnooteth out great branches, ſo that the fowls of the air may 
lodge under the ſhadow of it. 
With many other fuch parables ſpoke Jeſus the word to 
them, as they were able to bear it. And he did not ſpeak 
to them without a parable ; but when they were alone, he 
expounded all things to his diſciples. The ſame day, when 
the evening was come, he faith to them, Let us paſs over 
to the other fide. So when they had ſent away the multi- 
tude, they took him, even as be was, into the ſhip ; there 
were alſo other little ſhips with him. And there aroſe a 
at ſtorm of wind, by which the waves beat into the ſhip, 
o that it was filled: and he was in the hinder part of the 
- ſhip, aſleep on a pillow. They awaken him, ſaying to him, 
Maſter, careſt thou not that we periſh? and he aroſe, and 
rebuked the wind, and ſaid to the ſea, Peace, be {till ; upon 
which the wind ceaſed, and there was a great calm. Then 
he ſaid to them, Why are ye ſo fearful ? how is it that ye 
have no faith ? | 
And they feared greatly, ſaying one to another, What 
manner of man is this, that even the wind and the ſea 


obey him ?

- Anp they came over to the other ſide of the ſea, into the 
country of the Gadarenes. And when he was come out of 
the ſhip, there met him from the tombs, a man with an un- 
clean ſpirit, who had his dwelling among the tombs, and no 
one could bind him, not even with chains, for he had been 
often bound with fetters and chains, and the chains had been 
plucked aſunder by him, and the fetters broke in pieces; 
nor could any man tame him: he was always, night and 
day, on the mountains, and in the tombs, crying and cutting 
himſelf with ſtones; but when he ſaw Jeſus Far off, he 
came and worſhipped him, crying with a loud voice, What 
have I to do with thee Jeſus, thou Son of the moſt high God ? 
I intreat thee, by God, that thou torment me not, (for Jeſus 
faid to him, Come out of the man thou unclean end 
he aſked him, what is thy name? he anſwered, My name 
is Legion, for we are many, Then he beſought him much, 
that be would not ſend them away out of the * 
ow 
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Now there was nigh to the mountains, a great herd of 
ſwine feeding; and the devils beſought him, ſaying, Send 
us into the ſwine, that we may enter into them, and Jeſus 

rmitted it. So the unclean ſpirits went out, and entered 
into the ſwine ; and the herd ran violently down a ſteep 
place into the fea, and were choaked in the ſea; being 
about two thouſand. Then thoſe who fed the ſwine, fled, 
and told it in the city, and in the country. And the peo- 
ple went out to ſee what was done : and when they came 
to Jeſus, and faw him who had been poſſeſſed with the 
devil, and had the legion, fitting clothed, and in his right 
mind, they were afraid : thoſe alſo who had ſeen it, related 
to them how it befel him that was poſſeſſed with the devil, 
and concerning the ſwine ; and they began to beſeech him 
to depart out of their coaſts. 

And when he was come into the ſhip, he who had been 
poſſeſſed with the devil, beſought him that he might be with 
him: howbeit, Jeſus ſuffered him not, but ſaid to him, Go 
home to thy friends, and tell them how great things the lord 
hath done for thee, and how he hath had compaſſion on 
thee. Accordingly he departed, and began to publiſh in 
Decapolis, what great things Jeſus had done for him, at 
which all men wondered. 

Now when Jeſus was again paſſed over by ſhip to the other 
ſide, a great company gathered to him, whilſt he was nigh 
to the ſea : and one of the rulers of the ſynagogue, named 
Jairus, came alſo, and when he ſaw him, he fell at his feet, 
and beſought him greatly, ſaying, My little daughter lieth 
at the point of death, come and lay thy hands on her, that 
ſhe may be healed, and ſhe will live. Jeſus went with him, 
followed by a great number of people, inſomuch that they 
preſſed upon him. 

And a certain woman which had been afflicted with an 
iſſue of blood twelve years, and had ſuffered many things 
from many phyſicians, and ſpent all that ſhe had without 
receiving any relief, but rather became worſe, when ſhe 
heard o 4 came in the preſs behind, and touched hig 
garment; for ſhe ſaid, If I may but touch his cloaths, I ſhall 
be made whole, And immediately the fountain of her 
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blood was dried up, and ſhe knew in her body that ſhe was 
healed of the malady. But Jeſus knowing in himſelf, that 
virtue had gone out of him, turned about in the company 
and faid, Who touched my clothes ? his diſciples anſwered 
him, Thou ſeeſt the multitude thronging thee, and doſt 
thou inquire who touched me? Jeſus then looked round him 
to ſee her that had done this thing ; but the woman being 
afraid and trembling, knowing what was done in her, came 
and fell down before him, and told him all the truth: Jeſus 
ſaid to her, Daughter, thy faith hath healed thee, go in 
peace, and be whole of thy diſtemper. 

Whilſt he was yet ſpeaking, there came certain perſons 
from the ruler of the ſynagogue's houſe, who ſaid, Thy 
daughter is dead, why troubleſt thou the maſter any further? 
But when Jeſus heard what was ſpoken, he ſaid to the 
ruler of the ſynagogue, Be not afraid, only believe. And 
he Jet no man follow him, except Peter, and James, and 
John the brother of James; and being come to the houſe 
of the ruler of the ſynagogue, he ſaw the tumult, and thoſe 
who wept and lamented greatly, and when he was entered 
in, he ſaith to them, Why do ye make this noiſe, and weep ? 
the damſel is not dead, but ſleepeth, at which they derided 
him : but when he had put them all out, he taketh the father 
and mother of the damſel, and thoſe that were with him, 
and entered into the place where the damſel lay, and taking 
her by the hand, he faid to her, Talitha cumi, which is, 
(being interpreted,) Damſel, I fay unto thee, ariſe ; and 
immediately the damſel aroſe and walked, (for ſhe was of 
the age of twelye years,) at which they were greatly 
allcathed. He then charged them ſtrictly, that they 
ſhould not make it known to any, and commanded that ſome- 
thing ſhould be given her to eat. 


; VI. 
Gos from thence, he came into his own country, ac- 
companied with his diſciples ; and when the ſabbath-day was 
come, he began to teach in the ſynagogue : and many who 
heard him- were aſtoniſhed, ſaying, From whence had this 
man theſe things? and what wiſdom is this which is given 
$0 him, that ſuch mighty works are wrought by his hands? 
X is 
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is not this the carpenter, the ſon of Mary, the brother of 
James, and Joſes, of Juda, and Simon? So they were of- 
fended at him; but Jeſus ſaid unto them, A prophet is not 
without honour except in his own country, and among his 
own kindred, and in his own houſe ; and he could not do 
any mighty work there, fave that he laid his hands on a few 
ſick folk, and healed them. But he wondered at their un- 
belief, and went round about the villages teaching, 

Afterwards calling to him the twelve, he began to ſend 
them forth two by two, and gave them power over unclean 
ſpirits. He alſo commanded them, that they ſhould take 
nothing for their journey, except a ſtaff only; not a ſerip, 
nor bread, neither money in their purſe ; to be ſhod with 
ſandals, and not to have two coats. He further ſaid to 
them, In what place ſoever ye enter into a houſe, abide there 
till ye depart from that place; and whoever ſhall not receive 
you, nor hear you, when ye depart thence, ſhake off the 
duſt from under your feet, for a teſtimony againſt them, 
Verily T fay unto you, it ſhall be more tolerable for Sodom 
and Gomorrah, in the day of judgment, than for that city. 

Accordingly they went out and preached, that men ſhould 

nt, They alſo caſt out many devils, and anointed with 
oil many who were ſick, and healed them. 

Now when king Herod heard of Jeſus, (for his name 
was ſpread abroad,) he ſaid, John the baptiſt is riſen from 
the dead, therefore mighty works ſhew forth themſelves in 
him. Others ſaid, It is Elias, and others ſaid, He is a 
prophet, or as one of the prophets. But when Herod heard 
of it, he ſaid, It is John whom I beheaded ; he is riſen from 
the dead; for Herod had ſent and taken hold of John, and 
confined him in priſon, on account of Herodias, his brother 
Philip's wife, (for he had married her,) ard John had 
{aid to Herod, It is not lawful for thee to have thy brother's 
wite, On this account Herodias was greatly diſpleaſed with 
him, and would have killed him, but ſhe could not: for 
Herod feared John, (knowing that he was a juſt and holy 
man,) and when he heard him, did many things, hearing 
him gladly, | | 

And when a conyenient time was come, Herod " rv, 
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birth-day made a ſupper to his lords, high captains, and 
« Chief eſtates of Galilee. And when the daughter of Hero- 
dias came 1n, and danced, and pleaſed Herod, as likewiſe 
_ thoſe who ſat with him, the king faid to the damſel, Aſk 
of me what thou wilt, and I will give it thee. He even 
ware to her, Whatſoever thou ſhalt alk of me, I will give 
it thee, unto the half of my kingdom. Upon this ſhe went 
out, and ſaid to her mother, What ſhall J aſk? and ſhe 
anſwered, The head of John the baptiſt. She then came 
in with haſte to the king, and aſked, ſaying, I will that 
thou ſhouldeſt give me now the head of John the baptiſt in 
a charger. At this the king was exceedingly ſorry, yet 
for his oath's ſake, and for the ſake of thoſe who ſat with 
him, he would not reje& her. And the king immediately 
ſent an executioner, with command, That his head ſhould 
be brought. He accordingly went and beheaded him in 
priſon, and brought his head in a charger, and gave it to 
the damſel, who gave it to her mother. And when his 
— diſciples heard of it, they came and took his body, and laid 
it in a tomb, 

Now the apoſtles gathered themſelves together unto 
Jeſus and told him all things, both what they had done and 
what they had taught. And he ſaid to them, Come ye 
apart into a deſart place, and reſt.a while: for there were 
many coming and going, ſo that they had not time ſo much 
as to eat. Accordingly they departed into a deſart place, 
by ſhip privately. But the people ſaw them departing, and 
many knew him, and ran thither on foot out of all cities, 
and were before them; thus they came together to him, 
And Jeſus when he came out of the ſhip, ſeeing . 
people, was moved witch compaſſion towards them, becauſe 
they were as ſheep who have no ſhepherd: and he began 
to teach them many things. 

And when the day was far ſpent, his diſciples came to 
him, and ſaid, This is a defart place, and the hour now 
late. Send them away, that they may go into the country 
round about, and into the villages, and buy themſelves 
bread; for they have nothing to eat. Jeſus replied to them, 
Give ye them to eat. And they ſay, Shall we go and buy 


two 
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two hundred pennyworth of bread, and give them to eat. 
He then inquired of them, How many loaves have ye? go, 
and ſee. And when they knew what proviſion there was, 
they ſaid, We have five loaves and two fiſhes. He then 
commanded them to make all fit down in companies upon 


the graſs. And they ſat down in ranks, by hundreds, and 


by fifties. | 

And when Jeſus had taken the five loaves and two 
fiſhes, he looked up to heaven, and bleſſed, and brake the 
loaves, and gave them to his diſciples to ſet before the 
people; the two fiſhes he alſo divided among them all. 


And they did all eat, and were ſatisfied. Beſides they took 


up twelve baſkets full of the fragments, and of the fiſhes. 
Now they who did eat of the loaves were about five thou- 
ſand men. 

He forthwith conſtrained his diſciples to go into a ſhip, 
and paſs over to the other fide towards Bethſaida, while he 
ſhould ſend away the people. And when he had {ent them 
away, he departed into a mountain to pray. It being now 
evening, the ſhip was in the midſt of the ſea, and he alone 
on the land. But he ſaw them rowing with great difficult 
(for the wind was contrary to them) and about the — 
watch of the night he cometh unto them, walking on the 
ſea, and would have paſſed by them. But when they ſaw 
him walking upon the ſea, they ſuppoſed it was a ſpirits 
and cried out. For they all ſaw him and were troubled. 
He immediately ſpoke to them, and ſaid, Be of good 
cheer, it is I, be not afraid. And he then went up into 
the ſhip, and the wind ceaſed: at which they were much 
amazed in themſelves, and wondered beyond meaſure, for 
they conſidered not the miracle of the loaves, their heart 
being hardened. 

. Having paſſed over, they came into the land of Gene- 
fareth. And when they were come out of the ſhip, the 
people knew them, and ran through the whole country 
round about, and began to carry in beds, thoſe who were 
lick, to the place where they heard that he was. And 
wherever he entered, into villages, cities or country, they 
laid the fick in the ſtreets, and beſought him that _ 

| mig 
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might touch, if it were but the border of his garment: and 
as many as touched him were made whole, 


VII. 
Turx came together unto him the Phariſees, and cer- 
tain of the ſcribes which came from Jeruſalem, And when 


- they ſaw ſome of his diſciples eat bread with unclean, that is, 


with unwaſhen hands, they found fault. For the Phari- 
ſees, and all the Jews, eat not except they waſh their hands 
ten; holding the tradition of the elders, when they come 
from the market, unleſs they waſh, they eat not. And there 
are many'other things, which they have received to hold, 
as the waſhing of cups, and pots, brazen veſſels, and tables. 
Then the Phariſees and ſcribes aſked him, Why walk 
not thy diſciples according to the tradition of the elders, 
but eat bread with unwaſhen hands? He anſwered them, 
Well has Eſaias propheſied of you hypocrites, as it is writ- 
ten, This people honoureth me with their lips, but their 
heart is far from me: in vain do they worſhip me, teaching 
for doctrines the commandments of men. For laying aſide 
the commandment of God, ye hold the tradition of men, 
as — waſhing of pots and cups: and many other like things 
0, 
Hs further ſaid to them, Ye fully reje& the command- 
ment of God, 'that ye may keep your own tradition, For 
Moſes ſaid, Honour thy father and thy mother: and who- 
ever curſeth father or mother, let him die the death. But 
ye ſay, If a man faith to his father or mother, by whatfo- 
ever thou mighteſt be profited by me, it is corban, that 1s a 
gift, he ſhall be free. And ye then no more permit him 
to-do ought for his father or mother “. Making the word 
of God of no effg& by your tradition, which ye have de- 


 livered: and many ſuch like rhings ye do. 


Now having called all the people unto him, he ſaid to 
them, Hearken unto me every one of you, and underſtand. 
Nothing which entereth into a man, coming from without, 


can deſile him, but the things which come out of him are 


;  ® Becauſe he has dedicated his wealth to God. 
| thoſe 
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thoſe which defile the man. If any one hath ears to hear, 
let him hear, 

And when he was entered into the houſe from the 
people, his diſciples aſked him concerning the parable. And 
he faid to them, Are ye alſo without underſtanding? Do ye 
not perceive, that whatever entereth into man cannot de- 
file him, becauſe it entereth not into his heart, but into the 
belly, and goeth out into the draught, purging all meats ? 
That which cometh out of the man defileth him. For from 
out of the heart of men proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, 
fornications, murders, thefts, covetouſneſs, wickedneſs, de- 
ceit, laſciviouſneſs, an evil eye, blaſphemy, pride, fooliſh- 
neſs: all theſe evil things come from within, and defile the 
man. 

From thence he went into the borders of Tyre and 
Sidon, and entered into an houſe; and would have no man 
know it, but he could not be hid. For a certain woman, 
a greek, whoſe young daughter had an unclean ſpirit, heard 
of him, and came and fell at his feet, and beſought that he 
would caſt forth the devil out of her daughter. Jeſus ſaid 
unto her, Let the children firſt be filled; for it is not meet 
to take the children's bread and to caſt it unto the dogs; 


and ſhe anſwered him, Yes, Lord; yet the dogs under the 


table eat of the children's crumbs. He ſaid unto her, For 
this ſaying, go thy way; the devil is gone out of thy daugh- 
ter: and when ſhe came to her houſe, ſhe found the devil 
gone out, 

And again departing from the coaſts of Tyre and Sidon, 
he came unto. the ſea of Galilee, through the midſt of the 
coaſts of Decapolis. And they brought unto him one that 
was .deaf, and had an impediment in his ſpeech, and be- 
ſought that he would put his hand upon him: and he took 
him aſide from the multitude, and put his fingers into his 
ears, and he ſpit, and touched his tongue; looking up to 
heaven, he ſohed, and ſaid unto him, Be opened. Imme- 
diately his ears were opened, and the ſtring of his tongue 
was looſened, and he ſpake plain. He charged them that 
they ſhould tell no man: but the more he charged them, 
ſo much the more they publiſhed it, and were beyond _ 
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ſure aſtoniſhed, ſaying, He hath done all things well : he 
maketh both the deat to hear, and the dumb to ſpeak, 


VIII. 

In thoſe days the multitude being great, and having no- 
thing to eat, Jeſus called his diſciples, and faith unto them, 
I have compaſhon on the multitude, for they have now 
been with me three days, and have nothing to eat. If I 
ſend them away faſting to their houſes, they will faint by 
the way, for ſome of them came from far. And his diſci- 
ples anſwered him, Whence can any one ſatisfy theſe with 

ead here in the wilderneſs? He aſked them, How many 
loaves have ye? and they ſaid, Seven. Then he commanded 
the people to fit down on the ground; and taking the ſeven 
loaves, be gave thanks, and broke them, and gave to his 
diſciples to ſet before them: and they accordingly ſet them 
before the people. They had likewiſe a few ſmall fiſhes; 
which he bleſſed, and commanded alſo to be ſet before 
them. Thus they did eat and were ſatisfied, and they took 
up of the fragments which were left, ſeven baſkets. Now 
thoſe who had eaten were about four thouſand. And he 
ſent them away. | 
And ſtraightway he entered into a ſhip, with his diſci- 
ples, and came into the'parts of Dalmanutha. Where ſome 

Phariſees came forth, and began to queſtion with him, 
ſeeking of him a fign from heaven, tempting him. Upon 
"which he ſighed deeply in his ſpirit, and ſaid, Why goth 
this generation ſeek for a ſign? Verily, I ſay unto you, 
there ſhall be no ſign given to this generation. Thus he 
left them, and entering into the ſhip again, he paſſed over 
to the other ſide, : 
Now the diſciples had forgot to take bread, nor had they 
in the ſhip more than one loaf. And he gave them this 
' caution, ' Fay Beware. of the leaven of the Phariſees, and 
of the leaven of Herod. Therefore they thus reaſoned 
among themſelves, It is becauſe we have no bread. And 
_ knew it, he ſaid to them, Why are ye thoughtful 
| becauſe ye have no bread? perceive ye not yet, neither 


* underſtand? is your heart yet hardened? having eyes, ſec 
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ye not? and having ears, hear ye not? and do ye not re- 
member? when I broke the five loaves for five thouſand, 
how many baſkets full of fragments took ye up? they 
anſwer him, T'welve. And when the ſeven among four 
thouſand, how many baſkets full of fragments took ye up ? 
they anſwer, Seven. And he ſaid to them, How is it that 
ye do not underſtand? | 

He cometh then to Bethſaida, and they bring a blind 
man unto him, beſeeching him, that he would touch him. 
He took the blind man by the hand, and led him out of 
the town, and when he had put ſome ſpittle on his eyes, 
and laid his hands upon him, he aſked him if he ſaw any 
thing. Upon which the blind man looking up, ſaid, 
ſee men, as trees, walking. After this he put his hands 
again upon his eyes, and made him look up, and he was 
reſtored, ſeeing every man clearly. He then ſent him awa 
to his own houſe, ſaying, Neither go into the town nor te 
it to any of the town. 

And Jeſus went out, with his diſciples, into the towns of 
Ceſarea Philippi: and in the way, he aſked his diſciples, 
Whom do men ſay that I am? they anſwered, Some ſay 
that thou art John the baptiſt, others Elias, and others one 
of the prophets. He then aſked them, But whom ſay ye 
that I am? Peter anſwering, ſaid, Thou art the Chriſt, 
and he charged them chat they ſhould tell no man of him, 
But he now began to inform them, that the Son of Man 
mult ſuffer many things, and be rejected by the elders, chief 
prieſts, and ſcribes; alſo be killed, and after three days riſe 
agein. He ſpoke this ſo openly to them, that Peter took 
him, and began to rebuke him. But when Jeſus had turned 
about, and looked on his diſciples, he rebuked Peter, ſaying, 
Get thee behind me, ſatan: for thou ſavoureſt not the 
things that be of God, but the things which be of men. 

And when he had called the people to him, with his 
diſciples, he ſpoke to them in this manner: 

Whoever will come after me, let him deny himſelf, and 
take up his croſs, and follow me. For he that will ſave 
his life ſhall loſe it; but whoever ſhall loſe his life for m 
ſake, and the goſpel's, he ſhall fave it. For what will it 
profit a man. it he ſhould gain the whole world, and _ 
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his own ſoul ? or what ſhall a man give in exchange for his 
foul? whoever therefore ſhall be aſhamed of me, and of 
my words, in this adulterous and ſinful generation, of him 
the Son of Man will alſo be aſhamed when he cometh in 
the glory of his Father, with the holy angels. 

He further ſaid to them, Verily I ſay to you, there are 
ſome of them that ſtand here, who ſhall not taſte death, 
till they have ſeen the kingdom of God come with power. 


IX. 

Arx fix days, Jeſus taketh with him Peter, James, 
and John, and bringeth them up into a high mountain apart 
by themſelves, and he was transfigured before them. His 
raiment became ſhining, very white like ſnow: ſo as no 
fuller on earth can whiten, And there appeared to them 
Elias and Moſes, who were talking with Jeſus. And Peter 
ſaid to Jeſus, Maſter it is good for us to be here; let us 


make three tabernacles; one for thee, and one for Moſes, 


and one for Elias. For he knew not what to ſay, becauſe 
they were much afraid. A cloud then overſhadowed them; 
and a voice came out of the cloud, ſaying, This is my be- 
loved Son, hear him. And forthwith looking round about, 
they ſaw Jeſus only with them. Now as they came down 
from the mountain, he charged them that they ſhould tell 
no man what things they had ſeen, till after the Son of 
Man ſhould be riſen from the dead. And they kept the 
faying with themſelves, queſtioning one with another, what 
the riſing from the dead ſhould mean. But they thus aſked 
him, Why ſay the ſcribes that Elias muſt firſt come? and 
he anſwered, Elias indeed will come firſt, and reſtore all 
things; and as it is written of the Son of Man, He muſt 
ſuffer many things, and be ſet at nought: but I fay unto 
you, that . Elias is come, and they have done to him what- 
ever they would, as it is written of him. 
And when he returned to his diſciples, he ſaw a great 
multitude about them, and the ſcribes diſputing with ' 
Now the people ſeeing Jeſus were greatly amazed, and run- 
ning to him, ſaluted him, and he aſked the Scribes what 
neſtion ye with them? and one of the multirude anſwered, 


er, I have brought to thee my ſon, who hath a d 
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ſpirit. Which, whereſoever it taketh him, tears him; and 
he foameth and gnaſheth with his teeth, and pineth away: 
and I ſpake to thy diſciples, that they might calt him out, 
and they could not. Jeſus ſaid unto him, O faithleſs ge- 
neration, how long ſhall I be with you? how long ſhall I 
ſuffer you? bring kim to me. Accordingly they brought 
him to him, and when he ſaw Jeſus, preſently the ſpirit 
tore him, and he fell on the ground, and wallowed, foam- 
ing. He then aſked his father, How long is it ſince this 
came unto him? and he ſaid, From a child. And it hath 
often caſt him into the fire, and into the water to deſtroy 
- him; if thou canſt do any thing, have. compaſſion on us, 
and help us. Jeſus ſaid unto him, If thou canſt believe, all 
a things are poſſible to him that believeth. Upon which the 
0 father of the lad cried out, and ſaid, with tears, Lord, I 
1 believe, help thou mine unbelief. | 
6 Then Telus ſceing the people come running together, he 
rebuked' the unclean” ſpirit, —— unto him, Thou dumb 
* and deaf ſpirit, I charge thee come out of him, and 
x enter no more into him. Upon which the ſpirit crying 
out, rent him ſore, and came out of him, and he was as 
one dead, inſomuch that many ſaid, He is dead, But 


5 Jeſus took him by the hand, and lifted him up, and he aroſe. 
1 Being entered into the houſe, his diſciples aſked him 
of privately, why could we not caſt him out ? he anſwered 
f them, This kind can come forth by nothing but by prayer 
g and faſting. Departing thence they paſſed through Gali- 
1 lee, and he es, not that any man ſhould know it. For 
: q he taught his diſciples, and faid unto them, The Son of Man 
Ut is delivered into the hands of men, and they ſhall kill him, 
| and after they have killed him, he will riſe the third day. But 
they underſtood not that ſaying, and were afraid to aſk him, 
* He came then to Capernaum, and being in the houſe, 
_ he aſked them, What was it that ye diſputed among your- 
ſelves by the way? but they were filent ; for they had diſ- f 
os puted with each other, who ſhould be the greateſt. Upon by 
= this fitting down he called the twelve, and ſaid unto them, [ 
4 If any mari deſire to be firſt, he ſhall be laſt of all, and the l; 
F ſervant of all, He alſo took a child, and ſet him in the if 
15 midſt of them; and when he had taken him in his arms, j 
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he ſaid unto them, Whoſoever ſhall receive one of ſuch 
children in my name, receiveth me, and whoſoever ſhall 
receive me, receiveth not me, but him that ſent me. 
John anſwered him, ſaying, Maſter, we ſaw one caſting 
out devils in thy name, who followeth not us, and we for- 
bade him, becauſe he followeth not us, Jeſus ſaid, Forbid 
him not; for there is no one who ſhall do a miracle in my 
name, that can "ghtly ſpeak evil of me. For he that is 
not againſt us, is for us. And whoſoever ſhall give you a 
cup, of water to drink, in my name, becauſe ye belong to 
Chrift, verily I ſay unto you, he ſhall not loſe his reward. 
And whoſoever ſhall offend one of theſe little ones that be- 
Heve in me, it would be better for him that a milſtone was 
hanged about his neck, and he caſt into the ſea. If thy 
hand cauſe thee to offend, cut it off, it is better for thee 
to enter into life maimed, than having two hands, to go 
into hell, into the fire that is not to be quenched, Where 
their worm dieth not, and where the fire is not quenched. 
If thy foot ſhould offend thee, cut it off; it is better for 

thee to enter into life lame, than having two feet to be caſt 
into hell, into the fire that never ſhall be quenched : where 
their worm dieth not, and where the fire is not quenched. 
And if thine eye cauſe thee to offend, pluck it out; it is 
better for thee to enter into the kingdom of God with one 
eye, than having two eyes to be caſt into hell fire, where 
their worm dieth not, nor is the fire quenched. For every 
one ſhall be ſalted with fire, and every ſacriſice ſhall be 
falted with ſalt. Salt is good, but if it hath loſt its ſalt- 
neſs, wherewith will you ſeaſon it? have falt in your- 
ſelyes, and have peace one eg: another. 


Ixsus departed from thence and went into the coaſts of 
Judea by the farther fide of Jordan: here the people reſort 
to him again: and, as he was wont, he began to teach 
them; the Phariſees alſo came to him, and ed him, (in 
a tempting manner) is it lawful for a man to put away his 
wife? he anſwered them, What did Moſes command you ? 
and they faid, Moſes permitted to write a bill of divorce- 
ment, and put her away. Jeſus then anſwered, For the 
hardneſs of your heart, he wrote you this precept, But in 
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the: beginning of the creation, God made them male aud 
female. For this cauſe ſhall a man leave his father and 
mother, and cleave unto his wife; and they two ſhall be 
one fleſh'; fo then they are no more two, but one fleſh, 
What therefore God hath joined together, let no man put 
aſunder. And in the houfe his diſciples aſked him again 
of the ſame matter. And he ſaid unto them, Whoſoever 
ſhall put away his wife, and marry another, committeth 
adukery againſt her. And if a woman ſhall put awa 
her huſband, and be married to another, ſhe ner 
adultery. 22 | 

And they brought young children to him, that he 
ſhould touch them, but his diſciples rebuked thoſe tha 
brought them, Which Jeſus ſeeing, he was much dif- 
pleaſed, and ſaid to them, Suffer the little children to come 
to me, and forbid them not; for of ſuch is the kingdom of 
God, Verily I fay unto you, Whoſoever ſhall not receiye 
the kingdom of God as a little child, ſhall not enter 
therein, Then taking them up in his arms, and putting his 
hands upon them, he bleſſed them. 

And when he was gone forth into the way, there came 
one running, who kneeled to him, and ſaid, Good maſter, 
what ſhall I do that I may inherit eternal life? to whom 
Jeſus ſaid, Why calleſt thou me good? none is good, but 
one, that is God. Thon knoweſt the commandments: do 
not commit adultery, do not kill, do not ſteal, do not bear 
falſe witneſs, defraud not, honour thy father and mother, 


He anſwered him, Maſter, all theſe things I have ob- 


ſerved from o youth. Then Jeſus looking on him, loved 


him, and faid to him, One thing thou lackeſt: go, ſell 
whatever thou halt, and giye to the poor, and thou ſhalt 
have treaſure in heaven; and come take up thy crofs, and 
follow me. At this ſaying he was fad, and went away 
grieved : for he had great poſſeſſions. | | 
Jeſus then looked round about, and faid to bis diſciples, 
How hardly ſhall they who have riches enter into the king- 
dom of God! the diſciples wondered at his words. But 
Jeſus ſaid to them again, Children, how hard is it for thoſe 
who truſt in riches, to enter into the kingdom of God l it 


is ealier for a camel to go or: the eye of a needle, than 
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for a rich man to enter into the kingdom of God. And 


they were greatly aſtoniſhed, ſaying among themſelves, 
Who then can be ſaved? Jeſus looking on them ſaid, With 


men it is impoſſible, but not with God: for with God all 


things are poſſible. | 

Then Peter began to ſay to him, Lo, we have left all, 
and have followed thee. And Jeſus anſwered, Verily I 
ſay.unto you, there is no man that hath left houſe, or bre- 
thren, or fiſters, father, or mother, wife, -or children, or 
lands for my ſake, and the goſpel's, but he ſhall receive an 
hundred fold now in this time, houſes, brethren, and ſiſters, 


and mothers, and children, and lands, with perſecutions ; 


and in the world to come eternal life, But many that are 


firſt ſhall be laſt ; and the laſt firſt, 


Now they were in the way going up to Jeruſalem ; and 


- Jeſus went before them, and they wondered as they fol- 


lowed, and were afraid: he then took the twelve again, and 
began to tell them what things ſhould happen to him. We 
are going, ſaid he, up to 13 where the Son of 
Man will be delivered to the chief prieſts and ſcribes, and 
they will condemn him to death, and deliver him to the 
Gentiles. Who will mock him, and ſcourge him, and ſpit 


upon him, and finally kill him; and the third day he ſhall 
riſe again. 


Then James and John the ſons of Zebedee came to him, 
ſaying, Maſter, we would that thou ſhouldeſt do for us 
whatſoever we ſhall deſire. And he ſaid to them, What is it 
you deſire I ſhould do for you? they anſwered, Grant to 
us that we may fit, one on thy right hand, and the other on 
thy left hand, in thy glory. Jeſus ſaid to them, Ye know 
not what ye aſk ; can ye drink of the cup which I drink of, 


and be baptized with the baptiſm that I am baptized with? 


and they anſwered, We can. Then Jeſus ſaid to them, Ye 
ſhall indeed drink of the cup which I drink of, and be 
baptized with the baptiſm that I am baptized with; but to 
ſit on my right hand, and on my left hand, is not mine to 
give, but it will be given to them for whom it is prepared. 

And when the ten heard it, they began to be much diſ- 
3 with James and John. But Jeſus called them to 
10 


and faid, Ye know: that thoſe who are accounted p 
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rule over the Gentiles, exerciſe lordſhip over them; and 
their great ones exerciſe authority upon them. But it ſhalk 
not be ſo among you, for whofoeyer will be | don among 
vou, ſhall be your miniſter; and whoſoever of you will be 
the chiefeſt, ſhall be ſervant of all. For even the Son of 
Man came not to be miniſtered unto, but to miniſter, and to 
give his life a ranſom for many. he 
And they came to Jericho, from whence as he went forth 
with his diſciples, and a great number of people, blind 
Bartimeus, the ſon of Timeus, fat by the way-fide, begging. 
And when he heard that it was Jeſus of Nazareth, he began 
to ery out, Jeſus, thou fon of David, have mercy on me. 
Many therefore-rebuked him that he might be ſilent ; but he 
cried out the more, "Chou fon of David have mercy on me. 
Then Jeſus ſtood ſtill, and commanded him to be called, 
and they called the blind man, ſaying to him, Be of good 


comfort, riſe, he calleth thee. Upon which he roſe, and 


caſting away his garment, came to Feſus ; who ſaid to him, 

What wilt thou that I ſhould unto thee ? the blind man an- 

ſwered, Lord, that I might receive my fight. Jeſus ſaid to 

him, Go thy way, thy faith hath made thee whole: and he 

immediately received his fight, and followed Jefus in the way.

Wa xx they came Heir to Jeruſalem, to Bethphage, and 


Bethany, at the mount of olives, Jeſus ſends forth two of 
his diſciples, ſaying to them, Go into the village over againſt 
you, and as ſoon as ye are entered into it, ye ſhall ind a 
colt tied, on which never man fat, looſe him and bring him. 
And if any man ſay to you, Why do ye this? ſay ye that 
the Lord hath need of him, and immediately he will ſend 
him hither.” Accordingly they went their way, and found 
the colt tied by the door without, in a place where two 
ways met: and they looſed him. Then certain of them 
who {tood there, ſaid, What do ye, looſing the colt? and 
— anſwered even as Jeſus had commanded : and they let 
them go. 

And having brought the colt to Jeſus, and coſt their gar- 
ments on him, he fat upon him. And many ſpread their 
garments in the way: others cut down branches from the 
trees, and ſtrewed them in the way. And they who went 
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before, and they who followed after, cried, ſaying, Hoſanna, 
dleſſed is he that cometh in the name of the Lord. Bleſſed 
be the kingdom of our father David, that cometh: in the 
name of the Lord, Hoſanna in the higheſt. - And Jeſus 
entered into Jeruſalem, and into the temple ; and when he 
had looked about upon all things, the evening now being 
come, he went out unto Bethany with the twelve. 
And on the morrow departing from Bethany, he was 
hungry, and ſeeing a fig-tree far off, which had leaves, he 
went to it, if haply he might find any thing upon it; but 
when he came to it, he found nothing but leaves; for it 
was not a time of figs. And Jeſus faid, Let no man cat 
fruit of thee hereafter for ever, and his diſciples heard it. 
They come to Jeruſalem, and Jeſus went into the tem- 
ple, and began to caſt out them that ſold and bought in the 
temple, and overthrew the tables of the money changers, 
and the feats of them that ſold doves ; and would not ſuffer 
that any man ſhould carry any veſſel through the temple, 
And he taught, ſaying unto them, Is it not written, My 
houſe ſhall be called of all nations the houſe of prayer? 
but ye have made it a den of thieves. And the ſcribes and 
chief prieſts heard it, and {ought how they might deſtroy 
him: for they feared him, ' becauſe all the people were 
aſtoniſhed at his doctrine. And when even was come, he 
went out of the 2. And in the morning, as they paſſed 
by, they ſaw the fig-tree dried up from the roots. And 
Peter calling to remembrance ſaith unto him, Maſter, be- 
hold, the fig-tree which thou curſedſt is withered away. 
And Jeſus anſwering faith unto them, Have faith in God. 
For verily I ſay unto you, That whoſoever ſhall ſay unto 
-this mountain, Be thou removed, and be thou caſt into the 
fea, and ſhall not doubt in his heart, but ſhall believe that 
[thoſe things which he ſaith ſhall come to paſs, he ſhall have 
' whatſoever he faith. Therefore I ſay unto you, What 
*, things ſoever he deſire, when ye pray, believe that ye re- 
ceive them, and ye ſhall have them. And when ye ſtand 
praying, forgive, if ye have ought againſt any: that your Fa- 
ther allo which is in heaven may forgive you your treſpaſſes. 
But if ye do not forgive, neither will your Father which 19 


in heaven forgive your treſpaſſes. 1 And 
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And they come again to Jeruſalem: aud as: he Was 
walking in the temple, there come to him the chief prieſttz 
and the ſcribes, and the elders, and ſay unto him, By what 
authority doſt thou theſe things? and who gave thee. this 
authority to do theſe things? and Jeſus anſwered and ſaid 
unto them, I will alſo aſk of you one queſtion, and anſwer 
me, and I will tell you by what authority IA theſe things, 
The baptiſm of John, was it from heaven or of men? anſwer 
me. And they reaſoned with themſelves, ſaying, If we 
ſhall ſay, From heaven; he will ſay, Why then did he not 
believe him? but if we ſhall ſay, Of men; they feared the 

ople : for all men counted John, that he was a prophet. 
indeed. And they anſwered and faid unto Jeſus, We can- 
not tell. And Jeſus anſwering ſaith unto them, Neither d 
I tell you by what authority I do theſe things,

Axy he began to ſpeak unto them by parables. A cer- 
tain man planted a vineyard, and ſet an hedge about it,, and 
digged a place for a wine-fat, and built a tower, and let it 
out to huſbandmen, and went into a far country. And at 
the ſeaſon he ſent to the huſbandmen a ſervant, that he 
might receive from the. huſbandmen of the fru't of the 
vineyard. And. they caught him, and beat him, and ſent 
him away empty. And again he ſent unto them another 
ſervant; and at him they caſt ſtones, and wounded him in 
the head, and ſent him away inaincruuy handled. And again 
he ſent another; and lim they killed, and many others; beat- 
ing ſome, and killing ſome. Having yet therefore one ſon, 
his well-beloved, he ſent him alſo Pal unto them, ſaying, 
They will reverence my fon. But thoſe huſbaadmen ſad 


among themſelves, This is the heir; come, let us Kill him, 


and the inheritance {hall be our's. And they took him, and 
killed him, and caſt him out of the vineyard. What ſhall 
therefore the lord of the vineyard do? he will come and 
deſtroy the huſbandmen, and will give the vineyard unto 
others. And have ye not read this ſcripture; The ſtone 
which the builders rejected is become the head of the 


corner: this was the Lord's doing, and it is marvellous in 


our eyes ? and they ſought to lay hold on him, but feared 
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the people: for they knew that he had ſpoken the parable 


againſt hem: and they left him, and went their way. 
And they ſend unto him certain of the Phariſees and of 
the Herodians, to catch him in his words. And when they 
were come, they ſay unto him, Maſter, we know that thou 
art true, and careſt for no man: for thou regardeſt not the 
pom of men, but teacheſt the way of God in truth: is it 
ful to give tribute to Ceſar, or not? ſhall we give, or 
mall we not give? but he, knowing their hypocriſy, faid 
unto them, Why tempt ye me? bring me a penny, that J 
may ſee it. And they brought it. And he faith unto 
them, Whoſe is this image and ſuperſcription? and they faid 
unto him, Cefar's. And Jeſus anfwering ſaid unto them, 
Render to Cefar the things that are Ceſar's, and to God the 
things that are God's. And they marvelled at him. 
hen come unto him the ſadducees, which fay there is 
no reſurrection; and they aſked him, ſaying, Maſter, Moſes 
wrote unto us, If a man's brother die, and leave his wife 
behind him, and leave no children, that his brother ſhould 
take his wife, and raiſe up ſeed unto his brother. Now 
there were ſeyen brethren ;. and the firſt took a wife, and 
dying left no ſeed. And the ſecond took her, and died, 
neither left he any ſeed : and the third likewiſe. And the 
ſeven had her, and left no feed: laſt of all the woman died 
alſo. Tn the reſurrection therefore, when they ſhall riſe, 
whoſe wife ſhall ſhe be of them? for the ſeven had her to 
wife. And Jeſus anſwering ſaid unto them, Do ye not 
therefore err, becaufe ye know not the ſcriptures, neither 
the power of God? for when they ſhall riſe from the 
dead, they neither marry, nor are given in marriage : but 
are as the angels which are in heaven. And as touching 
the dead, that they riſe, have ye not read in the book of 
Moſes, how in the buſh God ſpake unto him, ſaying, I am 
the God of Abraham, and the God of Ifaac, and the Go1 
of Jacob? he is not the God of the dead, but the God of 
the living; ye therefore do greatly err. 
And one of the ſcribes came, and having heard them 
reaſoning together, and perceiving that he had anſwered 
them well, aſked him, Which is the firſt commandment of 
all? and Jeſus anſwered him, The firſt of all the com- 
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mandments is, Hear, O Iſrael; the Lord our God is ont + 
Lord: and thou ſhalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy ſoul, and with all . 
with all thy ſtrength :- this is the firſt commandment. And 
the ſecond is like, namely this, Thou ſhalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyſelf. There is none other commandment greater 
than theſe. And the ſcribe ſaid unto him, Well, maſter, 
thou haſt ſaid the truth: for there is one God; and there 
is none other but he: and to love him with all the heart, 
and with all the underſtanding, and with all the foul, and 
with all the ſtrength, and to love his neighbour as himſelf, 
is more than all whole burnt-offerings and ſacrifices. And 
when ſeſus ſaw that he anſwered diſcreetly, he ſaid unto 
him, Thou art not far from the kingdom of God. And no 
man after that durſt aſk him any queſtion. ; 

And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid, while he taught in the 
temple, How fay the ſcribes that Chriſt is the ſon of David? 
for David himſelf ſaid by the Holy Ghoſt, The Lord ſaid 
to my Lord, fit thou on my Tight hand, till I make thine 
enemies thy footſtool. David therefore himſelf calleth him 
Lord; and whence is he then his ſon; and the common 
people heard him gladly. 

And he faid unto them in his doctrine, Beware of the 
ſcribes, which love to go in long clothing, and love ſaluta- 
tions in the market- places, and the chief ſeats in the ſyna- 
gogues, and the uppermoſt rooms at feaſts: which devour 
widows” houſes, and for a pretence make long prayers:: 
theſe ſhall receive greater condemnation. ' 

And Jeſus ſat over againſt the treaſury :: and beheld how 
the people caſt money into the treaſury :: and many that 
were rich caſt in much. And there came a certain poor 
widow, and ſhe threw in two mites, which make. a farthing. 
And he called unto him his diſciples, and.ſaith unto them, 
Verily I ſay unto you, that this poor widow hath caſt more 
in, than all: they which have call into the treaſury: for all 
they did caſt in of their abundance; but ſhe of her want 
did caſt in all that ſhe had, even all her living.

Axv-as he went out of the temple, one of his diſc: les 
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aich unto him, | Maſter, ſee what manner of ſtones, and 
What buildings are bere] and Jeſus anſwering, ſaid unto | 
him, Seeſt thou theſe great buildings? there ſhall not be 
left one ſtone upon another, that ſhall not be thrown down. 
And as he fat upon the mount of Olives, over againſt the 
temple, Peter and James, and John and Andrew, aſked him 
privately, Tell us when ſhall theſe things be? and what hall 
be the ſigu when all theſe things ſhall be fulfilled ? and Jeſus 
anſwering them, began to ſay, Take heed leſt any man de- 
ceive you: for many fhall come in my name, ſaying, I am 
Chiiſt ; and thall deceive many. And when ye ſhall hear 
of wars and rumours of wars, be ye not troubled, for ſuch 
things muſt needs be; but the end ſhall not be yet; 
for nation ſhall riſe againſt nation, and kingdom againſt 
Kingdom, and there ſhall be earthquakes in divers — 
and there ſhall be famines and troubles: theſe are the 
beginnings of ſorrows. But take heed to yourſelves, for 
they ſhall deliver you up to councils, and in the ſyna- 
gogues ye ſhall be beaten, and ye ſhall be brought before 
rulers and kings for my ſake, for a teſtimony againſt them. 
And the goſpel muſt firſt be publiſhed among all nations: 
but when they ſhall lead you, and deliver you up, take no 
thought beforehand what ye fhall ſpeak, neither do ye pre- 
meditate, but whatſoever ſhall be given you in that hour, 
that ſpeak ye, for it is not ye that ſpeak, but the Holy 
Ghoſt. Now the brother ſhall betray the brother to death, 
and the father the ſon ; and children ſhall riſe up againſt their 
parents, and ſhall cauſe them to be put to death. . And ye 
mall be hated of all men for my name's fake ; but he that 
mall endure unto the end, the ſame ſhall be ſaved. 

But When ye ſhall ſee the abomination. of delolation, 
ſpoken of by Daniel the prophet, ſtanding where it ought not, 
tet him that readeth underſtand,) then let them that be in 
Jjutlea ſlee tothe mountains, and let him that is on the houſe- 

top, not go down into the houſe, neither enter therein, to 
take any thing out of his houſe ; and let him that 1s in the 
field, not turn back again for to take up his garment : but 
woe to them that are with child, and to them that give fuck 
in thoſe days! and pray ye chat your flight be not in the 
winter; for in thoſe days ſhall be affliction, ſuch as was not 
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from the beginning of the creation which God created, unto 
this time, neither ſhall be. And except that the Lord had 
ſhortened thoſe days, no fleſh ſhould be ſaved; but for the 
elect's ſake, whom he hath choſen, he hath ſhortened the 
days: and then if any man ſhall fay to you, Lo, here is 
Chriſt, or lo, he is there, believe him not; for falſe 
Chriſts and falſe prophets ſhall riſe, and ſhall ſhew ſigns and 
wonders, to ſeduce, if it were poſſible, even the ele, but 
take ye heed: behold, I have foretoli you all things. But 


in thoſe days, after that tribulation, the ſun ſhall be dark- 


ened, and the moon ſhall not give her light, and the ſtars of 
heaven ſhall fall, and the powers thatare in heaven ſhall be 
ſhaken ; and then ſhall they ſee the Son of Man coming in 
the clouds, with great power and glory. And then ſhall he 
fend his angels, and ſhall gather together his ele * from the 
four winds, from the uttermoſt part of the earth, to the ut- 
termoſt part of heaven. 

Now wk a parable of the fig-tree: When her branch 
is yet tender, and putteth forth leaves, ye know that ſummer 
is near: ſo ye in like manner, when ye ſhall ſee theſe things 
come to paſs, know that it is nigh, even at the doors. 
Verily I f unto you, that this generation ſhall not paſs, 
till all thele things be done; heaven and earth ſhall paſs 
away, but my words ſhall not paſs away. 

But of that day and that hour knoweth no man, no, not 
the angels which are in heaven, neither the Son, but the 
Father : take ye heed, watch and pray, for ye know not 
when the time is; for the Son of Man is as a man taking a 
fer journey, who left his-houſe, and gave authority to his 
ſervants, and to every man his work, and commanded. the 
porter to watch. Watch ye therefore, for ye know not 
when the maſter of the houſe cometh, at even, or at mid- 
night, or at the cock crowing, or in the morning ; leſt 
coming ſuddenly he find you ſleeping : and what I ſay unto 
you, I ſay unto all, Watch. 


XIV. 
Arrzs two days was the feaſt of the 22 and of 


unleavened bread; and the chief prieſts an 


ſeribes, ſought 


how they might take him by craft, and put him to death: 
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bat they ſaid, Not on the feaſt day, leſt there be an uproar 
of the cople. 

And being in Bethany, in the houſe of Simon the leper, 
as he ſat at meat, there came a woman, having an alabaſter 
box. of ointment of ſpikenard, very precious, and ſhe brake 
the box, and poured it on his head. And there were ſome 
that had indignation within themſelves, and ſaid, Why was 
this waſte of the ointment made? for it might have been 
ſold for more than three hundred pence, and have been given 
to the poor; and they murmured againſt her: and Jeſus 
{aid, Let her alone, why trouble ye her? ſhe hath: wrought 
a good work on me; for ye have the poor with you always, 
and whenſoever ye will ye may do them good, but me ye 
have not always : ſhe hath done what ſhe could, ſhe is come 
aforehand to anoint my body to the burying. Verily I ſay 
unto you, Whereſoever this goſpel ſhall be preached through- 
out the whole world, this alſo that ſhe hath done ſhall be 
ſpoken of for a memorial of her. | 

And Judas Iſcariot, one of the twelye, went unto the 
chief prieſts, to. betray him unto them; and when they 
heard it they were glad, and promiſed to give him. money; 
and he ſought how he might conveniently betray him. 

And the firſt day of unleavened bread, when they killed 
the paſſover, his diſciples ſaid unto him, Where wilt thou 
- that we goand prepare, that thou mayer eat the paſſover ? 

and he ſendeth forth two of his diſciples, and. faith unto 
them, Go ye into the city, and there ſhall meet you a man 
bearing a pitcher of water ; follow him,. and whereſoerer 
he ſhall go in, ſay ye to the good man of the houſe, The 
maſter faith, Where is the gueſt-chamber, where I ſhall cat 
the paſſover with my diſciples ? and he will ſhew you a large 
upper room, furniſhed and prepared; there make ready for 
us. And his diſciples went forth, and came into the city, 
and found as he had ſaid to them; and they made ready tlie 

aſſover, and in the evening, he cometh with the twelve: 
and as they fat and did eat, Jeſus ſaid, Verily I ſay unto 
vou, One of you which eateth with me, ſhall betray me. 
And tbe began to be ſorrowful, and to fay unto him ond 
by one, Is it 1? and another faid, Is it 1? and he an- 


ſwered and ſaid unto them, It is one of the twelve that 
22 — dippeth 
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dippeth with me in the diſh ; the Son of Man indeed goeth 


as it is written of him, but woe to that man by whom the 
Son of Man is betrayed ! good were it for that man if he 
had never been born. | 
And as they did eat, Jeſus took bread, and bleſſed, and 
brake it, and gave to them, and ſaid, Take, eat, this is my 
body: and he took the cup, and when he had given thanks, 
he gave it to them, and they all drank of it; and: he ſaid 
unto them, This is my blood of the new teſtament, which 
is ſhed for many, Verily I fay unto you, I will drink no 
more of the fruit of the vine, until that day that I drink it 
new in the kingdom of God. | 
And when they had ſung an hymn, they went out int 
the mount of Olives, and Jeſus faith unto them, All ye 
ſhall be offended becauſe of me this night, for it is written, 
I will ſmite the ſhepherd, and the ſheep ſhall. be ſcattered : 
but after that J am riſen, I will go before you into Galilee. 
But Peter ſaid unto him, Although all ſhall be offended yet 
will not I: and Jefus faith unto him, Verily I ſay untothee, 
That this day, even in this night, before the cock crow 
twice, thou ſhalt deny me thrice : but he ſpake the more 
vehemently, If I ſhould die with thee, I will not deny thee 
in any wiſe; likewiſe alſo ſaid they all. And they came to 
a place which was named Gethſemane, and he faith to. his 
diſciples, Sit ye here, while I ſhall pray: and he taketh 
with him, Peter, and James, and John, and began to be 
fore amazed, and to be very heavy, and faith unto them, 
My ſoul is exceeding forrowful unto: death; tarry ye here, 
and watch : and he went forward a little, and l on the 
ground, and prayed that, if it were poſſible, the hour might 
paſs from him; and he ſaid, Abba, Father, all things are 
oſſible unto thee, take away this cup from me; neverthe- 
fs not what I will, but what thou wilt. And he cometh, 
and findeth them ſleeping, and faith unto. Peter, Simon, 
ſleepeſt thou? couldett not thou watch one hour ? watch 
ye and pray, leſt ye enter into temptation; the ſpirit truly 
is ready, but the fleſſi is weak. And again he went away, 
and prayed, and fpake the ſame words; and when he re- 
tut ned, he found them aſleep again, (for their eyes were 
heavy, ) neither wilt they what to anſwer him, And or 
come 
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cometh the third time, and ſaith unto them, Sleep on now, 
and take your reſt; it is enough, the hour is come, behold, 


the Son of Man is betrayed into the hands of ſinners: riſe 
up, let us go; lo, he that betrayeth me is at hand. 


And immediately, while he yet ſpake, cometh Judas, one 


of the twelve, and with him a great multitude, with ſwords 


and ſtaves, from the chief prieſts, and the ſcribes, and the 
elders: and he that betrayed him, had given them a token, 


faying, Whomſoever I ſhall kiſs, that ſame is he; take 


him, and lead him away ſafely : and as ſoon as he was come, 


* ſtraightway to him, and ſaith, Maſter, maſter, and 


Hed him. 
And they laid their hands on him, and took him, and one 


of them that ſtood by drew a ſword, and ſmote a ſervant of 


the high prieſt, and cut off his ear: and Jeſus anſwered and 
faid unto them, Are ye come out as againſt a thief, with 


ſwords and with ſtaves to take me? I was daily with you in 


the temple teaching, and ye took me not: but the ſcriptures 


muſt be fulfilled ; and they all forſook him, and fled. And 


there followed him a certain young man, having a linen 
cloth caſt about his naked „and the young men laid 
hold on him; and he left the linen cloth, and fled from 


them naked. | 
And they Ied Jeſus away to the high prieft, and with him 


were afſembled all the chicf prieſts, and the elders, and the 


ſcribes 3 and Peter followed him afar off, even into the pa- 
lace of the high prieſt ; and he fat with the ſervants,. and, 
warmed himſelf at the fire. And the chief prieſts. and all 
the council, fought for witneſs againſt Jeſus, to put him to 


death, and found none; for many bear falſe witneſs againſt 


him, but their witneſs agreed not together: and there aroſe 
certain, and bear falſe witneſs againlt him, ſaying, We heard 
him ſay, I will deſtroy this temple that is made with hands, 
and within three days I will build another made without 
hands : but neither ſo did their witneſs: agree together. 
And the high prieſt ſtood up in the midſt, and aſked Jeſus, 


faying, Anſwereſt thou nothing? what is it which theſe 


-witneſs againſt thee ? but he held his peace, and anſwered 
— Again the high prieſt aſked him, and ſaid unto 
him, 


thou the Chriſt, the Son of the Bleſſed ? And 


Jeſus 
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Jeſus ſaid, I am; and ye ſhall fee the Son of Man ſitting 
on the right hand of power, and coming in the clouds of 
heaven. Then the high prieſt rent his clothes, and ſaith, 
What need we any further witneſs ? ye have heard the 
blaſphemy, what think ye? and they all condemned him to 
be guilty of death: and ſome began to fpit'on him, and to 
cover his face, and to buffet him, and to fay unto him, 
Propheſy : and the ſervants did ſtrike him with the palms of 
their hands. 

And as Peter was beneath in the palace, there cometh 
one of the maids of the high prieſt; and when ſhe ſaw 
Peter warming himſelf, ſhe looked upon him, and ſaid, 
And thou alſo waſt with Jefus of Nazareth ; but he denied, 
ſaying, I know not, neither underſtand I what thou ſayeſt: 
and he went out into the porch, and the cock crew. And a 
maid ſaw him again, and began to ſay to them that ſtood 
by, This is one of them; and he denied it again. And a 
little after, they that ſtood by ſaid again to Peter, Surely 
thou art one of them, for thou art à Galilean, and thy 
ſpeech agreeth thereto: but he began to curſe and to ſwear, 
8 know not this man of whom ye ſpeak ; and the 
ſecond time the cock crew. And Peter called to mind the 
word that Jeſus faid unto him, Before the cock crow twice, 


thou ſhalt deny me thrice : and when he thought thereon, 
he wept. . 


Axw ſtraightway in the morning the chief prieſts held a 
contultation with the elders and ſeribes and the whole 
council, and bound Jeſus, and carried him away, and de- 
livered him to Pilate. And Pilate aſked him, Art thou the 
king of the Jews? and he anſwering ſaid unto him, Thou 
ſayeſt it. And the chief prieſts accuſed him of many 
things: but he anſwered nothing. And Pilate aſked him 
again, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou nothing? behold how: many 
things they witneſs againſt thee, But Jeſus yet anſwered 
nothing; ſo that Pilate marvelled. 

Now at that feaſt he releaſed - unto them one priſoner, 
whomioever they defired. And there was one named 
Barabbas, which lay bound with them that had made inſur- 
rection with him, who had committed murder in the rol 
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rection. And the multitude crying aloud began to deſire him 
to do as he had ever done unto them. But Pilate anſwered 
them, ſaying, Will ye that I releaſe unto you the king of 
the Jews? for he knew that the chief prieſts had delivered 
him for envy. But the chief prieſts moved the people, that 
he ſhould rather releaſe Barabbas unto them. And Pilate 
anſwered and faid again unto them, What will ye then 
that I ſhall do unto him whom ye call che king of the Jews? 
and they cried out again, Crucify him. Then Pilate ſaid 
unto them, Why, what evil hath he done? and they cricd 
out the more exceedingly, Crucify him. . 
And ſo Pilate, willing to content the people, releaſed 
Barabbas unto them, and delivered Jeſus, when he had 
ſcourged him, to be crucified. And the ſoldiers led him 
away into the hall, called Pretorium; and they call to- 
gether the whole band. And they clothed him with 
urple, and platted a crown of thorns, and put it about his 
E and began to ſalute him, Hail, King of the Jews! 
and they ſmote him on the head with a reed, and did ſpit 
upon him, and bowing their knees worſhipped him. And 
when they had mocked him, they took off the purple from 
him, and put his own clothes on him, and led him out to 
crucify him. 

And they compel one Simon a Cyrenian, who paſſed by, 
coming out of the country, to bear his croſs. They brirg 
him unto the place of Golgotha, which is, being inter- 
preted; the place of a ſkull : and they gave him to drink 
wine mingled with myrrh: but he recerved it not. And 
when they had crucified him, they parted his garments, 
caſting lots upon them, what every man ſhould take. And 
it was the third hour, and they crucified him. And the 
ſuperſcription of his accuſation was written over, THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. And with him they crucify 
two thieves; the one on his right hand, and. the other on 
his left. And the fcripture was fulfilled, which faith, 
He was numbered with the tranſgreſſors. And they 
that paſſed by railed on him, wagging their heads, and ſay- 
ing, Ah, thou that deſtroyeſt the temple, and buildeſt it in 
three days, ſave thyſelf, and come down from the croſs. 
Likewiſe alſo the chief prieſts mocking, ſaid among _ 
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ſelves with the ſcribes, He ſaved others; himſelf he cannot 
aye, Let Chriſt the king of Iſrael deſcend now from the 
croſs, that we may ſee and believe. And they that were 
crucified with him reviled him, 

And when the ſixth hour was come, there was darkneſs 
over the whole land antil the ninth hour; and at the ninth 
hour Jeſus cried with a loud voice, ſaying, Eloi, Eloi, lama 
ſabachthani? which is, being interpreted, My God, my God, 
why haſt thou forſaken me? and ſome of them that ſtood 
by when they heard it, ſaid, Behold, he calleth Elias: and 
one ran and filled a ſpunge full of vinegar, and put it on a 
reed, and gave him to drink, faying, Let alone; let us ſee 
whether Elias will come to take him down: and Jeſus cried 
with a loud voice, and gave up the ghoſt; and the veil of 
the temple was rent in twain from the top to the bottom. 

And when the centurion, which ſtood over againſt him, 
ſaw that he ſo cried ont, and gave up the ghoſt, he ſaid, 
Truly this man was the Son of God. There were alſo women 
looking on afar off; among whom was Mary Magdalene, 
and Mary the mother of James the leſs and of Joſes, and 
Salome; (who alſo, when he was in Galilee, followed him, 
and miniſtered unto him ;) and many other women which 
came up with him unto Jeruſalem, | 

Now when the even was come, becauſe it was the pre- 
paration, that is, the day before the ſabbath, Joſeph of 
Arimathea, an honourable counſellor, which alſo waited 
for the kingdom of God, came, and went in boldly unto 
Pilate, and craved the body of Jeſus. And Pilate marvelled 
if he were already dead : and calling unto him the centu- 
rion, he aſked him whether he had been any while dead, 
And when he knew it of the centurion, he gave the body 
to Joſeph : and he bought fine linen, and took him down, 
and wrapped him in the linen, and laid him in the ſepulchre 
which was hewn out of a rock, and rolled a ſtone unto the 
door of the ſepulchre. And Mary Magdalene, and Mary 
the mother of Joſes, beheld where he was laid. | 


XVI. 
Av when the ſabbath was palt, Mary Magdalene, and 
Mary, the mother of James, and Salome, had bought ſweet 
ſpices, 
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ſpices, that they might come and anoint him; and very early 
in the morning. the firſt day of the week, they came unto 
the ſepulchte, at the riſing of the ſun, and they ſaid among 
themſelves, Who ſhall roll us away the ſtone, from the door 
of the ſepulehre? and when they looked, they ſaw that the 
ſtone was rolled away, for it was very great; and entering 
into the ſepulchre, they ſaw a young man ſitting on the 
right fide, clothed in a long white garment; and they were 
affrighted ; and he faith unto them, Be not affrighted, ye 
ſeek Jeſus of Nazareth, which was crucified : he is riſen, 
he is not here; behold the place where they laid him: but 
7 your way, tell his diſciples and Peter, that he goeth be. 
ore you into Galilee : there ſhall you ſee him, as he faid 
unto you. And they went out quickly, and fled from the 
ſepulchre, for they trembled and were amazed, neither ſaid 
they any thing to any man; for they were afraid. 
Now when Jeſus was rifen early the firſt day of the 
week, he appeared firſt to Mary Magdalene, out of whom 
he had caſt feven devils; and the went and told them that 
had been with him, as they mourned and wept. And they, 
when they had heard that he was alive, and had been ſeen 
of her, believed not. 

After that he appeared in another form unto two of them, 
as they walked, and went into the country: and they went 
and told it unto the reſidue; neither believed they them, 
Afterward, he appeared unto the eleven, as they fat at 
meat, and upbraided them with their unbelief and hard- 
neſs of heart, becauſe they believed not them which had 
ſeen him after he was riſen. And he ſaid unto them, Go 
ye into all the world, and preach the goſpel to every crea- 
ture: he that believeth and is baptized, ſhall be ſaved, but 
he that believeth not, ſhall be damned: and theſe figns ſhall 
follow them that velieve ; In my name ſhall they caſt cut 
devils, they ſhall ſpeak with new tongues, they ſhall take 
up ſerpents, and if they drink any deadly thing, it ſhall not 
hurt them, they ſhall lay hands on the fick, and they ſhall 
recover. 

So then after the Lord had ſpoken unto them, he waz 
received up into heaven, and 1 on the right hand of 
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And chey went forth, and preached every where, the 
Lord working with them, and confirming the word with 


ſigus following. Amen.

THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO LUKE. 


I. 
FORASMUCH as many have taken in hand to ſet forth 


in order a declaration of thoſe things which are moſt ſurely 
believed among us, even as they delivered them unte us, 
which from the beginning were eye-witneſſes and miniſters 
of the word, it ſeemed good to me alſo, having had per- 
fe& underſtanding of all chings from the very firſt, to write 
unto thee in order, moſt excellent Theophilus, that thou 
mighteſt know the certainty of thoſe things wherein thou 
haſt been inſtructed. + 

There was in the days of Herod, the king of Judea, a 
certain prieſt named Zacharias, of the courſe of Abia: and 
his wife was of the daughters of Aaron, and her name was 
Eliſabeth. And they were both righteous before God, 
walking im all the commandments and ordinances of the 
Lord blameleſs. And they had no. child, becauſe that 
Eliſabeth was barren, and they both were now well ſtricken 
in years. And it came to paſs, that while he executed the 
prieſt's office before God in the order of his courſe, ac- 
cording to the cuſtom of the prieſt's office, his lot was to 
burn incenſe when he went into the temple of the Lord. 
And the whole multitude of the people were praying with- 
out at the time of incenſe. And there appeared unto him 
an angel of the Lord ſtanding on the right fide of the 
altar of incenſe. And when Zacharias ſaw him, he was 
troubled, and fear fell upon him. But the angel faid unto 
him, Fear not, Zacharias: for thy prayer is heard; and 
thy wife Eliſabeth ſhall bear thee a ſon, and thou ſhak call 
his name John. And thou ſhalt have joy and gladneſs; 
and many ſhall rejoice at his birth, For he ſhall be great 
12 
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in the ſight of the Lord, and ſhall drink neither wine nor 
ſtrong drink; and he ſhall be filled with the Holy Ghoſt, 


even from his mother's womb. And many of the children 


of Iſracl ſhall he turn to the Lord their God; and he ſhall 


go before him in the ſpirit and power of Elias, to turn the 


hearts of the fathers to the children, and the diſobedient 
to the wiſdom of the jult; to make ready a people pre- 
pared for the Lord. And Zacharias {aid unto the angel, 

hereby ſhall I know this? for I am an old man, and my 
wife well ſtricken in years, And the angel anſwering, ſaid 
unto him, I am Gabriel, that ſtand in the preſence of 
God: and am ſent to ſpeak unto thee, and to ſhew thee 


theſe glad tidings. Behold, thou ſhalt be dumb, and not 


able to ſpeak, until the day that theſe things ſhall be per- 
formed, becauſe thou believeſt not my words, which tha! 
be fulfilled in their ſeaſon. 

And the people waited for Zacharias, and marvelled that 
he tarried ſo long in the temple. And when he came out, 
he could not ſpeak unto them ; and they perceived that he 
had ſeen a viſion in the temple : for he beckoned unto them, 
and remained ſpeechleſs. And it came to paſs, that, as ſoon 
as the days of his miniſtration were accompliſhed, he de- 
parted to his own houſe. And after thoſe days his wite 

liſabeth conceived, and hid herſelf fixe months, ſaying, 
Thus bath the Lord dealt with me in the days wherein he 
looked on me, to take away my reproach among men. 

In the ſixth month the angel Gabriel was ſent from God 
unto a city of Galilee, named Nazareth, to à virgin eſpouſed 
to a man whoſe name was Joſeph, of the houſe of David; 
and the virgin's name was Mary. And the angel came in 
unto. her, and ſaid, Hail, thou that art highly favoured, 
the Lord is with thee: bleſſed art thou among women. 
When ſhe ſaw him, ſhe was troubled: at his ſaying, and 
caſt in her mind what manner of ſalutation this ſhouid be. 
And the angel ſaid unto her, Fear not, Mary: for thou 
haſt found favour with God. And, behold, thou {halt 
conceive in thy womb, and bring forth a ſor, and ſhalt call 
his name Jeſus, He ſhall be great, and ſhall be called the 


Son of the Higheſt: and the Lord God ſhall give unto 


him the throne of bis father David: and he ſhall reign 
. over 
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oyer the houſe of Jacob for ever; and of his kingdom there 
thall be no end. Then ſaid Mary unto the angel, How 
ſhall this be, ſeeing 1 know not a man? and the angel an- 
ſwered and ſaid unto her, The Holy Gholt ſhall come upon 
thee, and the power of the Higheſt ſhall overſhadow thee: 
therefore alſo that holy thing which ſhall be born of thee 
ſhall be called the Son of God. And, behold, thy couſin 
Eliſabeth, ſhe hath alſo conceived a fon in her old age: 
and this is the ſixth month with her, who was called 
barren. For with God nothing ſhall be impoſſible, And 
Mary faid, Behold the handmaid of the Lord; be it unto 
me according to thy word. And the angel departed from 
her. 
And Mary aroſe in thoſe days, and went into the 
hill country with haſte, into a city of Juda; and entered 
into the houſe of Zacharias, and faluted Eliſabeth. And 
it came to paſs, that, when Eliſabeth heard the ſalutation 
of Mary, the babe leaped in her womb; and Elifabeth 
was filled with the Holy Ghoſt : and ſhe fpake out with 
a loud voice, and ſaid, Bleſſed art thou among women, and 
bleſſed is the fruit of thy womb. And whence is this to 


me, that the mother of my Lord ſhould come to me? 


for, lo, as ſoon as the voice of thy falutation ſounded in 
mine ears, the babe leaped in my womb for joy. And 
bleſſed is the that believed : for there ſhall be a perform- 
ance of thoſe things which were told her from the Lord. 
And Mary ſa d, My ſoul doth magnify the Lord, and my 
ſpirit hath rejoiced in God my Saviour: for he hath re- 
arded the low eſtate of his handmaiden : for, behold, 
rom henceforth all generations ſhall call me bleſſed. He 
that is mighty hath done to me great things; and holy 
is his name; and his mercy is on them that fear him from 
Fare to generation, He hath ſhewed ſtrength with 
is arm; he hath ſcattered the proud in the imagination of 
their hearts. He hath put down the mighty from their 
ſeats, and exalted them of low degree: he hath filled the 
hungry with good things, and the rich he hath ſent empty 
away, He hath holpen his ſervant Iſrael, in remembrance 
of his mercy ; as he ſpake to our fathers, to Abraham, and 
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Bath viſited us, to give light to them that fit in darkne!s 
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to his ſeed for ever. And Mary abode' with her about 


three months, and returned to her own houſe. 

Now Eliſabeth's full time came that ſhe ſhould be deli. 
vered; and ſhe brought forth a ſon. And her neighbours 
and her couſins heard how the Lord had ſhewed great 
mercy upon her; and they rejoiced with her. 

It came to paſs, that on the eighth day they came to cir- 
cumciſe the child; and they called him Zacharias, after 
the name of his father. His mother anſwered and faid, 
Not ſo; but he ſhall be called John. And they ſaid unto 


her, There is none of thy kindred that is called by this 
name. And they made figns to his father, how he would 


have him called. And he aſked for a writing table, and 
he wrote, ſaying, His name is John. And they marvelled 
all. And his mouth was opened immediately, and his 
tongue looſed, and he fpake, and praiſed God. And fear 
came on all that dwelt round about them: and all theſe 
ſayings were noſed abroad throughout all the hill country 
Judea. And all they that heard them laid them up in 
their hearts, faying, What manner of child ſhall this be! 
And the hand of the Lord was with him. And his 
father Zacharias was filled with the Holy Ghoſt, and pro- 
hefied, ſaying, Bleſſed be the Lord God of Iſrael; for he 
Bach viſited and redeemed his people, and hath raiſed up 
am horn of falvation for us in the houſe of his ſervant 
David; as he ſpake by the mouth of his holy prophets, 


which have been fince the world began: that we ſhould be 


faved from our enemies, and from the hand of all that hate 
us; to perform the mercy promiſed to our fathers, and to 
remember his holy covenant; the oath which he ſware 
to our father Abraham, that he would grant unto us, that 
ve being delivered out of the hand of our enemies might 
ſerve him without fear, in holineſs and righteouſneſs betore 
bim, all the days of our life. | 

And thou, child, ſhalt be called the prophet of the 
Higheſt ; for thou ſhalt go before the face of the Lord to 
prepare bis ways; to give knowledge of ſalvation unto his 
people by the remiſſion of their fins, through the tender 
mercy <4 our God, whereby the day-ſpring from on high 
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and in the ſhadow of death, to guide our feet into the way 


of peace. And the child grew, and waxed' ſtrong in ſpirit, 


was in the deſerts till the day of his ſhewing unto 
Iſrael. | 
IL. 

Aub it came to paſs in thoſe days, that there went out 
a decree from Ceſar Auguſtus, that all the world ſhould 
be taxed, And all went to be taxed, every one into his 
own city. Joſeph alſo went up from Galilee, out of the 
city of Nazareth, into Judea, unto Bethlehem ; (becauſe 
he was of the houſe and lineage of David:) to be taxed 
with Mary his eſpouſed wife, being great with child. And 
ſo it was, that, while they were there, the days were ac- 
compliſhed that ſhe ſhould be delivered. And the brought 
forth her firſt-born ſon, and wrapped him in ſwaddling 
clothes, and laid him in a manger ; becauſe there was no 
room for them in the inn. And there were in the fame 
country ſhepherds abiding in the ſield, keeping watch over 
their flock by night. And, lo, the angel of the Lord 
came upon them, and the glory of the Lord ſhone round 
about them: and they were ſore afraid. And the angel ſaid 
unto them, Fear not: for, bchold, I bring you good tidings 
of great joy, which ſhall be to all people. For unto you is 
born this day in the eity of David a Saviour, which is Chriſt * 
the Lord. And this ſhall be a ſign unto you; ye ſhall find 
the babe wrapped in ſwaddling clothes, lying in a manger. 
And ſuddenly there was with the angel a multitude of the 
heavenly hoff praifing God, and ſaying, Glory to God in 
the higheſt, and on earth peace, good will toward men. 

It came to paſs, as the angels were gone away from them 
into heaven, the ſhepherds ſaid one to another, Let us now 
go even unto Bethlehem, and ſee this thing which is come 
to paſs, which the Lord bath made known unto us. And 
they came with haſte, and found Mary, and Joſeph, and the 
babe lying in a manger. And when they had ſeen it, they 
made known abroad the ſaying which was told them con- 
cerning this child. And all they that heard it wondered at 
thole things which were told them by the ſhepherds. But 
Mary kept all theſe things, and pondered them in her heart. 
Aud the ſhepherds returned, glorifying and praifing os 
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for all the things that they had heard and ſeen, as it was 
told unto them. 8 

When eight days were accompliſhed for the circumciſing 

of the child, his name was called JESUS, which was ſo 

named of the angel before he was conceived in the womb, 
And'when the days of her purification according to the law 

of Moſes were accompliſhed, they brought him to Jeruſalem, 
to preſent him to the Lord; as it 1s written in the law of 
the Lord, Every male that openeth the womb ſhall be 
called holy to the Lord; and to offer a ſacrifice according 
to that which is ſaid in the law of the Lord, A pair of 
turtle doves, or two young pigeons, 

There was a man in Jeruſalem, whoſe name was 
Simeon; and the ſame man was juſt and devout, waiting 
for the conſolation of Iſrael: and the Holy Ghoſt was 
upon him. And it was revealed unto him by the 

oly Ghoſt, that he ſhould not ſee death, before he 
had ſeen” the Lord's Chriſt, And he came by the 
Spirit into the temple : and when the parents brought 
in'the child Jeſus, to do for him after the cuſtom of the 
law, then took he him up in his arms, and bleſſed God, 
and faid, Lord, now letteſt thou thy ſervant depart in 
peace, according to thy word: for mine eyes have — thy 

lvation, which thou haſt prepared before the face of all 
people; a light to lighten the Gentiles, and the glory of 
thy people Iſrael. And Joſeph and his mother marvelled 
at thoſe things which were ſpoken of him. And Simeon 
bleſſed them, and ſaid unto Mary his mother, Behold, | 
this child is ſet for the fall and riſing again of many in 
Ifrael; and for a ſign which ſhall be ſpoken againſt; 
(yea, a ſword ſhall pierce through thy own ſoul alſo,) 
that the thoughts of many hearts may be revealed, 
There was one Anna, a propheteſs, the daughter of 
Phanuel, of the tribe of Afer ; the was of a great age, 
and had lived with an huſband ſeven years from her vir- 
ginity; and the was a widow of about fourſcore and four 
years, which departed not from the temple, but ſerved 
God with faſtings and prayers night and day. And ſhe 
coming in that inſtant gave thanks likewiſe unto the 
Lord, and ſpake of him to all them that looked for re- 
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demption in Jeruſalem. And when they had performed 
all things according to the law of the Lord, they returned 
into Galilee, to their own city Nazareth. And the child 
grew, and waxed ſtrong in ſpirit, filled with wiſdom: and 
the grace of God was upon him. Now his parents went 
to Jeruſalem every year at the feaſt of the paſſover. And 
when he was twelve years old, they went up to Jeruſalem 
after the cuſtom of the feaſt. And when they had fulfilled 
the days, as they returned, the child Jeſus tarried behind 
in Jeruſalem ; and Joſeph and his mother knew not of it. 
But they, ſuppoſing him to have been in the company, 
went * Ay journey ; and they ſought him among their 


* kinsfolk and acquaintance. And when they found him 


not, they turned back again to Jeruſalem, ſeeking him. 
And it came to pals, that after three days they found 
him in the temple, fitting in the midſt of the doctors, 
both hearing them, and aſking them queſtions. And all 
that heard him were aſtoniſhed at his underſtanding and 
anſwers. And when they ſaw him, they were amazed, 
and his mother {aid unto him, Son, why haſt thou thus 
dealt with us? behold, thy father and I have ſought thee 
ſorrowing. And he ſaid unto them, How is it that ye 
ſought me? wilt ye not that I muſt be about my Father's 
bufineſs? and they underſtood not the ſaying which he 
ſpake unto them. And he went down with them, and 
came to Nazareth, and was ſubject unto them: but his 
mother kept all theſe ſayings in her heart. And Jeſus in- 
creaſed in wiſdom and ſtature, and in fayour with God 
and man,

Now in the fifteenth year of the reign of Tiberius Ceſar, 
Pontius Pilate being governor of Judea, and Herod being 
tetrarch of Galilee, and his brother Philip tetrarch of Itu- 
rea, and of the region of Trachonitis, and Lytanias, the 
tetrarch of Abilene ; Annas and Caiaphas being the high 
E the word of God came unto Joha, the ſon of 

charias, in the wilderneſs; and he came into all the 
country about Jordan, preaching the baptiſm of repentance 
for the remiſſion. of ſins; as it 1s written in the book of the 
words of Eſaias the prophet, faying, The voice of one 
Vor. II. H crying 
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crying in the wilderneſs, Prepare ye the way of the Lord, 
make his paths ſtraight: every valley ſhall be filled, and 
every mountain and hill ſhall be brought low; and the 
crooked thall be made ſtraight; and the rough ways ſhall be 
made ſmooth, and all fleſh ſhall ſee the ſalvation of God. 
Then faid he to the multitude that came forth to be bap- 
tized of him, O generation of vipers, who hath warned you 
to fice from the wrath to come ? bring forth therefore fruits 
worthy of repentance, and begin not to ſay within your- 
ſelves, We have Abraham to our father; for 1 fay unto 
you, That God is able of theſe ſtones, to raiſe up children 
unto Abraham: and now alſo the axe is laid unto the root 
of the trees; every tree therefore which bringeth not forth 
good fruit, is hewn down, and caſt into the fire. And the 
prop aſked him, ſaying, What ſhall we do then: he an- 
wered, and faith unto them, He that hath two coats, let 
him impart to him that hath none, and he that hath meat, 
let him do likewiſe, Then came alſo publicans to be bap- 
tized, and faid unto him, Maſter, what ſhall we do? and he 
ſad unto them, Exact no more than that which is appointed 
you. And the ſoldiers likewiſe demanded of him, laying, 
And what ſhall we do? and he ſaid unto them, Do violence 
to no man, neither accuſe any falſely, and be content with 
your wages. And. as the people were in expectation, and 
all men muſed in their hearts of John, whether he were 
the Chriſt, or not, John anſwered, ſaying unto them all, 
I indeed baptize you with water, but one mightier than I 
cometh, the latchet of whoſe ſhoes I am not worthy to un- 
looſe : he ſhall baptize you with the — f Ghoſt and with 
fire, whaſe fan is in his hand, and he will thoroughly purge 
his floor, and will gather the wheat in his garner; but the 
chaff he will burn with fire unquenchable: and many other 
things in his exhortation preached he unto the 4 But 
Herod the retrarch, being reproved by him for Herodias, 
his brother Philip's wife, and for all the evils which Herod 
had done, added yet this above all, that he ſhut up John in 
riſon. Now when all the people were baptized, it came to 
paſs, that Jeſus alſo being baptized, and prafmg, the heaven 
was opened, and the Holy Ghoſt deſcended ii a bodily ſhape, 
like a dove upon him, and a voice came from heaven, 2

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{zid, Thou art my beloved Son, in thee I am well pleaſed.

And Jeſus being full of the Holy Ghoſt, returned 
from! Jordan, and was led by the ſpirit into the wilderneſs, 
being forty days tempted of the devil. And in thoſe days 
he did eat nothing: and when they were ended, he aſter- 
ward hungered. And the devil ſaid unto him, If thou be 
the Son of God, command this ſtone that it be made 
bread, And Jeſus anſwered him, ſaying, It is written, 
That man ſhall not live by bread alone, but by every word 
of God. And the devil, taking him up into an high 
mountain, ſhewed unto him all the kingdoms of the world 
in a moment of time. And the devil ſaid unto him, Alt. 
this power will I give thee, and the glory of them: for 

that is delivered unto me; and to whomſoever IL will I. 
give it. If thou therefore wilt worſhip me, all ſhall be 
thine. And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto him, Get thee . 
behind me, Satan: for it is written, Thou ſhalt worſhip 
the Lord thy God, and him only ſhalt thou ſerve. . And. 
| he brought him to Jeruſalem, and ſet him on a pinnacle of 
the temple, and ſaid unto him, If thou be the Son of. 
God, caſt thyſelf down from hence: for it is written, 
\ He ſhall give his angels charge over thee, to keep 
| thee: and in their hands they ſhall bear thee up, leſt . at 
; any time thou daſh thy foot againſt a ſtone, And Jeſus 
anſwering ſaid unto him, It is faid, thou ſhalt not tempt-. 
I the Lord thy God. And when the devil had ended all 
the temptation, he departed from him for a ſeaſon.

1 And Jeſus returned in the power of the Spirit into Ga- 
e lilee: and there went out a fame of him through all the 
e region round about. And he taught in their ſynagogues, 
T being glorified of all, 

it And he came to Nazareth, where he had been brought 
5 up: and, as his cuſtom was, he went into the ſynagogue 
d on the fabbath-day, and ſtood up for to read. And there 
in was delivered. unto him the book of the prophet Eſaias. 
to And when he had opened the book, he found the place 
en where it was written, The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
e, becauſe he hath anointed me to preach the goſpel to the

poor; he hath ſent me to heal the broken-hearted, to

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preach, delixerance to the captives, and recovering of ſight 
to the blind, to ſet at liberty them that are bruiſed, to 
preach the acceptable year of the Lord. And he cloſed 
the book, and he gave it again to the miniſter and {at 
down. And the 9 of all them that were in the ſy na- 
gogue were faſtened on him. And he began to ſay. unto 
them, This day is this ſcripture fulfilled in your cars. And 
all bare him witneſs, and wondered at the gracious words 
which ed out of his mouth. And they ſaid, Is not 
this Joleph's ſon? and he ſaid unto them, Ye will ſurely 
{ay unto me this, proverb, Phyſician, heal thyſelf : whatſo- 
eyer we haye heard done in Capernaum, do. alſo here in 
thy country. And he ſaid, Verily I ſay unto you, No 
prophet is accepted in his own country. But I tell you of 
2 truth, many widows, were in Iſrael in the days of Elias, 
when the heaven was ſhut up three years and fix months, 
when great famine was throughout all the land; but unto 
none of them was Elias ſent, ſave unto Sarepta, a city of 
Sidon, unto. a woman that was a widow. And many 
lepers were in Iſrael in the time of Eliſeus the prophet ; 
and none of them was cleanſed, ſaving Naaman the Sy- 
rian. And all they in the ſynagogue, when they heard 
theſe things, were filled with wrath, and roſe up, and 
thruſt him out of the city, and led him unto the brow of 
the hill whereon their city was built, that they might caſt 
him down headlong. But he paſſing through the midſt of 
them went his way, and came down to Capernaum, a city of 
Galilee, and taught them on the ſabbath-days. And they 
were aſtoniſhed at his doctrine ; for his word was with 


And in the ſynagogue there was a man, which had a 
ſpirit of an unclean devil, and cried out with a loud 
voice, ſaying, Let us alone; what have we to do with 
thee, thou Jeſus of Nazareth? art thou come to deſtroy us? 
I know thee who thou art; the Holy One of God. And 
Jeſus rebuked him, ſaying, Hold thy peace, and come out 
of him. And when the devil had thrown him in the 
midſt, he came out of him, and hurt him not. And 
they were all amazed, and ſpake among themſelves, laying 
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Whit 2 word is this! for with authority and power he 
commandeth the unclean ſpirits, and they come out. And 
the fame of him went out into every place of the country 
round about, | | 


And he aroſe out of the ſynagogue, and entered into 
Simon's houſe. And Simon's wite's mother was taken 


with a great fever; and they beſought him for her. And 


he ſtood over her, and rebuked the fever; and it left her: 
and immediately ſhe aroſe and miniſtered unto them. 
Now when the fun was ſetting, all they that had any 
fick with divers diſeaſes brought them unto him; and he 
laid his hands on every one of them, and healed them. 
And devils alſo came out of many, crying out, and ſaying, 
Thou art Chriſt the Son of God. And he rebuking them 
ſuffered them not to ſpeak; for they knew that he was 
Chriſt. And when it was day, he departed and went into 
a deſert place: and the people ſought him, and came 
unto him, and ſtayed him, that he ſhould not depart from 
them. And he ſaid unto them, I muſt preach the king- 
dom of God to other cities alfo : for therefore am -L 
ſent. And he preached in the ſynagogues of Galilee. ' -

And it came to paſs, that, as the' people Pon ie 
him to hear the word of God, he ſtood by the lake of Gen- 
neſaret, and faw two ſhips ſtanding. by the lake: but 
the fiſhermen were gone out of them, and were waſhing 
their nets. And he entered into one of the ſhips, which 
was Simon's, and prayed him that he would thruſt out a 
little from the land. And he ſat down, and taught the 
people out of the ſhip. Now when he had left them ſpeak- 
ing, he ſaid unto Simon, Launch out into the deep, and 
let down your nets for a draught. And Simon anſwering 
ſaid unto him, Maſter, we have toiled all the night, and 
have taken nothing: nevertheleſs at thy word, I will let 
down the net.

and ſo was alſo James, and John, the ſons of Zebedee, 
Which were partners. with Simon. And Jeſus ſaid unto 
Simon, Fear not, from henceforth thau ſhalt catch men. 
And when they had brought their ſhips to land, they for- 
Took all, and followed him. | 
+ -And it came to paſs, when he was in a certain city, be- 
hold a man full of leproſy: who ſeeing Jeſus fell on his 
face, and beſought him, ſaying, Lord, if thou wilt, thou 
.canſt make me clean. And he put forth his hand, and 
touched him, faying, I will: be thou clean. And im- 
mediately theleproſy departed, from him. And he charged 
him to tell po man: but go, and ſhew thyſelf to the 
prieft, and offer for thy cleanſing, according as Moſes 
commanded, for a teſtimony unto them. But ſo much 
the more went there a fame abroad of him: and great 
multitudes came together to hear, and to be healed by him 
of their infirmities. | 2 
And he withdrew himſelf into the wilderneſs, and prayed. 
And it came to paſs on a certain day, as he was teaching, 
chat there were Phariſces and doors of the law fitting by, 
-whieh were come out of every town of Galilee, and Judea, 
and Jeruſalem: and the power of the Lord was prefent to 
And, behold, men brought in a bed a man which was 
taken with a palſy: and they ſought means to bring him in, 
and to lay him before him. And when they could not find 
by what way they might bring him in becauſe of the multi- 
tude, they went upon the houſe- top, and let him down 
through the tiling with his couch into the midſt before 
fs, And when he ſaw their faith, he ſaid unto him, 
lan, thy fins are forgiven thee. And the ſcribes and pha- 
riſees began to reaſon, ſaying, Who is this which ſpeaketh 
blaſphemies ? who can forgive fins, but God alone? bot 
when Jeſus perceived their thoughts, he anſwering ſaid unto 
them, What reaſon ye in your hearts ? whether as eaſter, to 
ſay, Thy fins be forgiven thee ; or to ſay, Riſe clog 
, | Was 
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walk? but that ye may know that the Son of Man hath 
wer upon carth to forgive ſins, (he ſaid unto the ſick of 
the palſy,) I ſay unto thee, Ariſe, and take up thy couch, 
and go unto thine houſe, And immediately he aroſe up 
before them, and took up that whereon he lay, and de- 
parted to his owa houſe, glorifying God. And they were 
all amazed, and they glorified God, and were filled with 
fear, ſaying, We have ſeen ſtrange things to-day. | 

And after theſe things he went forth, and faw a publican, 
named Levi, ſitting at the receipt of cuſtom : and he fard 
unto him, Follow me. And he left all, roſe up, and fol- 
lowed him, And Levi made him a great feaſt in his on 
houſe : and there was a great company of publicans and of 
others that ſat down with them. But their ſcribes and pha- 
riſees murmured againſt his diſciples, ſaying, Why do ye eat 
and drink with publicans and ſinners? and Jeſus anſwering 
ſaid unto them, They that are whole need not a phyſician; 
but they that are ſick, I came not to call the righteous, 
but ſinners to repentance. 

And they faid unto him, Why do the diſciples of John 
faſt often, and make prayers, and likewiſe the diſciples of 
the phariſees ; but thine eat and drink? and he faid unto 
them, Can ye make the children of the bridechamber 
faſt, while the bridegroom is with them ? but the days 
will come, when the bridegroom ſhall be taken away from 
them, and then ſhall they faſt in thoſe days. . a 
And he ſpake alſo a parable unto them; No man putteth 
a piece of a new garment upon an old; if otherwiſe, then 
both the new maketh a rent, and the piece that was taken 
out of the new agreeth not with the old. And no man 
ht 8. new wine into old bottles; elſe the new wine will 

urſt the bottles, and be ſpilled, and the bottles ſhall periſh, 
But new wine muſt be put into new bottles; and both are 
preſerved. No man alſo having drunk old wine ſtraight- 
way defireth new: for he ſaith, The old is better. 


Axn it came to paſs, on the ſecond ſabbath after the firſt, 


that he went through the corn fields; and his diſciples 


Plucked the ears of corn, and did eat, rubbing them in 


their hands. And certain of the phariſees ſaid unto them, 
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MWhy do ye that which is not lawſul to do on the fabbath 
days? and Jeſus anſwering them, ſaid, Have ye not read 
ſo much as this, What David did, when himlelf was an 
hungered, and they which were with him; how he went 
into che houſe of God, and did take and cat the ſhewhread, 
and gave allo to them that were with him; which it is not 
-Jawtul to cat but for the prieſts alone? and he ſaid unto 

them, that the Son of Man is Lord alſo of the ſabbath. 

And it came to paſs alſo on another ſabbath, that he entered 
into the ſynagogue and taught: and there was a man whoſe 
Zight hand was withered ; and the fcribes and phariſces 
watched him, whether he would heal on the ſabbath-day, 

that they might find an accuſation againſt him. But he 
knew their thoughts, and faid to the man which had the 
withered hand, Riſe up, and ſtand forth in the midit : ard 
he aroſe and ſtood forth. Then ſaid Jeſus unto them, I 
Will aſk you ene thing: Is it lawful on the ſabbath-days to 

do good, or to do evil? to fave life or to deſtroy it? and 
looking round upon them all, he ſaid unto the man, Stretch 
forth thy hand, and he did ſo; and his hend was reſtored 

Whole as the other. And they were filled with madneſs, 
and communed one with another what they. might do to 
Jeſus. And it came to paſs in thoſe days, that he went out 
into a mountain to pray, and continued all night in prayer 
to God. 22 
And when it was day, he called unto him his diſciples: 

and of them he choſe twelve, whom alſo he named apgſtles ; 
Simon, (which he alſo named Peter,) and Andrew his 
brother, James and John, Philip and Bartholomew, Mat- 
thew and Thomas, James the ſon of Alpheus, and Simon 

called Zelotes, and Judas the brother of James, and Judas 

Iſcariot, which alſo was the traitor, 

And he came down with them, and ſtood in the plain, 
and the company of his diſciples, and a great multitude of 
people out of all Judea and Jeruſalem, and from the ſea 

coalts of Tyre and Sidon, which came to hear him, and 
to be healed of their diſeaſes: and they that were vexed 
with unclean ſpirits, and they were healed; And the whole 

multitude ſought to touch him, for there went virtue out'of 
him, and healed them all. And he lifted up his eyes on his

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diſciples, and ſaid, Bleſſed be ye poor, for your's is the 
kingdom of God: bleſſed are ye that hunger now, for ye 
ſhall be filled; bleſſed are ye that weep now, for ye ſhall 
laugh; bleſſed are ye, when men ſhall hate you, and when 
they ſhall ſeparate you from their company, and ſhall re- 
proach you, and caſt out your name as evil, for the Son of 
Man's ſake. Rejoice ye in that day, and leap for joy; for 
behold, your reward is great in heaven: for in the like man- 
ner did their fathers unto the prophets. But woe unto you 
that are rich ! for ye have received your conlolation ; woe 
unto you that are full, for ye ſhall hunger: woe unto you 
that laugh now, for ye ſhall mourn and weep: woe unto 
you, when all men ſhall ſpeak well of you, for ſo did their 
fathers to the falſe prophets... | | 1 

But I ſay unto you which hear, Love your enemies, do 
good to them which hate you, bleſs them that curſe you, 
and pray for them which deſpitefully uſe you; and unto him 
that ſmiteth thee on the one cheek, offer alſo the other; 
and him that taketh away thy cloak, forbid not to take thy 
coat alſo. Give to every man that aſketh of thee, and of 
him that taketh away thy goods aſ them not again: and as 
ye would that men ſhould do to you, do ye alſo to them 
likewiſe : for if ye love them which love you, what thank 
have ye? for ſinners alſo love thoſe that love them: and it 
ye do good to them which do good to you, what thank 
have ye? for ſinners alſo do even the ſame: and if ye lend 
to them of whom ye hope to receive, what thank have ye? 
for ſinners alſo lend to ſinners, to receive as much again. 
But love ye your enemies, and do good, and lend, hoping 
for nothing again; and your reward ſhall be great, and ye 
ſhall be the children of the higheſt; for he is kind unto the 
unthankful and to the evil. Be ye therefore merciful, as 
your Father alſo is merciful: judge not, and ye ſhall not be 
judged ;\.condemn not, and ye ſhall not be condemned; for- 
give, and ye ſhall be forgiven ; give, and it ſhall be given 
unto you; good meaſure, preſſed down and ſhaken together, 
and running over, ſhall men give into your boſom: fbr 
with the fame meaſure that ye mete withal, it ſhall be mea 
tured to you again. And be fpake a parable unto them, 
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and when He was now not far from the bouſe, the centurion 
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the ditch? the diſciple is not above his maſter, but every 
one that is perfect ſhall be as his maſter ; and why beholdeſt 
thou the mote that is in thy brother's eye, but perceiveſt 
not the beam that is in thine own eye? either how canſt 
thou ſay to thy brother, Brother, let me pull out the mote 
that is in thine eve, when thou thyſelf beholdeſt not the 
beam that is in thine own eye? Thou hypocrite, caſt out 
firſt the beam out of thine own eye, and then ſhalt thou 
{oe clearly to pull out the mote that is in thy brother's eye. 
For a good tree bringeth not forth corrupt fruit, neither doth 
2 corrupt tree bring forth good fruit: for every tree is 
known by his on fruit; for of thorns men do not gather 
fps, nor of a bramble buſh gather they grapes. A good 
man out of the good treaſure of his heart, bringeth forth 
that which is good; and an evil man out of the evil treaſure 
of bis heart bringeth forth that which is evil: for of the 
abundance of the heart his mouth ſpeaketh. 

And why call ye me, Lord, Lord, and do not the things 
which I fay? whoſoever cometh to me, and heareth my 
ſayings, and doeth them, I will ſhew you to whom he is 
ke: he is like a man which built an houſe, and digged 
deep, and laid the foundation on a rock; and when the 
flood aroſe, the ſtream beat vehemently upon that houſe, and 
could not ſhake it, for it was founded upon a rock. But 
be that heareth, and doeth not, is like a man that without 
a foundation built an houſe upon the earth; againſt which 
the ſtream did beat vehemently, and immediately it tell, and 
the ruin of that houſe was great. . ; 710

Now when he had ended all his ſayings, in the audience 
of the people, he entered into Capernaum.

healed. For J alſo am a man ſet under authority, having 
uncler me ſoldiers, and I ſay unto one, Go, and he goeth; 
and to another, Come, and he cometh; and to my ſervant, 
Do this, and he doeth it. When Jeſus heard theſe things, 
he marvelled at him, and turned him about, and ſaid unto 
che people that followed him, I ſay unto you, I have not 
found ſo great faith, no, not in Iſrael. And they that 
were ſent, returning to the houſe, found the ſervant whole 
that had been ſick. 55 | 
And it came to paſs the day after, that he went into a 
city called Nain; and many of his diſciples went with him, 
and much people. Now when he came nigh to the gate of 
the city, behold, there was a dead man carried out, the 
only ſon of his mother, and ſhe was a widow and much 
people of the city was with her, And when the Lord faw 
her, he had compaſhon on her, and faid unto her, Weep 
not.

with the wind? But what went ye out for to-ſee? a man 
clothed in ſoſt ratment ? behold, they which are gorgeouſly 
apparelled, and live delicately, are in kings“ courts. But 


What went ye out for to ſee? a prophet? Vea, I ſay unto 
Jou, and much more than a prophet. This is he of whom 


it is written, Behold, I ſend my meſſenger before thy face, 
Which ſhall prepare thy way before thee: for I ſay unto 


you; Among thoſe that are born of women, there is not a 
greater prophet than John the Baptiſt : but he that is leaſt 


in the kingdom of God is greater than he. And all the 
E that heard him, and the publicans, juſtificd God, 

ing baptized with the baptiſm of John. But the phari- 
es and lawyers rejected the counſel of God againſt them- 
ſelves, being not baptized of him. 


And the Lord faid, Whereunto then ſhall I liken the 


men of this generation? and to what are they like? the 
are like unto children ſitting in the market- place, and call- 


ing one to another, and ſaying,” We have piped unto you, 


and ye have not danced ; we have mourned to you, and ye 
have not wept. For John the Baptiſt came neither eating 
bread, nor drinking wine; and ye ſay, He hath a devil. 
The Son of Man is come eating and drinking; and ye 
ſay, Behold a gluttonous man, and a winebibber, a friend 
of publicans and ſinners! but wiſdom is juſtified of all 


ber children. | 


And one of the Phariſees defired him that he would eat 
with him. And he went into the Phariſee's houſe, and fat 
down to meat. And, behold, a woman in the city, which 
was a ſinner, when ſhe knew that Jefus fat at meat in the 
Phariſee's houſe, brought an alabaſter box of ointment, and 
ſtood at his feet behind him, weeping, and began to waſh 
his feet with tears, and /did wipe them with the hairs of 
her head, and kiſſed his feet, and anointed them with the 
ointment, Now when the Phariſee which had bidden him 
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weit, he ſpake within himſelf, ſaying, This man, if he 
were à prophet, would have known who and what manner 
of woman this is that toucheth him: for ſhe is a ſinner. 
And Jeſus anſwering, ſaid unto him, Simon, I have ſome- 
what to ſay unto thee. And he faith, Maſter, ſay. on; 
There was a certain creditor which had two debtors: the 
one owed-five hundred pence, and the other fifty. And 
When they had nothing to pay, he frankly forgave them 
both. Tell me therefore which of them will love him 
moſt? Simon anſwered and ſaid, I ſuppoſe that he, to 
whom he forgave moſt, And he ſaid unto him, Thou 
baſt rightly judged. And he turned to the woman, and 
ſaid unto Simon, Seeſt thou this woman? I entered into 
thine houſe, thou gavelt me no water for. my feet: but ſhe 
hath -walhed my feet with tears, and ad -4ae them with the 
hairs of her head. Thou gaveſt me no kiſs: but this woman 
ſince the time I came in hath not ceaſed to kiſs my feet. 
My head with oil thou didſt not anoint: but this woman 
hath anointed my feet with ointment. Wherefore I ſay 
unto thee, Her ſins, which are many, are forgiven; for ſhe 
loved much: but to whom little is forgiven, the ſame loveth 
little. And he ſaid unto her, Thy ſins are forgiven. And 
they that ſat at meat with him began to ſay within them- 
ſelves, Who is this that forgiveth ſins alſo? and he ſaid 
to the woman, Thy faith hath ſaved thee; go in peace.

Ax it came to paſs afterward, that he went throughout 
every city and village, 2 and ſhewing the glad 
tidings pr 4 the kingdom of God: .and the twelve were with 
him, and certain women, which had been healed of evil 
ſpirits and infirmities, Mary called Magdalene, out of 
whom went ſeven devils, and Joanna the wife of Chuza 
Herod's ſteward, and Suſanna, and many others, which 
miniſtered unto him of their ſubſtance. And when much 
people were gathered together, and were come to him ont 
of every city, he ſpake by a parable: A ſower went out to 
ſow his ſeed: and as he ſowed, ſome fell by the way-ſide; 
and it was trodden down, and the fowls of the air de- 
zoured ĩt. And ſome fell upon a rock; and as ſoon as, it 
it; was 
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was: ups it withered away, becauſe it lacked moiſtare, 
And ſome fell among chorus; and the thorns fprang up 


With it, and choaked it. And other fell on ood ground, 


and ſprang up, and bare fruit an hundred fold. And when 
he had ſaid theſe things, he cried, He that bath ears to 
hear, let him hear. And his diſciples atked him, faying, 
What might this parable be? and he ſaid, Unto you it is 
given to know the myſteries of the kingdom of God: but 
to others in parables; that ſeeing they might not ſee, and 
hearing chey might not underſtand. Now the parable is 
this: The ſeed is the word of God. Thoſe by the way 
fide are they that hear; then cometh the devil, and taketh 
away the word out of their hearts, leſt they ſhould believe 
and be ſaved. They on the rock are they, which, when 
they hear, receive the word with joy; and theſe have no 
root, which for a while believe, and in time of temptation 
fall away. And that which fell among thorns are they, 
which, when they have heard, go forth, and are choaked 
with cares and riches and pleaſures of this life, and bring no 
fruit to perfe&ion. But that on the good ground are they, 
Which, in an honeſt and good heart, having heard the 


. word, keep it, and bring forth fruit with patience. 


No man, when he hath lighted a candle, covereth it with 
a veſſel, or putteth it under a bed; but ſetteth it on a 
candleſtick, that they which enter in may . fee the light, 
For nothing is ſecret, that ſhall not be made manifeſt ; 
neither any thing hid, that ſhall not be known and .come 
abroad. T ake heed therefore how ye hear: for whoſoever 
bath, to him hall be given; and whoſoever hath not, 
from him ſhall be taken even that which he ſeemeth to 
Then came to him his mother and his brethren; and 
could not come at him for the preſs. And it was told him 
by certain, which ſaid, Thy mother and thy brethren ſtand 
without, defiring to ſee thee, And he anfwered and ſaid 
unto them, My mother and my brethren are theſe which 
heat: the word of God, and do it. 
Now it came to paſs on a certain day, that he went into 
a ſhip with his diſciples: and he faid unto them, Let us g 

over um the other hide of the lake. » - | 
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forth; But as they ſailed he fell aſleep: and there came 
down a ſtorm of wind on the lake; and they were filled 
with water, and were in jeopardy. And they came to him, 
and awoke him, ſaying, Maſter, maſter, we periſh. Then 
he aroſe, and rebuked the wind and the raging of the water: 
and they ceaſed, and there was a calm. And he ſaid unto 
them, Where is your faith ? and they being afraid, won- 
dered, faying, one to another, What manner of man is this? 
for he commandeth even the winds and water, and they 
him. 

And they arrived at the country of the Gadarenes, 
which is over againſt Galilee. And when he went forth to 
land, there met him out of the city a certain man, which 
had devils long time, and ware no clothes, neither abode in 
any houſe, but in the tombs. When he ſaw Jeſus, he cried 
out, and fell down before him, and with a loud voice ſaid, 
What have I to do with thee, Jeſus, thou Son of God 
Moſt High? I beſeech thee, torment me not. (For he had 
comma the unclean ſpirit to come out of the man. 
For oftentimes it had caught him : and he was kept bound 
with chains and in fetters 5 and he brake the bands, and was 
driven of the devil into the wilderneſs.) And Jeſus aſked 
him, ſaying, What is thy name? and he ſaid, Legion: 
becauſe-many devils were entered into him. And they be- 
ſought him that he would not command them to ge out into 
the deep. And there was there an herd of many ſwine 
feeding on the mountain: and they beſought him that he 
would ſuffer them to enter into them. And he ſuffered 
them. Then went the devils out of the man, and entered 
into the ſwine : and the herd ran violently down a ſteep 

lace into the lake, and were choked. When they that 
them ſaw what was done, they fled, and went and told 
it in the city and in the country. Then they went out to 
ſee what was done; and came to Jeſus, and found the man, 
out of whom the devils were departed, fitting at the feet of 
Jeſus, clothed, and in his right mind : and they wete afraid. 
They alſo which ſaw it told them by what means be that 
was poſſeſſed of the devils was healed, $7 wo, 

Then the whole multitude of the country of the -Gada« 
renes round about beſought him to depart fr ea 
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they were taken with great fear: and he went up into the 
ſhip,/and returned back again. Now the man out of whom 
the devils were departed beſought him that he might be with 
him: but Jeſus ſent him away, ſaying, Return to thine own 
houſe, and ſhew how great things God hath done unto thee, 
And he went his way, and publiſhed throughout the whole 
city how great things Jeſus had done unto him. And it 
came to paſs, that when Jeſus was returned, the people 
gladly received him: for they were all waiting for him. 

And, behold, there came a man named Jairus, and he 


Was a ruler of the ſynagogue: and he fell down at Jeſus's 


feet, and beſought him that he would come into his houſe : 
for he had one only daughter, about twelve years of age, 
and ſhe lay a dying. But as he went the people thronged 
him. = | 4 

And a woman having an afſue of blood twelve years, 
which had ſpent all her living upon phyſicians, neither 
could be healed of any, came behind him, and touched the 
border of his garment: and immediately her iſſue of blood 
ſtanched. And Jeſus ſaid; Who touched me? when all 
denied, Peter and they that were with him ſaid, Maſter, 
the multitude - throng thee and preſs thee, and ſayeſt thou, 
Who touched me? and Jeſus ſaid, Somebody hath touched 
me: for I perceive that virtue is gone out of me. And 
when the woman ſaw that ſhe was not hid, ſhe came trem- 
bling, and falling down before him, the declared unto him 
before all the people for what cauſe ſhe had touched him, 
and how ſhe was healed immediately. And he ſaid unto 
her, Daughter, be of good comfort: thy faith hath made 
thee whole; go in peace. | 0 | 
While he yet ſpake, there cometh. one from the ruler of 
the ſynagogue's houſe, ſaying to him, Thy daughter is 
dead; trouble not the maſter. But when Jeſus heard it, he 
anſwered him, ſaying, Fear not: believe only, and ſhe ſhall 
be made whole. And when he came into the houſe, he 
ſuffered no man to go in, ſave Peter, and James, and John, 
and the father and mother of the maiden. - And all wept, 
and bewailed her: but he ſaid, Weep not; ſhe is not dead, 
but ſfeepeth. And they laughed him to ſcorn, knowing 
that ſne was dead. And he put them all out, and took ber 
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by the hand, and called, ſaying, Maid, ariſe. And her 


ſpirit came again: and ſhe aroſe ſtraightway: and he com- 
manded to give her meat. And her parents were aſtoniſhed: 
but he charged them that they ſhould tell no man what w 
done.

Tux he called his twelve diſciples together, and gave 
them power and authority over all devils, and to cure diſ- 
eaſes. And he ſent them to preach the kingdom of God, 
and to heal the ſick. And he faid unto them, Take no- 
thing for your journey, neither ſtaves, nor ſerip, neither 
bread, neither money; neither have two coats apiece. And 
whatſoever houſe ye enter into, there abide, and thence de- 
part. And whoſoever will not receive you, when ye go out - 
of that city, ſhake off the very duſt from your — for a 
teſtimony againſt them. AGE they departed, and went 
— the towns, preaching the goſpel, and healing every 
Where. | 

Now Hered the tetrarch heard of all that was done by 
him: and he was perplexed, becauſe that it was ſaid of 
ſome, that John was rifen from the dead; and of ſome, that 
Elias had appeared; and of others, that one of the old 
prophets, was riſen again. And Herod ſaid, John have I 
beheaded: but who is this, of whom I hear ſuch things? 
and he deſired to ſee him. And the apoſtles, when they 
were returned, told him all that they had done. And he 
took them, and went aſide privately into a deſert place be- 


Jonging to the city called Bethſaida. And the people, 


when they knew it, followed him: and he received them, 
and ſpake unto them of the kingdom of God, and healed 
them that had need of healing. And when the day began 
to wear away, then came the twelve, and ſaid unto him, 
Send the multitude away, that they may go into the towns 
and country round about, and lodge, and get victuals ; for 


we are here in a deſert place. But he ſaid unto, them, 


Give ye them to eat. And they ſaid, We have no morg 
but five;loaves and two ſiſnes; except we ſhould go and buy 
meat for all this people. For they were about ſive thouſand 


men, And he ſaid to his diſciples, Make them fit down b

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fit doum. Then he took the five loaves and the two fiſhes, 
and looking N. to heaven, he bleſſed them, and brake, and 
gave to the diſeiples to ſet before the multitude. And they 
did eat, and were all filled: and there was taken up of frag- 
ments that remained to them twelve baſkets. 

And it came to paſs, as he was alone praying, his diſei- 
ples were with him: and he aſked them, faying, Whom 
Nay the people that I am? they anſwering ſaid, John the 
Baptiſt; but ſome ſay Elias; and others ſay, That one 
of the old 3 is riſen again. He ſaid unto them, 
But whom lay ye that I am? Peter anſwering ſaid, The 
Chriſt of God. And he ſtraitly charged them and com- 
manded them to tell no man that thing; faying, The Son 
of man muſt ſuffer many things, and be rejected of the 
elders and chief prieſts and ſcribes, and be ſlain, and be 
raiſed the third day. | 
And he ſaid to them all, If any man will come after me, 
let him deny himſelf, and take up his croſs daily, and fol- 
low me. For whoſoever will ſave his life ſhall loſe it: but 
whoſocyer will loſe his life for my ſake, the fame ſhall ſave 
it. For what'is a man advantaged, if he gain the whole 
world, and loſe himſelf, or be caſt away? For whoſoever 
mall be aſnamed of me and of my words, of him ſhall the 
Son of Man be aſhamed, when he ſhall come in his own 
glory, and in his Father's, and of the holy angels. But 1 
tell you of a truth, there be ſome ſtanding here, which ſhall 
not taſte of death, till they fee the kingdom of God. 

And it came to paſs about an eight days after theſe ſay. 
ings, he took Peter and John and James, and went up into 
a mountain to pray. And as he prayed, the faſhion of 
his countenance was altered, and his raiment was white 
and gliſtering. And, behold, there talked with him 
two men, which were Moſes and Elias: who appeared in 
glory, and ſpake of his deceaſc which he ſhould accompliſh 
at Jeruſalem. But Peter and they that were with him were 
heavy with ſleep: and when they were awuke, they ſaw his 
glory, and the two men that ſtood with him. Ancſd it came 
to paſs, as they departed from him, Peter ſaid unto Jeſus, 
Maſter, it is good ſor us to be here: and let us make three 
tabervacles; one for thee, and one for Moſes, 9

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for Elias: not knowing what he ſaid. While he 


thus ſpake, there came a cloud, and overſhadowed 
them: and they feared as they entered into the cloud. 
And there came a voice out of the cloud, ſaying, 
This is my beloved Son : hear him. And when the voice 
was: paſt, Jeſus was found alone. And they kept it cloſe, 
and told no man in thoſe days any of thoſe things which 
they had ſeen. 

And it came to paſs, that on the next day, when they 
were come down from the hill, much people met him. And, 

behold, a man of the company cried out, ſaying, Maſter, I 
beſcech thee, look upon my fon : for he is mine only child. 
Aud, lo, # ſpirit taketh him, and he ſuddenly crieth out; 
and it teareth him that he foameth again, and bruiſing him 
hardly departeth from him. And I beſought thy diſciples 
to caſt him out; and they could not. And Jefus anſwer- 
ing ſaid, O faithleſs and perverſe generation, how long ſhall 
Ide wich you, and ſuffer you? bring thy ſon hither. And 
as he was yet a coming, the devil threw him down, and tare 
him. 2 rebuked the unclean ſpirit, and healed the 
child, and delivered him again to his father. ?, 
Andthey were all amazed at the migh 7 * God. 
But while they wondered every one at all things which 
Jeſus did, he ſaid unto his diſciples, Let theſe ſayings ſink 

own into your ears: for the Son of Man ſhall be delivered 
into the hands of men. But they underſtood not this ſay- 
ing, and it was hid from them, that they perceived it fot : 
and they feared to aſk him of that ſaying. 

Then there aroſe a reaſoning among them, which of 
them ſhould be greateſt. And Jeſus, perceiving the 
thought of their heart, took a child, and ſet him by him, 
and {aid unto them, Whoſoever ſhall receive this child in 
my name receiveth me: and whoſoever ſhall receive me re- 
ceiveth him that ſent me: for he that is leaſt among you all, 
the ſame ſhall be great. G 

And John anſwered and ſaid, Maſter, we ſaw one caſti 
out devils in thy name; and we forbad him, becauſe he fo 
loweth not with us. And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Forbid him 
not: for he that is not againſt us is for us. Y f 

And.t came to paſs, when the time was come =_ -- 
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face was as thouph he would 80 to Jeruſalem. And when 
aw this, they ſaid, Lord, wilt 


and conſume them, even as Elias did? but he turned, and 
rebuked them, and ſaid, Ye know not what manner of ſpirit 
ye are of. For the Son of Man is not come to deltroy 
=o lives, but to fave them. And they went to another 
| age, | 

'v Abd i. came to paſs, that, as they went in the way, a 
certain man ſaid unto him, Lord, I will follow thee whither- 
ſvever thou goeſt. And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Foxes have 
holes, and birds of the air have neſts; but the Son of Man 


hath not where to lay his head. And he faid unto another, 


Follow me. But he faid, Lord, ſuffer me firſt to go and 
hw el father. Jeſus ſaid unto him, Let the dead bury 

ieir-dead:' but go thou and preach the kingdom of God. 
And another alſo faid, Lord, I will follow thee ; but let 


me firſt go bid them farewel, which are at home at my 


houſe. And Jeſus ſaid unto him, No man, having put his 
hand to the plough, and looking back, is fit for the king- 
dom of God. A + 


Arras theſe things the Lord appointed other ſeventy 

alſo, and ſent them two and two before his face into every 
ity and place, whither he himſelf would come. 
Therefore ſaid he unto them, The harveſt truly is great, 

but the labourers are few: pray ye therefore the Lord of 


_ the harveſt; that he would ſend forth labourers into his 


harveſt. Go your ways: behold, I fend you forth as lambs 
among wolves. Carry neither purſe, nor ſcrip, nor ſhoes: 

And into whatſoever houſe 
ye enter, firſt ſay, Peace be to this houſe. And if the 
Son of Peace be there, your peace ſhall reſt upon it: if not, 
it ſhall turn to you again.

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into whatſoeyer city ye enter, and they receive you, eat ſuch 
things as are ſet before you: and heal the ſick that are 
therein, and ſay unto them, The kingdom of God is come 
nigh unto you. But into whatſoever city ye enter, and they 
receive you not, go your ways out into the ſtreets of tlie 
ſame, and fay, Even the very duſt of your city, which 
cleayeth on us, We do wipe off againſt you: notwithſtand- 
ing be ye ſure of this, that the kingdom of God is come 
nigh unto you. But I ſay unto you, That it ſhall be more 
een in that day for Sodom, than for that city. Woe 
unto thee, Chorazin! woe unto thee, Bethſaida ! for if the 
mighty works had been done in Tyre- and Sidon, which 
have been done in you, they had a great while ago repented, 
fitting in ſackcloth and aſhes, But it ſhall be more tolera- 
ble for Tyre and Sidon at the judgment than for you. And 
thou, Capernaum, which art exalted to heaven, ſhall be 
thrult down to hell. He that heareth you heareth me; and 
he that deſpiſeth you deſpiſeth me; and he that deſpiſeth 
me deſpiſeth him that ſent me. | 

And the ſeyenty returned again with joy, ſaying, Lord, 
even the devils are ſubject unto us through thy name. And 
he ſaid unto them, I beheld ſatan as Loving fail from 
heaven. Behold, I give unto you power to tread on ſer- 
pents and ſcorpions, and over all the power of the enemy: 
and nothing ſhall by any means hurt you. Notwithſtand- 
ing in this rejoice not, that the ſpirits are ſubject unto you; 
but rather rejoice, becaute your names are written in 
heaven, 

In that hour Jeſus rejoiced in ſpirit, and ſaid, I thank 
thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and earth, that thou haſt 
hid theſe things from the wiſe and prudent, and halt re- 
vealed them unto babes: even ſo, Father; for ſo it ſeemed 
good in thy ſight. All things are delivered to me of my 
Father: and no man knoweth who the Son is, but the Fa- 
ther; and who the Father is, but the Son, and he to whom 
the, Son will reveal him. 

And he turned him unto his diſciples, and {aid privately, 
Bleſſed, are the eyes which fee the things that ye ſee: for 
I tell you, that many prophets and kings have deſued to. 
ſee thoſe things which ye ſee, and have not ſeen them f

and to hear thoſe things which ye hear, and have not heard 
And, behold, a certain lawyer ſtood! up, and tempted 
him, ſaying, Maſter, what ſhall I do to inherit eternal life? 
He ſaid unto him, What it written in the law? how readeſt 
thou and he anſwering ſaid, Thou ſhalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy foul, and with 
all thy ſtrength, and with all thy mind; and thy neighbour 
as thyſelf.

And on the morrow when he departed, he took out two

Ax it came to pals, that, as he was praying in a certain 
place, when he ceated, one of his diſciples ſaid unto him, 
Lord, teach us to pray, as John alſo taught his diſciples. 
And he ſaid unto them, When ye pray, ſay, Our Father 
which art in heaven, hallowed be thy name. Thy king- 
dom come. Thy will be done, as in heaven, ſo in earth. 
Give us day by day our daily bread: and forgive us our 
ſins; for wer allo forgive every one that is indebted to us. 
And lead us not into temptation; but deliver us from evil. 
And he ſaid unto them, Which of you ſhall have a friend, 
and ſhall go unto him at midnight, and ſay unto. him, 
Friend, lend me three loaves; for a friend of mine in his 
journey is come to me, and I have nothing to ſet before 
him? and he from within ſhall anſwer and ſay, Trouble 
me not: the door is now ſhut, and my children are with 
me in bed; I cannot riſe and give thee. I fay unto you, 
Though he will not riſe and give him, hecauſe he is his 
friend, yet-becauſe of his importunity he will riſe and give 
him as many as he needeth. And I ſay unto you, Aſk, 
and it ſhall be given you; ſeek, and ye ſhall find; knock, 
and it ſhall be opened unto you. For cvery one that-aſketh 
receiveth; and he that ſeeketh ſindeth; and to him that 
knocketh it ſhall be opened. If a ſon ſhall aſk bread of 
any of you that is a father, will he give him a ſtone? or if 
he eſſt a fiſh, will he for a fiſh give him a ſerpent? or if 
he aſk an egg, will he offer him a ſcorpion? if ye then, 
being evil, know how to give good gifts unto your children: 
how much more ſhall e Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that aſk him? 

And he was caſting out à devil, and it was dumb. And 
it came to paſs, when the der was: gone out, the dumb: 
ſpake; and the people wondered. But ſome of them ſaid, 

e caſteth out devils through Beelzebub the chief of the 
devils. And others, tempting him, ſought of him a ſign 
from heaven. But be, knowing their thoughts, ſaid kgs: 
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them, Every kingdom divided againſt itſelf is brought to 
deſolation; and a houſe divideb againſt a houſe falleth. 
If Satan alſo be divided againſt himſelf, how ſhall his king- 
dom ſtand? becauſe ye ſay that I caſt out devils through 
Beelzebub. And if I by Beelzebub caſt out devils, by 
whom do your ſons caſt them out? therefore ſhall they be 
your judges. But if I with the finger of God caſt out de- 


vils, no doubt the kingdom of God is come upon you. 


When a ſtrong man armed keeperh his palace, his goods are 
in peace: but when a ſtronger than he ſhall come upon him 
and overcome him, he taketh from him all his armour, 
wherein he truſted, and divideth his ſpoils. He that is not 
with me is againſt me; and he that gathereth not with me 
ſcattereth. When the unclean ſpirit is gone out of a man, 
he walketh through dry places, ſeeking reſt; and finding 
none, he faith, I will return unto my houſe whence I came 
out. And when he cometh, he findeth it {wept and par- 
niſned: then goeth he, and taketh to him ſeven other 
ſpirits more wicked than himſelf; and they enter in, and 
dwell there: and the laſt ſtate of that man is worſe than 
the firſt. 's $13 | 

And it came to paſs, as he ſpake theſe things, a certain 
woman of the company lifted. up her voice, and ſaid unto 
him, Bleſſed is the womb that bare thee, and the paps 
which thou haſt ſucked. But he ſaid,” Yea rather, bleſſed 


are they that hear the word of God, and keep it. 


And when the people were gathered thick together, he 


began to ſay, This is an evil generation: they ſeek a ſign; 


and there ſhall no ſign be given it, but the ſign of Jonas the 
prophet. For as Jonas was a ſign unto the Ninevites, ſo 
ſhall alſo the Son of Man be to this generation. 'The queen 
of the ſouth ſhall riſe up in the judgment with the men of 
this generation, and condemn them: for ſhe came from the 
utmoſt parts of the earth to hear the wiſdom of Solomon; 
and behold, a'greater than Solomon is here. 'The men of 
Nineve ſhall rife up in the judgment with this generation, 
and ſhall condemn it: for they repented at the preaching of 
Jonas; and behold, a greater than Jonas is here, No man, 


when he hath lighted a candle, putteth it in a ſecret place, 
neither under a buſhel, but on a candleſtick, that they which 
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eome in may. ſre the light. The of the is the 
eye: there re when thine eye is „thy w 
alſo is full of light; but when thine eye is evil, thy body 
alſo is full of darkneſs. Take heed therefore that the light 
which is in thee be not darkneſs : if thy whole body there- 
fore be full of light, having no part dark, the whole ſhall 
be full of light, as when the bright fhining of a candle doth 
give thee light. 

And as he ſpake, a certain phariſee beſought him to dine 
with him : and he went in, and fat down to meat. And 
when the phariſee ſaw it, he marvelled that he had not firſt 
waſhed before dinner. And the Lord faid unto him, Now 
do ye phariſees make clean the outſide of the cup and the 
platter; but your inward part is full of ravening and wicked- 
neſs. Ye fools, did not he that made that which is with- 
out, make that which is within alſo? but rather give alma 
of fuch things as ye have; and, behold, all things are clean 
unto you. But woe unto you, phariſees ! for ye tithe mint, 
and rue, and all manner of herbs, and paſs over judgment 
and the love of God: theſe ought ye to have done, and 
not to leave the other undone, Woe unto you, phariſees, 
for ye love the uppermoſt feats in the ſynagogues, and greet- 
ings in the markets. Woe unto you, ſeribes and phariſees, 
hypocrites, for ye are as graves which appear not, and the 
men that walk over them are not aware of them, 

Then anſwered one of the lawyers, and ſaid unto him, 
Maſter, thus ſaying, thou reproacheſt us all. And he faid, 
Woe unto you, alſo, ye lawyers, for ye lade men with bur- 
dens grievous to be borne, and ye yourſelves touch not the 
burdens with one of your fingers. Woe unto you, for ye 
build the ſepulchres of the prophets, and your fathers killed- 


them. Truly ye bear witneſs that ye allow the deeds of 


your fathers : for they indeed killed them, and ye build their 
ſepulchres. Therefore alſo ſaid the wiſdom of God, I will 
fend them prophets and apoſtles, and ſome of them 

ſhall ſlay and perſecute. That the blood of all the prophets, 
which” were ſhed from the foundation of the world, may be 
required of this generation: from the blood of Abel unto 
the blood of Zacharias, which periſhed between the altar 
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of this generation. Woe unto you, lawyers, for ye have 
taken away the key of knowledge: ye enter not in your. 
ſelves, and them that were entering in ye hindered. - And 
as he ſaid theſe things unto them, the ſcribes and the phari- 
ſees began to urge him vehemently, and to provoke him to 
ſpeak of many things: laying wait for him, and ſeeking to 
catch ſomething out of his mouth, that they might accuſe 


him. 
: XIL | 
In the mean time, when there were gathered together an 
innumerable multitude of people, inſomuch that they trod 
one upon another, he began to {ay to his diſciples firſt of all, 
Beware ye of the leaven of the phariſees, which is hy po- 
criſy. But there is nothing covered that ſhall not be re. 
vealed; neither hid, that ſhall not be known : therefore 
_ whatſoever ye have ſpoken in darkneſs ſhall be heard in the 
light, and that which ye have ſpoken in the ear, in cloſets; 
ſhall be proclaimed upon the houſe-tops. And 1 fay unto 
you my friends, Be not afraid of them that kill the body, 
and after that have no more that they can do. But I will 
forewarn you whom ye ſhall fear: fear him, which after he 
Bath killed, hath power to caſt into hell; yea, I fay unto 
you, Fear him. Are not five ſparrows ſold for two far- 
things, and not one of them is forgotten before God ? but 
even the very hairs of your head are all numbered. Fear 
not therefore; ye are of more value than many ſparrows, 
Alſo I ſay unto you, Whoever ſhall confeſs me before men, 
him ſhall the Son of Man alſo confeſs before the angels of 
God: but he that denieth me before men, ſkall be denied 
before the angels of God. And whoſoever ſhall ſpeak a 
word againſt the Son of Man, it ſhall be forgiven him, but 
unto him that blaſphemeth againſt the Holy Ghoſt, it ſhall 
not be forgiven, And when they bring you unto the ſy na- 
gogues, and unto magiſtrates, and powers, take ye no thought 
how or what thing ye ſhall anſwer, or what ye ſhall ſay: 
for the Holy Ghoſt ſhall teach you in the ſame hour what 
e ought to ſay. And one of the company ſaid unto him, 
Maſter, {peak to my brother, that he divide the inheritance 
with me. And he ſaid unto him, Man, who made me a 
judge or a divider over you ? and he ſaid unto them, _ 
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Keed, and beware of covetouſneſs ; for a man's life conſiſt- 
eth not in the abundance of the _—_ which he poſſeſſeth. 


And he ſpake a parable unto them, ſaying, The ground of 
à certain rich man brought forth plentifully : and he thought 
within himſelf, ſaying, What ſhall I do, becauſe I have no 
room where to beſtow my fruits? and he ſaid, This will I 
do: I will pull down my barns, and build greater; and there 
will I beſtow all my fruits and my goods. And I will fay- 
to my ſoul, Soul, thou haſt much goods laid up for many 
years; take thine eaſe, eat, drink, and be merry. But 
God ſaid unto him, Thou fool, this night thy ſoul ſhall be 
required of thee : then whoſe ſhall thoſe things be, which 
thou haſt provided? ſo is he that layeth up treaſure for 
himſelf, and is not rick towards God, | 
And he faid unto his diſciples, Therefore I ſay unto you, 
Take no thought for your life, what ye ſhall eat, neither 
for the body, what ye ſhall put on. The life is more than 
meat, and the body is more than raiment. Conſider the 
ravens, for they neither ſow nor reap ; which neither have 
ſtorehouſe nor barn, and God feedeth them: how mach 
more are ye better than the fowls? and which of you with 
taking thought can add to his ſtature one cubit? if ye then be 
not able to do that thing which is leaſt, why take ye thought 
for the reſt ? conſider the lilies how they grow: they toil 
not, they ſpin not, and yet I ſay unto you, That Solomon 
18 all his glory, was not arrayed like one of theſe, If then 
God fo clothe the graſs, which is to-day in the field, and 
to-morrow is caſt into the oven, how much more will he 
clothe you, O ye of little faith? and ſeek not ye what ye 
ſnall eat, or what ye ſhall drink, neither be ye of doubtful 
mind: for all theſe things do the nations of the world ſeek . 
after; and your Father knoweth that ye have need of theſe - 
things ;; but rather ſeek ye the kingdom of God, and all theſe" 
things ſhall be added unto you. Fear not, little flock ; for 
it is your Father's good pleaſure to give you the kingdom. 
Sell that ye have, and give alms; provide yourſelves bags 
which wax not old, a treaſure in the heavens that faileth not, 
where no thief approacheth, neither moth corrupteth: for 
where your wee is, there will your heart be alſo. Let 
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your loing be girded about, and your lights burning; and 
Fe yourſelves like unto men that wait for their lord, when 

will return from the wedding ; that when he cometh and 
knocketh, they may open to him immediately. Bleſſed are 
thoſe ſervants, whom the Lord when he cometh ſhall find 
watching: verily I ſay unto you, that he ſhall gird himſelf, 
and make them to fit down to meat, and will come forth 
and ſerve them. And if he ſhall come in the ſecond watch, 
or come in the third watch, and find them ſo, bleſſed are 
thoſe ſervants. And this know, that if the good man of 
the houſe had known what hour the thief would come, he 
would have watched, and not have ſuffered his houſe to be 


broken through. Be ye therefore ready alſo: for the Son 


of Man cometh at an hour when ye think not. 

Then Peter ſaid unto him, Lord, ſpeakeſt thou this pa- 
Table unto us, or even to all? and Lord ſaid, Who 
then is that faithful and wiſe ſteward, whom his lord ſhall 
make ruler over his houſhold, to give them their portion of 
meat in due ſeaſon? bleſſed is that ſervant, whom his lord 
when he cometh ſhall find fo doing: of a truth I fay unto 

ou, 'That he will make him ruler over all that he hath, 
Put and if that ſervant ſay in his heart, My lord. delayeth 
his coming; and ſhall begin to beat the men ſervants, and 
maidens, and to eat and drink, and to be drunken ; the 
lord of that ſervant will come in a day when he looketh not 
for him, and at an hour when he is not aware, and will cut 
him in ſander, and will appoint him his portion with the 
unbelievers. And that ſervant, which knew his lord's will, 
and prepared not himſelf, neither did according to his will, 
ſhall be beaten with many ſtripes. But he that knew not, 
and did commit things worthy of ſtripes, ſhall be beaten with 
few ſtripes. For unto whomſoever much is given, of him 
ſhall be much required: and to whom men have committed 
much, of him they will aſk the more. 

I am come to ſend fire on the earth; and what will J, 
if it be already kindled ? but I have a baptiſm to be bap- 
tized with; and how am I ſtraitened till it be accom- 


lſhed ! ſuppoſe ye that I am come to give peace on earth? 
1 "Na 2 but rather diviſion: for from henceforth 


tell you, 
there Gal be five in one houſe divided, three againſt two, 


and 
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und two againſt three. The father ſhall be divided againſt 
the ſon, and the ſon againſt the father ; the mother againſt 
the daughter, and the daughter againſt the mother; the 
mother - in- law againſt her daughter-in-law, and the daughter- 
in-law againſt her mother-in-law. 

And he ſaid alſo to the people, When ye ſee a cloud 
riſe out of the weſt, ftraightway ye ſay, There cometh u 
ſhower, and ſo it is. And when ye ſee the ſouth wind blow, 

e ſay, There will be heat, and it cometh to paſs. Ye 
hypocrites, ye can diſcern the face of the ſky and of the 
earth; but how is it that ye do not diſcern this time? yea, 
and wWhy even of yourſelves judge ye not what is right? 

When thou with thine adverſary to the magiſtrate, 
as thou art in the way, give diligence that thou mayelt be 
delivered from him ; Jeſt he hale thee to the judge, and the 
judge deliver thee to the officer, and the officer caſt thee 
into priſon. I tell thee, thou ſhalt not depart thence, till 
thou haſt paid the very laſt mite,

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And he was teaching in one of the ſynagogues on the 


ſabbath; and behold,” there was a woman which had a 


ſpirit of infirmity eighteen years, and was bowed together, 
and could in no wiſe lift up herſelf. And when Jeſus ſaw 
her, he called her to him, and ſaid unto her, Woman, thou 
art looſed from thine infirmity. And he laid his hands on 
her; and immediately the was made ſtraight, and glorified 
God. And the ruler of the {ynagogue anſwered with in- 
dignation, becauſe that Jeſus had healed on the ſabbath-day, 
and ſaid unto the people, There are ſix gays in which men 
ought to work; in them therefore come and be healed, and 
not on the ſabbath- day. The Lord then anſwered him, and 
ſaid, Thou hypocrite, doth not each one of you on the ſab- 
bath looſe his ox or his aſs from the ſtall, and lead him 
away to watering ? and ought not this woman, being a 
daughter of Abraham, whom ſatan hath bound, u, theſe 
[eighteen years, be looſed from this bond on the fabbath- 
day? and when he had ſaid theſe things, all his adverſaries 
were aſhamed : and all the people rejoiced for all the glo- 
rious things that were done by him. 
Then Fad he, Unto what 1s the kingdom of God like ? 
and whereunto ſhall I reſemble it? it is like a grain of 
.muſtard ſeed, which a man took, and caſt into his garden; 
and it grew, and waxed a great tree, and the fowls of the 
air lodged in the branches of it. And again he ſaid, 
Whereunto ſhall I liken the kingdom of God? it is like 
Jeaven, which a woman took and hid in three meaſures of 
meal, till the. whole was leavened. And he went through 
the cities and villages, teaching, and journeying towards 
Jeruſalem. Then ſaid one unto him, pes are there few 
that be ſaved? and he ſaid unto them, Strive to enter in at the 
ſtrait gate; for many, I ſay unto you, will ſeek to enter in, and 
ſhall not be able.

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depart from me, all ye workers of iniquity. There ſhalk 
be weeping and gnaſhing of teeth, when ye ſhall ſee Abra- 
ham, and Iſaac, aud Jacob, and all the prophets, in the 
kingdom of God, and you yourſelves thruſt out. And they 
ſhall come from the eaſt, and from the weſt, and from the 
north, and from the ſouth, and ſhall fit down in the king- 
dom of God. And behold, there are laſt, which ſhall be 
firlt, and there are firſt which ſhall be laſt, ; 
The ſame day there came certain of the phariſees, ſaying 
unto him, Get thee out, and depart hence, for Herod will 
kill thee. And he ſaid unto them, Go ye, and tell that 
fox, Behold, I caſt out devils, and I do cures to-day and 
to- morrow, and the third day I ſhall be perfected. Never- 
theleſs I muſt walk to-day, and to-morrow, and the day 
following: for it cannot be that a prophet periſh out of 
Jeruſalem. O Jeruſalem, Jeruſalem, which killeſt the pro- 
phetz, and ſtoneſt them that are ſent unto thee 3 how often 
would I have gathered thy children together, as a hen 
doth gather her brood under her wings, and ye would 
not: bebold, your houſe is left unto you deſolate ; and 
yerily I ſay unto you, Ye ſhall not ſee me, until the time 
come when ye ſhall ſay, Bleſſed is he that cometh in th 
name of the Lord, IT ky 
"OY? . XIV. | 
Ax it came to paſs, as he went into the houſe of one of 
the chief phariſees to eat bread on the ſabbath-day, that 
they watched him. And, behold, there was a certain man 
before him which had the dropſy. And Jeſus anſwering 
ſpake unto the lawyers and phariſees, ſaying, Is it lawful 
to heal on the ſabbath-day ? and they held their peace; 
and he took him, and healed him, and let him go; and 
anſwered them, ſaying, Which of you ſhall have an afs or 


an ox fallen into a pit, and will not ſtraightway pull him 


out on the ſabbath-day ? and they could not anſwer him 
again to theſe things. 

And he put forth a parable to thoſe which were bidden, 
when he marked how they choſe out the chief rooms; ſaying 
unto them, When thou art bidden of any man to a wedding, 
lit not down in the higheſt room; leſt a more honourable 
man than thou be bidden of him; and he that bade thee 
3. ; I 4 and 
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and him, come and fay to thee, Give this man place; and 
thou begin with ſhame to take the loweſt room. But 
when thou art bidden, go and fit down in the loweſt room, 
that when he that bade thee cometh, he may fay unto thee, 
Friend, go up higher: then ſhalt thou have worſhip in the 
preſence of them that fic at meat with thee : for whoſoever 
exalteth himſelf ſhall be abaſed, and he that humbleth him- 
ſelf ſhall be exalted. 

Then faid he alſo to him that bade him, When thou 
makelt a dinner or a fupper, call not thy friends, nor thy 
brethren, neither thy kinſmen, nor thy rich neighbours ; 
Jeſt they alſo bid thee again, and a recompence be made 
__ thee, But when thou makeſt a feaſt, call the poor, the 
maimed, the lame and the blind : and thou ſhalt be bleſſed; 
for they cannot recompence thee : for thou ſhalt be re- 
compenced at the reſurrection of the juſt, 

And when one of them that far at meat with him heard 
theſe things, he ſaid unto him, Bleſſed is he that ſhall cat 
bread in the kingdom of God. Then ſaid he unto him, 
A certain man made a great ſupper, and bade many: and 
ſent his ſervant at ſupper time, to ſay to them that were 
bidden, Come; for all things are now ready. And they 
all with one conſent began to make excuſe. The ſirſt {aid 
unto him, I have bought a piece of ground, and I mult 
needs go and ſee it: 1 pray thee have me excuſed. And 
another faid, I have bought five yoke of oxen, and I go 
to prove them : I pray thee have me excuſed. And another 
Laid, I have married a wife, and therefore I cannot come. 
So that ſervant came, and ſhewed his lord theſe og. 
Then the maſter of the houſe being angry, ſaid to his ſer- 
vant, Go out quickly into the ſtreets and lanes of the city, 
and bring in hither the poor, and the maimed, and the halt, 
and the blind. And the ſervant ſaid, Lord, it is done as 
thou haſt commanded, and yet there is room. And the 
lord faid unto the ſervant, Go out into the highways and 
hedges, and compel them to come in, that my houſe ma 
be filled; for I lay unto you, that none of hole men whi 
were bidden, ſhall taſte of my ſupper. 

And there went great multitudes with him: and he 
turned, and faid unto them, If any man come to me, and

kate not his father and mother, and wife, and children, 
and brethren, and fiſters, yea, and his own life alſo, he 
cannot be my diſciple. And whoſoever doth not bear his 
croſs, and come after me, cannot be my diſciple. For 
which of you intending to build a tower, fitteth not down 
firſt, and counteth the coſt, whether he have ſufficient to 
finiſh it? leſt haply, after he hath laid the foundation, and 
is not able to finiſh it, all that behold it begin to mock 
kim, faying, This man began to build, and was not able to 
finiſh. Or what king, going to make war againſt another 
king, fitteth not down firſt, and confulteth whether 
he be able with ten thoufand, ro meet him that cometh 
againſt him with twenty thouſand ? or elſe, while the 
other is yet a great way off, he ſendeth an ambaſſage, and 
defireth conditions of peace. So likewiſe whoſoever he be 
of you, that forſaketh not all that he hath, he cannot be 
my diſciple, 

Salt is good: but if the falt have loſt its ſavour where- 
with ſhall it be ſeaſoned ? It is neither fit for the land, 
nor yet for the dunghill ; but men caſt it out, He that 
hath ears to hear, let him hear. 


XV, 

Tux drew near unto him all the publicans and ſinners 
for to hear him; and the phariſees and ſcribes murmured, 
faying, This man receiveth ſinners, and eateth with them. 

And he ſpake this parable unto them, ſaying, What man 
of you, having an hundred ſheep, if he loſe one of them, 
doth not leave the ninety and nine in the wilderneſs, and go 
after that which is loſt, until he find it? and when Fe 
hath found it, he layeth it on his ſhoulders, rejoicing. And 
when he cometh home, he calleth together his friends 
and neighbours, ſaying unto them, Rejoice with me, for 
I have found the ſheep which was loſt.

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it, ſhe calleth her friends and her neighbours together, 
ſaying, Rejoice with me; for I have found the piece 
which I had loſt, Likewiſe, I ſay unto you, there is joy 
in the preſence of the angels of God over one finner that 
repenteth, . 

a And he ſaid, A certain man had two ſons: and the 
younger of them ſaid to his father, Father, give me the 
portion of goods that falleth to me, And he divided unto 
them his living. And not many days after, the younger 
fon gathered all together, and took his journey into a far 
country, and there waſted his ſubſtance with riotous living, 
And when he had ſpent all, there aroſe a mighty famine 
in that land; and he began to be in want. And he went 
and joined himſelf to a citizen of that country; and he 
ſent him into his fields to feed ſwine. And he would fain 
have filled his belly with the huſks that the ſwine did eat: 
and no man gave unto him. And when he came to him- 
ſelf, he ſaid, How many hired ſervants of my father's have 
bread enough and to ſpare, and I periſh with hunger!

And the ſon ſaid unto him, Father, 
J have ſinned againſt heaven, and in thy fight, and am no 
more worthy to be called thy ſon. But the father ſajd to 
his ſervants, Bring forth the belt robe, and put it on him; 
and put a ring on his hand, and ſhoes on his feet: and 
bring hither the fatted calf, and kill it; and let us cat, and 
be merry: for this my ſon was dead, and is alive again; 
he was loft, and is found. And they began to be merry. 
Now his elder ſon was in the field; and as he came and 
drew nigh to the houſe, he heard muſic and dancing; and 
he called one of the fervants, and aſked what theſe things 
meant. And he ſaid unto him, Thy brother is come; 
and thy father hath killed the fatted calf, becauſe he hath 


received him ſafe and ſound. And he was angry, and 


would not go in: therefore came his father out and in-

AxD he ſaid alſo unto his diſciples, There was a certain 
rich man, which had a {ſteward : and the ſame was accuſed 
unto him that he had waſted his goods. And he called him, 
and faid unto him, How is it that I hear this of thee ? give 
an account of thy ſtewardſhip ; for thou mayelt be no longer 
ſteward, Then the ſteward ſaid within himſelf, What 
ſhall I do? for my lord taketh away from me the ſteward- 
ſhip; I cannot dig; to beg I am aſhamed, I am reſolved 
what to do, that, when I am put out of the ſtewardſhip, 
they may receive me into their houſes. So he called every 
one of his lord's debtors unto him, and faid unto the firſt, 
How much oweſt thou unto my lord? And he ſaid, An 
hundred meaſures of oil. And he ſaid unto him, Take 
thy bill, and fit down quickly, and write fifty, Then fait 
he to another, And how much owelt thou? And he ſaid, 
An hundred meaſures of wheat. And he ſaid unto him, 
Take thy bill, and write fourſcore. And the lord com- 
mended the unjuſt ſteward, becauſe he had done wiſely: 
for the children of this world are in their generation wiſer 
than the children of light. And I ſay unto you, Make to 
yourſelves friends of the mammon of unrighteouſneſs ; that, 
when ye fail, they may receive you into everlaſting habi- 
tations. | He that is faithful in that which is leaſt, is faithful 
alſo in much: and he that is unjuſt in the leaſt, is unjuſt alſo 
in much. If therefore ye have not been faithful in the 
unrighteous mammon, who will- commit to your truſt the 
true riches? and if ye have not been faithful in that 


your 
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our own? no ſervant car ſerve two maſters ; for either 
e will hate the one, and love the other; or elſe he will 

Hold to the one, and deſpiſe the other, Ye cannot ſerve 

God and mammon. 

And the phariſees alſo, who were covetous, heard all 
theſe things: and they derided him. And he ſaid unto 
them, Ye are they which juſtify yourſelves before men ; 
but God knoweth your hearts : for that which is highly 
eſteemed among men is abomination in the ſight of God. 
The law and the prophets were until John: ſince that time 

God is preached, and every man preſſeth 
into it: and it is eaſier for heaven and earth to paſs, than 


one tittle of the law to fail. Whoſoever putteth away his 


wife, and marrieth another, committeth adultery : and 
whoſoever marrieth her that is put away from her huſband, 
committeth adultery. 

There was a certain rich man, which was clothed in 
purple, and fine linen, and fared ſumptuouſly every day; 


and there was a certain beggar named Lazarus, which was 


Jaid at his gate full of ſores, and deſifing to be fed with 
the crumbs which fell from the rich mau's table: moreover 
the dogs came and licked his ſores. And it came to paſs, 
that the beggar died, and was carried by the angels into 
Abraham's boſom ; the rich man alſo died, and was buried; 
and in hell he lift up his eyes, being in torments, and ſeeth 
Abrabam afar off, and Lazarus in his boſom. - And he 
cried and ſaid, Father Abraham, have mercy on me, and 
ſend Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of his finger in 
water, and cool my tongue ; for I am tormented in this 
flame. But Abraham fa, Son, remember that thou in 
thy life-time receivedſt thy good things, and likewiſe 
Lazarus evil things: but now he is com , and thou 
art tormented. nd beſide all this, between us and yon 
there is a great gulf fixed: fo that they which would pals 
from hence to you cannot : neither can they paſs to us 
that would come from thence, Then he ſaid, I pray thee 
therefore, father, that thou wouldeſt ſend him to my father's 
houſe ; for I have five brethren : that he may teſtify unto 
them, leſt they alſo come into this place of torment, Abs a- 
ham ſaith unto him, They have Moſes and 9 
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let them hear them. And he ſaid, Nay, father Abraham: 
but if one went unto them from the dead, they will repent. 
And he ſaid unto him, If they hear not Moſes and the 


prophets, neither will they be perſuaded, though one roſe 
trom the dead. 1 


Tux ſaid he unto the diſciples, It is impoſſible but that 
offences will come: but woe unto him, through whom 
they come? it were better for him that a milſtone were 
hanged about his neck, and he caſt into the ſea, than that 
he ſhould offend one of theſe little ones. : 

Take heed to yourſeves : if thy brother treſpafs againſt 
thee, rebuke him; and if he repent, forgive him. And if 
he treſpaſs againſt thee ſeven times in a day, and ſeven 
times in a day turn again to thee, ſaying, I repent z thou 
ſhalt forgive him. 

And the apoſtles faid unto the Lord, Increaſe our faith. 
And the Lord ſaid, If ye had faith as a grain of muſtard 
ſeed, ye might fay unto the ſycamine tree, Be thou plucked 

by the root, and be thou planted in the ſea; and it ſhould 
& you. But which of you, having a ſervant plowing or 
feeding cattle, will ſay unto him by and by, when he is 
come from the field, Go and ſit down to meat; and will 


not rather ſay unto him, Make ready wherewith I may 


ſup, and gird thyſelf, and ſerve me, till I have eaten and 
drunken; and afterward thou ſhalt eat and drink? doth 
he thank that ſervant becauſe he did the things that were 
commanded hint? I trow not. So likewife ye, when ye 
ſhall have done all thoſe things which are commanded you, 
fay, We are unprofitable ſervants: we have done that which 
was our duty to do. 

And it came to paſs, as he went to Jeruſalem that he 

fed through the midſt of Samaria and Galilee, And as 
he entered into a certain village, there met him ten men 
that were lepers, which ſtood afar off: and they lifted up 
their voices, and faid, Jefus, Maſter, have mercy on us, 
And when he ſaw them, he faid unto them, Go ſhew your- 
ſelves unto the prieſts. And it came to paſs, that, as they 
went, they were cleanſed. And one of them, when he 
ſaw that he was healed, turned back, and with a loud voice 
0 9 gloriſied 
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glorified God, and fell down on his face at his feet, giving 
him thanks: and he was a Samaritan, And Jeſus an- 
ſwering ſaid, Were there not ten cleanſed? but where are 
the nine ? there are not found that returned to give glory 
to God, fave this ſtranger. And he ſaid unto him, Ariſe, 
o thy way: thy faith hath made thee whole. 
And when he was demanded of the phariſees, when the 
kingdom of God ſhould come, he anſwered them and ſaid, 
The kingdom of God cometh not with obſervation: neither 
ſhall they ſay, Lo here! or, lo there! for, behold, the 
kingdom of God is within you. 
- And he faid unto the diſciples, 'The days will come, 
when ye ſhall deſire to ſee one of the days of the Son of 
Man, and ye ſhall not ſee it. And they ſhall ſay to you, 
See here; or, ſee there: go not after them, nor follow 
them, For as the lightning, that lighteneth out of the one 
art under heaven, ſhineth unto the other part under heaven; 
10 ſhall alſo the Son of Man be in his day. But ſirſt mult 
he ſuffer many things, and be rejected of this generation. 
And as it was in the days of Noe, ſo ſhall it be alſo in 
the days of the Son of Man. They did eat, they drank, 
they married wives, they were given in marriage, until the 
day that Noe entered into the ark, and the flood came, and 
deſtroyed them all. Likewiſe alſo as it was in the days 
of Lot; they did eat, they drank, they bought, they ſold, 
they planted, they builded ; but the fame day that Lot went 
out of Sodom it rained fire and brimſtone from heaven, and 
deſtroyed them all. Even thus ſhall it be in that day when 
the Son of Man is revealed. In that day, he which ſhall 
be on the houſe-top, and his ſtuff in the houſe, let him not 
come down to take it away: and he that is in the field, let 
him likewiſe not return back. Remember Lot's wife. 
Whoſoever ſhall ſeek to fave his life ſhall loſe it; and who- 
ſoever ſhall loſe his life ſhall preſerve it. I tell you, in 
that night there ſhall be two men in one bed; the one ſhall 
be taken, and the other ſhall be left. Two women ſhall 
be grinding together; the one ſhall be taken, and the other 
left. Two men ſhall be in the field ; the one ſhall be 
taken, and the other left. And they anſwered and ſaid 
unto him, Where, Lord? and he ſaid unto. them, 1 — 
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ſoerer the body is, thither will the eagles be gathered to- 


gether.

And he ſpake a parable unto them to this end, that men 
ought always to pray, and not to faint ; ſaying, There was 
in a city a judge, which feared not God, neither regarded 
man: and there was a widow in that city; and ſhe came 
unto him, ſaying, Avenge me of mine adverſary. And he 
would not for a while: but afterward he ſaid within him- 
ſelf, Though I fear not God, nor regard man ; yet becauſe 
this widow troubleth me, I will avenge her, leſt by her con- 
tinual coming ſhe weary me. And the Lord ſaid, Hear 
what the unjuſt judge faith. And ſhall not God avenge 
his own ele&, which cry day and night unto him, though 
he bear long with them? I tell you that he will avenge 
them ſpeedily. Nevertheleſs when the Son of man cometh, 
ſhall he find faith on the earth? - 
And he ſpake this parable unto certain which truſted in 
themſelves that they were righteous, and deſpiſed others: 
two men-went. up into the temple to pray; the one a pha- 
riſee, and the other a publican. The phariſee ſtood and 
prayed thus with himſelf, God, I thank thee, that I am 
not as other men are, extortioners, unjuſt, adulterers, or 
even as this publican. I faſt twice in the week, I give 
tithes of all that I poſſeſs. And the publican, ſtanding afar 
off, would not lift up ſo much as his eyes unto heaven, but 
ſmote upon his breaſt, ſaying, God be merciful to me a 
ſinner. I tell you, this man went down to his houſe juſ- 
tified rather than the other: for every one that exalteth 
himſelf ſhall be abaſed ; and he that humbleth himſelf {hall 
be exalted. | ; 
And they brought unto him alſo infants, that he would 
touch them; but when his diſciples ſaw it, they rebuked 
them. But Jeſus called them unto him, and ſaid, Suffer 
little children to come unto me, and forbid them not: for 
of ſuch is the kingdom of God, Verily I fay unto you, 
Whoſoeyer ſhall not receive the kingdom of God as a little 
child ſhall in no wiſe enter therein. | 
And a certain ruler aſked him, ſaying, Good Maſter, 
What ſhall I do to inherit eternal life? and Jeſus faid 1158 
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him, Why calleſt thou me good? none is g fave one 
that is, God. Thou knoweſt the e Do not 
commit adultery, Do not kill, Do not ſteal, Do not bear 
falſe witneſs, . thy father and thy mother. And 
he ſaid, All theſe have have I kept from my youth up. 
Now when Jeſus heard theſe things, he ſaid unto him, Yet 
lackeſt thou one thing: ſell all that thou haſt, and diſtribute 
unto the poor, and thou ſhalt have treaſure in heaven: and 
come, follow me. And when he heard this, he was very 
forrowful: for he was very rich. 

And when Jeſus ſaw that he was very ſorrowful, he ſaid, 
How hardly ſhall they that have riches enter into the king- 
dom of God! for it is eaſier for a camel to go through a 
needles eye, than for a rich man to enter into the king- 
dom of And they that heard it ſaid, Who then 
can be ſaved? and he faid, the things which are impoſſible 
with men are poſſible with God. 

Then Peter faid, Lo, we have left all, and followed 
thee. And he faid unto them, Verily I ſay unto you, 
There is no man that hath left houſe, or parents, or bre- 
thren, or wife, or children, for the kingdom of God's 
fake, who ſhall not receive manifold more in this preſent 
time, and in the world to come life everlaſting. 

Then he took unto him the twelve, and ſaid unto them, 
Behold, we go up to Jeruſalem, and all things that are writ- 
ten by the prophets concerning the Son of Man ſhall be ac- 
compliſhed. For he ſhall be delivered unto the Gentiles, 
and ſhall be mocked, and ſpitefully entreated, and ſpitted 
on: and they ſhall ſcourge him, and put him to death: and 
the third day he ſhall rife again. And they underſtood 
none of theſe things: and this ſaying was hid from them, 
neither knew they the things which were ſpoken. And it 
came to paſs, that as he was come nigh unto Jericho, a cer- 
tain blind man fat by the way fide begging : and hear- 
ing the multitude paſs by, he aſked what it meant, 
And they told him, that Jeſus of Nazareth paſſetl 
by. And he cried, faying, Jeſus, thou fon of David, have 
mercy on me. And they which went before rebuked him, 
that he ſhonld hold his peace: but he cried fo much the 
more, Thou ſon of David, have mercy on me. Jeka 
ab c 
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Jeſus ſtood, and commanded him to be brought unto him: 
and when he. was come near, he aſked him, ſaying, What 
wilt thou that I ſhall do unto thee? and he faid, Lord, 
that I may receive my fight. And Jeſus ſaid unto him, 
Receive thy ſight ; thy faith hath ſaved thee. And im- 
mediately he received his ſight, and followed him, glorify- 
ing God: and all the people, when they ſaw it gave praiſe 
to God, |

And Jeſus entered and paſſed through Jericho. And 
behold, there was a man named Zaccheus, which was the 
chief among the publicans, and he was rich. And he 
ſought to fee Jeſus who he was, and could not for the 
_ becauſe he was little of ſtature. And he ran before, 
and climbed up into a ſycamore-tree to fee him; for he 
was to paſs that way. And when Jeſus came to the place, 
he looked up, and ſaw him, and faid unto him, Zaccheus, 
make haſte, and come down: for to-day I muſt abide at 
thy houſe. And he made haſte, and came down, and re- 
ceived him joyfully. And when they ſaw it, they all mur- 
mured, ſaying, That he was gone to be gueſt with a man 
that is a — 4 And Zaccheus ſtood, and ſaid unto the 
Lord, Behold, Lord, the half of my goods I give to the 

and if I have taken any thing from any man by falſe 
accuſation, I reſtore him four- fold. And Jeſus faid unto 
him, This day is ſalvation come to this houſe, forſomuch 
as he alfo is the fon of Abraham. For the Son of Man ig 
come to ſeek and to fave that which was loſt. And as 
they heard theſe things, he added and ſpake a parable, be- 
cauſe he was nigh to Jeruſalem, and becauſe they 5 
that the kingdom of God ſhould immediately appear. 
ſaid therefore, A certain nobleman went into a far country 
to receive for himſelf a kingdom, and to return. And he 
called his ten ſervants, and delivered them ten pounds, and 
Eid unto them, Occupy till I come. But his citizens 
hated. him, and ſent a meſſage after him, ſaying, We will 
not have this man to reign over us. 2 
Add it came to paſs, that when he was returned, having 
received the kingdom, then he commanded theſe ſervants 
to be called unto him, to whom he had given the wg" < 
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that he might know how much every man had gained Ly 
trading. Then came the firſt, ſaying, Lord, thy pound 
hath gained ten pounds. And he ſaid unto him, Woll, 
thou good ſervant; becauſe thou haſt been faithful in 
very little, have thou authority over ten cities. And tz 
ſecond came, ſaying, Lord, thy pound hath gained five 
pounds. And he ſaid likewiſe to him, Be thou alſo over 
five cities. And another came, ſaying, Lord, . behold, 
here is thy pound, which J have kept laid up in a napkin; 
for I feared thee, becauſe thou art an auſtere nian: thou 
takeſt up that thou layedſt not down, and reapeſt that thou 
didſt not ſow. And he ſaith unto him, Out of thine own 
mouth will I judge thee, thou wicked ſervant. Thou 
knewelt that J was an auſtere man, taking up that 1 laid 
not down, and reaping that I did not ſow : wherefore. then 

avelt not thou my money into the bank, that at my coming 
1 haye required mine own' with uſury! and he ſaid 
unto them that ſtood by, Take from him the pound, and 


give it to him that hath ten pounds. (And they ſaid unto 


him, Lord, he hath ten pounds). For I ſay unto you, 
That unto. every one which hath ſhall be given: and from 
him that hath not, even that he hath wal be taken away 
from him. But thoſe mine enemies, which would not that 
J ſhould reign over them, bring hither, and ſlay them 
before me. Log? $4 
And when he had thus ſpoken, he went before, aſcend- 
ang up to Jeruſalem. And it came to paſs, when he was 
come nigh to Bethphage, and Bethany, at the mount called 
the mount of Olives, he ſent two of his diſciples, ſaying, 
Go ye into the village, over againſt you; in the which at 
your entering, ye ſhall find a colt tied, whereon yet never 
man ſat: looſe hun, and bring him hither. And if any 
man aſk you, Why do you looſe him? thus ſhall ye tay 
unto him, Becauſe the Lord had need of him. And they 
that were ſent, went their way, and found even as he h 
ſaid unto them. And as they were looſing the colt, the 
owners thereof ſaid unto them, Why looſe ye the col: ? 
and they ſaid, The Lord hath need of him. And they 
brought him to Jeſus: and they caſt their garments upon 
the colt, and they ſet Jeſus thereon, And as they . 
: | they 
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they ſpread their clothes in the ny. And when he was 


come | nigh, even now at the deicent of the mount of 
Olives, the whole multitude-of the diſciples began to re- 
Joice and praiſe God with a loud voice for all the mighty 
works that they had ſeen; ſaying, Bleſſed be the king that 
cometh in the name of the Lord: peace in heaven, and 
glory in the higheſt. And ſome of the phariſees from 
among the multitude, ſaid unto him, Maſter, rebuke thy 
diſciples. | And he anſwered and ſaid unto them, I tell 
you that, if theſe ſhould hold their peace, the ſtones would 
immediately cry out. 

And when he was come near, he beheld the city, and 
wept over it, ſaying, If chou hadſt known, even thou, at 
leaſt in this thy day, the things which belong unto thy 
peace] but now they are hid from thine eyes. For the 
days ſhall come upon thee, that thine enemies ſhall caſt a 
trench about thee, and compaſs thee round, and keep thee 
in on every fide, and ſhall lay thee even with the ground; 
and thy children within thee z and they ſhall not leave in 
thee one ſtone upon another; becauſe thou kneweſt not the 
time of thy viſitation. And he went into the temple, and 
began to caſt out them that fold therein, and them that 
bought; ſaying unto them, It is written, My houſe is the 
— of prayer: but ye have made it a den of thieres. 

And he taught daily in the temple. But the chief 
prieſts, and the ſcribes, and the chief of the people, ſought 
to deſtroy him, and could not find what they might do: 
for all the people were very attentive to hear him. S

. And it came to paſs, that on one of thoſe days, as he 
taught the people in the temple, and preached the goſpel 
the chief prieſts and the ſcribes came upon him with the 
elders, and ſpake unto him, ſaying, Tell us by what autho- 
rity doeſt thou theſe things? or who is he that gave thee 
this authority? and he anſwered and ſaid unto them, 1 
will alſo aſk you one thing; and anſwer me: the baptiſm 
of John, was it from heaven, or of men? and the 
realoned with themſelves, ſaying, It we ſhall ſay, From 
| 7 d | heaven, 
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heaven, he will ſay, Why then believed ye him not? but 
and if we ſay, Of men; all the people will ſtone us; for 
they be perſuaded that John was a prophet. And they 
anſwered, That they could not tell whence it was. And 
Jeſus faid unto them, Neither tell I you by what authority 
I do theſe things. | 
Then began he to ſpeak to the people this parable ; A 
certain man planted a vineyard, let it forth to huſband. 
men, and went into a far country for a long time, And at 
the ſeaſon he ſent a ſervant to the huſbandmen, that th 
ſhould give him of the fruit of the vineyard : but the hul- 
bandmen beat him, and ſent him away empty. And again 
he ſent another ſervant : and they beat him alſo, and en- 
treated him ſhamefully, and fent him away empty. And 
again he ſent a third: and they wounded him alſo, and caſt 
bim out. Then faid the lord of the vineyard, What ſhall 
I do? I will ſend my beloved ſon : it may be they will re- 
verence him when they fee him, But when the huſband- 
men ſaw him, they reaſoned among themſelves, ſaying, 
This is the heir: come, let us kill him, that the inheritance 
may be ours. So they caſt him out of the vineyard, and 
killed him. What therefore ſhall the lord of the vineyard 
do unto them? he ſhall come and deſtroy theſe huſband- 
men, and ſhall give the vineyard to others. And when 
they heard it, they faid, God forbid. And he beheld 
them, and ſaid, What is this then that is written, The 
ſttone which the builders rejected, the ſame is become the 
head of the corner? Whoſoever ſhall fall upon that ſtone 
ſhall be broken; but on whomſoever it ſhall fall, it will griad 
him to powder. . 
And the chief prieſts and the ſeribes the ſame hour 
ſought to lay hands on him; and they feared the people: 
for they perceived that he had ſpoken this parable againſt 
them. And they watched him, and fent forth ſpies, which 
ſhould feign themſelves juſt men, that they might take hold 
of his words, that ſo they might deliver him unto the power 
- and authority of the goyernor. And they aſked him, — 
Maſter, we know that thou ſayeſt and teacheſt rightly, nei- 
ther accepteſt thou the perſon of any, but teacheſt the 
way of God truly: is it lawful for us to give e 2 
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Ceſar, or no? but he perceived their craftineſs, and ſaid 
unto them, Why tempt ye me? ſhew me a penny. Whoſe 
i and ſuperſcription hath it? they anſwered and ſaid, 
Celor's. And he ſaid unto them, Render therefore unto 
Ceſar the things which be Ceſar's, and unto God the things 
which be God's. And they could not take hold of his 
words before the people : and they marvelled at his ane 
ſwer, and held their peace. 

Then came to him certain of the ſadducees, which deny 
that there is any reſurrection; and they aſked him, ſayings 
Maſter, Moſes wrote unto us, If any man's brother die, 
having a wife, and he die without children, that his brother 
ſhould take his wife, and raiſe up ſeed unto his brother. 
There were therefore ſeven brethren : and the firſt took a 
wife, and died without children. And the ſecond took her 
to wife, and he died childleſs. And the third took her; 
and in like manner the ſeven alſo, And they left no chil- 
dren, and died. Laſt of all the woman died alſo. There- 
fore in the reſurrection, whoſe wife of them is ſhe ? for 
ſeven had her to wife. And Jeſus anſwering faid unto 
them, The children of this world marry, and are given in 
marriage: but they which ſhall be accounted worthy to 
obtain that world, and the reſurrection from the ; Re 
neither marry, nor are given 1n marriage : . neither can 
they die any more: for they are equal unto the angels; 
and are the children of God, being the children of the re- 
ſurrection. Now that the dead are raiſed, even Moſes 
ſhewed at the buſh, when he calleth the Lord God of 
Abraham, and the God of Iſaac, and the God of Jacob. 
For he is not a God of the dead, but of the living: for all 
lire unto. him. Then certain of the ſcribes anſwering faid, 
Maſter, thou haſt well ſaid. And after that they durſt not 
alk him any queſtion at all. 

And he ſaid unto them, How ſay they that Chriſt is 
David's fon ? and David himſelf faith in the book of 
Plalms, The Lord ſaid unto my Lord, Sit thou on my 
right hand, till I make thine enemies thy footſtool. David 
therefore calleth him Lord, hoy is he then his ſon? 

Then in the audience of all the people he ſaid unto his 
diſciples, Beware of the ſcribes, which deſire to * 
ng 
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Jong robes, and love greetings in the markets, and the 
higheſt ſeats in the ſynagogues, and the chief rooms at 


feaſts; which devour widow's houſes, and for a ſhew make 
long prayers: the ſame ſhall receive greater damnation,

Ax he looked up, and faw the rich men caſting their 


gifts into the treaſury. And he ſaw alſo a certain poor 


widow caſting in thither two mites. And he faid, Of a 
truth I ſay unto you, that this poor widow hath caſt in 
more than they all: for all theſe have of their abundance 
caſt in unto the offerings of God: but ſhe of her penury 
hath caſt in all the living that ſhe had. 
And as ſome ſpake of the temple, how it was adorned 
with goodly {tones and gifts, he ſaid, As for theſe things 
which ye behold, the days will come, in the which there 
ſhall not be left one ſtone upon another, that ſhall not be 
thrown down. And they aſked him, ſaying, Maſter, but 
when ſhall theſe things be? and -what fign will there be 
when theſe things ſhall come to paſs? and he ſaid, Take 
heed that ye be not deceived : for many ſhall come in my 
name, ſaying, I am Chriſt; and the time draweth near: 
go ye not therefore after them. But when ye ſhall hear of 
wars and commotions, be not terrified : for theſe things 
muſt firſt come to paſs; but the end is not by and by 
Then ſaid he unto them, Nation ſhall riſe againſt nation, 
and kingdom againſt kingdom: and great earthquakes ſhall 
be in divers places, and famines, and peſtilences ; and fear- 
ful ſights and great ſigns ſhall there be from heaven. But 
before all theſe, they ſhall lay their hands on you, and per- 
ſecute you, delivering you up to the ſynagogues, and into 
iſons, being brought before kings and rulers for my name's 
ake : and it ſhall turn to you for a teſtimony. Settle it 
therefore in your hearts, not to meditate before what ve 
ſhall anſwer : for I will give — a mouth and wifdom, 
which all your adverſaries ſhall not be able to gainſay nor 
reſiſt. And ye ſhall be betrayed both by parents, and bre- 
thren, and kinsfolks, and treends ; and Ge of you ſhall 
they cauſe to be put to death. And ye ſhall be hated of 
all men for my name's ſake. But there ſhall not an hair of 
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wt” heaÞ periſh; In your patience poſſeſs ye your ſouls; 
And when ye "hall ſee 12 computed with armies, 
then know that the deſolation thereof is nigh. Then let 
them which are in Judea flee to the mountains; and let 
mem which are in the midſt of it depart out; and let 
fot them that are in the countries enter thereinto. For 
theſe be the days of vengeance, that all things which are 
written may be fulfilled. But woe unto them that are 
with child, and to them that give ſuck, in thoſe days! 
for there ſhall be great diſtreſs in the land, and wrath 
upon this people. And they ſhall fall by the edge of 
the ſword, and ſhall be led away captive into all nations:

And there 
fhall be ſigns in the ſun, and in the moon, and in the 
ſtars; and upon the earth, diſtreſs of nations, with per- 
plexity z 8 and the waves roaring ; men's hearts fail- 
ing them for fear, and for looking after thoſe things which 
are coming on the earth: for the powers of heaven ſhall be 
ſhaken, And then ſhall they fee the Son of Man coming 
in a cloud with power and great glory. And when theſe 
things begin to come to paſs, then look up, and lift up your 
heads; for your redemption draweth nigh. - And-he ſpake 
to them a parable ; Behold the fig-tree, and all the trees; 
when they now ſhoot forth, ye ſee and know of your on 
ſelves chat ſummer is now nigh at hand. So likewiſe ye, 
when ye ſee theſe things come to paſs, know ye that the 
kingdom of God is nigh at hand. Verily I ſay unto you, 
This generation ſhall not paſs away, till all be fulfilled?” 
Heaven and earth ſhall paſs away: but my words ſhall not

OY hen entered Satan into Judas, ſurnamed Iſcariot, be- 
ing of the number of the twelve. And he went his way, 
and communed with the chief prieſts and captaips, how he 
might betray. him unto them: and they were glad, and co- 
venanted to give him money. And he promiſed, and ſought 
opportunity to betray him unto them in the abſence of the 
multitude. 
Then came the day of unleayened bread, when the paſl. 
over muſt be killed. And he ſent Peter and John, ſaying, 
Go and prepare us the paſſover, that we may eat. And 
they {aid unto him, Where wilt thou that we prepare ? and 
he ſaid unto them, Behold, when ye are entered into the 
city, there ſhall a man meet you, bearing a pitcher of water ; 
follow him into the houſe where he entereth in. And ye 
ſhall ſay unto the good man of the houſe, The maſter ſaith 
unto thee, Where is the gueſt-chamber, where I ſhall eat 
the paſſover with my diſciples? and he ſhall. ſhew you a 
large upper room furniſhed : there make ready, And they 
went, and found as he had ſaid unto them; and they made 
ready the paſſover. And when the hour was come, he fat 
don, and the twelve apoſtles with him. And he ſaid unto 
them, With defire I have deſired to eat this paſſover with 
you before I ſuffer: for I ſay unto you, I will not any more 
eat thereof, until it be fulfilled in the kingdom of God, 
And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and ſaid, Take 
this, and divide it among yourſelves : for I fay unto you, 
I will not drink of the fruit of the vine, until the king- 
dom of God ſhall come. 2 
And he took bread, and gave thanks, and brake it, and 
ve unto them, ſaying, This is my body, which is given 
for yoo: ths do in remembrance of me, Likewiſe the 
cup a aying, This eup is the new teſtament 1 
wy ich is ned for you. * 
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But, behold, the hand of him that betrayeth me is with 
me on the table. And truly the Son of Man goeth as it 
was determined : but woe unto that man by whom he 1s 
betrayed. And they began to enquire among themſelves, 
which of them it was that ſhould do this thing. | 

And there was alſo a ſtrife among them, which of them 
ſhould be accounted the greateſt. And he ſaid unto them, 
The kings of the Gentiles exerciſe lordſhip over them; and 
they that exerciſe authority upon them, are called bene- 
factors. But ye ſhall not be ſo: but he that is greateſt 
among you, let him be as the younger; and he that is chief, 
as he that doth ſerve. For whether is greater, he that 
fitteth at meat, or he that ſerveth ? is not he that ſitteth at 
meat? but J am among you as he that ſerveth. Ye are 
they which have continued with me in my temptations : and 
[ appoint unto you a kingdom, as my Father hath appointed 
unto me; that ye may cat and drink at my table in my 
kingdom, and fit on thrones judging the twelve tribes of 
Urael. 

And the Lord ſaid, Simon, Simon, Behold, ſatan hath 
deſired to have you, that he may ſift you as wheat: but I 
have prayed for thee, that thy faith faii not: and when thou 
art converted, {trengthen thy brethren. And he faid unto 
him, Lord, I am ready to go with thee, both into priſon, 
and to death. And he ſaid, I tell thee, Peter, the cock 
ſhall not crow this day, before that thou ſhalt thrice deny 
that thou knoweſt me. 

And he faid unto them, When I ſent you without purſe, 
and ſcrip, and ſhoes, lacked ye any thing? and they ſaid, No- 
Mg. Then ſaid he unto them, But now, he that hath a 
p rle, let him take it, and likewiſe his ſcrip: and he that 

ath no ſword, let him fell his garment, and buy one. 
For I ſay unto you, that this that is written muſt yet be 
accampliſhed in me. And he was reckoned among the tranſ- 
greſſors: tor the things concerning me have an end. And 
they ſaid, Lord, behold, here are two ſwords. And he 
ſaid unto them, It is enough. 1 TAS 
And he came out, and went, as he was wont, to the 
mount of Olives; and his diſciples alſo followed him. And 
when he was at the place, he ſaid unto them, Pray that e 
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entet not into temptation. , And he was withdrawn. from 
them about a ſtone's caſt, and kneeled down, and prayed, 
| ſaying, Father, if thou be willing, remove this cup from me: 
| nevertheleſs not my will, but thine, be done. And there 
| appeared an angel unto him from heaven, ſtrengthening 
bim. And being in an agony he prayed more earneſtly: 
and his ſweat was as it were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground. And when he roſe up from prayer, 
and was come to his diſciples, he found them ſleeping for 
Forrow-- And he ſaid unto them, Why ſleep ye? riſe and 
pray, leſt ye enter into temptation. 110 
And whale he yet ſpake, behold a multitude, and he that 
was called Judas, one of the twelve, went before them, and 
drew near unto Jeſus to kiſs him. But Jeſus ſaid unto him, 
Judas, betrayeſt thou the Son of Man with a kiſs? when 
they which were about him ſaw what would follow, they 
faid unto him, Lord, ſhall we ſmite with the ſword ? 
And one of them {mote the ſervant of the high prieſt, 
and cut off his right ear. And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid, 
Suffer ye thus far. And he touched his ear, and healed 
him. Then Jeſus faid unto the chief prieſts, and captains 
of the temple, and the elders, which were come to him, 
Be ye come out, as againſt a thief, with ſwords and ſtaves? 
hen I was daily with you in the temple, ye ſtretched 
forth no hands againſt me; but this is your hour, and the 
power of darkneſs, ü- al. 
Then took they him, and led him, and brought him into 
the high prieſt's houſe. And Peter followed afar off. And 
when they had kindled a fire in the midſt of the hall, and 
were ſet down together, Peter ſat down among them. But 
a certain maid beheld him as he fat by the fire, and earneſtly 
looked upon him, and ſaid, This man was alſo with him. 
And he denied him, ſaying, Woman, I know: him not. 
Aud after a little while another ſaw him, and ſaid, Thou 
art alſo of them. And Peter ſaid, Man, Lam not. And 
about the ſpace of one hour after, another confidently at- 
firmed, ſaying,. Of a truth this fellow alſo was with him: 
for he is a Galilean. And Peter ſaid, Man, I know not 
what thou ſayeſt. And immediately, while he yet ſpake, 
the cock crew. And the Lord turned, and * 
18 8 eter, 


Peter. And Peter remembered the word of the Lord, 
how he had ſaid unto him, Before the cock crow, thou 
ſhalt' deny me thrice. And Peter went out, and / wept 
bitterly. | 
And the men that held Jeſus mocked him, and ſmote 
him. And when they had blindfolded him, they ſtruck 
him on the face, and aſked him, ſaying, Propheſy, who is 
it that ſmote thee? and many other things blaſphemouſly 
ſpake they againſt him. ns 
And as ſoon as it was day, the elders of the people ant 
the chief prieſts and the ſcribes came together, and led him 
into their council, ſaying, Art thou the | Chriſt? tell. us. 
And he ſaid unto them, If I tell you, ye will not believe: 
and if I alſo aſk you ye will not anſwer me, nor let me go. 
Hereafter ſhall the 8on of Man ſit on the right hand of the 
power of God. Then faid they all, Art thou then the 
Son of God? and he ſaid unto them, Ye ſay that I am. 
And they ſaid, What need we any further witneſs ? for we 


ourſelves have heard of his own mouth, * 


3 XXII. wow 
Axp the whole multitude of them arofe, and led him 
unto Pilate. And they began to accuſe him, ſaying, We 


found this fellow perverting the nation, and forbidding to 


give tribute to Ceſar, ſaying that he himſelf is Chriſt a King. 
And Pilate aſked him, ſaying, Art thou the King of the 
Jews ? and he anſwered him and ſaid, Thou yet it. 
Then faid Pilate to the chief prieſts and to the people, I 
find no fault in this man. And they were the more fierce, 
laying, He ſtirreth up the people, teaching throughout all 
Jewry, beginning from Galilee to this place. When Pilate 
heard of Galilee, he aſked whether the man were a Gali» 
lean,” And as ſoon as he knew that he belonged unto 
Herod's juriſdiction, he ſent him to Herod, who himſelf 
alſo. was at Jeruſalem at that time. '; 

And when Herod ſaw Jeſus, he was exceedingly glad: for 
he was deſirous to ſee him of a long ſeaſon, becauſe he had 
heard many things of him; and he hoped to have ſeen ſome 
miracle done by him. Then he queſtioned with him in 
many words; but he — ham nothing. - And the 
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chief prieſts and ſcribes ſtood and vehemently accuſed him. 
And Herod with his men of war ſet him at nought, and 
mocked him, and arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, and ſent 
him again to Pilate, - oa 
And the fame day Pilate and Herod were made friends 
2 for before they were at enmity between them- 
ſelves. | f 
And Pilate, when he had called together the chief prieſts 
and the rulers and the people, ſaid unto them, Ve have 
brought this man unto me, as one that perverteth the 
10 : and, behold, I, having examined him before you, 
ave found no fault in this man touching thoſe things 
whereof ye accuſe him: no, nor yet Herod: for I ſent you 
to him; and, lo, nothing worthy of death is done unto 
Him. I will therefore chaſtiſe him, and releaſe him. (For 
of neceſſity he muſt releaſe one unto them at the feaſt.) 
And they cried out all at once, ſaying, Away with this man, 
and releaſe unto us Barabbas; (who for a certain ſedition 
made in the city, and for murder, was caſt into priſon.) 
Pilate therefore, willing to releaſe Jeſus, ſpake again to 
them, But they cried, ſaying, Crucify him, crucify him. 
And he ſaid unte them the third time, Why, what evil 
hath he done? I have found no cauſe of death in him: I 
will therefore” chaſtiſe him, and let him go. And they 
were inſtant with loud voices, requiring that he might be 
crucified. And the voices of them and of the chief prieſts 
prevailed. And Pilate gave ſentence that it ſhould be as 
they required. And he releaſed unto them him that for ſe- 
dition and murder was caſt into priſon, whom they had de- 
fired ; but he delivered Jeſus to their will. 

And as they led him away, they laid hold wo one 
Simon, a Cyrenian, coming out of the country, and on him 
they laid the croſs, that he might bear it after Jeſus. And 
there followed him a great company of people, and of 
women, which alſo bewailed and lamented him. But Jeſus 
tur ning unto them ſaid, Daughters of Jeſuſalem, weep not 
for me, but weep for yourſelves, and for your children, 
For, behold, the days are coming, in the which they ſhall 
ſay, Bleſſed are the barren, and the wombs that never bare, 
and the paps which never gave ſuck, Then ſhall they begin 
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to ſay to che mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills, Cover 
us, For if they do theſe things in a green tree, what 
{hall be done in the dry? | 

And there were alſo two other malefactors led with him 
to be put to death. And when they were come to the place, 
which is called Calyary, there they crucified him, and the 
walefactors, one on the right hand, and the other on the 
left, | 

Then ſaid Jeſus, Father, forgive them; for they know 
not what they do. And they parted his raiment, and caſt 
lots, 

And the people ſtood beholding, And the rulers alſo 
with them derided him, ſaying, He ſaved others; let him 
fave himſelf, if he be Chriſt, the choſen of God. And the 
ſoldiers alſo mocked him, coming to him, and offering him 
vinegar, and ſaying, If thou be the King of the Jews, fave 
thyſelf. And a ſuperfcription alſo was written over him in 
letters of Greek aud Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. | 

And one of the malefators which were hanged railed 
on him, ſaying, If thou be Chriſt, {ave thyſelf and us. But 
the other anſwering rebuked him, ſaying, Doſt not thou fear 
God, ſeeing thou art in the ſame condemnation? and we 
indeed juſtly; for we receive the due reward of our deeds: 
but this man hath done nothing amiſs. And he ſaid unto 
Jeſus, Lord, remember me when thou comeſt into thy king- 
dom. And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Verily I fay unto thee, 
To-day ſhalt thou be with me in paradiſe. 

And it was about the ſixth hour, and there was a dark- 
neſs over all the earth until the ninth hour. And the fun, 
wi. darkened, and the veil of the temple was rent in the 
midſt. 

And when Jeſus had cried with a loud voice, he ſaid, 
Father, into thy hands I commend my ſpirit: and having 
ſaid thus, he gave up the ghoſt. | 4 

Now when the centurion ſaw what was done, he glorified 
God, ſaying, Certainly this was a righteous man. And all 
the people that came together to that ſight, beholding the 
things which were done, ſmote their breaſts, and returned. 
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And all' his acquaintance, and the women that followed 
him from Galilee, ſtood afar off beholding theſe things. 
And behold there was a man named Joſeph, a counſellor; 
and he was a good man, and a juſt: the ſame had not con- 
ſented to the counſel and deed of them. He was of Ari- 
mathea, a city of the Jews: who alſo himſelf waited for 
the kingdom of God. This man went unto Pilate, and 


begged the body of Jeſus; and he took it down, and 


wrapped it in linen, and laid it in a ſepulchre that was 
hewn in ſtone, wherein never man before was laid. And 
that day was the preparation, and the ſabbath drew on, 
And the women alſo which came with him from Galilee 
followed after, and beheld the ſepulchre, and how his body 
was laid. And they returned, and prepared ſpices and 
ointments; and Teſted the ſabbath-day, according to the 


commandment, 
prone XXIV. | 


"Now upon the firſt day of the week, very early in the 
morning, they came unto the ſepulchre, bringing the ſpices 
which they had prepared, and certain others with them. 
And they found the ſtone rolled away from the ſepulchre; 
and they entered in, and found not the body of the Lord 
Jeſus. And it came to paſs, as they were much perplexed 
thereabout, behold, two men ſtood by them in thining 

rments : and as they were afraid, and bowed down their - 
aces. to the earth, they ſaid unto them, Why ſeek ye the 
living among the dead? he is not here, but is rifen : re- 
member how he ſpake unto you when he was yet in Galilee, 
faying, The Son of Man mult be delivered into the hands of 
ſinful men, and be crucified, and the third day riſe again. 
And they remembered his words, and returned from the 
ſepulchre, and told all theſe things unto the eleven, and to 

"the reſt. | 

It was Mary Magdalene, and Johanna, and Mary the 
mother of James, and other women that were with them, 
which told theſe things unto the apoſtles. And their words 
ſeemed to them as idle tales, and they believed them not. 

Then aroſe Peter, and ran unto the ſepulchre; and- 
ſtooping down, he beheld the linen clothes laid by — 
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ſelyes, and departed, wondering in himſelf at that which 


was come to; pals. HET 
And; behold, two of them went that ſame day to a 
village called Emmaus, which was from Jeruſalem about 
threeſcore furlongs. And they talked together of all 
theſe things which had happened. And it came to paſs,, 
that while they communed together and reaſoned, Jeſus 
himſelf drew near, and went with them ; but their eyes 
were holden that they ſhould not know him. And he 
ſaid unto them, What manner of communications are theſe 
that ye have one to another, as ye walk, and are ſad? 
And the one of them, whoſe name was Cleopas, anſwering 
ſaid unto him, Art thou only a ſtranger in Jeruſalem, and 
baſt not known the things which are come to paſs there 
in theſe days? and he ſaid unto them, What things ? and 
they ſaid unto him, Concerning Jeſus of Nazareth, which 
was a prophet mighty in deed and word before God and 
all the people: and how the chief prieſts and our rulers 
delivered him to be condemned to death, and have crucified 
him. But we truſted that it had been he which ſhould 
have redeemed Iſrael: and befide all this, to-day is the 
third day fince theſe things were done. Yea, and certain 
women alſo of our company made us aſtoniſhed, which 
were early at the ſepulchre; and when they found not his 
body, they came, ſaying, That they had alſo ſeen a viſion 
of angels, which faid, That he was alive, And certain 
of them which were with us went to the ſepulchre, and 
found it even ſo as the women had ſaid: but him they ſaw . 
not. ' 
Then ſaid he unto them, O fools, and flow of heart to A 
believe all that the prophets have ſpoken ! ought not Chriſt, 
to have ſuffered theſe things, and to enter into his glory? 
and beginning at Moſes and all the prophets, he EE | 
unto them in all the Scriptures the things concerning, hum» 
ſelf. And they drew nigh unto the village whither, they. 
went: and he made as though he would have gone further. 
but they conſtrained him, — Abide with us: for it is 1 
towards evening, and the day is far ſpent. And he went 11 
in to tarry with them. And it came to paſs as he fat as 4 
meat with them, he took bread, and bleſſed it, and brake, 
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and gave to them; and their eyes were opened, and they 
knew him: and he vaniſhed out of their fight. And they 
ſaid one to another, Did not our heart burn within us, 
while he talked with us by the way, and while he opened 
to us the ſcriptures? and the 7 up the ſame hour, and 
returned to Jeruſalem,” and found the eleven gathered to- 
getker, and them that were with them, ſaying, The Lord 
is riſen indeed, and hath appeared to Simon. And they 
told what things were done in the way, and how he was 
known of them in breaking of bread. 

And as they thus ſpake, Jeſus himſelf ſtood in the midſt 
of them, and faith unto them, Peace be unto you. But 
they were terrified and affrighted, and ſuppoſed that they 
had ſeen a ſpirit. And he faid unto them, Why are ye 
troubled ? and why do thoughts ariſe in your hearts? be- 
hold my hands and my feet, that it is I myſelf. - Handle 
me, and fee: for a ſpirit hath not fleſh and bones, as ye 
ſee me have. 

And when he had thus ſpoken, he ſhewed them his hands 
and his feet. And while they yet believed not for joy, and 
wondered, he ſaid unto them, Have ye here any meat! 
and they gave him a piece of a broiled fiſh, and of an honey- 
comb; and he took it, and did eat before them. And he 
ſaid unto them, Theſe are the words which I ſpake unto 
you, while I was yet with you, that all things muſt be ful. 
filled which were written in the law of Moſes, and ih the 
prophets, and in the pſalms concerning me. Then opencd 
he their underſtanding, that they might underſtand the 
ſcriptures, and ſaid unto them, Thus it is written, and thus 
it behoved Chriſt to ſuffer, and to riſe from the dead the 
third day: and that repentance and remiſſion of fins ſhould 
be preached in his name among all nations,. beginning at 
Jeruſalem, And ye are witneſſes of theſe things. And 
behold, I ſend the promiſe of my Father upon you : but 
tarry ye in the city of Jeruſalem, until ye be endued with 

wer from on high. And he led them out as far as to 
Baby and he lifted up his hands, and bleſſed them: and 
it came to paſs while he bleſſed them, he was parted from 
them, and carried up into heaven: and they worſhipped 
him, and returned to Jeruſalem with great joy: and were 
continually in the temple praiſing and bleſſing God. - * 
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THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO JOHN. 


I. 

IN the beginning was the Word, and the Word was 
with God, and the Word was God. The ſame was in 
the beginning with God. All things were made by him; 
and without him was not any thing made that was made. 
In him was life: and the life was the light of men. And 
the light ſhineth in darkneſs; and the darkneſs compre- 
hended it not. 

There was a man ſent from God, whoſe name was John: 
the fame came for a witneſs, to bear witneſs of the light, 
that all men through him might believe. He was not that 
light, but was ſent to bear witneſs of that light. That was 
the true light, which lighteth every man that cometh into 
the world. He was in the world, and the world was made 
by him; and the world knew him not. He came unto 
his own, and his own received him not : but as many as 
received him, to them gave he powet to become the ſons of 
God, even to them that believe on his name : which were 
born, not of blood, nor of the will of the fleſh, nor of the 
will of man, but of God. And the word was made fleſh, 
and dwelt among us (and we beheld his glory, the glor 
as of the only-begotten of the Father) full of grace _ 
truth, 

John bare witneſs of him, and cried, ſaying, This was 
he of whom I ſpake, He that cometh after me, is preferred 
before me; for he was before me; and of his fulneſs have 
all we received, and grace for grace. For the law was 
given by Moſes, but grace and truth came by Jefus Chriſt. 

o man hath ſeen God at any time: the only-begotten Son, 
which is in the boſom of the Father, he hath declared him. 
And this is the record of John, when rhe Jews ſent 
prieſts and Levites from Jeruſalem to aſk him, Who art 
thou? and he confeſſed, and denied not: but confeſſed, I 
am not the Chriſt, And they aſked him, What then? 
art thou Elias? and he faith, I am not. Art thou that 
prophet? and he anſwered, No. Then ſaid they unto 
kim, Who art thou? that we may giye an anſwer to them, 
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chat ſent us, What ſayeſt thou of thyſeif? He ſaid, I am 
the voice of one crying in the wilderneſs, Make ſtraight 
the way of the Lord, as ſaid the prophet Eſaias. And 
hey which were ſent were of the phariſees: and they aſked 
him and ſaid unto him, Why baptizeſt thou then, if thou 
be not that Chriſt, nor Elias, neither that prophet ? John 
anſwered them, ſaying, I baptize with water: but there 
ſtandeth one among you, whom ye know not: he it is who 
coming after me, is preferred before me, whoſe ſhoes 
latchet I am not worthy to unlooſe. 

Theſe things were done in Bethabara, beyond Jordan, 
where John was baptizing. 'The next day John ſeeth Jeſus 
coming unto him, and faith, Behold the Lamb of God, 
which taketh away the fin of the world. This is he of 
whom 1 ſaid, After me cometh a man which is preferred 
before me; for he was before me; and I knew him not: 
but that he ſhould be made manifeſt to Iſrael, therefore am 
I come baptizing with water. And John bare record, 
ſaying, I aw the Spirit deſcending from heaven like a dove, 
"and it abode upon hinr: and I knew him not : but he that 


_ ſent me to baptize with water, the ſame ſaid unto me, 


Upon whom thou ſhalt ſee the Spirit deſcending and re- 
maining on him, the ſame is he which baptizeth with the 


| "Holy oft. And I faw, and bare record that this is the 


Son of God. Again the next day after, John ſtood, and 
"two of his diſciples: and looking upon Jeſus as he walked, 
he faith, Behold the Lamb of God. And the two diſciples 
heard him ſpeak, and they followed Jeſus. Then Jefus 
turned, and faw them following, and faith unto them, 
What ſeek ye? They faid unto him, Rabbi (which is to 
'fay, being interpreted, Malter), where dwelleſt thou? 
"He faith unto them, Come and ſee ; they came and faw 
"where, he dwelt, and abode with him that day: for it was 
*abgut the tenth hour. 

One of the two which heard John ſpeak, and followed 
"him, was Andrew, Simon Peter's brother. He © firſt 
Andech his own brother Simon, and faith unto him, We 
_ have found the Meſſias, which is, being interpreted, the 
"Chriſt. _ And he broaght him to Jeſus. And when Jefus 
beheld him, he ſaid, thou art Simon the ſon of Jona: A 
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ſhalt be (called Cephas; | which is by interpretation, a ſtone. 
The day following, Jeſus would go forth into Galilee, and 
findeth Philip, and faith unto him, Follow me, No- 
Philip was of Bethſaida, the city of Andrew and Peter. 
Philip findeth Nathanael, and faith unto him, We have found 
him of whom Moſes in the law, and the prophets, did 
write, Jeſus of Nazareth, the ſon of Joſeph. And Natha- 
nael faid unto him, Can there any good thing come out of 
Nazareth? Philip ſaith unto him, Come and ſee, Jeſus 
ſaw Nathanael coming unto him, and faith of him, Be- 
hold an Ifraelite indeed, in whom is no guile. Nathanael 
faith unto him, Whence knoweſt thou me? Jeſus anſwered 
and ſaid unto him, Before that Philip called thee, when 
thou waſt under the fig-tree, I ſaw thee. Nathanael anſ- 
wered and faith unto him, Rabbi, thou art the Son of God; 
hou art the King of Iſrael. Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto 
him, Becauſe I ſaid unto thee, I ſaw thee under the fig-tree, 
believeſt thou? thou ſhalt ſee greater things than theſe,. And 
he faith unto him, Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, Here- 
after, ye ſhall ſee heaven open, and the angels of God af. 
cending and deſcending upon the Son of Man, |

AnD the third day there was a marriage in Cana of Ga- 
lee; and the mother of Jeſus was there: and both Jeſus 
was called, and his diſciples, to the marriage. And when 
they wanted wine, the mother of Jeſus faith unto him, 
They have no wine. Jeſus ſaith unto her, Woman, what 
have I to do with thee? mine hour is not yet come. His 
mother faith unto the ſervants, Whatſoever he faith unto 
you, do it. And there were ſet there ſix water-pots of 
ſtone, after the manner of the purifying of the Jews, con- 
taining two or three firkins apiece. Jeſus ſaith unto them, 
Fill the water-pots with water. And they filled them up 
to the brim. And he faith unto them, Draw out now, 
and bear unto the governor of the feaſt. And they bate it. 
F the feaſt had taſted the water that was 

made wine, and «knew not whence it was, (but the fer. 
yants which drew the water knew;) the governor of the

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man at the beginning doth ſet forth good wine; and when 

men have well drunk, then that which is worſe : but thou 
kept the good wine until now. This beginning of 

es did Jefus in Cana of Galilee, and manifeſted forth 

his glory; and his diſciples believed on him. 

After this he went down to Capernaum, he, and his 
mother, and his brethren, and his difciples: and they con- 
tiaued there not many days. | 

And the Jews paſſover was at hand, and Jeſus went up 
to Jeruſalem, and found in the temple thoſe that ſold oxen, 
and ſheep, and doves, and the changers of money fitting : 
and when he had made a ſcourge of {mall cords, he drove 
them all out of the temple, and the ſheep, and the oxen ; 
and-poured out the changers money, and overthrew the 
tables; and ſaid unto them that ſold doves, Take theſe 

things hence; make not my Father's houſe an houſe of 
merchandize. And his diſciples remembered that it was 
written, The zeal of thine houſe hath eaten me up. 
Then anſwered the Jews and ſaid unto him, What ſign 
ſheweſt thou unto us, ſeeing that thou doeſt theſe things? 
Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto them, Deſtroy this temple, 
and in three days I will raiſe it up. Then faid the Jews, 
Forty and fix years was this temple in building, and wilt 
thou rear it · up in three oy but he ſpake of the temple 
of his body. When therefore he was riſen from the dead, 
his diſciples remembered that he had faid this unto them ; 
and they believed the ſcripture, and the word which Jeſus 
had fad. 

Now when he was in Jeruſalem at the paſſover, in the 
feaſt day, many believed in his name, when they ſaw the 
miracles which he did. But Jcfus did not commit himſelf 

-- - unto them, becauſe he knew all men, and needed not that 
any ſhould teſtify of man; for he knew what was in man.

Tura was a man of the phariſees, named Nicodemus, 
2 ruler of the Jews: the ſame came to Jeſus by night, and 
ſaid unto him, Rabbi, we know that thou art a teacher 
come from: God: for no man can do theſe. miracles that 


thou doeſt, except God be with him, Jeſus anſwered = 
al 
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(aid unto him, Verily, verily, I ſay unto thee, except a 


man be born again, he cannot ſee the kingdom of God. 
Nicodemus faith unto him, How can a man be born wher 
he is old? can he enter the ſecond time into his mother's 
womb, and be born? Jeſus anſwered, Verily, verily, I fay 
unto thee, except a man be born of water and of the Spirit, 
he cannot enter into the kingdom of God. That which 
is born of the fleſh is fleſh; and that which is born of the 
Spirit is ſpirit, Marvel not that I ſaid unto thee, Ve muſt 
be born again. The wind bloweth where it liſteth, and 
thou heareſt the ſound thereof, but canſt not tell whence it 
cometh, and whither it goeth: ſo is every one that is born 
of the Spirit. Nicodemus anſwered and faid unto him, 
How can theſe things be? Jeſus anſwered and faid unto 
him, Art thou a maſter of Iſrael, and knoweſt not theſe 
things? verily, verily, I fay unto thee, we ſpeak that we 
do know, and teſtify that we have ſeen; and ye receive not 
our witneſs. If I have told you earthly things and ye be- 
lieve not, how ſhall ye believe, if I tell you of heavenly 
things? and no man hath aſcended up to heaven, but he 


that came down from heaven, even the Son of Man which 


is in heaven, 

And as Moſes lifted up the ſerpent in the wilderneſs, 
even ſo muſt the Son of Man be lifted up: that whoſoever 
believeth in him ſhould not periſh, but have eternal life. - 

For God fo loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whoſoever believeth in him ſhould not 
dr but have everlaſting life. For God ſent not his 

n into the world to condemn the world; but that the 
world through him might be ſaved. | 

He that. believeth on him is not condemned : but he 
that believeth not is condemned already, becauſe he hath 
not believed in the name of the only begotten Son of God. 
And this is the condemnation, that light is come into the 
world, and men loved darkneſs rather than light, becauſe 
their deeds were evil, For every one that doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither cometh to the light, leſt his deeds 
ſhould be reproved. But he that doeth truth cometh tg 
the light, that his deeds may be made manifeſt, that they 
are wrought in God, n 
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After theſe things came Jeſus and his diſciples iato the 
land of Judea; and there he tartried with them, and 
Aud, Jehn alſo was baptizing in Enon near to Salim, 
becauſe there was much water there: and they came, and 
were baptized. For John was not yet caſt into priſon. 
Then there aroſe a queſtion between ſome of John's dif. 
ciples and the Jews about purifying. And they came unto 
John, and ſaid unto him, Rabbi, he that was with thee 
beyond Jordan, to whom thou bareſt witneſs, behold; the 
_ fame baptizeth, and all men come to him. John anſwered 
and ſaid, A man can receive nothing, except it be given 
him from heaven. Ye yourſelves bear me witneſs, that I 
ſaid, I am not the Chriſt, but that I am ſent before him. 
He that hath the bride is the bridegroom: but the friend 
of the bridegroom, which ſtandeth -and heareth him, re- 
Joiceth-greatly becauſe of the bridegroom's voice : this m 
joy therefore is fulfilled. He muſt increaſe, but I . 
decreaſe. He that cometh from above is above all: he that 
is of the earth is earthly, and ſpeaketh of the earth: he 
that cometh from heaven is above all. And what he hath 
ſeen and heard, that he teſtifieth; and no man receiveth 
his teſtimony. He that hath received his teſtimony hath 
ſet to his ſeal that God is true. For he whom God hath 
ſent ſpeaketh the words of God: for God giveth not the 
ſpirit by meaſure unto him. The Father loveth the Son, 
and hath given all things into his hand, He that beliey- 
eth on the Son hath everlaſting life: and he that believeth 
not the Son {ſhall not ſee life; but the wrath of God 
abideth on him.

Waex- therefore the Lord knew how the phariſees had 
heard that Jeſus made and baptized more diſciples than 
John, (though Jeſus himſelf baptized not, but his diſciples, ) 
he left Judea, and departed again into Galilee. And he 
muſt needs go through Samaria. Then cometh he to a 
city of Samaria, which is called Sychar, near to the parcel 
of ground that Jacob gave to his ſon Joſeph. Now Jacob's 
well was there. Jeſus, therefore, being wearied with his 
Journey, fat thus on the well: (and it was about we ＋ 
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hour * there cometh a woman of Samaria to draw water: 
Jeſus ſaith unto her, Give me to drink. (For his diſciples 
were gone away unto the city to buy meat.) Then faith 
the woman of Samaria unto him, How is it, that thou, be- 
ing a Jew, aſlceſt drink of me, which am a woman of Sa- 
maria? for the Jews have no dealings with the Samaritans, 
Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto her, If thou kneweſt the gift 
of God, and who it is that faith to thee, Give me to drink; 
thou wouldeſt have aſked of him, and he would have given 
thee living water. The woman ſaith unto him, Sir, thou 
haſt nothing to draw with, and the well is deep: from 
whence then haſt thou that living water? art thou greater 
than our father Jacob, which gave us the well, and drank 
thereof himſelf, and his children, and his cattle ? Jeſus an- 
ſwered and ſaid unto her, Whoſoever drinketh of this water 
ſhall thirſt again ? but whoſoever drinketh of the water 
that I ſhall give him ſhall never thirſt ; but the water that 
I ſhall give Pim {hall be in him a well of water ſpringing 
up into everlaſting life. The woman faith unto him, Sir, 
give me this water, that I thirſt not, neither come hither 
to draw. Jeſus faith unto her, Go, call thy huſband, and 


come hither. The woman anſwered and ſaid, I have no 


huſband: Jefus anſwered and ſaid unta her, Thou haſt 
well faid, I have no huſband : for thou haſt had five huſ- 
bands; and he whom thou now halt is not thy huſband; 
in that ſaidſt thou truly. The woman faith unto him, Sir, 
I perceive that thou art a ig Our fathers worſhiped 
in this mountain; and ye ſay, That in Jeruſalem is the 
lace where men ought to worſhip. Jeſus ſaith unto her, 
8 believe me, the hour cometh, when ye ſhall nei- 
ther in this mountain, nor yet at Jeruſalem, worſhip the 


Father. Ye worſhip ye know not what: we know what 


we worſhip: for ſalvation is of the Jews. But the hour 
cometh, and now is, when the true worſhipers ſhall wor- 
ſhip the Father in ſpirit and in truth; for the Father ſeek 
eth ſuch to worſhip him. God is a fpirit: and they that 


worſhip him muſt worſhip him in ſpirit and in truth. The 
woman faith unto him, I know that Meſhas cometh, which 
is called Chriſt; when he is come, he will tell us all things, 
Jeſus faith unto. her, I that ſpeak unto. thee am hee 


And 
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And upon this came his diſciples, and marvelled that he 
talked with the woman: yet no man faid, What ſeekeſt 
thou? "or, Why talkeſt thou with her? the woman then 
left Her water pot, and went her way into the city, and faith 
to the men, Come, ſee a man which told me all things that 
© ever I did: is not this the Chriſt? then they went out 
of the city, and came unto him. 

In the mean while his diſciples prayed him, ſaying, 
Maſter, eat. But he faid unto them, I have meat to eat 
that ye know not of. Therefore ſaid the diſciples one to 
another, Hath any man brought him ought to eat? Jeſus 
ſaith unto them, My meat is to do the will of him that ſent 
me, and to finiſh his work. Say not ye, There are yet four 
months, and then cometh harveſt? behold, I fay unto you, 
Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields; * they are 
white already to haryeſt, And he that reapeth receiveth 
Waget and gathereth fruit unto life eternal: that both he 
that foweth and he that reapeth may rejoice together. 
And herein is that ſaying true, One ſowech. and another 
reapeth. I ſent you to reap that whereon ye beſtowed no 
labour : other men laboured, and ye are entered into their 
labours. 

And many of the Samaritans of that city believed on 
him for the ſaying of the woman, which teſtified, He told 
me all that ever I did. So when the Samaritans were come 
- unto him, they beſought him that he would tarry with 
them: and he abode there two days. And many more 
believed becauſe of his own word ; and faid unto the wo- 
man, Now we believe, not becauſe of thy faying : for we 
have heard him ourſelves, and know that this is indeed the 
Chriſt, the Saviour of the world. 

Now after two days he departed thence, and went into 
Galilee. For Jeſus himſelf teſtified, that a prophet hath 
no honour in his on country. Then when he was come 
into Galilee, the Galileans received him, having ſeen all the 
things that he did at Jeruſalem at the feaſt : for they alſo 
went unto the feaſt. So Jeſus came again into Cana of 
Galilee, where he made the water wine, And there was 
a certain nobleman, whoſe ſon was fick at Capernaum. 
When he heard that Jefus' was come out of Judea into 
Ty | | Galilec, 
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Galilee, he went unto him, and beſought him that he would: 
come down, and heal his ſon; for he was at the point of: 
death. Then ſaid Jeſus unto him, Except ye ſee — and 
wonders, ye will not believe. The nobleman. ſaith unto; 
him, Sir, come down ere my child die. Jeſus ſaith unto 
him, Go thy way; thy {on liveth. And the man believed 
the word that Jeſus had ſpoken unto him, and he went his 
way. And as he was now going down, his ſeryants met: 
him, and told him, ſaying, Thy ſon liveth. Then en- 
quired he of them the hour when he began to amend. And 
they ſaid ugto him, Yeſterday at the ſeventh hour the 
fever left him, 80 the father knew that it was at the: 
fame hour, in the which Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thy ſon 
liveth: and himſelf believed, and his whole houſe. This 
is again the ſecond miracle that Jeſus did, when he was 
come out of Judea into Galilee,

Arrzx this there was a feaſt of the Jews; and Jeſus 
went up to Jerufalem. Now there is at Jeruſalem by the 
ſheep market a pool, which is called in the Hebrew tongue 
Betheſda; having five porches. - In theſe lay a great mu- 
tude of impotent folk, of blind, halt, withered, waiting for 
the moving of the water. For an angel went down at a 
certain ſeaſon into the pool, and troubled the water: who= 
ſoever then firſt after the troubling of the water ſtepped in, 
was made whole of whatſoever diſeaſe he had. And a cer» 
tain man was there, which had an infirmity thirty and eight 
2 When Jeſus ſaw him lie, and knew that he(had 
en now a long time in that caſe, he faith unto him, W. 

thou be made whole ? the impotent man anſwered him, 
Sir, I have no man, when the water is troubled, to put me 
into the pool: but while I am coming, another ſteppeth 
down before me. Jeſus faith unto him, Riſe, take up thy 
bed, and walk. And immediately the man was made 
whole, and took up his bed, and walked ; and on the fame 
day was the ſabbath. 
he Jews therefore ſaid unto him that was cured, It is 

the ſabbath-day : it is not lawful for thee to carry thy bed. 
He anſwered them, He that made me whole, the fame 
laid unto me, Take up thy bed, and walk. Then aſked 


vy 


they him, What man is that which ſaid unto thee, Take 
up thy bed, and walk ? and he that was healed wiſt not who 
it was: for Jeſus had conveyed himſelf away, a multitude 
being in that place. Afterwards | Jeſus ſindeth him in the 
temple,” and ſaid unto him, Behold, thou art made whole: 
ſin no more, leſt a worſe thing come unto thee. The man 
departed, and told the Jews that it was Jeſus which lad 
made him Whole. And therefore did the Jews-perſecute 
Jeſus, and ſought to ſlay him, becauſe he had done theſe 
things on the ſabbath-day. 

But Jeſus anſwered them, My Father worketh hithereto, 
and I work. Therefore the Jews ſought the more to kill 
him, becauſe he not only had broken the ſabbath, but ſaid 
alſo that God was his Father, making himſelf equal with God. 

Then anſwered Jeſus, and faid unto them, Verily, verily, 
I fay unto you, Ihe Son can do nothing of himſelf, but 
what he ſeeth the Father do: for what thing ſoever he 
doeth, theſe alſo doeth the Son likewiſe. For the Father 
loveth the Son, and ſhewech him all things that bimſelf 
doeth 3 and he will ſhew him greater works than theſe, that 
ye may marvel. For as the Father raiſeth up the dead, and 
gu ckeneth them; even ſo the ſon quickeneth whom he 
will. For the Father judgeth no man, but hath committed 
all judgment unto the Son : that all men ſhould honour the 
Son, even as they honour the Father. He that honoureth 
not the Son honoureth not the Father which hath ſent him. 
Verily, verily, I fay unto you, He that heareth my word, 
and believeth on him that ſent me, hath everlaſting hte, and 
-ſhal ſot come into condemnation ; but is paſſed from death 
unto life. Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, The hour is 
coming, and now is, when the dead ſhall hear the voice d 
the-Son of God: and they that hear ſhall live. For as 
the Father hath life in himſelf; ſo hath he given to the Son 
to have life in himſelf; and hath given him authority to 
execute judgment alſo, becauſe he is the Son of Man. 
Marrel not at this: for the hour is coming, in the which 
all that are in the graves ſhall hear his voice, and ſhall come 
forth: they that have done good, unto the reſurrection of 
life,” and they that have done evil, unto the reſurrection of

If I bear witneſs of myſelf, my witneſs is not true. 
There is another that beareth witneſs of me; and I know 
that the witneſs which he witneſſeth of me is true, Ye ſent 
unto John, and he bare witneſs unto the truth: but I re- 


ceived not teſtimony from man; but theſe things I fay, that 


ye might be ſaved. He was a burning and a ſhining light: 
and ye were willing for a ſeaſon to rejoice in his light. 

But I have greater witneſs than that of John; for the 
works which the Father hath given me to finiſh, the ſame 
works that 1 do, bear witneſs of me, that the Father hath 
ſent me. And the Father himſelf, which hath fent me, 


F hath borne witneſs of me. Ye have neither heard his voice 


at any time, nor ſeen his ſhape. And ye have not his ward 
abiding in you: for whom he hath ſent, him ye believe not. 

Search the ſcriptures, for in them ye think ye have eters 
nal life: and they are they which teſtify of me. And ye 


will not come to me, that ye might have life: I receive not 


honour from men; but I know you, that ye have not the 
love of God in you. I am come in my Father's name, and 
ye receive me not: if another ſhould come in his owp name, 
him will ye receive. How can ye believe, which receive 
honour one of another, and ſeek not the honour that cometh 
from God only? | 

Do not think that I will accuſe you to the Father; there 
is one that accuteth you, even Moſes, in whom ye truſt: 
for had ye believed Moles, ye would have believed me: 
for he wrote of me. But if ye believe not his writtags, 
how ſhall ye believe my words?

unto him, There is a lad here, which hath. five barley 
| loaves, and two ſmall fiſhes : but what are they among % 
many? and Jeſus ſaid, Make the men fit down. Now there 
was much graſs in the place; ſo the men fat down, in num- 
ber about five thouſand. And Jeſus took the loaves; and 
when he had given thanks, he diſtributed to the diſciplas, 
and the diſciples to them that were ſet down ; and likcwite 
of the-fithes as much as they would. When they were 
ſilled, he ſaid unto his diſciples, Gather up the fragment 
that remain, that nothing be loſt. Therefore they gathered 
them 2 — and filled twelve baſkets with the fragments 
of the five barley loaves, which remained over and aboe 
unto them that had eaten. Then thoſe men, when ben 
had ſeen the miracle that Jeſus did, ſaid, This is of a dul 
that prophet that ſhould come into the world. 

When Jeſus therefore perceived that they would come and 
take him by force, to make him a king, he departed again 
into a mountain himſelf alone. And when even was nov 
come, his diſciples went down unto the ſea, and entered into 
a ſhip, and went over the ſea toward Capernaum: and it 
was now dark, and Jeſus was not come to them; And the 
ſea aroſe by reaſon of a great wind that blew : ſo when they 
hat rowed about five and twenty or thirty furlongs, they 
ſee Jeſus walking on the ſea, and drawing nigh unto the 
ſhip ; and they were afraid. But he ſaith unto them, It 13 
I; be not afraid. Then they willingly received him into 
the ſhip : and immediately the ſhip was at the land whither 
they went. ; 

4 The day following, when the people which ſtood on the 
other ſide of rhe ſea, ſaw that there was none other boat 
there, fave that one whereinto his diſciples were entered, 
and that Jeſus went not with his diſciples into the boat, but 
that his diſciples were gone away alone; (howbeit there 
came other boats from Tiberias, nigh unto the place where 
they did eat bread, after that the Lord had given thanks: 
when the people therefore ſaw that Jeſus was not there), 


neither 
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neither his diſciples, they alſo took ſhipping, and came to 
Capernaum, ſeeking for Jeſus; and when they had found 
him on the other ſide of the ſea, they ſaid unto him, Rabbi, 
when cameſt thou hither? Jeſus anſwered them, and ſaid, 
Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, Ye ſeek me, not becauſe ye 
faw the miracles, but becauſe ye did eat of the loaves, and 
were filled. + Labour not for the meat which periſheth, but 
for that meat which endureth unto everlaſting life, which 
the Son of Man fhall give unto you; for him hath God the 
Father ſealed. Then ſaid they unto him, What ſhall we 
do, that-we might work the works of God ? Jeſus anſwered 
and faid unto: them, "This is the work of God, that ye be- 
lieve on him whom he hath ſent. They ſaid therefore unto 
him, What ſign ſheweſt thou then, that we may fee, and 
believe thee? what doſt thou work? our fathers did eat 
manna in the deſert; as it is written, He gave them bread 
from heaven to eat. Then ' Jeſus ſaid unto them, Verily, 
verily, I ſay unto you, Moſes gave you not that bread 
from heaven; but my Father giveth you the true bread from 
heaven, For the bread of God is he which cometh down 
from heaven, and giveth life unto the world. 'Then faid 
they unto him, Lord, evermore give us this bread. And 
Jeſus ſaid unto them, I am the bread of life: he that 
cometh to me {hall never hunger; and he that believeth-on 
me ſhall never thirſt. But I ſaid unto you, that ye alſo 
have ſeen me, and believe not: all-that the Father giveth 
me ſhall come to me; and him that cometh to me I will in 
no wiſe caſt out. For I came down from heaven, not to 
do mine own will, but the will of him that ſent me. And 
this is the Father's will which hath ſent me, That of all 
which he hath given me, I ſhould loſe nothing, but ſhould 
raiſe it up again at the laſt day. And this is the will of 
him that ſent me, That every one which ſeeth the Son, and 
believeth on him, may bave everlaſting life; and I will raiſe 
him up at the laſt day. The Jews then murmured at him, 
becauſe he ſaid, I am the bread which came un from 
heaven: and they ſaid, Is not this Jeſus, the ſon of ſoſeph, 
whoſe father and mother we know? how is it then that be 
faith, I came down from hen ven? Jeſus therefore anſwered 
and faid unto them, Murmur not among yvourfelves : no 
man ean come to me, except the Father which hath ſent 


me 
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me draw him: and J will raiſe him up at the laſt day. 7}: 
is written in the prophets, And they ſhall be all taught of 
God. Every man therefore that hath heard, and hath 
learned of the Father, cometh unto me. Not that any man 
hath ſeen the Father, ſave he which is of God, he hath 
ſeen the Father. 

Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, He that believeth on me 
hath everlaſting life, I am thar bread of life. Your fathers 
did eat manner in the wilderneſs, and are dead. This is 
the bread which cometh down from heaven, that a man may 
eat thereof, and not die. I am the living bread which came 
down from heaven: if any man eat of this bread, he ſhall 
live for ever: and the bread that I will give is my fleſh, 
which I will give for the life of the world. The Jews 
therefore ſtrove among themſelves ſaying, How can this 
man give us his fleſh to eat? Then Jeſus ſaid unto them, 
Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, Except ye eat the fleſh 
of the 'Son of Man, and drink his blood, ye have no lite 
in you. Whoſo eateth my fleſh, and drinketh my blood, 
bath eternal life; and I will raiſe him up at the Jaſt day, 
For my fleſh is meat indeed, and my blood is drink indeed. 
He that eateth my fleſh, and drinketh my blood, dwelleth 
in me, and J in him. As the living Father hath ſent 
me; and I hve by the Father: ſo he that eateth me, even 
he ſhall live by me. This is that bread which came down 
from heaven; not as your fathers did eat manna, and are 
dead; he that eateth of this bread ſhall live for ever. 'Theſe 
things ſaid he in the Daches, as he taught in Capernaum. 
Many therefore of his diſciples, when they heard this, (aid, 
'This is an hard ſaying, who can hear it ? when Jeſus knew 
in himſelf that his diſciples murmured at it, he ſaid unto 
them, Doth this offend you ? what and if ye ſhall ſee the 
Son of Man aſcend up where he was before? it is the 
Spirit that quickeneth ; the fleſh profiteth nothing: the 
words that I ſpeak unto you, they are ſpirit, and they are 
life. But there are ſome of you that believe not. For 
Jeſus knew from the beginning who they were that believed 
not, and who ſhould betray him. And he ſaid, Therefore 
ſaid T unto you, That no man can come unto me, except it 
were given unto him of my Father. 
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From that time many of his diſciples went back, and 
walked no more with him. Then ſaid Jeſus unto the twelve, 
Will ye alſo go away? then Simon Peter anſwered him, 
Lord, to whom ſhall we go? thou haſt the words of eternal 
life. And we believe and are ſure that thou art that Chrift 
the Son of the living God. Jefus anſwered them, Have 
not I choſen you twelve, and one of you is a devil? he 
ſpake of Judas Iſcariot, the ſon of Simon: for he it was 
that ſhould betray him, being one of the twelve. 

VII. | 

AFTER theſe things Jeſus walked in Galilee : for he 
would not walk in Jewry, becauſe the Jews ſought to kill 
him. Now the Jews feaſt of tabernacles was at hand. 
His brethren therefore ſaid unto him, Depart hence, and go 
into Judea, that thy diſciples alſo may ſee the works that 
thou doeſt. For there is no man that doeth any thing in 
ſecret, and he himſelf ſeeketh to be known openly. If thou 
do theſe things, ſhew thyſelf to the world. For neither did 
his brethren believe in him. Then Jeſus ſaid anto them, 
My time is not yet come: but your time is alway ready. 
The world cannot hate you; but me it hateth, becauſe I 
teſtify of it, that the works thereof are evil. Go ye up 
unto this feaſt :-I go not up yet unto this feaſt ; for 
time is not yet full come. When he had faid theſe words 
unto them, he abode (till in Galilee. 

But when his brethren were gone up, then went he alſo 
up into the feaſt, not openly, but as it were in ſecret. Then 
the Jews ſought him at the feaſt, and ſaid, Where is he? 
And there was much murmuring among the people concern- 
ing him: for ſome ſaid, He is a good man: others faid, 
Nay; but he deceiveth the people. Howbeit no man ſpake 
openly of -him for fear of the Jews. 

Now about the midſt of the feaſt Jeſus went up into the 
temple,” and taught. And the Jews 3 ſaying, 
How knoweth this man letters, having never learned? 
Jeſus anſwered them, and ſaid, My doctrine is not 
mine, but his that ſent me. If any man will do his 
will, he ſhall know of the doctrine, whether it be of God, 
or whether I ſpeak of myſelf. He that ſpeaketh 
of himſelf ſeeketh his own glory: but he that ſeeketh 
hi glory that ſeat him, the ſame is true, and no un-

Moſes 
therefore gave unto 2 circumciſion; (not becauſe it is of

Moſes, but of the fathers ;) and ye on the ſabbath-day cir. 
cumeile a man. If a man on the ſabbath-day receive cir. 


are ye angry at me, becauſe I have made a man every whit 
whole on the ſabbath-day ? judge not according to the ap- 


of them of Jeruſalem, Is not this he, whom they ſeek to 
kill? but, lo, he ſpeaketh boldly, and they ſay nothing 
unto him. Do the rulers know indeed that this is the very 
Chriſt? howbeit we know this man whence he is: but 
when Chriſt cometh, no man knoweth whence he is. Then 
cried Jeſus in the | temple as he taught, ſaying, Ye both 
know me, and ye know whence Jam: and I am not come 
of myſelf, but he that ſent me is true, whom ye know nt, 
But I know him: for Iam from him, and he hath ſent me, 
Then they ſought to take him: but no man laid hands on 
him, becauſe his hour was not yet come. And many of 
the people believed on him, and ſaid, When Chriſt cometh, 
will he do more miracles than theſe which this man hath 
done? the Phariſees heard that the people murmured ſuch 
things concerning him; and the phariſces and the. chief 
i 2 ſent officers to take him. | 
Then faid Jeſus unto them, Yet a little while am I with 
you, and then I go unto him that ſent me. Ye ſhall ſeel 
me, and ſhall not find me: and where I am, thither y: 
cannot come. Then ſaid che Jews among themſelves, 
Whither will he go, that we ſhall not find him? will be 
go unto the diſperſed among the Gentiles, and teach the 
Gentiles ? what manner of ſaying is this that he ſaid, Ye 
all ſeek me, and ſhall not ind ne: and where I am, th.

living water. (But this ſpake he of the Spirit, which they 
that believe on him ſhould receive : for the Holy Ghoſt was 
not yet given; becauſe that Jeſus was not yet glorified. ) 
Many of the people therefore, when they heard this ſay- 
ing, ſaid, Of a truth this is the prophet. Others ſaid, This 
is the Chriſt. - But ſome ſaid, Shall Chriſt come out of Ga- 
lilee. Hath not the ſcripture ſaid, That Chrift cometh of 
the- ſeed of David, and out of the town of Bethlehem, 
where David was? ſo there was a diviſion among the peo- 
ple becauſe of him. And ſome of them would have taken 
him; but no man laid hands on him. Then came the 
officers to the chief prieſts and phariſees; and they ſaid 
unto them, Why have ye not brought him? the officers 
anſwered, Never man ſpake like this man. Then anſwered 
them the phariſces, Are ye alſo deceived ? have any of the 


but rulers or of the phariſees believed on him? but this people 
hen who knoweth not the law are curſed. Nicodemus ſaith 
oth unto them, (he that came to Jeſus by night, being one of 
one them,) Doch our law judge any man, before it hear him, 
not and know what he doeth ? they anſwered and ſaid unto 
me. him, Art thou allo of Galilee? ſearch, and look : for out.

che ground, And they which heard it, being convicted by 
their on conſcience, went out one by one, beginning at the 
eldeſt, even unto the laſt: and Jeſus was left alone, and the 
woman ſtanding in the midſt, When Jeſus had lifted up 
«Himſelf, and ſaw none but the woman, he ſaid unto her, 
Woman, where ure thoſe thine accuſers? hath no man con- 
demned thee? the ſaid, No man, Lord. And Jeſus ſaid 
unto her, Neither do I condemn thee, go and fin no more, 
Then fpake Jeſus again unto them, ſaying, I am the 
fight of the world: he that followeth me ſhall not walk 
in darkneſs, but ſhall have the light of life. The phariſces 
therefore ſaid unto him, Thou beareſt record wy thyſelf; 
thy record is not true. Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto them, 
Though I bear record of myſelf, yet my record is true: for 
IT know whence I came, and whither 1 go; but ye cannot 
tell whence I come, and whither I go. Ye judge after 
the fleſh; I judge no man. And yet if I judge, my 
judgment is true: for I am not alone, but I and the Father 
that ſent me. It is alſo written in your law, that the teſti- 
mony of two men 1s true, I am one that bear witneſs of 
myſelf, and the Father that ſent me beareth witneſs of me, 
Then faid they unto him, Where is thy Father? Jeſus 
- anſwered, Ye neither know nie, nor m Father : if ye had 
known me, ye ſhould have known my Father alſo. Theſe 
words ſpake Jeſus in the treaſury, as he taught in the 
temple: and no man laid hands on him; for his hour was 
not yet come. Then ſaid Jeſus again unto them, I go my 
Way, and ye- ſhall ſeek me, and ſhall die in your fins: 
-whither I go, ye cannot come. Then faid the * Will 
he kill himſelf? becauſe he faith, Whither I go, ye cannot 
come. And he ſaid unto them, Ye are from beneath; I 
am from above: ye are of this world; I am not of this 


world. I ſaid therefore unto you, that ye ſhall die in your 


ſins: for if ye believe not that I am he, ye ſhall die in your 


- fins. Then ſaid they unto him, Who art thou? and Jeſus 
- Faith-unto them, Even the ſame that I faid unto you from 


the beginning. I have many things to ſay and to judge of 
you: but he that ſent me is true; and 1 ſpeak to the 
World choſe things which I have heard of him. They 
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faid Jeſus unto them, When ye have lifted up the Son of 
Man, then ſhall know that F am he, and that I do 
nothing of myſelf; but as my Father hath taught me, I 
k theſe things. And he that ſent me is with me: the 
ather hath not left me alone; for I do always thoſe 
things that pleaſe him. As he ſpake theſe words many 
believed on him. 

Then ſaid Jeſus to thoſe Jews which believed on him, 
If ye continue in my word, then are ye my diſciples in- 
deed; and ye ſhall know the truth, and the truth ſhall 
make you free. 

They anſwered him, We be Abraham's ſeed, and were 
never in bondage to any man: how ſayeſt thou, Ye ſhall 
be made free? Jeſus anſwered them, Verily, verily, 1 fay 
unto you, whoſoever committeth fin is the ſervant of fin. 
And the ſervant abideth not in the houſe for ever: but the 
Son abideth ever. If the Son therefore ſhall make you 
free, ye ſhall be free iadeed. I know that ye are Abra- 
ham's feed; but ye ſeek to kill me, becauſe my word hath 
no place in you. I ſpeak that which I have ſeen with my 
Faber: and ye do that which ye have ſeen with your 
father. They anſwered and ſaid unto him, Abraham is 
our father. 15 * ſaith unto them, If ye were Abraham's 
children, ye would do the works of Abraham. But now 
ye ſeek to kill me, a man that hath told you the truth, 
which I have heard of God: this did not Abraham. Ye 
do the deeds of your father. Then faid they to him, 
We be not born of fornication; we have one Father, even 
God: * Jeſus faid unto them, If God were your Father, 
ye would love me: for I proceeded forth and came from 
God; neither came I of myſelf, but he ſent me. Why do 
ye not underſtand my ſpeech? even becauſe ye cannot hear 


my word. Ve are of your father the devil, and the luſts 


your father ye will do. He was a murderer from the 


beginning, and abode not in the truth, becauſe there is no 


truth in him. When he ſpeaketh a lie, he ſpeaketh of his 


on: for he is a liar, and the father of it. And becauſe 
I tell yon the truth, ye believe me not. Which of you 


convinceth me of fin? and if I ſay the truth, why do ye 
a | L z not 
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not believe me? he that is of God beareth God's words: 
ve therefore hear them not, becauſe ye are not of God. 
Then anſwered the Jews, and ſaid unto him, Say we not 
well that thou art a Samaritan, and haſt a devil? Jeſus 
anſwered, I have not a devil; but I honour my Father, 
and ye do diſhonour me. And I ſeek not mine own glory: 
there is one that ſeeketh and judgeth. Verily, verily, I 
Jay unto. you, If a man keep my ſaying, he ſhall never ſee 
death. Then ſaid the Jews unto him, Now we know that 
thou haſt a devil. Abraham is dead, and the prophets ; 
and thou ſayeſt, If a man keep my ſaying, he' ſhall never 
taſte of death, Art thou greater than our father Abraham, 
which is dead? and the N are dead: whom makeft 
thou thyſelf? Jeſus anſwered, If I honour myſelf, my 
honour 1s nothing : it is my Father that honoureth me; of 
whom ye ſay, that he is your God: yet ye have not known 
him; but I know him: and if I ſhould ſay, I know him 
not, I ſhall be a liar unto you: but I know him, and keep 
his ſaying. Vour father Abraham rejoiced to ſee my day: 
and he 2 it, and was glad. Then ſaid the Jews unto 
him, Thou art not yet fifty years old, and haſt thou ſcen 
Abraham? Jeſus ſaid unta them, Verily, verily, I ſay unto 
you, Before Abraham was, I am. [3&8 

Then took they up ſtones to caſt at him: but Jeſus hid 
himſelf, and went out of the temple, going through the 


midit ot them, and ſo paſſed by,

Axun as Jeſus paſſed by, he ſaw a man which was blind 
„rom his birth. And his. diſciples aſked him, ſaying, 
«Maſter, who did fin, this man, or his parents, that he was 
born blind? Jeſus anfwered, Neither hath this man ſinned, 
nor his parents: but that the works of God ſhould be made 
manifeſt in him. I muſt work the works of him that 
ſent me, while it is day: the night cometh, when no man 
can work. As long as I am in the world, I am the light 
of the world. When be had thus ſpoken, he ſpat on the 
ground, and made clay of the ſpittle, and he anointed the 
eyes of the blind man with the clay, and {aid unto him, 
Go, waſh in the pool of Siloam, (which is by 3 
ent. 
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Sent.) He went his way therefore, and waſhed, 
came ſeeing. | TREES ITE 
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ſeen him that he was blind, ſaid, Is not this he that fat 
and begged, Some ſaid, This is he: others ſaid, He is 


like him: but he ſaid, I am he. Therefore ſaid they unto 


him, How were thine eyes opened? he anſwered and ſaid, 
A' man that is called Jeſus made clay, and anointed mine 


eyes, and faid unto me, Go to the pool of Siloam, and 


waſh: and I went and waſhed, and J received fight. 
Then ſaid they unto him, Where is he? he ſaid, I know 
not, | 
They brought to the phariſees him that aforetime was 
blind. And it was the ſabbath day when Jeſus made the 


clay, and opened his eyes. Then again the phariſees alſo 


aſked him how he had received his ſight. He faid unto 
them, He put clay upon mine eyes, and I waſhed, and 
do ſee. Therefore ſaid ſome of the phariſees, This man 
is not of God, becauſe he keepeth not the ſabbath- day. 
Others ſaid, How can a man that is a ſinner do ſuch 
miracles? and there was a diviſion among them. They 
ſay unto the blind man again, What ſayeſt thou of him, 
that he hath opened thine eyes? he ſaid, He is a prophet. 
But the Jews did not believe concerning him, that he had 
been blind, and received his ſight, until they called the 
parents of him that had received his fight. And they 


aſked them, ſaying, Is this your ſon, who ye ſay was born 
blind? how then doth he now ſee? his parents anſwered” 


them and ſaid, We know that this is our ſon, and that he 
was born blind: but by what means he now ſeeth, we 
know not; or who hath opened his eyes, we know not: 
he is of age; aſk him : he ſhall ſpeak tor himſelf. Theſe 
words ſpake his parents, becauſe they feared the Jews : for 
the Jews had agreed already, that if any man did confeſs 
that he was Chrift, he ſhould be put out of the fynagogue. 
Therefore ſaid his parents, He is of ege; aſk him. Then 
pan called they the man that was blind, and ſaid unto him, 
ive God the praiſe: we know that this man is a ſinner. 
He anſwered and faid, Whether he be a finner or no, 
I know not: one thing I know, that, whereas 1 Was 
| L 3 blind, 


and 


The neighbours therefore, and they which before had 


blind, now I ſee. Then ſaid they to him again, What 
did he de to thee? how opened he thine: eyes? be 
anſweted them, I have told you already, aud ye did not 
heat: wherefore would ye hear it again? will ye alſo be 
his diſciples ? then they reviled him, and ſaid, Thou art 
his diſciple; but we are Moſes” diſciples. We know that 
God fpake unto Moſes: as for this fellow, we know not 
from whence he is. The man anſwered and faid unto 
them, Why herein is a marvellous thing, that ye know 
not from whence he is, and yet he hath opened mine eyes. 
Now we know that God heareth not ſinners: but if any 
man be a worſhipper of God, and doeth his will, him he 
heareth, Since the world began was it not heard that any 
man opened the eyes of one that was born blind. If this 
man were not of God, he could do nothing. 

They anſwered and ſaid unto him, Thou waſt altogether 
born in fins, and doſt thou teach us? and they caſt him 
out. jp 

Jeſus heard that they had caſt him out: and when he 
had found him, he ſaid upto him, Doſt thou believe on the 
Son of God? he anſwered and ſaid, Who is he, Lord, 
that I might believe on him? and Jeſus ſaid unto him, 
Thou haſt both ſeen him, and it is he that talketh with 
thee. - And he ſaid, Lord, I believe. And he worſhipped 
bim. And Jeſus ſaid, For judgment I am come into this 
world; that they which ſee not might ſee, and that they 
which ſee might be made blind. And ſome of the phariſces 

which were with him, heard theſe words, and ſaid unto 
him, Are we blind alſo? Jeſus ſaid unto them, If ye 
were blind, ye ſhould have no fin : but now ye ſay, We 
ſee 3 therefore your {in remaineth, 


VexiLY, verily, I ſay unto you, He that entereth not 
by the door into the ſheep- fold, but climbeth up ſome other 
way, the ſame is a thief and a robber, But he that entereth 
in by the door, is the ſhepherd of the ſheep. To him the 
porter openeth: and the ſheep hear his voice: and he 
calleth his on ſheep by name, and leadeth them out: and 
when he putteth forth his own ſheep, he goeth before Gy

and the ſheep follow him: for they know bis voige,,, And: 
2 ſtranger will they not follow, but will flee from him z. 
for they know. not the voice of ſtrangers. This , parable. 
ſpake Jeſus unto them: but they underſtood, not what; 
things they were which he ſpake unto them. Then aid; 
Jeſus unto them again, Verily, verily, I {ay unto you, I am 
the door of the ſheep. All that ever came before me are 
thieves and robbers: but the ſheep did not hear them. 
Jam the door: by me if any man enter in, he ſhall, be 
ſaved, and ſhall go in and out, and find paſture. The thief 
cometh not but 2 to (teal, and to kill, and to doſtroy: 
I am come that they might have life, and that they might 
have it more abundantly. I am the good ſhepherd, The 

ood ſhepherd giveth his life for the ſheep ; but he that is an 
—— and not the ſhepherd, whoſe on the ſheep are not, 
ſeeth the wolf coming, and leaveth the ſheep, and fleeth: 
and the wolf catcheth them, and ſcattereth the ſheep, The 
hireling fleeth, becauſe he is an hireling, and careth not for 
the ſheep. I am the good ſhepherd, and know my ſheep, 
and am known of mine. As the Father knoweth me, even 
ſo know I the Father; and I lay down my life for the 
ſheep. And other ſheep I have, which are not of this 
fold: them alſo I muſt bring, and they ſhall hear my voice: 
and there ſhall be one fold, and one ſhepherd. Therefore 
doth my Father love me, becauſe I lay down my life that 
I might take it again, No man taketh it from me, but 
I lay it down of myſelf. I have power to lay it down, 
and I have power to take it again. This commandment 
hav&I received of my Father. 

There was a diviſion therefore again among the Jews for 
theſe ſayings, and many of them ſaid, He hath a devil, 
and is mad: why hear ye him? others ſaid, Theſe are 
not the words of him that hath a devil, Can a devil open 
the eyes of the blind ? | 

And it was at Jeruſalem, the feaſt of the dedication, and 
it was winter: and Jeſus walked in the temple, in Solo- 
mon's porch. Then came the Jews round about him, and 
faid unto him, How long doſt thou make us to doubt? if 
thou be the Chriſt, tell us plainly. _ Jeſus anſwered them, 
I told you,” and ye believed not. The works that IL do in 
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my Fatber's name, they bear witneſs of me. Nut ye be. 
keve not, becauſe ye are not of my ſheep, as I ſaid unto 
von. My ſheep hear my voice, and I know them, and 
they follow me; and I give unto them eternal life; and 
they ſhall never periſh, neither ſhall any man pluck them our 
af my hand. My Father which gave them me, is greater 
than all; and no man is able to pluck them out of my Father's 
hand. I and my Father are one. Then the Jews took 
up (tones again to ftone him, Jeſus anſwered them, Many 
good works have I ſhewed you from my Father ; for which 
ot-tho:2 works do ye ſtone me? the Jews anſwered him, 
ſaying, For a gcod work we ſtone thee not: but for 
blaſphemy: and becauſe that thou, being a man, makeſt 
thyſelf d. Jeſus anſwered them, Is it not written 
in your law, I ſaid, Ye are gods? if he called them gods, 
unto whom the word of God came, and the Scripture 
cannot be broken; fay ye of him, whom the Father hath 
ſanctiſied and ſent into the world, Thou blaſphemeſt; be- 
cauſe I ſaid, I am the Son of God? if I do not the works 
of my Father, believe me not. But if I do, though ye 
believe not me, believe the works: that ye may know and 
believe that the Father is in me, and 1 in him. There- 
fore they ſought again to take him: but he eſcaped out of 
their hand, and went away again beyond Jordan, into the 
place where John at firſt baptized; and there he abode. 
And many reſorted unto him, and faid, John did no 
miracle: but all things that John ſpake of this man were 
true, and many believed on him there, 


XI. 


No a certain man was ſick, named Lazarus, of Bethany, 


the town of Mary and her ſiſter Martha, It was that Mary 
which anointed the Lord with ointment, and wiped his feet 
with her hair, whoſe brother Lazarus was ſick. There- 
fere his ſiſters ſent unto him, ſaying, Lord, behold, he 
whom thou loveſt, is ſick : when Jeſus heard that, he ſaid, 
"This fickneſs is not unto death, but for the glory of God, 
that the Son of God might be glorified thereby. Now Jeſus 


loved Martha, and her fitter and Lazarus. When he 


had heard therefore that he was ſick, he abode two 5 
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fill in the ſame place where he was. Then after that faith 
he to his diſciples,” Let us go into Judea again. His diſei- 
ples ſay unto him, Maſter, the Jews of late ſought to ſtone 
thee; and goeſt thou thither again? Jeſus anſwered, Are 
there not twelve hours in the day? if any man walk in the 
day, he ſtumbleth not becauſe he ſeeth the light of this 
world. But if a man walk in the night, he ſtumbleth, be- 
cauſe there is no light in him. Theſe things ſaid he: and 
after that he ſaith unto them, Our friend Lazarus fleepeth 
but I go that I may awake him out of fleep. Then ſaid his 
diſciples, Lord, if he ſleep, he ſhall do well. Howbeit, 
Jeſus ſpake of his death: but they thought that he had ſpoken 
of taking of reſt in ſleep. Then ſaid Jeſus unto them plainly, 
Lazarus is dead; and I am glad for your ſakes that I was 
not there, to the intent ye may believe: nevertheleſs let 
us go unto. him. Then ſaid Thomas, which is called Didy- 
mus, unto his fellow diſciples, Let us alſo go, that we may 
die with him. Then when Jeſus came, he found that he had 
lain in the grave four days already. Now Bethany was 
nigh unto Jeruſalem, about fifteen furlongs off: and many 
of the Jews came to Martha and Mary, to comfort them 
concerning their brother. Then Martha, as ſoon as ſhe 
heard that Jefus was coming, went and met him: but 
Mary ſat ſtill in the houſe. Then ſaid Martha unto Jeſus, 
Lord, if thou hadſt heen here, my brother had not died. 
But I know that even now, whatſoever thou wilt aſk of 
God, God will give it thee." Jeſus faith unto her, Thy 
brother ſhall rife again. Martha faith unto him, I know 
that he ſhall riſe again in the reſut recton at the laſt day. 
Jeſus faid unto her, I am the reſurrection and the life; 
he that believeth in me, though he were dead, yet ſhall he 
life: and whoſoever liveth and believeth in me, {ſhall never 
die. Believeſt thou this? ſhe faith: unto him, Yea, Lord; 
I believe that thou art the Chriſt, the-Son of God, which 
{ſhould come into the world. And when ſhe had fo ſaid, 
ſhe went her way, and called Mary, her filter ſecretly; 
ſaying, The Maſter is. come, and calleth for thee. As. 


ſoon as the. heard that, the aroſe quickly, and came unto» 


him. Now Jeſus was not yet come into the town, but 
was in that place Where Martha met him. The ſews then 
. I. w bich 


which were with her in the houſe, and comforted her, 
When they ſaw Mary that ſhe roſe up haſtily and went out, 
followed her, ſaying, She goeth unto the grave to weep 
there. Then when Mary was come where Jeſus was, and 
faw' him, ſhe: fell down at his feet, ſaying unto him, Lord, 
if thou hadſt been here, my brother had not died. When 
Jeſus therefore ſaw her weeping, and the Jews alſo weeping 
which came with her, he groaned in the Spirit, and was 
troubled, and ſaid, Where have ye laid him? they ſaid unto 
' him, Lord, come and ſee. Jeſus wept. Then ſaid the Jews, 
Behold, how he loved him. And ſome of them ſaid, Could 
not this man, which opened the eyes of the blind, have cauſed 
that even this man ſhould have not have died? ſeſus 
therefore again groaning in himſelf, cometh to the grave: 
it was a cave, and a ſtone lay upon it. Jeſus ſaid, Take 
ye away the ſtone. Martha, the fiſter of him that was 
dead, faith unto him, Lord, by this time he ſtinketh; for 
he hath been dead four days. Jeſus ſaith unto her, Said I 
not unto thee, that, If thou wouldeſt believe, thou ſhouldeſt 
ſ:e the glory of God? then they took away the ſtone 
from the place where the dead was laid, and Jeſus lifted 
up his eyes, and ſaid, Father, I thank thee, that thou haſt 
heard me: and I knew that thou heareſt me always: but 
| becauſe of the people which ſtand by, I ſaid it, that they 
may believe that thou haſt ſent me. And when he thus 
had ſpoken, he cried with a loud voice, Lazarus come 
forth. And he that was dead came forth, bound hand and 
foot with grave-clothes : and his face was bound about with 
a napkin. Jeſus faith. unto them, Looſe him, and let him 
Then many of the Jews which came to Mary, ard 
had ſeen. the things which Jeſus did, believed on him. But 
ſome of them went their ways to the phariſees, and told 
mem what things Jeſus had done. 
Fhen gathered the chief prieſts and the phariſees a council, 
and ſaid, What do we? for this man doeth many miracles. 
I we let him thus alone, all men will believe on him; and 
the Romans ſhall come and take away both our place and 
mation. And one of them named Caiaphas, being the 
high prieſt chat ſame year, ſaid unto them, Ye know 
nothing at all: nor conſider that it is expedient for us 
that one man ſhould die for the people, and that the whole

nation-periſh not. And this ſpake he not of himſelf: but 
hong high prieſt that year, he propheſied that Jeſus ſhould 
die for that nation; and not fur that nation alſo, but that 
alſo he ſhould gather together in one the children of God 
that were ſcattered abroad. Then from that day forth they 
took counſel together for to put him to death. Jeſus 
therefore walked. no more openly among the Jews; but 
went thence unto a country near to the wilderneſs, into a 
city called Ephraim, and there continued with his diſciples. 

And the — paſſover was nigh at hand: and many 
went out of the country up to Jeruſalem before the 22 
to purify themſelves. Then ſought they for Jeſus, and 
fpake among themſelyes, as they ſtood in the temple, 
What think ye, that he will not come to the feaſt ; now 
both the chief prieſts and the phariſees had given a com- 
mandment, that, if any man knew where he were, he 
ſhould ſhew it, that they might take him. 


XII. 

THz Jeſus (ix days before the paſſover came to Bethany, 
where Lazarus was which had been dead, whom he raiſed 
from the dead. There they made him a ſupper; and 
Martha ſerved: but Lazarus was one of them that fat at the 
table with him. Then took Mary a pound of ointment of 
ſpikenard, very coſtly, and anointed. the feet of Jefus, and 
wiped his feet with ber hair: and the houſe was filled with 
the odour of the ointment. Then. ſaith one of his diſciple, 
Judas Iſcariot Simon's ſon, which ſhould betray him, Why 
was not this ointment ſold for three hundred pence, and 
given to the poor? this he ſaid, not that he cared for the 
poor; but becauſe he was a thief, and had the bag, and bare 
what was put therein. Then ſaid Jeſus, Let her alones 
againſt the day of my burying hath ſhe kept this. For the 
poor always ye have with you; but me ye have not al- 


Ways. ig 
Much people of the Jews therefore knew that he was 
there: and they came not for Jeſus? ſake only, but that 
they might ſee Lazarus alſo, whom he had raiſed from the 
dead. But the chief prieſts conſulted that they might put 
Lazarus alſo to death; becauſe that by reaſon of him many 
of the Jews went away, * — on Jeſus. 
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On the next day much people that were come to the 
feaſt, when” they heard that Jeſus was coming to Jeruſalem, 
teck branches of palm-trees, and went forth to meet him, 
and cried, Hoſanna: Bleſſed is the King of Ifrael that 
cometh" in the name of the Lord. And Jeſus, when he 
tad found a young aſs, fat thereon; as it is written, Fear 
not, daughter of Sion: behold, thy King cometh, ſitting 
on an aſs's colt. Theſe things underſtood not his diſciples 
at the firſt: but when Jeſus was glorified, then remembered 
they that theſe things were written of him, and that they 
had done theſe things unto him. The people therefore 
that was with him when he called Lazarus out of his 
grave, and raiſed him from the dead, bare record. For 
this cauſe the people alſo met him, for that they heard that 
he had done this miracle. The phariſees therefore ſaid 
among themſelves, Perceive ye how ye prevail nothing? 
behold, the world is gone after him. | 

And there were certain Greeks among them that came 
up to worſhip at the feaſt: the ſame came therefore to Philip, 
which was of Bethſaida of Galilee, and deſired him, ſaying, 
Sir, we would ſee Jeſus. Philip cometh and telleth Andrew: 
and again Andrew and Philip tell Jeſus. 

And Jefus anſwered them, ſaying, The hour is come, 
that the Son of Man ſhould be glorified. Verily, verily, I 
ſay unto you, Except a corn of wheat fall into the ground 
and die, it abideth alone: but if it die, it bringeth forth 
much fruit. He that loveth his life ſhall loſe it; and he 
that hateth his life in this world ſhall keep it unto life 
eternal. If any man ſerve me, let him follow me: and where 
J am, there ſhall alſo my ſervant be: if any man ſerve me, 
him will my Father honour. Now is my foul troubled; 
and What ſhall I ſay? Father, fave me from this hour: but 
for this cauſe came I unto this hour, Father, glorify thy 
name. Then came there a voice from heaven, ſaying, I 
have both glorified it, and will glorify it again. The people 
therefore, that ſtood by, and heard it, faid that it thundered : 
others faid,* An angel ſpake to him. Jeſus anſwered and 
faid, This voice came not becauſe of me, but for your ſakes. 
Now is the judgment of this world: now ſhall the prince of 
this world be caſt out. And I, if I be lifted up from the 
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earth, will draw all men unto me. This he ſaid, ſignifying 
what death he ſhould die. The people anſwered him, We 
have heard out of the law that Chriſt abideth for ever: and 
how ſayeſt thou, The Son of Man maſt be lifted up? who 
is this Son of Man? then Jeſus faid unto them, Yet a little 
while is the light with you. Walk while ye have the light, 
leſt darkneſs come upon you : for he that walketh in dark- 
neſs knoweth not whither he goeth. While ye have light, 
believe in the hght, that ye may be the children of light. 
Theſe things ſpake Jeſus, and departed, and did hide him» 
ſelf from them. — 

But though he had done ſo many miracles before them, 
yet they believed not on him: that the ſaying of Eſaias the 
prophet might be fulfilled, which he ſpake, Lord, who 
hath believed our report? and to whom hath the arm of 
the Lord been adhd? therefore they could not believe, 
becauſe that Efaias ſaid again, He hath blinded their eyes, 
and hardened their heart; that they ſhould not ſee with 
their eyes, nor underſtand with their heart, and be con- 
yerted and I ſhould heal them. Theſe things {aid Eſaias, 
when he ſaw his glory, and ſpake of him. 

Nevertheleſs among the chief rulers alſo many believed 
on him; but becaufe of the phariſees they did not confeſs 
him, leſt they ſhould be put out of the ſynagogue : for they 
loved the praiſe of men more than the — of God. | 

Jefus cried and faid, He that believeth on me, believ- 
eth not on me, but on him that ſent me. And he that 
ſeeth me ſeeth him that ſent me. I am come a light into the 
world, that whoſoever believeth on me ſhould not abide in 
darkneſs. And if any man hear my words, and believe 
not, I judge him not: for I came. not to judge the world, 
but to — the world. He that rejecteth me, and receiveth 
not my words, hath one that jucgeth him: the word that 
I have fpoken, the fame ſhall judge him in the laſt day, 
For I have not ſpoken of myſelf ; but the Father which 
ſent me, he gave me a commandment, what I ſhould ſay, 
and what I ſhould ſpeak. And I know that his command- 
ment is life everlaſting : whatſoever I ſpeak therefore, even 


as the Father ſaid unto me, ſo I ſpeak. fy > 
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No before the feaſt of the paſſorer, when Jeſus knew 
that his hour was come that he ſhould depart out of this 
world unto the Father, having loved his own which were 
in the world, he loved them unto the end And ſupper 
being ended, the devil having now put into the heart of 
Judas Iſcariot, Simon's ſon, to betray him; Jeſus knowing 
that the Father had given all things into his hands, and 
that he was come from God, and went to God; he riſeth 
from ſupper, and laid aſide his garments ; and took a towel, 
and virged himſelf. After that he poureth water into a 
baſon, and began to waſh the diſciples* feet, and to wipe 
them with the towel wherewith he was girded. Then 
cometh he to Simon Peter: and Peter faid unto him, Lord, 
doſt thou waſh my feet? Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
What I do thou knowelſt not now; but thou ſhalt know 
hereafter. Peter faith unto him, Thou ſhalt never waſh 
my feet. Jefus anſwered him, If I waſh thee not, thou haſt 
po part with me. Simon Peter faith unto him, Lord, not 
my feet only, but alſo my hands and my head. - Jeſus faith 
to him, He that is waſhed needeth not ſave to waſh his feet, 
but is clean every whit: and ye are clean, but not all, For 
he knew who ſhould betray him; therefore ſaid he, Ye 
are not all clean. So after he had waſhed their feet, and 
had taken his garments, and was ſet down again, he ſaid 
unto them, Know ye what I have done unto you? ye call 
me Maſter and Lord: and ye fay well; for ſo I am. If I 
then, your Lord and Maſter have waſhed your feet; ye alſo 
ought to waſh. one another's feet, For I have given you an 
example, that ye ſhould do as I have done to you. Verily, 
verily, I ſay unto you, The ſervant is not greater than his 
lord; neither he that is ſent greater than he that ſent him. 
If ye know theſe things, happy are ye if ye do them. 

i ſpeak not of you all: I know whom I have choſen: 
but that the ſcripture may be fulfilled, He that eateth bread 
with me hath lifted up his heel againſt me, Now I tell 

pu before it come, that, when it is come to paſs, ye may 
lieve that I am he. Verily, verily, I fay unto you, He 
that receiveth whomſoeyer I ſend receiveth me; * he 
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that receiveth me receiveth him that ſent me. When Jeſus 
had thus ſaid, he was troubled in ſpirit, and teſtified, and 
id, Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, tnat one of you ſhall 
betray” me. Then the diſciples looked one on another, 
doubting of whom he ſpake. Now there was leaning on 
Jeſus* boſom one of his diſciples, whom Jefus loved. 
Simon Peter therefore beckoned to him, that he ſhould aſlc 
who it ſhould be of whom he ſpake. He then lying on 
Jeſus? breaſt ſaith unto him, Lord, who is it? Jefus an- 
ſwered, He it is, to whom I ſhall give a ſop, when I have 
dipped it. And when he had dipped the ſop, he gave it to 
Judas Iſcariot, the ſon of Simon. And after the ſop ſatan 
entered into him. Then faid Jeſus unto him, That thou 
doeſt, do . Now no man at thc table knew for 
what intent he ſpake this unto him. For ſome of them 
thought, becauſe Judas had the bag, that Jeſus had ſaid 
unto him, Buy thoſe things that we have need of againſt 
the feaſt; or, that he ſhould give ſomething to the poor. 
He then having received the ſop went immediately out: 
and it was night. 

Therefore, when he was gone out, Jeſus ſaid, Now is 
the Son of Man glorified, and God is glorified in him, 
If God be glorified in him, God ſhall alſo glorify him in 
himſelf, and ſhall ſtraightway 3 Little children, 
yet a little while I am with you. Ye ſhall ſeek me: and 
as I ſaid unto the Jews, Whither I go, ye cannot come; 
ſo now 1 ſay to you. A new commandment I give unto 
you, That ye love one another; as I have loved you, that 
ye alſo love one another. By this ſhall all men know that 
ye are my diſciples, if ye have love one to another. 

Simon Peter ſaid unto him, Lord, whither goeſt thou? 
Jeſus anfwered him, Whither I go, thou canſt not follow 
me now; but thou ſhalt follow me afterwards. Peter ſaid 
unto him, Lord, why cannot I follow thee now? I will la 
down my life for thy fake. Jeſus anſwered him, Wilt 
thou lay down thy life for my fake? verily, verily, I fay 
unto thee, The cock thall not crow, till thou haſt denied 
me thrice, *

Lar not your heart be troubled : ye believe in or be. 
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lieve alſo in me. In my Father's houſe are many man. 
ſtons: if it were not ſo, I would have told you. go to 
prepare a place for you- And if I go and prepare a place 
for you, I will come again, and receive you unto myſelf; 
that Where I am, there ye may be alſo. And whither 1 
go ye know, and the way ye know. 

- ®*Fhomas ſaith unto him, Lord we know not whither thou 
goeſt; and how can we know the way? Jeſus ſaith unto 
him, I am the way, the truth, and the life: no man com- 
eth unto the Father, but by me. If ye had known me, ye 
ſhould have known my Father alſo; and from henceforth 

e know him, and have ſeen him. 

Philip faith unto him, Lord, ſhew us the Father, and it 
ſufficeth us. Jeſus ſaith unto him, Have I been ſo long time 
with you; and yet haſt thou not known me, Philip? he that 
hath ſeen me hath ſeen the Father; and how ſayeſt thou 
then, Shew us the Father? believeſt thou not that I am in 
the Father and the Father in me? the words that I ſpeak 
unto you I ſpeak not of myſelf: but the Father that dwell- 
eth in me, he doeth the works. Believe me that I am in 
the Father, and the Father in me: or elſe believe me for 
the very work's ſake. 9. 50 

Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, He that believeth on me, 
the works that I do ſhall he do alſo; and greater works 
 than' theſe ſhall he do; becauſe I go unto my Father. And 

whatſoever ye ſhall aſk in my name, that will I do, that 
the Father may be glorified in the Son, If ye ſhall aſk 
any thing in my name, I will do it. 

If ye love me, keep my commandments. And I will 
pray the Father, and he {hall give you another Comforter, 
that he may abide with you for ever; even the Spirit of 
Truth; whom the world cannot receive, becauſe it feeth him 
pot, neither knoweth him: but ye know him; for he dwell- 
eth with you, and ſhall be in you. I will not leave you 
cComfortleſs: I will come to you. Yet a little while, and 
the world ſeeth me no more; but ye ſee me: becauſe I live, 
ye ſhall live alſo. At that day ye ſhall know that IL am in 


my Father, and ye in me, and I in you. He that hath 


my commandments, and keepeth them, he it is that loveth 
me: and he that loveth me ſhall be loved of my Father, 
Eat and 
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and I will love him, and will manifeſt myſelf to him. Judas 


ſaith! unto him, (not Iſcariot), Lord, how is that thou wilt 
manifeſt thyſelf unto us, and not unto the world? Jeſus 
anſwered and ſaid unto him, If a man love me, he will 
keep my words: and my Father will love him, and we 
will come unto him, and make our abode with him. He 
that loveth me not keepeth not my ſayings: and the word 


which ye hear is not mine, but the Father's which ſent 


me. Theſe things have I ſpoken unto you, being * 

ol 
Ghoſt, whom the Father will ſend in my name, he mall 
teach you all things, and bring all things to your remem- 
brance, whatſoever I have ſaid unto you. 

Peace I leave with you, my peace I give unto you: not 
as the world giveth, give I unto you. Let not your heart 
be troubled, neither let it be afraid. Ye have heard how 
I faid unto you, I go away, and come again unto you, If 
ye loved me, ye would rejoice, becauſe I ſaid, I go unto 
the Father: for my Father is greater than I, And now I 
have told you before it come to paſs, that, when it is come 
to paſs, ye might believe. Hereafter I will not talk much 
with you: for the prince of this world cometh, and hath 
nothing in me. But that the world may know that I love 
the Father; and as the Father gave me commandment, 
even ſo I do, Ariſe, let us go hence. 


XV. 

I am the true vine, and my Father is the huſbandman. 
Every branch in me that beareth not fruit he taketh away ; 
and every branch that beareth fruit, he purgeth it, that it 
may bring forth more fruit. Now ye are clean through 


the word which I have ſpoken unto you. Abide in 


me, and I in you. As the branch cannot bear fruit of 
elf, except it abide in the vine; no more can ye, ex- 
cept ye abide in me. I am the vine, ye are the branches: 
he that abideth in me, and I in him, the ſame bringeth forth 
much fruit: for without me ye can do nothing. If a man 
abide not in me, he is caſt forth as a branch, and is wither» 


ed; and men gather them, and caſt them into the fire, and 
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they are burned. If ye abide in me, and my words abide 
in you, _ ſhall aſk what ye will, and it ſhall be done unto 
u. Herein is my Father glorified, that ye bear much 

ruit 3 ſo ſhall ye be my diſciples. As the Father hath 

loved me, ſo have I loved you: continue ye in my love, 
If ye keep my commandments, ye ſhall abide in my love; 
even as I have kept my Father's commandments, and abide 
in his love. 'Theſe things have I ſpoken unto you, that 
my joy might remain in you, and that your joy might be 


This is my commandment, That ye love one another, a3 
J have loved you. Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his friends. Ye are my 
friends, if ye do whatfoever I command you. Henceforth 
I call you not ſervants; for the ſervant knoweth not what 
his lord doeth: but I have called you friends; for all 
things that I have heard of my Father I have made known 
unto you. Ye have not choſen me, but I have choſen 
you, and ordained you, that ye ſhould go and bring forth 
fruit, and that your fruit ſhould remain: that whatſoever 
- ſhall aſk of the Father in my name, he may give it you, 

heſe things I command you, that ye love one another. 
If the world hate you, ye know that it hated me before 
it hated you. If ye were of the world, the world would 
love his own : but becauſe ye are not of the world, but J 
have choſen you out of the world, therefore the world 
hateth you. Remember the word that I faid unto you, 
The ſervant is not greater than his lord. If they have per- 
ſecuted me, they will alſo perſecute you; if they have kept 
my faying, they will keep your's alſo. But all theſe things 
wilt they do unto vou for my name's fake, becauſe they 
know not him'that ſent me. If I had not come and ſpoken 
unto them, they had not had fin: but now they have no 
cloke for their'fin He that hateth me hateth my Father 
alſo.” If I had not done among them the works which 
none other man did, they had not had fin: but now have 
they both ſeen and hated both me and my Father. But 
this cometh” to paſs, that the word might be fulfilled that 
is written in their law, They hated me without à cauſe. 


But 
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Bat when the Comforter is come, whom I will ſend unto. 
from the Father, even the Spirit of Truth, which pro- 
deedeth from the Father, he ſhall teſtify of me: and ye 
alſo ſhall bear witneſs, becauſe ye have been with me from 
the beginning. 
| XVI. 


Tuzss things have I 12 unto you, that ye ſhould 
not be offended. They ſhall put you out of the ſynagogues; 
yea, the time cometh that whoſoever killeth you will think 


| that he doeth God ſervice. And theſe things will they 


do unto you, becauſe thy have not known the Father, nor 


| me, But theſe things have 1 old you, that when the time 
| ſhall come, ye may remember that I told you of them, 


And theſe things J ſaid not unto you at the beginning, be- 
cauſe I was with you. 

But now I go my way to him that ſent me; and none 
of you aſketh me, Whether goeſt thou? but becauſe I have 
ſaid theſe things unto you, ſorrow hath filled your heart. 
Nevertheleſs I tell you the truth; It is expedient for you 
that I go away: for if I go not away, the Comforter will 
not come unto you; but if I depart, I will ſend him unto 
you. And when he is come, he will reprove the world 
of fin, and of righteouſneſs, and of judgment: of fin, be- 
cauſe they believe not on me; of righteouſneſs, becauſe I 


| go to my Father, and ye ſee me no more; of judgment, 


becauſe the prince of this world is judged. I have yet 
many things to ſay unto you, but ye cannot bear them now. 
Howbeit when he, the Spirit of Truth, is come, he will 
guide you into all truth : * he ſhall not ſpeak of himſelf; 
but whatſoever he ſhall hear, that ſhall he ſpeak; and he 
will ſhew you things to come. He ſhall glorify me: for 
he ſhall receive of mine, and ſhall ſhew it unto you. All 
things that the Father hath are mine : therefore ſaid I, 
that he ſhall take of mine, and ſhew it unto you. 

A little while, and ye ſhall not ſee me: and again, a 
little while, and ye ſhall ſee me, becauſe I go to the Father, 
Then ſaid ſome of his diſciples among themſelves, What is 
this that he faith unto us, A little while, and ye ſhall not 
lee me; and again, a little while, and ye ſhall ſee me: 
and, becauſe I go to the Father? they ſaid therefore, What

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is this that he faith, A little while? we cannot tell what 
he ſaith. Now Jeſus. knew that they were defiroas to alk 
him, and faid unto them, Do ye enquire among yourſelves 
of that I faid, A little while, and ye ſhall not fee me: and 
again a little while, and ye ſhall ſee me? verily, verily, 
I fay unto you, that ye ſhall weep and lament, but the 
world ſhall rejoice : and ye ſhall be ſorrowful, but your 
forrow ſhall be turned into joy. A woman when ſhe is in 
travail hath ſorrow, becauſe her hour is come : but as ſoon 
as ſhe is delivercd of the child, ſhe remembereth no more 
the anguiſh, for joy that a man is born into the world, 
And ye now therefore have' forrow: but I will ſee you 
again, and your heart ſhall rejoice, and your joy no man 
taketh from you. And in that day ye ſhall atk me no- 
thing. Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, Whatſoever ye hall 
aſk the Father in my name, he will give it you. Hitherts 
have ye aſked nothing in my name: aſk, and ye ſhall re- 
ceive, that your joy may be full, Theſe things have I 
ſpoken unto you 1n proverbs: but the time cometh, when 

ſhall no more ſpeak unto you in proverbs, but I ſhall ſhew 
you plainly of the Father, At that day ye ſhall aſk in my 
name: and 1 ſay not unto you, that I will pray the Father 
for you: for the Father himſelf loyeth you, becauſe ye have 
loved me, and have believed that I came out from God, 
I came forth from the Father, and am come into the 
world: and, I leave the world, and go to the Father, 

His diſciples ſaid unto him, Lo, now ſpeakeſt thou 
plainly, and ſpeakeſt no proverb, Now are we ſure that 
thou knoweſt all things, and needeſt not that any man 
ſhould aſk thee : by this we believe that thou cameſt forth 
from God. Jeſus anſwered them, Do ye now believe? be- 
hold the hour cometh, yea, is now come, that ye ſhall be 
ſcattered, every man to his own, and ſhall leave me alone 
and yet I am not alone, becauſe the Father is with me. 
Theſe things I have ſpoken unto you, that in me ye might 
have peace. In the world ye ſhall have tribulation ; but be 
of good'cheer ; I haye oyercome the world. 
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Tarsz words ſpake Jeſus, and lifted up his eyes to 
heaven, and ſaid, Father, the hour is come; glorify thy 
Son, that thy Son alſo may glorify thee : as thou haſt given 
him power over all fleſh, that he ſhould give eternal life to 
as many as thou haſt given him. And this is life eternal, 
that they might know thee the only true God, and Jeſus 
Chriſt, whom thou halt ſent. I have glorified thee on the 
earth: I have finiſhed the work which thou gaveſt me to do. 
And now, O Father, glorify thou me with thine own ſelf 
with the glory which I had with thee before the world was. 

J have manifeſted thy name unto the men which thou 
gaveſt me out of the world: thine they were, and thou 
gavelt them me; and they have kept thy word. Now they 
have known that all things whatſoever thou haſt given me, 
are of thee, For I have given unto them the words which 
thou gaveſt me; and they have received them, and have 
known ſurely that I came out from thee, and they have be- 
lieved that thou didſt ſend me. I pray for them: I pray 
not for the world, but for them which thou haſt given me; 
for they are thine; and all mine are thine, and thine are 
mine: and I am glorified in them. And now I am no 
more in the world, but theſe are in the world, and I come 
to thee, Holy Father, keep through thine own name thoſe 
whom thou halt given me, that they may be one, as we are. 
While I was with them in the world, I kept them in thy 
name: thoſe that thou gaveſt me I have kept, and none of 
them is loſt, but the ſon of perdition ; that the ſcripture- 
might be fulfilled. And now come I to thee; and theſe 
things I ſpeak in the world, that they might have my joy 
fulfilled in themſelves. I have given them thy word; and 
the world hath hated them, becauſe they are not of the 
world, even as I am not of the world. 

I pray not that thou- ſhouldeſt take them out of the 
world, but that thou ſhouldeſt keep them from evil: they 
are not of the world, even as I am not of the world. 

Sanctify them through thy truth: thy word is truth. As 
thou haſt {ſent me into the world, even ſo have I alfo ſent 
them into the world. And for their fakes I ſanctify myſelf, 
that they alſo might be ſanctiſied through the truth. 

Neither 
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Neither pray I for theſe alone, but for them alſo which 
ſhall believe on me through their word; that they all may 
be one; as thou, Father, art in me, and I in thee, that 
they alſs may be one in us: that the world may believe 
that thou haſt ſent me. And the glory which thou gaveſt 
me, I have given them ; that they may be one, even as we 
are one: I in them, and thou in me, that they may be 
made perfect in one; and that the world may know that 


thou haſt ſent me, and haſt loved them, as thou haſt loved | 


me. Father, I will that they alſo, whom thou haſt given 
me, be with me where I am; that they may behold my 

lory, which thou haſt given me: for thou lovedſt me be. 
He the toundation of the world. O righteous Father, the 
world hath not known thee : but'I have known thee, and 
theſe have known that thou haſt ſent me. And I have de. 
clared unto them thy name, and will declare it : that the 
love wherewith thou haſt loved me may be in them, and 


I in them. 
„ 
| When Jeſus had ſpoken theſe words, he went forth with 
his diſciples over the brook Cedron, where was a garden, 
into which he entered, and his diſciples. And Judas alſo, 
which betrayed him, knew the place ; for Jeſus oftentimes 
reſorted thither with his diſciples. Judas then, having re- 
ceived a band of men and officers from the chief prieſts 
and phariſees, cometh tither with lanterns, and torches, 
and weapons. Jeſus therefore, knowing all things' that 
ſhould come upon him, went forth, and faid unto them, 
Whom ſeek ye? they anſwered him, Jeſus of Nazateth. 
ſaith unto them, I am he. And Judas alſo, which 
yed him, ſtood with them. As ſoon then as he had 
ſaid unto them, I am be, they went backward, and fell to 
the ground. Then aſked he them again, Whom ſeek ye! 
and they faid, Jeſus of Nazareth. Jeſus anſwered, I have 
told you that I am he: if therefore ye ſeek me, let theſe 
go their way: that the ſaying might be fulfilled, which he 
ake, Of them which thou gaveſt me have I loſt none. 

Then Simon Peter having a ſword, drew it, and ſmote 
the high prieſt's ſervant, and cut off bis right ear: the — 
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rant's name was Malchus. Then ſaid Jeſus, unto Peter, 
Put up thy ſword into the ſheath ; the cup which my Father 
hath given me, ſhall I not di ink it? 

Then the band and the captain and officers of the Jews, 


| took Jeſus and bound him, aud led him away to Annas 


firlt ; for he was father-in-law to Caiaphas, which was the 


| high prieſt that ſame year. Now Caiaphas was he, which 


gave counſel to the Jews, that it was expedient that one 
man ſhould die for the people. 
And Si non Peter followed Jeſus, and ſo did another diſci- 
; that diſciple was knowa unto the high prieſt, and went 


| in with Jeſus into the palace of the high prieſt ; but Peter 


ſtood at the door without. Then went out that other diſci- 
ple, which was knowa unto the high prieſt, and ſpake unto 
her that kept the door, and brought in Peter. Then faith 
the damſel that kept the door unto Peter, Art not thou alſo 
one of this man's diſciples ? he ſaith, I am not. And the 
ſervants and officers ſtood there, who had made a fire of 
coals : for it was cold, and they warmed themſelves : and 


Peter ſtood with them, and warmed himſelf. 


The high prieſt then aſked Jeſus of his diſciples, and of 
his doctrine, Jeſus anſwered him, I ſpake openly to the 
world; I ever taught in the ſynagogue, and in the temple, 


| whither the Jews always reſort ; and in ſecret have I ſaid no- 


ching: why aſkeſt thou me? aſk them which heard me, what 
I have faid unto. them: behold, they know what I ſaid, 
And when he had thus ſpoken, one of the officers which 


| ſtood by, ſtruck Jeſus with the palm of his hand, ſayi 


Anſwereſt thou the high prieſt ſo ? Jeſus anſwered him, If 
I haye ſpoken evil, bear witneſs of the evil ; but if well, 


| why ſmiteſt thou me? now Annas had ſent him bound unto 
| Caiaphas the high prieſt. 


And Simon Peter ſtood and warmed himſelf, They {aid 
therefore unto him, Art not thou alſo one of his diſciples ? 
he denied it, and ſaid, I am not. One of the ſervants. of 
the high prieſt, being his kinſman whoſe ear Peter cut off, 
faith, Did not I ſee thee in the garden with him? Peter 
then denied again: and immediately the cock crew. 

Then led they Jeſus from Caiaphas unto the hall of judg- 
ment; and it was early: and they themſelves went not _ 
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the judgment hall, leſt they ſhould be defiled : but tha 
they might eat the paſſover. Pilate then went out unto 
them, and ſaid, What accuſation bring ye againſt this man}? 


they anſwered and ſaid unto him, If he were not a male. 


factor, we would not have delivered him up unto thee, 
Then faid Pilate unto them, Take ye him, and judge him 
according to your law. The Jews therefore ſaid unto him, 
It is not lawful for us to put any man to death: that the 


faying of Jeſus might be fulfilled, which he ſpake, ſignify. | 


ing what death he ſhould die. Then Pilate entered into 
the judgment hall again, and called Jeſus, and ſaid unto 
him, Art thou the King of the Jews? Jeſus anſwered him, 
Sayeſt thou this thing of thyſelf, or did others tell it thee 
of me? Pilate anſwered, Am I a Jew? thine own nation 
and the chief prieſts have delivered thee unto me : what 
haſt thou done? Jeſus anſwered, My kingdom is not of this 
world: if my kingdom were of this world, then would my 
ſervants fight, that I ſhould not be delivered to the Jews : but 
now is my kingdom not from hence. Pilate therefore ſaid 
unto him, Art thou a king then? Jeſus anſwered, Thou 
ſayeſt that J am a king. To this end was I born, and for 
this cauſe came TI into the world, that I ſhould bear witneſs 
unto the truth. Every one that is of the truth heareth my 
voice. Pilate faith unto him, What is truth ? and when he h:d 
faid this, he went out again unto the Jews, and faith unto 
them, I find in him no fault at all. But ye have a cuſtom, 
that I ſhould releaſe unto you one at the paſſover: will ye 
therefore that I releaſe unto you the King of the Jews! 
Then cried they all again, ſaying, Not this man, but Barab- 
bas. Now Barabbas was a robber. 

| ES XIX. 84 

Turx Pilate therefore took Jeſus, and ſcourged him. 
And the ſoldiers platted a crown of thorns, and put it on 
his head, and they put on him a purple robe, and ſaid, 
1 King of the Jews! and they ſmote him with their 

ands. 

Pilate therefore went forth again, and ſaith unto them, 
Behold, I bring him forth to you, that ye may know that 
1 find no fault in him. Then came Jeſus forth, 1 
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the crown of thorns, and the purple robe. And Pilate 
faith unto them, Behold the man ! when the chief prieſts 
therefore and officers ſaw him, they cried out, "> 
Crucify him, crucify him.. Pilate faith unto them, Take 
ye him, and crucify him: for I find no fault in him. The 
Jews anſwered: him, We have a law, and by our law he 
ought to die, becauſe he made himſelf the Son of God. 
Vhen Pilate therefore heard that ſaying, he was the 
more afraid; and went again into the judgment hall, and 
faith unto Jeſus, Whence art thou ? but Jeſus gave him no 
anſwer. Then faith Pilate unto him, Speakeſt thou not 
unto me? knoweſt thou not that I have power to cru- 
cify thee, and have power to releaſe thee ? Jeſus anſwered, 
Thou couldeſt have no power at all againſt me, /except it 
were given thee from above: therefore he that delivered 
me unto thee hath the greater fin. And from thenceforth 
Pilate ſought to releaſe him: but the Jews cried out, ſaying, 
If thou let this man go, thou art not Ceſai's friend: why- 
ſoever maketh himſelf a king ſpeaketh againſt Cefar. 
When Pilate therefore heard that ſaying, he brought Jeſus 
forth, and fat down in the judgment ſeat in a place that is 
called the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And 


| it was the preparation of the paſſover, and about the ſixth 


hour: and he faith unto the Jews, Behold your King. 
but they cried out, Away with him, away with him, cru- 
cify him. Pilate faith unto them, Shall I crucify your 
King? the chief prieſts anſwered, We have no king but 
Ceſar. Then delivered he him therefore unto them to be 
crucihed, And they took Jeſus, and led him away. 

And he bearing his croſs went forth into a place called 


the place of a ſkull, which is, called in the Hebrew Gol- 


gotha : where they crucified him, and two other with him, 
on either fide one, and Jeſus in the midſt. 

And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the croſs. And 
the writing was, JESUS OF NAZARETH THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. This title then read many 
of the Jews: for the place where Jeſus was crucified was 
nigh to the city: and it was written in Hebrew, and 
Greek, and Latin. Then faid the chief prieſts of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King of the Jews; but 
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mat he ſaid, I am King of the Jews. Pilate anſwered, 


What I have written, I have written. 

Then the ſoldiers, when they had crucified Jeſus, took his 
garments, and made four parts, to every ſoldier a part; and 
alſo his coat: now the coat was without ſeam, woven from 
the top throughout. They ſaid therefore among themſelves, 
Let us not rend it, but caſt lots for it, whole it ſhall be: 
that the ſcripture, might be fulfilled, which ſaith, They 
parted my raiment among them, and for my veſture they 
did caſt lots. Theſe things therefore the ſoldiers did. 

Now there {tood by the croſs of Jeſus his mother, and 
his mother's ſiſter, = the wife of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene. When Jeſus therefore ſaw his mother, and 
the diſciple ſtanding by, whom he loved, he faith unto his 
mother, Woman, behold thy ſon! then faith he to the dil. 
ciple, Behold thy mother! and from that hour that diſciple 
took her unto his own home. 

After this, Jeſus knowing that all things were now 
accompliſhed, that the ſcripture might be fulfilled, faith, I 
thirſt, Now there was ſet a veſſel full of vinegar : and 
they filled a ſpunge with vinegar, and put it upon hyſſop, 
and put it to his mouth. When jJeſus CRIES had re- 
ceived the vinegar, he ſaid, It is finiſhed ; and he bowed 
his head, and gave up the gholt. 

The Jews therefore, becauſe it was the-preparation, that 
the bodies ſhould not remain upon the croſs on the ſabbath- 
day, (for that fabbath-day was an high day,) beſought 
Pilate that their legs might be broken, and that they might 
be taken away. Then came the ſoldiers, and brake the 
legs of the firſt, and of the other which was crucified with 
him. But when they came to Jeſus, and law that he was 
dead already, they brake not his legs: but one of the 
ſoldiers with a fpear pierced his fide, and forthwith came 
thereout blood and water. And he that ſaw it bare record, 
and his record is true: and he knoweth that he ſaith true, 
that ye might believe. For theſe things were done, that 
the ſcripture ſhould be fulfilied, A bone of him ſhall not be 
broken. And again another ſcripture faith, They hall 
look on him whom they pierced. 

And after this, Joſeph of Arimathea, being a diſciple of 


Je ſus,

Jeſus, but ſecretly for fear of the Jews, beſought Pilate 
that he might take away the body of Jeſus: and Pilate gave 
bim leave. He came therefore, and took the body of Jeſus. 
And there came alſo Nicodemus, which at the firſt came 
to Jeſus by night, and brought a mixture of myrrh and 
aloes, about an hundred pound weight. Then took they 
the body of Jeſus, and wound it in linen clothes with the 
ſpices, as the manner of the Jews is to bury. Now in the 
place where he was crucified there was a garden; and in 
the garden a new ſepulchre, wherein was never man yet 
laid. There laid they Jeſus therefore becauſe of the Jews 
preparation day; for the 1 4 was nigh at hand.

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laid him. And when ſhe had thus ſaid, ſhe turned herſclf 
back, and ſaw Jefus ſtanding, and knew not that it was 
Jeſus. Jeſus. ſaith unto her, Woman, why weepelt thou? 
whom ſeekeſt thou? ſhe, ſuppoſing him to be the gardener, 
faith unto him, Sir, if thou have borne him hence, tell me 
where thou haſt laid him, and I will take him away, 
Jeſus faith unto her, Mary. She turned herſelf, and faith 
unto him, Rabboni, which is to ſay, Maſter. Jeſus ſaith 
-unto her, Touch me not; for I am not yet aſcended to 
my Father: but go unto my brethren, and ſay unto them, 
11 aſcend unto my Father, and your Father: and to my 
God, and your God. Mary Magdalene came and told 
the diſciples that ſhe had ſeen the Lord, and that he had 
ſpoken theſe things unto her. 

Then the ſame day at evening, being the firſt day of the 
week, when the doors were ſhut where the diſciples were 
aſſembled for fear of the Jews, came Jeſus and ſtood in the 
midſt, and ſaith unto them, Peace be unto you. And 
when he had ſo ſaid, he ſhewed unto them his hands and 
his fide. Then were the diſciples glad, when they ſaw the 
Lord. Then faid Jeſus to them again, Peace be unto 
you: as my Father hath ſent me, even ſo fend I you. 
And when he had ſaid this, he breathed on them, and 
faith unto them, Receive ye the Holy, Gholt : whose 
ſoever fins ye remit, they are remitted unto them; and 
whoſe ſoever fins ye retain, they are retained. 

But Thomas, one of the twelve, called Didymus, was 
not with them when Jeſus came. The other diſciples 
therefore {aid unto him, We have ſeen the Lord. But he 
ſaid unto them, Except I ſhall ſee in his hands the print 
of the nails, and put my finger inte the print of the nails, 
and thruſt my hand into his fide; I will not believe. 

And after eight days again his diſciples were within, and 
Thomas with them: then came Jeſus, the doors being ſhut, 
and ſtood in the midſt, and ſaid, Peace be unto you. Then 
faith he to Thomas, Reach hither thy finger, and behold 
my hands; and reach hither thy hand, and thruſt it into 
my ſide : and be not faithleſs, but believing. And Thomas 
anſwered and ſaid unto him, My Lord and my God. 
Jeſus faith unto him, Thomas, becauſe thou haſt {een me. 


thou 
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thou haſt believed: bleſſed are they that have not ſeen, 
and yet have believed, 

And many other ſigns truly did Jeſus in the preſence of 
his diſciples, which are not written in this book: but theſe 
are written, that ye might believe that Jeſus is the Chriſt, 
the Son of God; and that believing ye might have life 
through his name. . 

XXI. 

AFTER theſe things Jeſus ſhewed himſelf again to the 
diſciples at the ſea of Tiberias; and on this wiſe ſhewed he 
bimlelf There were together Simon Peter, and Thomas 
called Didymus, and Nathanael of Cana in Galilee, and 
the ſons of Zebedee, and two other of his diſciples. Simon 
Peter faith unto them, I go a fiſhing. They ſay unto him, 
We alſo go with thee. They went forth, and entered into 
a ſhip immediately; and that night they caught nothing. 
But when the morning was now come, Jeſus ſtood on the 
more: but the diſciples knew not that it was ſeſus. Then 
Jeſus ſaith unto them, Children have ye any meat? they 
anſwered him, No. And he ſaid unto them, Caſt the ner 
on the right ſide of the ſhip, and ye thall find. They caſt 
therefore, and now they were not able to draw it for the 
multitude of fiſhes. 

Therefore that diſciple whom Jeſus loved faith unto 
Peter, It is the Lord. Now when Simon Peter heard that 
it was the Lord, he girt his filher's coat unto him, (for he 
was naked,) and did cait himſelf into the ſea. And the 
other diſciples came in a little ſhip ; (for they were not far 
from land, but as it were two hundred cubits) dragging 
the net with fiſhes. As ſoon then as they were come to 
land, they faw a fire of coals there, and fifh laid thereon 
and bread. Jeſus ſaith unto them, Bring of the fiſh which 
ye have now caught. Simon Peter went up, and drew the 
net to land full of great fiſhes, an hundred and fifty and 
three: and for all there were ſo many, yet was not the net 
broken, 

Jelus ſaith unto them, Come and dine. And none of 
the diſciples durit aſk him, Who art thou? knowing that 
it was the Lord. Jeſus then cometh, and taketh bread, 
and giveth them, and fiſh likewiſe. This is now the third 
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time that Jeſus ſhewed himſelf to his diſciples, after that 
he was riſen from the dead. | 

$0 When they had dined, Jefus faith to Simon Peter, 
Simon, ſon of Jonas, loveſt thou me more than theſe? he 
faith unto him, Yea, Lord, thou knoweſt that I love thee, 
He faith unto him, Feed my lambs, He faith to him again 
the ſecond time, Simon, ſon of Jonas, loveſt thou me? he 
faith unto him, Yea, Lord; thou knowelt that I love thee, 
He faith'unto him, Feed my ſheep, He faith unto him 
the third time, Simon, fon of Jonas, loveſt thou me? Peter 
was grieved becauſe he {aid unto him the third time, Loveſt 
thou me? and he faid unto him, Lord, thou knowelt all 
things: thou knoweſt that T love thee. Jeſus faith unto 
him, Feed my ſheep. Verily, verily, I ſay unto thee, when 
thou waſt young, thou girdeſt thyſelf, ud walkedſt whither 
thou wouldeſt: but when thou ſhalt be old, thou ſhalt 
ſtretch forth thy hands, and another ſhall gird thee, and 
carry thee whither thou wouldeſt not. This ſpake he, ſig- 
nifying by what death he ſhould glorify God. And when 
he had ſpoken this, he ſaith unto him, Follow me. Then 
Peter turning about, ſeeth the diſciple whom Jeſus loved 
following; which alſo leaned on his breaſt at ſupper, and 
faid, Lord which is he that betrayeth thee ? ee: ſee. 
ing him faith to Jeins, Lord, and what ſhall this man do? 
Nhas faith unto him, If 1 will that he tarry till F come, 
What is that to thee? follow thou me. Then went this 
faying abroad among the brethren, that that diſciple ſhou'd 
not die: yet Jeſus ſaid not unto him, He ſhall not die; but, 
If I will that he tarry till J come, what is that to thee? 

This is the difciple which teſtifieth of theſe things, and 
wrote theſe things: and we know that his teſtimony is true. 
Aud there are alſo many other things which Jeſus did, the 
which, if they ſhould be written every one, I ſuppoſe that 
even the world itfelf could not contain the books that ſhould 
be written. Amen, | 5 
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THE ACTS OF THE APOSTLES. 


I. 


THE former treatiſe, O Theophilus, I have made, of 
all that Jeſus began to do and teach; until the day in which 
he was taken up; after he had given commandments, by 
the Holy Gholt, unto the apoſtles whom he had choſen ; 
to whom allo he ſhewed hiofelf alive after he had ſuffered, 
by many infallible proofs ; being ſeen of them forty days, 
and ſpeaking of the things pertaining to the kingdom of 
God. And being aſſembled with them, he commanded 
that they ſhould not depart from Jeruſalem, but wait for 
the promiſe of the Father, which (ſaid he,) ye have heard 
of me. For John truly baptized, with water, but ye ſhall 
be baptized with the Holy Ghoſt not many days hence. 

When they were therefore come together, they aſked 
him, ſaying, Lord, wilt thou at this time reſtore again the 
kingdom to Iſrael? and he ſaid to them, It is not for you 
to know the times or the ſeaſons, which the Father hath 

in his own power; but ye {hall receive power after that 
the Holy Ghoſt is come upon you; and ye ſhall be wits 
neſſes unto me, in Jeruſalem, and in all Judea, and in Sa- 
maria, and even to the uttermoſt parts of the earth. 

When he bad ſpoken theſe things whilſt they belield 
be was taken up, and a cloud received him out of their 
fight. And as they looked ſtedfaſtly towards heaven, upon 
his aſcenſion, two men ſtood by them in white apparel: 
who ſaid, Ve men of Galilee, why ſtand ye gazing up into 
heaven? this ſame Jeſus who is taken up from you into 
heaven, ſhall come in like manner as ye have ſeen him go 
into heaven. Then they returned to Jeruſalem, from the 
mount called Olivet, which is from Jeruſalem a ſabbath- 
day's journey. And when they were come in, they went 
up into an upper room, where was Peter, James, John, 
Andrew, Phihp, and Thomas, Bartholomew, and Mat- 
thew, James, the ſon of Alpheus, and Simon Zelotes, and 
Judas the: brother of James. Theſe all continued, with-one 
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accord, in prayer and ſupplication, with the women, and 
Mary the mother of Jeſus, and his brethren. 

In thoſe days Peter ſtood up in the midſt of the diſciples 
{the number of the names together being about one hun- 
ered and twenty), and ſaid, Men and brethren, it is ex- 
pedient this Scripture ſhould be fulfilled, which the Holy 
Spirit ſpake before by the mouth of David concernin, 
Judas, who was guide to them that took Jeſus ; for he was 
nambered with us, and had obtained part of this miniſtry, 
Now he purchaſed a field with the reward of iniquity; and 
falling headlong, burſt aſunder in the midſt, and all his 
bowels guſhed out. And it was known to all who dwelt 
in ſeruſalem, inſomuch that this field is called in their own 
tongue, Akeldama, that is to lay; The field of Blood. For 
it is written in the book of Pſalms, Let his habitation be 
deſolate, and let no man dwell therein; and his biſhoprick 
let another take. It is therefore neceſſary, that of thoſe 
men who have accompanied with us, all the time that the 
Lord Jeſus went im and out among us; from the baptiſm of 
John to the day in which he was taken up from us, that 
one ſhould be ordained to be a witneſs, with us, of his re- 
ſurrection. And they appointed two, Joſeph called Bar- 
ſabas, who was ſur named Juſtus, and Matthias. They then 
prayed, ſaying, Thou Lord, who knoweſt the hearts of all 
men, ſhew us which of theſe two thou haſt thoſen, that he 
may take part of this miniſtry and apoſtleſnip, from which 


Judas by tranſpreſhon fell, to go to his place. And they 


gave forth their lots, and the lot fell upon Matthias, who 
was then numbered with the eleven apoſtles. 


II. 

Any when the day of Pentecoſt was fully come, they 
were all with one accord in one place. And ſuddenly there 
came a ſound from heaven, as of a ruſhing mighty wind, 
and it filled all the houſe where they were fitting. And 
there appeared to them cloven tongues, like as of fire, which 
ſat upon each of them: and they were all filled with the 
holy Spirit, and began to ſpeak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance. 


Now there were dwelling in Jeruſalem Jews, devout men, 
* out 
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out of every nation under heaven. And when this was re- 
ported abroad, the multitude came together, and were con- 
founded, becauſe every man heard them ſpeak in his own 

language. They were all amazed, and marvelled, ſaying 

one to another, Are not all theſe which ſpeak, Galileans ? 

how then hear we every man in our own tongue, wherein 
we were born ? Parthians, Medes, and Elamites, and dwel- 
lers in Meſopotamia, in Judea, and Cappadocia, in Pontus, 

and Aſia, Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in Egypt, and in the 

parts of Libya, about Cyrene, and ſtrangers, of Rome, 

Jews and Proſelytes, Cretes and Arabians ; we hear them 

ſpeak in our tongues the wonderful things of God. And 

they were all amazed, and in doubt, ſaying one to another, 
What meaneth this? others mocking, faid, Theſe. men 

are full of new wine. 

Bur Peter, ſtanding up with the eleven, lifted up his 
voice, and ſaid to them, Ye men of Judea, and all ye that 
dwell at Jeruſalem, be this known unto you, and hearken 
to my words. Theſe are not drunken as ye ſuppoſe, ſeeing 
it is but the third hour of the day. But this is that which 
was ſpoken by the prophet Joel: It ſhall come to paſs in 
the laſt days, ſaith God, I will pour out of my ſpirit upon 
all fleſh ; and your ſons, and your daughters ſhall propheſy, 
your young men ſhall ſee viſions, and your old men dream 
dreams. And on my ſervants, and on my handmaids, I 
will pour out of my ſpirit in thoſe days, and they ſhall pro- 
pheſy. I will ſhew ® wonders in heaven above, and ſigns 
in the earth beneath : blood and fire, and vapour of ſmoke. 
The ſun ſhall be turned into darkneſs, and the moon into 
blood, before that great and eminent day of the Lord 
come, But all hed who ſhall call on the name of the 
Lord ſhall be ſaved. 

Ye men of Ifrae!, hear theſe words ; Jeſus. of Naza- 
reth, a man approved of God, among you, by miracles, 
wonders, and a which God did by him in the midſt 
of you, as ye yourſelves know. Him being delivered by 
the determined counſel and foreknowledge of God, ye 


* Theſe may be conſidered as figurative expreſſions, ufed by the 
prophets to repreſent great troubles, 
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have taken, and by wicked hands have crucified and ſlain, 


Whom God hath raiſed 58 having looſed the pains of 
1b] 


death; becauſe it was impoſhble he ſhould be holden by it: 
for David ſays concerning him, I foreſaw the Lord 
always before me; He is on my right hand, that I ſhould 
not be moved: therefore did my heart rejoice, and niy 
tongue proclaimed its joy: my fleſh alſo mal reſt in hope, 
becauſe thou wilt not leave my ſoul in hell, nor ſuffer thy 
holy one to ſee corruption. Thou haſt made known to me 
the ways of life; thou ſhalt make me full of joy by thy 
countenance. 
Men and brethren, let me ſpeak freely to you of the 
patriarch David, that he is dead and buried, and his ſe- 
pulchre is with us to this day; therefore being a prophet, 
and knowing that God had promiſed him with an oath, 
that of his poſterity, according to the fleſh, he would 
raiſe up Chriſt to fit upon his throne ; he, ſeeing this be- 
fore, ſpake of the reſurrection of Chriſt, that his ſoul was 
not left in hell, neither did his fleſh ſee corruption. This 
Jeſus hath God raiſed up, whereof we are all witneſſes, 
Being therefore exalted by the right hand of God, and 
having received of the Father the promiſe of the Holy 
Ghoſt, he hath ſhed forth this which ye now ſee and hear, 
For David is not aſcended into the heavens ; but he faith 
himſelf, The Lord ſaid unto my Lord, Sit thou on my 
right hand, until I make thy foes thy footſtool: let all the 
houſe of Iſrael therefore, know aſſuredly; that God hath 
made this ſame Jeſus whom ye haye crucified, both Lord 
and Chriſt. 

Now when they heard this diſcourſe, they were pricked 
in their hearts; and ſaid to Peter and the other apoſtles, 
Men and brethren, what ſhall we do? Peter faid unto them, 
Repent and be baptized, every one of you, in the name of 
Teſus Chriſt for the remiſſion of ſins, and ye ſhall receive the 
gift of the Holy Spirit, for the promiſe is unto you, and 

ur children, and to all that are afar off, even as many 

as the Lord our God ſhall call. | 
With many other words did he teſtify and exhort, faying, 
Save yourſelves from this froward generation. Then they 
who gladly received his word, were baptized ; * the 
ame 
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fame daythere were added to them about three thouſand fouls. 
And they continued ſtedfaſtly in the apoſHes doctrine and 
fellowſhip,. and in breaking of bread, and in prayers. And 
fear came upon every ſoul; and many wonders and ſigns. 
were done by the apoſHes, and all that believed were to- 
gether, and had all things in common. They fold their 
poſſe ſſions and goods, and divided them to others, as every 
man had need. They alſo continued daily with one accord 
in the temple, and breaking bread from houſe to houſe, 
did eat their meat with gladneſs and ſingleneſs of heart; 
praiſing God, and having favour with all the people; and 
the Lord added to the church daily ſuch as ſhould be ſaved. 


III. 

Now Peter and John went up together into the temple, 
at the hour of prayer, being the niath hour: and a cer- 
tain man was carried, who! had been lame from his mo- 
ther's womb, whom they laid daily at the gate of the 
temple, called Beautiful, to aſle alms of them that entered 
into the temple, He ſeeing Peter and John about to enter 
in, aſked an alms. Peter then looking ſtedfaſtly at him, 
with John, ſaid, Look on us; and he gave heed to them, 
expecting to receive ſomething from their hands. But 
Peter ſaid to him, Silver and gold I have none, but ſuch 
as I have I give to thee; in the name of Jeſus Chriſt of 
Nazareth, Riſe up and walk. And taking him by the right 
hand, he lifted him up, and immediately his feet and ancle- 
bones received ſtrength, ſo that leaping up, he ftood, and 
walked, and entered with them into the temple z and all 
the people ſaw him walking and praiſing God: and they 
knew it was he who fate for alms at the beautiful gate of 
the temple : and they were filled with wonder and amaze» 
ment at what had happeneg to him. | 

And as the lame man who was healed, held Peter and 
John, all the people ran together to them- in the porch, 
which is ealled Solomon's, greatly wondering. — 
Peter ſaw it, he ſaid to the people, Ve men of Iſrael, why 
do ye wonder at this? or why look ye ſo earneſtly on us, 
as though by our own power or holineſs we had made this 
man walk. The God of Abraham, and of Iſaac, and of 
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Jacob, the God of our fathers, hath glorified his Son Jeſus, 
whom ye delivered up, and denied him in the preſence of 
Pilate, when he was determined to let him go, But ye 
denied the Holy One, and the juſt, and deſired a murderer 
to be granted unto you. Ye killed the Prince of Life, whom 
God hath raiſed from the dead; whereof we are witneſſes, 
And his name, through faith in his name, hath made this 
man ſtrong, whom ye ſee and know ; yea the faith which 
is by him, hath given him this perfect ſoundneſs, in the 
relence of you all. Now, brethren, J know that through 
ignorance ye did it, as did alſo your rulers : but thoſe 
things which God before had ſhewed by the mouth of all 
his 3 that Chriſt ſhould ſuffer, he hath ſo fulfilled. 
epent ye therefore, and be converted, that your ſins 
may be blotted out, when the times of refreſhing ſhall 
come from the preſence of the Lord: and he ſhall ſend 
Jeſus Chriſt, who was before preached unto you, whom the 
heaven mult receive, until the times of reſtitution of all 
things, of which God hath ſpoken by the mouth of all his 
holy prophets, ſince the world began. For Moſes truly 
ſaid to the fathers, A prophet ſhall the Lord your God 
raiſe up unto you, of your brethren, like unto me; him 
ſhall ye hear in all things whatſoever he ſhall ſay unto you. 
And every ſoul which will not hear this prophet, ſhall be 
deſtroyed from among the people. Even all the prophets 
from Samuel, and thoſe that followed after, as many- as 
have ſpoken have foretold of theſe days. Ve are the chil- 
dren of the prophets, and of the covenant which God 
made with our fathers, ſaying unto Abraham, In thy ſeed 
ſhall all the kindreds of the earth be blefled : unto you 
firſt, God having raiſed up his Son Jeſus, ſent him to bleſs 
you, in turning away every one of you from his iniquities. 


* IV. 

Wulst they were ſpeaking to the people, the prieſts, 
with the captain of the temple, and the ſadducees, came 
upon thera, being grieved that they taught the people, and 
preaclizd through Jeſus the reſurrection from the dead. 
And they laid hands on them, and put them in hold till 


the next day: for it was now evening. Howbeit, any 
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of them which heard the word, believed; and the number 
was about five thouſand. On the following day were met 
together in Jeruſalem, their rulers, and elders, and ſcribes, 
with Annas the high prieſt, and Caiaphas, and John, and 
Alexander, and as many as were of the kindred of the 
high prieſt : and when they had ſet them in the mid(t, the 

aſked, By what power or in what name have ye done this; 

Then Peter, filled with the Holy Ghoſt, ſaid to them, 
Ye rulers of the people, and elders of Iſrael : if we this day 
be examined concerning the good deed done to the im- 
potent man, by what means he is made whole: be it 
known unto you all, and to all the people of Iſrael, that 
by the name of Jeſus Chriſt of Nazareth, whom ye crucified, 
whom God raifed from the dead; even by him doth this 
man ſtand here before you whole. This is the ſtone ſet 
at nought by you builders, which is become the head 
of the corner. Neither is there ſalvation in any other, 
for there is no other name under heaven, given among 
men, whereby we muſt be ſaved. 

Now when they ſaw the boldneſs of Peter and John, and 
perceived that they were unlearned, ignorant men, they 
wondered, and took notice of them that they had been with 
Jeſus. Seeing alſo the man who was healed ſtanding with 
them, they could ſay nothing againſt it. But when they 
had commanded them to go aſide out of the council, they 
conferred among themſelves, ſaying, What ſhall we do to 
theſe men? for that indeed a notable miracle hath been 
done by them, is manifeſt to all them that dwell in Jeru- 
ſalem, and we cannot deny it. But that it ſpread no 
further among the people, let us ſtrictly charge them, that 
they ſpeak henceforth to no man 1n this name, 

Having then called them, they commanded them not to 
ſpeak or teach in the name of Jeſus. But Peter and John 
anſwered, Whether it be right in the fight of God to 
hearken unto you more than unto God, judge ye; for we 
cannot but ſpeak. the things which we hade ſeen and heard. 
When they had further threatened them, they let them 
go, finding nothing whereby they might puniſh them; 
becauſe of the 426. þ for all men glorified God for that 
which was done; for the man on whom this miracle of 


healing was ſhewed, was above forty years old. | 
Being 
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Being thus diſcharged they went to their own- company, 
and reported all thut the chief prieſts and elders had ſaid 10 
them; and when they heard it, they lifted up their voices 
with one accord to God, and ſaid, Lord, thou art God, 
which haſt made heaven and earth, the fea, and all that i; 
in them; who by the mouth of thy ſervant David, haſt 
faid, Why did the heathen rage, and the people imagine 
vain things? the kings of the earth ſtood up, and the rulers 
were gathered together againſt the Lord, and againſt his 
Chriſt. For indeed both Herod and Pontius Pilate, with 
the Gentiles, and the people of Iſrael, were gathered to. 
gether againſt thy Holy Son Jeſus, whom thou. haſt anointed, 
to do that which thy hand and thy countel had determined. 
And now Lord, behold their threatenings; and grant to 
thy ſervants, that with all boldnefs they may ſpeak thy 
word, by ſtretching forth thine hand to heal ; and that 
figns and wonders may be done by the name of thy holy 
Son Jeſus. 

And when they had prayed, the place was ſhaken where 
they were aſſembled together; and they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghoſt, and ſpake the word of God with boldneſs, 
And the multitude of them that believed; were of one 
heart and one ſoul; neither did any of them fay that the 
things which he poſſeffed were his own, but they had all 
things in common. And with great power the apoſtles gave 
witneſs of the reſurtrection of the Lord Jeſus, and great 
grace was upon them all: nor was there any among them 
that wanted, for as many as were poflefſed of lands or 
houfes fold them, and. brought the prices of the things 
which were fold, and laid them down at the-apoſtle's feet : 
and diſtribution was made to every one according as he had 
need. 

Thus Jofes, who by the apoſtles was furnamed Barns 
bas, (which ſignifies the ſon of conſolation, ) a Levite of the 
country of Cyprus, ſold the land which he had, and brought 
the money, and laid it at the apoſtles? feet. (V.) But a cer- 
tain man named Ananias, with 2 ar his wife, fold a pol- 
ſeſſion, and kept back part of the price; his wife allo 


knowing it: aud og a certain part, and laid it at the 


ter ſaid, Ananias, why hath ſatan 
filled 


apoſtle's feet, Then 
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filled: thy heart to lie to the Holy Ghoſt, and to keep 
back part of the price of the land? whilſt it remained, was: 
it not thine own ? and after it was fold, was it not in thine: 
own power? why haſt thou conceived this thing in thy: 
heart? thou haſt not lied unto men but unto God. Ana- 
nias hearing theſe words, fell down, and gave up the Ghoſt: 
and great fear came upon all them who heard of theſe things. 
And the young men aroſe, wound him up, and carried him 
out and buried him. About three hours after, when his 
wife came in, not knowing what was done, Peter ſaid to 
her, Tell me, did ye fell the land for ſo much? and ye 
ſaid, Yea, for ſo much. Then Peter ſaid to her, How is 
it that ye have agreed together to tempt the ſpirit of the 
Lord ? behold, the feet of them who have buried thy 
huſband are at the door, and ſhall carry thee out: imme» 
diately ſhe fell down at his feet, andexpired; andthe young 
men came in, and finding her dead, they carried her forth, 
and buried her by her huſband. Now great fear came upon 
all the church, and upon as many as heard of theſe things. 

And many figns and wonders were wrought among the 
people, by the hands of the apoſtles: and they were all 
with one accord in Solomon's porch ; and of the reſt, no 
man dared to join himſelf to them, but the people magnified 
them. And believers were added to the Led multitudes 
both of men and women; inſomuch that they broaght 
forth the ſick into the ſtreets, and laid them on beds and 
couches, that at leaſt the ſhadow of Peter, paſſing by, might 
overſhadow ſome of them. There came alſo a multitude out 
of the cities round about, to Jeruſalem, bringing ſick people, 
and thoſe who were vexed with unclean ſpirits: and they 
were all healed: 

Then the high prieſt roſe up, and all that were with him, 
(which is the fot of the ſadduces, ) being filled with indig- 
nation, and laid their hands on the apoſtles, and put them 
in the common priſon. But the angel of the Lord 
the priſon doors by night, and brought them forth, ſaying 
to them, Go and. and ſpeak in the temple to the peaple, all 
the words of this life. When they heard this, they en- 
tered' into the temple early in the morning, and taught. 
But the high prieſt came, and they who were 2 


him, and calling the council together, with all the ſenate of 

the Iſraelites, they ſent to the priſon to have them brought: 

but when the officers came and found them not in the priſon, 
they returned, and ſaid, The priſon we found ſhut with al! 
ſafety, and the keepers ſtanding without before the doors, © 
but having opened it, we found no man within. Now when 
the high prieſt, and the captain of the temple, with the | 2 
chief prieſts, heard this, they doubted of them, to what n 


this would grow. Then one came and informed them, ſay- t 
ing, The men whom ye put in priſon are ſtanding in the t 
temple, teaching the people. Then the captain, with the 
officers, went and brought them without violence, (for they n 
feared the people, leſt they ſhould be ſtoned.) And when 
they were brought and ſet before the council, the high 
prieſt ſpoke to them, ſaying, Did not we ſtrictly command 
ou not to teach in this name? and behold, ye have e. 
filled Jeruſalem” with your doctrine, and would bring the t 
blood of this man upon us. d- 
Then Peter and the other apoſtles anſwered, We ought 0 
to obey God rather than men. The God of our fathers ſh 
raiſed up Jeſus, whom ye ſlew and hanged on a tree. Him for 
hath God exalted with his right hand to be a Prince and a re] 
Saviour; to give repentance to Iſrael, and forgiveneſs of (ins: n 


we are his witneſſes of theſe things, and ſo is alſo the Holy e 
Ghoſt, whom God hath given to them that obey him. | 
When they heard theſe words, they were cut to the heart, Ste 
and took counſel to ſlay them: but there ſtood up in the 
council a certain phariſee named Gamaliel, a doctor of the 
law, had in reputation among all the people ; who having 
commanded that they ſhould put forth the apoſtles for a ban 


little while, he ſaid to the aſſembly, Ye men of 1frael, take un 
heed to yourſelves, what ye intend to do, as concerning 12 
ait 


theſe men: for before theſe days roſe up Theudas, boaſting 
himſelf to be ſomebody; to whom a number of men, about 
four hundred, joined themſelves ; who was flain, and 3 
many as obeyed him were ſcattered, and brought to nought, 
After this man roſe up Judas of Galilee, in the time of the 
taxing, and drew away many people after him: he alſo pe- 
riſhed, and all, as many as followed him, were diſperſed. 


Now I ſay to you, refrain from thele men, and let. them 
alone 


* 


| Stephen, a man full of faith and of the 
Philip, Prochorus, Nicanor, Timon, Parmenas, and Ni- 
colas, a proſelyte of Antioch, whom they preſented before 
| the apoſtles; and when they had prayed, they laid their 
hands on them. Now the word of God increaſed, and the 
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alone, for if this counſel, or this work be of men, it will 
come to nothing; but if it be of God, ye cannot overthrow 


it; leſt at any time ye be found even to fight againſt 


God. 
And they agreed with him; and having called the 


apoſtles, and beaten them, they commanded that they ſhould 


not ſpeak in the name of Jeſus, and let them go. And 
they departed from the preſence of the council, rejoicing 
that they were counted worthy to ſuffer ſhame for his name. 


And daily in che temple, and in every houſe, they ceaſed 


not to teach, and to preach Jeſus Chriſt, 


VI. | 
Is thoſe days, when the number of the diſciples was in- 


| creaſed, there aroſe a murmuring of the Greeks againſt the 
| Hebrews, becauſe their widows were neglected in the 
daily miniſtration. Then the twelve called the multitude 
of the diſciples to them, and ſaid, It is not fit that we 
| ſhould leave the word of God, and ſerve tables. Where- 


fore brethren, look ye out among you ſeven men of honeſt 
report, full of the Holy Spirit, and wiſdom, whom we 
may appoint over this buſineſs. But we will give ourſelves 


| continually to prayer, and to the miniſtry of the word. 


This faying pleaſed the whole _— and they _ 
oly Spirit; alfa 


number of the diſciples was greatly multiplied in Jeruſalem ; 


Ia great company of the prieſts were allo obedient to the 


faith. And Stephen, full of faith and power, did great 
wonders and miracles among the people. Then there aroſe 
certain of the ſynagogue, which 1s called the ſynagogue of 
the Libertines, Cyrenians, and Alexandrians, with thoſe 
of Cilicia, and of Aſia, diſputing with Stephen. And they 
were not able to reſiſt the wiſdom and the ſpirit by which he 
ſpake. But they ſuborned men, who ſaid, We have heard 
him ſpeak blaſphemous words againſt Moſes, and againſt God. 
Thus they ſtirred up the people, with the elders and the 

{cribes ; 
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ſeribes; and coming upon him, they ſeized him, and 
brought him to the council, where they produced falſe 
witnefſes, which ſaid, This man ceaſeth not to ſpeak bal. 
phemous words, againſt this holy place and the law. For 
we have heard him ſay, That this Jeſus of Nazareth hall 
deſtroy this place, and change the cultoms which Moſes de. 
livered to us. 

Andall who fate in the council looking ſtedfaſtly on him, 
ſaw his face as if it were the face of an angel. 


VII. 
Tu the high prieſt ſaid, Are theſe things ſo? and 


Stephen ſaid, Men, brethren, and fathers, hearken to me; 


the God of glory appeared to our father Abraham, when 
be was in Meſopotamia, before he dwelt in Charran, and 
faid to him, Go out of thy country, and from thy kindred, 
and come into the land which I ſhall ſhew thee, Then 
he went out of the land of the Chaldeans, and dwelt in 
Charran: from thence when his father was dead, God re 
moved him into this country wherein bow dwell ; but 


be gave him no inheritance in it, not ſo much as to fet his 


foot on; yet he promiſed, that he would give it to him for 
a poſſeſſion, and to his poſterity after him, though as yet he 
had no child. God ſaid further to him, That his poſterity 
mould ſojourn in @ ſtrange land, where they ſhould be 
brought into bondage, and be evil intreated four hundred 
years. But I will judge the nation to whom they ſhall be 
in bondage, faid the Lord: and after that they ſhall come 
fortli and ſerve me in this place. 

He gave him alſb the covenant of circumciſion, and 
Abraham begat, Iſaac, and circumciſed him on the eight 
day; and Haac begat Jacob, and Jacob, the twelve pi 
tmarchs. And the patriarchs moved with envy, {old 
Joſeph to be carried into Egypt: but God was with him, 
and delivered him out of all his afflictions, and gave 
him favour and: wiſdom in the fight of Pharaoh king 
of Egypt: who made him governor over Egypt, nd 
all his houſe. Now there came a famine over all the 


land of Egypt and Canaan, and great affliction, and out 


fathers found no. ſuſtenance. But Jacob: hearing ther? 
| | was 
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was corn in Egypt, firſt ſent our fathers thither, and at the 


ſecond time of their going, Joleph was made known to 


his brethren, Joſeph's kindred were alſo made known unto 


Pharaoh. Then Joſeph ſent and called his father Jacob 


| to him, with all his kindred, ſeventy-five perſons, So 


Jacob went down into Egypt, where he died, as alſo our 


E fathers, and were carried over to Sichem, and laid in the 


ſepulchre, which Abraham bou ht for a ſum of money of 
the ſons of Emmor the father of Sichem. 
But when. the time of the promiſe drew nigh, which 


God had ſworn to Abraham, the people increaſed and mul- 


— 


E tiplied in Egypt, till another king aroſe, who knew not 


Joſeph, He dealt ſubtilly with our kindred, and evilly 
treated our fathers, and even caſt out their young children, 


| to the end they might not live: in which time Moſes was 


born, who was exceedingly fair; he was nouriſhed in his 


| father's houſe three months; and when he was caſt. out 


Pharaoh's daughter took hint up, and nouriſhed him as her 


on ſon. 


Moſes was learned in all the wiſdom of the Egyptians, 


y and was mighty in words and deeds. And when he was 


full forty years old, it came into his heart to viſit his 
brethi en the children of Ifrael, And ſeeing one of them 
ſuffer wrong he defended him, and avenged him that was 
oppreſſed, and ſmote the Egyptian. He ſuppoſed his 
brethren would have underſtood, that God by his hand 
would deliver them, but they underſtood not: the next day 
he ſhewed himſelf to ſome as they were contending, and 
would have reconciled them, ſaying, Ye are brethren, why 


do ye wrong one to another? but he that did his neighbour 
| wrong, thruſt him away, faying, Who made thee a ruler 
| and a judge over us? wilt thou kill me as thou didſt the 


Egyptian yeſterday? when Moſes heard this he fled, and 
was a ſtranger in the land of Madian forty years, where 
he had two ſons. 

And when forty years were expired, there appeared to 
him, in the wilderneſs of mount Sina, an angel of the 
Lord, in a flame of fire in a buſh. When Moſes ſaw this 
he wondered at the fight, and as he drew near to behold it, 
the voice of the Lord came unto him, ſaying, 1 am the 

God 
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God of thy fathers, the God of Abraham, the God of 
Iſaac, and the God of Jacob. Then Moſes trembled, and 
durſt not behold : then the Lord faid to him, Put og 
thy ſhoes from thy feet: for the place where thou ſtande/ 
is holy ground. I have ſeen the affliction of my people 
which is in Egypt, and have heard their groaning, and am 
come down to deliver them, and now I will {end thee into 
Egypt. 

This Moſes whom they refuſed, ſaying, Who made the: 
a ruler and a judge? him did God ſend to be a ruler and 
deliverer under direction of the angel, who appeared to hn 
in the buſh, He brought them out, aſter he had ſhe ed 
wonders and ſigns in the land of Egypt, in the red ſea, and 
in the wilderneſs forty years. This is that Moſes who 
ſaid to the Iſraelites, A prophet ſhall the Lord your God 
raiſe up unto you of your brethren, like to me, him ſhall ye 
hear. This is he who was in the church in the wilderncls, 
with the angel who ſpake to him in mount Sina, and with 
our fathers, who received the lively oracles to give to us 
whom our fathers would not obey, but they rejected him, 
and in their hearts turned back again into Egypt, ſaying 
to Aaron, Make us gods to go before us; for as for (liz 
- Moſes, who brought us out of the land of Egypt, we knoy 
not what is become of him. And they made a calf in 
| thoſe days, and offered ſacrifice to the Idol, and rejoiced 
in the work of their own hands, 

Then God turned from them, and gave them up to 
worſhip the hoſt of heaven, as it is written in the book: of 
the Prophets, O ye houle of Iſrael, have ye offered to m- 
ſlain beaſts and ſacrifices for forty years in the wilderacls 
yea, ye took up the tabernacle of Moloch, and the ftr 0 
your God Remphan, figures which ye made, to workki 
them : and I will carry you away beyond Babylon. Ou 
fathers had the tabernacle of witneſs in the wilderncſs, 3 
was appointed by God, ſpeaking unto Moſes, 'Uhat be 
ſhould make it according to the faſhion he had {ecn: 
which alſo our fathers, that came after, brought in with 
\ Joſhua into the land poſſeſſed by the Gentiles, whom God 
drave out before the fall of our fathers, until the days © 
David, who found fayour with God, and defired 4 find 4 
| taDcrnivs 


: 
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unto them; and the people, with one accord, gave heed to 
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tabernacle for the God of Jacob. But Solomon built him 
a houſe. Howbeit the Molt High dwelleth not in temples 
made with hands, as faith the prophet, Heaven is my 
throne, and earth is my footſtool: what houſe will ye build 
for me, ſaith the Lord? or what is the place of my reſt? hath 


not my hands made all theſe things? ye ſtiffnecked and un · 


circumciſed in heart and ears, ye always reſiſt the Holy 
Ghoſt: as your fathers did, ſo do ye. Which cf the pro- 
phets have not your fathers perſecuted? they have flain 
them who ſhewed before the coming of the juſt one, of 
whom ye have now been the betrayers and murderers: ye 
who received the law by the diſpoſition of angels, but have 
not kept it. | 

When they heard theſe things, they were cut to the 
heart, and gnaſhed on him with their teeth. But he, being 
filled with the Holy Spirit, looked up ſtedfaſtly to heaven, 
and faw the glory of God, and Jeſus ſtanding on the right 
hand of God, and ſaid, Behold, I ſee the heavens opened, 
and the Son of Man ſtanding on the right hand of God. 
Then they cried out with a loud voice, and {topped their 
ears, and ran upon him with one accord, and having dragged 
him out of the city, they (toned him; and the witneſſes laid 
down their clothes at the feet of a young man, whoſe name 
was Saul. And they ſtoned Stephen, calling upon God, 
and ſaying, Lord Jeſus receive my ſpirit. And he kneeled 
down, and cried with a loud voice and faid, Lord, lay not 


| this fin to their charge: and when he had faid this he fell 


alleep. 
VIII. | 
Now Saul was conſenting to his death, And at this 
time there was a great perſecution againſt the church at 


| Jeruſalem, and they were all ſcattered throughout the re- 


gions of Judea and Samaria, except the apoſtles. And de- 
vout men carried Stephen to his burial, making great lamen- 
tation over him. A. for Saul, he made havock of the 
church, entering into houſes, and haling men and women, 
committed them to the priſon. But they who were ſcattered 
abroad, went every where preaching the word. Then 
Philip going down to the city of Samaria, preached Chriſt 


the 
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the things which Philip ſpake, hearing him, and ſeeing the 
miracles which he did. For unclean ſpirits, crying aloud, 
came out of many who were poſſeſſed with them: many alſo 
who had palſies, and who. were lame, were healed. And 
there was great joy in that city. 
But there was a certain man called Simon, who had be. 
fore time in the ſame city uſed ſorcery, bewitched the 
people of Bamaria, and giving out that he was ſome great 
one. To whom they all gave heed, from the leaſt to the 
eateſt, ſaying, This man is the great power of God, 
hey had regard to him, becauſe of long time he had be. 
witched them with ſorceries. But when they believed 
Philip, preaching the tongs concerning the kmgdom of 
God; and the name of Jeſus Chriſt, they were baptized, 
both men and women. Simon himſelf alſo believed: and 
after he had been baptized, continued with Philip, and 
wondered, beholding the miracles and figns which were 
done. | 
Now when the apoſtles who were at Jeruſalem, heard 
that Samaria had received the word of God, they ſent to 
them Peter and John: who when they were come, prayed 
for them that they might receive the Holy Ghoſt: for 2 
he was not fallen upon any of them : they had been only 
ptized in the name of the eb Jeſus, Then they laid 
their hands on them, and they received the Holy Ghoſt, 
And when Simon ſaw that by laying on of the apoſtle 
hands, the Holy Ghoſt was given, he offered them money, 
ſaying, Give me alſo this power, that on whomſoever I 


lay hands, he may receive the Holy Ghoſt. But Peter i 


faid unto him, Thy money periſh with thee, becauſe thou 
- haſt thought that the gift of God may be purchaſed with 


money. Thou haſt neither = nor lot in this matter, for il 


thy heart is not right in the ſight of God: repent therefore 
of this 'thy wickedneſs, and pray God, if perhaps the 
thought of thine heart may be forgiven thee. For I per 
ceive thou art in the gall of bitterneſs, and bond of iniquity, 
Simon anſwered, Pray ye to the Lord for me, that none oi 
theſe things which ye have ſpoken may come upon me. 
And they when they had teſtified and preached the word 


of the Lord, returned to Jeruſalem, having alſo —

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the goſpel in many villages of the Samaritans. And the 
| — Abe Lord ſpake to Philip, ſaying, Ariſe, and go 
toward the [outh, to the way that goeth down from Jeru- 
alem to Gaza, which is deſart. And he aroſe and went: 
and behold, a man of Ethiopia, an eunuch of great autho- 
rity under Candace, 2 of the Ethiopians, who had the 
charge of all her treaſure, and had come to Jeruſalem to 
worſhip, was returning from thence, and ſitting in his cha- 
riot, was reading the prophet Eſaias. Then the ſpirit ſaid 
to Philip, Go near, and join thyſelf to this chariot, And 
Philip ran thither to him, and heard him read the prophet 
Eſaias. And he ſaid to him, Underſtandeſt thou what thou 
readeſt? he anſwered, How can I, except ſome one ſhould 
guide me. And he deſired Philip to come up, and fit with 
him. 

The place of ſcripture which he read, was this,. — He 
was led as a-ſheep to the ſlaughter, and like a lamb dumb 
betore his ſhearer, ſo opened he not his mouth, In his 
humiliation, his judgment was taken away : and who ſhall 


* declare his generation? for his life is taken from the earth. 
* The eunuch ſaid to Philip, I pray thee of whom ſpeaketh 
Te the prophet this; of himſelf, or of ſome other? then Philip 
only opened his mouth, and beginning at the ſame ſcripture, 


lad preached unto him Jeſus. And as they went on their way, 
of, they came to a certain water, and the eunuch ſaid, See 
(He bere is water, what doth hinder me to be baptized ? Phili 
laid, If thou believeſt with all thine heart, thou Ran. | 
He anſwered, I believe that Jeſus Chriſt is the Son of 
Cod. Then having commanded the chariot to ſtand ſtill, 
hey both went down into the water, and Philip baptized 


= ; im. But when they were come out of the water, the 
, for pirit of the Lord caught away Philip, and the eunuch ſaw 
efor im no more: and he went on his way rejoicing, But Phili 


as found at Azotus: and paſhng through, he preach 
a all the cities till he came to Ceſarea.

Axp Saul, yet breathing out threatnings and ſlaughter 
gainſt the diſciples of the Lord, went to the high prieſt,

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that if he found any of this way, whether men or women, 


he might bring them bound to Jeruſalem. And as he jour. 
- neyed and came near to Damaſcus, fuddenly there ſhine 


round about him a light from heaven : and he fell to the 
earth, and heard a voice ſaying unto him, Saul, Saul, why 
perſecuteſt thou me? and he faid, Lord, who art thou! 


| the Lord ſaid, I am Jeſus whom thou perſecuteſt: it is hard 


for thee to kick againſt the pricks. And he, trembling 
and aſtoniſhed, ſaid, Lord, 4 1 wilt thou have me to do! 
the Lord faid to him, Ariſe, and go into the city, and i 
ſhall be told thee what thou muſt do. And the men wh, 
accompanied him ſtood ſpeechleſs, hearing a voice but ſee. 


ing no man, And Saul aroſe from the earth; and when 


his eyes were opened he ſaw no man; but they led hin 
by the hand, and brought him into Damaſcus, where he 


. was three days without fight, and did neither eat nor drink, 


In Damaſcus there was a certain. diſciple, named Anz 
nias: to him the Lord ſaid in a viſion, Ananias; and he 
anſwered, Here I am, Lord. And the Lord ſaid to him, 
Ariſe, and go into the ſtreet which is called Straight, and 
enquire in the houſe of Judas, for one called Saul of Tar. 
ſus; for behold he prayeth, and hath ſeen in a viſion a man 


named Ananias, coming in, and putting his hand on him, 
that he might receive his fight. Then Ananias anſwered, 


Lord, I have heard by many of this man, how much evi 
he hath done to thy ſaints at Jeruſalem : and here he hath 
authority from the chief prieſts, to bind all that call on thy 
name. But the Lord ſaid to him, Go thy way, for he 
a choſen veſſel unto me, to bear my name before the Ger. 
tiles, and kings, and the children of Iſrael. I will allo 
ſhew him how great things he muſt ſuffer for my name. 
And Ananias went, and entered into the Leue, and 
putting his hands on Saul, ſaid to him, Brother Saul, the 
Lord, even Jeſus, who appeared to thee in the way as thou 
cameſt, hath ſent me, that thou mighteſt receive thy fight, 
and be filled with the Holy Ghoſt. And immediately there 
fell from his eyes as it were ſcales, and he reccixed 


Goht, and aroſe and was baptized. And when he had re- 


ceiyed food he was ſtrengthened, and continued certain 
days with the diſciples who were at Damaſcus. And 
| (traightway 
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ſtraightway he 8 Chriſt in the ſynagogues, that he 
is the Son of God. But all that heard him were amazed, 
ſaying, Is not this he that deſtroyed them who called on 
this name in Jeruſalem, and came hither for that intent, 
that he might bring them bound to the chief prieſts? 

Now Saul increaſed yet more in ſtrength, and confounded 
the Jews who dwelt at Damaſcus, proving that Jeſus is 
truly the Chriſt. And after many days were completed, 
the Jews conſulted how they might kill him: but their 
laying in wait was known to Saul; and they watched the 
gates day and night to kill him. Then the diſciples took 
him by night, and let him down by the wall in a baſket. 
And when Saul was come to Jeruſalem, he endeavoured to 
join himſelf with the diſciples ; but they were all afraid of 
him, not believing that he was a an” 50h But Barnabas 
took him, and brought him to the apoſtles, relating to them 
how he had ſeen the Lord in the way, and that the Lord 
had ſpoken to him, alſo how he had preached boldly at 
Damaſcus, in the name of Jeſus. And he was with them, 
coming in and going out at Jeruſalem, and ſpake boldly in 
the name of the Lord Jeſus. He alſo diſputed againſt the 
Grecians, but they ſought to kill him ; which being known 
to the brethren, they brought him down to Ceſarea, and 
ſent him forth to Tarſus, 

Then had the churches reſt throughout all Judea, Ga- 
lilee, and Samaria, and were edified ; and walking in the 
fear of the Lord, and in the comfort of the Holy Spirit, 
were multiplied. And as Peter paſſed through all quarters, 
be came down to the ſaints who dwelt at Lydda, where 
he found a certain man named Eneas, who had kept his 
| bed eight years, having the palſy. And Peter ſaid to him, 
Eneas, Jeſus Chriſt maketh thee whole ; ariſe and make 
thy bed: and he aroſe immediately. And all that dwelt 
at Lydga, and Saron, ſaw him, and turned to the Lord. 

Now there was at Joppa a certain diſciple named Tabi- 
tha, which is by interpretation Dorcas : this woman was 
full of good works, and lms deeds which the did. And 
it came to paſs in thoſe days, that ſhe was fick and died: 
whom, when they had waſhed, they laid in an upper cham- 
ber. And as Lydda was near to Joppa, and the diſciples 
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had heard that Peter was there, they ſent two men unto 
him, deßring that he would not delay to come to them. 
Then Peter roſe up, and went with tbem; and when he 
was come they brought him into the upper chamber; and 


all the widows, ſtood by bim weeping, {hewing the ccats 
and garments which Dorcas made whilſt ſhe was with them. 


But Peter put them all forth, and kneeled down, and 

prayed, and turning him to. the body ſaid, Tabitha, ariſc, 
And ſhe opened her eyes, and ſeeing Peter, ſhe-{at up; and 
he gave her his hand and lifted her up: and when he had 
called the ſaints and widows, preſented her alive, This 
was known throughout all Joppa, and many belicved in the 
Lord, And Peter continued many days in Joppa, with 
one Simon, a tanner. 1 


THERE was a certain man in Ceſarea, called Cornelius, 
2 centurion of the band called the Italian band, a deyout 
man, and one that fcared God, with all his houſe z who 
alſo gave m4 alms to the people, and prayed to God al- 
ways. He faw in a viſion cs, about the ninth hour 
of the day, an angel of God coming in to him, and ſaying 
unto him, Cornelius. And when he looked on him with 
great fear, he ſaid, What is it Lord? the angel replied, 

hy prayers and thine alms are come up for a memorial 
before God. Now ſend men to Joppa, and call for one 
Simon whoſe ſurname is Peter. He lodgeth with one Simon 


a tanner, whoſe houſe is by the ſea ſide; he ſhall tell thee 


-what thou fhouldeſt do. And when the angel who ſpake 
to Cornelius was departed, he called two of his ſeryants, 
and a devout ſoldier, of them who waited on him con- 
tinually. And when he had declared all theſe things to 
them, he ſent them to Joppa. 
The next day, as they were on their journey, and drey 
nigh to the city, Peter went up on the houſe-top to pray, 
about the Gxth hour; and he became very hungry, and 
would have caten: but while they made ready, he fell into 
a trance, and ſaw heaven opened, and a certain veſſel de- 
ſcending to him, as it were a great ſheet, knit at the four 
corners, and let down to the earth; wherein were all 
manner of four- oted  bealts of the carth, wild. bealts 
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creeping things, and fowls of the air: and a voice ſaid to 


him, Riſe Peter, kill and eat. But Peter ſaid, Not fo, 


Lord, for I have never eaten any thing that is common or 
unclean.  'The voice ſpake to him again the ſecond time, 
what God hath cleanſed, that call not thou common. This 
was done three times, and the veſſel was received up again 
into heaven. | . 

Now while Peter doubted in himſelf what this viſion 


" which he had ſecn ſhould mean, the men who were ſent 


from Cornelius had made enquiry for Simon's houſe,” and 
ſtood before the gate, and aſked whether Simon, ſurnamed 
Peter, lodged there. While Peter thought on the viſion, 

the ſpirit Haid unto him, Behold, three men ſeek thee, get 
thee down therefore, and go with them, not doubting, for 
I have ſent them. Then Peter went down to the men 
which were ſent to him from Cornelius, and ſaid, I am he 
whom ye ſeek; what is the occaſion of your coming? they 
anſwered him, Cornelius, the centurion, a juſt man, one 
that feareth God, and of good report among all the nation 
of the Jews, was warned from God by an holy angel to 
ſend for thee to his houſe, to hear words from thee. Then 
Peter called them in and lodged them, and the next day 
went with them ; certain brethren from Joppa alſo accom- 
panied him. And the following day they entered into 
Ceſarea; and Cornelius waited for them, and had called 
together his kinſmen and near friends. And as Peter was 
coming in, Cornelius met him, fell at his feet, and wor- 
ſhipped him, But Peter took him up, ſaying, Stand up, I 
myſelf am a man. And as he talked with him he went in, 
and found many come together. And he faid to them, 
Ye know that it is unlawful for a man that is a Jew, to 
keep company or come unto one of another nation: but 
God hath ſhewed me, that I ſhould not call any man com- 
mon or unclean. Therefore I came to you without gain- 
ſaying, as ſoon as I was ſent for: I atk, therefore, for 
what intent ye have ſent for me? and Cornelius ſaid, Four 
days ago I was faſting till this hour, and at the ninth hour, 
I prayed in my houſe, and behold a man ſtood before me 
in bright clothmg, and faid to me, Cornelius, thy prayer 
is heard, and thine alms are had in remembrance in ths

fore, we are all here preſent before God, to hear all things 
which are commanded thee of God. 


children of Iſrael, preaching peace by Jeſus Chriſt, who

about doing good, and healing all that were oppreſſed by 
the devil, for God was with him. And we are witneſſes \ 
of all that he did, both in the land of the Jews, and in ! 
Jeruſalem, whom they flew and hanged on a tree, But by 
God raiſed him up on the third day, and ſhewed him 8 
openly: not to all the people, but unto witneſſes choſen a 
before of God, even to us who did eat and drink with him, 
after he aroſe from the dead. And he commanded us to 4 
preach unto the people, and to teſtify, that it is he whom | 
God hath ordained to be the judge of quick and dead. To * 
him all the prophets witneſs, that through his name who- *. 
ever believeth in him, ſhall receive remiſſion of ſins. 1. 
While Peter was ſpeaking theſe words, the Holy Ghoſt 1955 
fell on all them that heard the word; and they of the cir- 6 
cumciſion who believed, as many as came with Peter, were U 
aſtoniſhed, becauſe on the Gentiles alſo was poured out the bar 
gift of the Holy Ghoſt.

Now the apoſtles and brethren that were in Judea, heard 
that the Gentiles had alſo received the word of God. 'And 
when Peter was come up to Jeruſalem, they who were of 
the circumciſion 1 wich him, ſaying, Thou wenteſt 
in to men uncircumciſed, and didſt eat with them. But 
Peter related the matter from the beginning, and ſhewed 
them the circumſtances in order, ſaying, I was in the city 
of Joppa praying, and in a trance I {aw a viſion: there 
appeared to me a certain veſſel deſcending, as if it were a 
great ſheer let down from heaven by four corners, and it 
came even to me: upon which, when I had faſtened my 
eyes, I conſidetred, and ſaw tour-footed beaſts of the earth, 
wild beaſts, and creeping things, and fowls of the air. 
And J heard a voice ſaying to me, Arile, Peter, ſlay and 
eat, But I ſaid, Not ſo, Lord, for nothing common or 
unclean hath at any time entered into my mouth. But the 
voice anſwered me again from heaven, What God hath 


cleanſed, that call not thou common. This was done three 


times; and all were drawn up again into heaven, And 
behold immediately there were three men already come to 
the houſe where I was, ſent from Ceſarea to me. And 
the ſpirit bade me go with them, nothing doubting. Theſe 
ſix brethren alſo accompanied me, and we entered into the 
man's houſe. And he ſhewed us how he had ſeen an 
angel in his houſe, that ſtood and ſaid to him, Send men 
to Joppa, and call for Simon, whoſe ſurname is Peter, 
he ſhall tell thee words, whereby thou and all thy houſe 
ſhall be ſaved. And as I began to ſpeak, the Holy Ghoſt 
fell on them, as on us at the beginning. Then I remem- 
hered the word of the Lord, how he ſaid, John indeed 
baptized with water, but ye ſhall be baptized with the 
Holy Ghoſt, Seeing therefore that God gave them the 
like gift as he did to us, who believed in the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, what was I that I could withſtand God? 

When they heard theſe things they held their peace, and 
glorified God, faying, Then hath God alſo ta the: Gentiles 
granted repentance unto life. Now they who were ſcat- 
tered abraad upon the perſecution which aroſe about 

N 3 Stephen 
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Stephen, travelled as far as Phenice, and Cyprus, and 
Antioch, preaching the Word to none but the Jews only. 
And ſome of them were men of Cyprus and Cyrene, who 
when they were come to Antioch, ſpake to the Grecians, 
_ preaching the Lord Jeſus ; and the hand of the Lord was 
with them, ſo that a great number believed, and turned 
unto the Lord. When tidings. of theſe things came to 
the church at Jeruſalem, they ſent forth Barnabas to yo 
as far as Antioch ; who when he came, and ſaw the grace 
of God, was glad, and exhorted them all, that with pur- 
poſe of heart they would cleave unto the Lord: for he was 
a' good man, full of the Holy Ghoſt and of faith : and 
many people were added to the Lord. | 

Then Barnabas departed to Tarſus to ſeek for Saul; and 
having found him, he brought him to Antioch. Andi it 
came to paſs, that a whole year they aſſembled themſelves 
with the church, and taught many people; and the diſ- 
ciples were firſt called Chriſtians at Antioch, In theſe 
days there alſo came prophets from Jeruſalem to Antioch: 
and there ſtood up one of them named Agabus, and figni- 
fied by the Spirit, there would be a great famine through 
all the world, which came to paſs in the time of Claudius 
Ceſar. Then the diſciples, every one according to his 
ability, determined to ſend relief to the brethren who dwelt 
in Fudea ;' which accordingly they did, ſending it to the 
elders, by the hands of Barnabas and Saul,

- Azovr that time, Herod the king ſtretched forth his 
hands to vex certain of the church; and he killed James 
the brother of John, with the ſword ; and becauſe he faw 
it pleaſed the Jews, he proceeded further, and took Peter 
alſo, (then were the days of unleavened bread) whom when 
he had apprehended, he put in priſon, and delivered him to 
four quaternions of ſoldiers to keep him, intending after the 
paſlover to — him forth to the people. Peter therefore 
was kept in priſon, but prayer was made to God for him 
by the church without ceaſing: and when Herod would 
have brought him forth, the ſame night Peter was ſleeping 
between two ſoldiers, bound with two chains, 3 the 
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before the door, kept the priſon. And behold 
the angel of the Lord came upon him, and a light ſhined 
in the priſon, and he ſmote Peter on the ſide, and raiſed 
him up, ſaying, Riſe up quickly; and his chains fell from 
his hands. And the angel ſaid to him, Gird thyſelf, and 
bind on thy ſandals: and ſo he did. He ſaid further to 
him, Caſt thy garment about thee and follow me; and he 
went out and followed him, not knowing it was true which . 
was done by the angel: but thought he had ſeen a viſion. 
When they were palt the firſt and ſecond ward, they came 
to the iron gate which leadeth unto the city ; this opened 
to them of its own accord, and going out they paſſed on 
through one ſtreet, and immediately the angel departed from 
him, | 

And when Peter was come to himſelf, he ſaid, Now I 
know certainly, that the Lord hath ſent his angel, and de- 
livered me out of the hand of Herod, and from all the ex- 
pectation of the people of the Jews; and when he had 
conſidered the thing, he came to the houſe of Mary, the 
mother of John, 3 Mark, where many were ga- 
thered together, praying. And as Peter knocked at the 
door of the. gate, a damſel named Rhoda came to hearken, 
who when ſhe knew Peter's voice, opened not the gate for 
gladneſs; but ran in, and told that Peter ſtood before the 
gate. They ſaid unto her, Thou art mad; but ſhe affirmed 
it was ſo: then they ſaid it was his angel. But Peter con- 
tinued knocking ; and when they opened the door, and 
ſaw him, they were aſtoniſhed ; but he beckoning to them 
with the hand to be filent, declared to them how the Lord 
had brought him out of the priſon. And he ſaid, Go ſhew 
theſe things to James, and to the brethren; and he departed 
and went into another place. 

Now when it was day, there was no ſmall ſtir among the 
ſoldiers to know what was become of Peter; and when 
Herod had ſought for him, and found him not, he examined 
the keepers, and commanded they ſhould be put to death: 
— he went down from Judea to Ceſarea, and abode 

ere. 

And Herod was highly diſpleaſed with them of Tyre 
and Sidon: but they came with one accord to him, and 
+5 N 4 having 
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having made Blaitus, the king's chamberlain, their friend, 
deſired peace, becauſe their country was nouriſhed by that 
of the king, and upon an appointed day, Herod arraycd in 
royal - apparel, ſat upon his throne, and made an oration 
unto, them, and the people gave a ſhout, ſaying, It is the 
voice of a Kon, and not of a man. And immediately 
the angel of the Lord ſmote him, becauſe he gave not 
God the glory, and he was caten by worms, and gave up 
the Ghoſt. : 
But the word of God grew and multiplied ; and Barna- 
bas and Saul returned from Jeruſalem, when they had 


tulfilled their miniſtry, they took with them John, ſur- 


named Mark. 
XIII. 

Now there were in the church that was at Antioch, 
certain prophets and teachers: as Barnabas and Simon, 
called Niger, Lucius and Cyrene, and Manaem, who had 
been brought up with Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. Whilſt 
they exerciſed the miniſtry of the Lord, and faſted, the 
Holy Spirit ſaid, Separate me Barnabas and Saul for the 
work whereunto I have called them. And when they had 
faſted and prayed, they laid their hands on them, and ſent 
them away. Thus being ſent forth by the Holy Spirit, 
they departed to Seleucia, and from thence ſailed to Cyprus, 
and when they were at Salamis, they preached the word of 
God in the —— of the Jews. They had likewiſe 
John with them in the miniſtry; and when they had gone 
through the iſland of Paphos, they found a certain ſorcerer, 
a falſe prophet, who was a Jew, named Barjeſus. He was 
with the deputy of the country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent 
man, who called for Barnabas and Saul, and defired to 

hear the word of God. But Elymas the ſorcerer (for ſo 
is his name by interpretation) withſtocd them, ſeeking to 
turn away the deputy from the faith. Then Saul, who is 
alſo called Paul, being filled with the Holy Spirit, looked 
ſtedfaſtly on him, and ſaid, O thou full of all ſubtilty and 
miſchief, thou child of the devil, and enemy of all righ- 
teouſneſs, wilt thou not ceaſe to pervert the right ways of 
the Lord! now behald the hand of the Lord is upon thee, 
and thou ſhalt be blind, not ſeeing the fun for a * 
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And immediately there fell upon him a miſt and darkneſs, 

fo that he went about ſeeking ſome to lead him by the 

hand. When the deputy ſaw what was done, he believed, 

being aſtoniſhed at the doctrine of the Lord. Afterwards 

when Paul and his company looſed from Paphos, they came 

to Perga, in Pamphylia : but John departed from them and 

| returned to Jeruſalem. Leaving Perga, they came to 

| Antioch in Piſidia, and went into the ſynagogue on the 

ſabbath-day and fat down. And after the reading of the 

law and the prophets, the rulers of the ſynagogue ſent to 

them, ſaying, Ye men and brethren, if ye have any word 
of exhortation of the people, ſay on. 

Then Paul ſtood up, and beckoning with his hand, ſaid, 

Men of Iſrael, and ye that fear God, give audience; the 

God of the people of Iſrael choſe our fathers, and exalted 

z this people when they dwelt as ſtrangers in the land of 

| Egypt, and with an high arm he brought them out of it. 

t He ſuffered their manners in the wilderneſs about the time 

e of forty years z and when he had deſtroyed ſeven nations in 

F the land of Canaan, he divided their land to them by lot. 
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* hundred and fifty years, until Samuel the prophet. Then 1 
y they defired a king, and God gave them Saul, the ſon of 4 i3

Men and brethren, children of the ſtock of Abraham, 


1d and thoſe among you who fear God, to you is the word of 
ot this ſalvation ſent. For they that dwell at Jeruſalem, and 
a their rulers, becauſe they knew him not, nor yet the yoices 


: of the prophets, which are read every ſabbath-day, have 
x aulſlled them, in condemning him; and though they found 
N 5 no 
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no cauſe of death in him, yet they deſired of Pilate, that he 
might be ſlain; and when they had fulfilled all that vas 
wrirten of him, they took him down from the croſs, and 
laid him in a ſepulchre: but God raiſed him up from the 
dead. And he was ſeen many days by them who went 
up with them from Galilee to Jeruſalem ; who are his 
witneſſes to the people. | \ 

Now we declare to you glad tidings ; that in regard to 
the promiſe which was made to our-fathers, God hath ful. 
filled it to us their children, in that he hath raiſed up 
Jeſus; as it is alſo written in the ſecond pſalm, Thou art 
my ſon, this day have I begotten thee. And concerning 
his having raiſed him from the dead, no more to return to 
corruption, he faid, Thus will I give you the ſure mercies 
of David: wherefore he ſaith alſo in another place, Thou 
wilt not ſuffer thine holy one to ſee corruption. For David, 
after he had ſerved his own generation, by the will of God, 
fell on ſleep, and was laid by his fathers to ſee corruption; 
but he whom God raiſed, ſaw no corruption. 

Be it therefore known unto you, men and brethren, that 
through him js preached to you remiſſion of fins; and by 
him, all that believe are juſtified from all things from which 
ye could not be juſtified by the law of Motes, Beware, 

therefore, leſt that come upon you, which is ſpoken of in 
the prophets; Behold ye deſpiſers, and wonder, and periſh; 
for I work a work in your days, which ye will in no wiſe 
believe, though a man declare it unto you. 

Now when the Jews were gone out of the ſynagogue, 
the Gentiles beſought that hels words might be ſpoken to 
them on the next ſabbath-day ; and the aſſembly being 
broken up, many of the Jews and religious proſelytes, 
followed Paul and Barnabas, who ſpeaking to them, ex- 
horted them to continue in the grace of God. On the next 
ſabbath· day, almoſt the whole city came together to bea 
the word of God; but when the Jews ſaw the multitudes, 
they were filled with envy, and ſpoke againſt the things 
ſpoken by Paul, contradicting and blaſpheming. 

Then Paul and Barnabas waxed bold, and faid, it was 
neceſſary that the word of God ſhould be firſt ſpgken to 
vou; but ſeeing ye put it from you, and fhew yourſelves 

Wer unworthy 
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unworthy of everlaſting life; lo, we turn to the Gentiles : 
for ſo hath the Lord commanded us, ſaying, I have put 
wee to be a light to the Gentiles, that thou ſhouldeſt be 
for ſalvation to the ends of the earth. When the Gentiles 
heard this, they were glad, and glorified the word of the 
Lord; and as many as were ordained* to eternal life, 
believed. And the word of the Lord was publiſhed through 
all the country; but the Jews ſtirred up the devout and 
honourable women, with the chief men of the city, and 
raiſing perſecution againſt Paul and Barnabas, expelled 
them out of their coaſts, At this they ſhook off the duſt 
of their feet againſt them, and came to Iconium : and the 
diſciples were filled with joy, and with the Holy Ghoſt, 


XIV. | 
AT Iconium, they went together into the ſynagogue of 
the Jews, and ſo ſpoke, that a great multitude both of the 
Jews and Greeks, believed. t the unbelieving Jews 
ſtirred up the Gentiles, and made their minds ill diſpoſed 
towards the brethren. They continued therefore a long 
time, ſpeaking boldly in the Lord, who gave teſtimony 
to the word of his grace, and granted ſigus and wonders 
to be done by their hands. | 
Now the multitude of the e divided: part held 
with the Jews, and part with apoſtles. And when 
there was an aſſault made, both of the Gentiles and of the 
Jews, with their rulers, to uſe them deſpitefully, and 
ſtone them, they had knowledge of it, and fled to yſtra 
and Derbe, cities of Lycaonia, and to the region which 
lieth round about, where they preached the goſpel. At 
Lyſtra there ſat a certain man, impotent in his feet, bei 
a cripple from his mother*s womb, and never had walk 
He heard Paul ſpeak, who ſtedfaftly beholding him, and 
being ſenſible that he had faith to be healed, faid with a 
loud voice, Stand upright on thy feet; and he fuddenly 
roſe up and walked. And when the people faw what Paul 
had done, they lifted up their voices, ſaying, in the ſpeech- 
«| Lycagnia, The gods are come down to us in the 
7 * Or diſpoſed to Acce Pt of. 
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likeneſs of men. Barnabas they called Jupiter; and Paul, 
2 becauſe he was the chief ſpeaker. Then the 
prieſt of Jupiter, who was before their city, brought oxen 
and garlands to the gates, and would have done ſacrifice 
with the people; which, when the apoſtles Barnabas and 
Faul heard, they rent their clothes, and ran in among 
the people, erying out and ſaying, Why do ye theſe things? 
we are men of like paſſions with you, and preach to you, 
that ye ſhould turn — theſe vanities unto the living God, 


who made heaven and earth, the ſea, and all things that are 


in them; who, in times paſt, ſuffered the nations to walk 
in their own ways. Nevertheleſs he left not himſelf without 
a witneſs, in that he did good, giving us rain from heaven, 
and fruitful ſeaſons, filling our hearts with food and glad. 
neſs. With theſe words they hardly reſtrained the people 
trom offering them ſacrifice, 

But there came certain Jews from Antioch and Tconium, 
who perſuaded the people, and having ſtoned Paul, drew 
him out of the city, ſuppoſing he had been dead. Howbeit, 
as the diſciples ſtood roundabout him, he roſe up and came 
into the city, and the next day departed with Barnabas to 
Derbe. And when they had preached the goſpel to that 
city, and had taught many, they returned again to Lyſtra, 
Iconium, and Antioch ; confirming the ſouls of the diſci- 
ples, and exhorting them to continue in the faith, ſhewing 
that through much tribulation we muſt enter into the king- 
dom of God. And when they had ordained them elders 
in every church, and had prayed with faſting, they com- 
mended them to the Lord, on whom they believed. 

Ard after they had paſſed through Piſidia, they came to 
Pamphylia, and having preached the word in Perga, they 
went to Attalia, and from thence failed to Antioch, from 
whence they had been recommended to the Grace of God, 
for the work which they fulfilled ; and when they were 
come, and had gathered the church together, they related 
all that God had done with them, and how he had opened 
the door of faith unto the Gentiles. | 
Here they abode a long time with the diſciples, IV 
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I will repair the ruins thereof, and will ſet it up: that the 
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XV. | 

An certain men, which came down from ſudea, taught 
the brethren, Except ye be circumciſed after the manner of 
Moſes, ye cannot be faved. When therefore Paul and 
Barnabas had no ſmall diſſention and diſputation with them, 
it was apreed that Paul and Barnabas, with certain others of 
them, ſhould go up to Jeruſalem to the apoſtles and elders, 
about this queſtion. And being brought on their way by 
the church, they paſſed through Phenice and Samaria, de- 
claring the converſion of the Gentiles ; which cauſed great 
joy to all the brethren. 

When they came to Jeruſalem, they were received by the 
church, with the apoſtles and elders, and declared all things 
God had done with them: but there roſe up certain of the 
ſect of the phariſees who believed, and they Rid it was need- 
ful to circumciſe them, and to command they ſhould keep 
the law of Moſes. 

Upon which the apoſtles and elders came together to con- 
ſider of this matter. And when it had been much debated 
Peter roſe up, and ſaid to them, Men and brethren, ye 
know, that ſome time ago God made choice among us, that 
the Gentiles ſhould hear the word of the goſpel, by my 
mouth, and believe. And God, who knoweth the hearts, 
bear them witneſs, giving to them the Holy Spirit, even as 
he did to us; making no difference between us and them 
purifying their hearts by faith. Now therefore why do ye 
tempt God, by putting a yoke upon the neck of the diſci- 
ples, which neither our fathers nor we were able to bear. 
We believe that through the grace of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
we ſhall be ſaved even as they. 

Then all the multitude were filent, and heard Barnabas 
and Paul declare what miracles and wonders God had 
wrought among the Gentiles, by them. And after they 
had made an end of ſpeaking, James faid to the aſſembly, 
Men and brethren, hearken to me : Simeon hath declared 
how God at firſt viſited the Gentiles, to take out of them 
@ people for his name; and to this agree the words of the 

rophets, as it is written, After this T will return, and 

id again the tabernacle of David, which is fallen down; 
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refidue of men might ſeek after the Lord, and all the 
Gentiles, upon whom my name is called, faith the Lord, 
who doeth all theſe things. 
Known unto God are all his works, from the beginning 
of the world. Wherefore my judgment is, that we trouble 
not them, who from among the Gentiles are turned to God, 
but that we write to them, that they abſtain from pollutions 
of idols, from fornication, from things ſtrangled, and from 
blood: for Moſes of old time hath, in every city, thoſe 
who preach him, being read in the ſynagogues every {ab. 
bath- day. 
Then it pleaſed the apoſtles and elders, with the whole 
church, to ſend choſen men from among them to Antioch, 
with Paul and Barnabas; namely Judas, ſurnamed Barſa- 
bas, and Silas, chief men among the brethren, by whom 
they wrote letters after this manner: The apoſtles, and 
elders, and brethren, ſend greeting to the brethren who ar? 
of the Gentiles in Antioch, Syria, and Cilicia. Foral- 
much as we have heard, that ſome who went out from us, 
have troubled you with words, ſubverting your ſouls, ſaying, 
Ye muſt be circumciſed, and keep the law, to whom we 
ve no ſuch commandment : it hath ſeemed good to us, 
— aſſemhled with one accord, to ſend choſen men unto 
you, with our beloved Barnabas and Paul; men who have 
expoſed their lives for the name of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
We have therefore ſent Judas and Silas, who will relate to 
you the ſame things by word of mouth: for it ſeemed good 
to the Holy Ghoſt, and to us, to lay no greater burthen 
upon you, than theſe neceſſary things, That ye abſtain from 
meats offered to idols, from blood, and from things 
ſtrangled, and from fornieation, from which if ye keep your- 
felves, ye ſhall do well. Farewell. | 
Thus when they were diſmiſſed, they came to Antioch, 
and having gathered together the multitude, they delivered 
the epiſtle, which when it was read, they rejoiced for the 
conſolation; Judas and Silas, being alſo prophets them- 
ſelres, exhorted the brethren with many words, and con- 
firmed them; and after they had ſtayed there ſome time, 
they were let go in peace from their brethren to the apoſtles. 
Nevertheleſs i pleaſed Silas to abide there ſtill: Paul — 
| an 


waa 


and Barnabas continued in Antioch, teaching and reaching 
the word of the Lord, with many others. , : 

But after ſome time, Paul ſaid to Barnabas, Let us go 
again, and viſit our brethren, in every city where we have 
preached the word of the Lord, and ſee how they do. 
And Barnabas propoſed to take with them John, ſurnamed 
Mark; but Paul thought not good to take him with them, 
who departed from them at Pamphylia, and went not with 
them to the work. Now the diſagreement between them 
was ſo great, that they parted — 4 one from the other; 
and Barnabas taking Mark, ſailed for Cyprus: but Paul 
choſe Silas, and departed, being recommended by the 
brethren to the grace of God. And he went through 
Syria and Cilicia, confirming the churches. 


XVI: 

Tux he came to Derbe and Lyftra: and a certain dif- 
ciple was there, named Timotheus, the fon of a Jewiſh 
woman that was a believer, but his father was a Greek. 
He was well reported of by the brethren at Lyſtra and 
Iconium; him Paul would have to go forth with him, and 
took and circumciſed him, becauſe of the Jews who were 
in thoſe parts, for they all knew that his father was a 
Greek; and as they went through the cities, they delivered 
to them the decrees to keep, which had been ordained by 
the apoſtles and elders at Jeruſalem. Thus the churches 
were eſtabliſhed in the faith, and increaſed in number 
Now when they had gone through Phrygia, and the 
region of Galatia, and were forbidden by the Holy Ghoſt 
to preach the word in Aſia, after they were come to Myſia, 
they endeavoured to go into Bithynia; but the ſpirit ſuf- 
fered them not. So, paſſing by Myſia, they came down to 
Troas z and a viſion appeared to Paul in the night, There 
ſtood a man of Macedonia, and beſought hin, faying, 
Come over into Macedonia and help us. After be had 
leen the viſion, immediately we endeavoured to go into 
Macedonia, aſſuredly concluding that the Lord had called 
us to preach the goſpel to them. Therefore looſing at 


Traas, we came with a ſtraight courſe to Samethiracia, and 
| the 
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the next day to Neapolis, and from thence we went to Phi. 
lippi, which is the chief city of that part of Macedonia, 
and a colony; and we ſtayed in that city certain days, 
And on the ſabbath-day we went out of the city by a 
river-fide, where prayer was wont to be made; and we fat 
down, and ſpake to the women who relorted thither. 

And a certain woman, named Lydia, a ſeller of purple, 
of the city of Thyatira, who worſhipped God, and whoſe 
heart the Lord opened, heard us, and attended to the 
things which were ſpoken by Paul. And when ſhe was 
baptized and her houſehold, ſhe beſought us, ſaying, If ye 
have judged me to be faithful to the Lord, come into my 
| houſe, and abide there, and ſhe conſtrained us. 

And it came to paſs, as we were going to the place of 
prayer, a certain damſel, poſſeſſed with a ſpirit of divination, 


met us, who brought her maſters much gain by ſoothſaying. 


She followed Paul and us, crying out, Theſe men are the 
ſervants of the moſt high God, who ſhew unto us the way 
of ſalvation. And this ſhe did many days; but Paul being 
grieved, turned and ſaid to the ſpirit, I command thee, in 
the name of Jeſus Chriſt, to come out of her, and he came 
out the ſame hour, And when her maſters ſaw that the 
hope of their gains was gone, they caught Paul and Silas, 
and drew them into the market place unto the rulers, 
and brought them to the magiſtrates, ſaying, Theſe men 
being Jews, do exceedingly trouble our city, and teach 
cuſtoms which are not lawful for us to receive, nor to ob- 
ſerve, being Romans. And the multitude rofe up together 
againſt them, and the magiſtrates rent off their clothes, and 
comman led they ſhould be beaten. And when they had 
laid many ſtripes upon them, they caſt them into priſon, 
charging the gaoler to keep them ſafely; who having re- 
ceived tuch a charge, thruſt them into the inner priſon, 
and made their feet faſt in the ſtocks, And at midnight 
Paul and Silas prayed, and fang praiſes unto- God; ſo that 
the priſoners heard them. And ſuddenly there was a great 
earthquake, ſo that the foundations of the priſon were 
ſhaken; and all the doors were immediately opened, and 
every one's bands were looſed. And the keeper of the 
priſon. being awakened out of his ſleep, and ſeeing = 


iſon doors open, he drew his fword, and was about to 
kill himſelf, ſuppoſing the priſoners had been fled. But 
Paul cried with a loud voice, Do thyſelf no harm, for we 
are all here. Then he called for a light, and came in 
trembling where Paul and Silas were, and fell down before 
them, and brought them out, and ſaid, Sirs, what muſt I. 
do to be ſaved? and they anſwered, Believe on the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, and thou ſhalt be ſaved, and thy houſe. And 
they ſpake unto him the word of the Lord, and to all that 
vere in his houſe. And he took them the ſame hour of 
the night, and waſhed their ſtripes, and was ſtraightway 
baptized, he with all his. And when he had brought them 


into his houſe he ſet meat before them, and rejoiced, be- 


lering in God, with all his houſe. 

And when it was day, the magiſtrates ſent the ſerjeants, 
ſaying, Let theſe men go: and the keeper of the priſon 
told this ſaying to Paul, The magiſtrates have ſent to let 
you go: now therefore depart, and go in peace. But 
Paul faid to them, They have beaten us openly uncon- 
demned, being Romans, and have caſt us into priſon, and 
now do they thruſt us out privily! nay, verily, but let 
them come themfelyes and fetch us out. And the ſer- 
jeants reported this to the magiſtrates, and they feared 
when they heard they were Romans. And they came 
ad beſought them, and brought them out, deſiring them to 
depart out of the city. And when they went out of the 
piſloa they entered into the houſe of Lydia, and having 
een the brethren, they comforted them and departed. 


XVII. 

Now when they had paſſed through Amphipolis, and 
Apollonia, they came to Theſſaloniea, where was a ſyna- 
gogue of the Jews; and Paul, as his manner was, went 
n to them, and three ſabbath-days reaſoned with them out 
of the ſcriptures, opening and alledging that Chriſt muſt 
eds have ſuffered, and riſen again from the dead: and 
that this Jeſus whom I preach to you is Chriſt. Some of 
them believed, and conſorted with Paul and Silas : and of 
tne devout. Greeks a great multitude, and of the chief 
vomen not a few. But the Jews who believed not, moved 
vith envy, took to them certain wicked men of the wo 
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ſort, and gathered a company, and they ſet all the city in 
an — aſſaulted dhe houſe 2 and — to 
bring out Paul and Silas to the people; but when they 
found them not, they drew Jaſon, and certain brethren, 
unto the rulers of the city, crying out, Theſe that haye 
turned the world upſide down, are come hither alſo, whom 
Jaſon hath received, and theſe all do contrary to the decrees 
of Ceſar, ſaying, There is another king, namely Jeſus, 
And they troubled the people, and the rulers of the city 
who heard theſe things. But when they had taken ſecu- 
rity of Jaſon, and the other, they let them go. And the 
brethren immediately ſent away Paul and Silas by night to 
Berea; who upon coming thither, went into the ſynz- 
ogue of the Jews. Theſe were more noble than coe of 
Theſſalonica, in that they received the word with all readi. 
neſs of mind, and ſearched the ſcriptures daily, whether 
thoſe things were ſo. Many of them therefore believed: 
alſo of honourable women which were Greeks, and of men, 
not a few. But when the Jews of Theſſalonica knew that 
the word of God was preached by Paul at Berea, they came 
thither alſo, and ſtirred up the people: upon which the 
brethren preſently ſent Paul away, to go as it were to the 
ſea; but Silas and Timothy remained there. 
And they who conducted Paul brought him to Athens; 
and having received a command to Silas and Timothy, that 
they ſhould come to him with all ſpeed, they departed, 
Now while Paul waited for them at — ty his ſpirit was 
ſtirred in him, when he ſaw the city wholly given to idolz- 
try. Therefore he diſputed with the Jews in the ſynagogue, 
and. with the devout perſons; and daily with them who met 
him in the market-place. Then certain philoſophers, of the 
icureans, and ſtoicks, encountered him, and ſome ſaid, 
hat meaneth this babler? others, He ſeems to be a ſetter 
forth of ſtrange gods: becauſe he preached to them Jeſus, 
and the reſurrection. And they took hold of him, and 
brought him to the“ Areopagus, ſaying, May we know 
what this new doctrine, of which thou ſpeakeſt, is? for thou 
* bringeſt certain ſtrange things to our ears: we would theres 
fore know what theſe things mean. For all the Athenians 


i. e. The place of juſtice, 
and 


Priſcilla, becauſe Claudius had commanded all Jews to de- 
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ind ſtrangers which were there, ſpent their time in nothing 
elſe; but to tell or to hear ſome new thing. 

Then Paul ſtanding in the midſt of the Areopagus, ſaid, 
Ye men of Athens, I perceive that in all things ye are too 
ſeperſtitious. For as J paſſed by and beheld your devotions, 
J found an altar with this inſcription, TO THE UN- 
KNOWN: GOD. Him therefore whom ye ignorantly 
worſhip, I declare unto you. God who made the world, 
and all things in it; ſeeing that he is Lord of heaven and 
earth; dwelleth not in temples made with hands. Nor is 
worſhipped with men's hands, as though he needed any 
tung; ſince he giveth to all life, and breath, and all things. 
And hath made of one blood all nations of men, to dwell 
on all the face of the earth, and hath determined the times 
before appointed, and the bounds of their habitation. That 
they ſhould ſeek the Lord, if by feeling after him they 
might haply find him; though he be not far from every 
one of us. For in him we live, and move, and have our 
being, as even ſome of your own poets have ſaid, for we 
we alſo his offspring. Foraſmuch then as we are the off. 
ſpring of God, we ought not to think that the Godhead 
8 like to gold, or ſilver, or ſtone, giaven by the art and 
man's device. And the times of this ignorance God winked 
at; but now commandeth all men every where to repent, 
Becauſe he hath appointed a day in the which he will 
judge the world in righteouſneſs, by that man whom he 
hath ordained, whereof he hath given aſſurance to all men, 
in that he hath raiſed him from the dead. 

And when they heard of the reſurrection of the dead, 
ſome mocked ; and others ſaid, we will hear thee again of 
this matter. So Paul departed from among them. How- 
beit, certain men joined to him, and believed: among whom 
was Dionyſus the Areopagite, and a woman named Da- 
maris, and others with them. g 


XVIII. 
Arrzx theſe things Paul departed from Athens, and 
eme to Corinth. And found a certain Jew named Aquila, 
born in Pontus, lately come from Italy, with his wife

part from Rome? and came to them, and being of the ſame 
trade, he abode with them and worked; by their occupa- 
tion they were tentmakers. 

And he reaſoned in the ſynagogue every ſabbath, and 
perſuaded the Jews and the Greeks; and when Silas 
and Timothy were come from Macedonia, Paul ws 
preſſed in ſpirit, and teſtified to the Jews, that Jeſus was 
the Chriſt, And when they oppoſed themſelves and blaſ. 
promed, he ſhook his raiment and ſaid to-them, Your blood 

upon your own heads, I am clean: henceforth I will 

to the Gentiles. And he departed thence, and went 
into the houſe of a certain man named Juſtus, one that 
worſhipped God, whoſe houſe was near to the ſynagogue, 
And Criſpus, the chief ruler of the ſynagogue, believed 
on the Lord, with all his houſe : and many of the Corin. 
thians hearing, believed, and were baptized. Then the 
Lord ſpoke to Paul in the night by a ion, Be not afraid, 
but ſpeak, and hold not thy peace, for I am with thee, ard 
no man ſhall ſet on thee, to hurt thee: for I have much 
peopte in this city. And he continued there a year and 
ix months, teaching the word of God among them. And 
when Gallio was the deputy of Achaia, the Jews roſe uy 
againſt Paul, as with one accord, and brought him to the 
judgment ſeat, faying, This man perſuadeth men to wor{kip 
God contrary to the law. And as Paul was about to open 
his mouth to ſpeak, Gallio ſaid to the Jews, If it were 2 
matter of wrong done to you, or any wicked miſchiet, 0 
ye Jews, reaſon would that I ſhould bear with you; but if 
it be a queſtion of words, and names, and of your law, look 
ye to it, for I will be no judge of ſuch matters. Aud he 
drave them from the judgment-feat. Then the, Greeks took 
Solthenes, the chief ruler of the ſynagogue, and beat him 
before the judgment-ſeat ; and Gallio cared for none of 
thoſe things. And Paul after this ſtayed ſome time longer; 
and then taking leave of the brethren, he ſailed thence into 
Syria, and with him Priſcilla and Aquila: having {horn 
his head at Cenchrea: for he had a vow. And he came 
to Epheſus, where he left them: but he himſelf entered 
into the ſynagogue, and reaſoned with the Jews. When 


they deſired him to tarry longer with them, he conſented 
k ; f not; 
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not; but, bade them farewell, ſaying, I muſt by all means 
keep this feaſt that is coming at Jeruſalem; yet I will re- 
turn again to you, if God will: and he failed from Epheſus. 
And when he had landed at Ceſarea, and gone up and 
fluted the church, he went down to Antioch : and having 
ſpent ſome time there, he departed, and went over all the 
country of Galatia and Phrygia, ſtrengthening all the dif- 
ciples. | 

"And there came to Epheſus a certain Jew named 
Apollos, born at Alexandria, an eloquent man, and mighty 
n the ſcriptures. This man was inſtructed in the way of 
the Lord, and being fervent in the ſpirit, he ſpoke and 
taught * the things of the Lord, knowing only the 
baptiſm of John. And he began to ſpeak boldly in the ſy- 
nagogue 3 whom when Aquila and Priſcilla had heard, they 
took him unto them, and expounded unto him the way of 
God more perfectly. And when he was diſpoſed to paſs 
into Achaia, the brethren wrote, exhorting the diſciples to 
receive him; and when he came, he helped them much 
who had believed through grace. For he mightily con- 
vinced the Jews, and that publicly, ſhewing, by the ſcrip- 
tures, that Jeſus was Chriſt, 


XIX. 

War Apollos was at Corinth, Paul having paſſed 
through the upper coaſts, came to Epheſus, and finding 
certain diſciples, he faid unto them, Have you received 
the Holy Ghoſt ſince ye believed? and they ſaid unto him, 
We have not ſo much as heard, whether there be any Holy 
Ghoſt. And he ſaid to them, Unto what then were ye 
baptized ? and they ſaid, To John's baptiſm, Then Paul 
id, John indeed baptized with the baptiſm of repentance, 
ſaying to the people, that they ſhould believe on him which 
ſhould come after him, that is, Chriſt Jeſus. When they 
heard" this, they were baptized in the name of the Lord 
Tefus. And when Paul had laid his hands on them, the 
Holy Ghoſt came upon them, and they ſpoke with tongues 
ad propheſied. | the men were about twelve. 

And he went into the ſynagogue and ſpake - boldly, for 
the ſpace of three months diſputing, an a the 
| ings 
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things concerning the kingdom of God. But when diren WM j 
were hardened, and believed not; but fpake evil of the way l 
before the multitude; he departed from them, and ſepa. Wi t 
rated the diſciples, diſcourſing daily in the ſchool of one 7 
Tyrannus. This continued for two years, ſo that all they Wl 5 
who dwelt in Aſia heard the word of the Lord Jeſus, both th 
Jews and Greeks. And God wrought ſpecial miracles by 

the hands of Paul. So that handkerchiefs or aprons weie W 
brought from his body to the ſick, and the * departed . A 
from them, and the evil ſpirits went out of them. ſe 
Then certain vagabond Jews, exorciſts, took upon them co 
to call over them who had evil ſpirits, the name of the Lord WM th: 
Jeſus, ſaying, We adjure you by Jeſus whom Paul preach. W pe: 
eth. And there were ſeven ſons of one Sceva, a Jew, who Wl ch 
was a chief of the prieſts, that did ſo. But the evil ſpirit WF th: 
anſwered, Jeſus I know, and Paul I know, but who are | 
ye? And the man in whom the evil ſpirit was, leaped on Will afl: 
them, and overcame them, and prevailed againſt them, ſo WM for 
that they fled out of the houſe naked and wounded. And 
this was known to all the Jews and Greeks dwelling at 
Epheſus ; fear fell on them, and the name of the Lord was 
magnified. Many alſo of thoſe who believed came, and 
confeſſed, and ſhewed their deeds. And many of thoſe 
who uſed curious arts, brought their books together, and 
burned them before all men: and when they counted the 
price, they found it to be fifty thouſand pieces of ſilver. 80 
mightily grew the word of God, and prevailed, 
Aſter theſe things were ended, Paul purpoſed in fpirit, 
when he had paſſed through Macedonia, and Achaif, to go 
to Jeruſalem, ſaying, after I have been there, I muſt alfo 
ſee Rome. $0 he ſent into Macedonia two of !thoſe who 
miniſtered to him, Timothy and Eraſtus, but he himſelf 
ſtayed in Afia. And the ſame time there aroſe no ſmall 
ſtir concerning this way. For a certain man named De- 
metrius, a filverſmith, who made filver ſhrines for Diana, 
broughtmo'ſmall-gain* to the craftſmen: whom he called 
together, with the workmen of like occupation, and faid 
to them, Men, ye know that by this fort of work we have 
our wealth. Moreover, ye ſee and hear, that not only at 
Epheſus, but almoſt throughout all Aſia, this Paul hath 
. : ; : perſuaded 
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perſuaded and turned away many people, ſaying, They are 
no gods which are made with hands. 80 that not on! 
this: our craft is in danger to be ſet at nought, but alſo 
that the temple of the great goddeſs Diana ſhouid be de- 
ſpiſed, and ker maguiſicence deſtruyed, whom all Aſia, and 
the world worthippeth. 

And when they heard theſe ſaying, they were full of 
wrath, and cried out, Great is Diana of the Epheſians. 
And the whole city was filled with confuſion, and havin 
ſized Gaius, and Ariſtarchus, men of Macedonia, Paul's 
companions in travel, they ruſhed with one accord into the 
theatre." And when Paul would have entered in unto the 
people, the diſciples ſuffered him not. Certain alſo of the 
chief of Aſia, who were his friends, ſent to him, deſiring 
that he would not adventure himſelf into the theatre. 

Now ſome cried one thing, and ſome another, for the 
aſſembly was confuſed ; and the more part knew not where- - 
fore they were come together. They then drew Alexander 
out of the multitude, the Jews putting dim forward. And 
Alexander beckoning with the hand, would have made his 
defence to the people. But when they knew that he was 
a Jew, all cried out as with one voice, about the ſpace of 
two hours, Great is Diana of the Epheſians. 

And when the town-clerk had appeaſed the people, he 
ſaid, Ye men of Epheſus, who is there that knoweth not, 
bow the city of the Epheſians is a worſhipper of the great 
goddeſs Diana, and of the image which fell down from 
Jupiter? ſeeing then that theſe things cannot be ſpoken 
againſt, ye ought to be quiet, and do nothing raſhly. For 
ye have brought hither theſe men, who are neither robbers 
of temples, nor blaſphemers of your goddeſs. Wherefore, 
Demetrius, and the craftſmen who are with him, have 
a matter again{t any man, the law is open, and there are 
dputies, let them implead one another. But if ye enquire 
ny thing concerning other matters, they ſhall be Ll ed 
n 2 lawful aſſembly. - For we are in danger of being called 
n queſtion for this day's uproar ; there being no cauſe by 
which we may account for this concourſe, And when be 
tad thus ſpoken, he diſmiſſed the afſembly. 65 
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Ax v aſter the uproar was ceaſed, Paul called to him the 
-diſciples; and -embracing them, he departed to go into 
Macedonia. And when he had gone over thoſe part, 
and had given them much exhortation, he came into 
Greece, where he continued three months. And when 
the Jews laid wait for him, as he was about to ail into 
Syria, he-purpoſed to return through Macedonia. He was 
accompanied into Aſia by Sopater, of Berea ; and of the 
Theſſalonians, Ariſtarchus, and Secundus; and Gaius of 
Derbe, and Timothy; and ef Aſia, Tychicus and Tro. 
phimus. Theſe going before, waited for us at Troas. And 
we failed away from Philippi, after the days of unleavened 
bread; and in five days came to them at Troas, where we 
Rayed ſeven days. 


Upon the firſt day-of the week, when the diſciples came 
together to break bread, Paul preached to them, being 
ready to depart on the morrow, and -continued his ſpeech 
till midnight. And there were many lights in the upper 
chamber where they were gathered together. And there 
fat in a window a certain young man, named Eutychus, 

being fallen into a deep ſleep, and as Paul was long preach- 
ing, he ſunk down with fleep, and fell from the third loft, WW an 
and was taken up dead. And Paul went down, and fal- +, 
ing on him, embraced him, and ſaid, Trouble not your. . 
ſelves, for his life is in him. When therefore he was come Hz 
up again, and had broken bread and eaten, and had ſpoken of 
much, even till break of day, he departed. And they Fe 
brought the young man alive, and were not a little con- ent 
forted. | | 
And we went before to ſhip, and failed to Aſſos, there aw 
intending to take in Paul, for ſo he had appointed, being ber 
minded himſelf to go thither on foot: and when he ml exe 
with us at Aſſos, we took him in, and came to Mitylene, g 
And we failed thence, and came the next day over againli 
Chios; and the next day arrived at Samos, and tarried a give 
Trogyllium: and the next day we came to Miletus; for 4 
Paul had determined to fail paſt Epheſus, becauſe he ou ye, 
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not ſpend the time in Aſia; haſting, if it was poſlible, to 
be at Jeruſalem by the day of Pentecoſt, 

From Miletus he ſent to Epheſus, and called the clders 
of the church. And when they were come to him, he 
faid unto them, Ye know from the firſt day that I came 
into Aſia, in what manner I have been with you at all ſca- 
ſons, ſerving the Lord with all humility of mind, and with 
many tears, amidſt the trials which befel me by the lying 
Was in wait of the Jews; and how I kept back nothing that 
the was profitable unto 2 but have ſhewed you, and taught 
$ of you publicly, and from houſe to houle : teſtifying alſo to 
Pro- the — and to the Greeks, repentance toward God, and 
And faith toward our Lord Jeſus Chriſt.

> AFTER we had parted from them, and entered into the 
ſhip, we failed in a (trait courſe to Coos, and the day fol- 
lowing to Rhodes, and from thence to Patara : and finding 
a ſhip failing to Phenicia, we went on board and, ſet forth, 
And when we had diſcovered Cyprus, we left it on the 
left hand, and failed towards Syria, and landed at Tyre; 
for there the ſhip was to unload her burthen. Finding diſ- 
ciples we ſtayed here ſeven days: who ſaid to Paul, through 
the ſpirit, that he ſhould not go up to Jeruſalem. And at 
the concluſion of thoſe days, we departed-; and they all 
brought us on our way, with their wives and children, till 
we were out of the city: and we kneeled down on the 
ſhore and prayed. And having taken leave one of another, 
we took ſhip, and they returned home. 
And when we had .finiſhed our courſe from Tyre, we 
came to Ptolemais, and ſaluted the brethren, and ſtayed 
with them one day. The next day, we who were of Paul's 
company departed, and came to Ceſarea; and we entered 
into the houſe of Philip the evangeliſt, who was one ot the 
ſeven, and abode with him. He had four daughters, vir. 
gins, who propheſied: and as we tarried there many days, 
a certain prophet, named Agabus, came from Judea, who, 
when he came to us, took Paul's girdle, and binding bis 
own hands and feet, he ſaid, Thus faith the Holy Ghoſt, 
So will the Jews at Jeruſalem, bind the man that owneth 
this girdle, and deliver him into the hands of the Gentiles, 
And when we heard theſe things, both we, and they of 
that place, beſought him not to go up to Jeruſalem. Then 
Paul anſwered, What mean ye, to weep, and to break my 
heart? for I am ready not only to be bound, but alſo to de 
| at 
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at Jeruſalem, for the name of the Lord Jeſus. 80 when 
he would not be perſuaded, we ceaſed; ſaying, The will of 
the Lord be done. - | 

After thoſe days we took up our carriages, and went up 
to Jeruſalem. There went allo with us certain of the dit- 
ciples of Ceſarea, and brought with them an old dilciple, 
by name Mnaſon, with whom we ſhould lodge. And/when 
we were come to Jeruſalem, the brethren received us gladly. 
On the day following, Paul went in with us to James, and 
all the elders were preſent ; and aſter he had ſaluted them, 
he declared particularly what things God had wrought among 
the Gentiles by his miniſtry, and when they heard it, they 
glorified the Lord, and ſaid to Paul, Thou ſeeſt brother, 
how many thouſands there are among the Jews who believe, 
and they are all zealous of the law : and they are informed 
of thee, that thou teacheſt all the Jews who are among the 
Gentiles, to forſake Moſes, ſaying, They ought not to cir- 
cumciſe their children, nor to walk after the euſtoms. 
What is then to be done ? and the multitude mutt needs come 
together; for they will hear that thou art come. Do there · 
fore this which we ſay to thee : we have four men who have 
a yow on them ; take theſe, and purify thyſelf with them, 
and be at charges with them, that they may ſhave their 
heads, and all may know that thoſe things which they have 
been informed of thee, are falſe : and that thou walkeſt or- 
derly and keepeſt the law. As concerning tke Gentiles 
who believe, we have written and concluded, that they ob- 
ſerve no ſuch thing, only that they- keep themſelves from 
things offered ro 1dols, and from blood, from what is 
ſtrangled, and from fornication. 

Then Paul took the men, and the next day, purifying 
himſelf with them, entered into the temple, to fignify the 
accompliſhment of the days of purification, until an offering 
ſhould be made for each of them. But when the ſeven 
days were almoſt ended, the Jews of Aſia, ſeeing him in 
the temple, ſtirred up the people, and laid hands on him, 
crying out, Men of Iſrael help; this is the man who teach- 
eth all men, every where, againſt the people, and the law, 
and this place; and further hath brought Greeks into the tem- 
ple, and hach polluted this ry place, (for they had _ 
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ſeen with him in the city, Trophimus, an Epheſian, whom 
they ſuppoſed that Paul had brought into the temple.) And 
all the city was moved, and the people running together, 
they took hoid on Paul, and drew him out of the temple ; 
and forthwith the doors were ſhut. And as they went 
about to kill him, tidings came to the chief captain of the 
band, that all Jeruſalem was in confuſion 3 who immedi. 
ately taking | ſoldiers and centurions, ran down to them; 
and when they ſaw the chief captain and the ſoldiers, they 
left beating of Paul. Then the chief captain coming 
near, took him, and commanded him to be bound with two 
chains, and enquired who he was, and what he had done? 
but when ſome cried one thing, and ſome another, and he 
could not know the certainty, becauſe of the tumult, he 
commanded that he ſhould be brought into the caſtle. And 
when he came upon the ſtairs, he was borne up by the 
ſoldiers, becauſe of the violence of the people: for a 
multitude of the people followed, crying, Away with 
him, | 

Now as Paul was about to be led into the caſtle, he ſaid 
to the captain, May I ſpeak to thee ? and he replied, Canſt 
thou ſpeak Greek ? art not thou the Egyptian, who before 
theſe days made a diſturbance, and leddeſt four thouſand 
men, who were murderers, into the wilderneſs? Paul 
anſwered, I am indeed a:Jew of Tarſus in Cilicia, a citizen 
of no mean city; ſuffer me, I beſeech thee, to ſpeak to 
the people. And when he had given him leave, Paul ſtood 
on the ſtairs, and beckoned with the hand to the people: 
upon which there was made a great ſilence, and he ſpoke 
to them in the Hebrew tongue, ſaying (XXII), Men, 
brethren, and fathers, hear ye my defence, which I now 
make unto you; and when they heard him ſpeak to them 
in the Hebrew tongue, they kept the more ſilence. Then 
he ſaid, T am a Jew, born at Tarſus in Cilicia, yet brought 
up in this city, at the feet of Gamaliel, and taught according 
to the perfect manner of the law of the fathers, and was 
zealous towards God, as ye all are this day, I perſecuted 
this way unto the death, binding, and delivering into 
priſons, both men and women; as the high prieſt, with all 


the elders, will bear witneſs; from whom alſo I __— 
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letters to the brethren, and went to Damaſcus, to. bring 
thole who were there bound, to Jeruſalem, to be puniſhed. 
And as I made my journey, and was come nigh to Damaſ- 
cus, about noon, ſuddenly there ſhone from heaven a great 
light round about me; upon which I fell to the ground, 
and heard a voice ſaying unto me, Saul, Saul, why perſe- 
cuteſt thou me? And 1 anſwered, Who art thou, Lord? 
and he ſaid unto me, I am Jeſus of Nazareth, whom thou 
perſecuteſt. And they who were with me ſaw indeed the 
great light, and were afraid; but they heard not the voice 
of him who ſpake to me. Then I ſaid, What ſhall I do, 
Lord? and the Lord ſaid to me, Ariſe, and go into Da- 
maſcus, and there it thall be told thee all things which 
are appointed for thee to do. 

And when I could not fee for the glory of that light, 
being led by the hand of them who were with me, I came 
into Damaſcus ; and Ananias, a devout man, according 
to the law, having a good report of all the Jews which 
dwelt there, came to me and ſaid, Brother Saul, receive 
thy ſight ; and the fame hour I looked upon him. And 
he ſaid, The God of our fathers hath choſen thee, that 
thou mighteſt know his will, and ſee that juſt one, and 
hear the voice of his mouth : for thou ſhalt be his witneſs 
unto all men, of what thou haſt ſeen and heard. Now 
way tarrieſt thou? ariſe, and be baptized, and waſh away 
thy fins, calling on the name of the Lord. 

And when f returned to Jeruſalem, even whilſt I was 
praying in the temple, I was in a trance; and ſaw him, 
aying to me, Make haſte, and go 22 out of Jeruſalem ; 
for they will not receive thy teſtimony concerning me. 
Then I faid, Lord, they know that I impriſoned and beat 
ſuch as believed on thee, in every ſynagogue ; and when 
the blood of Stepken, thy martyr, was ſhed, 1 was ſtandin 
by, and conſenting to his — and kept the raiment 15 
them who flew him. And he ſaid to me, Depart; for I. 
will ſend thee far hence, unto the Gentiles. E 

And they heard him to theſe words, and then lifted up 


their voices, ſaying, Away with ſuch a fellow from the 


exrth ; for it is not fir he ſhould live. And as they cried 
out, and caſt off their clothes, and threw dult into the air, 
Q 3 the 
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the chief captain commanded him to be brought into the 
caſtle, and that he ſhould be examined by ſcourging, that 
he might know wherefore they cried ſo againſt him: aud 
as they bound him with thongs, Paul ſaid to the centurion, 
who ſtood by, Is it lawful for you to ſcourge a man that 
is a Roman, and uncondemned ? when the centurion 
heard that, he went and informed the chief captain, ſaying, 
Take heed what thou doeſt, for this man is a Roman. The 
captain then came to him and ſaid, Tell me, art thou a 
Roman ? he anſwered, Yes. The chief captain replied, 
Wich a great ſum I obtained this freedom; but Paul ſaid, 
I was born a citizen. 

Upon this they who ſhould have examined him, {trait. 
ways departed from him, and the chief captain alſo was 
atraid, when he knew he was a Roman, becauſe he had 
bound him. The next day, being deſirous to know more 
certainly why he was accuſed by the Jews, he looſed him 
from his bonds, and commanded the chief prieſts and all 
their council to appear, and he brought Paul down, and 
ſet him before them. 

XXIII. 


Anp Paul, earneſtly beholding the council, ſaid, Men 
and- brethren, I have lived in all good conſcience betore 
God, until this day. And the high prieſt Ananias, com- 
manded them that ſtood by him, to ſmite him on the mouth, 
Then Paul ſaid to him, God will ſmite thee, thou whited 
wall: fitteſt thou to judge me after the law, and commandeſt 
me to be {mitten contrary to the law? and thoſe who itood 
by ſaid, Revileſt thou God's high prieſt ? Paul anſwered, 
J knew- not, brethren, that he was the high prieſt ; for it 
is written, Thou ſhalt not ſpeak evil of the -ruler of thy 
ople. 

de Paul perceiving that one part of them were ſad. 
ducees, and the other phariſees, he cried out in the councll, 
Men and brethren, I am a phariſee, the ſon of a phariſee: 
concerning the hope and reſurrection of the dead 1 am called 
in queſtion. When he had ſo ſaid, there aroſe a diſſention 
between the phariſees and ſadducees; and the multitude 
was divided: for the ſadducees ſay there is no reſurrection, 
nor angel, nor ſpirit ; but the phariſees confeſs both. 2 
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there was a great cry, and the ſcribes, who were on 
the part of the phariſees, aroſe, and (trove, ſaying, We 
find no evil in this man: but if a ſpirit or an angel hath 
ſpoken to him, let us not fight againſt God. And when 
there was a great diſſention among them, and the chief 
captain ee leſt Paul ſhould be pulled in pieces, he com- 
manded the ſoldiers to go down, and take him by force 
from them, and bring him into the caſtle. [ 
And the night following the Lord appeared to him, an 

ſaid, Be of good courage, Paul, for as thou haſt teſtified 
of me in Jeruſalem, ſo thou mult bear witneſs of me alſo 
at Rome. And when it was day, certain Jews banded 
together, and bound theinſelves under a curſe, ſaying, they 
would neither eat nor drink till they had killed Paul, 
They were more than forty who had made this conſpiracy, 
and they came to the chief prieſts and elders, ſaid to them, 
We have bound ourſelves under a curſe, that we will eat 
nothing till we have killed Paul. Now therefore do ve, 
with the council, defire of the chief captain, that he will 
bring him down to you to-morrow, as it ye would enquire 
ſomething more perfe&ly concerning him ; and we will be 
ready before he comes there, to kill him. But Paul's ſiſter's 
ſon, heard of their lying in wait, and went into the caſtle, 
and told Paul. Then Paul called to him one of the cen- 
turions, and ſaid, Bring this young man to the chief captain, 
for he hath a certain matter to tell him. So he took him, 

and brought him to the chief captain, and ſaid, Paul, the pri- 
ſoner, deſired me to bring this young man to thee, who 
has ſomething to ſay to thee. The chief captain then took 

him by the hand, and going afide privately, . aſked him, 
What is it thou haſt to tell me? he ſaid, The Jews have 
agreed to deſire thee, that thou wouldeſt bring Paul to- 

morrow into the council, as if they would enquire ſome what 
of him more perfectly: but do not thou yield unto them; 

for there lie in wait more than forty, who have bound them- 


ſelves with an oath, that they will neither eat nor drink till 


they have killed him: and now they are ready, looking 


for a promiſe from thee. 
So the chief captain let the young man depart 3 but 
charged him, See thou tell no man that thou haſt ſhewed 
O4 thele 
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theſe things unto me. Then he called to him two centu- 
rions, Taying, Make ready two hundred ſoldiers, and ſeventy 
horſemen, alſo ſpearmen two hundred, at the third hour 
of the night, to go to Ceſarea: and provide beaſts, that 
they may ſet Paul on, and bring him ſaſe to Felix the 
governor, to whom'he wrote a letter after this manner: 
Claudius Lyfias, to the moſt excellent governor Felix, 
ſendeth greeting. This man was taken by the Jews, and 
about to be killed by them, when I came with the ſoldiers 
and reſcued him, having underſtood that he was a Roman, 
And when I would have known wherefore they accuſed 
him, I brought him forth into their council, whom I found 
to be acculed of queſtions relating to their law, but to 
have nothing laid to his charge worthy of death or of bonds, 
And as it was told me that the Jews laid wait for the man, 
1 have fent him to thee, and have ordered his accuſers alſo 
to ſay before thee, what they had againſt him. Farewell, 
Then the ſoldiers, as they were commanded, took Paul, 
and brought him by night to Antipatris z and the next 
day they left the horſemen to go with him, and returned 
to the caſtle : when they were come to Ceſarea, and had 
delivered the letter to the governor, they alſo preſented 
Paul before him; and when the governor had read the 
letter, he aſked of what province he was, and being informed 
that he was of Cilicia, he ſaid, I will hear thee, when 
thy accuſers are come. Then he commanded him to be 
kept in Herod's judgment hall. 


| . 

Amnv after five days, Ananias the high prieſt, with the 
elders, came down, and a certain orator named Tertullus, 
who informed the governor againſt Paul. And when he 
was called, Tertullus began to accuſe him, ſaying, As by 
tbee we enjoy great quietneſs, and that very good deeds are 
done to this nation by thy providence, we accept it al- 
ways, and in all places, moſt noble Felix, with all thankfu!. 
— But that I may not be tedious to thee, I beſeech 
thee, that in thy clemency thou wilt hear us a few words. 
We have found this man a miſchievous fellow, a mover of 
ſedition among all the Jews throughout the world, and a 

ot ringleader 
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ringleader of the ſe& of the Nazarenes. Who alſo hath at- 
tempted to prophane the temple: whom we took, and 
would have judged according to our law, But the chiet 

in Lyſias came, and with great violence took him out 
7 hands: commanding his accuſers to come unto. thee: 
by examining of whom thou thyſelf mayeſt know concern- 
ing all theſe things, of which we accuſe him. 

e Jews alſo aſſented, ſaying, Theſe things were ſo. 
Then Paul, after the governor had beckoned to him to 
ſpeak, anſwered, As I know thou haſt been for many years, 
a judge to this nation, I the more chearfully anſwer for my- 
gal Thou mayeſt underſtand, there are yet but twelve 
days ſince I went up to Jeruſalem, to worſhip; and they 
neither found me in the temple diſputing with any man, nor 
raiſing up the people neither in the ſynagogues nor in the 
city: neither can they prove the things whereof they now 
accuſe me. But this I confeſs to thee, that after the way 
which they call hereſy, ſo worſhip I the God of my fathers, 
believing all things which are written in the law and the 
prophets; and have hope towards God, which they them- 
{elves alſo allow, that there will be a reſurrection of the dead, 
both of the juſt and unjuſt. And herein do I exerciſe my- 
ſelf, to have always a conſcience void of offence toward God, 
and toward men. Now, after many years, I came to bring 
alms to my nation, and offerings. Whereupon, certain 
Jews from Aſia found me purified in the temple, neither 
with multitude, nor with tumult, Who ought to have been 
here before thee, and object, if they had any thing againſt 
me. Or let theſe here ſay, if they found any evil doing 
in me, whilſt I ſtood before the council, except it be for 
this one expreſhon, when I cried out, ſtanding among 
them, Concerning the reſurrection of the dead, I am this 
day called in queſtion by you.. 

And when Felix heard theſe things, having more perfect 
knowledge of that way, he deferred them, laying, When 
Lyſias the chief captain ſhall come down, I will know- the 
uttermoſt of your matter. And he ordered a centurion to 
keep Paul, but not confine him cloſely, and that he' ſhould 
not forbid any of his acquaintance to miniſter, or come unto 
him. Moreoyer ſome days after, Felix came, with his wife 
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Druſilla, who was a Jeweſs ; he ſent for Paul, and heard 

him concerning the faith in Chriſt. And as Paul reaſoned 
of righteouſneis, temperance, and judgment to come, Felix 
trembled, and ſaid to him, Go thy way for this time, when 
I have a convenient opportunity I will call for thee, 

le hoped alſo that money ſhould have been given to him 
by Paul, that he might ſet him at liberty: and on this 
account he ſent for him the oftener, andcommuned with him, 
But after two years, Felix was ſucceeded by Porcius Feſtus: 
and Felix willing to ſhew the Jews a favour, left Paul 


bound. 

Now when Feſtus was come into the Province, after 
three days he went from Ceſarea to Jeruſalem. Then the 
high prieſt, and the chief of the Jews informed him againſt 
Paul, and beſought him, that he would favour them to ſend 
tor Paul to Jerufalem, lying in wait by the way to kill him, 
But Feſtus anſwered, that Paul ſhould be kept at Cefarca, 
and that he himſelf would ſhortly go thither. Let them 
therefore, ſaid he, who are able among you, go down with 
me, and accuſe this man, if there be any wickedneſs in 
him. 

And when he had ſtayed among them more than ten 
days, he went down to Ceſarea, and the next day fitting 
in the judgment- ſeat, commanded Paul to be brought. And 
when he was come, the Jews which came from Jeruſalem, 
ſtood round about, and brought many and grievous com- 
plaints againſt him, which they could not prove, while he 
anſwered for himſelf; neither againſt the law of the Jews. 
nor againſt the temple, nor yet againſt Ceſar, have I offended 
any thing at all. But Feſtus willing to ſhew the Jews : 
pleaſure, anſwered Paul, Wilt thou go up to Jeruſalem, and 

there be judged of theſe things before me? 
Then Paul faid, I ftand at Ceſar's judgment-ſeat, where 
I ought to be judged. To the Jews I have dene no wrong, 
23 thou very well knoweſt. For if I be an offender, or 
have committed any thing worthy of death, I refuſe not to 
-'ce: but if there be none of theſe things of which they ac- 
a ow me, no man may deliver me unto them. I appeal unto 
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Then Feſtus when he had conferred with the council, 
anſwered, Haſt thou appealed to Ceſar? unto. Ceſar thou 
ſhalt go. 

And after certain days king Agrippa and Bernice came 
to Ceſarea, to ſalute Feſtus. And when they had been 
there many days, Feſtus declared Paul's cauſe to the king, 
ſaying, There is a certain man left in bonds by Felix: con- 
cerning whom, when I was at Jeruſalem, the chief prieſts 
and elders of the Jews informed me, deſiring to have judg- 
ment againſt him: to whom I anſwered, It is not the man- 
ner of the Romans to deliver any man to die, before that 
he who is accuſed have the accuſers face to face, and have 
liberty to anſwer for himſelf concerning the crime laid to 
his charge. Therefore when they were come hither, with- 
out any delay on the morrow, I ſat on the judgment-ſeat, 
and commanded the man to be brought: againſt whom, 
when the accuſers ſtood up, they brought uo accuſation of 
ſuch things as I ſuppoſed ; but had certain queſtions againit 
him, of their own ſuperſtition, and of one 1 Who was 
dead, and whom Paul affirmed to be alive. No becauſe 
I doubted of ſuch queſtions, I aſked him whether he would 
go to Jeruſalem, and there be judged? but when he ap- 
pealed, to be reſerved to the hearing of Auguſtus, IL com- 
manded, he ſhould be kept till I might ſend him to Ceſar. 

Agrippa then faid to Feſtus, I would alſo hear the 
man. 'Fo-morrow, {aid Feſtus, thou ſhalt hear him. The 
next day therefore, Agrippa and Bernice being come with 
great pomp into the place of N with the captains, 
and chief men of the city; at Feltus's command Paul 
was brought. And Feſtus ſaid, King Agrippa, and all 
who are here preſent with us, ye ſee this man, concerning 
whom all the multitude of the Jews have interceded with 
me, both at Jeruſalem and here, crying, 'That he ought not 
to live any longer, But when I found he had committed 
nothing worthy of death, and that he himſelf hath appealed 
to Auguſtus, I have determined to fend him: of whom 1 
have no certain thing to write to my lord, therefore E 
have brought him forth before you, and eſpecially before 
thee, king Agrippa, that after he hath been heard, I might 
have ſomewhat to write, For it ſeemeth to me unxeaſon- 
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able to ſend a priſoner, and not to ſignify thecrimes of which 

he is acculed, | 
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Tux Agri aid unto Paul, Thou art itted to

k for th then Paul ſtretching out his hand, an- 
wered for himſelf, I think myſelf happy, king Agrippa, 
becauſe I ſhall anſwer for myſelf this day before thee, con- 
cerning all thoſe things of which I am accuſed by the Jews; 
eſpecially as I know thou art expert in all the queſtions and 
cuſtoms which are among them ; therefore, I pray thee, 
hear-me patiently. All the Jews know my manner of life 
from my youth, which was at the firſt among my own nation 
at Jeruſalem: they know, if they would teſtify, that from 
the beginning, after the moſt ſtrict ſe of our religion, I 
lived a — 2 and now I ſtand judged for the hope of 
the promiſe made of God, to our — unto which 
promiſe our twelve tribes inſtantly ſerving God day and 
night, hope to come, for which hope's ſake, king Agrippa, 
I” am accufed by the Jews. Why ſhould it be thought a 
thing incredible with you, that God ſhould raiſe the 
? p 
I yerily thought with myſelf, that I ought to do many 
things contrary to the name of Jeſus of Nazareth, which 
I allo did at Jeruſalem: and many of the ſaints I ſhut up 
in 12 having received authority from the chief prieſts; 
and when they were put to death, I gave my voice againſt 
them. I often puniſhed them in every ſynagogue, and com- 
pelled them to blaſpheme ; and being exceedingly enraged 
apainſt them, I perſecuted them, even to ſtrange cities. 
And as I was going to Damaſcus, with authority and com- 
miſſion from the chief prieſts, at mid-day, O king, I ſaw 
in the way a light from heaven, above the brightneſs of the 
ſun, ſhining round about me, and them who were with me. 
And when we were all fallen to the ground, I heard a voice, 
which faid to me in the Hebrew tongue, Saul, Saul, why 
perſecuteſt thou me? it is hard for thee to kick againſt the 
pricks.” And I faid, Who art thou, Lord? he replied, I 
am Jeſus, whom thou perſecuteſt : but riſe, and ſtand upon 
thy feet, for I have appeared to thee for this purpoſe : to 
make thee-a miniſter, and a witneſs of theſe things . 
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thou haſt ſeen, and of thoſe things in which I will appear 


unto thee ; delivering thee from the people, and from the 


Gentiles, to whom I now ſend thee; to open their eyes, and 
to turn them from darkneſs to light, and from the power of 
ſatan unto God ; that they may receive forgiveneſs of their 
ſins, and an inheritance among them who are ſanctiſied by 


faith that is in me, Whereupon, O king Agrippa, I was 


not diſobedient to the heavenly viſion ; but ſhewed firſt to 
them of Damaſcus, and at Jeruſalem, and through all the 
coaſts of Judea, and then to the Gentiles, that they ſhould 

nt, and turn to God, and do works meet for repentance, 
For theſe cauſes the Jews laid hold on me in the temple, and 
endeavoured to kill me : but having obtained help of God; 
I continue unto this day; witneſſing both to ſmall and great, 
ſaying no other things than thoſe which the prophets and 
Moſes did fay ſhould come: namely, That Chriſt ſhould 
ſuffer, and be the firſt that ſhould riſe from the dead, and 
that he ſhould ſhew light to the people, and to the 
Gentiles. 

As he thus ſpake for himſelf, Feſtus ſaid with a loud 
voice, Paul, thou art. befide thyſelf, much learning doth 
make thee mad : but he replied, 1 am not mad moſt noble 
Feſtus, but ſpeak the words of truth and ſoberneſs; for the 
king knoweth theſe things, before whom I alſo ſpeak freely, 
for I am perſuaded that none of theſe things are hidden from 
him, for this thing was not done in a corner: king Agrippa, 
believeſt thou the prophets? I know that thou believeſt. 
Then Agrippa ſaid to Paul, Thou almoſt perſuadeſt me to 
be a Chriſtian. And Paul ſaid, I would to God that not 
only thou, but alſo all that hear me this day, were almoſt, 
and altogether ſuch as I am, except theſe bonds. 

When he had thus ſpoken, the king roſe up, with the 
governor, and Bernice, . and they who ſat with them,; and 
going aſide, they ſaid between themſelves, This man hath 
done nothing worthy of death, or of bonds. And Agrippa 


faid to Feſtus, This man might have been ſet at liberty, if 


he had not appealed unto Ceſar, 
XXVII. 
AxD when it was determined that we ſhould fail into 
Italy, they delivered Paul, and certain other priſoners, to 
| a Centurion 
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a centurion named Julius, of Auguſtus's band; and enter. 
ing into a ſhip of Adramytium, we launched, intending to 
als by the coaſts of Aſia; Ariſtarchus a Macedonian, of 
Theſſalonica, being with us: the next day we touched at 
Sidon, and Julius courteouſly treated Paul, and gave him 
liberty to go to his friends, to refreſh himſelf. Going from 
thence, we ſailed under Cyprus, becauſe the winds were 
contrary: and when we had ſailed over the fea of Cilicia 
and Pamphylia, we came to Myra, a city of Lycia. 

Here the centurion found a ſhip of Alexandria failing to 
Italy, into which he put us: and when we had failed {lowly 
many days, and were ſcarce come over againſt Cnidus, the 
wind not permitting us, we ſailed under Crete, over againſt 
Salmone, and hardly paſſing it, came to a place called the 
Fair Havens, near to which was the city of Laſea. 

Now when much time had been ſpent, and failing was 
become dangerous, becauſe the faſt was already paſt, Paul 
admoniſhed them, and ſaid, Sirs, I perceive that this 
voyage will be with much hurt and danger, not only of the 
lading and ſhip, but alſo of our lives. Nevertheleſs, the 
centurion beheved the maſter, and the owner of the ſhip, 
more than the things ſpoken by Paul; and the haven, not 
being convenient to winter in, the moſt part adviſed to de- 
part thence, if by any means they might come to Phenice, 
and there to winter; which 1s a haven of Crete, lying 
toward the ſouth-weſt and north-weſt ; and when the Gut 
wind blew ſoftly, thinking they ſhould obtain their purpoſe, 
looſing thence, they failed cloſe by Crete, but not long after 
there aroſe a tempeſtuous wind, called Euroclydon ; and 
when the ſhip was caught, and could not bear up into the 
wind, we let her drive, and running under a certain iſland 
called Clauda, we had much work to come at 'the boat ; 
which when they had taken up, they. uſed helps, under- 
girding the ſhip ; and fearing leſt they ſhould fal into the 
quick- ſands, they lowered the fails, and ſo were driven. 
And' being exceedingly toſſed with the tempeſt, the next 
day they lightened the ſhip, and on the third day we caſt 
out with our own hands, the tackling of the ſhip. 

And now when neither ſun nor ſtars had . in 
many days, and no ſmall tempeſt lay upon us, all hope that 
hade. wo 
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we ſhould be ſaved was taken away. But after long abſti- 
nence, Paul ſtood up in the midſt of them, and ſaid, Ve 
ſhould have hearkened to me, and not have looſed from 
Crete, by which ye have procured: this harm and loſs. 
Now I exhort you to be of good cheer, for there will be 
no Joſs of any man's life among you, but of the ſlip, for 
there ſtood by me this night the angel of God, whoſe I 
am, and: whom I ſerve, ſaying, Fear not, Paul, thou muſt 
be brought before Ceſar; and lo, God hath given thee all 
them that fail with thee. Wherefore, firs, be of good 
cheer, for I believe God, that it will be even as it was told 
me. But we mult be caſt on a certain iſland. | 

Now when the fourteenth night was come, as we were 
driven up and down in the Adriatick fea, the failors about 
midnight deemed they drew near ſome land, and ſounding, 
they found it twenty fathoms water; and when they had 
gone aà little further, they ſounded again, and found fifteen 
tathoras. Then fearing leſt we ſhould. fall upon rocks, they 
caſt four anchors out of the ſtern, and wiſhed for the day, 
and as the ſhipmen were about to flee out of the ſhip, when 
they had let down the boat into the fea, under pretence as 
though they would caſt anchors out of the fore ſhip, Paul 
{aid to the centurion and ſoldiers, Except theſe abide in 
the ſhip, ye cannot be ſaved. Then the ſoldiers cut off 
the-ropes of the boat, and let it fall. , 

And as the day was coming on, Paul-beſought them all 
to take meat, ſaying, This is the fourteenth day that ye 
have waited, and continued faſting, having taken nothing. 
Wherefore I beſeech you take ſome food, for this is for 
your health ; for not a hair ſhall fall from the head of any 
one of you. And when he had thus ſpoken, he took bread, 
and gave thanks to God, in preſence of them all, and 
breaking it he began to eat; then they all became cheers 
ful, and took ſome meat. 

And we were all in the ſhip, two hundred ſeventy-ſix 
perſons; and after they had eaten enough, they lightened 
the ſhip, and caſt the wheat into the ſea ; and when it was 
day they knew not the land, but diſcovered a certain creek 
with a ſhore, into which they were deſirous, if poſſible to 
thrult in the ſhip. So taking up the anchors, they committed 
$6645 themſelyves

themſelves to, the ſea, and looſed the rudder bands. ang 
hoiſted up the main-ſail to the wind, and made towards the 
ſhore, And falling into a place where two ſeas met, they 
ran the ſhip aground, ſo that the fore part ſtuck faſt and 
remained immoveable, but the hinder part was broken b 
the violence of the waves. Now the counſel of the fol. 
diers was to kill the priſoners, leſt any of them ſhould ſwim 
out and eſcape; but the centurion willing to ſave Paul, 
kept them from their purpoſe, and commanded that thoſe 
who could ſwim, ſhould caſt themſelves firſt into the ſea, 
and get to land, and the reſt, ſome on boards, and ſome on 
broken pieces of the ſhip. And ſo they eſcaped all ſaſe to 


land, | 
XXVIII. 

Ax when they were eſcaped, they knew that the iſland 
was called Melita, and the barbarous people ſhewed us no 
little kindneſs, for they kindled a fire, and received us all 
becauſe of the rain and cold. And when Paul had 
pathered a bundle of ſticks, and laid them on the fire, 
there came a viper out of the heat, and faſtened on his 
hand; when the Barbarians faw the venemous creature 
hang on his hand, they ſaid among themſelves, No doubt 
this man is a murderer, whom though he hath eſcaped the 
ſea, yet vengeance ſuffereth not to live : but he ſhook of 
the creature into the fire, and felt no harm. However 
they expected he would have ſwollen, or fallen down dead 
ſuddenly; but after they had looked a great while, and 
faw no harm come to him, they changed their minds, and 
faid he was a god. 


Now about the ſame place were poſſeſſions of the chief 


man of the iſland, named Publius, who received us ve 

courteoeſly, and lodged us three days; and it came to 5 4 
that the . of Publius lay ſick of a fever, and of a 
bloody flux, to whom Paul entered in, and having prayed, 
and laid his hands on him, and healed him. When this 
was done, others alſo in the iſland, who had diſeaſes, came 
and were healed ; who honoured us with many. honours, 
and when we departed provided us fuch things as were 
neceflary. | REPS 

Aſter three months we departed in a ſhip of * 
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which had wintered in the iſland, whoſe ſign was Caſtor 
and Pollux; and landing at Syracuſe, where we ſtaid 
three days. From thence going about, we came to 
Rhegium, and after one day the ſouth wind blew, and we 
came the next day to Puteoli; where we found brethren, 
and were deſired to ſtay with them ſeven days; and fo we 
went towards Rome. From whence, when the brethren 
heard of us, they came to meet us as far as Appii Forum, 
and the three ee whom when Paul ſaw, he thanked 
God, and took courage. 


When we came to Rome, the centurion delivered the 


riſoners to the captain of the guard: but Paul was ſuffered 


to dwell by himſelf, with a ſoldier who kept him. And 


after three days, Paul called together the chief of the 
Jews, and when they were come, he ſaid to them, Men 
and brethren, though I have commirted nothing againſt the 
people, nor againſt the cuſtoms of our farhers, yet I was 
delivered priſoner from Jeruſalem into the hands of the 
Romans, who when they had examined me, would have 
let me go, becauſe there was no cauſe of death in me, but 
the Jews ſpeaking againſt it, I wes conſtrained to appeal 
unto Ceſar, not that I had ought to accuſe my nation of: 
for this cauſe therefore have I deſired to ſee, and to ſpeak 
with you, ſince for the hope of Iſrael I am bound with this 
chain. They anſwered him, We have not received any 


letters concerning thee from Judea, neither have any of the- 


brethren who came, ſhewed or ſpake any harm of thee, but 
we deſire to hear of thee what thou thinkeſt ; for as con- 
cerning this ſect, we know it is every where ſpoken agaiaf 

And when they had appointed him a day, there came 
many to him into his lodging, to whom he expounded, and 
teſtified the kingdom of God, perſuading them concerning 
Jeſus, both out of the law of Moſes, and out of the Pro- 
phets, from morning till evening. And ſome believed the 
things which were re ; but others believed not. And 
when they agreed not among themſelves, they departed, 
after Paul had thus ſaid to them, Well hath the Holy 
Ghoſt ſaid, ſpeaking to our fathers by Eſaias the prophet, 
Go unto this people, and ſay, Hearing ye ſhall hear, and 
got underſtand, and ſeeing ye ſhall ſee, and not perceiye ; 
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for the heart of this people is waxed groſs, and their ears 
are dull of hearing, and their eyes they have cloſed, leſt 
they ſhould ſee with their eyes, and hear with their ears, 
and underſtand with their heart, and being converted 1 
ſhould heal them. 


Be it therefore known unto you, that the ſalvation of | 


God is ſent to the Gentiles, and that they will hear it, 
And when he had ſaid theſe words, the Jews departed, 
and had great reaſonings among themſelves. And Paul 
dwelt two whole years in his own hired houſe, and received 
all who came in to him, preaching the kingdom of God, 
and teaching thoſe things which concern the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt,” with all confidence, no man forbidding him, 
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THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 
TO THE ROMANS. 
I 


PAUL a ſervant of Jeſus Chriſt, called to be an 
apoſtle, ſeparated unto the goſpel of God, which he had 
promiſed before by his prophets in the holy ſcriptures, con- 
cerning his ſon Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, who was made of 
the ſeed of David according to the fleſh ; and declared to 
be the Son of God with power, according to the Spitit of 
holineſs, by the reſurrection from the dead, by whom we 
bave received grace and apoſtleſhip for obedience to the 
faith among all nations, for his name; among whom ye 
alſo are the called of Jeſus Chriſt. 

To all that be at Rome, beloved of God, called to be 
ſaints : grace to you, and peace from God our Father, and 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, Firſt, I, thank my God through 
Jeſus Chriſt, for you all, that your faith is ſpoken of 
throughout the whole world. For God is my witnels, 
whom I ferve with my ſpirit in the goſpel of his Son, that 
without | ceaſing I make mention of you always in my 
prayers, requeſting that I might now at length, by the wil! 
of God, have a proſperous journey to come unto ”_ for 
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] long to ſee you, that I may impart to you ſome, ſpiritual 
gift, to the end you may be eſtabliſhed ; that is, that I may 
be comforted together with you, by the mutual faith of both 
you and me. 
Now I would not have you ignorant, brethren, that often 
tunes I have purpoſed to come to you, that I might have 
ſome fruit allo among you, even as among the Gentiles ; 
but hitherto have been hindered. I am debtor both to 
the Greeks, and to the Barbarians, both to the wiſe and 
unwiſe ; ſo that as much as in me, I am ready to preach 
the goſpel to you who are at Rome allo: for I am not 
alhamed of the goſpel of Chriſt, for it is the power of God 
unto ſal vation to every one who believeth ; to the Jew firſt, 
and alſo to the Greek; therein is the righteouſneſs of 
God revealed from faith to faith, as it is written, The juft 
ſhall live by faith. For the wrath of God is reavealed 
from heaven againſt all ungodlineſs, and unrighteouſneſs of 
men, who hold the truth in unrighteouſneſs ; becauſe that 
which may be known of God, is manifeſt in them, for 
God hath ſhewed it unto them. For the inviſible things 
of him from the creation of the world are clearly ſeen, be- 
ing underſtood by the things that are made, even his eter- 
nal power and Godhead ; ſo that they are without excuſe, 
becauſe when they knew God, they glorified him not as 
God, neither were thankful, but became vain in their ima- 
ginations, and their fooliſh heart was darkened. : 
Profeſſing themſelves to be wiſe, they became fools ; and 
changed the glory of the incorruptible God into an image 
made like corruptible man, and to birds, and four-footed 
beaſts, and creeping things. Wherefore God gave them 
up to the impure deſires of their hearts, ſo that they diſ- 
honoured their bodies among themſelves; who changed 
the truth of God into a lie, and worſhipped and ſeryed the 
cveature more than the Creator, who is bleſſed for ever. 
Amen. For this cauſe God gave them unto vile afec- 
tions, women acting that which is againſt nature, and men 
burning in luſt one towards another: thus they received in 
themſelves the recompence due to their error. Even as 
they did not like to retaia God in their knowledge, God 
gave them over to a reprobate mind, to do thoſ: BP 
whi 
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which are not convenient. Being filled with all unrigh. 
teouſneſs, fornication, wickedneſs, covetouſneſs, maliciouſ. 
nels, full of envy, murder, debate, deceit, malignity; 
8 backbiters, haters of God, deſpiteful, proud, 
boaſters, "inventors of evil things, diſobedient to parents, 
without underſtanding, covenant-breakers, without natural 
affection, implacable, unmerciful ; who though they 
know the judgment of God, and thit thoſe who do theſe 
things are worthy of death, yet, they not only do the ſame, 
but haye pleaſure in them that do them,

Turskroxt thou art inexcuſable, O man, whoſoever 


thou art that judgeſt; for wherein thou judgeſt another, 
thou condemnelt thyſelf: ſince thou who judgeſt doeſt the 
fame things. But we know that the judgment of God is 
according to truth, againſt thoſe who commit ſuch things. 
And chinkeſt thou, O man, that judgeſt thoſe who commit 
ſuch things, and doeſt the ſame, that thou ſhalt eſcape the 


Judgment of God? or deſpiſeſt thou the riches of his goud- 


nels and forbearance, and long-ſuffering ; not knowing that 


the a of God leadeth thee to repentance? But after 
thy 


ardneſs, and impenitent heart, thou treaſureſt up to 
thyſelf wrath againſt the day of wrath, and revelation of 
the righteous judgment of God; who will render to every 
man according to his deeds : to them who by patient con- 
tinuance in well-doing, ſeek for glory, and honour, and 
immortality, eternal life : but to them who are conten- 


tious, and obey not the truth, but obey unrighteouſneſs, 


indignation, and wrath, tribulation and anguiſh, upon every 

ſoul of 'man that doeth evil, of oY firſt, . and alſo of 

eace, to every man 

that worketh good, to the Jew firſt, and alſo to the Gentile, 
for there is no reſpect of perſons with God, : 

As many as have ſinned without the law, ſhall periſh 


without the law ; and as many as have ſinned in the lau, 


ſhall be judged. by the law, For not the hearers of the law 
are Juſt before God, but the doers of the law ſhall be 
joſtified : Tor when the Gentiles, which have not the law, 
do by nature the things contained in the law, 1 5 not

having the law, are a law among themſelves ; who ſhew 
the work of the law written in their hearts, their conſcience 
bearing witneſs, and their thoughts the mean while, accu-

y 5 Behold, thou art a Jew, and reſteſt in the law, and 
le makeſt chy boaſt of God; alſo knoweſt his will, and ap- 
e proveſt the things which are more excellent, being inſtructed 
out of the law. And art confident that thou thyſelf art a 
guide of the blind, a light of thoſe who are in darkneſs, 
an inſtructor of the fooliſh, a teacher of babes, who haſt 


er the form of knowledge, and of the truth in the law. Thou 
n therefore who teachett another, teacheſt thou not thyſelf?

THEREFORE by the deeds of the law, no fleſh will be 
aw, juſtified in his ſight: for by the law is the knowledge of 
law in. But now the righteouſne's of God, without the law, 

is manifeſted, being witneſſed by the law and the prophets. 
"+ WW Even the righteouſneſs of God, which is by faith rv, Jeſus 
nor Chriſt 'unto all, and upon all them that belierfe. 


For 
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For all have ſinned, and come ſhort of the glory of Cos; 
being juſtified freely by his grace, through the redemption 
that is in Jeſus Chriſt: whom God hath ſet forth to be a 
propitiation, through faith in his blood, to declare hi: 
righteouſneſs for the remiſſion of fins which are paſt, by 
the forbearance of God ; to declare at this time his righ. 
teouſneſs; that he might be juſt, and the juſtifier of hin 
who believeth in Jeſus. 

"Where then is boaſting ? it is excluded. By what hw? 
of works? Nay, but by'the law of faith. Therefore we con. 
clude, that a man 1s juſtified by faith, without the deeds of 
the law. Is God the God of mace only? is he not 
alſo of the Gentiles? yes, of the Gentiles alſo; ſeeing i: 
is one God who juſtifies the circumciſion by faith, and un- 
circumciſion through faith, Do we then make void the 
law through faith? in no wiſe ; on the contrary, we eſtabliſh 


the law. 
V 


BeixG juſtified by faith, we have peace with God, 
through our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. By whom alſo we hare 
acceſs by faith into this grace wherein we ſtand, and re- 
joice in hope of the glory of God. And not only fo, but 
we glory in tribulations alſo : knowing that tribulation work- 
eth patience ; and patience, experience; and experience, 
hope; and hope maketh not aſhamed, becauſe the love of 
God is ſhed abroad in our hearts, by the Holy Ghoſt, 
which is given to us. For when we were yet without 
ſtrength, in due time Chriſt died for. the ungodly. Scarcely 
for a righteous man will one die : yet it may be for a good 
man ſome would even dare to die. But God commendeth 
his love towards us, in that while we were yet ſinners, 
Chriſt died for us. Much more then being now juſtified 
by his blood, we ſhall be ſaved from wrath through him. 

or if when we were enemies, we were reconciled to God 
by the death of his Son; much more, when we are re- 
conciled, ſhall we be ſaved by his life. And not 1, ſo, 
but we alſo joy in God, through our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, by 
whom we have now received the atonement. Wherefore, 
as by one man fin entered into the world, and death by 


fn; and ſo death paſſed upon all men, for that all hare 


finned, 
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ſinned, for until the law fin was in the world: but fin is 
not imputed when there is no law. | 
Nevertheleſs, death reigned from Adam to Moſes, even 
over thoſe who had not ſinned after the likeneſs of Adam's 
tranſgreſſion; who is the figure of him that was to come: 
but not as the offence ſo alſo is the free gift: for if through 
the offence of one, many be dead, much more the grace of 
God, and the gift by grace, which is by one man, Jeſus 
Chriſt, hath abounded unto many. And not as it was by 
one that ſinned, fo is the gift; for the judgment was by one 
to condemnation ; but the free pift is from many offences 
to juſtification, For if by one man's offence, death reigned 
by one, much more they who receive abundance of grace, 
and of the gift of righteouſneſs, ſhall reign in life by one, 
Jeſus Chriſt. x 
As therefore by the offence of one, judgment came upon 
all men to condemnation ; even ſo by the righteouſneſs of 
one, the free gift came upon all men to juſtification of life: 
for as by one man's diſobedience many were made ſinners; 
ſo by the obedience of one, ſhall many be made righteous, 
Moreover, the law entered that the offence might abound: but 
where fin abounded, grace did much more abound. That 
as fin had reigned unto death, even ſo grace might reign, 


1 righteouſneſs, unto eternal life, by Jeſus Chriſt our 
rd. - 
VI. 


Waar ſhall we ſay then? ſhall we continue in fin, tha 
grace may abound ? far be it; how ſhall we who are dead 
to ſin, live any longer therein? know ye not, that ſo many 
of us as were baptized into Jeſus Chriſt, were baptized into 
bis death? therefore we are buried with him by baptiſm 
into death, that like as Chriſt was raiſed up from the dead 
by the glory of the Father, even ſo we alſo ſhould- walk 
in newneſs of life. For if we have been planted together 
in the likeneſs of his death, we ſhall be af, in the likeneſs 
of his reſurrection. Knowing this, that our old man is 
cructhed, with him, that the body of fin may be deſtroyed, 
that henceforth we ſhould not ſerve ſin, for he that is dead 
is freed from fin, Now if we be dead with Chriſt, we 
believe chat we ſhall alſo live with him. * — 
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Chriſt being raiſed from the dead, dieth no more, death hath 


no more dominion over him. For in that he died, he died 
unto fin once; but in that he liveth, he liveth unto God. 
So likewiſe reckon ye yourſelyes to be dead indeed unto 
fin, but alive unto God, through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord. 

Let not fin therefore reign in your mortal body, that ye 
ſhould obey it in the luſts thereof; neither yield ye your 
members as inſtruments of unrighteouſneſs unto {in ; but 
yield yourſelves unto God, as thoſe who are alive from 
the dead; and your members as inſtruments of righteoul. 
meſs unto God!: for fin ſhall not have dominion over you, 
fince ye are not under the law, but under grace. 

What then? ſhall we fin, becauſe we are not under the 

law, but under grace? far be it. Know ye not, that to 
whom ye yield yourſelves ſervants to obey, his ſervants ye 
are to whom ye obey: whether of fin unto death, or of 
obedience unto righteouſneſs? But God be thanked, that 
after having been ſervants of fin, ye have obeyed from the 
Heart that form of doctrine which was delivered to you: 
being then made free from fin, ye became the ſervants of 
righteouſneſs. 

I ſpeak after the manner of men, becauſe of the infirmity 
of your fleſh :. for as ye have yielded your members ſei- 
wants to uncleanneſs, and iniquity unto iniquity ; ſo now 

ield your members ſervants to righteouſneſs unto holineſs, 
For when ye were the ſervants of fin, ye were free from 
righteouſneſs, What fruit had ye then in thoſe things, of 
which ye are now aſhamed ? for the end of thoſe things is 
death. But now being made free from fin, and become 
ſervants to God, ye have your fruit unto holineſs, and the 
end everlaſting life. For the wages of fin is death: but 
the gift of God is eternal life, through Jeſus Chriſt our 


Lord. 

'THERE is therefore now no condemnation to them tha. 
are in Chriſt Jeſus, who walk not after the fleſh, but after 
the ſpirit. For the law of the ſpirit of life, in Chriſt Jeſus, 
hath made me free from the law of ſin and death. For 
- what the law could not do, in that it was weak through 
the fleſh, God ſending his own Son in the likeneſs of ſinful 


fleſhy 
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fleſh, for. ſin condemned fin in the fleſh, that the righ- 
teouſneſs of the law might be fulfilled in us, who walk not 
after the fleſh, but after the ſpirit : for they who are after 
the fleſh, mind the things of the fleſh : but they who are to 
the ſpirit, the things of the ſpirit. For to be carnally 
minded is death; but to be ſpiritually minded is life and 

ce: becauſe the carnal mind is enmity againſt God: for 
it is not ſubject to the law of God, neither can be. il 

So then, they who are in the fleſh cannot pleaſe God, 
but ye are not in the fleſh, but in the ſpirit, if indeed the 
ſpirit of God dwell in you. Now if any man have not the 
— of Chtiſt, he is none of his; and if Chriſt be in you, 
the body is dead becauſc of ſin, but the ſpirit is life, be- 
cauſe of righteouſneſs, But if the ſpirit of him who raiſed 
up Jeſus from the dead, dwell in you; he who raiſed up 
Chaiſt from the dead will alſo quicken your mortal bodies 
by his ſpirit that dwelleth in you. 

Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, not to the fleſh 
to live after the fleſh; for if ye live after the fleſh, ye ſhall 
die; but, if through the ſpirit, ye mortify the deeds of the 
body, ye ſhall live; for as many as are led by the ſpirit of 
God, they are the ſons of God. For ye have not received 
the ſpirit of bondage again to fear, but have received the 
ſpirit of adoption, by which we cry, Abba, Father. The 
writ itſelf beareth witnels with our ſpirit, that we are the 
children of God; and if children, then heirs ; heirs of God, 
and joint heirs with Chriſt : if ſo be we ſuffer with him, 
that we may alſo be glorified together. For I reckon that 
the ſufferings of this preſent time are not worthy to be 
compared with the glory which ſhall be revealed in us. 
For the earneſt expectation of the creature waiteth for the 
manifeſtation of the ſons of God. For the creature was 
made ſul ject to vanity, not willingly, but by reaſon of him. 
who hath ſubjected the ſame in hope; becauſe it ſhall be 
delivered from the bondage of corruption, into the glorious 
liberty of the children of God. For we know that the 
whole ereation groaneth and travaileth in pain together 
until now. And not only they but we alſo which have 
the firſt fruits of the ſpirit, even we groan within ourſelves, 

Vor. II. P | waiting | 
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waiting for the adoption, the redemption of our body, for 
we are ſaved by hope; but hope that is ſeen is not hope; 
for what a man ſeeth, why doth he yet hope for? but if 
we hope for that we ſee not, then with patience we wait 
for it. The ſpirit alſo helpeth our infirmities; for we 
know not what we ſhould pray for, as we ought; but the 
ſpirit itſelf maketh interceſſion for us with groanings which 
cannot be uttered. And he who ſearcheth the heart, 
knoweth what is the mind of the ſpirit, becauſe he maketh 
interceſhon for the ſaints according to the will of God. 
And we know that all things work together for good, 
to them that love God, to them who are the called accord- 
ing to his purpoſe. For whom he foreknew, he alſo 


appointed to be conformed to the image of his Son, that 


he might be the firſt-bora among many brethren. More- 
over, whom he before appointed, theſe he alſo called; and 
-whom he called, theſe he juſtified; and whom he juſtified, 
theſe he glorified, 

What ſhall we then ſay to theſe things? if God be for 
us, who can be againſt us? he that ſpared not his own ſon, 
but delivered him up for us all; how ſhall he not with him 
alſo freely give us all things? who ſhall lay any thing to 
the charge of God's ele? it is God that juſtifieth: who 
is he that condemneth? it is Chriſt that died, yea rather 
that is riſen again, who is even at the right hand of God, 
who alſo maketh interceſhon us. Who ſhall ſeparate us 
from the love of Chriſt? ſhall tribulation, or diſtreſs, or 
perſecution, or famine, or nakedneſs, or peril, or the 
ſword? as it is written, For thy ſake we are killed all the 
day long; we are accounted as ſheep for the flaughter, 
Nay in all theſe things we are more than conquerors, 
through him that loved us. For I am perſuaded, that 
neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor principalitzes, nor 
powers, nor things preſent, nor things to come, nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creature ſhall be able to ſeparate 
us from the love of God which is in Chriſt Jeſus our 


Lord.

BzETHREN, my heart's deſire and prayer to God for 


Ifracl, is that they might be ſaved. For I bear them — 
at 
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that they have a zeal for God, but not according to know- 
ledge. Being ignorant of God's righteouſneſs, and ſeekin 

to eſtabliſh their own righteouſneſs, they have not — 
themſelves to the righteouſneſs of God: for Chriſt is the 
end of the law, for righteouſneſs to every one that believeth. 
Moſes ſays concerning the righteouſneſs which is of the law, 
that the man who doeth thoſe things, ſhall live by them: 
but the righteouſneſs which is of faith, ſpeaketh thus: Say 
not in thy heart, Who ſhall aſcend into heaven ; that is, 
to bring Chriſt down from above? or who ſhall deſcend 


into the deep? that is, to bring up Chriſt from the dead. 


But what faith it? the word is nigh thee, even in thy 
mouth, and in thy heart ; that is, the word of faith which 
we preach. If thou ſhalt confeſs with thy mouth the Lord 
Jeſus, and ſhalt believe in thy heart that God hath raiſed 
him from the dead, thou ſhalt be ſaved ; for with the heart 
there is believing unto righteouſneſs, and with the mouth 
confeſhon is made vnto ſalvation, As the ſcripture ſaith, 
Whoſoever believeth on him ſhall not be aſhamed ; for 
there is no difference between the jew and the Greek; for 
the ſame Lord over all, is rich unto all that call upon him: 

a, whoſoever ſhall call on the name of the Lord, ſhall 
be ſaved. 

How then ſhall they call on him in whom they have not 
believed? and how ſhall they belive in him of whom they 
have not heard? and how ſhall they hear without a preacher ? 
and how ſhall they preach unleſs they are ſent? as it is 
written, How beautiful are the feet of them that preach 
the goſpel of peace, and bring glad tidings of good 
things!“ 

But all have not obeyed the poſpel : for Tfaiah faith, 
Lord, who hath believed our report ? fo then, faith cometh 
1 hearing, and hearing by the word of God. But I ſay, 

ave they not heard? yes, verily, their found went into all 
the earth, and their words unto the ends of the world. But 
I further add, Did not Iſrael know? Moſes ſays firſt, I 
will excite you to jealouſy, by them that are no people, and 


That is, of a ſpiritual felicity, not of a temporal happineſs, 
as the Jews might expect. 
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by a fooliſh nation, I will anger you. Eſaias alſo boldly 
faith, I was found of them that ſought me not, I was made 
manifeſt to thoſe who did not aſk after me. But to Iſrael 
he ſaith, All the day long I have ſtretched forth my hands 
to a diſobedient and EG people,

Isa then, Hath God caſt away his people? far be it; 
for I alſo am an Ifraclite, of the ſeed of Abraham, and of 
the tribe of Benjamin : God hath not caſt away his people 
which he foreknew. Know ye not what the ſcripture ſaith 
of Elias? how he complaineth to God of the Iſraclites, 
faying, Lord, they have killed thy prophets, and digged 
down thine altars ; and I am left alone, and they ſeek my 
life. But what is the anſwer of God to him? I have re- 
ſerved to myſelt ſeven thouſand men, who have not bowed 
the knee to Baal. Even ſo in this preſent time, there is a 
remnant, according to the election of grace, 

I fay then, Hath Iſrael ſtumbled, that they ſhould fall: 
far be it! but rather through their fall ſalvation is come unto 
the Gentiles, to provoke them to jealouſy. Now if the 
fall of them, be the riches of the world, and the diminiſh- 
ing of them, the riches of the Gentiles; how much more 
their fullneſs ? I ſpeak to you, Gentiles; in as much as 1 
am the apoſtle of the Gentiles, I magnify mine office; if 
by any means I may provoke to emulation thoſe who are my 
fleſh, and might ſave ſome of them. For if the caſting of 
them away, be the 2 of the world, what ſhall the 
receiving of them be but life from the dead? for if the ſirſt 
fruit be holy, the lump is alſo holy, and if the root be holy, 
ſo are the branches. 

But if ſome of the branches be broken off, and thou, 
being a wild -olive-tree, wert grafted in among them, and 
with them partake of the root and fatneſs of the olive-tree, 
boaſt not againſt the branches ; but if thou boaſt, thou 
beareſt not the root, but the root thee, Thou wilt ſay then, 
'The branches were broken off, that I might be grafted in. 
Well, becauſe of unbelief, they were broken off, and thou 


ſtandeſt by faith, Be not high-minded, but fear ; — 
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Cod ſpared not the natural branches, take heed leſt he alſo 


ſpare not thee. 

Behold therefore the goodneſs, and ſeverity of God: ſeve- 
rity on thoſe who fell; but towards thee, goodneſs, if thou 
continue in his goodneſs: otherwiſe thou ſhalt be cut off. 
And they alſo, it they abide not in unbelief, they will be 
grafted in: for God is able to graft them in again. For if 
, thou wert cut out of the olive-tree, which is wild by nature, 
| and wert grafted, contrary to thy nature, into a good olive- 
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e tree: how much more ſhall theſe, who are the natural 
1 branches, be grafted into their own olive-tree? 

' I would not, brethren, that ye ſhould be ignorant of this 
0 myſtery, leſt ye ſhould be wiſe in your own conceits, That 
y blindneſs in part is come to Iſrael until the fulnefs of the 
* Gentiles be come in. And fo all Iſrael ſhall be ſaved, 
d as it is written, "There ſhall come out of Zion the deliverer, 
4 


who ſhall turn away ungodlineſs from Jacob: and this is 
my covenant unto them, when I ſhall take away their fins, 


£ As concerning the goſpel, they are enemies for your ſakes ; 
0 but as to the election, they are beloved for the Father's 
Ie ſake. For the gifts and calling of God are without re- 
u- pentance. For as ye in times paſt have not believed God, 
re yet have now obtained mercy through their unbelief: even 
I ſo theſe now have not believed, that by your mercy they 
if alſo may obtain mercy. For God hath concluded them all 
1 in unbelief, that he might have mercy upon all. 
of O, the depth of the riches both of the wiſdom and 
he knowledge of God! how unſearchable are his judgments, 
lt and his ways paſt finding out! for who hath known the 
Jo mind of the Lord? or who hath been his counſellor? or 
who hath firſt given to him, and it ſhall be recompenſed 
uy unto him again? for of him, and through him, and in 
nd him are all things: to whom be glory for ever. Amen.

Ny I BestECH you therefore, brethren, by the mercies of 
in. God, that ye preſent your bodies a living facrifice, holy, 
cu acceptable unto God, which is your reaſonable ſervice. And 
if be not conformed to this world: but be ye transformed by 
od the renewing of your mind, that ye may prove what is that 
EI goed 
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good and acceptable and perfect will of God. For I fay, 


through the grace given unto me, to every man that is among 
you, not to think more highly of himſelf chan he ought to 
think; but to think ſoberly according as God hath dealt to 
every man the meaſure of faith. 

For as we have many members in one body, and all mem- 
bers have not the ſame office: ſo we being many are one 
body in Chriſt, and every one members one of another. 
Having then gifts, differing according to the grace which 
is given to us, whether prophecy, let us prophecy accord- 
ing to the proportion of faith, or miniſtry, let us wait on 
our miniſtring: or he that teacheth on teaching: or he that 
exhorteth, on exhortation: he that giveth, let him do it 
with ſimplicity: he that ruleth, with diligence : he that 
ſheweth mercy, with * chearfulneſs. 

Let love be without diſſimulation: abhor that which is 
evil, cleave to that which is good. Be kindly affectioned 
one to another, with brotherly love; in honour preferring 
one another: not ſlothful in buſineſs, fervent in ſpirit, ſerv- 
ing the Lord: rejoicing in hope, patient in tribulation, 
continuing inſtant in prayer: diſtributing to the neceſſity 
of the ſaints, given to hoſpitality. Bleſs them who per- 
ſecute you, bleſs, and curſe not. Rejoice with them that 
rejoice, and Weep with them that weep. Be of the ſame 
mind one towards another, Mind not high things, but con- 
deſcend to men of low eſtate. Be not wiſe in your own 
conceits. Render to no man evil for evil. Provide things 
honeſt in the fight of all men. If it be poſſible, as much as 
lieth in you, live peaceably with all men. 

Dearly beloved, avenge not yourſelves z but rather give 
place unto wrath: for it is written, Vengeance is mine, I 
will repay, faith the Lord. Therefore if thine enemy 
hunger, feed him: if he thirſt, give him drink: for in {0 
doing + thou ſhalt heap coals of fire on his head. 
Be not overcome of evil, but overcome evil with good. 


Not give place to uneaſineſs or melancholy which a care foz 
thoſe who are in trouble 1s apt to create. 
Il Put him to pain, and ſoften him towards thee,

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XIII. 

* Ler every ſoul be ſubject to the higher powers; for 
there is no power but of God: the powers that be, are or- 
dained of God. Whoſoever therefore reſiſteth the power, 
reſiſteth the ordinance of God: and they that reſiſt, ſhall 
receive to themſelves condemnation. Rulers are not a ter- 
ror to good works, but to the evil. Wilt thou not then be 
afraid of the power? do that which is good, and thou ſhalt 
have 3 of the ſame. For he is the miniſter of God to 
thee for good: but if thou do evil, be afraid : becauſe he 
beareth not the ſword in vain: being the miniſter of God, 
to puniſh as a judge, him that doth evil, Whereſwrc ye 
mult needs be ſubject, not only from fear of being puniſhed, 
but alſo for conſcience ſake. 

For this cauſe pay ye tribute alſo: for they are the mini- 
ſters of God, attending conſtantly on this very thing, 
Render therefore to all their dues, tribute to whom tribute 
is due, cuſtom to whom cuſtom, fear to whom fear, honour 
to whom honour, Owe no man any thing, except 1t be 
to love one another: for he that loveth another, hath ful- 
filled the law. For this, thou ſhalt not commit adultery, thou 
ſhalt not kill, thou ſhalt not ſteal, thou ſhalt not bear falſe 
witneſs, thou ſhalt not covet; and if there be any other 
commandment, it is briefly contained in this ſaying, Thou 
ſhalt love thy neighbour as thyſelf.

Add to this, the knowledge ye have of the time: that 
now it is high time for us to awake out of ſleep: for now 
our ſalvation is nearer than when we (firſt) believed.

Hi that is weak in the faith receive ye, but not tg 
doubtful diſputations.

ceived him. Who art thou that judgeſt another man's ſer. 
vant? to his own maſter he ſtandeth or falleth, yea he 
ſhall be holden up, for God is able to make him ſtand. 

One man eſteemeth one day above another: another 
eſteemeth every day alike. Let every man be fully per- 
ſuaded in his own mind. He that regardeth the day, re- 
gardeth it unto the Lord, and he that regardeth not the 
day, to the Lord he doth not regard it.

the Lord's. For to this end Chriſt died and roſe, and 
e that he might be Lord, both of the dead and 

ving. | 

Why then doſt thou judge thy brother? or why doſt 
thou delpile thy brother? we ſhall all ſtand before the 
judgment - ſeat of Chriſt, For it is written, As I live, 
faith the Lord, every knee ſhall bow to me, and every 
tongue confeſs to God. So then every one of us ſhall give 
account of himſelf to God. Let us not therefore judge one 
another any more: but judge this rather, that no man put 
a ſtumbling - block, or an occaſion to fall, in his brother's 


way. 

I know, and am perſuaded by the Lord Jeſus, that there 
is nothing unclean of itſelf: but to him that eſteemeth any 
thing to be unclean, to him it is unclean, But if thy 
brother is grieved becauſe of thy meat, now thou walkelt 
not according to love. Deſtroy not with thy meat him for 
whom Chriſt died. Let not your good be evil ſpoken ot. 
For the kingdom of God is not meat and drink, but righte- 


oulſneſs, and peace, and joy in the Holy Ghoſt. And * 
| that 


ord, and giveth God thanks: 
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that ſerveth Chriſt in theſe things is acceptable to God, and 


approved of men. 

Let us therefore follow after the things which make for 
ace, and things wherewith one may edify another. De- 
roy not the work of God for meat. All things indeed 
are pure, but it is evil to that man who in his eating 
giveth offence. It is good not to eat fleſh, nor drink wine, 
nor take any thing, whereby thy brother ſtumbleth, or is 
offended, or is made weak. Haſt thou faith? have it to 
thyſelf, before God. Happy is he who condemneth not 
himſelf in that which he alloweth. Whereas he that 
doubteth is condemned, if he eat, becauſe he eateth not of 
faith: for whatſoever is not of faith, is ſin. 


XV. 

Wr then who are ſtrong ought to bear the infirmities of 
the weak, and not to pleaſe ourſelves. Let every one of us 
pleaſe his neighbour for his good to edification. For even 
Chriſt did not pleaſe himſelf, but, as it is written, The re- 

roaches of them that reproached thee are fallen upon me, 

or whatſoever things were written aforetime, were written 
for our learning, that we through patience and comfort of 
the ſcriptures might have hope. 

Now the God of patience and conſolation, grant you to 
be likeminded one towards another, according to Chriſt 
Jefus ; that ye may with one mind and one mouth glorify 
God, the Father of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, Receive ye 
one another as Chriſt received us, to the glory of God. 

Now I fay, that Jefus Chriſt was a miniſler of the cir- 
cumciſion, for the truth of God, to confirm the promiſes 
made unto the fathers: and that the Gentiles might praiſe 
God for his mercy, as it is written, For this cauſe I will 
confeſs thee among the Gentiles, and ſing unto thy name, 
And again he faith, Rejoice ye Gentiles with his people. 
And again, Praiſe the Lord all ye Gentiles, and laud him 
all ye people. Eſaias likewiſe faith, There ſhall be a root 
of Jeck, and he that ſhall riſe to reign over the Gentiles, 
in him ſhall the Gentiles truſt. 

Now the God of hope fill you with all joy and peace 
in believing, that ye may _ in hope through the * 
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of the Holy Ghoſt. And I myſelf am perſuaded of you, 
brethren, that ye alſo are full of goodneſs, filled with all 
knowledge, able to admoniſh one another. Nevertheleſs 
1 have written to you, brethren, the more boldly, in ſome 
fort, putting you in mind, becauſe of the grace which is 
given to me of God, That I ſhould be the miniſter of Jeſus 
Chriſt to the Gentiles, miniſtring the goſpel of God, that 
the offering up of the Gentiles might be acceptable, being 
ſanctiſied by the Holy Ghoſt. 

I have therefore, whereof I may glory through Jeſus 
Chriſt, in thoſe things which pertain to God : for 1 will 
not dare to ſpeak of thoſe things which Chriſt hath not 
wrought by me, to make the Gentiles obedient, by word 
and deed, through mighty ſigns and wonders, by the power 
of the Spirit of God, ſo that, from Jeruſalem, and round 
about to Illyricum, I have fully preached the goſpel of 
Chriſt. Yea, I have endeavoured to preach the goſpel, 
where Chriſt was not named, leſt I ſhould build on ano- 
ther man's foundation : as it is written, Thoſe to whom he 
had not been ſpoken of, ſhall ſee, and they that have not 
heard ſhall underſtand: for which cauſe I have been 
much hindered from coming to you: but now having no 
more place in theſe parts, and having had for theſe many 
years a great deſire to come to you; whenever I take 
my journey into Spain I will come to you, for I hope to 
ſee you in my journey, and to be brought on my way 
thitherward by you, if firſt I be ſomewhat filled with your 
company. 

But now I am going to Jeruſalem, to miniſter to the 
Gaints : for it hath pleaſed them of Macedonia and Achaia, 
to make a contribution for the poor ſaints at Jeruſalem. It 
hath pleaſed them, and truly their debtors they are : for if 
the Gentiles have been made partakers of their ipiritual 
things, it is their duty to miniſter ro them in carnal things. 

When therefore I have peformed this ſervice, and ſealed 
this fruit to them, I will come by you into Spain; and I 
am ſure that when I come to you, I ſhall come in he

THE FIRST EPISTLE OF PAUL 
THE APOSTLE TO THE CORINTHIANS. 


L 

PAUL, called to be an apoſtle of Jeſus Chriſt, by the 
will of God, and Soſthenes our brother, to the church of 
God which is at Corinth: to them who are ſanctified in 
Chriſt Jeſus, called to be faints; with all who in every 
place call upon the name of Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, both 
theirs and ours. Grace be unto you, and peace from God 
our Father, and from the Lord Jeſus Chrift. 

I thank my God always on your behalf, for the grace of 
God, given you by Jeſas Chriſt, that in every thing ye are 


enriched by him, in all utterance, and in all knowledge, 
even 
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eren as the teſtimony of Chriſt was confirmed in you; ſo 
that ye come behind in no gift, waiting for the coming of 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who will alſo confirm you unto the 
end, that * may be blameleſs in the day of our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt. God is faithful, by whom ye were called 
unto the fellowſhip of his Son Jeſus Chriſt our Lord. 
Now I beſeech you, brethren, by the name of our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, that ye all ſpeak the ſame thing, and that 
there be no diviſions among you; but that ye be perfectly 


joined together in the ſame mind, and in the ſame judge 


ment : for it hath been told me, my brethren, by them who 
are of the houſe of Cloe, that there are contentions amon 

you. That each of you faith I am of Paul, and I o 

Apollos, and I of Cephas, and I of Chriſt, Is Chriſt di- 
vided? was Paul crucified for you ? or were ye baptized in 
the name of Paul? I thank God that I baptized none of 
you, except Criſpus and Gaius: leſt any one ſhould ſay, 
that I had baptized in my own name. I alſo baptized the 
houſehold of Stephanus; beſides theſe I know not that 
I baptized any other: for Chriſt ſent me not to baptize, 
but to preach the goſpel : not with wiſdom of ſpeech, left 
the croſs of Chriſt ſhould be made of none effect. For the 
preaching of the croſs is to them that periſh, fooliſhneſs 3 
but unto us who are ſaved, it is the power of God. For 
it is written, ] will deſtroy the wiſdom of the wiſe, and 
will bring to nothing the underſtanding of the prudent, 
Where is the wiſe ? where is the ſcribe ? where is the diſ- 


puter of this world? hath not God made fooliſh the wiſ- 


dom of this world ? 

For after that, in the wiſdom of God, the world by its 
wiſdom knew not God, it pleaſed God by the fooliſhneſs 
of preaching to ſave them that believe. For the Jews re- 
quire a ſign, and the Greeks ſeek after wiſdom ; but we 
preach Chriſt crucified, to the Jews a ſtumbling-block, and 
to the Greeks fooliſhneſs; but unto them who are called, 
both Jews and Greeks, Chriſt, the power of God, and the 
wiſdom of God; becauſe the foohſhneſs of God is wiſer 
than men; and the weakneſs of God is ſtronger than 


men,

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Ye fee your calling, brethren, how that not many wiſe 
after the fleſh, not many mighty, not many noble, are th 
called. But God hath choſen the fooliſh things of the W 
world, to confound the wiſe; and God hath choſen the ſp 
weak * things of the world, to confound the mighty; and by 
baſe things of the world, and things which are deſpiſed, th 
hath God choſen ; yea, things which are not, to bring to th 
nought things that are: that no fleſh ſhould glory in hi 
his preſence : but of him ye are in Chriſt Jeſus, who cf di 


God is made to us wiſdom and righteouſneſs, ſanctification, he 
and redemption : that according as it is written, He that th 
glorieth, let him glory in the Lord.

Av I, brethren, when I came to you, I came not with 
excellency of ſpeech, or wiſdom, declaring unto you the 7

J hit 
was with you in weakneſs, and in fear, and in much tremb- ab 
ling : and my ſpeech and preaching was not with enticing en 
words of man's wiſdom ; but in the demonſtration of the W 
Spirit, and with power; that your faith ſhould not ſtand an 
in the wiſdom of men, but in the power of God. wh 
Howbeit we ſpeak wiſdom among them that are perfect; as 
yet not the wiſdom of this world, nor of the princes. of this Wa 


world, that come to nought ; but we ſpeak the wiſdom of he 
God in a myſtery, even the hidden wiſdom, which God is 
ordained before the world for your glory; which none af 
the princes of this world knew: for had they known it, an 
they would not have cruciſied the Lord of — But, on 
as it is written, Eye hath not ſeen, nor ear heard, neither ye 
have entered into the heart of man, the things which Gcd MW to 
hath prepared for them that love him. But God hath W but 
revealed them unto us by his Spirit: for the Spirit ſearch- W the 
eth all things, even the deep things of God. For what the 
man knoweth the things of a man, fave the fpirit of a man, wh 
which is in him? even ſo the things of God no man but 


knoweth, but the Spirit of God. wo 
Such as were of low condition, and deſtitute of worldly wiſdom, = 
| | Now 
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Now we have received not the ſpirit of the world, but 
the Spirit which is of God, that we may know the things 
which are freely given us by God ; of which things we al 
ſpeak, not in the words which man's wiſdom teacheth, 
but which the Holy Ghoſt teacheth ; comparing ſpiritual 
things with ſpiritual. But the natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God, for they are fooliſhneſs to 
him: neither can he know them, becauſe they are ſpiritvally 
diſcerned. But he that is ſpiritual, judgeth all things; yet 
he himſelf is judged of no man. For who hath known 
the mind of the Lord, that he may inſtruct him? but 
we have the mind of Chriſt, 


III. 

Aup I, brethren, could not ſpeak unto you, as unto 
ſpiritual, but as unto carnal, even as unto babes in Chriſt, 

have fed you with milk, and not with meat: for 
hitherto ye were not able to bear it, neither are ye yet 
able, for ye are yet carnal : for ſeeing there is among you 
envying and ſtrife, and diviſions, are ye not carnal, and 
walk as men? while one ſaith, I am of Paul, and another, I 
am of Apollos, are ye not carnal? who then is Paul, and 
who is Apollos, but miniſters by whom ye believed, even 
as the Lord gave to every man? I have planted; Apollos 
watered : but God gave the increaſe. So then, neither is 
he that planteth any thing, nor he that watereth : but all 
is of God that giveth the increaſe. 

Now he that planteth, and he that watereth, are one; 
and every man will receive his reward according to his 
own labour; and we are Jabourers together with God: 
yeare God's huſbandry ; ye are God's building : according 
to the grace of God which is given to me, as a wiſe maſter- 
builder, I have laid the foundation, and another buildeth 
thereon. But let every man take heed how he buildeth 
thereupon ; for other foundation can na man lay, than chat 
which is laid; which is Jeſus Chriſt. And if any man 
build upon this foundation gold, ſilver, precious ſtones, 
wood, hay, ſtubble ; every man's work ſhall be made 
manifeſt, for the day will declare it, becauſe it ſhall be 
revealed by fire, and the fire will try every one's work, of 

| what. 
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what ſort it is: if any man's work abide, which he ha 
built thereupon, he ſhall receive a reward; if any man's 
work ſhall be burat, he will tuffer loſs ; but he himlelt ſhall 
be ſaved : yet ſo, as by fire. 

Know ye not that ye are the temple of God; and that 
the Spirit of God dwelleth in you? if any man defileth the 
temple of God, him will God deſtroy : for the temple of 
God is holy, which temple ye are. Let no man deceive 
himſelf: if any one among you ſeemeth to be wiſe in this 
world, let him become a fool, that he may be wiſe : for 
the wiſdom of this world is fooliſhneſs with God ; as it is 
written, He taketh the wiſe in their on craftineſs. And 
again, 'The Lord knoweth the thoughts of the wiſe, that 
they are vain, 

Therefore let no man glory in man, for all things are 
yours: whether Paul, or Apollos, or Cephas, or the world, 
or life, or death, or things preſent, or things to come; all 
are yours; and ye are Chriſt's, and Chriſt is God's.

Lr a man ſo account of us, as of miniſters of Chriſt, 
and ſtewards of the myſteries of God. Moreover it is re- 
quired in ſtewards, that a man be found faithful; but with 
me it is a {mall thing that I ſhould be judged of you, or of 
man's judgment: yea, I judge not — for I know 
nothing by myſelf ; yet I am not hereby juſtified, but be 
that judgeth me is the Lord. Therefore judge nothing 
before the time, until the Lord come, who will both 
bring to light the hidden things of darkneſs, and make 
manifeſt the counſels of the heart: and then ſhall every 
man have praiſe of God.“ 

Now / theſe things, brethren, I have transferred to myſelf, 
and to Apollos, for your fakes : that ye might learn in us 
not to think of men ow that which 1s written, that no 
one of you be puffed up for one, againſt another ; for who 
maketh thee differ from another? and what haſt thou, 
which thou didſt not receive? and if thou didſt receive it, 
why doſt thou glory, as if thou hadſt not received it!

Yo 
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Ye are full, ye are rich, ye have reigned as kings withe 
out us; and I wiſh indeed, that ye did reign, that we alſo 
might reign with you. For I think that God hath ſet 
forth us, the apoſtles, laſt as it were, appointed to death. 
We are made a ſpectacle to the world, to angels, and to 
men. We are fools for Chriſt's fake, but ye are wife in 
Chriſt; we are weak, but ye are ſtrong; ye are honourable, 
but we are deſpiſed. Even to this preſent hour, we both 
hunger and thirſt, and are naked, and are buffetted, and 
have no certain dwelling-place, We alfo labour, working 
with our own hands, Being reviled, we bleſs: being 
perſecuted, we ſuffer it : being defamed, we intreat : we 
are made as the filth of the world, and as the offscouring 
of all things unto this day. 

| write not theſe things to ſhame you, but as my beloved 
ſons, I warn you. For though ye have ten thouſand in- 
ſtructors in Chriſt, yet have ye not many fathers, for in 
Chriſt Jeſus I have begotten you through the goſpel. I 
therefore beſeech you, be followers of me. For this cauſe 
| have ſent to you Timothy, who is my beloved ſon, and 
faithful in the Lord, who will put you in remembrance of 
my ways which be in Chriſt, as I teach in every church, 

Now ſome are puffed up, as if I would not come to you. 
But I will come to you ſhortly, if the Lord will; and will 
know not the fpeech of them who are puffed up, but the 
power; for the kingdom of God is not inward, but in 
power. What will ye? ſhall I come to you with a rod, 
or in love, and in the ſpirit of meekneſs? 


. 

Ir is commonly reported that there is fornication among 
you, and ſuch as is not ſo much as named ameng the 
Gentiles. | Yet ye are puffed up, and have not rather 
mourned, that he who hath done this deed, might be 
taken away from among you. As for me, being abſent in 
body, but preſent in ſpirit, I have already judged, as though 
| was preſent, concerning him who hath ſo done. In the 
name of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, when ye are gathered to- 
gether, and my ſpirit, with the power of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, that ſuch a one ſhould be delivered to ſatan for the 

| h deſtruction 
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deſtruction of the fleſh, that the ſpirit may be ſaved in the 
day of the Lord Jeſus. 

Your glorying is not good: know ye not that à little 
leaven leaveneth the whole lump? purge out therefore the 
old leaven, that ye may be a new lump, as ye are vn. 
Jeavened, for even Chriſt our Paſſover is facrificed for us; 
therefore let us keep the feaſt, not with old leaven, nor 
with the leayen of malice and wickedneſs, but with the 
unleavened bread of ſincerity and truth. 

I wrote to you in an epiſtle, not to keep company with 
fornicators, yet not altogether with the fornicators of this 
world, or the covetous, or extortioners, or idolaters ; for 
then ye mult needs go out of the world. But now I have 
written to you not to keep company with one who is called 
a brother, if he be a fornicator, or covetous, or an idolater, 
or railer, a drunkard, or an extortioner, with ſuch a one 
no not to eat. For what have I to do to judge them allo 
who are without? do not ye judge them that are within? 
but them who are without, God judgeth therefore put 
away from among you that wicked perſon. 


VI. 
Warn any of you have a matter againſt another, dare 
ye to go to law before the unjuſt, and not before the ſaints! 
do ye not know that the ſaints ſhall judge the world? and N 
if the world ſhall be judged by you, are ye unworthy to r 
judge the ſmalleſt matters? know ye not that we ſnall BY pes 
udge angels? how much more things that pertain to this WM the 
ife? if then ye have occaſion for judgments of things per. plea 
- taining to this life, ſet them to judge who are the leaſt WM kno; 
eſteemed in the church. I ſpeak to your ſhame. ls it !0, ¶ huſb 
that there is not one wiſe man among you, not one that WM (halt 
ſhall be able to judge between his brethren ? but brother WM man, 
goeth to law with brother, and that before the unbelic vers. ¶ and 
Now there certainly is a fault among you, becauſe ye g Is 
to law one with another; why do ye not rather take cireu 
wrong? why do ye not rather ſuffer yourſelves to be dc-M i; no 
frauded? on the contrary, ye do wrong and defraud even Let 
your brethren. Know ye not that the unrighteous ſhall 
not inherit the kingdom of God? be not deceived: neither 


fornicatory 


ſornicators, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor effeminate, 
nor ſodomites, nor thieves, nor covetous, nor drunkards, 
nor revilers, nor extortioners, ſhall inherit the kingdonr of 
God, and ſuch were ſome of you; but ye are waſhed, but 
re are ſanctiſied, but ye are juſtified, in the name of the 
Lord Jeſus, and by the fpirit of our God. 

The body is not for fornication, but for the Lord, and 
the Lord for the body; and God, who hath raiſed up the 
Lord, will alſo raiſe up us by his own power, Know ye 
not that your bodies are the members of Chriſt ? ſhall I 
then take the members of Chriſt, and make them the mem- 
bers of an harlot? far be it. Know ye not that he who is 
joined to an harlot, is one body? for the two (faith he) 
ſhall be one fleſh. So he that is joined to the Lord is one 
ſpirit. . 

' Flee fornication : every fin that a man doeth, is without 
the body; but he that committeth fornication, ſinneth 
apainſl his own body. Know ye not that your body is the 
temple of the Holy Ghoſt which is in you, which ye have 
of God, and ye are not your own; for ye are bought with 
a price; therefore glorify God in your — and in your 
ſpirit, which are God's.

Nor 
ſer us commit fornication, as ſome of them did, and fell 
in one day three and twenty thouſand. Nor tempt Chriſt, 
as ſome of them tempted, and were deſtroyed by ſerpentz. 
Neither do ye murmur, as ſome of them murmured, and 
were deſtroyed by the deſtroyer, 

All theſe things happened to them for enſamples: and 
they are written for our admonition, upon whom the ends 
of the world are come. Let him therefore who thinks 
that he ſtandeth, take heed leſt he fall. No temptation, 
except ſuch as is common to man, has taken you ; but God 
is faithful, who will not ſuffer you to be tempted above that 
ye are able, but will, with the temptation alſo, make a way 
to eſcape, that ye may be able to bear it. My dearly be. 
loved, flee from idolatry. I ſpeak as to wiſe men; judge 
ye what I ſay; the cup of bleſins which we bleſs, is it not 
the communion of the blood of Chriſt ? the bread whick 
we break, is it not the communion of the body of Chriſt! 
for we being many, are one bread and one body : for we 
are all partakers of that one bread. 

Now let no man ſeek his own, but every one another's 
advantage. Whatever is ſold in the ſhambles that eat, 
aſking no queſtions for conſcience ſake ; for the earth is the 
Lord's, and the fullneſs thereof, Whether therefore ye 
eat or drink, or whatſoever ye do, do all to the glory d 
God.

Spirit of God, calleth Jeſus accurſed ; and that no one can 
ay that Jeſus is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghoſt. There 
are diverſities of gifts, but the ſame ſpirit ; and differences 
of adminiſtration, but the ſame Lord; there are alſo di- 
rerfities of operations, but it is the ſame God who worketh 
all in all, But the manifeftation of the ſpirit, is given to 
every one to profit withal. To one is given by the ſpirit 
the word of wiſdom ; to another the word of ænowledge, 
by the ſame ſpirit ; to another faith, by the ſame ſpirit z to 
another the gifts of healing, by the ſame ſpirit ; to another 
the working of miracles ; to another prophecy; to another 
the diſcerning of ſpirits ; to another divers kinds of tongues; 
to another the interpretation of tongues. 

But one and the ſame fpirit all theſe, dividing to every 
one ſeverally as he will. For as the is one, and 
hath many members, and all the members together but 
one body, ſo alſo is Chriſt. For by one ſpirit ate we all 
baptized into one body, whether Jews or Gentiles, whether 
0 or free; and have all been made to drink into one 
pirit. 

The body is not one member, but many. If the foot 
ſhould ſay; Becauſe I am not the hand I am not of the 
body, 18 1t therefore not of the body? and if the ear ſhould 
ſay, Becauſe I am not the eye I am not of the body; is it 
therefore not of the body? if the whole body were an eye, 
where would be the hearing? if the whole were hearing, 
where would be the ſmelling ? but now God hath placed 
the members, each one of them, in the body, as it hath 
pleaſed him. And if they were all one member, where 
would be the body ? but now there are many members, and 
but one body. And the eye cannot ſay to the hand, I 
tare no need of thee, Nor again, the head to the _ I 
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have no need of you. Nay, much more thoſe members or 
the body, which ſeem to be weakeſt, are neceſſary ; and 
thoſe members of the body which we think to be leaſt ho. 
nourable, upon theſe we beſtow more abundant honour, 
and our uncomely parts have more abundant comelinefs, 
For our comely parts have no need: but God hath diſpoſed 

the body together, giving more abundant honour to that 

wer which wanted, that there ſhould be no diviſion in 
the body; but that the members ſhould have the ſame care 
one for another. Thus whether one member ſuffers, al! 
the members ſuffer with it ; or one member be honoured, 
all the members rejoice with it. 

Now ye-are the body of Chriſt, and members in par.

MoxegoveR, brethren, I declare unto you the goſpel 
which I preached unto you, which ye alſo have received, 
and in which ye ſtand: by which allo ye are ſaved, if ye 
keep in memory what I preached to you, unleſs ye have 
believed in vain. For I delivered unto you firlt of all, what 
I had received, that Chriſt died for our fins, according to 
the ſcriptures ; and that he was buried, and roſe again the 
third day, according to the ſcriptures : and that he was 
ken of Cephas, then of the — After that he was 
Vor. II. Q ſeen 
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ſeen by above five hundred brethren at once ; of whom the 


greater part remain to this time, but ſome are fallen aſlcey, 
After that he was ſeen alſo by James, then by all the apoſ- 
tles, and laſt of all be was ſeen by me, as by one born ou: 
of due time. For I am the leaſt of the apoſtles. and not 
fit to be called an apoſtle, becauſe I perſecuted the church 
of God. But by the grace of God I am what I am: and 
this grace which was beſtowed upon me was not in vain; 
I laboured more abundantly than they all; yet not I, but 
the grace of God which was with me. 

Whether therefore it were I or they, ſo we preach, and 
ſo ye believed. Now if Chriſt be preached, that he roſe 
from the dead, how ſay ſome among you, that there is no 
reſurre&ion of the dead? but if there be no reſurrection of 


the dead, then Chriſt is not riſen; and if Chriſt be not $ 


riſen, then is our preaching vain, and your faith . ſo is yain, 
Yea, and we are found falſe witneſſes of God, becauſe we 
have teſtified of God, that he raiſed up Chriſt ; whom he 
raiſed not up, if ſo be that the dead riſe not. For if the 
dead riſe not, then is not Chriſt raiſed. And if Chriſt 
be not raiſed, your faith is vain, ye are yet in your ſins. 
They alſo who are fallen aſleep in Chriſt, are periſhed. If 
in this life only we have hope in Chriſt, we are of all men 
moſt miſerable *. | 

But now is Chriſt riſen from the dead, and become the 
firſt-fruits of them that ſlept. For ſince by man came 
death, by man came alſo the refurre&ion of the dead. As 
in Adam all die, even fo in Chriſt ſhall all be made alive. 
But every man in his order, Chriſt the firſt-fruit, next they 
who are Chriſt's, at his coming. Then cometh the end, 
when he ſhall have delivered up the kingdom to God, 
even the Father; when he ſhall have put down all rule, 
and all authority, and power. For he muſt reign, until he 
hath put all enemies under his feet. And the laſt enemy 
which ſhall be deſtroyed is death; for he hath put all 
things under his feet: but when he faith all things are put 
under him, it is manifeſt that he is excepted who did put 
all things under him. And when all things ſhall be ſubject

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to him, then ſhall the Son alſo be ſubject to him who put 
all things under him, that God may be all in all. 

To ary after the manner of men, if I have fought 
with beaſts at Epheſus, what advantageth it me, if the 
dead riſe not? let us eat and drink, for to-morrow we 
ſhall die. Be not deceived : evil communications corrupt 

ood manners. Awake to righteouſneſs, and fin not: for 
ome have not the knowledge of God : I ſpeak this to your 
ſhame. 

But ſome will ſay, How are the dead raiſed up? and 
with what body do they come? thou fool, that which thou 
ſowelt is not quickened except it die. And as to what 
thou ſoweſt, thou ſoweſt not the ſame body that ſhall be, 
but a bare grain, it may be of wheat, or ſome other grain. 
But God giveth it a body as it pleaſeth him, to each ſeed its 
own body. Now there are celeſtial bodies, and bodies ter- 
reſtial; but the glory of the celeſtial is one, and the 
glory of the terreſtial another. There is one glory of 
the ſun, and another glory of the moon, and another glory 
of the ſtars; even one {tar differeth from another ſtar in glory. 
So allo is the reſurrection of the dead. It is ſown in cor- 
ruption, It is raiſed in incorruption. It is ſown in dif. 
honour, it is raiſed in glory: it is ſown in weakneſs, and it 
is raiſed in power, It is ſown a natural body, 1t 1s raiſed 
a ſpiritual body, There is a natural body, and there is a 
ſpiritual body, So allo it is written, The firſt man Adam 
was made a living ſoul, the laſt Adam was made a quick- 
ening ſpirit. That was not firſt which is ſpiritual, but 
that which is natural, and afterward that which is ſpiritual, 
The firſt man is of the earth, earthy; the ſecond man is 
the Lord from heaven, As is the earthy, ſuch are they 
that are earthy, and as 1s the heavenly, ſuch are they alſo 
that are heavenly, As we have borne the likeneſs of the 
earthy, we ſhall bear the likeneſs of the heavenly. 

Now this I ſay, brethren, that fleſh and blood cannot 
inherit the kingdom of God: neither doth corruption in- 
herit incorruption. Behold I thew you a myſtery; we 
ſhall not all fleep, but we ſhall be changed, in a moment, 
in* the twinkling of an eye, at the laſt trump: for the 
trumpet ſhall ſound, and the dead ſhall be raiſed incorrup-

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tible, and we ſhall be changed: for this corruptible muſt 


pu on incorruption, and this mortal muſt put on immorta- 
ity. So when this corruptible ſhall have put on incor. 
ruption, and this mortal ſhall have put on immortality, 
then will come to paſs the ſaying which is written, Death 
is ſwallowed up in victory. 

O death where is thy ſting? O grave where is thy vic. 
tory? the ſting of death is fin; and the ſtrength of ſin 
is the law. But thanks be to God who giveth us the 
victory through our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. Therefore, my be- 
loved brethren, be ye ſtedfaſt, immoveable, always abound.

Now concerning the collection for the ſaints, as I have 
given order to the churches of Galatia, even ſo do ye, 
Upon the firſt day of the week, let every one of you lay 
by him in ſtore, as God hath proſpered him, that there 
be no collections when I come. And when I come, 
whomſoever ye ſhall approve by your letters, them will ! 
ſend to bring your liberality to Jeruſalem. And if the 
matter requireth that I ſhould go alſo, they ſhall go with 


me. | 

When I ſhall paſs through Macedonia I will come to 
you. And it may be that 1 ſhall ſtay with you, and winter 
with you, that ye may bring me on my journey, whither- 

ſoever I go: for I will not fee you now by the way, but I 
hope to remain ſome time with you, if the Lord permit, 
But I will ſtay at Epheſus till Pentecoſt. For a door 1s 
opened to me, great and effectual, and there are many 
adverſaries. 

If Timothy come, ſee that he may be with you without 
fear; for he worketh the work of the Lord, as I allo do, 
Let no man therefore deſpiſe him: but conduct him forth 
in peace, that he may come to me: for I look for him with 
the brethren. As concerning our brother Apollos, I 
greatly defired him to come to you, but his will was not 
to come at this time: but he will come when he {all 


have convenient time, 
Watch 
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Watch ye, ſtand faſt in the faith, quit you like men, be 
ſtrong ; let all your things be done with love. Now, bre- 
thren, ye know the houſe of Stephanas, that it is the firſt- 
fruits of Achaia, and that they have addicted themſelves 
to the miniſtry of the ſaints; I beſeech you that ye ſub- 
mit Hurſelves to ſuch; and to every one that helpeth with 
us, and laboureth. I am glad of the coming of Stephanas, 
and Fortunatus, and Achaicus : for what was wanting on 
your part they have ſupplied. They have refreſhed my 
ſpirit and yours; therefore acknowledge ſuch. 

The churches of Afia falute you: Aquila and Priſcilla 
ſalute you much in the Lord, with the church that is in 
their houſe, All the brethren ſalute you, ſalute one ano- 
ther with an holy kiſs. The ſalutation of me, Paul, with 
mine own hand,

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THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE 
AFOSTLE TO THE CORINTHIANS, 


I. 


PAUL, an apoſtle of Jeſus Chriſt, by the will of God, 
and Timothy our brother, unto the church of God, which 
is at Corinth, with all the ſaints who are in Achaia. 

Grace be to you and peace, from God our Father, 2nd 
from the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. Bleſſed be God, the Father 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the Father of mercies, and the 
God of all comfort z who comforteth us in all our tribula- 
tion, that we may be able to comfort them which are in any 
trouble, by the comfort with which we ourſelves are com- 


forted of God. For as the ſufferings of Chriſt abound in 


us, ſo our conſolation alſo aboundeth by Chriſt. And 


whether we be afflicted, it is for your conſolation and ſal- 
vation, which is effectual in enduring the ſame ſufferings, 
which we alſo ſuffer ; or whether we be comforted, it is f 


or 
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your conſolation and ſalvation. And our hope of you ig 
ſtedfaſt, knowing that as ye are partakers of the ſufferings, 
ſo ſhall ye alſo partake of the conſolation. 

We would not have you ignorant, brethren, concerning 
the trouble which came to us in Alia, that we were exce:d- 
ingly preſſed, above ſtrength, ſo that we deſpaired eva of 
life. But we had the ſentence of death in ourſelves, that 
we ſhould not truſt in ourſelves, but in God who raiſcth 
the dead. He hath delivered us from ſo great a death, and 
doth {till deliver; in whom we truſt, that he will yet deliver 
us, you allo helping together, by prayer, for us; that for 
the gift beſtowed upon us, by the means of many, thanks 
may be given by many on our behalf: for our rejoicing is 


- this, the teſtimony of our conſcience, that in ſimplicity and 


godly ſincerity, not in fleſhly wiſdom, but by the grace of 
God, we have had our converſation in the world, and more 
abundantly to you-wards. And we write no other things 
to you than thoſe you have read, or acknowledge, and | 
truſt you will acknowledge, even to the end. And ye have 
alſo acknowledged us in part, that we are your rejoicing, as 
ye are ours in the day of the Lord Jeſus, 

The Son of God, Jeſus Chriſt, who was preached among 
you by us, by me, and Silvanus, and Timothy, was not yea 
and nay, but was yea: for all the promiſes of God in him 
are yea, and in him Amen, to the glory of God by us. 

Now he who hath eſtabliſhed us with you in Chriſt, and 
hath anointed us, is God. Who hath alſo ſealed us, and 
given the earneſt of the Spirit in our hearts, Moreover, I 
take God to witneſs, that to ſpare you I came not as yet to 
Corinth. Not that we have dominion over your faith, but 


are helpers of your joy : for by faith ye ſtand, 


III. 
Do we begin again to commend ourſelyes? or need we, 
as ſome, epiſtles of commendation to you, or of commenda- 
tion from you? ye are our epiſtle written in our hearts, 


known and read of all men. Foraſmuch as Je are mani- 


feſtly declared to be the epiſtle of Chriſt, miniſtered by us; 
written not with ink, but with the Spirit of the living God; 


not in tables of ſtone, but in fleſhly tables of the hare 
: | 1 
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And ſuch confidence have we through Chriſt towards God; 
not that we are ſufficient of ourſelves to think any thing as 
of ourſelves ; but our ſufficiency is of God, who hath made 
us able miniſters of the New Teſtament, not of the letter, 
but of the ſpirit ; for the letter killeth, but the ſpirit giveth 
life. 

And if the miniſtration of death, written and engraven 
on ſtones, was glorious, ſo that the children of Ifrael could 
not ſtedfaſtly behold the face of Moſes for the glory of his 
countenance, which was to be done away: how ſhall not 
the miniſtration of the Spirit be rather glorious? for if the 
miniſtry of condemnation be glory, much more doth the 
miniſtration of righteouſneſs exceed in glory, Even that 
which was made glorious, had no glory in this reſpect, 
becauſe of the glory which excelleth ; and if that which is 
done away was glorious, much more is that which remaineth 
glorious. 

Seeing then that we have ſuch hope, we uſe great plain- 
neſs of ſpeech. Not as Moſes, who put a vail over his 
face, that the Iſraelites could not look ſtedfaſtly to the end 
of that which is aboliſhed. Their minds were blinded; and 
even to this day the ſame vail remaineth untaken away, in 
the reading of the Old Teſtament :* which vail is taken 
away in Chriſt, Until this time, when Moſes is read, the 


yall is upon their heart: but when it ſhall turn to the Lord, 


the vail will be taken away. 

Now the Lord is that Spirit, and where the Spirit of the 
Lord is, there is liberty; but we all, beholding with open 
face, as in a glaſs, the glory of the Lord, we are changed 
into the ſame image from glory to glory, as by the Spirit 
of the Lord, | 

V. 


THarrErory, ſeeing we have this miniſtry, as we have 
received mercy we faint not, but have renounced the hidden 
things of diſhoneſty, not walking in craftineſs, nor handling 
the word of God deceitfully, but by manifeſtation of the 
truth, commending ourſelves to every man's conſcience in 
the ſight of God. If our goſpel be hid, it is hid to them 
that are loſt, in whom the God of this world hath blinded 
the minds of them who believe not, leſt the light of the 


Q 4 glorious 
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glorious goſpel of Chriſt, who is the image of God, hou!d 
ſhine unto them. For we preach not ourſelves, but Chriſt 
Jeſus the Lord, and ourſelves your ſervants for the fake or 
_ Jeſus. Since God, who commanded the light to ſhine out 
of darkneſs, hath ſhined in our hearts, to give the light of 
the knowledge of the glory of God, in the face of [eſis 
Chriſt; but we have this treaſure in earthen veſſels, that the 
excellency of the power may be of God, and not of us. 

We are troubled on every fide, yet not diſtreſſed; we 
are perplexed, but not in deſpair; perſecuted, but not for- 
faken; caſt down, but not deſtroyed: always bearing 
about in the body, the dying of the Lord Jeſus, that the 
Kte alſo of Jeſus might be made manifeſt in our body. For 
we, who live, are always delivered unto death for Jeſus 
- Jake, that the life alſo of Jeſus might be made maniſeſt 
in our mortal fleſh. So then death worketh in us, but 
life in you. Having the ſame ſpirit of faith, as it is wiit- 
ten, I believed, and therefore have I ſpoken : ſo likewiſe 
we believe, and therefore ſpeak, knowing that he which 
raiſed up the Lord Jeſus, ſhall alſo raiſe us up by Jeſus, 
and preſent us with you. 

All things are for your ſakes, that the abundant grace, by 
the thankſgiving of many, might redound to the glory of 
God : for Which cauſe we faint not, but though our out- 
ward man periſh, yet the inward man is renewed day by 
day. For our light affliction, which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us a far more exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory. While we look not at the things which are ſeen, 
but at the things which are not ſeen : for the things which 
are ſeen are temporal; but the things which are not ſecn, 
are eternal, 

. 


Fox we know, that if our earthly houſe of this taber- 
nacle were diſſolved, we have a building of God, an houſe 
not made with hands, eternal in the heavens. In this we 
groan, earneſtly deſiring to be clothed upon with our houſe 
from heaven : if ſo be that being clothed, we ſhall not be 
found naked: for we who are in this tabernacle groan, being 
burdened ; not that we would be unclothed, but clothed 
upon, that mortality might be ſwallowed up by life. 


Now 
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Now he who hath formed us for the ſelf ſame thing, is 
God; who alſo hath given us the earneſt of the ſpirit: 
therefore we are always confident, knowing that whilſt we 
are at home in the body, we are abſent from the Lord: 
for we walk by faith, not by ſight. We have confidence, 
J fay, and are willing rather to be abſent from the body, 
and to be preſent with the Lord. Wherefore we labour, 
that whether preſent or abſent, we may be acceptable to 
him : for we muſt all appear before the judgment teat of 
Chrilt, that each one may receive for the things done in 
his body, according to what he hath done, whether it be 
good or bad. Knowing therefore the terror of the Lord, 
we perſuade men ; but we are made manifeſt to God, and 
I truſt are alſo made manifeſt in your conſciences : for we 
do not again commend ourſelves to you, but we give you 
occaſion to glory on our behalf, that ye may have ſome- 
what yt; them who glory in appearance, and not in 
heart, 

The love of Chriſt conſtraineth us, becauſe we thus 
judge, that if one died for all, then all were dead; and 
that he died for all, that they who live, ſhould not hence- 
forth live to themſelves, but unto him who died for them, 
and roſe again. Therefore henceforth we know no man 
after the fleſh : yea, though we have known Chrilt after 
the fleſh, yet henceforth we know him ſo no more: there- 
fore if any man be in Chriſt, he is a new creature; old 
things are paſſed away, behold all things are become new z 
and all things are of God, who hath reconciled us to him- 
ſelf by Jeſus Chriſt, and hath given to us the miniſtry of 
reconciliation z3 namely, that God was in Chriſt, recon- 
ciling the world to himſelf ; mot imputing their treſpaſſes to 
them, and hath- committed to us the word of reconcili- 
ation. 


Now then we are ambaſſadors for Chriſt, as though God 


did beſeech you by us; we pray you in Chriſt's ſtead, be 
ye reconciled to God, who hath dealt with him as a tranſ- 
preſſor for our ſakes, he who knew no fin; that in him 
we might partake of the rightequineſs of God. 
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VI. 

Wr then, as workers together with him, beſeech you 
alſo, that ye receive not the grace of God in vain. For 
he ſaith, I have heard thee in a time accepted, and in the 
day of ſalvation have I ſuccoured thee : behold, now is the 
accepted time: behold, now is the day of falvation. 

7 05 no offence in any thing, that the miniſtry may 
not be blamed, but in all things approving ourſelves as the 
_. miniſters of God, in much patience, in affictions, in neceſ. 

ſities, in diſtreſſes; in ſtripes, in impriſonments, in tumults, 

in labours, in watchings, in faſtings: by pureneſs, by 
knowledge, by 1 by kindneſs, by the Holy 
Ghoſt, by love unfeigned, by the word of truth, by the 
power of God, by the armour of righteouſneſs, on the right 
hand and on the left: by honour and diſhonour ; by evil 
report, and good report ; as deceivers and yet true ; as un- 
known, and yet well known; as dying, and behold we 
live; as chaſtened, and not killed; as forrowful, yet always 
rejoicing ; as poor, yet making many rich; as having no- 
thing, and yet poſſeſſing all things, 

O ye Corinthians, our mouth is opened to you, our 
heart is enlarged. Ye are not ſtraitened in us, but ye 
are ſtraitened in your own bowels. Now for a recompence 
in the ſame (I ſpeak as to my qr be ye alſo enlarged, 
Be ye not unequally yoked with unbelievers : for what fel. 
Jowſhip hath righteouſneſs with unrighteouſneſs, and what 
communion hath light with darkneſs ? and what concord is 
there between Chriſt and Belial? or what part hath he 
that believeth, with an infidel? and what agreement hath 

the temple of God with idols? for ye are the temple of 
the living God; as God hath ſaid, [ will dwell in them, 
and walk in them, and I will be their God, and they {hall 
be my people. Wherefore come out from among them, and 
be ye ſeparate, faith the Lord; and touch not the unclean 
things, and I will receive you, and will be a father to 
vou, and ye ſhall be my ſons and daughters, faith the Lord 
a tw VIL 
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VII. | 

Havixc therefore the promiſes, dearly beloved, let us 
cleanſe ourſelves from all ſilthineſs of the fleſh and ſpirit, 
perfecting holineſs in the fear of the Lord. Receive us, 
we have wronged no man, we have corrupted no man, we 
have defrauded no man. ! 

When we were come into Macedonia, our fleſh had no 
eaſe, we were afflicted on every fide; without were con- 
tentions, within were fears; nevertheleſs God, who com- 
forteth them that are caſt down, comforted us by the coming 
of Titus : and not by his coming only, but by the conſo- 


lation wherewith he was comforted in you, when he told 


us your earneſt deſire, your mourning, your fervent mind 
towards me; ſo that I rejoiced the more; for though I 
made you ſorry by a letter, I do not repent ; I now rejoice, 
not that ye were made ſorry, but that ye ſorrowed to re- 
pentance : for ye were made ſorry after a godly manner, that 
ye might receive hurt by us in nothing. Godly ſorrow work- 
eth repentance to ſalvation not to be repented of; but the 
ſorrow of the world worketh death. 


VIII. 


Now we would ye ſhould know, brethren, of the grace 


of God beſtowed on the churches of Macedonia: that in 
a great trial of affliction, there has been abundance of joy, 
4 their decp poverty has abounded to the riches of their 
liberality ; ſince according to their power, and even beyond 
it, they were willing. Therefore as ye abound in eve 

thing, in faith, in utterance, and knowledge, and in. ul 
diligence, and in your love to us; ſee that ye abound in 
this grace alſo. I ſpeak not by command, but by occaſion 
of the forwardneſs 19 to prove the ſincerity of your 
love. For ye know the grace of our Lord Teſts Chrilt, 
that though he was rich, yet for your ſakes he became 
poor; that ye, through his povertys might be rich. Now 
therefore accompliſh the doing of it, that as there was 
a readinefs to will, ſo there may be a performance alſo out: 
of that you have. For if there be firſt a willing mind, it 
is accepted according to that a man hath, and not according 


to that he hath not.

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We take care that no man ſhould blame us in thi; 
abundance which is adminiſtered by us; providing things 
honeſt, not only in the fight of the Lord, but in the ſight 
of men. | |

Bur this I ſay; he that ſoweth ſparingly, ſhall reap 
ſparingly g and he that ſoweth bountifully, ſhall reap boun. 
tifully. Let every man give according as he hath pur- 
poſed in his heart; not grudgingly, as of neceſſity; for 
God loveth a chearful giver. And God is able to make 
all grace abound towards you; that always having ſuffici- 
ency in all things, ye may abound in every good work; as 
it 1s written, fi hath diſtributed abroad; he hath given 
to the poor; his righteouſneſs remaineth for ever. 

Now God, who giveth ſeed to the ſower, will miniſter 
bread for your food, and multiply your ſeed ſown, and in- 
creaſe the fruits of your righteouſneſs ; that, being enriched 
in every thing, ye might abound in liberality, which will 
occaſion, through us, thankſgiving to God: for the mini- 
{tration of this ſervice not only ſupplieth the wants of the 
ſpirits, but 1s abundant by many thankſgivings to God, 
Thanks be to God for his unſpeakable gift.

Now .I Paul, who in preſence am but mean among yor, 
but, being abſent, am bold toward you; I beſcech you, by 
the meekneſs and pentleneſs of Chriſt : I now beſeech you, 
that ſo- when I am preſent, I may not have occaſion to be 
bold with that confidence, which I think of making ule of 
towards ſome, who think of us, as if we walk according :» 
the ficth ; for though we walk in the fleſh, we do not war 
according to the fleſh ; for the weapons of our wartare are 
not carnal, but mighty, through God, to the pulling down 
of ſtrong holds, caſling down reaſonings, and every high 
thing which exalteth alelf againſt the knowledge of God; 
and bringing into captivity every thought to the obedience of 

Chriſt. | | 
We dare not to make ourſelves of thoſe who commend 
themſelves, nor compare ourſelves with them; who mea- 
ſuring themſelves by themſelves, and comparing thenfelves 
among 
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among themſelves, are not wiſe, We will not boaſt of 
things beyond our meaſure, but according to the meaſure of 
the rule, which God hath diſtributed to us. He that glo- 
rieth, let him glory in the Lord : for not he that commend- 
eth himſelf is approved, but _ the Lord commendeth. 


I am jealous over you, with a godly jealouſy, for I have 
eſpouſed you to one huſband, that I may preſent you as a 
chaſte virgin to Chriſt ; but I fear, leſt by any means, as 
the ſerpent beguiled Eve through his ſubtilty, ſo your minds 
{ſhould be corrupted from the ſimplicity that is in Chriſt. 

There are falſe apoſtles, deceitful workers, transforming 
themſelves into the apoſtles of Chriſt : and no wonder ; for 
ſatan himſelf is transformed into an angel of light. There- 
fore it is no great thing, if his miniſters alſo be transformed 


as the miniſters of righteouſneſs, whoſe end ſhall be accord- 


ing to their works. 

Seeing many glory after the fleſh, I will glory alſo. For 
ye bear with the fooliſh, ſeeing ye yourſelves are wiſe. Are 
they the offspring of Abraham? ſo am I: are they miniſ- 
ters of Chriſt? I am more: in labours more abundant, in 
ſtripes far exceeding, in prifons wore frequently, often near 
to death: from the Jews five times I received forty ſtripes, 
fave one : thrice was I beaten with rods, once was I ſtoned, 
thrice J ſuffered ſhipwreck, a night and a day I have been 
in the deep, in journeying often, in perils of waters, in 
perils of robbers, in perils by my own countrymen, in 
perils among the heathen, in perils in the city, and in the 
wilderneſs, in perils in the fea, in perils among falſe 
brethren, in wearineſs and painfulneſs, in watchings often, 
in hunger and thirſt, in cold and nakedneſs. 

Beſides theſe things which are without, there cometh 
upon me daily, the care of all the churches, If it be fit 
for me to glory, I will glory of the things which concern 
my infirmities. The God and Father of our Lord Jeſus 


Chriſt, who is bleſſed for evermore, knoweth that I lie not. 


In Damaſcus, the governor under Aretas the king, defirous 
to apprehend me, kept the city of the Damaſcenes with a 
garriſon; and through a window, in a baſket, I was let down

viſions and revelations of the Lord. 
I knew a man in Chriſt, above fourteen years ago, 
whether in the body, or out of the body, I cannot tell: 

How he was caught up into Paradiſe, and 
heard unſpeakable words, which it is not lawful for a man 
to utter: of ſuch a one I will glory, but of myſelf I will 
not glory, except in mine inſirmities. And leſt alſo I ſhould 
be exalted above meaſure, through the abundance of the 
revelations, there was given to me a thorn in the fleſh, the 
meſſenger of ſatan to buffet me, leſt I ſhould be exalted 
above meaſure. For this thing, I beſought the Lord thrice, 
that it might depart from me: and he ſaid ro me, My grace 
is ſufficient for thee, for my ſtrength is made perfect in 
weakneſs. I will therefore rather glory in my infirmities, 
that the power of Chriſt may reſt upon me; therefore I take 
leaſure in infirmities, in reproaches, in neceſſities, in per- 
NT in diſtreſſes for the fake of Chriſt : for when I am 
weak, then am I ſtrong. 

Behold, now the third time, I am ready to come to you; 
and Lill not be burdenſome to you; for I ſeek not yours, 
but you. I will gladly fpend and be ſpent for you, though 
the more I love you, the leſs I am loved. Did I make a 
gain of you by any of them whom I ſent to you? I deſired 

itus, and with him I ſent a brother: did Titus make a 

in of you? walked we not in the ſame ſpirit? and in the 

ame ſteps? we do all things, dearly beloved, for your 
edification. 

But I fear leſt when I come, I ſhall not find you ſuch as 
I would ; and that I ſhall be found by you ſuch as ye would 
not: leſt there ſhould be debates, envyings, animoſitics, 
ſtrifes, back-bitings, whiſperings, pride, tumults: and leſt 
when I come again, my God ſhould humble me among you, 
and that I ſhall have to bewail many, who have finned al- 
xeady, and have not repented of the uncleanneſs, fornica- 
tion, and laſciviouſneſs, which they have committed. 


XIII, 
This third time I am coming to you; in the mouth of 
A... 
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two or three witneſſes ſhall every word be eſtabliſhed. I 
ſaid before, and foretel you as if I were preſent, the ſecond 
time; and being abſent now,” I write to them who have 
heretofore ſinned, and to all other, that if I come again, 
I will not ſpare. Examine yourſelves, whether ye be in 
the faith; prove yourſelves: know ye not your own ſelves, 
that Jeſus Chriſt is in you, except ye be reprobates ? but 
T truſt ye will know that we are not reprobates. 

Now I pray to God that ye do no evil, but that ye ſhould 
do that which is honeſt. For we can do nothing againſt the 
truth, but for the truth : this alſo we wiſh, even your per- 
fection. Therefore I write theſe things, being abſent, leſt 
when I am 2 I ſhould uſe ſharpneſs, according to the 
power which the Lord hath given me to edification, and not 
to deſtruction. \ 

Finally, brethren. farewell, be perfect, be of good com- 
fort, be of one mind, live in peace, and the God of love 
and peace will be with you. Greet one another with a 
holy kiſs : all the ſaints falute you. The grace of the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and the love of God, and the commu- 
nion of the Holy Ghoſt, be with you all.

called you into the grace of Chriſt, Do I ſeek to please 
men? if it were but men that I ſought to pleaſe, I ſhould 
not be the ſervant of Chriſt ; but I declare to you, 
brethren, that the goſpel which was preached by me, is 
not after man; for I neither received it, nor was taught it 
of man; but by the revelation of Jeſus Chriſt. And when 
it pleaſed God, who called me by his grace, to reveal his 
Son in me, that I might preach him among the Gentiles; 
immediately I conferred not with fleſh and blood, neither 
did I go up to Jeruſalem, to them who were apoſtles before 
me, but 1 went into Arabia, and returned again unto 
Damaſcus. Then after three years I went up to Jeruſa. 
lem to ſee Peter, and abode with him fifteen days; but I

After this, T went into the regions of Syria and Cilicia, 
and was unknown by face to the churches of Judca that 
were in Chriſt. They had heard only, that he who in 
times paſt perſecuted us, now preacheth the faith which 
once he oppoſed, and they gloriſied God in me. 


| II. 
Tuxx fourtecen years after, I went up again to Jeruſa- 
lem, with Barnabas, and took Titus with me alſo. I went 
up by revelation, and communicated unto them the goſpel 
which I preach among the Gentiles: and when James, 
Cephas, and John, who ſeemed to be pillars, perceived the 
= which was given unto me, they gave to me and 
arnabas the right hands of followſhip, that we ſhould go 
to the heathen, and they to the circumciſion. Only they 
would that we ſhould remember the poor, the ſame which 
I alſo was forward to do. . 

But when Peter was come to Antioch, before that cer- 
tain came from James, he eat with the Gentiles; but when 
they were come, he withdrew, and ſeparated himſelf, fear- 
ing thoſe who were of the circumciſion. The other Jews 
all, diſſembled with him, inſomuch that Barnabas was 
carried away with their diſſimulation. But when I ſaw 


that they walked not according to the truth of the S1 
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| faid to Peter, If thou, being a Jew, liveſt after the man- 
ner of the Gentiles, and not as the Jews; why doſt thou 
compel the Gentiles to live as do the Jews? knowing that 
2 man is not juſtihed by the works of the law, but by the 
faith of Jefus Chriſt : we have believed in Jeſus Chriſt, that 
we might be juſtified by the faith of Chriſt, and not by the 
works of the law; for by the works of the law ſhall no 
feſh be juſtified. If I build again the things which I de- 
ſtroyed, J make myſelf a tranſgreſſor: for through the law 
] am dead to the law, that I might live unto God. I am 
crucified with Chriſt, nevertheleſs I live; yet not I, but 
Chriſt liveth in me; and the life which I now live in the 
fleſh, I live by the faith of the Son of God, who loved me, 
and gave himſelf for me. I do not fruſtrate the grace of 
God, for if righteouſneſs come by the law, then Chriſt 
tied in vain, | 
III. 


O root1sH Galatians, who hath bewitched you, that ye 
ſhould not obey the truth; before whoſe eyes Jeſus Chriſt 
bath been evidently ſet forth, crucified among you. This 
only I would learn of you, received ye the ſpirit by the 
works of the Jaw, or by the hearing of faith? are ye ſo 


fooliſh, having begun in the ſpirit, are ye now made perfect 


by the fleſh ? have ye ſuffered ſo many things in vain ? if it 
be yet in vain. He therefore who miniſtreth to you the 
ſpirit, and worketh miracles among you, doth he it by the 
works of the law, or by the hearing of faith? even as 
Abraham believed God, and it was accounted to him for 
righteouſneſs, 

Know therefore, that they who are of faith, are the>bil- 
dren of Abraham. And in the ſcripture which foreſaw that 
God would juſtify the heathen through faith, the goſpel 
being preached to Abraham, it is faid, In thee ſhall all 
nations be bleſſed. So then they who are of faith, are 
bleſſed with faithful Abraham. It is moreover evident that 
no one is juſtified by the law in the fight of God; for the 
juſt ſhall [ive by faith; and the law is not of faith, but ſaith, 


The man who does theſe things ſhall live by them. But 


Chriſt hath redeemed us from the curſe of the law, being 
made a curſe for us, ſince it is written, Curſed is every one 


that 
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that hangeth on a tree: that the bleſſing of Abraham might 
come on the Gentiles through Jeſus Chriſt that we might 
receive the promiſe of the Spirit through faith. 
Is the law then againſt the promiſes of God? by ng 
means: for if we had received a law which could haye 
iven life, truly righteouſneſs ſhould have been by the law. 
But the ſeripture hath concluded all under fin, that the 
promiſe by faith in Jeſus Chriſt might be given to them 
that beheve. Before faith came, we were kept under the 
law, ſhut up as to the faith which thould afterwards be re. 
vealed: wherefore the law was our ſchoolmaſter to bring 
us to Chriſt, that we might be juſtified by faith; but after 
faith is come, we are no longer under a ſchoolmaſter: for ye 
are-all the children of God by faith in Chriſt Jeſus. For 
as many of you as have been baptized into Chriſt, have pu: 
on Chriſt. There is neither Jew nor Greck, there is 
neither bond nor free, there is neither male nor female: 
for ye are all one in Chriſt Jeſus. And if ye be Cliilt's, 
then are ye the offspring of Abraham, and heirs according 
to the promiſe, as 


Bur now after ye have known God, or rather ve 
known of God, how turn ye again to the weak and beggarly 
elements, to which ye deſire again to be in bondage? ye 
obſerve days, and months, and times, and years. I am 
afraid of you, leſt I have beſtowed upon- you labour in 
vain: am I therefore become your enemy, becauſe I tell 
r the truth? my little children of whom I travail in 

irth again until Chriſt be formed in you, tell me, 
that ye deſire to be under the law. . Fear ye not the lau! 
for it is written, that Abraham had two ſons, the one born 
after the fleſh, and the other by promiſe, which things are 
an allegory : for theſe are the two covenants, the one from 


the mount Sinai, which gendereth to bondage, and an{wcr- 
eth to Jeruſalem, which now is, and is in bondage with her 


children; but Jeruſalem that is above is free, which is thx 
mother of us all. 


Now we, brethren, as Iſaac was, are the children of pro- 
muſe : but as then he that was born after the fleſh perle. 
cuted him that was born after the Spirit, even ſo it is * 


= 


STAnD faſt therefore in the liberty wherewith Chriſt 
hath made us free, and be not entangled again with the 
yoke of bondage. Chriſt is become of no effect to you 
who deſire to be juſtified by the law; ye are fallen from 
orace ; for we through the Spirit wait for the hope of righ- 
teouſneſs by faith: for in Jefus Chriſt, neither circumci- 
fon availeth any thing, nor uncircumciſion, but faith which 
worketh by love. Ye did run well, who hindered you, 
that ye ſhould not obey the truth? this perſuaſion cometh 
nat of him who called you. A little leaven leaveneth the 
whole lump. | 

Brethren, ye have been called to liberty; only uſe not 
liberty as an occaſion for indulgence to the fleth, but by 
love ſerve one another; for all the law is fulfilled in one 
ſaying, even in this, Thou ſhalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
ſelf ; but if ye bite and deyour one another, take heed that 
ye be not conſumed one of another. This I ſay then, 
Walk in the Spirit, and ye ſhall not fulfil the luſts of the 
fleſh; for the fleſh luſteth againſt the Spirit, and the 
Spirit againſt the fleſh: theſe are contrary the one to the 
other, ſo that ye cannot do what ye would; but if ye be 
led by the Spirit, ye are not under the law. 

Now the works of the fleſh are manifeſt, which are theſe, 
adultery, fornication, uncleanneſs, laſciviouſneſs, idolatry, 
witchcraft, hatred, variance, emulations, wraths, {trife, 
ſeditions, herefies, envyings, murders, drunkenneſs, revel. 
lings, and ſuch like, concerning which I tell you, as I have 
alſo told you in time paſt, that they who do ſuch things, 
ſhall not inherit the kingdom of God. 

But the fruit of the ſpirit is love, joy, peace, long-ſ{uf- 
ering, gentleneſs, goodneſs, faith, meekneſs, temperance 
zgainſt ſuch there is no law. And they who are Chriſt's 
have crucified the fleſh, with the affections and luſts. If 
we live in the ſpirit, let us alſo walk in the ſpirit : let us 
not be deſirous of vain glory, provoking one another, en- 
vying one another, a 

VI. 
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BRETHREN, if a man be overtaken in a fault, ye which 
are ſpiritual reſtore ſuch a one in the ſpirit of meekneſs, al 
conſidering thyſelf, leſt thou alſo be tempted. Bear ye one 
another's burthens, and ſo fulfil the law of Chriſt. Por if th 


a man think himſelf to be ſomething when he is nothing, " 
he deceiveth himſelf. Let each one prove his own work, g 

and then he will have rejoicing in himſelf, and not in ang. of 
ther; for every man ſhall bear his own burthen. Let him 855 


that is taught in the word, communicate to him that teach- 
eth, in all good things. Be not deceived, God is not 8¹ 
mocked; for whatſoever a man ſoweth that ſhall he alſo 
reap. He that ſoweth to the fleſh, thall of the fleſh re '": 
corruption; but he that ſoweth to the ſpirit, ſhall of the 
ſpirit reap life everlaſting. And let us not be weary in well 
oing, for in due ſeaſon we ſhall reap, if we faint not. As 

we have opportunity let us do good unto all men, eſpecially 
to them who are of the houſehold of faith. Ye ſee hoy bei 
large a letter I have written unto you with my own hand, 2 


But far be it from me that I ſhould glory, ſave in the cros !“ 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, by whom the world is. crucified th 

to me, and I unto the world. For in Chriſt Jeſus neither © 
circumciſion ayaileth any thing, nor uncircumcifion, but a . 

new creature. And as many as walk by this rule, peace 1 

be on them, and mercy, and upon the Iſrael of God. ary 

Henceforth let no man trouble me; for I bear in my 3

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PAUL, an apoſtle of Jeſus Chriſt, by the will of God, 
to the ſaints which are at Epheſus, and to the faithful un 
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Grace be to you, and peace, from God our Father, and 
from the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. Bleſſed be the God and 
Father of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who hath bleſſed us with 
all ſpiritual bleſſings, in heavenly places in Chriſt ; accord- 
ing as he hath choſen us in him before the foundation of 
the world, that we ſhould be holy and without blame be- 
fore him in love, having predeſtinated us unto the adoption 
of children by Jeſus Chriſt to himſelf, according to the 
good pleaſure of his will; to the praiſe of the glory of his 
grace, Wherein he hath made us accepted in the beloved;

in him. In whom alſo we have obtained an inheritance, 
being predeſtinated according to the purpoſe of him, who 
worketh all things, after the counſel of his own will: that 
we who firſt truſted in Chriſt, ſhould be to the praiſe of 
his glory. 

Ye alſo truſted in him after hearing the word of truth, 
the goſpel of your ſalvation; in whom alſo, after ye be- 
lieved, ye were ſealed with the Holy Spirit of promiſe, 
which is the earneſt of our inheritance, until the redemp- 
tion of the purchaſed poſſeſſion, to the praiſe of his glory. 
Therefore, having heard of your faith in the Lord Jeſus, 
and love to all the ſaints, I ceaſe not to give thanks for 
you, making mention of you in my prayers : that the God 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the Father of glory, may give 
unto you the ſpirit of wiſdom and revelation in the knows 
ledge of him: the eyes of your underſtanding being en- 
lohtened, that ye may know what is the hope of his 
calling, and what the riches of the glory of his inheritance 
in the ſaints ; and what is the exceeding greatneſs of his 
power to us who believe, according to the working of his 
mighty power, which he wrought in Chriſt when he raiſed 
him from the dead, and ſet him at his own right hand 1 
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the heavenly places: far above all principality, and power, 
and might, and dominion, and every name that is named, 
not only in this world, but alſo in that which is to come, 
He hath put all things under his feet, and hath given him 
to be head over all things to the church, which is his body, 
the fulneſs of him that filleth all in all, 


II, 

Axp you hath he quickened, who were gead in treſ. 
paſſes and fins, wherein in time paſt ye walk according 
to the courſe of this world, according to the prince of the 
power of the air, the ſpirit that now worketh in the chil. 
dren of diſobedience ; among whom alſo we all had our 
converſation in times paſt, in the luſts of our fleſh, fulfilling 
the deſires of the fleſh and of the mind; and were by na. 
ture children of wrath, even as others. But God, who is 
rich in mercy, for his great love wherewith he loved us, 
even when we were dead in fins, hath quickened us to- 
gether with Chriſt, (by grace ye are ſaved) and hath raiſcd 
us up together, and made us fit together in heavenly places 
in Chriſt. Jeſus; that in the ages to come he might ſhew 
the exceeding riches of his grace, in his kindneſs towards 
us, through Chriſt Jeſus. . 

For by grace are ye ſaved, through faith, and that not 
of yourſelves; it is the gift of God. Not of works, leſt 
- any man ſhould boaſt. For we are his workmanſhip, created 
in Chriſt Jeſus unto good works, which he hath before or- 
dained that we ſhould walk in them. Therefore remember 
that ye being in time paſt Gentiles in the fleſh, called the 
uncircumciſion by thoſe who are called the circumciſion 
in the fleſh made with hands: that at that time ye were 
without Chriſt, alienated from the commonwealth of Iſracl, 
and ſtrangers from the covenants of promiſe ; having no 
hope, and without God in the world. 

ut now in*Chriſt Jeſus, ye who were once far off, are 
made nigh by the blood of Chriſt. For he is our peace, 
who hath made both one, and hath broken down the mid- 
dle wall of partition between us: having aboliſhed in his 
fleſh the enmity, even the law of commandments, contained 


in ordinances ; that he might make in himſelf, of two, one 
| new 
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new man, ſo making peace; that he might reconcile both 
unto God, in one body by the croſs, having flain the en- 
mity _—_ He came and preached peace to you, who 
were far off, and to thoſe who were nigh. For through 
him we both have acceſs by one ſpirit to the Father. 
Therefore ye are no more ſtrangers and foreigners ; but 
fellow citizens with the ſaints, and of the houſehold of 
God ; and are built upon the foundation of the apoſtles and 
prophets, Jeſus Chriſt himſelf being the chief corner ſtone: 
in whom all the building, fitly framed together, groweth 
unto an holy temple in the Lord. In whom alſo ye are 
built together, for an habitation of God through the ſpirit, 


III. 
For this cauſe, I Paul, the priſoner of Jeſus Chriſt for 


you Gentiles, if ye have heard of the diſpenſation of the 


grace of God, given to me towards you; how that by re- 
relation he made known unto me the myſtery, as I wrote 
before in few words? whereby, when ye read, ye may un- 
derſtand my knowledge in the myſtery of Chriſt, which 
in other ages was not made known to the ſons of men, as it 
is now revealed unto his holy apoitles and prophets by the 
ſpirit; that the Gentiles ſhould be fellow-heirs, and of the 
— body, and partakers of his promiſe in Chriſt, by the 
go pel; whereof I was made a miniſter, according to the 
gift of the grace of God given to me, by the effectual work- 
ing of his power. 

Unto me, who am leſs than the leaſt of all ſaints, is this 
grace given, that I ſhould preach among the Gentiles the 
unſearchable riches of Chriſt; and to make all men fee 
what is the fellowſhip of the myſtery, which, from the be- 
ginning of the world, hath been hid in God, who created 
all things by Jeſus Chriſt. "That now it might be known 
to the principalities and powers in heavenly places, by the 
church, the manifold wiſdom of God. According to the 
eternal purpoſe, which he purpoſed in Chriſt Jeſus our 
Lord, in whom we have boldneſs, and acceſs with con- 
ſdence by the faith of him. Therefore I defire that ye 
faint not at my tribulations for you, which are your glory. 

Becauſe of this I bow my knees to the Father _ 2 
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Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; of whom the whole family in heayes 


and earth is named: that he would grant you, according 
to the riches of his glory, to be ſtrengthened with might 
by his fpicit in the inward man. That Chriſt may dwell 
in Four hearts by faith, that ye being rooted and grounded 
in love, may be able to comprehend, with all the ſaints, 
what is the breadth, and length, and depth, and height; 
and to know the love of Chriſt, which paſſeth knowledge, 
that ye might be filled with all the fulneſs of God. 

Now unto him who is able to do abundantly, above all 
that we aſk or think, according to the power which work. 
eth in us; unto him be glory in the church by Chriſt Jeſus, 
throughout all ages, world without end. Amen, 


IV. 


I, THEREFORE, the priſoner of the Lord, beſeech you 


that ye walk worthy of the vocation with which ye are 
called; in all lowlineſs and meekneſs, with long-{uffering, 
forbearing one another in love : endeavouring to keep the 
unity of the ſpirit in the bond of peace. 

There is one body and one ſpirit, even as ye are called 
in one hope of your calling : one Lord, one faith, ons 
baptiſm : one God, and Father of all, who is above all, 
and through all, and in you all. But to every one of us 
is given grace according to the meaſure of the gift of Chriſt. 
Therefore he faith, when he aſcended up on high, he led 
captivity captive, and gave gifts unto men. Now that he 
aſcended, what is it but that he alſo deſcended firſt into 
the lower parts of the earth : he who deſcended is the ſame 
who aſcended. up far above all heavens, that he might fil 
all things. And he gave ſome apoſtles, and ſome prophets, 


ſome evangeliſts ; ſome paſtors and teachers; for the per- 


fecting of the ſaints, for the work of the miniſtry, for the 
edifying of the body of Chriſt, till we all come into the 
unity of the faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of God, 
unto a perfect man, unto the meaſure of the ſtature of the 
fulneſs of Chriſt, 

That henceforth we be no more children, toſſed to and 
fro, and carried about with every wind of doctrine, by tie 
Leight of men, and cunning craftineſs, whereby they lie in 
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wait to deceive : but ſpeaking the tryth in love, may grow 
up in all things into him, who is the head, even Chriſt : 
from whom the whole body fitly joined together, and com- 
pacted by that which every joint ſupplieth, according to 
the effectual working in the meaſure of every part, maketh 
increaſe of the body, unto the edifying of itſelf in love. 

This therefore I ſay, and teſtify in the Lord, that hence- 
forth ye walk not as other Gentiles walk, in the vanity of 
their mind; having the underſtanding darkened, being alie- 
nated from the life of God, through the ignorance which is 
in them, becauſe of the blindneſs of their heart: who being 
palt feeling, have given themſelves over to laſciviouſneſs, 
to work all uncleanneſs with greedineſs : but ye have nat 
ſo learned Chriſt : if ſo be that ye have heard him, and 
have been taught by him, as the truth is in Jeſus. That ye 
ſhould put off concerning the former converſation, the old 
man which is corrupt according to the deceitful luſts; and 
be renewed in the art of your mind; and ſhould put on 
the new man, which after God is created in righteouſneſs 
and true holinels. 

Wherefore, putting away lying, ſpeak every man truth 
with his neighbour; for we are members one of another, 
Be angry and fin not; let not the ſun go down on your 
wrath, nor give place to the devil, | 

Let him that ſtole ſteal no more, but rather let him la- 
bour, working with his hands that which is good, that fo 
he may have to give to him that needeth. Let no corrupt 
communication proceed out of your mouth, but that which 
is good to the uſe of edifying, that it may miniſter grace to 
the hearers : and grieve not the Holy Spirit of God, by 
which ye are ſealed unto the day of redemption. 

Let all bitterneſs, and wrath, and anger, and clamour, 
and evil ſpeaking be put away from you, with all malice ; 
and be kind one to another, tender-hearted, forgiving one 
another, even as God for Chrilt's ſake hath forgiven you, 


V. 
Bx ye therefore followers of God as dear children; and 
walk in love, as Chiiſt alſo hath loved us, and hath given 
Vor. II. R himſe 
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bimſelf for us, an offering and facrifice to good, for a ſweet 
Imelling favour. : 
Let not fornication, nor any uncleanneſs, or covetouſ. 
neſs, be once named among you, which become not ſaints, 
Neither filthineſs, nor fooliſh talking, nor jeſting, which 
are not convenient; but rather giving of thanks. For 
this ye know, that no whoremonger, nor unclean per- 
Jon, nor covetous perſon, who is an idolater, hath any 
inheritance in the kingdom of Chriſt, and of God. Let 
no man deceive you with vain words: for becauſe of theſe 
things cometh the wrath of God on the children of diſ- 
obedience. Be not therefore partakers with them : for ye 
were ſometimes darkneſs, but now are ye light in the 
Lord; walk as children of the light (for the fruit of the 


Spirit is in all goodneſs, rightcouſneſs, and truth.) Proving | 


what is acceptable to the Lord; and have no fellowſhip 
with the unfruitful works of darkneſs ; but rather reprove 
them. For it is a ſhame even to ſpeak of thoſe things 
which are done by them in ſecret. | 
Now all things that are reproved are made manifeſt by 
the light: for whatſoever maketh manifeſt, is light: there- 
fore it is faid, Awake thou that fleepeſt, and ariſe from 
the dead, and Chriſt ſhall give thee light. See then that ye 
walk circumſpectly, not as fools, but as wiſe, redeeming the 
time, becauſe the days are evil. Be not unwiſe, but under- 
ſtanding what the will of the Lord is. Be not drunk with 
wine, in which is exceſs, but be filled with the Spirit; 
ſpeaking to yourſelves in pſalms, and hymns, and fpiritual 
ongs, ſinging and making melody in your heart to the 
Lord: giving thanks always, for all things, unto God 
the Father, in the name of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, ſub- 
mitting yourſelves one to another in the fear of God, 
Wives, ſubmit yourſelves to your own huſbands, as unto 
the Lord, for the huſband is the head of the wife, even as 
Chriſt is the head of the church: and he is the Saviour of 
the body. Therefore as the church is ſubje& unto Chriſt, 
ſo let wives be to their own huſbands in every thing. 
Huſbands, love your wives, even as Chriſt alſo loved the 
church, and gave himſelf for it: that he might ſanctify 


and cleanſe it with the waſhing of water, by the By 
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That he might preſent it to himſelf a glorious church, 
not having ſpot or wrinkle, or any ſuch thing; but that it 
ſhould be holy, and without blemiſh. 

So ought men to love their wives as their own bodies: 
he that loveth bis wife, loveth himſelf ; for no man ever yet 
hated his own fleſh ; but nouriſheth and cheriſheth it, even 
as the Lord the church. Secing we are members of his 
body, of his fleſh and of his bones: for this cauſe ſhall a 
man leave his father and mother, and ſhall be joined to his 
wife, and they two {hall be one fleſh, This is a great myſ- 
tery ; but I ſpeak concerning Chriſt and the church. Ne- 
vertheleſs let each of you in particular, fo love his wife as 
himſelf, and the wife ſee that ſhe reverence her huſband. 


VI. 

CaitDrEN, obey your parents in the Lord; for this is 
right. The firſt commandment is, with a promiſe ; ho- 
nour thy father and mother, that it may be well with thee, 
and thou mayſt live long on the earth: and, ye fathers, 
provoke not- your children, but bring them up in the nur- 
ture and admonition of the Lord. Servants, be obedient 
to them who are your maſters, according to the fleſh; with 
fear and trembling, in ſingleneſs of your heart, as unto 
Chriſt ; not with eye ſervice, as pleaſing men; but as the 
ſeryacts of Chriſt, doing the will of God from the heart: 
with good will doing ſervice as to the Lord, and not to 
men: knowing that whatever good thing any man doth, 
he will receive the ſame of the Lord, whether bond or free. 
And ye maſters, do the fame things unto them, forbearing 
threatening ; knowing that your Maſter alſo is in heaven, 
and that there is no reſpect of perſons with him. 

Finally my brethren, be ſtrong in the Lord, and in the 
power of his might: put on the whole armour of God, that 
ye may be able to ftand againſt the wiles of the devil. For 
we wreſtle not againſt fleſh and blood, but againſt princi- 
palities, againſt powers, againſt the rulers of the darkneſs 
of this world, againſt ſpiritual wickedneſs in high places, 
Therefore take unto you the whole armour of God, that ye 
may be able to reſiſt in the evil day, and having done all, 
to ſtand. | 

R 2 Stand 
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Stand therefore, having your loins girt about with truth, 
and having on the breaſt-plate of righteouſneſs, and your 
feet ſhod with the preparation of the goſpel of peace: above 
all, taking the ſhield of faith, wherewith ye ſhall be able 
do quench all the fiery darts of the wicked one. Take alto 
the helmet of ſalvation, and the ſword of the ſpirit, which 
is the word of God. Praying always, with all prayer and 
ſupplication, in the ſpirit; and watching thereunto with all 
perſeverance, and ſupplication for all ſaints: and for me, 
that utterance may be given to me, that I may open my 
mouth boldly, to make known the myſtery of the goſpe], 
for which I am an ambaſſador in bonds; that I may ſpeak 
boldly in it, as I ought to ſpeak. 
But now that ye may know my affairs, and how I do:

THE EPISTLE OF PAUL TO THE 
PHILIPPIANS, 


| I. 

Paul and Timothy, the ſervants of Jeſus Chriſt, to all 
the ſaints in Chriſt Jeſus, which are at Philippi, with the 
biſhops and deacons. ' 

Grace be unto you, and peace from God our Father, and 
from the Lord Jeſus Chriſt: I thank my God upon every 
remembrance of you: always, in every prayer for you all, 
making requeſt with joy; for your fellowſhip in the goſpe|, 
from the Grit day until now; being confident of this very 

thing, that he who hath begun a good work in you, will 
perform it till the day of Jeſus Chriſt. - And it is meet for 
me to think this of you all, becauſe I have you in my heart, 
in as much as, (both in my bonds, and in the defence and 
1 confirmation 
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confirmation of the goſpel,) ye all are partakers of my grace. 
For God is my witneſs, how greatly I long after you all, in 
the bowels of Jeſus Chriſt, | a 

And this I pray, that your love may abound yet more 
and more in knowledge, and in all judgment. That ye 
may approve things which are excellent, and may be ſincere, 
nl without offence, till the day of Chrilt ; being filled 
with the fruits of righteouſneſs, which are by Jeſus Chriſt, 
to the glory and praiſe of God. 

I would have you know brethren, that the things which 
have happened to me, have been rather to the furtherance 
of the goſpel: ſo that my bonds in Chriſt are manifeſt in 
all the palace, and in all other places. And many of the 
brethren in the Lord, increaſing in confidence by my bonds, 
are much more bold to ſpeak the word without fear. Some 
indeed preach Chriſt of envy and ſtrife, and ſome of good- 
will. The one preach Chriſt of contention, not ſincerely, 
fuppoſing to add affliction to my bonds; but the other of 
love, knowing that I am ſet for the defence of the goſpel. 
What then? notwithſtanding every way, whether in pre- 
tence, or in truth, Chriſt is preached; and in this I rejoice, 
yea, and will rejoice; for I know this will turn to my ſal- 
vation, through your prayer, and the ſupply of the ſpirit of 
Jeſus Chriſt. According to my earneſt expectation and 
nope, that in nothing I ſhall be aſhamed, but that in all 
boldneſs, as always, ſo now alſo, Chriſt will be magnified in 
my body ; whether it be by life or by death. For to me 
to live is Chriſt, and to die is gain. If I live in the fleſh 
this is the fruit of my labour: yet what I ſhall chuſe L 
know not; for I am in a {trait betwixt two, having a defire 
to depart and to be with Chriſt, which is far better; yet to 
remain in the fleſh is more needful for you. And having 
this confidence, I know that I ſhall abide and continue with 
you all, for your furtherance and joy of faith. That your 
rejoicing for me in Chriſt Jeſus may be more abundant, by 
my coming to you again. Only let your converſation be 
as becometh the goſpel of Chriſt, that whether I come to 
ſee you, or be abſent, I may hear, concerning you, that ye 
ſtand faſt in one ſpirit, with one mind, ſtriving together for 
the faith of the goſpel : in nothing terrified by your adver- 
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faries; which is to them an evident token of perdition ; but 


to you of ſalvation, and that of God. For it is given tio 


you in the behalf of Chriſt, not only to believe on him, 
but alſo to ſuffer for his ſake. Having the fame couflict 
which ye ſaw in me, and now hear to be in me,

Ir there be then any conſolation in Chriſt, if any com- 
fort of love, if any fellowſhip of the ſpirit, if any bowels 
and mercies; fulfil ye my joy, that ye be likeminded, huy- 
ing the fame love, being of one accord, of one mind, Ist 
nothing be done through ſtrife or vain glory; but in lowli- 
neſs of mind let each eſteem others better than himſelf, 
Look not every man on his own things; but every man 
alio en the things of others. 
Let this mind be in you, which was allo in Chriſt Jeſus; 
who being in the form of God, thought it not robbery to 
be equal with God; yet made himſelf of no reputation, 
and took _ him the form of a ſervant, and was made in 
the likeneſs of men. And, being found in faſhion as a 
man, he humbled himſelf, and became obedient unto death, 
even the death of the croſs. Wherefore God alſo hath 
highly exalted him, and given him a narge which is above 
every name; that at the name of Jeſus every knee ſhould 
bow, of things in heaven, and on earth, and under the 
earth: and that every tongue ſhould confels, that Jeſus 

Chriſt is Lord, to the glory of God the Father. 
| Wherefore my beloved, as ye have always obeyed, not as 
in my preſence only, but now much more in my abſence; 
work out your own ſalvation with fear and trembling: tor 
it is God who worketh in you, both to will and to do of 
his good pleaſure, Do all things without murmurings and 
diſputings; that ye may be blameleſs, and harmleſs; the ſons 
of God, without rebuke, in the midſt of a crooked and 
erſe nation; among whom ye ſhine as lights in the 
world: holding forth the word of life, that I may rejoice 
in the day of Chriſt, that I have not run in vain, nor 
laboured in vain. And if I ſhould be offered upon the 
facritice and ſervice of your faith, I ſhould be glad, and 
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rejoice with you all. For the ſame cauſe do ye alſo re- 
joice, and be glad with me. | | 

I truſt in the Lord Jeſus, to ſend Timothy ſhortly to 

du; that I may be of good comfort, when I know your 

ate For I have no man like-minded, who will natu- 
rally care for your ſtate ; becauſe all ſeek their own, not 
the things which are Jeſus Chriſt's, But ye know the 
proof of him, that. as a Son with the Father, he ſerved with 
me in the goſpel. Him therefore 1 hope to fend as foon as 
I ſhall fee how it will go with me, And I truſt that I 
alſo ſhall come myſelf ſhortly. 

Yet I thought it neceſſary to ſend to you, Epaphro- 
ditus, my brother, and companion in labour, and fellow 
ſoldier, but your meſleager, and he that miniſtred to my 
wants. For he longed after you all, and was in hcavineſs, 
becauſe ye had heard that he had been fick, Indeed he 
was ſick nigh unto death; but God had mercy on him: 
and not on him only, but on me alſo, that I might not have 
ſorrow upon ſorrow, I have ſent him therefore the more 
carefully, that when ye ſee him again, ye may rejoice, and 
that my ſorrow may be leſſened. Receive him therefore in 
the Lord, with all gladneſs, and hold ſuch in reputation, 
inaſmuch as for the work of Chriit he was nigh unto 
death; not regarding his life, to ſupply your lack of ſer- 
rice toward me, 
| III. 

FixALLy, my brethren, rejoice in the Lord, To write 
the ſame things to you, to me indeed is not grievous, but 
for you it 1s lafe. Beware of dogs, beware of evil-workers, 
beware of the conciſion. We are of the circumciſion, who 
worſhip God in the Spirit, and rejoice in Chriſt Jeſus, 
having no confidence in the fleſh. "Though I might have 
confidence in the fleſh; it any other man thinketh he hath 
whereof he might truſt in the fleſh, I more, being circum- 
ciſed the eighth day, of the ſtock of Iſrael, of the tribe of 
Benjamin, an Hebrew of the Hebrews, according to the 


law a phariſee, concerning zeal, perſecuting the church: 


and as to the righteouſneſs which is in the law, blameleſs. 
But what things which were pain to me, thoſe I have 
counted loſs for Chriſt. Yea, doubtleſs I count all things 
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but loſs, for the excellency of the knowledge of Chris 
Jeſus my Lord, for whom I have ſuffered the loſs of all 
things, and count them but dung, that I may win Chriſt: 
and be found in him, not having my own righteouſneſs, 
which 1s of the Jaw, but that which is through the faith of 
Chriſt, the righteouſneſs which is of God by faith. That I 
may know him, and the power of his reſurrection, and the 
fellow{hip of his ſufferings, being made conformable unto 
his death: if by any means I might attain to the reſurrec- 
tion of the dead. 

Not as though I had already attained, or were already 
perfect: but I follow after, that I may apprehend that ſor 
which I am apprehended of Chriſt Jeſus. Brethren, I 
count not myſelk to have apprehended, but this I do, for- 
getting thoſe things which are behind, and reaching forth to 
thoſe things which are before, I preſs toward the mark, for 
the prize of the high calling of God in Chriſt Jeſus: let 
us therefore, as many as be perfect, be thus minded: and 
if in any thing ye are of a different mind, God will reveal 
even this unto you. Nevertheleſs, whereto we have al- 
ready attained, let us walk by the ſame rule, let us mind 
the ſame thing. 

Brethren, be followers together of me, and mark them 
who walk fo, as ye have us for an example. For many 
walk, of whom I have told you often, and now tell you 
even weeping, that they are the enemies of the croſs of 
Chriſt ; whoſe end is deſtruction, whoſe god is their belly, 
and whoſe glory is in their ſhame, who mind earthly 
things. But our converſation is in heaven, from whence 
alſo we look for the Saviour, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt; 
who ſhall change our vile body, that it may be faſhioned 
like unto his glorious body, according to the working 
whereby he is able to ſubdue all things to himſelf,

Tnrarroxx, my brethren, dearly beloved and longed 
for, my joy and crown, ſo ſtand faſt in the Lord, my dearly 
beloved. 
I beſeech Euodias, and beſeech Syntiche that they be 
of the Tame mind in the Lord.

I rejoiced in the Lord greatly, that now at laſt your 
care ot me hath flouriſhed again; wherein ye were careful, 
but ye lacked opportunity. I ſpeak not in reſpe& to want, 
for I have learned in whatſoever (tate J am, therewith to 
be content. I know how to be abaſed, and I know how 
to abound. Every where, and in all things, I am inſtructed, 
both to be full and to be hungry, to abound, and to ſuffer 
need. I can do all things through Chriſt, which ſtrength- 
eneth me.

Salute every faint in Chriſt Jeſus: the 
brethren which are with me ſalute you. All the faints 
ſalute you, eſpecially thoſe who are of Cæſar's houſhould. .

Forbearing one another, and forgiving one 
another; if any man have a complaint againſt any; even as 
Chriſt forgave you, ſo alſo do ye. And above all theſe 
things put on charity, which is the bond of perfection. 
And let the peace of God rule in your hearts, to which alſo 
ye are called in one body; and be ye thankful, 

Let the word of Chriſt dwell in you richly in all wiſdom; 
teaching and admoniſhing one another in pſalms, and 
hymns, and ſpiritual ſongs ; ſinging with grace in your 
hearts to the Lord. Whatſoever ye do, in word or fs 
do all in the name of the Lord Jeſus; giving thanks to God

PAUL, and Sylvanus, and. Timothy, to the church of 
the Theffalonians, which is in God the Father, and 
in the Lord Jeſus Chriſt; grace be unto you, and peace 
from God our Father, and the Lord Jeſus Chriſt z 
We give thanks to God always for you all, making 
mention of you in our prayers; remembering without. 
ceaſing your work of faith, and labour of love, and pa- 

| tience of hope in our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, in the fight of 

| God our Father, knowing, brethren, beloved, your elꝭ ction 
of God, for our goſpel came not to you in word only, but 
alſo in power, and in the Holy Spirit, and in much affur-- 
ance as ye know what manner of men we were. among you 
for your ſake. 

And ye became followers of us, and of the Lord, havin 
received the word in much affliction, with joy of the Holy 
Ghoſt, ſo that ye were examples to all that believe in. Ma- 
cedonia and Achaia ; and from you ſounded out the word 
of the Lord, not only in Macedonia and Achaia, but in 
every place, your faith towards God is fpread abroad, ſo 
that we need not ſpeak of it. They themſelves ſhew con- 

; eerning us, what manner of entering in we had unto you, 
j and how ye turned to God from idols, to ſerve the living: 
p and true God; and to wait for his Son from heaven, whom 
k he raiſed from the dead, even Jefus who delivered us from 
the wrath to come. Ku 
Vr know, brethren, our entrance in unto you was not in 
vain. After we had ſuffered, and were ſhamefully intreated 
at Philippi, we were bold in our God, to ſpeak to you the 
oſpel of God in much contention, For our exhortation. 
was not of deceit, nor of uncleanneſs, nor in guile ; but as 


we were allowed of God to be iatrulted with the golpel, 
I DJ 
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ſo we ſpeak, not as pleaſing men, but God, who trieth our 
hearts. Neither at any time uſed we flattering words, as 

e know, nor a cloak of covetouſneſs, God is witneſs, 
Nor did we ſeek glory of men, neither from you, nor of 
others, when we might have been burthenſome, as the 
apoſtles of Chriſt, But we were gentle among you, even 
as a nurſe cheriſhes her children. 

Being affectionately deſirous of you, we were willing to 
have imparted to you, not only the goſpel of God, but alſo 
our own ſouls, becauſe ye were dear unto us. For ye re- 
member, brethren, our . and travail, how labouring 
night and day, becauſe we- would not be chargeable to any 
of you, we preached unto you the goſyel of God. Ye are 
our witneſſes, and God alſo, how holily, and juſtly, and 
unblameably we behaved ourſelves among you that believe z 
you know how we exhorted and comforted 1 one of 
you, as a father doth his children, and charged you to 
walk worthy of God, who hath called you unto his king- 
dom and glory. 

For this cauſe we thank God without ceaſing, in that 
when ye received the word of God which ye heard of us, 
ye received it not as the word of men, but as it is in truth, 
the word of God, which effectually worketh in you that 
believe. - Ye became followers of the churches of God 
which are in Chriſt Jeſus, in Judea ; having ſuffered the 
ſame things of your own countrymen, as they have of the 
Jews, who killed the Lord ſeſus, and their own prophets, 
and have perſecuted us; and while they pleaſe not God, 


are contrary to all men, forbidding us to ſpeak to the 


Gentiles, that they might be ſaved: thus wrath is come 
upon them to the uttermoſt. 

Now brethren, we, being taken from you for a ſhort 
time, as to our preſence, but not in heart, endeavoured the 
more abundantly to ſee your face, even with great deſire. 
We would have come to you, (even I Paul) once and 
again, but fatan hindered us; for what is our hope, or joy, 
or crown of ' rejoicing? are not even ye in the preſence of 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt at his coming, ye are our glory and 
15 f III. 
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WHEREFORB when we could no longer forbear, we 
thought it good to be left at Athens alone; and ſent Ti- 
mothy our brother, a miniſter of God, and our fellow- 
labourer in the goſpel of Chriſt, to eſtabliſh you and com- 
fort you concerning your faith, that no man might be 
moved by theſe afflictions, for evèn when we were with 


you, we told you before, that we ſhould ſuffer tribulation, 


which hath come to paſs, as ye know. 

When I could no longer forbear, I ſent to know your 
faith, fearing, leſt the tempter ſhould by ſome means have 
tempted you, and our labour be in vain. But when Ti- 
mothy came from you to us, and brought us good tidings 
of your faith and charity, and that ye have good remem- 
brance of us, deſiring greatly to ſee. us, as we are alſo, to 
ſee you. And this, brethren, hath comforted us in all our 
affliction and diſtreſs, even your faith; for now we live if 
ye ſtand faſt in the Lord. What thanks can we render :0 
God for you, in all the joy wherewith we rejoice for your 
ſakes before him: we pray night and day exceedingly, that 
we might ſee your faces, and might perfect that which is 
wanting in your faith, 

Now God our Father, and our Lord Jeſus Chriſt dire& 
our way to you; and the Lord make you to increaſe and 
abound in love one towards another, and towards all men, 
even as we do towards you, that your hearts may be eſtab- 
liſhed unblameable in holineſs before God, our Father, at 
the coming of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt with all his ſaints, ' 


IV. 


FURTHERMORE we beſeech you, brethren, and exhort 
you by the Lord Jeſus, that as ye have received of us how 
ye ought to walk, and to pleaſe God, ſo ye would abound 
more and more. For ye know what commandments we 
gave you, from the Lord Jeſus. This'is the will of God, 
even your ſanctification, that you ſhould abſtain from forni- 
eation, that every one of you ſhould know how to poſſeſs 
his veſſel in ſanctiſication and honour; not in the luſt of 
concupilcence, as the Gentiles who know not God: that

no man defraud his brother in any matter, becauſe the 
Lord is the avenger of all ſuck, as we allo have forewarned 
you, and teſtified, for God hath, not called us to unclean. 
neſs, but unto hohneſs; he then that delpeth, deſpifcih 
not man, but God, who hath given to us his holy Spirit. 

As concerning brotherly love, ye need not that I write 
to you, for ye yourſelves are taught of God to love one 
another, indeed ye do-it towards all the brethren in Mace. 
donia ; but we beſeech you, brethren, that ye increaſe more 
and more, and that ye ſtudy to be quiet, and to do your 
own buſineſs,* working with your own hands, as we com- 
manded you, that ye may walk honeſtly towards them that 
are without, and may not have want of any thing. 

But I would not have you be ignorant, brethren, con- 
cerning them who are alleep, that ye ſorrow not, even as 
others who have no hope. For if we believe that Jeſus 
died, and roſe again, even them, alſo who ſleep in Jeſus, 
God will bring with him; for this we ſay to you, by the 
word of the Lord, that we who are alive, and remain unto 
the coming of the Lord, ſhall not prevent thoſe who are 
aſleep, for the Lord himſelf will deſcend from heaven with 
a ſhout, with the voice of the arch-angel, and with the trump 
of God; and the dead in Chriſt ſhall riſe firſt : then we 
who are alive, and remain, ſhall be caught up together, with 
them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air, fo ſhall 
we be ever with the Lord; wherefore comfort one another 


with theſe words.

As to the times and ſeaſons, ye need not, brethren, that 
I write unto you. For ye yourſelves know perfectly that 
the day of the Lord cometh as a thief in the night. For 
when they ſhall ſay peace and ſafety, then ſudden deſtruc- 
tion cometh on them, as travail upon a woman with child ; 
and they ſhall not eſcape. But ye, brethren, are not in 
darkneſs, that this day foul overtake you as a thief. Y: 
are all children of the light, and children of the day; * 
are not of the night, nor of darkneſs. Therefore let uz 
not ſleep, as do others; but let us watch and be ſober. For 


Here the Apollle recommends induſtry. 8 
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they who ſleep, ſleep in the night, and they that be drunken 
are drunken in the night. But Jet us who are of the day 
be ſober ; putting on the breaſt- plate of faith and love, and 
for an helmet the hope of ſalvation. 

For God hath not appointed us to wrath ; but to obtain 
ſalvation by our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; who died for us, that 
whether we wake or fleep, we ſhould live together with 
him, Wherefore comfort yourſelyes together; and edify 
one another, even as ye do. | 

And we beſeech you, brethren, to know them who la- 
bour among you, and are over you in the Lord, and ad- 
moniſh you; and to eſteem them very highly in love for 
their work's ſake : and be at peace among yourſelves. 

We exhort you alſo, brethren, to warn them that are 
unruly, comfort the feeble-minded, ſupport the weak, be 
patient toward all men. Sce that none render evil for evil 
unto any man; but ever follow that which is good; both 
among yourſelves and to all men, Rejoice evermore z pray 
without ceaſing ; in every thing give thanks: for this is the 
will of Chriſt Jeſus concerning you, 

Quench not the ſpitit, deſpiſe not prophecyings; prove 
all things, hold faſt that which is good ; abitain from all 
appearance of evil. And the God „ himſelf ſanctify 
you wholly: and I pray God your fpirit, ſoul, and body 
may be preſeryed blameleſs unto the coming of our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, 

Faithful is he who hath called you, who will alſo do it, 
Brethren, pray for us ; greet all the brethren with a holy 
kiſs.

PAUL, and Silvanus, and Timothy, to the church of 
the Theſſalonians, which is in God our Father, and the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt: | 
Grace 
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Grace be to you, and peace from God our Father, and 
the Bord Jeſus Chriſt, We are bound to thank God al- 
ways for you, brethren, as it is meet, becauſe your faith 
increaſeth greatly; and the charity of every one of you to. 
wards each other aboundeth. So that we ourſelves glory 
in you, in the churches of God, for your patience and 
faith in all the perſecutions and tribulations which ye en- 
dure. Which is a manifeſt token of the righteous judgment 
of God; that ye may be counted worthy of the kingdom 
of God, for which ye alſo ſuffer. Seeing it is a righteous 
thing with God to recompenſe tribulation to them that 
trouble you; and to you who are troubled, reſt with us 
when the Lord Jeſus ſhall be revealed from heaven, with 
his mighty angels, in flaming fire, taking vengeance on 
them that know not God, and that obey not the goſpel of 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt; who ſhall be puniſhed with ever- 
laſting deſtruction from the prefence of the Lord, and from 
the glory of his } wane when he ſhall come to be glorified 
in his ſaints, and to be admired in all them that believe; 
becauſe our teſtimony among you was believed in that day.

Ap we beſeech you, brethren, by the coming of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and by our gathering together in him, 
that ye be not ſoon ſhaken in mind, or be troubled, neither 
by ſpirit, nor by word, nor by letter, as from us, as that 
the day of Chriſt is at hand. Let no man deceive you by 
any means; for that day will not come unleſs there come 
firit a falling away; and the man of fin be revealed, the 
ſon of perdition 3 who oppoſeth and exalteth himſelf above 
all that is called God, or that is worſhipped ; ſo that he 
as God ſitteth in the temple of God, ſhewing himſelf that 
he is God. | 

Remember ye not, that while I was with you I told 
we. you 
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ou theſe things ? and now ye know what withholdeth that 
. might be revealed in his time. For the myſtery of 
iniquity doth already work ; only he who now Jetteth will 
let, till he be taken out of the way. And then will that 
wicked one be revealed, whom the Lord ſhall conſume 
with the ſpirit of his mouth, and deſtroy with the bright- 
neſs of his coming; even him whoſe coming is after the 
working of ſatan, with all power, and ſigns, and lying 
wonders; and with all deceivableneſs of unrighteouſneſs, 
in them that periſh : becauſe they received not the love of 
the truth, that they might be ſaved. 

But we are bound to give thanks to God always for you 
brethren, beloved of the Lord, becauſe God hath choſen 
you from the beginning to ſalvation, throuph ſanctification 
of the ſpirit, and belief of the truth: to which he called 

ou by our goſpel, to the obtaining of the glory of our 

— Jeſus Chriſt. Therefore, brethren, ſtand faſt, and 
hold the traditions which ye have been taught, whether by 
word or our epiſtle. 

Now our Lord Jeſus Chriſt himſelf, and God our Father, 
who hath loved us, and hath given us everlaſting con- 
ſolation, and good hope through grace, comfort your 
hearts, and ſtabliſh you in every good word and work. 


IIT. 

Fix ALT, brethren, pray for us, that the word of the 
Lord may have free courſe, and be glorified, even as it is 
with you : and that we may be delivered from unreaſonable 
and wicked men; for all men have not faith. But the 
Lord is faithful, who will eſtabliſh you, and keep you from 


evil. And we have confidence in the Lord concerning 


you, that ye do, and will do, the things which we com- 
mand you. The Lord direct your hearts into the love of 
God, and into the patient waiting for Chriſt. 

Now we enjoin you, brethren, in the name of our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, that ye withdraw yourſelves from every bro- 
ther that walketh diſorderly, and not according to the tra- 
dition received of us. And ye yourſelves know how ye 
ought to follow us, for we behaved not ourſelves diforderly 


among you; neither did we eat any man's bread for nought; 


but 
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but wrought with labour and travail day and night, that 
we might not be chargeable to any of you; not becauſe we 
have not power, but becauſe we would make ourſelves an 
example to you, that. ye may follow us. For even when 
we were with you, this we ſaid to you, that if any one 
would not work, neither ſhould he eat. For we hear there 
are ſome among you who walk diſorderly, working not at 
all, but buſy bodies. Such as theſe we command and ex- 
hort by our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that with quietneſs they 
work, and eat their own bread. 

But ye, brethren, be not weary in wel! doing, And if 
any man obey not our word, by this epiſtle, note that man, 
and accompany not with him, that he may be aſhamed. 


Vet count him not as an enemy; but admoniſh him as a 
brother. 


Now the Lord of peace himſelf give you peace always, 
by all means: the Lord be with you all. The ſalutation 
of Paul with my own hand, which is the token in every 
epiſtle. So I write.

- PAUL, an apoſtle of Jeſus Chriſt, by the command- 
ment of God our Saviour, and of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
which is our hope, to Timothy, my own ſon in the faith: 

race, mercy and peace from God our Father, and Jeſus 

hriſt our Lord. "wb 

As I beſought thee to abide at Epheſus when I went 
into Macedonia, that thou mighteſt charge ſome to teach 
no other doctrine, nor to give heed to fables and endleſs 
genealogies, which occaſion queſtions, rather than tend to 
<difying in faith; ſo do. 


Now 
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Now the end of the commandment is charity, out of a 
ure heart, and of a good conſcience, and faith unfeigned: 
from which ſome having ſwerved, have turned aſide to vain 
jangling 3 deſiring to be teachers of the law, underſtanding 
neither what they ſay, nor whereof they affirm. But we 
know, that the Jaw is good, if a man uſeth it lawfully ; 
knowing this, that the law is not made for a righteous 
man, but for the lawleſs and diſobedient, for the ungodly, 
and for ſinners, for the unholy and profane, for murderers 
of fathers and mothers, for man- layers, for whore-mongers, 
for ſodomites, for men- ſtealers, for liers, for purged perſons, 
and any other thing which is contrary to — doctrine: 
according to the glorious goſpel of the bleſſed God, which 
is committed to my truſt. 

And I thank Chriſt Jeſus our Lord, who hath enabled 
me: for that he continued faithful, putting me into the 
miniſtry: who was before a blaſphemer, and a perſecutor, 
and injurious. But -I obtained mercy, becauſe I did it 


ignorantly, in unbelief. And the grace of our Lord was 


exceeding abundant, with faith and love in Chriſt Jeſus. 

This is a faithful ſaying, and worthy of all acceptation, 
that Chriſt Jeſus came into the world to ſave ſinners, of 
whom I am chief. But for this cauſe I obtained mercy, 
that in me firſt Jeſus Chriſt might ſhew forth all long-ſuf- 
fering; for a pattern to them who ſhould hereafter believe 
on him, to everlaſting life. Now unto the King eternal, 
immortal, inviſible, the only wife God, be honour, and 
glory, for ever and ever. Amen. 

This charge I commit unto thee, ſon Timothy, according 
to the prophefies which went before of thee, that thou 
mighteſt war a good warfare, Holding faith, and a good 
conſcience, which ſome having caſt away, concerning faith, 
have made ſhipwreck ; of whom are Hymeneus, and Alex- 
ander; whom I have delivered to ſatan, that they may 
learn not to blaſpheme. hy 


T exxoxT, therefore, that firſt of all, ſupplications, 
prayers, interceſſions, and giving of thanks, be made for all 
men: for kings, and all who are in authority, that we may 
lead a quiet and peaceable life in all godlineſs and — 

| or 


for this is good and acceptable in the ſight of God our 


Saviour: who will have all men to be ſaved, and to come 
to the knowledge of the truth. For there is one God, and 
one Mediator, between God and men, the Man Jeſus Chriſt: 
Who gave himſclt a ranſom for all, to be teſtified in due 
time; to which end I am made a preacher, and an apoſtle; 
I ſpeak the truth in Chriſt, and lie not, a teacher of the 
Gentiles in faith and truth. 
I will therefore that men pray every where, lifting up 
holy hands, without wrath and- doubting : in like manner 
that women adorn themſelves in modeſt apparel, with ſhame. 
facedneſs and ſobriety ; not with broidered hair, or gold, 
or pearls, or coſtly array; but which becometh women, 
rofeſſing godlineſs, with good works. Let the women 
6 = in lence with all ſubjection. I permit not a woman 
to teach, nor to uſurp authority over the man; but to be 
in ſilence. For Adam was firſt, formed, then Eve. And 
Adam was not deceived, but the woman being deceived, 
was in the tranſgreſhon. Vet ſhe ſhall be ſaved in child- 
bearing, if they continue in faith, love, and holineſs, with 
ſobriety. ,

Tais is a true ſaying, If a man deſire the office of 2 
*biſhop, ke deſireth a good work. A biſhop then mult be 
blameleſs, the huſband of one wife, vigilant, ſober, of good 
behaviour, given to; hoſpitality, apt to teach, not given to 
wine, no ſtriker, nor greedy of filthy lucre, but patient, not 

a brawler, not covetous, one that — Sr well his own houſe, 
having his children in ſubjection with all gravity. For if a 
man know not how to rule his own houſe, how ſhall he 
take care of the church of God? not a novice, leſt being 
— up with pride, he fall into the condemnation of the 
devil. 

Moreover, he muſt have a good report of them which 
are without, leſt he ſhould fall into reproach, and the ſnare 
of the devil. Likewiſe the * deacons muſt be grave, not 
double tongued, not given to much wine, not greedy of 


The word biſhop ſignifies him who hath the overſight of others; 
and deacon originally ſignifies ſervant, y 
5 filthy 
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fithy lacre, but ſuch as hold the myſtery of the faith in a 
pure conſcience. Let theſe allo firſt be proved, then let 
them uſe the office of a deacon, being found blamelefs ; even 
ſo muſt their wives be grave, not ſlanderers, ſober, faithful 
in all things. Let the deacons be the huſbands of one 
wife, ruling their children, and their own houſes well ; for 
they who have uſed the office of a deacon well, purchaſe to 
themſelves a good degree, and great boldneſs in the faith 
which is in Chriſt Jeſus, 

Theſe things I write unto thee, hoping to come to 
thee ſhortly ; but if I tarry long, that thou mayſt know 
how thou ſhouldſt behave thyſelf in the houſe of God, 
which is the church of the living God, the pillar and 
ground of the truth, and without queſtion, great is the 
myſtery of godlineſs! God was manifeſt in the fleſh, juſti- 
fied in the Spirit, ſeen of angels, preached to the Gentiles, 
believed on in the world, received up into glory.

| Now the Spirit ſpeaketh expreſsly that in the latter times 
ſome will depart from the faith, giving heed to ſeducing 
ſpirits, and doctrines of devils, ſpeaking lies in hypocriſy, 
having their conſcience ſeared with a hot iron, forbidding 
to marry, and commanding to abſtain from meats, which 
God bath created to be received with thankſgiving by thoſe 
who believe and know the truth; for every creature of God 
is good, and nothing to be refuſed, if it be received with 
thankigiving; for it is ſanctified by the word of God and 


er. 

9916 thou put the brethren in remembrance of theſe things, 
thou ſhalt be a good miniſter of Jeſus Chriſt, nouriſhed up 
in the words of faith, and of good doctrine, to which thou 
haſt attained : but refuſe 1 and old women's fables, 
exerciſing thyſelf rather unto godlineſs, for bodily exerciſe 
profiteth little, but godlineſs 1s profitable unto all things, 
having promiſe of the life that now is, and of that which is 
to come. This is a faithful ſaying, and worthy of all ac- 
ceptation; for therefore we both lahour and ſuffer reproach, 
becauſe we truſt in the living God, who is the Saviour of 
all men, eſpecially of thoſe that believe, |

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. Theſe things command and teach: let no man deſpiſe 
thy youth ; but be thou an example of the believers, in 


Word, in converſation, in charity, in ſpirit, in faith, in pu. 
rity. Till I come give attendance to reading, to-exhorta. 
tion, to doctrine; neglect not the gift which is in thee, and 
which was given thee by prophecy, with the laying on of 


the hands of the * preſbytery. Meditate on thele things ; 
give thyſelf wholly to them, that thy profiting may appcar 
to all, 

Take heed to thyſelf, and to thy doctrine, continue in 
them; for in ſo doing thou ſhalt both ſave thyſelf, and them 
that hear thee, | 

Rebuke not an elder, but intreat him as a father, and 
the younger men as brethren, the elder women as mothers, 
the younger as filters, with all purity. Honour widows 
that are widows indeed, but if any widow has children or 
nephews, let them learn firſt to ſhew piety at home, and to 
_— their parents, for this is good, and acceptable before 

od. 

Now ſhe that is a widow indeed, and deſolate, truſteth 
in God, and continueth in ſupplications and prayers, night 
and day; but ſhe that liveth in pleaſure is dead while {he 
lireth; © theſe things give in charge, that they may be 
blameleſs; but if any one provide not for his own, and 
eſpecially for thoſe of his own houſe, he hath denied the 
faith, and is worſe than an infidel. 

Let not a widow be taken into the number under three- 
ſcore years old, having been the wife of one man; well re- 
ported of for good works, if ſhe hath brought up children, 
and lodged ſtrangers, if ſhe hath waſhed the ſaints feet, and 
relieved the afflicted, and followed diligently every good 
work; but the younger widows refule ; Ne when they wax 
wanton againſt Chriſt, they will marry, having condem- 
nation, becauſe they have caſt off their firſt faith. Withal 
they learn to be idle, wandering about from houſe to houſe, 
and not only idle, but tatlers alſo, and buſy bodies, ſpeak- 
ing things which they ought not. 


* Under the name of Preſbytery may be included miniſters and 
Let 


elders, The word Preſbyter means an elder, 
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Let the elders who rule well, be counted worthy of 
double honour, eſpecially they who labour in the_word 
and doctrine. For the ſcripture faith, Thou ſhalt not 
muzzle the ox that treadeth out the corn; and the la- 
bourer is worthy of his reward. Againſt an elder receive 
not an accuſation, unleſs before two or three witneſſes. 
Them that ſin rebuke before all, that others alſo may fear. 

I charge thee before God, and the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
and the ele& angels, that thou obſerve theſe things, without 
referring one before another, doing nothing by partiality. 
bt hands ſuddenly on no man, neither be partaker of 
other men's fins; keep thyſelf chaſte. Drink no longer 
water, but uſe a little wine, for thy ſtomach's fake, and 
thy frequent infirmities. Some men's fins are open before 
hand, going before to judgment ; but of ſome they follow 
after, Likewiſe the good works of ſome are manifelt be- 
fore hand, and thoſe that are otherwiſe cannot be hid,

Ler as many ſervants as are under the yoke, count their 
maſters worthy of all honour : that the name of God, and 
his doctrine be not blaſphemed ; and they who have be- 
lieving maſters, let them not deſpiſe them, becauſe they are 
brethren; but rather do them ſervice, becauſe they are 
faithful and beloved, partakers of the benefit. 

Theſe things teach and exhort. If any man teach 
otherwiſe, and conſent not to wholeſome words, even the 
words of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and to the doctrine which 
is according to godlineſs, he is proud, knowing nothing, 
but is taken up with diſputes and queſtions, and ſtrifes of 
words; whereof cometh envy, {trife, railings, evil ſur- 
miſings, perverſe diſputings of men of corrupt minds, and 
deſtitute of the truth, 8 2 ſuppoſe that gain is godlineſs; 
from ſuch withdraw thyſelf : but godlineſs with content- 
ment is great gain, for we brought nothing into this world, 
and it is certain we can carry nothing out. Having there- 
fore food and raiment, let us be therewith content ; but 
they that will. be rich fall into temptation, and a ſnare, and 
into many fooliſh and hurtful luſts, which drown men in 
deſtruction and ET For the loye of money is the 
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root of all evil, which while ſome coveted after, they have 
erred from the faith, and pierced themſelves through with 
many ſorrows. | 

But thou, O Man of God, flee theſe things; and follow 
after righteouſneſs, godlineſs, faith, love, patience, meekncſs, 
Fight the good fight of faith, lay hold on eternal life, to 
which alſo thou art called, and haſt profeſſed a good pro- 
feſhon before many witneſſes. 

I give thee charge in the ſight of God, who quickeneth 
all things; and before Chriſt jeſus, who witneſſed a good 
confeſſion before Pontius Pilate 3 that thou keep this com- 
mandment without ſpot, unrebukable until the appearing of 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt : which in his times he will ſhew 
who is the bleſſed and only Potentate, the King of kings, 
and Lord of lords; who only hath immortality, dwelling 
in the light which no man can approach; unto whom no 
man hath ſeen, nor can ſee; to whom be honour and 
power everlaſting. Amen, 

Charge them that are rich in this world, that they be not 
high minded, nor truſt in uncertain riches ; but in the living 
God, who giveth us richly all things to enjoy: that 
they do good, and be rich in good works, ready to diſ- 
tribute, willing to communicate ; laying up in ftore for 
themſelves a good foundation againſt the time to come, that 
they may lay hold on eternal lite, 

© Timothy, keep that which is committed to thy truſt, 
avoiding profane and vain bablings, and oppoſitions of 
ſcience, falſely ſo called: which ſome profeſſing have 
erred concerning the faith.

PAUL, an apoſtle of Jeſus Chriſt, by the will of God, 
according to the promiſe of life, which is in Chriſt Jeſus, 
| to 
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to Timothy my dearly beloved ſon, grace, mercy, and peace 
from God the Father, and Chriſt Jeſus our Lord, ' 

I thank God, whom I ſerve, from my forefathers, with 
a pure conſcience, that I have remembrance of thee in my 
prayers night and day; greatly deſiring to ſee thee ; being 


mindful of thy tears, that I may be filled with joy. When 


I call to remembrance the unfeigned faith that is in thee, 
which dwelt firſt in thy grandmother Lois, and thy mother 
Eunice; and am perſuaded in thee alſo. Wherefore Iput thee 
in mind that thou ſtir up the gift of God which is in thee, by 
the putting on of my hands: for God hath not given us the 
ſpirit of tear, but of power, of love, and of a ſound mind. 

Be not thou therefore aſhamed of the teſtimony of our 
Lord; nor of me his priſoner ; but be partaker of the af- 
flictions of the goſpel, according to the power of God; 
who hath ſaved us, and called us with a holy calling; not 
according to our works, but according to his own purpoſe 
and grace; which was given us in Chriſt Jeſus, —— the 
world began; and now is made manifeſt by the appearing 
of our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt; who hath deſtroyed death, and 
hath brought life and immortality to light, through the 
goſpel: to which I am appointed a preacher and an apoſtle, 
and a teacher of the Gentiles : for which cauſe I alſo ſuffer 
theſe things; but I am not aſhamed, for I know whom I 
have believed, and I am perſuaded that he is able to keep 
that which I have committed to him againſt that day. 

Hold faſt the form of ſound words, which thou haſt heard 
of me, in faith and love which is in Chriſt Jeſus, That 
—_ thing which was committed unto thee, keep by the 

oly Ghoſt, which dwelleth in us. Thou knoweſt that 
all thoſe of Aſia, be turned away from me; of whom are 
Phygellus, and Hermogenes. The Lord give mercy unto 
the houſe of Oneſiphorus, for he often refreſhed me, and 
was not aſhamed of my chain; but when he was in Rome, 
be ſought me out carefully, and found me. The Lord 

rant to him, that he may find mercy from the Lord in that 

> in how many things he — to me at Epheſus, 
thou alſo knoweſt well. * 

Thou therefore my ſon, be ſtrong in the grace which is 
in Chriſt Jeſus, and the things thou haſt heard of me, by 
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many witneſſes, the ſame commit thou to faithft men, who 
ſhall be able to teach others. Endure hardineſs as a good 
ſoldier” of Jeſus Chriſt : no man that warreth, entangleth 
 hinifelf with the affairs of this life, that he may pleaſe him 
who hath choſen him to be a ſoldier, If a man ftrive for 
maſtery, he is not crowned except he ſtrive lawfully, The 
huſbandman that laboureth, muſt be firſt partaker of the 
fruit. . 

Conſider what J ſay, and the Lord give thee underſtand- 
ing in all things. Remember that Jeſus Chriſt, of the of. 
ſpring of David, was raiſed from the dead, according to my 
goſpel; wherein I ſuffer trouble as an evil doer, even unto 
bonds: but the word of God is not bound. Therefore 1 
- endure all things for the elects ſake, that they may alſo ob. 
tain the ſalvation. which is in Chriſt Jeſus, with eternal 
glory. It is a faithful ſaying, For if we be dead with him, 
we ſhall alſo live with him: if we ſuffer with him, we ſhall 
allo reign with him: if we deny him, he will alſo deny us : 
if we believe not, yet he abideth faithful, he cannot deny 
himſelf. | 

Of theſe things put them in remembrance, charging them 
before the Lord, that they ſtrive not about words, to no 
profit, but to the ſubverting of the heavens. Study to ſhew 
thyſelf approved unto God, a workman that needeth not to 
be aſhamed, rightly dividing the word of truth. Shun 
profane and vain babling, for they will increaſe unto more 
ungodlineſs, and their word will eat, as doth a canker ; of 
whom is Hymeneus and Philetus : who have erred concern- 
ing the truth, faying, The reſurrection is paſt already; and 
overthrow the faith of ſome. Nevertheleſs, the foundation 
of God ſtandeth ſure, having this ſeal, the Lord knoweth 
them that are his: and let every one who * nameth the name 
of Chriſt, depart from iniquity. | 
Now in a great houſe there are not only veſſels of gold 
and filver, but alſo of wood and of earth ; ſome to honour- 
able and ſome to difhonourable uſes. If a man therefore, 
cleanſe himſelf from theſe things, he ſhall be a veſſel unto 
honour, ſanctiſied, and meet for the maſter's uſe, and pre- 
pared unto every good work. | 

* That is, profeſſeth the Chriſtian religion. = 
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_ Flee alſo+youthful luſts, but follow righteouſneſs, faith, 
charity, peace, with them who call on the Lord out of a 
pure heart. Fooliſh and unlearned queſtions avoid, know - 
ing that they gender ſtrifes. The ſervant of the Lord muſt 
not ſtrive, but be gentle unto all men; apt to teach, patient, 
in meekneſs inſtructing thoſe that a themſelves, to ſee 
if God will give them repentance to the acknowledgment of 
the truth; and that they may be recovered out of the ſnare 
of the devil, who are taken captive by him at his will. 
III. 

Tuis know, that in the laſt days, perilous times will 
come; for men will be lovers of themſelves, covetous, 
boaſters, proud, blaſphemers, diſobedient to parents, un- 
thankful, unholy, without natural affection, truce breakers, _ 
falſe accuſers, incontinent, fierce, deſpiſeis of thoſe that are 
good, traitors, heady, high-minded, lovers of pleaſure more 
than lovers of God, having a form of Godlineſs, but de- 
nying the power of it: from ſuch turn away, for of this 
ſort are they who creep into houſes, and lead captive filly 
women, laden with fins, led away with dwers luſts; ever 
learning, and never able to come to the knowledge of the 
truth. Now as Jannes and Jambres withſtood Moſes, ſo 
| do theſe alſo reſiſt the truth; men of corrupt minds, repro- 
bate concerning the faith. But they ſhall proceed no fur- 
ther, for their folly ſhall be manifeſt unto all, as theirs alſo 
Was. | 

But thou haſt fully known my dodtrine, manner of life, 
purpoſe, faith, long-ſuffering, charity, patience, perſecu- 
tions, afflictions which came to me at Antioch, at Iconium, 
and Lyſtra, what perſecutions I endured, and how the 
Lord delivered me out of them all. Yea and all who will 
live Godly in Chriſt Jeſus, ſhall ſuffer perſecution. Evil 
men and ſeducers will wax worſe and worſe, deceiving and 
being deceived : but continue thou in the things which thou 
haſt learned and been aſſured of, knowing of whom thou 
haſt learned them; and that from a child thou haſt known 
the holy ſcriptures, which are able to make thee wiſe unto 
ſalvation, through faith which is in Chriſt. All ſcripture 
is given by inſpiration of God, and is profitable for doctrine, 
for reproof, for correction, for inſtruction in righteouſneſs: 
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that the Man of God may be perfect, througlily furniſhed 
unto all good works. g 
i | V. 


I CHARGE thee before God, and the Lord Jeſus Chrift, 
who ſhall judge the quick and the dead at his appearing, 
and his kingdom, preach the word, be inſtant in ſeaſon, 
out of ſeaſon, reprove, rebuke, exhort, with all long. ſuffer- 
ing and doctrine. For the time will come when they will 
not endure ſound doctrine; but, after their own dcfires, 
they will heap up teachers to themſelves, having itching ears, 
and wil turn away their ears from hearing the truth, and 
be turned into fables. But watch thou in all things, endure 
afflictions, do the work of the evangeliſt, make full proof of 
the miniſtry ; for I am now ready to be offered up, and the 
time of my departure is at hand. I have fought a good 
Hight, I have finiſhed my courſe, T have kept the faith, 

enceforth there is laid up for me a crown of righteouſneſs, 
which the Lord, the righteous judge, ſhall give me at that 
day; and not to me only, but unto all them likewiſe that 
love his appeartag, | 

Do thy diligence, to come to me ſhortly ; for Demas 
has forſaken me, having loved this preſent world, and is 
departed to Theſſalonica; Creſcenis to Galatia ; Titus 
to Dalmatia; only Luke is with me. Take Mark and 
bring him with thee, for he is profitable to me in the 
miniſtry, Tychicus I have ſent to Epheſus. When thou 
comeſt, bring with thee the cloak which I left at Troas, 
with Carpus, and the books, but eſpecially the parchments, 
Alexander the copper-fmith, did me much evil; of whom 
be thou aware, for he hath. greatly withſtood our words. 
At my firſt anſwer no man ſtood with me; but all forſook 
me; (I pray God that it may not be laid to their charge). 
But the Lord ſtood with me, and ſtrengthened me, that by 
me the preaching might be fully known, and that all the 
Gentiles might hear; and I was delivered out of the mouth 
of the lion: and the Lord will deliver me from every evil 
work, and preſerve me unto his heavenly kingdom: to whom 
be glory for ever. Amen.

THE EPISTLE OF PAUL 
TO TITUS. 


| 4 
PAUL, a ſervant of God, and an apoſtle of Jeſus Chriſt, 
according to the faith of God's elect, and the acknowledg- 
ment of truth, which is after godlineſs: in the hope of 
eternal life, which God, who cannot lie, promiſed before 
the world began, and hath in due time manifeſted his word 
through the preaching which is committed unto me, accord- 
ing to the commandment of God our Saviour: to Titus, 
mine own ſon after the common faith, grace, mercy, and 
peace, from God the Father, and the Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
our Saviour, For this cauſe I left thee in Crete, that thou 
ſhouldeſt ſet in order the things that are wanting, and 
appoint elders in every city as I directed thee. If any be 
blameleſs, the huſband of one wife, having faithful children, 
not-accuſed of riot, or unruly ; for a biſhop mult be blame- 
leſs as the ſteward of God: not ſelf- willing, not ſoon angry, 
not given to wine, no {triker, nor given to filthy lucre 
but a lover of hoſpitality, a lover of mo men, ſober, juſt, 
holy, temperate ; holding faſt the faithful word, as he 
hath been taught, that he may be able, by ſound doctrine, 
bath to exhort and convince the gainſayers. A 
For there are many unruly and vain talkers and de- 
c2ivers, eſpecially thoſe of the circumcifion, whoſe mouths 
ſhould be ſtopped ; who ſubvert whole families, teaching 
things which they ought not, for the fake of filthy gain. 
One of them, a prophet of their own, ſaid, The Cretians 
are always liars, vil beaſts, ſlow belles. This teſtimony 
is true; wherefore rebuke them ſharply, that they may be 
ſound in the faith; not giving heed to Jewiſh fables, and 
commandments of men who turn from the truth. 
8 5 Unto 
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_ Unto the pure all things are pure; but to them that are 
deſiled, and unbelieving, nothing is pure; but even their 
mind and conſcience is defiled. They profeſs that they 
know God; but in works they deny him, being abominable 
and diſobedient, and to every good work reprobate. 


| 5 
Bur ſpeak thou the things which become ſound doc- 
trine; that the aged men be ſober, grave, temperate, ſound 
in faith, in charity, in patience. The aged women likewiſe, 
that they be in behaviour as becometh holineſs, not falſe 
accuſers, not given to much wine, teachers of good things. 
That they may teach the young women to be ſober, to love 
their huſbands, to love their children, to be diſcreet, 
chaſte, keepers at home, good, obedient to their huſbands, 
that the word of God may not be ſpoken evil of, Young 
men likewiſe exhort to be ſober- minded; in all things 
ſhewing thyſelf a pattern of good works: in doctrine un- 
corrupted, in integrity, gravity, ſincerity, ſound ſpeech, 
Which cannot be condemned, that ſo he who is of a con- 
trary part may be aſhamed, having no evil thing to fay of 
you; exhort ſervants to be obedient to their maſters, and to 

eaſe them well in all things, not anſwering again; not 
purloining, bat ſhewing all good fidelity, that they may adorn 
the doctrine of God our Saviour. For the grace of God 
which bringeth ſalvation, hath appeared to all men; teach- 
ing us that denying ungodlineſs and worldly luſts, we 
ſhould live ſoberly, righteouſly, and godly, in this preſent 
world; looking io that bleſſed hope, and the glorious ap- 
pearing of the great God, and our Saviour Jeſus Chritd, 
who gave himſclt for us, that he might redeem us from all 
iniquity, and purify unto himſelf a peculiar people, zealous 
of good works. 4 

Theſe things ſpeak and exhort, alſo rebuke, with all 
authority. Let no man deſpiſe thee, ' | 


| III. 
Pur them in mind to be ſubject to principalities and 
powers, to obey magiſtrates, to be ready to every good 


work : to ſpeak evil of no man, to be no brawlers, but 
F . gentle, 
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gentle, ſhewing all meekneſs unto all men: for we ourſelves 
were ſometimes fooliſh, diſobedient, and deceived, ſerving 
divers luſts and pleaſures, living 1n malice, and envy, hate- 
ful, and hating one another. But after that the kindneſs 
and love of God our Saviour towards man appeared, not 
by works of righteouſneſs which we have done, but accords 
ing to his mercy : he ſaved us by the waſhing of regenera- 
tion and renewing of the Holy Spirit, which he ſhed on us 
abundantly through Jeſus Chriſt our Saviour; that being 
juſtified by his grace we ſhould be made heirs, according to 
the hope of eternal life, This is a faithful ſaying, and 
theſe things I would have the affirm conſtantly, that they 
who have believed in God might be careful to maintain 
good works. | 

This is good and profitable to men, but avoid fooliſh 
queſtions, and gencalogies, and contentions, and ſtrivings 
about the law, for they are unprofitable and vain, A man 
who is a * heretic, after the firſt and ſecond admonition, 
reject: knowing that ſuch a one, is turned away, and ſin- 
neth, being alſo condemned in himſelf, 

All that are with me ſalute thee, ſalute them that love 
us in the faith. Grace be with you all, Amen.

I would have retained him 
with me, that in thy ſtead he might have miniſtred unto 
me in the bonds of the goſpel; but I would do nothing 
without thy conſent: that thy benefit ſhould not be as of 
neceſſity, but willingly ; for perhaps he departed for a ſea- 
fon, that thou ſhouldeſt receive him for ever: not now as a 
ſervant, but above a ſervant: a brother beloved, eſpecially 
to me, and how much more to thee, both in the fleſh, and 
in the Lord? If thou count me therefore a partner, re- 
ceive him as myſelf, If he hath wronged thee, or oweth 
thee ought, put that on mine account. I Paul have written 
it with mine own hand, I will repay it: albeit I do not ſay 
to thee how thou oweſt to me even thine ownſelf. Yea, my 
brother, let me have joy of thee in the Lord, refreſh my 
bowels in the Lord. 

Having confidence in thy obedience, I have written to 
thee ; knowing that thou wilt do more than I ſay. Prepare 
me alſo a lodging, for I truſt that through your prayers !

GOD, who at ſundry times, and in divers wanners, 
ſpake in time paſt to the fathers by the prophets, hath in 
theſe laſt days ſpoken to us by his Son, whom he hath ap- 
pointed heir of all things; by whom alſo he made the 
worlds: who being the brightneſs of his glory, and the 
expreſs image of his perſon; and upholding all things by 
the word of his power; when he had by himſelf purged 
our ſins, ſat down on the right hand of the Majeſty on high: 
being exalted as much above the angels, as he hath by in- 
heritance obtained a more excellent name than they. For 
unto which of the angels hath God faid at any time, 'Thou 
art my Son, this day have I begtton thee? and again, I 
will be to him a Father, and he ſhall be to me a Son? and 
again, when he bringeth in the fir{t-begotten into the world, 
he faith, Let all the angels of God worſhip him. And of 
the angels he ſaith, Who maketh his angels ſpirits, and his 
miniiters a flame of fire, But unto the Son he faith, 'Thy 
throne, O God, is for ever and ever; a ſcepter of righteouſ- 
neſs is the ſcepter of thy kingdom: thou haſt loved righte- 
ouſneſs and hated iniquity, therefore God, even thy God, 
2 anointed thee with the oil of gladneſs above thy fel- 

WS. 

And thou, Lord, in the beginning, haſt Jaid the foun- 
dation of the earth; and the heavens are the works of thy 
hands. 'They ſhall periſh, but thou remaineſt: and they. 
will all wax old like a garment; and as a veſture ſhalt thou 
fold them up, and they ſhall be changed; but thou art the 
ſame, and thy years ſhall not fail. 

Now to which of the angels hath he ſaid at any time, Sit 
on my right hand until I make thine enemies thy footſtool ? 
are they not all oy ſpirits, ſent forth to miniſter for 


them who ſhall be heirs of ſalvation ?

II. 

THzrzroRE we ought to give the more earneſt heed 
to the things which we have heard, leſt at any time we 
ſhould let them flip: for if the word ſpoken by angels was 
ſtedfaſt, and every tranſgreſſion and diſobedience. received a 
Juſt recompence of reward, how ſhall we eſcape if we neg- 
ect ſo great ſalvation? which at the firſt was ſpoken by 
the Lord, and hath been confirmed unto us by them who 
heard him: God alſo bearing them witneſs, with ſigns and 
wonders, and with divers miracles and gifts of the Holy 
Ghoſt, according to his will: for unto the angels God hath 
not put in ſubjection the world to come, whercof we fpeak. 

But one teſtified, in a certain place, ſaying, What is 
man that thou art mindful of him, or the Son of Maa that 
thou viſiteſt him? thou madeſt him a little lower than the 
angels, and crownedſt him with glory and honour, and 
didſt ſet him over the works of thy hands. Thou haſt put 
all things in ſubjection under his feet. For in that he put 
all in fabjection under him, he left nothing that is not put 
under him. But now we ſee not yet all things put under 
him. But we fee Jeſus, who was made a little lower than 
the angels, for the ſuffering of death, crowned with glory 
and honour; that he by the grace of God ſhould taſte death 
for every man. For it became him, for whom are all 
things, and by whom are all things, in bringing many ſons 
unto glory, to make the captain of their ſalvation perfect 
through ſufferings. 

Now, he that ſanctifieth, and they who are ſanctiſied, are 
all of one; for which cauſe he is not afhamed to call them 
- brethren; ſaying, I will declare thy name to my brethren, 
in the midſt of the congregation I will ſing praiſe unto thee. 
Again he ſaith, I will put my truſt in him: and again, Be- 
hold I, and the children which God hath given me. Foraſ- 
much then as the children are partakers of fleſh and blood, 
he alſo himſelf took part of the ſame; that by death he 
might deſtroy him who bad the power of death, that is, the 
devil: and deliver them whe through fear of death were 
all their life time ſubject to bondage, For verily he took 
not on him the nature of angels: but of thoſe who are the 
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offspring of Abraham. Wherefore it behoved him to be 
made like to his brethren, in all things, that he might be a 
merciful and faithful high prieſt in things pertaining to God, 
to make reconciliation for the fins of the people: for in that. 
he himſelf hath ſuffered, being tempted, he is able to ſuc- 
cour them that are tempted, - 


III. 

WHEREFORE holy brethren, partakers of the heavenly 
calling, conſider the apoſtle and high prieſt of our profeſſion, 
Chriſt Jefus ; who was faithful to him that appointed him, 
as Moſes was alſo faithful in all his houſe. For he was 
counted worthy of more glory than Moſes, inaſmuch as he 
who builded the houſe hath more honour than the houſe : 
for every houſe is builded by ſome man; but he that built all 
things, is God. Moſes indeed was faithful in all his houſe, 
28 n for a teſtimony of things to be ſpoken hereafter. 
But Chriſt, as a {on over his own houſe, whoſe houſe are 
we, if we hold faſt the confidence, and rejoicing of the 
hope firm unto the end. 

Wherefore, as the Holy Ghoſt faith, To-day if ye will 
hear his voice, harden not your hearts, as in the provocation, 
in the day of temptation in the wilderneſs; when your 
fathers tempted me, and proved me, and ſaw my works: 
forty years I was grieved with that generation, and ſaid, 
They always err in their hearts, and have not known my 
ways: ſo I ſwear in my diſpleaſure, They ſhall not enter 
into my reſt, 

Take heed, brethren, leſt there be in any of you an evil 
heart of unbelief, in departing from the Living God ; but 
exhort one another daily, while it is called to-day, left any 
of you be hardened through the deceitfulneſs of fin; for 
we are made partakers of Chriſt, if we hold the beginning 
of our confidence ſtedfaſt to the end: while it is faid, To- 
day if ye will hear his voice, harden not your hearts, as in 
the provocation. For ſome when they had heard, provoked 
God; howbeit, not all who came out of Egypt by Moſes, 
But with whom was he diſpleaſed forty years? was it not 
with them that had finned, whoſe carcaſes fell in the wil. 
derneſs? and to whom ſwear he that they ſhould not enter 
int 
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into his reſt, but to them who believed not? ſo we ſee, 
they could not enter in, becauſe of unbelief. 


| IV. ' 

Ler us therefore fear, leſt a promiſe being left of enter. 
ing into his reſt, any of you ſhould come ſhort of it : for 
unto us was the goſpel preached, as well as unto them; but 
the word preached did not profit them, not being mixed 
with faith in them that heard it. There remaineth a reſt to 
the people of God, into which let us labour to enter, leſt 
any man fall after the ſame example of unbelief : for the 
word of God is quick and powerful, ſharper than any two- 
edged ſword, piercing, even to the dividing aſunder of ſoul 
and ſpirit, and of the joints and marrow, and is a diſcerner 
of the thoughts and intents of the heart, Neither is there 
any creature that is not manifeſt in his fight ;z but all things 
are naked, and opened to the eyes of him with whom we have 
to do. | 
Seeing then that we have a great high-prieſt, who is paſſed 
into the heavens, Jeſus the Son of God, let us hold faſt our 
profeſſion ;; for we have not an high-prieſt which cannot be 
touched with the feeling of our infirmities; but was in all 
points tempted like as we are, yet without fin, Let us 
therefore come with boldneſs unto the throne of grace, that 
we may obtain mercy, and find grace to help in time of 
need. | þ 


For every high prieſt taken from among men, is appointed 
for men in things pertaining to God; who > have com- 
paſſion on the ignorant, and on them that are out of the 
way, for that he himſelf alſo is compaſſed with infirmity. 
And no man taketh this honour to himſelf, but he that is 
called of God, as was Aaron. $0 alſo, Chriſt glorified not 
himſelf to be made a high prieſt, but he that Faid to him, 
Thou art my Son, this day have I begotten thee : as he faith 
alſo in another place, Thou art a prieſt for ever, after the 
order of Melchiſedec: who in the days of his fleſh, when 
be offered up prayers and ſupplications, with ſtrong crying 
and tears unto him that was able to fave him from death; he 
was heard, in that he feared, Though he was a ſon, * 
* ; c 
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he learned obedience by the things which he ſuffered ; and 
being made 3 he became the author of eternal ſalva- 
tion, unto all them that obey him; called of God an high- 
prieſt after the order of Melchiſedec: concerning whom we 
have many things to ſay, which are hard to be uttered, ſeeing 
that ye ate dull of hearing. For when for the time ye 
ought to be teachers, ye have need that one teach you again, 
which be the firſt principles of the oracles of God, and are 
become ſuch as have need of milk, and not of ſtrong meat: 
for he that uſeth milk is unſſcilful in the word of righteouſ- 
neſs, for he is a babe: but ſtrong meat is for thoſe who are 
of full age, who by reaſon of uſe have their ſenſes exerciſed 
to diſcern both of good and evil. 


VI. 

THrreFORE, leaving the principles of the doctrine of 
Chriſt, let us go on to perfection, not laying again the foun- 
dation of repentance from dead works, and of faith towards 
God. The earth which drinketh in the rain that cometh 
often upon it, and bringeth forth herbs fit for them by whom 
it is dreſſed, receiveth bleſhng from God: but that which 


produceth thorns and briers, is rejected, and is nigh unto 


curſing, whoſe end is to be burned. 

But beloved, we are perſuaded better things of you, and 
things which accompany ſalvation, though we thus ſpeak. 
For God is not unrighteous, to forget your work and la» 
bour of love, which ye have ſhewn towards his name; in 
that ye have miniſtered to the ſaints, and do miniſter z 
and we deſire that every one of you may ſhew the ſame 
diligence, to the full aſſurance of hope unto the end. That 
ye be not ſlothful, but followers of them, who through 
faith and patience inherit the promiſes, 

For when God made promiſe to Abraham, he ſware 
by himſelf, becauſe he could ſwear by no greater, ſaying, 
Surely, bleſſing I will bleſs thee, and multiplying, [ will 
multiply thee. So after Abraham had pariently endured, 
he obtained the promiſe ;z wherein God being willing to 
ſhew the immutability of his counſel, God interpoſed with 
an oath, that we who have fled for refuge to lay hold on 
the hope ſet. before us, might have a ſtrong an. 8 

whic 
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which hope we have as an anchor of the ſoul, both ſure 
and ſtedfaſt, and which entereth into that within the vil 
whither the forerunner for us is entered, Jeſus, ,made an 


high prieſt for ever after the order of Melchiſedec.

For [Chriſt] becauſe he continueth for ever, hath an 
unchangeable prieſthood : wherefore he is able alſo to ſave 
them to the uttermoſt, that come unto God by him: {ce. 
ing he ever liveth to make interceſhon for them. For ſuch 
an high 3 became us, who is holy, harmleſs, undef led, 
ſeparate from ſinners, and made higher than the heavens. 


VIII. 

Now of the things which we have ſpoken this is the 
ſum: we have ſuch an high prieſt, who is ſet on the right 
hand of the throne of the Majeſty in the heavens : a mini- 
ſter of the ſanctuary, and of the true tabernacle, which the 
Lord pitched, and not man. For every high prieſt is ap- 

inted to offer gifts and ſacrifices ; wherefore it is of ne- 
ceſſity that this man have ſomewhat to offer: for if he 
were on earth he ſhould not be a prieſt, ſeeing there are 
prieſts who offer gifts according to the law, ſerving to the 
example and ſhadow of heavenly things, as Moſes was ad- 
azo ed of God when he was about to make the taber- 
nacle. 

But now he hath obtained a more excellent miniſtry, 
by how much alſo he is the Mediator of a better covenent, 
which is eſtabliſhed on better promiſes : for if the firſt cove- 
nant had been faultleſs, then no place ſhould have been 
ſought for the ſecond. For, finding fault with them, he 
ſaith, Behold the days come, faith the Lord, When I will 
make a new covenant with the houſe of Iſrael, and with 
the houſe of Judah: not according to the covenant which 
I made with their fathers, in the day when I took them 
by the hand to lead them out of the land of Egypt; but 


this is the covenant which I will make with the. houſe of 


Iſrael after thoſe days, faith the Lord, I will put my laws 
into their mind, and write them in their hearts; and I 


will be to them a God, and they ſhall be to me a pore 
; | , n 
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And they ſhall not teach every man his neighbour, and 
every man his brother, ſaying, Know the Lord; for all 
ſhall know me, from the leaſt to the greateſt : for I will 
he merciful to their unrighteouſneſs, and their fins and 
their iniquities will I remember no more. 

In that he faith a new covenant, he hath made the firſt 
old. Now that which decayeth and waxeth old,'is ready 
to vaniſh away. | 
X. 


Tus firſt covenant had indeed ordinances of Divine ſer- 
vice, and a worldly ſanctuary and tabernacle; which was a 
figure for the time then preſent, in which were offered gifts 
and ſacrifices, that could not make him that did tae ſervice 
perfect, as pertaining to the conſcience : conſiſting only in 
meats and drinks, and divers waſhings, and carnal ordi- 
nances impoſed on them till the time of reformation, But 
Chriſt being come, an high prieſt of good things to come, 
by a greater and more perfect tabernacle, not made with 
bands; that is to ſay, not of this building: neither by the 
blood of goats and calves, but by his own blood, he entered 
once into the holy place, having obtained eternal redemp- 
tion for us. 

For if the blood of bulls and goats, and the aſhes of an 
heifer, ſprinkling the unclean, ſanctify to the purifying the 
fleſh; how much more ſhall the blood of Chriſt, who through 
the eternal Spirit, offered himſelf without ſpot to God, purge 
your conſciences from dead works to ſerve the living God ? 
and for this cauſe he is the Mediator of the New Teſta- 
ment that by means of death, for the redemption of tranſ- 
greſſions which were under the firſt Teſtament, they who 
are called might receive the promiſe of an eternal inheri- 
tance. - For where there is a teſtament, there mult of ne- 
ceſſity be the death of the teſtator. | 

Almoſt all things are, according to the law, purified with 
blood; and without ſhedding of blood is no remiſſion. It 
was therefore neceſſary that the types of things in the hea- 
vens ſhould be purified by theſe, but the heavenly things 
themſelves with better ſacrifices than theſe. For Chriſt is 
not entered into the holy places made with hands, which 
are figures of the true, but into heaven itſelf, now to ap- 


pear 


ar for us in the preſence of God: not that he ſhould offer 

imſelf- often, as the high prieſt entereth into the holy 
place, every year with blood of others, (for then he muſt 
often. have ſuffered fince -the foundation of the world), 
but now once, in the end of the world, he hath appeared 
to put away ſin by the ſacrifice of himſelf. And as it iz 
' appointed unto men once to die, and after this the judge 
ment; ſo Chriſt was once offered to bear the fins of 
many, and unto them who look for him, he ſhall appear 
the ſecond time without fin unto ſalvation, 


X. 

Tur law, having only a ſhadow of good things to come, 
can never with thoſe ſacriſices which they offered year by 
year continually, make the comers to it perfect. For it is 
not poſſible that the blood of bulls and of goats ſhould take 
away ſins. Wherefore when he cometh into the world, he 
ſaith, Sacrifice ggd offering thou wouldeſt not, but a body 
haſt thou prepal me. In burnt-offerings and ſacrifices 
for ſin thou haſt had no pleaſure. Then I ſaid, behold, 
I come (as it is written of me in the volume of the book) 
to do thy will, O God: by the which will we are ſanctificd 
through the offering of the body of Jeſus Chriſt once for 


Having therefore, my brethren, boldneſs to enter into the 
holieſt by the blood of Jeſus; by a new and living way 
which he hath conſecrated for us, omg the vail, that is 
to ſay, his fleſh: and having a high prieſt over the houſe of 
God: let us draw near, with a true heart, in full aſſurance 
of faith, having our hearts ſprinkled from an evil conſcience, 
and our bodies waſhed with pure water, Let us hold fait 
the profeſſion of our faith without wavering : for he that 
has promiſed is faithful: and let us conſider one another to 
provoke unto love, and to good works; not forſaking the 
aſſembling of ourſelves together, as the manner of {ome 
is; but exhorting one another, and ſo much the more as e 
ſee the day approaching. 

Call to remembrance the former days, in which, after 
ve were enlightened, ye endured a great fight of afflictions: 
partly, whilſt ye were made a gazing-ſtock, in 1 
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and afflictions; and partly whilſt ye became companions of 
thoſe who thus ſuffered. For ye had compaſſion of me in 
my bonds; and took joyfully the ſpoiling of your goods ; 
knowing in yourſelves that ye have in heaven a better and 
an enduring ſubſtance. Caſt not away therefore your con- 
fidence, which hath great recompence 'of reward, For 
ye have need of patience, that, after ye have done the will 
of God, ye might receive the promiſe : For yet a little 
while, and he that ſhall come, will come, and will not 


| tarry. Now the juſt ſhall live by faith: but if any man 
draw back, my foul ſhall have no pleaſure in him: but we 


are not of thoſe who draw back to perdition, but of them 
that believe to the ſaving of the foul, 


XI. 

Now faith is the ſubſtance of things hoped for, the evi- 

dence of things not ſeen: for by it the elders obtained a 

ood report. By faith we underſtand the worlds were 

med by the word of God, fo that things which are ſeen 
were not made of things which appear. 

By faith Abel offered unto God a more excellent facri- 
fice than Cain; by which he obtained teſtimony that he 
was righteous, God teſtifying of his gifts ; and by it being 
dead he yet ſpeaketh. 

By faith Enoch was tranſlated, that he ſhould not ſee 
death, and was no more found, becauſe God had tranſlated 
him; for before his tranſlation he had this teſtimony, that 
he pleaſed God. But without faith it is impoſſible to pleaſe 
God: for he that cometh to God muſt believe that he is; 
and that he is a rewarder of them that diligently ſeek him. 

By faith Noah, being warned of God of things not yet 
ſeen, moved with fear, prepared an ark to the ſaving of 
his family; by which he condemned the world, and be- 
came heir of the righteouſneſs which is by faith. 

By faith, Abraham, when he was called to go forth into 
a place which he ſhould after receive for an inheritance, 
obeyed; and went forth, not knowing whither he went, 
By faith he ſojourned in the land of promiſe, as in a ſtrange 
country, dwelling in tents, with Iſaac and Jacob, _ 
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with him of the ſame promiſe ; for he looked for a city 
which hath foundations, whoſe builder and maker is God, 
By faith alſo Sarah, when paſt child-bearing, received 
wer to conceive, and did bear a ſon, becauſe the judge] 
im faithful who had promiſed, Therefore even of one, 
and him as good as dead, there ſprang fo many as the ſtars 
of the ſky for multitude, and as the ſand on the ſea ſhore, 
innumerable. 
- Theſe all died in faith, not having received the pro. 
miſes, but having ſeen them far off, and being perſuaded 
of them, they embraced them, and confeſſed that they 
were ſtrangers and pilgrims on the earth. For they that 
ſay ſuch things, declare plainly that they ſeek a country; 
and if they had been mindful of that country from whence 
they came, they might have had opportunity to have re- 
turned: but now they deſire a better country, that is, an 
heavenly : wherefore God is not aſhamed of them, to be 
called their God, for he hath prepared for them a city. 
By faith, Abraham, when he was tried, offered uy 
Iſaac: he who had received the promiſes offered up his 
only ſon, of whom it is ſaid, In Iſaac ſhall thy ſeed be 
called. He counted that God was able to raiſe him up, even 
from the dead ; from whence he received him, as in a figure, 
By faith, Iſaac bleſſed Jacob and Eſau, concerning 
things to come. By faith Jacob, when he was dying, 
bleſſed the ſons of Joſeph, and worſhipped, leaning upon 
the top of his ſtaff, By faith, Joſeph, when he died, men- 
tioned the departure of the children of Iſrael; and gave 
commandment 8 his bones. 
Buy faith, when Moſes was born, he was hid three 
months by his parents, becauſe they ſaw he was a proper 
child; and they were not afraid of the king's command. By 
faith, Moſes, when he was come to years, refuſed to be 
called the fon of Pharaoh's daughter; chuſing rather to 
ſuffer affliction with the "I of God, than to enjoy the 
pleaſures of fin for a ſeaſon. He eſteemed the reproach of 
Chriſt greater riches than the treaſures of Egypt ; for he 
had reſpet to the reward. By faith he forſook Egypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king; for he endured, as ſeeing 
him that is inviſible. Through faith he kept the 3 
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and obſeryed the ſprinkling of blood ; leſt the angel who 
deſtroyed the firſt-born ſhould touch them, By faith, they 
aſſed through the red ſea, as on dry land; which the 
ee. endeavouring to do, were drowned. 

By faith, the walls of Jericho fell down, after they had 
been compaſſed about ſeven days. By faith, the harlot 
Rahab periſhed not with the unbelievers, when ſhe received 
the ſpies peaceably. 

And what ſhall I ſay more! for the time would fail me 
to tell of Gideon, Barak, Sampſon, Jephtha, David, 
Samuel, and of the prophets ; who through faith ſubdued 
kingdoms, wrought righteouſneſs, obtained promiſes, ſtop- 
ped the mouths of lions, quenched the violence of fire, 
eſcaped the edge of the ſword, out of weakneſs were made 
ſtrong, were valiant in battle, and turned to flight the ar- 
mies of the aliens. 

Women received their dead raiſed to life again; and 
others were tortured, not accepting deliverance, that they 
might obtain a better reſurrection. Others had trial of 
cruel mockings, and ſcourgings, with bonds and impriſon- 
ment. They were ſtoned, fawn aſunder, tempted, ſlain 
with the ſword : they wandered about in ſheep ſkins and 
goat ſkins, being deſtitute, afflicted, tormented: of whom 
the world was not worthy. They wandered in deſarts, and 
in mountains, and in dens and caves of the earth. And 
theſe all having obtained a good report through faith, re- 
ceived not the promiſe ; God having provided ſome better 
things for us, that they, without us, ſhould not be made

WurEerEFore, ſeeing we are compaſſed. about with ſo 
great a cloud of witneſſes, let us lay aſide every weight, 
and the ſin which doth ſo eaſily beſet us; and let us run 
with patience the race that is [4 before us, looking unto 
Jeſus, the author and finiſher of our faith; who, for the 
joy that was ſet before him, endured the croſs, deſpiſing 
the ſhame, and is ſet down at the right hand of the throne 
of God, ö | | 

Conſider him who endured ſuch contradiction of ſinners 
againſt himſelf, leſt ye be wearied and faint in your * 
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Ve have not yet reſiſted to blood, ſtriving againſt fin. And 


ye have forgotten the exhortation which ſpeaketh unto 


vou as to children. My ſon, deſpiſe not the chaſtening of 


the Lord; nor faint when thou art rebuked of him. For 
whom the Lord loveth he chaſteneth, and ſcourgeth every 


fon whom he receiveth. If ye endure chaſtening, God 


dealeth with you} as with ſons ; for what fon is he whom 
the Father chaſteneth rot? if ye be without chaſtiſement, 
of which all are partakers, then are ye baſtards, and not 


ſons. Furthermore, we have had fathers of our fleſh, who 


corrected us, and we reverenced them; ſhell we not much 
rather be in ſubjection unto the Father of ſpirits, and live? 
they indeed chaſtened us for a few days, after their own 
pleaſure ; but God chaſteneth us for our profit, that we 
ight be partakers of his holineſs. 
ow no chaſtening for the preſent ſeems joyous, but 
prievous : nevertheleſs, it afterwards yieldeth the peaceable 
it of righteouſneſs to them who are — 2 thereby. 
Lift up therefore the hands which hang down, and che 
feeble ny and make {trait paths for your feet, leſt that 
which is lame be turned out of the way, but rather let it 
be healed, 

Follow peace with all men, and holineſs, without which 
no man ſhall ſee the Lord. Look diligently, leſt any man 
fail of the grace of God : leſt any root of bitterneſs . 
ing up trouble you: and thereby many be defiled : leſt there 
be any fornicator, or profane perſon like Eſau, who for 


one meal fold his birth-right. Ye know that afterwards, 


when he would have inherited the bleſſing, he was rejected; 
no place being found for repentance, though he ſought it 
even with tears. | 

Ye are not come to the mount which might be touched, 
and that burned with fire ; nor unto blackneſs, darknels, 
and tempeſt, with the ſound of a trumpet and the voice of 
words; which 'voice they who heard, intreated the word 
ſhould not be ſpoken to them any more; for they could 
not endure that which was commanded : and if ſo much

Obey them who 
Rave the rule over you, and ſubmit yourſelves ; for they 
Watch for your ſouls, as thoſe who muſt give account, that 
they may do it with joy and not with grief, for that is 
unprofitable for you. 

* Prey for us, * we truſt we have a good conſcience, 
deſirous in all things to live honeſtly.

TAMES, a ſervant of God, and of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
to the twelve tribes which are ſcattered abroad, greeting. 
My brethren, count it all joy when ye fall into divers temp- 
tations and trials; knowing this, that the trying of yaur 
faith worketh patience: but let patience have its perfect 
work, that ye may be perfect and entire, wanting nothing: 
if any of you want wiſdom, let him aſ of God, who giveth 
to kf men liberally, and upbraideth not; and it will be 
given him. But let him aſk in faith, not wavering g. for 
he tat wavereth is like a wave of the ſea, driven. with the 
wind, and toſſed. Let not that man think that he ſhall 
receive. any thing of the Lord : a double-minded man is 
unſtable in all his ways. | 

Let the brother of low degree rejoice, in that he is ex- 
alted: but the rich, in that he is made low; becauſe as 
the flower of the graſs he will paſs away. For the ſun, is 
no ſooner riſen with a burning heat, but it withereth the 
graſs, and the flower thereof falleth, and its outward beauty 
periſheth : ſo alſo will the rich man fade away in his ways. 
. Bleſſed is the man that endureth temptation, for when he 
is tried, he ſhall receive the crown of life which the Lord 


hath promiſed to them that love him. Let no man ſay 


when he is tempted, I am tempted of God: for God can- 
not be tempted with evil; neither tempteth he any man. 
But each one is tempted, when he is drawn away by his 


own luſt, and enticed. When luſt hath conceived, it 


bringeth forth ſin; and fin, when it is finiſhed, bringeth 
forth death. r 
Do not err, my beloved brethren; every good giſt and 
every perfect gift, is from above, and cometh down from 
the Father of lights, with whom is no variableneſs, nor 


ſhadow of turning; of his own will he begat us by the word 


of truth, that we ſhould be a kind of firſt fruits of his 
creatures. So then, my . brethren, let every man 
2 ö be 
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be ſwift to hear, low to ſpeak, flow to wrath, for the 
wrath of man worketh not the righteouſneſs of God. 

Therefore, putting away all filthineſs and ſuperftuity of 
naughtineſs, receive with meekneſs the and 6 word, 
which 1s able to ſave your ſouls, Be ye doers of the word, 
and not hearers only, deceiving L= For if any be 
a hearer of the word, and not a doer, he is like unto a 
man beholding his natural face in a glaſs; he ſeeth himſclf, 
and going away immediately forgetteth what manner of 
man he was. But whoſo looketh into the perfect law of 
liberty, and continueth therein, he being not a forgetful 
hearer, but a doer of the work, this man will be bleſſed in 
' his deed. 

If any man among you ſcem to be religious, and bridleth 
net his tongue, -but deceives his own heart, this man's 
religion is vain. Pure religion and undefiled before God 
the Father, is this, -to viſit the fatherleſs and widows in 
their affliction, and keep himſelf unſpotted from the world. 


IT. 1 
Mv brethren, have not the faith of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
the Lord of glory, with reſpe& of perſons; for if there 
come into your aſſembly a man with a gold ring, in rich 
apparel, and there come in alſo a poor man, in vile raiment, 
and ye have reſpe& to him that weareth the gay cloathing, 
and ſay to him, Sit thou here in a good place; and ſay 
to the poor, Stand thou there, or fit here under my footitool; 
are ye not partial in yourſelves, and have ye not unjuſt 
thoughts? hearken, my beloved brethren, hath not God 
choſen the poor of this world, rich in faith, and heirs of 
the kingdom, which he hath promiſed to them that love 
him? but ye have deſpiſed the poor. Do not rich men 
oppreſs you, and draw you forth before the judgment ſeats? 
do they not blaſpheme that worthy name by which ye are 

called ? | 


II ye fulfil the royal law, according to the ſcripture, 


Thou ſhalt love thy neighbour as thyſelf, ye do well; but 
if ye have reſpe& of perſons, ye fin, and are convicted by 
the law as tranſgreſſors. Now whoſoever ſhall keep the 
whole law, and yet offend in one point, he is guilty of — 
* 13 *% ES or 
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Fot he chat faid, Thou ſhalt not commit adultery, ſaid alſo, 
Thou ſhalt not kill. If thou therefore commit no adultery, 
yet if thou kill, thou art a tranſgreſſor of the law.“ | 

So ſpeak ye, and fo do, as they who ſhall be judged by 
the law of liberty; for he ſhall have judgment without 
mercy, that hath ſhewn no mercy ; and mercy rejoiceth 
againſt judgment. What will it profit any one, my bre- 
thren, to ſay he hath faith, and hath not works? can faith 
fave him? if a brother or ſiſter be naked, and deſtitute of 
food, and any of you ſay, Depart in peace, be warmed and 
filled; but give not thoſe things which are needful for the 
body, what doth it profit? even ſo faith, if it hath not 
works, is dead, being alone. A man may ſay, Thou haſt 
faith, and T have works : ſhew me thy faith without thy 
works, and I will ſhew thee my faith by my works: thou 
believeſt that there is one God. Thou doſt well. The 
devils alſo believe and tremble; but wilt thou know, O vain 
man, that faith without works 1s dead? was not Abraham our 
father juſtified by works, when he offered his ſon Iſaac 
upon the altar? ſeeſt thou how faith wrought with his 
works; and that by works faith was perfected? and the 
ſcripture was fulfilled, which faith, Abraham believed God, 
and it' was imputed unto him for righteouſneſs, and he was 
called the friend of God. 

Ye ſee then that by works a man is juſtified, and not by 
faith only: was not Rahab the harlot likewiſe juſtified by 
works, when ſhe received the meſſengers, and ſent them 
out another way? for as the body without the Spirit is 
dead, ſo faith without works is dead alſo,

and boaſteth great things: behold how great a matter a 
little, fire kindleth. The tongue is a fire, a world of ini. 
quity's the tongue is ſuch. among our members that it 
efileth. the whole body, and ſetteth on fire the courſe of 
nature, and is ſer on fire by hell. E 
For every kind of beaſts, and of birds, and ſerpents, alſo 
things in the ſea, are tamed, and have been tamed by man; 
but the tongue can no man tame, it is an unruly evil, full 
of deadly poiſon: therewith we bleſs God even the Father, 
and therewith we curſe men, who are made after the ſimi- 
litude of God. Out of the ſame mouth proceedeth bleſſing 
and curſing ; my brethren, theſe things ought not ſo to be, 
Doch a fountain ſend forth at the ſame place ſweet Water 
and bitter; can the fig-tree bear olives; or a vine figs? fo 
no fountain can yield falt water and freſh. 6 
Who is a wiſe man and endued with knowledge among 
you? let him ſhew out of a good converſation. his works 
with meekneſs of wiſdom : but if ye have bitter eovying 
and ſtrife in your hearts, glory not, and lie not againſt the 
truth. This wiſdom cometh not from above, but is earthly, 
| ſenſual, deviliſh ; for where envying and ſtrife is, there is 
confuſion, and every evil work; but the wiſdom that is 
from above is firſt pure, then peaceable, gentle, and eaſy 
to be intreated, full of mercy, and good fruits, without par- 
tiality, and without hypocriſy. And the fruit of righte- 
ouſneſs is ſown in peace by them that make peace.

Fon whence come wars and fightings among you? 
come they not hence, even of your luſts, Which war in 
your members? ye luſt, and have not; ye kill, and deſire 
to have, yet cannot obtain; ye contend, and wage war one 
with another, but obtain not, becauſe ye aſk not: if ye aſk, 
ye receive not, becauſe. ye aſk amiſs, that ye may conſume 
it upon your Juſts; ye adulterers, and adultereſſes, know 
ye not that the friendſhip of the world is enmity with God? 
whoſoever therefore will be a friend of the world, is the 

" enemy 
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enemy of God: think ye that the ſcripture ſaith in vain, 
The ſpirit which dwelleth in us inclineth to envy? but he 
giveth more grace; therefore it is ſaid, God reſiſteth the 
proud, but giveth grace to the humble, | 

Submit yourſelves therefore to God. Reſiſt the devil, 
and he will flee from you. Draw nigh to God, and Ie 
will draw nigh to you. Cleanſe your hands, ye ſinners, 
and purify your hearts, ye double- minded. Be afflicted, 
mourn, and weep: let your laughter be turned into mourn- 
ing, and your joy to heavineſs: humble yourſelves in the 
fight of the Lord, and he will lift you up. 

Speak not evil one of another, brethren, he that ſpeaketh 
evil of his brother, and judges his brother, ſpeaketh evil of 
the law, and condemneth the law: if thou condemneſt the 
law, thou art not a dver of the law, but a judge. There is 
one law-giver who is able to ſave, and to deſtroy ; who art 
thou that judgeſt another? 

Go to now, ye that ſay, To-day or to-morrow we will 

into ſuch a city, and continue there a year, and buy 
and ſell, and get gain; ye know not what will be on the 
morrow: for what is your life? it is even a vapour that ap- 
peareth for a little time, and then vanitheth away. Whereas 
ye. ought to ſay, If the Lord will, we ſhall hve, and do 
this, or that, but now ye rejoice in your boaſting; all ſuch 
rejoicing is evil. To him therefore that knoweth to do 
good, and doth it not, to * it is ſin. 


Go to now, ye rich men, weep and lament for the miſe. 
ries which ſhall come upon you; your riches are corrupted, + 
your garments are moth-eaten, your gold and ſilver is rulted, 
and the ruſt of them ſhall be a witneſs againſt you, 

and ſhall eat your fleſh as it were fire, ye have heaped up 
' treaſure for the laſt days. Behold the hire of the labour- 
ers who have reaped down your fields, which- you have 
kept back by fraud, crieth againſt you, and the cries of the 
reapers. are entered into the ears of the Lord of fabacth, 
Ye have lived in pleaſure on the earth, and been wanton; 
ye have nouriſhed your hearts as on a day of ſlaughter; ye 
have condemned and killed the juſt one, and he doth not 
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Be patient, my brethren, until the coming of the Lord. 
Behold the huſbandman waiteth for the precious fruit of 
the earth, and hath long patience for it, until he receive 
the early and latter rain. Be ye alſo patient, eſtabliſh your 
hearts; for the coming of the Lord draweth near. Grudge 
no one againſt another, brethren, leſt ye be condemned, 
Behold the judge ſtandeth before the door. Take the pro- 
phets, Who have ſpoken in the name of the Lord, for an 
example of ſuffering affliction, and of patience. Behold 
we count them happy which endure; ye have heard of the 
patience of Job, and have ſeen the end of the Lord, that 
the Lord is very pitiful, and of tender mercy. - 

But above all things, my brethren, ſwear not, neither by 
heaven, nor by the earth, nor by any other oath ; but let 
your yea be yea, and your nay,” nay, leſt ye fall into con- 
demnation. 

Is any one of you afflicted? let him pray: hath any one 
cheerfulneſs of mind? let him ſing pſalms; is any one ſick 
among you? let him call for the elders of the church, and 
let them pray over him,“ anointing him with oil in the 
name of the Lord; and the prayer of faith ſhall fave the 
ſick, and the Lord ſhall raiſe him up; and if he hath com- 
mitted ſins, they ſhall be forgiven him. | 

Confeſs your faults one to another, and pray one for an- 

other, that ye = be healed. The fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much. Elias was a man ſubject to 
like paſhons as we are; and he prayed earneſtly that it 
might not rain; and it rained not on the earth for the ſpace 
of three years and fix months. And he prayed again, and 
the heaven gave rain, and the earth brought forth her 
fruit. 
Brethren, if any among you err from the truth, and one 
convert him; let him know, that he who converteth a 
ſinner from the error of his way, ſhall ſave a ſoul from 
death, and hide a multitude of fins.

| J. | . 
PETER, an apoſtle of Jeſus Chriſt, to the ſtrangers 
ſcattered throughout Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia, Aſia, 
and Bithynia; elect according to the foreknowledge of 
God the Father, through ſanctification of the Spirit to 
obedience, and ſprinkling of the blood of Jeſus Chriſt, 
grace to T7 and peace be multiplied. 12 
Bleſſed be the God and Father of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
who, according to his abundant mercy, hath begotten us 
again unto a lively hope, by the reſurrection of Jeſus Chriſt 
from the dead, to an inheritance incorruptible, and unde- 
filed, and that fadeth not away, reſerved in heaven for 
you, who are kept by the power of God through faith unto 
ſalvation, ready to be revealed in the laſt time: in which 
ye greatly rejoice, though now for a ſeaſon ye are in heavi- 
neſs through manifold temptations: that the trial of your 
faith, which is much more precious than of gold that 
periſheth, though it be tried with fire, might be found unto- 
praiſe,” and honour, and glory, at the appearing of Jeſus 
Chriſt: whom having not ſeen, ye love: in whom though 
now ye ſee him not, yet believing, ye rejoice with joy 
unſpeakable, and ful! of glory; receiving the end of 
your faith, even the ſalvation of your ſouls ; of which 
falvation the prophets have inquired, and ſearched dili- 
gently, who alſo propheſied of the grace that ſhould 
come to you: ſeeking what manner of time the Spirit of 
Chriſt, which was in them, ſignified, when it declared 
before-hand the ſufferings of Chriſt, and the glory which 
ſhould follow; unto whom it was revealed, that not to- 
themſelves, but to us they did miniſter the things which 
are now declared to you by them who have preached the 
goſpel to you, by the Holy Spirit fert down from heaven; 

which things the angels defire to look into. 
Wherefore gird up the loins of your mind; be ſober, and 
hope to the end, for the grace which is to be brought to

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| 25. at the revelation of Jeſus Chriſt. As obedient children, 
not faſhioning yourſelves according to the former luſts, in 
To —— But as he who hath called you is holy, ſo 
be ye holy in all manner of converſation; according to What 
is Written, Be ye holy, for I am holy. 
Andi if ye call on the Father, who without reſpect of 
[res judgeth according to every man's work, paſs the time 
df your Tojourning here, in fear; ſince ye know that ye 
were not redeemed with corruptible things, as filver and 
gold, from your vain converſation, received by tradition 
om your fathers # but with the precious blood of Chriſt, 
as of a lamb without blemiſh and without ſpot ; who was 
Foreordained, - even before the foundation of the world, but 
_ manifeſted in theſe laſt times for you, who by him, belicve 
in God, that raiſed him up from the dead, and gave him 
glory; that your faith and hope might be in God. 
Seeing ye have purified your fouls in obeying the truth 
through the ſpirit, unto unfeigned love of the brethren ; 
fee that ye love one another with a pure heart, fervently. 
Being born again, not of corruptible ſeed, but of incor- 
ruptible, by the word of God which liveth and abideth 
for ever. For all fleſh is as graſs, and all the glory cf 
man as the flower of graſs: the graſs withereth, and the 
flower falleth away : but the word of the Lord endureth 
For ever. And this is the word, which by the goſpel, is 
preached unto you, -

Wurkrroxr, laying aſide all malice, and all guile, hy- 

pocriſies, envies, and all evil ſpeakings, as new- born babes 

deſite the fincere milk of the word, that ye may grow 

thereby: if ſo be ye have taſted that the Lord is gracious ;

men, but choſen of God, and precious. Ye alfo, as living 
ſtones, are built up a ſpiritual houſe, an holy prieſthood, to

Wherefore it is ſaid in ſcripture, Behold, I lay in Sion a 
chief corner ſtone, elect, precious; and he that believeth 

on him ſhall not be confounded. Unto you therefore who

of the corner, and a ſtone of ſtumbling, and, à rock, Gf 
offence; even to them who ſtumble at the word, being di 
obedient, But ye are a choſen generation, a royal prieſt- 
hood, an holy nation, a peculiar people, that ye ſhould 
ſhew forth the praiſes of him who hath called you out of © 
darkneſs, into his maryellous light: which in time paſt were 
not a people, but are now the people of God; which had 
not obtained mercy, but now have obtained mercy... - -...,, 

Dearly beloved, I beſeech you, as ſtrangers and pilgrim 
abſtain from fleſhly luſts, which war againſt. the ſoul. 
Having your converſation honeſt among the Gentiles; that 
whereas they ſpeak againſt you as evil doers, they may by 
your good works, which they ſhall behold, glorify God in 
the day of viſitation. Submit yourſelves to every ordinance ' 
of man, for the Lord's ſake; whether it be to the king, as 
ſupreme, or unto governors, as to them who are ſent by him 
for the puniſhment of evil doers, and for the praiſe of them 
that do well; for ſo is the will of God, that with well- 
doing ye may put to ſilence the ignorance of fooliſh men: 
as free, but not uſing your liberty for a cloak of maliciouſ- 
neſs, but as the ſervants of God. | 
Honour all men, love the brotherhood, fear God, 
honour the king. Servants, be ſubje& to your maſters with 
all fear; not only to the good and gentle, but alſo to the 
froward ; for this is thank-worthy, if a man for conſcience 
ſake toward God, endure grief, ſuffering wrongfully; for 
what glory is there, if when ye are buffeted for your faults, 

take it patiently ? but if when ye do well, and ſuffer for 

it, ye take it patiently, this is acceptable with God. For 
hereunto. were ye called, becauſe Chriſt alſo ſuffered for 
us, leaving us an example, that ye ſhould follow his ſteps,: 
who did no fin, neither was guile found in his mouth; who, 
when he was reviled, reviled not again; when he ſuffered, 
he threatened not; but committed his cauſe to him that 
judgeth righteouſſy. Who himſelf bear our fins in his own 
body, on the tree, that we, being dead to fin, ſhould live 
unto righteouſneſs; by whoſe ſtripes ye were healed. Ve 
were as ſheep going aſtray, but are now returned unto the 
Shepherd. and Biſhop of your ſouls, 
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LIx REISE, ye wives, be in ſubjection to your huſbands, that 
if any obey not the word, they may be gained, without the 
word, by the good deportment of their wives; whilſt the 
behold your chaſte converſation coupled with fear: boſe 
adorning, let it not be that outward adorning, of plaiting 
the hair, and of wearing of gold, or putting on of apparel 
but let it be the hidden man of the heart, in that which is 
not corruptible; even the ornament of a meek and quiet 
ſpirit, which is in the fight of God, of great price. For 
after this manner, in old time, did the holy women who 
truſted in God, adorn themſelves, being in ſubjection to 
their own huſbands. As Sarah obeyed Abraham, calling 
him lord; whoſe daughters ye are as long as ye do well, 
and are not afraid with any amazement. 


Likewiſe, ye huſbands, dwell with them according to 


knowledge, giving honour unto the wife, as to the weaker 
veſſel; and as being alſo heirs together of the grace of life, 
that your prayers be not hindered. 

Finally, be all of one mind, having "compaſſion one of 
another: love as brethren, be pitiful, be courteous; not 
rendering evil for evil, or railing for railing, but contrary- 
wiſe bleffing 3 knowing that ye are called to this, that ye 
ſhould inherit a bleſſing. For he that loveth life, and would 
ſee good days, let him refrain his tongue from evil, and his 
lips that they ſpeak no guile: let him ſhun evil, and do 
good, let him ſeek peace, and purſue it; for the eyes of 
the Lord are over the righteous, and his ears are open to 
their prayers; but the face of the Lord is againſt them that 
do evil. Who is he that will harm you, if ye be followers 
of that which is good? if ye ſhould ſuffer for righteouſneſs? 
ſake, happy are ye; and be not afraid of their terror; neither 
be troubled z- but fanRify the Lord God in your hearts, and 
be ready always to give an anſwer to every one that aſketh 
a reaſon of the hope that is in you, with meekneſs and 
fear: having a good conſcience; that whereas they ſpeak 
evil of you, as of evil-doers, they may be aſhamed who 
falſely aceuſe your good converſation in Chriſt. _ 

It is better, if the will of God be ſo, that ye ſuffer for

doing

doing well, than for evil doing. For Chriſt alſo hath once 
ſuffered for ſins, the juſt for the unjuſt, that he might 
bring us to God; being put to death in the fleſh, but quick 
ened by the ſpirit. By which alſo he went and preached 
to the ſpirits in — who aforetime were diſobedient, 
when the long: ſuffering of God waited in the days of Noah, 
whilſt the ark was preparing, in which few, that is eight 
ſouls, were ſaved by water. The like figure whereunto;"- 
even baptiſm, doth alſo fave us, not the putting away of the 
filth of the fleſh, but the anſwer of a good conſcience to- 
wards God, by the reſurrection of Jeſus Chriſt.” Who is 
gone into heaven, and is on the right hand of God; angels, 
authorities, and powers, being made fubject to him,

Fora$8MUCH then as Chriſt hath ſuffered for us in the 
fleſh, arm yourſelves with the ſame mind : for he who 
hath ſuffered: in the fleſh, hath ceaſed from fin : that in the 
reſt of his time, he ſhould live no longer to che luſts of 
men, but to the will of God. For the time paſt of our 
life may ſuffice to have wrought the will of the Gentiles, 
when we walked in laſcivioulneſs, luſts, excefs of wine, 
revellings, banquettings, and abominable idolatries: wherein 
they think it ſtrange that you no longer run with them to- 
the ſame exceſs, and riot, ſpeaking evil of you: who ſhall 
give account to him who is ready to judge the quick and 
the dead. For this cauſe alſo was the goſpel preached to 
them that are dead, that being judged according to men, 
in the fleſh, they may live according to God in the Spirit. 

Now the end of all things is at hand, Be ye therefore 
ſober, and watch unto 2 Above all things have fer- 
vent charity among yourſelves; for charity will cover the 
multitude of ſins. Uſe hoſpitality one towards another 
without grudging. As every man hath received the gift, 
even ſo miniſter the ſame one to another, as good ſtewards 
of the manifold grace of God. If any man Beal, let him 
ſ as the oracles of God: if any man miniſter, let him 

it as of the ability which God giveth, that God in all 
things may be. glorified, through Jeſus Chriſt, to whom be 

— and dominion for ever and ever. Amen. | 
| Beloved, 
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-Beloved;" think it not ſtrange, concerning the fiery trial 
which is to try you, as though ſome ſtrange thing happened 
to you; but rejoice inaſmuch as ye are partakers of Chriſt's 
ſufferings; that when his glory ſhall be revealed, ye may be 
glad with exceeding joy. 

If Je are er for the name of Chriſt, happy are 
ye; for the ſpirit of God, and of glory reſteth upon you. 
On their part he is evil ſpoken of, but on your part he is 
glorified. But let none of you ſuffer as a murderer, or as 
a thief, or as an evil doer, or a buſy-body in other mens 
matters. Yet if any man ſuffer as a Chriſtian, let him not 
be aſhamed; but let him glorify God on this behalf. For 
the time 1s come that judgment mult begin at the houſe of 
God; and if it firſt begin at us, what ſhall be the end of 
them that obey not the goſpel of God? if the righteous 
ſcarcely be ſaved, where ſhall the ungodly and ſinner ap- 
pear? wherefore let them that ſuffer according to the will 
of God, commit the keeping of their fouls to him in well- 
doing, as unto a faithful Creator.

Tux elders which are among you I exhort, who am alſo 
an elder, and a witneſs of the ffferivgs of Chriſt, as alſo a 
partaker of the glory that ſhall be revealed.

THE SECOND EPISTLE GENERAL OF 
PETER, 


I. 

Simowx PETER, a ſervant and an apoſtle of Jeſus Chriſt, 
to thoſe who have obtained like precious faith with us, 
through the righteouſneſs of God and our Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt. Grace and peace be multplied unto you through 
the knowledge of God, and of Jefus our Lord. As all 
things pertaining to life and godlineſs are given to us by his 
divine power, through the knowledge of him who hath 
called us to glory and virtue: whereby are giren unto us 
exceeding great and precious promiſes ; that by theſe ye 
might be partakers of the divine nature, having eſcaped the 
corruption, that is in the world through luſt. 

Giving then all diligence, add to your faith virtue, and 
to virtue knowledge, to knowledge temperance, and to 
temperance patience, to patience godlineſs, and to godlineſs 
brotherly kindneſs, and to brotherly kindneſs charity. For 
if theſe things be in you, and abound, they make you that 
ye ſhall not be barren, nor unfruitful in the knowledge of 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. But he that lacketh theſe things is 
blind, and cannot ſee far off; and has forgot that he was

purged from his old fins. Wherefore the rather brethren, 
give diligence to make your calling and election ſure; for 
if ye do theſe things, ye ſhall never fall. For thus an en- 
trance ſhall be adminiſtred unto you abundantly, into the 
everlaſting kingdom of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt. 
L will not be negligent to put you always in remem- 
brance of theſe things; though ye know them, and be 
eſtabliſhed in the ies truth. Yea, I think it meet as 
long as I am in this tabernacle, to ſtir you up, by putting 
you in remembrance, Knowing that ſhortly I muſt put off 
this my tabernacle, even as our Lord Jeſus Chriſt hath 
ſhewed me. I will therefore endeavour that ye may be 
_ after my deceaſe to have theſe things always in remem- 
rance. | 
We have not followed cunningly deviſed fables, when 
we made known unto you the power and coming of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, but were eye-witneſſes of his majeſty: 
for he received from God the Father, honour and glory, 
when there came fuch a voice to him from the. excellent 
glory, This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleaſed. 
And this voice, which came from heaven, we heard when 
we were with him in the mount. x 
We have alſo a more ſure word of prophecy, whereunto 
ve do well that ye take heed, as unto a light that ſhineth 
in a dark place, until the day dawn, and the day ſtar ariſe 
in your hearts. Knowing this firſt, that no prophecy of 
the ſcripture is of any private interpretation. For the pro- 
phecy came not in old time, by the will of man ; but holy 
men of God ſpake as they were moved by the Holy Ghoſt.

Bur there were falſe prophets among the ple, as 
there will be falſe zeachers among you, who r 
bring in condemnable hereſies, even denying the Lord 
who bought them, and bring upon —2 twift de- 
ſtruction. And many will uo their pernicious ways, 
by means of whom the way of truth will be evil ſpoken of; 
and through covetouſneſs, with feigned words, they will 
make merchandize of you; and their judgment now of 
long time lingereth not, and their damnation ſlumbereth 
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not. For if God ſpared not the angels who ſinned, bat; 
caſt them down to hell, and delivered them into chains of 
darkneis, to be reſerved unto judgment: and ſpared not the 
old world, but ſaved Noah, the eighth perſon, a preacher 
of righteoutnets, bringing in the flood upon the world of 
the ungodly. Alſo turning the cities of Sodom and Go- 
morrah into aſhes, being condemned with an overthrow, 
making them an example to thoſe who after ſhould live 
ungodly; and delivered juſt Lot, who was vexed with the 
filthy converſation of the wicked ; for that righteous man 
dwelling among them, in ſeeing and hearing, his righteons' 
ſoul was vexed from day to day, with their unlawful deeds. 

The Lord knoweth how to deliver the godly out of 
temptations, and to reſerve the wicked unto the day of 
judgment to be puniſhed. Chiefly thoſe who walk after 
the fleſh in the luſt of uncleanneſs, who deſpiſe government, 
are preſumptuous, ſelf-willed, and not afraid to ſpeak evil 
of dignities. Whereas angels, who are greater in power 
and might, bring not railing accuſation againſt them before” 
the Lord. But theſe as natural brute beaſts, made to be 
taken and deſtroyed, who ſpeak evil of the things they 
underſtand not, ſhall utterly periſh in their own corruption, 
and ſhall receive the reward of unrighteouſneſs; as they 
count it pleaſure to riot in the day time. They are ſpots 
and blemiſhes, ſporting themſelves in their own deceivin 
while they feaſt with you: having eyes full of adultery, 
and that cannot ceaſe from fin, beguiling unſtable ſouls. 
An heart they have exerciſed in covetous practices: curſed 
children, who have forſaken the right way, and are gone 
aſtray, following the way of Balaam the ſon of Beſor, who 
loved the wages of unrighteouſneſs, but was rebuked for 
his iniquity; the dumb afs ſpeaking with man's voice, for- 
bad the madneſs of the prophet. 

Theſe are wells without water, clouds which are carried” 
with a tempeſt; to whom the miſt of darkneſs is reſerved 
for ever. For when they ſpeak great ſwelling words of 
vanity, they allure through the luſts of the fleſh, through» 
much wantonneſs, thoſe who were eſcaped from ſuch as 
live in error. While they promiſe them liberty, they 
themſelves are the ſervants of corruption: for of whom a 
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man is overcome, of the ſame he is brought into bondage. 
If after they have eſcaped the pollutions of the world, 
through the knowledge of the Lord and Saviour Jeſu; 
Chriſt, they are again entangled therein and overcome; the 
latter end is worſe with them than the beginning. For it 
had been better for them not to have known the way 
of righteouſneſs, than after they have known it, to turn 
from the holy commandment delivered unto them. But it 
has happened unto them according to the proverb. The dog 
is turned to his vomit; and the ſow that was waſhed, to 
her wallowing in the mire. 


III. 

Tais ſecond epiſtle, beloved, I now write to you, in 
both which I ſtir up your pure minds by way of remem- 
brance ; that ye may be mindful of the words which were 
ſpoken before by the holy prophets, and the commandment 
of us the apoſtles of the Lord and Saviour. Know this 
firſt, that there will come in the laſt days ſcoffers, walking 
after their own luſts, ſaying, Where is the promiſe of his 
coming? for ſince the fathers fell aſleep, all things continue 
as they were from the beginning of the creation. This 
they are willingly ignorant of, that by the word of God 
the heavens were of old, and the earth ſtanding out of the 
water, and in the water ; whereby the world that then was, 
being overflowed with water, periſhed. But the heavens 
and the earth which are now, by the ſame word are kept 
in ſtore, reſerved unto fire againſt the day of judgment, and 
perdition of ungodly men. 

But beloved, be not ignorant of this, that one day is 
with the Lord as a thouſand years, and a thouſand years 
as one day. The Lord is not flack concerning his promiſe, 
as ſome men count ſlackneſs, but is long-ſuftering to us- 
ward, not willing that any ſhould periſh, but that all ſhould 
come to repentance. But the day of the Lord will come 
as a thief in the night; in which the heavens will paſs 
away with a great noiſe, and the elements be melted with 
fervent heat; the earth alſo, and the works that are in it, 
hall be burat u | | | | | 
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Seeing then that all theſe things ſhall be diſſobved, what 
manner of perſons ought ye to be in all holy converſation 
and godlineſs? looking for, and haſtening unto the coming 
of the day of God; in which the heavens being on fire, 
ſhall be diflolved, and the elements melt with fervent heat. 
Nevertheleſs we, according to his promiſe, look for new 
heavens and a new earth, wherein dwelleth righteouſneſs. 
Wherefore beloved, ſeeing ye look for ſuch things, be di- 
ligent, that ye may be found by him in peace, without ſpot 
and blameleſs. And account that the long ſuffering of our 
Lord is ſalvation, even as our beloved brother Paul bath 
written unto you, according to the wiſdom given him ; as 
likewiſe in all his epiſtles, — of theſe things, wherein 
are ſome ſayings hard to be underſtood; which they that 
are unlearned and unſtable wreſt, as they do alſo, the other 
ſcriptures, unto their own deſtruction. | 

Ye therefores beloved, ſince ye know of theſe things be- 
fore, beware leſt ye alſo being led away with the error of 
the wicked, fall Ga your own ſtedfaltneſs, But grow in 

race, and in the knowledge of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt to him be glory both now and for ever. Amen.

I, 
THAT which was from the beginning, which we have 


heard, which we have ſeen with our eyes, which we have 
looked upon, and our hands have handled, of the word of 
life: (for the life was manifeſted, and we have ſeen it, and 
-bear witneſs, and ſhew to you that eternal life, which was 
with the Father, and was manifeſted unto us): that which 
we have ſeen and heard, we declare unto you, that ye may 
have fellowſhip with us; and truly our _—_— is with 
the Father, and with his Son Jeſus Chriſt, And theſe 
things we write unto you, that your joy may be full, * 
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This then is the meſſage which we have heard from him, 
and declare to you, that God is light, and in him is no 
darkneſs" at all. If we ſay that we have fellowfhip with 
him, and walk in darkneſs, we lie, and do not the truth: 
but if we walk in the light, as he is in the light, we have 
fellow hip one with another, and the Blood of Jeſus Chriſt, 
his Son, cleanſeth us from all fm. If we ſay, that we 
have no ſin, we deceive ourſelves; and the truth is not in 
us. If we confeſs our ſins, he is faithful and juſt to for- 
ive us our fins, and to cleanſe us from all unrighteouſneſs, 
if we ſay that we have not ſinned, we make him a liar, 
and his word is not in us. | 
ne II. 
Mr little children, theſe things J write unto you, that 
fin not. And if any one fin, we have an advocate with 
the Father, Jeſus Chriſt the righteous. He is the pro- 
pitiation for our ſins, and not for ours only, but alſo for 
the fins of the whole world: and hereby we know that we 


know him, if we keep his commandments. He that faith, 


F know him, and keepeth not his commandments, is a 
lar, and the truth is not in him; but he that keepeth his 
word, in him is the love of God truly perfected: and 
hereby we know that we are in him, He that faith he 
abideth in him, ought- ſo to wall, even as he walked. 
Brethren, I write no new commandment unto you, but 
an old commandment, which ye had from the beginning : 
the old commandment is the word which ye have heard 
from the beginning. Again, a new commandment I write 
unto you, which is true in him and in you: becauſe the 
darkneſs is paſt, and the true light now ſhineth. He that 
ſaich he is in the light, and hateth his brother, is in dark- 
neſs even until now. He that loveth his brother, abideth 
in the light, and there is no occaſion of ſtumbling in him. 
But he that hateth his brother is in darkneſs, and walketh 
in darkneſs,” and knoweth not whither he goes, becauſe 
darkneſs hath blinded his eyes. | 
I write"unto you, little children, becauſe your fins are 


forgiven for his name's fake. I write vnto you, fathers, 


becauſe ye have known him who is from the beginning. I 
write to you, young men, becauſe ye have overcome the 
LL) | wicked 
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wicked one. I write to you, little children, becauſe ye 
have known the Father. I have written unto you, young 
men, becauſe ye are ſtrong, and the word of God abideth 
in you, and ye have overcome the wicked one. Love not 
the world, nor the things that are in the world. If any 
man love the world, the love of the Father is not in him. 
For all that is in the world, the luſt of the fleſh, the luſt 
of the eyes, and the pride of life, is not of the Father, but 
is of the world; and the world paſſeth away with the 
Juſts thereof; but he that doth the will of God abideth 
for ever. | 

Little children, it is the laſt time, as ye have heard that 
antichriſt ſhall come, even now there are many antichriſts, 
whereby we know it is the laſt time. They went out from 
us, but they were not of us: for if they had been of us, 
they would have continued with us; but they went out 


that it might be made manifeſt, that they were not all of 


us. But ye have an unction from the Holy One, and ye 
know all things. I have not written unto you, becauſe ye 
know not the truth; but becauſe ye know it, and that no 
lie is of the truth. 

Who is a liar but he that denieth that Jeſus is the Chriſt? 


he is antichriſt who denieth the Father and the Son. 


Whoſoever denieth the Son, hath not the Father; but he 
that acknowledgeth the Son, hath the Father alſo, Let 
that therefore abide in you which ye have heard from the 
beginning. If that ſhall remain in you, ye ſhall alſo re- 
main both in the Son, and in the Father. And this is the 
promiſe which he hath promiſed to us, even eternal life. 
Theſe things I have written to you concerning thoſe who 
{endeavour to] ſeduce you. But the anointing which ye 
have received from him abideth in you; and ye need not 
that any man teach you, but as the ſame anointing teacheth 


ou of all things, and is truth, and is no lie: and even as 


it hath taught you, ye ſhall abide in him. And now, my little 


children, abide in him, that when he ſhall appear we may 


have confidence, and not be aſhamed before him at his 


coming. If ye know that God is righteous, ye know that 
every one who doth righteouſneſs, is born of him.

III. 
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Br nord, what manner of love the Father hath beſtowed 
upon us, that we ſhould be called the ſons of God. There. 
fore the world knoweth us not, becauſe it knew him not. 
Beloved, we are now the ſons of God, and it doth not yet 
appear what we ſhall bez but we know, that when he ſhall 
appear, we ſhall be like him: for we ſhall ſee him as he is, 
And every man who hath this hope in him, purifieth him- 
Felf, even as he is pure. Whoſoever committeth fin, tranſ. 

reſſeth the law; for fin is the tranſgreſſion of the law. Ye 
0 that Jeſus Chriſt was manifeſted to take away our 
Fus; and in him is no fin. Whoſoever abideth in him, 
ſinneth not. Whoſoever ſinneth, hath not ſeen him, nei- 
ther known him. 

Little children, let no man deceive you: he that doth righ- 

teouſneſs, is righteous, as he is righteous. He that commit- 
eth ſin, is of the devil; for the devil ſinneth from the begin- 
ning. For this — the Son of God was manifeſted, that 
he might deſtroy the works of the devil. Whoſoever is born 
of God, doth not commit ſin: for his ſeed remaineth in 
him, and he cannot fin becauſe he is born of God. In this 
the children of God are manifeſt, and the children of the 
devil. Whoſoever . doth not righteouſneſs is not of God, 
neither he that loveth not his brother. For this is the 
meſſage which ye have heard from the beginning, that we 
ſhonld love one another. Not being as Cain, who was of 
that wicked one, and flew his brother: and wherefore ſlew 
he him? becauſe his own works were evil, and his brother's 
righteous. | | 
Marvel not, my brethren, if the world hate you. We 
know that we have paſſed from death unto life, becauſe we 
love the brethren,” He that loveth not his brother, abideth 
in death. Whoever hateth his brother is a murderer; and 
ye know-that no murderer hath eternal life abiding in him. 
Hereby we perceive the love of God, becauſe he laid down 
his life for us; and we ought to lay down our lives for the 
brethren. But whoſo hath this world's good, and ſeeth his 
brother in need, and ſhutteth up his bowels of compaſſion 
From Him, how dwelleth the loye of God in him? 
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My little - children, let us not love in word, neither in 
tongue, but in deed, and in truth; and by this we know, 
that we are of the truth, and ſhall aſſure our hearts before 


him. For if our heart condemn us, God is greater than 
our heart, and knoweth all things. Beloyed, if our heart 
condemn. us not, then have we confidence towards God; 


and whatever we aſk, we receive of him, becauſe we keep 
his commandments, and do thoſe things which are pleaſi 
in his {ight, Aud this is his commandment, that we ſhoul 
believe on the name of his Son Jeſus Chriſt, and love one 
another, even as he has given us commandment. 

And he that keepeth his commandments, dwelleth in 
God, and God in him; and by this we know, that he 


abideth in us, by the Spirit which he hath given us. 


| IV. 
BeLoven, believe not every ſpirit, but try the ſpirits 
whether they are of God : becauſe many falſe prophets are 
gone out into the world. Hereby ye know the Spirit of 
God. Every ſpirit which confeſſeth that Jeſus Chriſt is 

ſk is of God; and every ſpirit which con- 
feſſeth not that Jeſus Chriſt is come in the fleſh, is not of 
God; but is that ſpirit of antichriſt, whereof you have 
heard that it ſhould come, and even now already is in the 
world, 
Ve are of God, little children, and have overcome them: 
becauſe greater is he that is in you, than he that is in the 
world. They are of the world : therefore they ſpeak of 
the world, and the world heareth them. We are of God; 
he that knoweth God, heareth us; he that is not of God, 
beareth not us. Hereby we know the ſpirit of truth, and the 
ſpirit of error. Beloved, let us love one another; for love 
is of God; and every one that loveth is born of God, and 
knoweth God. He who loveth not, knoweth not God, 
for God is love. In this was manifeſted the love of God 
towards us, that God ſent his only begotten Son into the 
world, that we might live through him. Herein is love, 
not that we loved God, but that he loved us, and ſent his 
Son to be the propitiation for our ſins. don 


- 


Beloved, if God ſo loved us, we ought alſo to love one 
«another. No man hath ſeen God at any time ; but if we 
love one another, God dwelleth in us, and his love is per- 
fected in us. Hereby we know that we dwell in him, and 
he in us, becauſe he hath given us of his ſpirit. And we 


have ſeen and do teſtify, that the Father ſent the Son to be 


the ſaviour of the world. Whoever ſhall confeſs that Jeſus 
is the Son of God, God dwelleth in him, and he in God, 
We have known and believed the love that God hath to us, 
-God 1s love, and he that dwelleth in love, dwelleth in God, 
and God in him. Herein is our love made perfect, that 
we may have boldneſs in the day of judgment: becauſe, as 
he is, fo are we in this world. There is no fear in love; 
but perfect love caſteth out all fear; becauſe fear hath tor- 
ment: he that feareth is not made perfect in love. We love 


him, becauſe he firſt loved us. 


If a man fay, I love God, and hate his brother, he is a 
Har: for he that loveth not his brother whom he hath ſeen, 
how can he love God whom he hath not ſeen? and this 
commandment we have from him, that he who loyeth God, 
ſhould love his brother alſo. ; 


0 V. 
Wrotver believeth that Jeſus is the Chriſt, is born of 
God; and every one who loveth him that begat, loyeth 
him alſo who is begotten of him. By this we know, that 


we love the children of God, when we love God, and keep 


his commandments. For this is the love of God, that we 
*keep his commandments ; and his commandments are not 
grievous. 

Whatſoever is born of God, overcometh the world, and 
this is the victory which overcometh the world, even our 


faith: who overcometh the world but he that believeth that 
Jeſus is the Son of God? this is he who came by water “ 


and blood, even Jeſus Chriſt, not by water only, but by 
water and blood: and it is the ſpirit that beareth witneſs, 
becauſe the ſpirit is truth. For there are three that bear 
tecord in heaven, the Father, the Word, and the Holy 


.®. Theſe expreſſions, and what follows of the like ſort, we may 
underſtand in a myſtical ſenſe, NY 
| Spirit; 
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Spirit; and theſe three are one: and there are three that 


bear witneſs on earth, the ſpirit, the water, and the blood, 
and theſe three agree in one. 

If we receive the witneſs of men, the witneſs of God is 
greater. For this is the witneſs of God, which he hath 
teſtified of his Son. He that believeth on the Son of God 
hath the witneſs in himſelf: he that believeth not God, 
hath made him falſe, becauſe he believeth not the teſtimony 
which God gave of his Son, And this is the teſtimony, 
that God has given to us eternal life: and this life is in his 
Son. He who hath the Son, hath life; and he who hath 
not the Son of God, hath not lite. 

Theſe things I have written unto you who believe in the 
name of the Son of God, that ye may know that ye have 
eternal life ; and that ye may believe on the name of the 
Son of God. And this is the confidence which we have 
in him, that if we aſk any thing according to his will, he 


' heareth us; and if we know that he hears us, in whatever 


we alk, we know that we haye the petitions which we put 
up to him. If any man ſee his brother ſin a fin which is 
not unto death, he thall aſc, and God ſhall give life to them 
that ſin not unto death. All urn ama es is fin, and 
there is a fin which is not unto death. We know that who- 


ſoever is born of God ſinneth not, but God, of whom he is 


born, preſerveth him, and the wicked one toucheth him not. 
We know that we are of God, and that the whole world 
lieth in wickedneſs, We know the Son of God is come, 


and hath given us an underſtanding, that we may know him 


that is true: and we are in him that is true, even in his Son 
Jeſus Chriſt : he is the true God, and eternal life. 
Little children, keep yourſelves from idols. Amen,

the Gentiles. We ought therefore to receive ſuch, that we 
might be fellow-helpers to the truth. | 

I wrote unto the church; but Diotrephes, who loveth 
to have the pre-eminence among them, receiveth. us not. 
Therefore if I come, I ſhall remember his deeds, and his 
evil diſcourſes againſt us, uſing malicious words: and not 
content with this, neither doth he himſelf receive the bre- 
threp, but forbiddeth them that would, and caſteth them 


+ out of the church. 


Beloved, follow not that which is evil, but that which is 
good: he that doeth good is of God; but he that doeth 
evil ſeeth not God. Demetrius hath: good report of all 
men, and of the truth itſelf ; we alſo bear witneſs of him, 
and ye know our witneſs is true. | 5 

I have many things to write, but I will not now write 
them with ink and pen: hoping to ſee thee ſoon, and we 
may ſpeak face to face. Peace be to thee, Our friends 
ſalute thee, Salute the friends by name. 


THE GENERAL EPISTLE OF JUDE, 


JUDE, the ſervant of Jecfus Chriſt, and brother of James, 
to them that are ſanctiſied by God the Father, and pre- 
ſerved in Jeſus Chriſt, and called: | 

Mercy, and peace, and love, be multiplied unto you. Be- 
loved, when I gave all diligence to write to you of the 
common ſalvation, it was needful for me to exhort you, 
that ye ſhould earneſtly contend for the faith once delivered 
to the ſaints : for there are certain men crept in unawares, 
who were before of old written of for this condemnation 
ungodly men, turning the grace of God into laſciviouſneſs, 
and denying the ouly Lab God, and our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 

1 will therefore put you in remembrance (though ye 
once knew this) how the Lord having ſaved the people 
out of the land of Egypt, afterwards deſtroyed them that 
believed not: and the angels who kept not their firſt 2 
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but left their habitation, he hath reſerved in everlaſting 
chains under darkneſs, anto the judgment of the great day, 
As Sodom and Gomorrah, with the cities about them, 
who giving themſelves over to fornication, and going after 
ſtrange fleſh, are ſet forth for an example, ſuffering the 
puniſhment of eternal fire, 

Likewiſe theſe filthy dreamers defile the fleſh, deſpiſe 
government, and ſpeak evil of dignities ; though Michael 
the archapgel, when contending with the devil, he diſputed 
about the body of Moſes, durſt not bring againſt him a 
- Failing accuſation, but ſaid, The Lord rebuke thee, Yet 
theſe ſpeak evil of thoſe things which they know not, and 
in what they know naturally as brute beaſts ; in thoſe things 
they corrupt themſelyes, Woe unto them, for they have 
gore in the way of Cain, and ran greedily after reward, 
according to the error of Balaam, and periſhed in the gain- 
ſaying of Core. Theſe are ſpots in your feaſts of charity, 
When they eat with you, feeding themſelves without fear: 
us clouds without water, carried about by winds ; and 
as trees withered, and without fruit; twice dead, plucked 
up by the roots. As raging waves of the ſea, foaming out 
their own ſhame : wandering ſtars, to whom is reſeryed 
the blackneſs of darkneſs for ever. Enoch alſo, the ſeventh 
from Adam, propheſied of theſe, laying, Behold the Lord 
cometh with ten thouſand of his ſaints, to execute judg- 
ment upon all, and to convince all that are ungodly among 
them, of all their ungodly deeds which they have ungodly 
committed, and of all the hard ſpeeches which impious 
ſinners have ſpoken againſt him; theſe are murmurers, 
complainers, walking according to their own deſires, their 
mouth ſpeaking great ſwelling words, having mens perſons 
in admiration becauſe of advantage. 

But beloved, remember ye the words which were ſpoken 
before by the apoſtles of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; how they 
told you, there ſhould be mockers in the laſt time, who would 
walk after their own ungodly luſts. 'Theſe are they who 
ſeparate themſelves, ſenſual, not having the Spirit. But 
ye beloved, building up yourſelves in your moſt holy faith, 
praying in the Holy Spirit; keep yourſelves in the love of 
God, a for the mercy of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt unto 
eternal lite, | | os 
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Of ſome have compaſſion, making ,a difference; others 
ſave with fear, pulling them out of the fire ; hating even 
the garment ſpotted by the fleſh. 

Now unto him who is able to keep yon from falling, and 
to preſent you faultleſs before the preſence of his glory with 
exceeding joy ; to the only wiſe God, our Saviour, be 
glory, and majeity, dominion, and power, now and ever.

{Some parts of the Book of the Revelation, are omitted in 
the Abſtract, yet it is not intended to diſcourage the 
peruſal of the whole of this book, any more than other 
parts of the ſcripture, which are wrapt up in myſtical 
and figurative terms ; there is a ſublime and hidden 
meaning which we may revere, though we do not fully 
underſtand. The pious Caſtalio makes this remark in 
his annotations : * The author of this book was a true 
prophet, and ſervant of God, that I am fully perſuaded of, 
nor have any more doubt concerning it than of the goſpel 
written by John; yet J hardly underſtand a thoulandth 
part of it.“ ; 

I JOHN, who am your brother and companion in tri- 
bulation, and in the kingdom and patience of Jeſus Chriſt, 
was in the iſle called Patmos, for the word of God, and 
for the teſtimony of Jeſus Chriſt. I was in the Spirit on 
the Lord's day, and heard behind me a great voice, as of 
2 trumpet, ſaying, I am Alpha and Omega, the firſt and 
the Jaſt : what thou ſeeſt write in a book, and ſend it to 
the ſeven churches, which are in Aſia, to Epheſus, to 
Smyrna, to Pergamos, to Thyatira, to Sardis, to Phila»: 
delphia, and Laodicca, 

Then I turned to ſee whoſe voice ſpoke to me; and 
being turned, I ſaw ſeven golden candleſticks; and in the 
midſt of the ſeven candleſticks, one like the Son of Man, 
clothed with a garment down to the feet, and girded about 
at the breaſts with a golden girdle, His head and hairs 
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were white like wool, as white as ſnow, and his eyes were 
as a flame of fire, His feet were like unto fine braſs, as 
if they burned in a furnace: and his voice as the ſound of 
many waters. He had in his right hand ſeven ſtars; and 
out of his mouth went a ſharp two-edged ſword : and his 
countenance was as the ſun ſhining in its ſtrength, 
And when I faw him, I fell at his feet as dead: but he 
put his right hand upon me, ſaying unto me, Fear not, I 
am the firſt and the laſt. I am he that liveth and was 
dead: and behold, I am alive for evermore, Amen; and 
have the keys of hell and of death. | 

The rhe” ib: of the ſeven ſtars which thou haſt ſeen in 
my right hand, and the ſeven golden candleſticks ; the 
ſeven ſtars are the angels“ of the ſeven churches ; and 
the ſeven candleſticks which thou haſt ſeen, are the ſeven 
churches. 

Unto the angel of the church of Epheſus, write, Theſe 
things faith he who holdeth the ſeven ſtars in his right hand, 
who walketh in the midſt of the ſeven golden candleſticks ; 
I know thy works, and thy labour, — patience, and how 
thou canſt not bear with them that are evil; that thou haſt 
tried them who ſay they are apoſtles, and are not, and haſt 
found them liars. Thou haſt borne, and haſt patience ; and 
alſo for my name's ſake haſt laboured, and halt not fainted : 
nevertheleſs, I have ſomewhat againſt thee, becauſe thou 
haſt left thy firſt love. Remember therefore from whence 
thou art fallen, and repent, and do the firſt works; or 
elſe I will come to thee quickly, and will remoye thy 
candleſtick out of his place, except thou repent. This 
thou haſt, that thou hateſt the deeds of the . 
Wich I alſo hate. He that hath an ear let him hear what 
the Spirit faith unto the churches; to him that over- 
cometh I will give to eat of the tree of life, which is in 
the midſt of the paradiſe of God, 
And unto the angel of the church in Smyrna, write, 
Theſe things faith the firſt and the laſt, who was dead, and 
is alive, I know thy works, and tribulation, and poverty ; 
but thou art rich; I know alſo the blaſphemy of thoſe who 
ſay they are Jews, and are not, but are the ſynagogue of 


# Theſe arc underſtood to be the meſſengers and minifters of Chriſt. 
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fatan. Fear none of thoſe things which thou ſhalt ſuffer; 
behold the devil will caſt ſome of you into priſon, that ye 
may be tried, and ye will have tribulation ten days: be 
thou faithful unto death, and I will give thee a crown of 
life. He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit 
faith to the churches, He that overcometh ſhall not be 
hurt by the ſecond death. 
And to the angel of the church in Pergamos write, Theſe 
things, faith he, who hath the ſharp ſword with two edges, 
I know thy works, and where thou dwelleſt, even where 
ſatan's ſeat is, and thou holdeſt faſt my name, and haſt not 
denied my faith, even in the days when Antipas was my 
faithful martyr, who was ſlain among you, where ſatan 
dwelleth : but I have a few things againſt thee, that thou 
haſt thoſe who hold the dofrine of Balaam, who taught 
Balac to caſt a ſtumbling-block before the children of 
Iſrael, to make them eat things ſacrificed to idols, and to 
commit fernication ; ſo alſo thou haſt them that hold the 
doctrine of the Nicolaitanes, which I hate: repent, or elſe 
I will come to thee quickly, and fight againſt them with 
the ſword of my mouth, He that hath am ear, let bim 
hear what the Spirit ſaith unto the churches, To him 
who overcometh I will give to eat of the hidden manna, 
and will give him a white ſtone, and on the ſtone a new 
name written, which no man knows, ſave him that re- 
ceiveth it. 
And unto the angel of the church in Thyatira write, 
Theſe things, faith the Son of God, who hath his eyes like 
a flame of fire, and his feet like fine braſs: I know thy 
works, and charity, alfo thy ſervice, and faith, and patience, 
and that thy laſt works are more than the firſt ; yet I have 
a few things againſt thee, becauſe thou ſuffereſt that woman 
5 we who calleth herſelf a propheteſs, to teach and 
educe my ſervants to commit fornication, and to eat things 
facrificed to idols. I gave her ſpace to repent of her fornt- 
cation, and ſhe repented not; I will caſt her into a bed, 
and thoſe who commit adultery with her into great tribu- 
lation, except they repent of their deeds ; and I will kill 
her children with death, and all the churches ſhall know 
that I am he who ſearcheth the reins and hearts, and I 
will give to every one of you according to your works; but 
| unto 
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unto you, I ſay, even to the reſt in 'Thyatira, who have not 
adhered to this doctrine, and who have not known the 
depths of fatan, (as they ſpeak) I will put no other burthen 
upon you, but hold fall that which you have till I come: 
and to him that overcometh, and keepeth my works to the 
end, I will give power over the nations, and he ſhall rule 
them with a rod of iron; as the veſſels of a potter ſhall 
they be broken in pieces, even as I received of my Father, 
And I will give him the morning ſtar. He that hath an 
ear, let him hear what the Spirit faith unto the churches,

And to the angel of the church in Sardis write, Theſe 
things, faith he, who hath the ſeven Spirits of God, and 
the ſeven ſtars; I know thy works, that thou haſt a name 
that thou liyeſt, yet art dead ; be watchful, and ſtrengthen 
the things which remain, that are ready to die ; for ] have 
not found thy works perfe& before God. Remember 
therefore how thou haſt received and heard, hold faſt, and 
repent: for if thou doſt not watch, I will come upon thee 
as a thief, and thou ſhalt not know what hour I will 
come upon thee ; thou haſt a few names in Sardis that 
have not defiled their garments ; they ſhall walk with me 
in white, for they are worthy. He that overcometh ſhall 
be clothed in white raiment, and I will not blot out his 
name out of the book of life, but I will confeſs his name 
before my Father, and before his angels. He that hath 
an ear, let him hear what the Spirit ſaith unto the churches. 
And to the angel of the church in Philadelphia write, 

Theſe things, faith he that is boly, he that is true, he that 
hath the key of David, who openeth and no man ſhutteth, 
and ſhuttech and no man openeth. I know thy works, behold, 
T have {ct before thee an open door, and no man can ſhut 
it : thou haſt a little ſtrength, and haſt kept my word, and 
haſt not denied my name. I will make them of the fyna- 
gogue of ſatan, who ſay they are Jews, and are not, but do 
he, theſe I will make to come, and worſhip before thy 
feet, and to know that I have loved thee, becauſe thou 
haſt kept the word of my patience ; I will alſo keep thee 
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in the hour of temptation which will come upon all the 


worlds, 
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worlds, to try them that dwell upon the earth; behold, I 
come quickly; hold that faſt which thou haſt, that no man 
take thy crown, Him that overcometh I will make a 
pillar in the temple of my God, and he ſhall go no more 
out; I will write upon him the name of my God, and the 
name of the city of my God, which is New Terufalem, 
that cometh down out of heaven, from my God, and I 
will write upon him my new name. He that hath an ear,

And unto the angel of the church of the Laodiceans 
write, Theſe things, ſaith the Amen, the faithful and true 
witneſs, the beginning of the creation of God, I know 
thy works, that thou art neither cold nor hot: I wonld 
thou wert cold or hot. So then becauſe thou art lukewarm, 
and neither cold nor hot, I will ſpew thee out of my mouth. 
Thou ſayeſt, I am rich, and increaſed in goods, and have 
need of nothing : and knoweth not that thou art wretched, 
and mi erable, poor, and blind, and naked. I counſel thee 
to buy of me gold, tried in the fire, that thou mayſt be 
rich; and white raiment that thou mayſt be clothed, that 
ſo the ſhame of thy nakedneſs may not appear; alſo anoint 
thine eyes with eye-ſalve, that thou mayſt ſee, As many 
as I love, I rebuke, and chaſten : be zealous, therefore, 
and repent.—*Behold, I ſtand at the door and knock: if 
any man hear my voice, and openeth the door, I will come 
in to him, and will ſup with him, and he with me, 

To him that overcometh will I grant to fit with me in 
my throne, even as I alſo overcame, and am ſet down with 
my Father in his throne. He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit ſaith to the churches,

I further ſaw as it were a ſea of glaſs; mingled with fire,
